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INTRODUCTION. 


T is uſual for an author in ſome preliminary pages to give an account of 
himſelf and his work. I have often found the advantage 'of this, and been 


convinced from a few introductory lines, that it was not worth while to ſpend 
more time and attention on the ſucceeding ſheets. That the reader there- 
fore may not be deceived, I ſhall give the following narrative of myſelf and 
my performance. 

Above twenty years ago, coming into poſſeſſion of a conſiderable real eſ- 
tate in this my native county, I determined as far as was conſiſtent with a 
proper attention to my own affairs, to ſerve my countrymen and neighbours 
by every means in my power. Thus I became a mere provincial man, con- 
fining my ambition within the ancient province of Wiccta, now commonly 
known by the name of WORCESTERSHIRE. 

I had oftentimes wiſhed that ſome one would write the Hiſtory and Anti- 
quities of. the County. I propoſed the undertaking to ſeveral perſons, offering 
them all the aſſiſtance in my power. I invited the Society of Antiquaries to 
chooſe a proper perſon, promiſing to open a ſubſcription with three or four 
hundred pounds. Failing of ſucceſs in all my applications, I offered my own 


ſhoulders, however unequal, to the burden; reflecting that though very little 
had been publiſhed, yet this work was in ſome degree made eaſy, becauſe ma- 


terials had been collecting for near two hundred years. 


The firſt collector was Mr. Thomas Habington of Hinlip. This 


unfortunate gentleman, bigoted to his religion, and pitying the hard 
fate of Mary Queen of Scots, engaged in deſigns for releaſing her, which 
had nearly coſt him his life; he was however pardoned, and permitted to re- 
tire td Hinlip, which was ſettled upon him by his father, in conſideration of 
his marriage with Mary eldeſt daughter of Edward lord Morley by Elizabeth 
his wife, daughter and ſole heir of Sir William Stanley knight lord Mont- 
cagle. Notwithſtanding this eſcape, Mr. Habington could not help engaging 
in the Gunpowder-plot, wherein if he was not directly concerned, yet for en- 
tertaining Garnet, Oldcorn, and others, he was committed to the wer, and 
condemned to die; but by the interceſſion of his wife's father, lord Morley, 
and being queen Elizabeth's godſon, he was reprieved, and pardoned on con- 
dition that he ſhould retire to Hinlip, and never again ſtir out of Worceſterſhire. 
In this retirement, he gave himſelf up entirely to ſtudy the Antiquities 
of the coupty. He died October 8, 1647, aged 87. His portrait is 
ſketched — the article Hinlip. 

His papers were tranſcribedeby his ſon William gton, who made ſome 
few additions to them, though his ſtudies, were chietMn the poetic line. The 
hiſtory of Edward IV written and publiſhed at the requeſt of Charles I was 
chiefly compiled from his father's papers. He died November 30, 1659, 
leaving his collections to his ſon Thomas Habington of Hiolip, who dying 
without ifſue left his eſtate to Sir William Compton. 
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The MSS luckily fell into the hands of Dr. Thomas, the induſtrious anti- 
Worceſter Cathedral, and many other pieces. He died July 26, 1738, with- 
out iſſue male, after having taken much pains in collating the regiſters of the 
Biſhops, and Dean and Chapter, and making many other valuable additions 
to Habington's papers. A mezzotinto portrait of him is hereto annexed, 

After Dr. Thomas's death, all the papers were purchaſed by Dr. Char 
Lyttelton, late biſhop of Carliſle, and preſident of the Society of Antiquaries, 
who made many additions to them from the Old Chapter-houſe Weſtminſter, 
the Tower Records, and other public offices. He died 1768, and, by will 
left his colle ions to the Society of Antiquaries of London; in whoſe library 
they remained till the year 1774, when they Were entruſted to me for the pur- 
pole of reviſing and publiſhing. His lordſhip's portrait was engraved at the 
expence of the Society of Antiquarics. 

Biſhop Nicolſon, in his Hiſtorical Library, fays, © there 1s now a large M3. 
e deſcription of Worceſterſhire, in the hands of Thomas Abingdon elq,. writ- 
te ten by his grandfather, an able and induſtrious antiquary, wherein if there 
« be any defects, they may be ſupplied by a preſent prebendary of the church 
& of Worceſter, who, when his modeſty will give him leave, can cfteually 
e complete ſuch a work.” It would have been happy for the publick if he 
had undertaken it. The prebendary here alluded to was Dr. William Hop- 


kins, born at Eveſham Auguſt 28, 1647: His father was a clergyman, and his 


grandſather a gentleman of rank and fortune in Bewdley, for which town, he 
was choſen member of parliament, but died before he took his ſeat. At thir- 
teen years of age he was ſent to Trinity college, Oxford, and in 1671, he went 
chaplain to Mr. Henry Coventry appointed ambaſſador to Sweden: Here he 
perfected himſelf in the Saxon language by his converſation with the Delecar- 
lians, and other Northern nations. His firſt wife was Averill Martin, by whom 
he left three children, but they all died within the year: his ſecond wife was 
Mrs. Elizabeth Whitehorne of Tewkeſbury, daughter of Henry Bromley eſquire, 
of Upton-upon-Severn;z a lady of bright parts, and of exemplary piety and 
virtue. Dr. Hopkins poſſeſſed great {kill in all the Northern and modern 
languages, as likewiſe in the Latin, Greek, Hebrew, and Oriental. He aſſiſted 
Dr. Hickes in his Septentrional Grammar, and Biſhop Gibſon in his Conti- 
nuation of Camden's Britannia, art, Worceſterſhire, ſome Sermons of his pub- 
liſhed, and many anonymous tracts. He was thoroughly verſed in the 
antiquities of his own cathedral, and of the Engliſh church in general: 
he died May 18, 1700. I find in the Bodleian library a letter of his, wherein 
he ſays, © he is much obliged to Mr. Nicolſon for his good opinion of him, 


«« that he had offered to aſliſt ary one in the publiſhing Abingdon's MSS. that 


& he was ſure by what he had ſcen, there were great detects and errors in 
* them: that Mr. Abingdon never had acceſs to the Cottonian library, that 
he was no Saxoniſt, and had taken many things upon truſt: that lus ſtyle 
was ill, and his way of writing ſo tedious, that it was nccellary to write the 
„ book anew in great part to fit it for the preſs.” 

When I firſt undertook this work, it did not appear fo troubleſome or ex- 
penſive as I afterwards found it; but having once begun, | determined to per- 
ſevere. It has been my amuſement, and I hope the reader's expectation will 
not be abſolutely diſappointed. I was the better enabled to go through with 
it, as I lived within my income, and by inclination as well as profeſſion, was 
reftrained from elections, gaming, horſe-racing, fox-hunting, and ſuch other 
pleaſures as are too frequently the ruin of country gentlemen, 
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Many alterations were to be made, and much was to be added to the 
materials already collected, as well to ſupply defects, as to bring the work down 
to the preſent time, Many errors muit inevitably occur in a book of this 
kind, which the Editor wiſhes earneſtly to correct; if therefore any gentle- 
man more intimately acquainted than himſelf with any pariſh here deſcribed, 
would be ſo obliging as to communicate his corrections or additions either 
to himſelf at Bevere near Worceſter, or incloſed to any of the bookſ{cllers men- 
tioned 1n the title page, they ſhall be'printed on ſeparate ſheets, and given 
to the purchaſers of this work, as it is not probable a book of this kind 
ſhould ever require a ſecond edition. I ſhould be very ungrateful if I did not 
acknowledge the favours already received from many learned friends: Mr. 
Gough, Mr. Manning, Mr. Roſe, Mr. Pennant, Dr. Percy Dean of Carliſle, 

Mr, Farley, Mr. Brooke, Mr. Aſtle, Mr. Bartlet, Mr. Lightfoot, &c. not to 
mention the communications of many gentlemen of this county. 

Some may be diſpleaſed with the manner in which theſe collections are diſ- 
poſed, and may think they ſhould have been arranged by hundreds, or according 
to the courſe of rivers : but whoever is acquainted with the irregular ſhape of - 
the county, with the disjointed manner in which the pariſhes lie that compoſe 
the ſeveral hundreds, muſt know, that it is almoſt impoſlible to throw them into 
any other form, eſpecially as I do not preſume to call this account an hiſtory, 
but only PAROCHIAL COLLECTIONS for an hiſtory, and it is hoped that in 
ſome future day, an able hand will ſelect from all the provincial hiſtories what 
is really uſeful or curious, and add it by way of notes to a new edition of 
Camden's Britannia. Much of what is here written may to indifferent perſons 
appear trifling and unintereſting; but to ſuch as have property or connections in 
the county, the ſame things may be amuſing, if not uſcful and inſtructive: 


and it muſt always be remembered that a county hiſtorian is by proſeflion, a 
dealer in ſmall ware.

Among the Romans, what 1s now called Worceſterſhire was probably in the 
diſtrict belonging to the Cornavii, or perhaps the Dobuni. It was a low woody 
country, and therefore very little known to that cautious and warlike people. 
We do riot find it mentioned by Ptolemy, or in Antonine's Itinerary. The 
ſecond Romaniter from Northumberland to Richborough in Kent, to Wroxeter, 
Wall near Litchfield, Towceſter, Fenny Stratford, St. Albans, London, Canter- 
| bury, &c. leaves Worceſterſhire on the Weſt, The 12th iter from Sil. 
cheſter to Uriconium (Wroxeter) paſſes by Abergavenny to Ludlow, on the 
Herefordſhire fide of Malvern hill, leaving Worceſterſhire on the Eaſt, for it is 
probable that Branonium, Bravonium, Bravinium, or Rranogenium, does not 
mean Worceſter, but ſome place beyond Ludlow; as Worceſter could never 
belong to the Ordovices, or inhabitants of North Wales. The 13th Iter 
from Carleon to Silcheſter makes a bend in order to take in Monmouth, Roſs, 
Glouceſter, Cirenceſter, but leaves Worceſterſhire to the North. 

Of the four great Roman roads, (the Foſſe, Watling-ſtreet, Ermin-ſtreet, 
and-Ryknild-ſtreet,) the laſt only comes near to Worceſterſhire, and touches 
our county very lightly. Some have ſuppoſed it to paſs from Bidford in War- 
wickſhire, through South Littleton, ſomewhat to the Eaſt of Eveſham, b 
Hinton in, Glouceſterſhire, near Sedgbarrow in Worceſterſhire, ſo to Aſhton- 
under-hill, Beckford, Aſhchurch, all in Glouceſterſhire, and a little Eaſt of 
Tewkeſbury : but as this is a deep- clay foil, a Roman road would probably have 
been thrown up very high, and obvious marks ſtill left. It is more eaſt! 
traced from Bidford Northward to Alceſter, then running near Coughton, 
Studley, Hippeſley, all in Warwickſhire, it enters Beoley (being the extremity 
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of Worceſterſhire), ſo to Edgbaſton in Warwickſhire, leaving Birmingham a 
little Weſt, croſſes Sutton Park: this courſe lies upon high land, and the road 
may in many places be clearly traced. | 
Richard of Cirenceſter a monk of Weſtminſter, who, according to Dr. 
Stukeley, lived about 1338, and collected his map and accounts from ſome fra 
ments left by a Roman general, together with ſome additions from Ptolemy, 
mentions Brangonium Flavie provincie, which the Doctor interprets Wor- 
ceſter, and Salina Flavie Droitwich : but the map being on a ſmall 
ſcale and very incorrect determines nothing abſolutely ; the Saline he 


- mentions is placed near Erocetum, that is Wall near Litchfield, and may there- 


fore mean ſome of the Staffordſhire or Cheſhire ſalt works. Indeed, by the 
tenth Iter of this author we are directed to go from Wall near Litchfield to 
Birmingham, to Droitwich, to Worceſter, to Glouceſter, Cirenceſter, and Bath. 
And the 14th Iter goes from Ariconium (Kencheſter) by Hereford to Glou- 
ceſter, Eveſham, and Aulceſter. On the Lickey, on Hagley and Stourbridge 
commons, are obvious marks of high roads formed like thoſe of the Romans, 
which might have been ways of communication between Alceſter and the 
ſtations in Shropſhire and Staffordſhire, but not any part of the four great 
roads. SET 

We do not find Worceſterſhire mentioned in the Notitia Imperii, which was 
taken about the year 430: or in the Anonymous Ravennas. In Tacitus's 
Annals, book xii. c. 31. we read, © Offorius detrabere arma ſuſpectis, 
cinfoſque caſtris Antonam & Sabrinam fluvios cobibere parat. From this ob- 
ſcure paſſage ſome have inferred that the Romans were in poſſeſſion of Wor- 
ceſterſhire ; but the country here deſcribed was probably near Tewkeſbury 


in Glouceſterſhire. Dr. Stukeley explains Richard of Cirenceſter's ad Antonan 


in his 14th Iter Eveſham: It cannot be the river Nyne in Northamptonſhire, that 
being too diſtant from the Severn. Rapin, (p. 14.) ſeems not to underſtand the 
paſſage : he tranſlates it thus, © to confine them (the Britons) between the 
Avon and Severn by means of forts built between the two rivers ;”” whereas it 
ought to be, © he poſted his forces on the rivers Avon and Severn, to reftrain or 
check the Britons :'* obſerve, that cinctos does not refer to the Britons, and that 
there is no mention of forts. From this paſſage then I ſhould conjecture, that 
the Britons were in poſſeſſion of Worceſterſhire, and that Oſtorius endeavoured 
to prevent their marching farther than Tewkeſbury “. 

After the Romans left this iſland the inhabitants being much oppreſſed by 
the Picts and Scots, called in the Saxons to their aſſiſtance, who, about the 
year 443 Or 4.50, began to ſettle here. They afterwards divided the Iſland into 
ſeven kingdoms, which from thence was called the Heptarchy. The laſt king- 
dom they eſtabliſhed was that of the middle Saxons, or Mercia, which word 
Dr. Hickes ſays, ſignifies end or bound, or elſe famous, great, becauſe 
Mercia was the largeſt of the ſeven kingdomsF. It was ſituated in the 
middle part of tha Iſland, and contained ſeventeen of our preſent counties, viz. 
thoſe of Glouceſter, Hereford, Worceſter, Warwick, Leiceſter, Rutland, Nor- 
thampton, Lincola, Huntingdon, Bedford, Buckingham, Oxford, Stafford, 
Salop, Nottingham, Derby, Cheſter, and part of Hertford. 

The Saxons by their buildings and religious foundations have left very evi- 
dent traces behind them in our county, which will be mentioned in their pro- 
per places. Indeed, all the camps we find 1n this county and its borders, ſuch 
as Malvern, Breedon, Wobury, &c. have no appearance of being the works of

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the Romans, but were thrown up after their time. About the year 990, and for 
many years after, the Danes by their invaſions and plunderings much oppreſſed 
the Iſland ; they levied large contributions, and impoſed a tribute of 12 pence 
upon every hide of land in England, which 1s well known by the name of 


Danegelt. The Engliſh did not ſubmit eaſily, and Worceſterſhire was fre- 


quently the ſcene of ſharp and bloody actions, as will be ſhewn hereafter. 

What has happened here fince the Norman Conqueſt in the year 1066, to- 
gether with the change of property, and the different iamilies that have reſided 
in, or been connected with the county, will be ſhewn from Domeſday, and 
other records and MSS. 

In former ages the great families of this and other counties were ruined by 
revolutions in government, and by adhering to the loſing fide, In the wars 
between Maud and King Stephen, William de Beauchamp took part with 
the former; on which account he was by Stephen deprived of his eſtate, 
and hereditary truſts, the government of Worceſter being by that king beſtowed 
on Waleran count de Meulant who was then appointed Earl of Worceſter; 
however when Maud afterwards prevailed, Beauchamp was reſtored to his lands, 
ſheriffalty, and government, which were confirmed to him by Henry II. 
His grandſon Walter de Beauchamp took part with the Barons in the reign 
of King John, and was a great ſufferer in the cauſe, the church of Worceſter 
taking that opportunity of enlarging their precincts, and ſo ſtreightening the 
caſtle, that it was no longer large enough for the habitation of the Earl and 
his retinue; probably many other private families were ruined by theſe con- 
teſts, but not of conſequence enough to be recorded in hiſtory : indeed the pro- 
perty of the county was ſo much in the hands of the church, and a few great 
lords, that hardly any private perſons could be found capable of taking a leading 
part. In the reign of Richard II. Thomas Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, 
was deprived of his eſtates in this county, Salwarp, Wadborough, Beoly, 
and many others. Sir Humphrey Stafford of Grafton, and William Sheldon of 
Beoly,were both in the battle of Boſworth field, on the fide of Richard III. But 
the greateſt forfeiture of private property in this county was occaſioned by the at- 
tainder and execution of Edward Earl of Warwick, who ſided with Perkin 
againſt Henry VII. His property was very large 1n different parts of the county, 
and enabled ſucceeding kings to make grants to many different perſons. 


But the greateſt change of property that ever happened in this county, or in 
this kingdom fince the Norman conqueſt, was in the reign of Henry VIII. 
when the abbies and all religious houſes were diſſolved, and the kin 
away to different perſons above one-third partoh the county. 

The next event that occaſioned ſeveral foxfeitures in Worceſterſhire was 
Lord Effex's plot, in which John Littelton of Frankley, Sir Henry Bromley of 
Upton- upon-Severn, and many others were concerned, ; 

Early in the following reign the Gun-powder Plot was diſcovered; in which

In the long conteſt between Charles I. and his parliament, it was impoſſible 


for any gentleman to obſerve a neutrality: the greater part, eſpecially thoſe of 
higher rank, ſided with the king; but many families of character and fortune 
took the oppoſite part. On the king's {tide were Lord Shrewſbury, Lord Wind- 
for, Dr. Prideaux biſhop of Worceſter, the Lytteltons of Frankley, Sir Samuel 
Sandes, Sir Martin Sandes, Capt. William Sandes of Omberſley, Sir William 
Ruſſel of Strenſham, Sir Rowland Berkeley of Cotheridge, Sir John Winford 
of Aſtley, Sir John Barrett of Droitwich, Sir John Pakington, Sir Ralph 


Clare, Henry Ingram, Eſq; of Earlſcourt, who was high ſheriff of the county

when Worceſter was ſurrendered to the parliament forces in the year 1646, 
Henry Bromley of Holt, Thomas Hornyold of Blackmore Park, Robert 
Wylde of the Commanders, John Cockes of Crowle, Thomas Acton of Burton, 
in the pariſh of Lower Sapy, Henry Townſhend of Elmley Lover, Edward 
Sheldon of Beoly, Joſeph Walſh of Abberley, William Habingdon of Hinlip, 

— Ruſſell of Little Malvern, Edward Penel of Woodſon, Anthony Langſton 
of Sedgborough Eſquires, Major Thomas Wylde, Major Jo. Ingram, Col. 
Herbert, Prior of Pedmore, and many others. | 

On the parliament fide were Sir Thomas Rouſe of Rouſelench, Nicholas 
Lechmere of Hanley, Daniel Dobyns of Kidderminſter, Col. William Lygon of 
Madresfield, Richard Salway of Stamford Court, Thomas Cookes of Bentley, 
Edward Pytts of Kyre, Col. William Dingley of Charlton, who was governor 
of Eveſham, John Edgiock of Feckenham, Thomas Milward of Alvechurch, 
William Moor of Alvechurch, Major Edward Smith, William Colins of King's 
Norton, William Younge of Eveſham, George Symonds of White Lady Afton 
Eſquires; John Fownes of Dodford, John Giles of Aſtley Gents. and very 
many others of all ranks and degrees, particularly gentlemen and yeomen. 

In this war many eſtates were ſpent, and hardly any acquired. When the 
lands of the biſhop, and dean and chapter, were put up to fale, they were ac- 
curately ſurveyed and valued ; and though they were ſold for a few years pur- 
chaſe, yet the buyers were loſers by their bargains. 

At the Reſtoration, the king ſlenderley rewarded the cavaliers who had ſuf- 
fered in his cauſe. About this time thoſe who had ſided with the parliament 
were apprehenſive left revenge ſhould be taken upon them by the king's 
friends, and they made to ſuffer for their former ſucceſſes. To calm theſe fears, 
an addreſs was drawn up and figned by the principal cavaliers, and preſented 
May 8, 1660 by General Monke, Lord Windſor, Sir John Pakington, Mr. Finch 
and Mr. Tho. Hornyold, for the vindication of themſelves from thoſe ſcandalous 
aſperſions, as full of revenge for their great loſſes ſince the laſt war, declaring 
that they neither do nor will harbour any ſuch thoughts of rancour or revenge 
againſt the authors of them, or any other perſon, but willing to lay aſide all 
animoſities, and return to all mutual chriſtian charity. Signed by the Earl 
of Shrewſbury, Thomas Lord Windſor, Sir John Pakington, Sir William 
Ruſſell Barts. Sir Ralph Clare Knight of the Bath, Sir Rowland Berkeley, 
Sir John Winford, Sir Thomas Bairet Knights; Samuel Sandys, Thomas 
Hornyold, Jo. Hutcheſon, Tho. Wyld, Jo. Keyt, William Sheldon, Philip

WorcesTERSHIRE lies near the middle of the kingdom, rather inclining to the 
Weſt, rich in grain and fruit, having fine paſtures, all the neceſſaries of life, 
with many articles tending to promote an extenſive trade, and various manu- 
factures, which the induſtrious inhabitants are enabled to carry on, by means 
of different rivers, ſome proper for the working of mills, and others for the 
conveyance of goods; the air is ſoft, warm, and healthy, there being but few 
lakes, and little boggy land ; the ſoil ſouth of Worceſter, is moſtly a rich clay, 
or marle; north of the city it is chiefly gravel or ſand, 

The county 1s a of very irregular ſhape, having on every fide detached parts 
ſurrounded by other counties, ſuch are Dudley, Oldborough, Tredington, 
Elmload, Icomb, Daylesford, Yedfen Loges; and the following places though 
not ſurrounded by other counties, yet run out into narrow peninſulas, Stour- 
bridge, Yardley, Blockley, Cuttſdean, Chaſeley, Teddington, Alſton, Waſh- 
borne, Sedgborough, Mathon, Broadway, Church Honeybourne, Acton Beau- 
champ, Bockleton, Tenbury, &c, It is bounded on the Eaſt by Warwickſhire, 
on the Weſt by Herefordſhire and part of Shropſhire; on the North by Staf- 
fordſhire, and on the South by Glouceſterſhire. The length of the _—_y rom 
Chaſely in the South-welt to Yardley in the North-eaſt part, may be wboyt 43 
miles; the ſhorteſt line along the Severn is about 30 miles; we will therefore 
call the mean length of the county about 36 miles; the extreme breadth from 
Oldbarrow eaſt, to Berrington in Tenbury weſt, is 34 miles, the ſhorteſt line 
from Atch Laneh to Malvern, about 18; the mean breadth then we may ſup- 
poſe about 26 miles. The conference of the county, not allowing for irregu- 
larities, is about 124 miles; but it we follow the boundary line, it may be 
double. The body of the county contains about 936 miles, or 599040 acres, to 
which if we add the detached parts 19200 acres, the total will be 618240 ; if we 
take the round number of 600,000 acres, at 10g. per acre, the value of the county 
is 300, oo. excluſive of the houſes in the ſeveral market towns; from this 
we muſt deduct Tardebig in Warwickſhire, and Rochford in Herefordſhire, 


about 5000 acres lying within this county. The principal detached parts of 
Worceſterſhire are,

By obſervation, I . BY that the county pays to the land-tax at 45. in the 
pound about 25. 4d. of the preſent full improved value. Now to that tax the 
county pays C. 31, 353. 9s. 3 d. and the city J. 2228. 175. 8d. conſequently 
the value of the county, reckoning upon an average with the city, is . 2069597, 
and the city T. 19097, making together C. 288694. 

WoscksrExR is ſituated nearly in the middle of = county; and according 
to the moſt accurate obſervations of the ableſt mathematicians, lies in longitude 
& 1” © of time, or 2 &/-15” Weſt from Greenwich, and in latitude 525 9' 30”. 

The county and city paid to the poor, in the year 1776, L. 26906. 75. 5d. 

The county contains 152 pariſhes, and ten market towns, beſides the city, 


5 þ namely 
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namely Dudley, Stourbridge, Kidderminſter, Bewdley, Bromſgrove, Droitwich, 


Upton, Shipſton, Eveſham, and Perſhore. It returns nine members to pat 


liament, including the repreſentatives of the city. 

As to the number of inhabitants they may be reckoned from the families 
numbered under almoſt every pariſh, and with great pleafure we obſerve, how 
much they are increaſed fince the beginning of queen Elizabeth's reign; but 
I ſear they are not ſo many at preſent as are commonly reckoned, We will 
try to gueſs at their number by the window-tax, and by the militia returns, 

By the window-tax we learn, that there are in Worceſter diviſion, hovſes of

If in this calculation five individuals be too many for a family, it is atoned 
for by ſome omiſſions made in numbering the houſes, 

The firſt return of men able to ſerve in the militia was 12966; the next 
return was more accurate, and amounted to 11525 able. men, between 18 and 
45 years of age; this number multiplied by 6 comes to 69150; upon the 
whole, I think, there arc in the county and city about 70, O00 inhabitants, 
If we ſay the number of inhabitants is 50,009, and the number of acres in 
the county 600,000, there will be about eight acres and a half to cach in— 
dividual, 

In antient days, before moncy was ſo plenty as it has been of late years, 
rents and other payments to the king, the biſhop, and great lords, were made 
in kind, and conſumed upon the premiſes : our kings kept their Chriſtmas, 
their Whitſontide, and other holidays, at Worceſter, Glouceſter, or ſome prin- 
cipal town in different parts of the kingdom; at theſe times and places the 
bulineſs of the nation was often conſulted on. Hence aroſe the tax of pur- 
veyance, by which the king had a certain quantity of proviſions ſent in for his 
uſe, either gratis, or purchaled at his own price; this continued till the 12th 
of Charles II. 

The purveyance for Worceſterſhire in the year 1660, was as follows: 

Oxen 20, or compolition at 4. a head, to be paid June 16. 
Muttons 200, or compoſition 6s. 8 d. a head, to be paid July 10. 
Stirkes 20, or compolition 10s a head, to be paid October 8. 
Lambs 150, or compolition 1 5s. a head, to be paid Auguſt 15, 

In the Tower records we read: Rex Iii. de Munteals falutem. Manda- 
mus vobis quod de exitibus terrarum gud fuerunt IF. comitis Warwict in cuſlodia 
noſtra exiſtentium emi faciatis ad opus noſtrum contra inſtans natale domini auno 
regni noftri xxv, quuingue tauros, mille vallinas, cc euniculos, xt. cheveritlos, xx ca- 
Preolos, quatuor duoden. pheſumt, x duoden. perdicum, x pavones, e lepores & tot 
cygnos quot poteritis & x11 bran cum capitibus, que capita iniegra ampitari 
& gerebrum inde extrahi & ea cogui & bene ſarciri, & proaterea omnia prodia 
mit faciatis uſque Weſlm. Ita guod fint ibi die fabbati proximo ante predi7um 
natale. 

Nearly the ſame order was ſent to the Sheriff of Suſſex, with the addition of 
100 brawns; the ſame to the Sheriff of Northamptonſhire, and to the 
{herifts of moſt other counties: the bailiſt of the biſhop of Wincheſter was to 
buy for the king's uſe zoo hens, 100 rabbits, 20 roes, and as many 
(wans as he could get. Ihe bailifls of Glouceſter were to buy 30 lampreys, 
and bo Salmons of the beſt ca/ewar, to make of them 150 /oaver, and the rell 
to be ſalted; 200 ſhads to be ſalted and ſent to Weſtminſter the da belgre 
Chriltmas-day, One would at firlt wonder how all theſe provitions could b: 
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conſumed, but the ſame. records 28 Henry III. Rot, Clauſe m. 16, tell us, it 
was ordered that Hugh Gilford ſhould on the Friday next after Epiphauy, 
feed in the hall at Windſor, before a good fire, all the poor and needy boys he 
could find. In the ſame year there is an order to William de Haverill trea- 
ſurer, that he ſhould cauſe 1 5000 poor to be fed in the hall of St. Paul's Lon- 
don, on the day of his Converſion; in the ſame year he is likewiſe ordered to 
feed on the day of the Citcumciſion at Weſtminſter 6000 poor, all the old 
and weak to be fed in the greater and leſſer hall, the leſs infirm and middling 
people in the queen's chamber. Clauſ. Rot, de anno 29 Henry III. m. 4, 
there is an order to the ſaid William de Haverhill, that on the day of the tranſ- 
lation of St. Edward, the great hall at Weſtminſter ſhould be filled with poor, 
and that they ſhould be fetl as was the cuſtom. on other feaſt days. 

In the Tower Clauf. Rot. de anno 7 John. m. 13, is an order to Hugh de 
Neville, to repair the kitchen and houſe at Clarendon, and to make two new 
kitchens, one at Marlborough, the other at Ludgareſhall in Wiltſhire, with a 
new furnace in each big enough to boil two or three oxen, 

Among the Harleian MSS. in the Britiſh Muſeum, N? 4016, is a curious 
purveyance made for king Richard II, September 23, in the 11th year of his 
reign: 13 oxen lying in ſalt, 2 oxen freſh, x20 carcaſes of ſheep, 12 boars, 
14 calves, 140 pigs, 3 tons of ſalt veniſon, 3 does of freſh veniſon, 50 {wans, 
210 geeſe, 50 capons of high, greeſe, 8 dozen of other capons, 60 dozen of 
hens, 200 couple of, coneys, 100 dozen of pigeons, 11000 eggs, &c. &c.

The huſbandry of Worceſterſhire has nothing very particular. The graſs 
land is managed better than the ploughed, for the good farmer levels it, drains 
it, and frequently dungs it, and finds by experience that manure pays better 
when put on greenſward than on tillage : but wet land muſt firſt be drained, ö 
and made ſound by rolling, and penning of ſheep, otherwiſe the manure ſinks | 
through the bog, and has very little effect: upon ſuch lands as cannot be 
drained, which are very few indeed, coal aſhes, rubbiſh, and ſuch things, au- 
ſwer better than rich manure. Our farmers do not manage their hedges well, 
but put in too much dead wood, and make them ſo thick, that the live quick | 
is killed: they do not make their ditches deep and wide enough; in clay foils | 
they ſhould never be leſs than four feet wide, and four feet deep, they would | 
then ſecure the hedges, and ſerve as drains to the land, and a year or two after | 
the hedges are plaſhed, they ſhould be guarded from cattle either by a fence, 
or by frequent ſprinkling them with cow dung and lime. 

The uplands ſhould not be too frequently mowed ; not oftener than once in | 
three years, and ſhould be manured the year in which they are mowed; where | 
the land is ſubje& to flood, the manure ſhoyld be put on as ſoon as the hay 1 
is carried; in other grounds as ſoon as poſlible in winter; in many foils a very j 

way of manuring graſs grounds is by pulling the turnips from a neigh- 
bouring field, and feeding cattle and ſheep with them on the greenſward, | 

One acre of turnips pulled will go as far as two eaten upon the ſpot ; beſides 
in wet ſeaſons, or in land that is naturally moiſt, the farmer may feed his cattle 
with turnips, which otherwiſe he could not do without great prejudice to his | 
tillage; if the graſs ground be very wet, he keeps his cattle in falls, giving 1 
them turnips, grain, or oil cake, according to their ſeveral prices; the dairy- | 
man finds no inconvenience by giving his milking cows /o-ze turnips, but they 
ſhould not be fed entirely upon the bottoms, or even upon the tops; if they 
are, the taſte of the butter may be affected: but ſure I am, that thoſe who talk 


much of the offenſive ſmell and taſte of oil cake beef, turnip mutton, &c. do

The general rent of the paſture lands is under twenty ſhillings an acre; of 
the Severn, Avon, and Teme fide meadow land under thirty, at which rent 
many of them were valued in the time of queen Elizabeth, when all the 
cattle and ſheep kept upon the hills were wintered 1n the vale; whereas by 
the improvements of clover, ſanfoin, turnips, and ſuch like, the farmers in the

Worceſterſhire has no breed of cattle peculiar to itſelf, moſt of the land is 
ſuppoſed too rich to carry a breeding ſtock; the homed cattle come chiefly 
from Herefordſhire, and Staffordſhire, and the ſheep from Herefordſhire, Wales,

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| The ploughed grounds of Worceſterſhire are of two kinds, a ſtiff clay, fre- 
a quently with marle underneath, or a light foil with gravel under it. Almoſt 
'F all modern improvements have tended to the advantage of the light foils; the 
4 rents of which have by that means been doubled or trebled within the laſt cen- 
A tury : the ſtiff clay ſtill wants improvement; to obtain which, the good far- 
. mer takes great care to keep his ground dry, does not make his lands too high, 
but makes them ſmall, and where neceſſary carries off the ſprings by under- 
f A ground drains filled with wood, ftone, or any other materials, which will let 
| the water paſs through, and not eaſily rot; not ſuffering any water to ſtand 
11 in the furrows: he always ploughs his land in ſeaſon, that is, in dry weather; 
and repeats the ploughing and harrowing as often as poſſible; he pulveriſes the 
clay as much as he can, taking every opportunity of ſtirring the mould; he 
ploughs deep, eſpecially the fallow year, by which he creates foil, he always 
ſets his beans and peas in rows, and hoes them ; he ſets potatoes, cabbages, 
&c. and moulds them frequently; he ſows turnips and hoes hem three times; 
for, by drawing them as before mentioned, he can raiſe turnips advantageouſly 
: upon ſtiffiſh clay: he never will attempt to raiſe too many crops without a 
. fallow, if the land be not naturally very good; two crops are ſufficient, but let 
the nature of the land be ever ſo rich, he never attempts more than three 
— crops and a fallow; for in this as in many other inſtances, the greedy farmer 
is his own enemy, he waſtes his feed and time, impoveriſhes his land, and has 
no return; whereas the clay ſoil, if well tilled, and kept in good huſbandry, 
yields much more upon an acre than the light land; though it muſt be al- 
lowed, that the light lands have many advantages, they may be ploughed almoſt 
in any ſeaſon, the team need never lie idle; whereas the vale farmer had better 
let his horſes play for weeks together, than attempt to plough when the ground 
is wet; again, ſtrong deep land has this diſadvantage, it produces the largeſt 
crops in dry years, when corn is always cheap, whereas the light lands will 
have the beſt crops in wet years, when corn will always be dear, according to 
the old proverb, F \

The quantity of cherries brought to Worceſter market in a plentiful year i 3 


amazing: two or three tons are often ſold on a ſaturday before five o'clock in 
the morning: many are ſent to the fartheſt part of Yorkſhire; Birmingham; 
Wolverhampton, and the manufacturing countries make a large demand. 
Among the fruit of Worceſterſhire we may reck6n hops, plumbs, and pears 
apples are ſometimes ſold here in great quantities. | | | 
In what year the firſt plantation of hops was made in England, does not 
appear, but probably not long before the year 1428, in which they are de- 
ſcribed as a wicked weed, From the earl of Northumberland's Houſhold- book 


we learn, that in the year £556, the family uſed for brewing 256 pounds of 


hoppys, and that they coſt 135. 4d. per hundred; they uſed ſix quarters of malt 
at every brewing to make twelve hogſheads in the winter, and eleven in the 
ſummer; every hogſhead contained 48 gallons. Hops were generally imported 
from Flanders till the time of Henry VIII; in whoſe reign carp and hops are ſaid 
to have been introduced into England; that 1s, in any great quantity, and indeed 
in queen Elizabeth's. time, very many were brought from the Low Countries. 
The duty on hops throughout England, in the year 1560, amounted to 


L.117992. 9s. 4d. of which the county of Kent produced more than half, 


vis. Canterbury diſtrict, C. 28 271. 9s. 7d. Rocheſter diſtrict, C. 32248. 
145. 10d, * The produce of Worceſterſhire is not near ſo great, nor indeed 
do I wiſh it ever ſhould, as it is a ſpecies of farming, if conſidered for a num- 
ber of years, injurious beth td landlord and tenant. A few acres of hop ground 
ſwallow up the manure of a whole farm; and the crop being very precarious, 
occaſions the landlord often to give long credit for his rent, and gives 
the tenant a turn for gaming and traffick, which frequently proves his ruin. 


By act of parliament (the gth of queen Anne) a duty of one penny a pound 


is laid on hops of Britiſh growth, and the collecting of it put under the board 
of exciſe; by whoſe books it may be aſcertained what is the amount of the 
whole duty, and what is paid by each place. The amount of the duty of hops 
for the year ending 5th of July, 1779, was C. 160358. 135. 11d.+ of which 
the Wolverhampton diſtn&, great part of which lies in Worceſterſhire, paid 
L. 8700, and Worceſter . 6183. 185. 4d... For the year ending 1768, the 
duty was C. 25998. 105. 4d. of which the Wolverhampton diſtrict paid 
£.107. 175. 3 d., and Worceſter diſtrict paid only £.94 155. 9d. fo un- 
certain is this ſpecies of farming. 3 


Incloſures have been the faſhion in Worceſterſhire as well as in other coun- 
ties, though I much doubt, whether they would fo often have been applied 
for to parliament, if the ſolicitors of the acts, ſurveyors, commiſſioners, &c. &c. 
had not gained more money by them than the landholders and their tenants. 

There are doubtleſs many caſes where incloſures are very advantageous; for 


inſtance, where there are large commons of good land, that perhaps are boggy, 


or produce nothing but furze, or fern; or where there are large common 
fields adjoining to a great town, which by being divided may be let to town 
tenants at an high rent; but one great advantage is the getting rid of tithe, a 
thing much to be wiſhed by all, generally advantageous to the landholder and 
tenant; and though not always profitable to the rector, yet certainly for his 


eaſe and happineſs,

Gentlemen 
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Gentlemen are apt to eſtimate the profits of incloſures from the difference 
of their rent- roll before and after the act was carried into execution; hut they 
ſhould conſider, whether their eſtates were not underlet before, and whether 
the commiſſioners upon the incloſure have not valued them too high: they 
ſhould conſider, whether taking away a common, which perhaps was a good 
ſheep-walk, may not in proceſs of time, injure and impoveriſh the other lands: 
they ſhould conſider likewiſe the great expence of the act, of working the 
commiſſion, of fencing where ſtone or wood are ſcarce; of making new roads, 
and keeping the old ones in repair; the quantity of ground loſt in roads, hed- 
ges, and ditches; the damage done to the grain by the ſhade of the hedges, 
and by the birds which harbour there; for it is a certain fact, that with the 
ſame huſbandry, better and more corn will be raiſed in open fields than in 
incloſures: another conſideration is, that a bad tenant may plunder and im- 
poveriſh an incloſed farm much eaſter than he can a common field farm; the 


', tenant in the latter being confined by his neighbours to a regular courſe of 


huſbandry. If theſe, and other conſiderations, ſuch as the ſubmitting property, 
almoſt without appeal, to the determination of commiſſioners, perſons perhaps 


not of the firſt rank, perhaps yeomen, or land-ſtewards, had been properly 


weighed, I am ſure fo many bills of incloſure would not have been applied 
for: but faſhion will often prevail over intereſt, - 

The poor likewiſe demand ſome conſideration ; though perhaps they have no 
real right to the commons, yet preſcription and long / uſage ſeem to give 
them an apparent claim; after a few years, incloſures will certainly leſſen the 
number of people by driving the n farmers from huſbandry, and their little 
comfortable poſſeſſions, to trade and great towns; the former of which is un- 
certain, the latter the certain grave of children and poor people: indeed, one 
great profit of incloſed farms ariſes from their being converted to paſture 
more eaſily, and conſequently employing fewer labourers and teams. = 

Another ſpecies of incloſure is granting cottages and pieces of land to the 
poor for lives. This method has certainly the appearance of himanity and 
good nature to the poor, but is very unjuſt and injurious to the landholders 
and their tenants ; unjuſt, becauſe by theſe leaſes the lord arrogates to himſelf 
the whole of that whereof he is entitled only to the 13th or 14th part : in- 


jurious, becauſe the farmer loſes the labour of every ſuch cottager and his 


family; he being conſtantly employed about his own houſe, except in bad 
weather, ſickneſs, or old age: in the former caſe, he offers his ſervice to la- 
bour for the farmer; in the latter caſes, he aſſigns over his houſe and land to 
his children, or ſome friend, and throws himſelf upon the pariſh for ſupport : 
beſides, I have always obſerved, that theſe cottagers by a common's ſide, lead 
an idle life ready to pilter any thing from their neighbours; and if in old age 
they do not aſſign over their cottages, they are the pooreſt, of all poor, as the 
pariſh will not aſſiſt them, and they are unable to dig their own ground: if 
they have any land given with their houſe, it ſhould be but a few perches; and 
they ſhould not have that unleſs they have money before-hand- to pay the 
lord's ſteward his fees, and ſufficient to erect the houſe, and till the little 
lot of ground; otherwiſe they ſoon fall a prey to ſome dirty attorney, who ad- 
vances them a little money, and by his bill, &c. &c. gets poſſeſſion of the im- 
proved tenement, the poor labourer is turned out, after having toiled ſome 
years in vain, and the houſe becomes a nuiſance to the pariſh

when it was given to Sir William Compton, who was Sheriff for nineteen years, and 
after that it became annual as it is at this day. In Edward the Firſt's time Sheriffs 

were choſen by the reſpective Counties, except in thoſe Counties where the Office 

belonged to ſome noble family in fee: but the election of ſheriffs by the Free- 

holders occaſioned ſo much confuſion that it was altered in the next Reign by 
Act of Parliament; and it was enacted, that in all times coming, the Sheriffs ſhould 

be appointed by the Chancellor, Treaſurer, Barons of the * and Juſtices, 

which gave riſe to the method now practiſed.

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MEMBERS or PARLIAMENT. 


Sir John Forteſcue Aland, in his preface to Chancellor Forteſcue's book on Monarchy, 
aſſerts that whoever carefully and ſkil fully reads the Saxon laws and the prefaces and pream- 
bles to them, will find that the Commons of England always in the Saxon times made 
part of the great council : and if we look at the Saxons in their own country, we ſhall 
find that all the freeholders enjoyed an equal right with the nobles to aſſiſt in delibera- 
tions of great moment. Tacitus ſays, de minoribus rebus principes conſultant, de ma- 
Joribus omnes; and indeed it ſeems a natural principle of Government, that a King 
ſhould be adviſed and aſſiſted by his council, and that in all matters of great and gene- 
ral concern, ſuch as the levying money, for the purpoſes of war and the like, the 
body of the people ſhould be conſulted either in their own perſons, or by their re- 
preſentatives. 

In the reigns of William the Firſt and * beginning of Henry the Firſt, the Parliament 
conſiſted of the King and a few great Barons with their attendants: the civil wars dur- 

ing the reigns of Stephen and Henry II. + gave thoſe Kings an opportunity by forfeiture 
and otherwiſe to ſplit ſome of the great Baronies, which on account of their riches 
and power were troubleſome to the Crown, By this and other means, the number of 
Barons greatly encreaſing, each claiming a right to attend and vote in Parliament, the 
aſſembly became ſo numerous that our Kings began to aſſume a power of ſummoning 
ſuch of the Barons only as they pleaſed, and to pretend that none had a right to be 
preſent, but ſuch as were ſummoned: for this reaſon in King John's great charter it is 
enacted that the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, Earls and 'greater Barons ſhould be ſum- 
moned to every future Parliament by the King's particular letter or ſummons directed 
to each, and that he ſhould ſend a general order to the Sheriff of each county to ſummon 
all the ſmall Barons within each county, and as to our cities ad boroughs perhaps 
they were ſummoned by the Sheriff in like manner. 

As it was inconvenient for Gentlemen, of ſmall eſtates to come {up to every Parliament, 
it is to be ſuppoſed that from this time the lefler Barons began to meet at the County 
court, and to appoint two, three, or more of their number to attend the Parliament i in 
the name, and at the expence of the whole, but there being no Jaw for this, nor any 
directions in the ſummons, it may be ſuppoſed that the ſmaller Barons did not give up 
their right of attending if they choſe it, at their own expence. Towards the end of the 
reign of Henry the Third, after the defeat of the Earl of Leiceſter, the King got his 
Parliament, which it may be ſuppoſed conſiſted of his friends only, to paſs a law enact- 
ing that none ſhould come to Parliament, but ſuch as the King ſhould ſummon. 

The election then of Knights of the Shire did not firſt proceed from any law, but from a 
cuſtom which the ſmall Barons introduced among themſelves, for their own conveniency; 
and the Earl of Leiceſter, in the Parliament he ſummoned, did not introduce a new cuſtom, 
but only, by his letters to the Sheriff, fixed, or rather adviſed the number that ſhould be 
ſent as the repreſentatives of the ſmall Barons of each county, and the number of repre- 
ſentatives that ſhould be ſent by each city and borough. And it ſhould ſeem, that Knights.

+ Henry the Second held a great aſſembly of the nation at Worceſter, in which he wore his crown, but made a 
ſolemn vow that he would wear it no more. William the Firſt held afſemblies or parliaments during the 
Chriſtmas holidays at Glouceſter, Eaſter at Wincheſter, Whitſontide at Weſtmmſter, where ſplendid feaſts were then 
made; his Succeſſor continued them, but they were dropt by Henry the Firſt. Stephen revived them; but they 
were ſtopt by the civil wars. Theſe were regular ſtated meetings; but if the King wanted to conſult the Parlia- 
ment at any other time, he uſed to ſend a particular ſummons to them to meet him at a particular time and 
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of the Shire were elected by other perſons beſides the tenants in capite, who were ſomes 
times called the leſſer Barons *. 5 

Before the beginning of the reign of Edward I. the repreſentatives of the leſſer Barons, 
and of the cities and boroughs, began to be called the Commons, and to be looked on 
as the repreſentatives of the people; though it is certain the people, at leaſt in our coun- 
ties, had not, for many years after, any ſhare in electing them, and the repreſentatives 
of our cities and boroughs were the repreſentatives rather of the Barozy poſſeſſed by the 
city or borough, than of the People of the borough. 

By the firſt ſtatute of Weſtminſter, the commonalty were ſummoned to parliament. 
The oldeſt writ remaining is that to the Sheriff of Bedfordſhire and Buckinghamſhire, 
dated 38 H. III.: the next for Knights of the Shire was 49 H. III. though probably 
there had been writs iflued before, as appears by the famous caſe of St. Alban's, where 
8 Ed. II. the two Burgeſſes appear to have been ſent according to antient cuſtom, and 
received two ſhillings a day for their attendance in parliament, although the town was 
not antient demeſne of the crown, but belonged to the abbott: 

Dr. Brady lays it down as a certainty, that rib burgefſes were ſummoned to parliament 
before 49 H. III.; and endeavours to evade the force of the claim of St. Alban's and 
Barneſtaple, by ſaying that thoſe Boroughs did not preſcribe or claim to come to parlia- 
ment merely as boroughs, but as towns that held in chief of the king. 

The town of Barneſtaple in Devonſhire, about 18 Ed. III. aſſert in their peti- 
tion, that among other privileges granted them by a charter of King Athelſtan, they had 
from that time enjoyed the right of ſending two burgeſſes to parliament: in conſequence 
of this, inquiſitions were had, and returns made; ſome thought they had proved their 
charters, others not; but with regard to their right of ſending burgeſſes to parliament 
from time immemorial, it is confirmed by two inquiſitions, and not contradicted by a 
third; and accordingly they continued uninterruptedly to ſend burgeſſes without any 
new charter: now if no burgeſſes had been ſent to parliament before 49 H. III. 
the King's council, 17 Ed. III. needed not to have made ſo many inquiſitions, or 
been ſo much puzzled about a fact which happened within fourſcore years. 

We know that ſome Boroughs which from their poverty were unable to bear the 
expence of ſending members declined the uſe of that privilege, and afterwards peti- 
tioned to be reſtored to it after a very long interruption; this was the caſe of Agmonde- 
ſham, Wendover, and Great Marlow, in the reign of James the Firſt, 

Probably in the reign of Edward the Firſt, although the firſt pi evidence is 
in 6 Ed. III. the houſe of peers and commons firſt began to ſit in ſeperate apart- 
ments, or perhaps from the earlieſt times they were diſtinct, as appears from the 
account before quoted from Eadmer, however it is certain, that in that King's reign 
Parliament aſſumed its preſent form; but as many diſputes aroſe concerning the 
right of voting and other particulars, ſeveral acts were paſſed in the reign of 
Henry VI. enacting that a chuſer of Knights of Parliament muſt be reſident, . and have 
a freehold worth forty ſhillings a year within the county where he votes.

The following letter from Mr. John Talbot of Grafton, to Gilbert earl of Shrewſbury, 1603, from the original in the Not- 


folk collection, relates to this election. 


« My very honourable good Lord, 


There is an accident hath happened in the election of the Knights of our Shire, which moved me to write to you at this pre- 

ſent, as alſo at the inſtance of my good friend Sir Edmond Harewell, who eſteemed himſelf very much injured therein, craving 

| your honourable favour as far as the equity of his caſe will permit. There ſtood only to be Knights of the Shire for our county; 

| of Worceſter, Sir Edmond Harewell, Sir William Ligon, and Sir Willam Walſh; yet there was another that was not made 

; known till the time of the election, for that divers of the country, for their own affections, thinking him a very fit man, went 

to chooſe him for one though he would not ſtand for the place, and that was Sir John Packington. In this ſort the matter ſtood 

ſill within this month or leſs, and then Sir William Walſh, upon ſuit as it ſeemeth of Sir Henry Bromley, was content to re- 

fign his place unto him, the rather indeed, for that he ſaw they were too weak in number, and therefore would ſtrengthen their 

deſire by one that was of greateſt power and authority in court, which, as it ſeemeth, wrought their will, as your lordſhip ſhall 

further perceive, The night before the county day all, or molt part of the freeholders came to the city to be ready the next day, 

[1 among whom Mr. Sheldon and myſelf were, who had given our voices unto Sir Edmond Harewell and Sir John Packington 

f although, as before I have ſaid, he would not ſtand, ard therefore was not in place, hoping we ſhould have had orderly dealing, 

but it tell out otherwiſe, for Sir Henry Bromley and Sir William Ligon, having got the ſheriffs to be their friends, ſhut up the 

caſtle gate, and would ſuffer none of the contrary fide to come in; placing ſo many of their own friends in the view of the court, 

that it was impoſſible for any of ours to come nigh't without great labour and danger; and if it happened they knew any of them, 

as we were informed, they either beat them, and ſo ſent them away, or elſe thruſt them out by the ſhoulders. The next morning, 

being the day of election, Sir Edmond Harewell, Mr. Sheldon, and I, being advertiſed of the diſorder at 7 o'clock, went toge- 

ther, as well to ſee what was dqne, as alſo becauſe the time of the election drew near, where we found the caſtle gate ſhut, 

and Mr. Edward Bromley (ſome call him captain) Sir Henry's brother, very diligently kept it, with whom Sir Edmond and Mr. 

Sheldon had ſome talk, what I know not, but they were fain to depatt. 1 flept unto him, and aſked him what he meant to keep 

ſhut the caſtle gate from ſuch as came thither to ſerve the King, and to do their duty in that they came for, and therefore willed 

him to open the gate: he prayed me not to be offended, for he was ſet there by authority, and would keep the gate ſhut; 

ſo | went away, and made mean, with help of others, to ſcale an high hill with many others, within the circuit of the caſtle, 

and there I ſtayed till the hour of election. At that time Mr. Sheriff came, accompanied with Sir Henry and Sir William, 

| and ſhortly after them my Lord Preſident. What buſineſs he had I know not, but he ſtayed to keep the peace; others think what 

(| they liſt, When the people gave their voices, | dare take upon me Sir Edmond Harewell had three for one of lawful voices, and 

yet it pleaſed Mr. Sheriff, that is young Sir Thomas Ruſſell, to take upon his conſcience that Sir Henry and Sir William had 

| the greateſt number of voices, and fo hath made his return, not allowing Sir Edmond to have the polls examined, contrary to 

Iaw and equity, albeit he often demanded it, as my Lord Preſident can, and I think will witneſs, for ſo he told me himſelf.

This biſhoprick is ſaid to have been founded at the requeſt of Oſhere petty prince of the 

| Wiccians, by Ethelred the ſeventh king of Mercia, and twelfth monarch of England, 
about the year 680: Tatfrith or Tadfrid being appointed the firſt biſhop. Before that 
time, namely from about 6 57, one biſhop preſided over the whole kingdom of Mercia. 

The dioceſe of Worceſter was formerly of much larger extent than at preſent. Glou- 
ceſterſhire, which belonged to it, was erected into a biſhoprick in the year 154, 
and in 1542. the king appointed a biſhop of Briſtol, part of whoſe dioceſe, namely 
the deanry of Briſtol, likewiſe belonged to Worceſter. At preſent it contains about 
a third part of Warwickſhire, the pariſhes of Brome and Clent in Staffordſhire, 
Haleſowen in Shropſhire, and almoſt all Worceſterſhire, except the following fifteen 
pariſhes and eight chapelries, which are in the dioceſe of Hereford : Abberley, 
Bockleton, Bayton, Clifton, and Lower Sapy, Edwin Loch, Eaſtham, with the 
two Hanleys and Orlton, Kyre, Lindridge, with Knighton and Penſax, Mamble, 
Ribbesford with Bewdley, Rock with Hightington, Stanford, Sheldeſley, Stocton, 
Tenbury : theſe are in the deanry of Burford, and archdeaconry of Salop. 

The dioceſe of Worceſter contains x16 rectorics, beſides St. Nicholas in Droitwich, 
now united with St. Andrews; 79 vicarages, 26 curacies, 41 chapels, and 9g 
deanries. | ;

In the year 1314, were ordained in the church of St. John at Cirenceſter 106 acolytes, 139 ſub-deacons, 138 
deacons, and 85 prieſts. In the year 1334, in the church of the friars minor at Briſtol, were ordained 171 
acolites, 150 ſub-deacons, 39 deacons, and 73 prieſts. In the year 1336, were ordained in the college church 
of Worcelter, 391 acolites, 379 ſub-deacons, 154 deacons, and 123 prieſts. In the following year a very nu- 
merous ordination was held in Bromſgrove church. Biſhop Hemenhale, who ſat only that one year, is ſaid to 
have ordained an incredible number.

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The biſhop of Worceſter collates to the following livings, together with the arch-

Before the Reformation the. biſhop had ſeveral other advowſons in Worceſterſhire, as 
will be ſhewn in the proper places; ſuch were Hanbury near Wich,  Bredon, &c. be- 
fides valuable livings and manors in other counties. 

He had the manor of Bibury in Glouceſterſhire (though the advowſon belonged to 
the abbey of Oſeney near Oxford) which the biſhop held in demeſne; he had charter 
warren granted 39 H. III. The true value of Bibury 9 H. IV. was 4ol. 7s. 4. by 
what means I know not, but 20 H. VIII. it was valued only at 171. 28. 11d, It 
was taken from the biſhop 3 Ed.

Stratford a fair to continue four days, at the feaſt of the Holy Trinity: the ſaid king 
likewiſe, in the 39th of his reign, granted charter warren. The true value of Old 
Stratford, 9 H. IV. was 431. 18s. 10d. and the value of the borough of Stratford 
tol. 18s. 20 H. VIII. Old Stratford was valued at 461. 3s. and the borough at 
10.1. 88. 8d. 

The biſhop of Worceſter had land in the S!rand without Temple Bar, and the 
church of St. Mary's in the Strand, given to Maugerus biſhop of Worceſter (who 
dyed 1212, having been biſhop about thirteen years) by Fulco abbot, and the con- 
vent of Leſnes"; this manſion was deemed a manor, 

Biſhop Wolſtan, 22 Auguſt, 17 Ed. III. granted the keeping of his houſe in the 
Strand to William de Netherton, during his life, who was to receive for his labour 
40 ſhillings, and one robe yearly ', Tidman biſhop of Worceſter granted to Henry 
Cambrigge, citizen and fiſhmonger, for his ſervice to the biſhop, and his predeceſ- 
ſors, the keeping of his houſe ſituate without the gate of the New Temple, London, 
together with the eaſements of all the houſes lying between the great gate of 
the ſaid manſion and the Savoy, and annexed to the ſame manſion ; allo a certain 
void peice of ground, whereon to build a houſe, to hold for his life, paving yearly 
a pound of pepper, repairing all the houſes without the gate, and finding the biſhop 
and his ſucceſſors in herbs during their reſidence in the ſaid manſion ; dated at 
Hyllingdon, 21 R. II. 

Biſhop Carpenter, 29 H. VI. granted the keeping of this houſe, together with the 
gardens, &c. to Thoms Andrews, the biſhop giving him a livery ſuitable to his 
valets, twenty-ſix ſhillings and eight pence yearly, and a diſh of meat, with bread 
and ale daily, during the biſhop's refidence there, and a tenement adjoining eaſt on 
the porter's chamber, lying iti the pariſh of St. Mary's of the Strand, and all 
this for the term of his lite: it was confirmed by the chapter. The church, houſe, 
gardens, &c. were taken from the biſhoprick, and ſwallowed up by the Protector, 


when he built Somerſet-houſe, in the reign of Edward the VIth. 


The fixt rents of the biſhopric of Worceſter, clear of all deductions, were in the 
year 1699 13021. 158. 4d. 2. ſince that time they have encreaſed ſome few pounds, 
beſides which he is entitled to fines arbitrary, heriots, reliefs, deodands, felons goods, 
ſtrays, &c. all which without oppreſſion may one year with another amount to above 
1500 l. making in the whole near 3000 l. a year. The firſt fruits are 120441. 178. 9s. 

The lives of the biſhops from the earlieſt date have been publiſhed by Dr. Thomas 
and Mr. Green in their accounts of the church; I ſhall therefore in the Appendix to 
the ſecond volume only add ſome particulars which have eſcaped the notice of thoſe 
biographers, and continue the ſucceſſion to the preſent time,

The church of Worceſter was originally the family and chapter of the biſhop; the 


prieſts lived with him, and he ſent them to preach in what places he thought pro- 
per, he himſelf preaching in the cathedral, which we may ſuppoſe took that appel- 


lation about the year 679. 


In the two next centuries the church acquired property of its own, the biſhop ſtill 
continuing their governor and ſuperintendant: at this time there were two religious 
houſes, one in the ſouth ſuburbs dedicated to St. Peter, in which the prieſts lived, not 
tied down to celibacy, or the rigors of a monaſtic life; the other near the ſpot where 
the cathedral now ſtands, dedicated to St. Mary: whether this contained men, or wo- 
men, or religious of both ſexes, is not certain: Hemming, in a charter, page 56, men- 
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E NV 1 
tions a grant of Athelbald to the monaſtery of St. Mary at Worceſter about the year 
743. The two houſes continued ſeparate, though St. Peter's was by far the richer, till 
King Edgar at the perſuaſion of St. Dunſtan, archbiſhop of e determined to 
diſlodge the ſeculars, and to put monks in their colleges. 

Oſwald was at that time biſhop of Worceſter, and a fit perſon to execute the King's 
intentions, being himſelf much inclined to monkery. Accordingly, partly by per- 
ſwaſion and partly by force, he induced the religious to quit their College of St. Peter, 
become monks, and ſettle themſelves with all their poſſeſſions at St. Mary's about 
the year 969. For their encouragement Biſhop Oſwald built a new cathedral, pro- 
bably on the ſpot where St. Michael's church now ſtands, which being much da- 
maged by Hardicnute's ſoldiers in the year 1041, Biſhop Wulſtan laid the foundation 
of a new church ſomewhat to the ſouth and weſt of the old one. He began in the 
year 1084, and finifhed the work in four years. He likewiſe increaſed the number 
of monks from twelve to fifty. | 

This new cathedral ſuffered more than once by fire, but every time rev Wed with 
greater ſplendor. In 1113 and again in 1202 the church was damaged by fire, 
but the walls being of ſtone were not thrown down. In 1218 it was re- 
conſecrated, in the preſence of Henry III, and a great company, and dedicated by 
Biſhop Silveſter to. St. Mary and St. Peter, and the Saints Oſwald and Wulſtan. 
William de Blois, Biſhop of Worceſter extended the church weſtward in 1224 which 
was deſigned for the principal entrance and from whence the beauty of the church 
would have the moſt ſtriking effect, eſpecially if the organ was put at the ſide of the 
choir, and the ſcreen and high altar made much lower than at preſent. 

The ſmall pillars joined to the heavy Saxon ones of the choir and our Lady's cha- 
pel behind it were added by Godfrey Gifford, who was elected biſhop 1268. 

The dimenſions of this church, and the dates of the ſeveral parts, may be learnt 
from the ſurveys of Doctor Thomas and Mr. Valentine Green. 

At the diffolution of religious houſes, A. D. 1540, this priory was ſurrendered. 
Its income was valued at 13867. 125. 109.3. or at 1290/, 10s. 69.3. clear rent. 
The preſent charter was given by Henry VIII. Jan. 24, 1541, in the 33d year of 
his reign, for the endowment of a Dean, ten Prebendaries, eight * Minor Canons, eight 


Lay Clerks, one Organiſt, ten Choiriſters, two School-maſters, forty King's Scholars, 


ten Bedeſmen, two Virgers, two Sextons, two Porters, two Butlers, one Manciple, 
two Cooks. At the fame time was given a body of ſtatutes. The Chapter con- 


tinued in quiet poſſeſſion of the manors, lands, &c. granted them by this charter, 


excepting ſome few exchanges made with the king and others, till the civil wars 
of Charles the Firſt. In the year 1649, in conſequence of the act paſt by the com- 
mons of England for aboliſhing Biſhops, Deans and Chapters, and for ſelling their 


lands: a ſurvey was taken of thoſe belonging to the church of Worceſter, which 
appears to have been poſſeſſed of the following:

The church of Worceſter reſigned the manor of Alveſton and Tydinton in War- 
wick ſhire, the manor of Icombe in Worceſterſhire, and the rectories of Dodderhill 
and Lenchwick of the clear value of 77 J. 8s. 6 d. ;, that they might be excuſed 
ſupporting twelve ſcholars to ſtudy divinity in the Univerſity of Oxford, each of 


whom were to receive 64. 7s. 4d”. 


22 May, 1 Ed. VI. The Dean and Chapter ſurrendered the manors of Grimley and 


Hallow, Henwick and Woodhall, the rectories of Grimley and Hallow with the ad- 


vowſons of the churches: the King granted them in exchange the manor of Icqmb, 
the rectories of Kemſey, Lenchwick, and Norton, with the advowſon of the churches, 
the rectories of Warton in Lancaſhire, Wimbleton with its chapels in the county of 
Surrey, Thornton in Yorkſhire, Radnor in Wales, and Dean in Bedfordſhire.

When king Alfred ſettled a regular police in England, he found it neceſſary to divide 
the kingdom into ſhires or counties, and thoſe ſhires into hundreds, and the 
hundreds into tythings *. Why the ſub-divifion obtained the name of hundred at 
this diſtance of time is not ſo evident. Some think Becauſe each of them contained 
ſo many hundreds of hides of land; others becauſe each hundred contained an 
hundred families, and each tything ten families, the chief of which was called 
the headborough or bordſholder, from the Saxon word bond an houſe. By this 
. diviſion the peace of the kingdom was ſo. well eſtabliſhed, and the government 
ſo well regulated, that if a man dropt his purſe in the road or ſtreet he might 
find it there ſafe the next morning, or at the end of a month, which, as William 
of Malmsbury aſſures us, was owing to each individual of the hundred or tythipg 
being ſurety one for the other“. 
This county was originally divided into twelve hundreds: ſeven were freed from taxes, 


and paid nothing to the ſheriff: theſe probably belonged to the church of Wor- 
ceſter, and the abbots of Eveſham, Weſtminſter, and Perſhore. 


The names of the hundreds as they occur in Domeſday are as follow: 


1. The hundred of Came or Cham, in which were Terdeberie (now Tardebig) 
Stoke, Alvechirche, Eſcelie, Norfeld, Franckley, Welingewiche, Werwelie, Church— 
hill, Oſmerlie, Cofton, Beneſlei, Udecote, and Tichenapultre. 

2. The hundred of C/ex?, in which were, Wich, Salwarp, Hala [Haleſowen] Had- 
ſor, Bellem, [O. Bell Broughton] Hagley, Dudley, Swinesford, Pedmore, Witone in 
Wich, Celveſton, Hamptune, Hortone, Cocheſie, Brotune, and Upton. : 

3. The hundred of Creſlau, in which were Hertleberie, Woverlie, Dunclent, 
Almeleia, Rufsoc, Stanes [i. e. Stone], Lunurdele [i. e. Doverdale], Hatete, and 
Chadeſlei. |

The hundred was“ given to biſhop Oſwald and the monks of St. Mary by 
King Edgar in the year 964 u, and conſiſted of all the lands that then belonged to 
them, and which conſtituted three hundreds in different parts of the county, and 
being united into one, contained three hundred hides. It was granted to the. biſhop 
with many immunities, that he ſhould have therein all ſocage ſervices, all cuſtomary 
duties belonging to the lord's pourveyance, the king's ſervice and his own, fo that no 
ſheriff ſhould hold a court there in any plea or cauſe whatever. This at the general 
ſurvey in the Conqueror's time was atteſted by the whole county, and accordingly 
ſo regiſtred in Domeſday Book. A particular account of the three hundred hides, and 
where they lay, how many of them were in the demeſne of the biſhop, and how 
many in that of the church of St. Mary at Worceſter may be ſeen in Hemming's 
Chartulary, p. 313 and 517, which account ſeems to have been taken ſoon after the 
general ſurvey, and 1s as follows:

The liberties, privileges and immunities granted to the biſhop in this hun- 

dred were confirmed by Henry I. and Henry II. and augmented by Henry III. upon 

account of his father John being buried with the mopks. The biſhop enjoyed 

them without moleſtation till the time of Walter de Cantalupe, who in the year 

1249 excommunicated William de Beauchamp, hereditary ſheriff of this county, de- 

ſcended from Walter de Beauchamp, for infringing the liberties of his church, for 

holding aſſize of bread and. beer at Aumeley (that is his caſtle of Elmley), within 

the hundred of Oſwaldeſlowe, for taking view of frankpledge of all his manors 

within the ſaid hundred, and for withdrawing the ſuits ot his lands at Bengworth to 

the court of his own barony; but upon his ſubmiſſion and giving bond of a thou- 

ſand pound to do ſo no more, he abſolved him in the preſence of the king and his 
nobles on St. Edward's day 1251. The ſame practice being garricd on by his ſon « 
William, the ſuit was renewed by bithop Godfrey Giffard, and lis father's bond put 

in execution againſt him, whereupon he alſo ſubmitted A. D. 1279, and paid coſt 

of ſuit, and agreed that for the future the church of Worceſter ſhould enjoy all its 

liberties and privileges without any moleſtation from him ". 

For the government of this hundred the bithop alſo choſe his bailiff, and upon 
agreement made between him and his prior and convent, A. D. 1244, he was to be 

_ preſented to them, and if within eight days they alledged reaſonable cauſe why he 
ſhould not be put into that office, the "biſhop was then to nominate another. This 
bailiff was to be reſponſible both to the biſhop and monks for the rents, iſſues, and 
profits of the ſaid hundred, and he was to depute two miniſters under him, to affiſt 
him in the execution of the ſaid office. 

In Oſwaldeſlow are certain parithes, or parcels of land ſeperated from the reſt of 
the county, Elmlode, Coteſdon, Daylestord, Iccombe, Shipſton upon Stour and Black- 
well, Tedington, Aulſton and Waſhborn, and laſtly Sedgeberowe, all which as they 
belonged to the church were included in the hundred of Oſwaldeſlow. 

In the parliamentary ſurvey taken 1647, we read that the bayliwic of the hundred 
of Oſwaldeſlowe confiſteth of a three weeks court, where all debts, and treſpaſſes 
under forty ſhillings within the ſaid hundred are tryable, alſo diverſe court leets to 
the ſame belonging within the ſaid hundred to be kept twice every year, ( likewiſe 
all waifs, ſtrayes, felons goods and fugitives being taken within the Boa do be- 
long to the bailiwick: there are ſeven court leets belonging to the ſaid hundred: 
namely a leet uſually held at or near a place called Swineſherd in the pariſh of St, 
Peter near Worceſter, another at or near Radford bridge in Alvechurch pariſh, a 
third at Hill in Fladbury pariſh, a fourth at Firnitiſh near pickt Oak, a fifth at 

: Bredon Hill at a place called the King and Queen, a fixth at or near Rye Elm, a 

ſeventh at or Near Stoke Hill. Some of the places are upon great commons, others in

H. V. when the "Oey paid for one fifteenth and one 
tenth 479. the city paid 204.

The poors rate for the county and city of Worceſter in the reign of Charles II. 
amounted to 10, 6402. In the year 6776 there was raiſed by poors levies, including 
Worceſter, and the charter boroughs 29, 757 J. of which was paid to the poor 26,906 /. 
In the year 1640 the proportion of ſhip-money paid by Worceſterſhire was 2 500 /. 
in the ſame year, warrants came from the deputy lieutenants to gather 1200 /. out 
of the county for ſetting forth 600 ſoldiers, and to buy 50 horſes for carts, 17 carts 
and 17 carters. Every ſoldier was allowed 8 pence a day for his training day, and the 
reſt of the week to work and get what he could: to be trained from April 30 to 
May 20: an hundred men were billeted at Droitwich, the reſt in other market towns r.

Worceſ- 
terſhire paid 5802/7. and Worceſter city 356 J. 45. 9d. In Speed's Map and ſeveral 
accounts of this county we read of Worceſter limits, and Upton limits, but theſe 
were never reckoned hundreds, only diviſions of the county for the more eaſy levy- 
ing of taxes, in the ſame manner as the land-tax gatherer, and board of Exciſe have 
diviſions and diſtricts of their own. I have now before me an aſſeſſment made the 
latter end of Queen Elizabeth's reign, wherein all the pariſhes contained in the Wor- 
ceſter and Upton limits are mentioned; to four entire ſubſidies the former paid

5 this county there were formerly four foreſts, or certain portions of woody 
grounds and fruitful paſtures, privileged for wild beaſts and fowls of foreſt; 
chaſe, and warren, to reſt and abide, in the ſafe protection of the king for his 
princely delight. The names of them were Feckenham, Omber/ley, Horewell, 
and Malvern ; I do not mention Wire, becauſe only a ſmall part lies in Wor- 
ceſterſhire. Malvern was given by king Edward I. to Gilbert de Clare carl of 
Glouceſter, on the marriage of his daughter Joan D'Acres ; and it falling thus into 
the hands of a ſubject forthwith loſt the name of a. foreſt and became a Cha/z; 
which is ſaid to be a place of receipt for deer, and wild beaſts: of a middle 
nature between a foreſt and a park, for, properly ſpeaking, a foreſt cannot be 
in the hand of a ſubject, none being able to make a lord chief juſtice in Eyre 
but the king. A chaſe alſo differs from a park, in that it is not incloſed, and 
is of a larger extent, and hath more variety of game, more keepers, and more 
officers. 

Of the foreſt of Feckenham there was an exact ſurvey taken and delivered 
in upon oath to the king's juſtices on Monday in Whitſun-week, in the 28th 
year of the reign of king Edward 1. The juſtices, appointed by the king to 


cauſe this perambulation to be made, were William Inge, Henry de Cobcham, 


William de Mortimer, and Nicholas Fraubaud ; with them were preſent John de 


Boyland, in the place of Hugh le Deſpencer, the king's juſtice in Eyre of all 
his foreſts on this ſide Trent; John de Schelveſtrede keeper of the ſaid foreſt, 
Richard Moniroun toreſter in fee, Robert Pippard, Richard de Cromeli, William 

de Lench, Thomas de Botteley, Stephen Wood, and Walter Writheling, ver- 
derers; the names of the jurors were William le Seneſcall, ſteward, Robert 
de Bracy, Adam de Elmbrugge, Simon de Crombe, Henry de Penedocke, 
John de Intebery, Oſbern d'Abetot, Alexander d'Abetot de Hyndelepe, 
Walter de Budley, Simon le Bruin, Robert de Someri, Alexander de Besford, 
William Gaul, and John de Kent, all gentlemen of this county; who, having 
perambulated the ſaid foreſt, gave in upon their ſaid oath, that the bounds 
thereof began at the gate of the city of Worceſter called the Foregate, and ſo 
along the king's highway to Beverbourn, and to Wich, down the middle of 
Runynſtreet (now St. Andrew's-lane), thence to Gaſeford, and along the road 
to Latterne-brugge (corruptly called Leathern-bridge), ſo to Wychband, and by 
the mill of the nuns of Weſtwood, to Kingeſlond, thence to Purſhull, and from 
Purſhull along Godhyne-way, which goes through the middle of Ruſhucke to 
Bradefordbrugge, and ſo along the ſame way to the water called Stour, up it 
to Belme-way, and ſo to Brocton, and going ſtill up the water to a wood called 
Maydeneleye, and from thence along the road to a water called Salewarp, and 
up the ſame to Chadeleſwick, and from thence to Arecombe heved, [or the head 
of the river Arew or Arrow] and down that water to Bordefley, and ſo to Avon, 
and down Avon to Eveſham, and beyond it to Craucombe, and ſo to Throck- 
morton, and from thence to Afton juxta Wigorn, ſo to Spetchly, and along the 
king's highway to Southburi gate. 

Theſe were the bounds and limits of this foreſt as appointed and ſet out by 
king Henry II, king Edward's great grandfather, when in the beginning of his 
reign he enlarged the fame, and afforeſted all the following manors, villages, 
and hamlets, with their woods and commons, to the great dgtriment of the 
owners thereof : To wit, the manor of Pirie, and the hamlet of Evere, part of 
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the manor of Northwyke, the manor of Lippard, the villages of Hyndelepe, 
Warmedon, Tiberton, the hamlets of Oddingeleye and Denhamitede, the antient 
village of Humilton, the hamlets of Ocley and Pulleye, part of Wytton St. 
Mary, the hamlet of Witton St. Peter, Hadeſovere, Huntingdrope, Imeney, part 
of Hamburi, belonging to the biſhop, the hamlet of Aſtwode, part of Wyche- 
bande, the villages of Scirreve, Upton, and Grafton; the hamlet of Timber- 
hangle, part of Kokeſey, the hamlets of Cutbaldeſeye, and Worugge ; the ſite 
of the priory of Doddeforde, parts of Purſhull, Ruſchucke, and Hertlebure, viz. 
Thorouthon, the village of Stone, the manor of Chadeſley Corbet, part of the 
manor of Forfeld, part of the village of Beolne, part of the manor of Stoke, 
part of Cofton, a member of Alvechirche, and part of Alvechirche belonging 
to the biſhop, the Granges of Sydenhale, de la Leye, and Hawele, the ſite of 
Bordeſley abbey, part of Tardelbrugg [probably Tardebig], and the hamlet of 
Rededitch ; the villages of Herforton, Freuen Eveſham, Scirrive lench, the 
hamlets of Atche-lench and Kucebivinton, the villages of Church-lench and 
Habbe-lench, part of the manor of Fladbury, the villages of Biffampton, Ald- 
bryton ſnow Abberton], Lench Rondulph, Morton Abbots, the ſite of the Grange 
of Holeweye, the villages of Dormerſton, Kynton, Flavel, Newenton, Pidele, 
Grafton ſub Flavel, the villages of Hudington and Upton Snodeſbure, the 
hamlet of Couleſdon, the villages of Brockton Hacket, Croule, Chirchule, and 
Bradekote, the hamlet of Budeley, part of Spetchly, and the hamlet of Wodecdte, 
all which villages, manors, hamlets, granges, woods, waſtes, were made foreſts 
by the king's great grandfather Henry II. to the great damage of the lords 
thereof, 

And they further gave in upon oath, that the antient and right bounds of this 


foreſt began at Schelve Bridge upon Humelbroke, and ſo. to Denebridge, and thence 


to Brocton, and ſo along Wolſtonewey, leaving Bokkenorehull on the right, to a 
ſpring ariſing on the welt fide of Bekenore marſh ; thence to the head of Broke- 
ſtrete, and ſo to Greneſtreet, and leaving Hanbury and the biſhop's manor on the 
right, to Welliſtret; thence to Tynleye-ſtrete, where four ways meet; thence to 
Black ferdebridge, and to Kingesford, by the way leading to Haleford, and as far as 
Kingesford Eſton, and further to White-croſs in Haleforde, and ſo to Bordeſley, and 
Tardebigge, and Hewel Grange, and thence to Foxhuntley Yates, and along Fox- 
huntwey, commonly called Rugwey, to Smethhedley, and ſo to the Oak called Leto- 
nock, where tour ways meet, near the nunnery of Kockhulle; from thence along 
Salteres-ſtrete to Wyldenbrugge, ſo between Ruſſe and Stoke to Humelbroke over 
again{t Bradeleye, and down Humelbroke to Schelvebridge, where the antient 
bounds of the aforeſaid foreſt firſt begin. All that is within on the right hand 
the ſaid bounds is foreſt, and ought ſo to remain; and all that is on the left 
hand of the ſaid bounds ought to be diſafforeſted according to- the tenor of a 
deed made by king Henry, king Edward's father. 

Soon after this perambulation, this foreſt was reduced to its antient limits, 
and all the manors and villages abovementioned were diſafforeſted. Bromeſgrove, 
with its members, Gaynardeſhull Socker in Cadeſhulley, le Shepeleye, Toten- 
hulle, Cherleford, Kerntord, Letesfeld, Bercote, and Barndley, which though 
without the antient limits, yet were continued to be foreſt becauſe they were 
the king's domain *, 

In the 5th of Charles I. A. D. 1629, this foreſt was completely diſafforeſted. 
The lords Commiſſioners for the improvement of his Majeſty's revenue, together

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with Sir Miles Fleetwood, receiver-general of the court of wards and liveries, 
being commiſſioned to enquire what part belonged to the King, and what to 
his ſubjects, and to allot to each a proportionable ſhare ; Edward Leighton 
being then lord of the manors of Hanbury and Feckenham. 


A copy of this deed here follows :

Wigorn. fl. 8 his majeſty, by his commiſſion under the great ſeal of England, bearing 

date the eleventh day of July, in the ſecond year ot his highnels's reign, directed 
to certain lords and others of his majeſty's privy council, and to others, for the improving ot his 
highnels's revenue, and diminiſhing his charge, was pleaſed to declare, that for that, and for the benefit 
and eaie of his loving ſubjects, his majeſty was reſolved to diſafforeſt, improve, and convert to his 
highneſs's beſt profit, amongſt other foreſts his majeſty's foreſt of Feckenham, in the county of Wor— 
ceſter; and the ſaid lords and others his majeſty's commiſſioners for his highnets's revenue, being deſirous 

to further his majeſty's ſervice in this behalf, did conceive it to be neceſſary and requiſite for the im- 

provement thereof, to chooſe ſome perſon of experience, integrity, and ſufficiency, to undertake and 

prepare the ſame for a concluſion, with all the convenient ſpeed that might be, and for that purpoſe 
his majeſty repoſing truſt and confidence in the fidelity and integrity ot Sir Miles Fleetwood, knt. re- 
ceiver general ot his highneſs's court of wards and liveries, with the advice of his majeſty's faid 
commiſſioners of his highneſs's revenue, did, by his highneſs's commiſſion under the great ſeal of 

England, and under the ſeal of his highneſs's dutchy of Lancaſter, bearing date the thirtieth day of 

March, in the third year of his highneſs's reign, give power and authority to the ſaid Sir Miles Fleet- 

wood, to ſurvey, or caufe ſurveys to be made of the ſaid foreſt of Feckenham, and of the ſoil and 

woods thereof and therein, whereby his majeſty might be truly informed, as well of the certain number 
of acres of the ſaid foreſt, and how much thereof did belong to his majeſty, or any of his ſubjetts ; 
as alſo that his majeſty might be informed of all manner of foreign intereſt of common, or other 
claims juſtly made, in or to any part of the ſaid foreſt; and that his majeſty did alto, by the ſaid com- 
miſſion, give full power and authority to the ſaid Sir Miles Fleetwood, in his majeſty's name, to 
treat With all thoſe that were owners of the ſoil, or woods, or could juſtly claim any right of common, 
or other intereſt within the ſaid foreſt; and alſo for and on the behalf of his majeſty, and in his 
majeſty's name, to bargain and conclude with them, and every of them, and to allow them either in 
common or in ſeveralty, ſuch parcels of the ſaid foreſt, anſwerable in value tor their ſaid ſeveral and 
reſpective intereſts, either in fee-ſimple or in fee-farm, by leaſe or otherwiſe, in money or other re- 
compenſe, as their ſeveral intereſts ſhould require; and that after the ſaid Sir Miles Fleetwood had ſo 
compounded with them for their ſeveral intereſts, that then the ſaid Sir Miles Fleetwood ſhould apportion 
and ſet out in certainty and in ſeveralty all ſuch portions and quantities of foil as the ſaid Sir Miles 

Fleetwood ſhould think fit to be allowed unto them, and every of them, upon ſuch treaty and com- 

poſition ; and likewile that the ſaid Sir Miles Fleetwood ſhould ſet apart in certainty and in feveralty all 

ſuch quantities and portions of ſoil and woods as ſhould be allotted, reſerved, and belong to his majeſty; 
and accordingly the ſaid Sir Miles Fleetwood, by virtue of the ſaid commiſhon did treat and agree with 

Edward Leighton, eſq; for and on the behalf of his majeſty, that he the ſaid Edward Leighton ſhould 

for him and his heirs releaſe unto our ſovereign lord the king that now is, all right of common which 

he the ſaid Edward Leighton hath, or may have, or any from him may claim in the ſaid foreſt of 

Feckenham ; and alſo hath agreed, as by a releaſe under his hand in writing, to all diſafforeſtation in 

all points, on this condition, notwithſtanding that he the ſaid Edward Leighton being lord of the manor 

of Feckenham, in the farm, and lord of the manor of Hanbury, ſhall have in ſeveralty to him and 
his heirs for ever, of and in the manor of Hanbury aforeſaid, fourſcore acres of !and in Monkwood 
already laid out for him, to have and to hold the ſaid fourſcore acres of land, to him and his heirs for 
ever, to be by them enjoyed in ſeveralty, freed from his majeſty's game of deer, and from all other 
manner of common whatſoever; and likewiſe that he the ſaid Edward Leighton ſhall have in Feck- 
enham aforeſaid, one coppice called Queen's Coppice ; alſo one other coppice called or known by the 
name of Raingers Coppice ; alſo one other coppice called Timber Coppice ; alſo one other coppice 
called Fearful Coppice; and alſo one other coppice called Red Slough Coppice, all which ſaid coppices 
lie in and are part of the manor of Feckenham, and do contain three hundred and thrceſcore acres, 
or thereabouts; to hold all and ſingular the aforeſaid coppices and parcels of land ro him and his heirs 
for ever, freed and qiſcharged of and from his majeſty's game of deer, and from all other common or 
title of common whatſoever ; for apd in conſideration whereof, he the ſaid Edward Leighton doth relcaſe 
unto the freeholders and commoners in the ſaid pariſhes of Hanbury and Feckenham, all the foreſt land 
or waſte, without any further claim, 'or uſe of common in any of the ſaid pariſhes, other than is 
hereby mentioned as aforeſaid ; and. whereas the ſaid Edward Leighton in this term hath, in his anſwer 
to an information by his majeſty's attorney-general exhibited againſt him, confeſſed and agreed unto 
the diſafforeſtarion of Feckenham, aforeſaid, and conſented in thoſe allotments ſet out for his majeſty, 
to be by his majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, enjoyed in ſeveralty, freed from any right of common 
there; it is this day ordered, adjudged, and decreed, that the ſaid Edward Leighton eq. lord of the

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manors of Hanbury and Feckenham aforeſaid, his heirs and aſſigns, ſhall and may, according to tlie 
ſaid agreement, have, hold, and enjoy, to him and his heirs for ever the aforeſaid fourſcore acres. of 
land lying in Monkwood, within the manor of Hanbury; and alſo all the coppices as aforeſaid lying 
withing the manor of Feckenham, called Queen's Coppice, Raingers Coppice, Timber Coppice, Fcartull 
Coppice, and Red Slough Coppice, containing by eſtimations three hundred and threeſcore acres, freed 
and diſcharged from his majeſty's game of deer; and alfo freed and diſcharged for ever hereafter of 
and from all common and claim of any right and title of common whatſoever, of or in the ſame 
premiſes, or any part thereof, by any perſon or perſons whatſoever,

houſe of Weſtminſter-abby (where the King's Bench and Common Plea records 
are now kept, anno 1778), is one entitled on the back, Rot. de foreſta de 
Pyperode in com. Wigorn. b temp. R. Johan. which foreſt ſeems to have con- 
tained within its bounds part of Chaddeſley Corbet, of Bell Broughton, Bromſ- 
grove, Alvechurch, &c. Some woods in Chaddefley ſtill retain the name of 
Peppyr Woods. In the Inquiſitio poſt mortem Rogeri Biſhopſden, 18 R. II. he 
is ſaid to have held at his death the office of bailiff of the foreſt of Feck- 
eney, et Pyperode intra foreſtam de Feckenham.

Of the Foreſt of AMBRESLE. 


This foreſt began from the north-gate of the city, along the highway that 
leadeth directly to the church of St. Mary de Wich, and from that church 
down Runeſtrete [St. Andrew's-lane] to Lichbrugge, and from thence along 
the great road to la Lechenebrugge, and from thence along the ſame road to 
the way called Godineſway, as far as Pukemuln, and from thence directly 
along the ſame road to Tuffethorn, and ſo to Howardſwell, Brunſtanes Pytte, 
Withſtanes Pyrie, Fulford, and ſo through the middle of the village of Ruſſoc 
to Brodeford, to Torelinton, and ſtill along the ſame road to Saleweieſmuln 


upon the Water of” Stour, and down along the ſame Water to Severn, and 
down Severn to Worceſter d. 


Of the Foreſt of HOREWEL L 


This foreſt began at the ſouth gate of the city of Worceſter, and went along 


the eaſtern road to Spetchly, and through the middle of that village to Aſton 


Epiſcopi, and including that village along the road that goes to Evedeford-bridge, 
and ſo to a ditch that falls into Pidele-water, and down 15 Water to Tuwveleſ- 
brugg, and fo along the road to Throckemoreton, an through the middle of 
that village along the great road without the village of Hull, to the great road 
that goeth between Worceſter and Eveſham, and along that road to the ford 
upon Avon, called Crauford, and down that river to Mue Wood, where leav- 


ing Avon it went up by the fide of that wood, excluding the ſame in a direct 
line to Severn, and ſo up Severn to Worceſter e.

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Theſe two foreſts of Ambreſle and Horewell were diſafforeſted by king 
Henry III. ſon of king John, in the eighteenth year of his reign. After having 
recited the above-mentioned bortnds of both the foreſts, his deed runs thus: 
« That they ſhould be for ever diſafforeſted, as well from hunting as in all other 
things belonging to a foreſt, to foreſters, verdurers, or other officers, in woods, 
plains, meadows, paſtures, ways, paths, moors, marſhes, waters, and in all places: 
And that all that lived within the aforeſaid bounds, and had woods, might 
incloſe the ſame, and make thereof parks; and of their woods, take, give, 
ſell, and aſſart, when and as much as they would, without view, or contradiction 
of any foreſter, verdurer, or any of their ſervants, with free liberty of way, 
without any ſtop, or hindrance from them: And that the aforeſaid lands and 
woods, with their appurtenances, and affarts made, or to be made, ſhould for 
ever be quit, and free from any waſte, regard, and view of foreſters, verdurers, 
or regarders. We alſo will and grant, for us and our heirs, that all that live 
within the ſaid bounds, their heirs and ſucceſſors, who had been uſed to be 
ſummoned to the foreſter's courts, and anſwer pleas therein, be for ever froe 
from the ſame, and from their juriſdiction, and from the lawing of their 
dogs, and from all other ſummons, pleas, complaints, or grounds of complaints 
whatſoever, which may belong to the ſaid foreſts, foreſters, verdurers, or any of 
their ſervants, Wherefore we will, and ſtrictly enjoin, that the aforeſaid foreſts, 
woods, and lands, contained in the aforeſaid bounds, be for ever diffaforeſted, 
as well from hunting, as in all other things belonging to a foreſt, foreſters, 
verdurers, or their officers ; and that the ſaid inhabitants, their heirs and ſuc- 
ceſſors, ſhall be quit from all ſuits of the ſaid foreſters, and from the lawing 
of their dogs, and from all other ſummons, pleas, complaints, or occaſions thereof, 
'as is aforeſaid.

Of the Foreſt of MALVERN. 


This was alſo a foreſt belonging to the king, formerly ſo much over-run 
with wood as to be called, by the monk of Malmſbury, a wilderneſs. It extended 
in length from the river Teme in the north to Cors foreſt in the ſouth, and 
from the river Severn on the eaſt to the top of Malvern-hill on the weſt, where 
there is ſtill to be ſeen the remains of a trench drawn on the narrow ridge 
of this ſteep hill, to divide the poſſeſſions of the biſhop of Hereford from the 
Chaſe, and to limit the two counties: made upon a great controverſy that hap- 
penced between that bithop and the earl of Glouceſter, ſoon after this foreſt had 
been given to him. 

This Gilbert de Clare, earl of Glouceſter, commonly called the Red Knight, 
married Joan ꝙ Acres, the king's daughter, and thereupon was given to him by 
her father this foreſt of Malvern, together with the foreſt of Cors adjoining 
to it, to hold of the honour of Glouceſter. Theſe foreſts thus falling from the 
king to a ſubject altered their names, and the firſt was called a Chaſe *, and

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the ſecond a Lawn, by which name it now goes. Though I find in Dugdale's 


Baronage, t. I. p. 217, that upon Gilbert the ſecond's marriage with Maude 


daughter of John de Burgh, among other lands was aſſigned to her, for her 
dowry, the chaſe of Cors, the caſtle and manor of Hanlegh, and chaſe of 
Malvern h. But ſhe having no children by him, his ſiſters became his heirs; 
and Elianore the eldeſt, who married Hugh le Diſpencer the younger, brought 
Malvern with other large poſſeſſions into that family; and from them, after the 
third generation, it came by an heir-general to Richard Beauchamp earl of 
Warwick in the time of Henry V. who had iſſue Henry, duke of Warwick, and 
Ann, married to Richard Nevil earl: of Warwick and Saliſbury, who, upon the 
death of her brother Henry, became his ſole heir, and leaving two daughters 
by Nevil, their whole eſtate was divided between them ; of whom one was 
matched firſt to Edward prince of Wales; and after he was murthered at 
Tewkeſbury, ſhe became the wife of Richard duke of Glouceſter, after king of 
England, as is ſhewed in the great weſt window of Malvern church; which 
proves, that Malvern chaſe in the partition of Warwick's lands fell to king 
nicharh 1 The other ſiſter and coheir was married to his brother George duke 
of Clarence, and God not ſuffering any iſſue to ſpring from king Richard's 
loins, this ample inheritance deſcended to Edward Plantagenet, the duke's fon 
and heir, the unfortunate and only remaining branch of that family; upon 
whoſe attainder in Henry VIPs time it returned to the crown, from whence it 
came, together with the caſtle and manor of Hanlegh, the parks of Blackmore, 
Hanley, and Cliffey, all lying in the boſom of the Chaſe, with the market-town 
of Upton upon Severn, from which time this chaſe remained in the crown till 
about the year 1630; when king Charles I. granted one-third part of the foreſt 


or chaſe of Malvern to Sir Robert Heath, then his majeſty's Attorney-general, and 


Sir Cornelius Vermuyden, and the other two to the Commoners, the dividing of 
which cauſed ſeveral riots and diſorders; an information againſt Francis lord 
biſhop of Hereford, Sir Thomas Ruflell knt. Sir William Ruflell bart. and John 
Horniold eſquire, and other Commoners, was exhibited in the exchequer in Hilary 
term 1632, by Sir R. Heath; whereupon a decree was made by conſent of the 
parties for the diſafforeſtation of the ſame, and by his Majeſty's letters patent, 
dated May 12, 7th of his reign, it was declared to be diſafforeſted; but the ſaid 
decree proving doubtful in ſome things, a bill of review was exhibited by the 
Commoners, which being brought before the king's council, it was by them 
ordered, that all controverſies ſhould ceaſe, that no part ſhould be encloſed but 
the king's; and that learned council in the law ſhould meet in the beginning of 
Michaelmas term then following, to ſettle all differences. In which term, by 
the barons of the exchequer it was, declared, adjudged, and decreed, that only 
the king's part ſhould be encloſed, and the other two-thirds to be for ever left 
open and free for the commoners to take their common of paſture, and com- 
mon of eſtovers therein, as before they had been accuſtomed ; and that no mean. 
lords of manors, or other freeholders, ſhould encloſe any part of the ſame, or 
fell any woods or trees growing thereon, whereby the commoners might be 
hindered of their eſtovers. And among other things it was then decreed, that 
no new cottage ſhould be erected on the third part allotted to his majeſty, or 
any new tenement, whereunto there ſhould not be laid and continued twenty 
acres at the leaſt, nor any new cottage erected on any part of the ſaid two 
other parts to be left to the Commoners, but ſuch only as ſhould be warranted 
by the laws and ſtatutes for the maintenance and proviſion of the poor; and 
that the King's part, wherever ſet out, ſhould contribute to the charge of 
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church and poor in the ſeveral pariſhes where they ſhall lie. This decree; 
made Nov. 19, 8 Charles I. was afterwards ratified and confirmed by an act 
of parliament, 16 Charles II. moſt of the King's third part being then by 
mean conveyances come into the hands of Sir Nicholas Strode, of the Inner 
Temple, knt. and the reſt in Herefordſhire, being then in the hands of John 
Birche and William Thackwell, gentlemen '. | | 

The lord of the lordſhip / of Hanley was chief lord of this chaſe, and of all 
the royalties of it, and appointed the conſtable of the caſtle of Hanley, the parker 
of Blackmore, the ſteward, the bailiff, the maſter of the game, four foreſters, 
and a ranger, to hold once in the year a law-day, and a court baron every 
three weeks, to determine all manner of pleas of treſpaſſes, debts, or detainer, 
which exceeded not the value of forty ſhillings. To this court, beſides the 
homage and cuſtomary tenants thereof, were free ſuitors, the abbot of Welt- 
minſter, the abbot of Perſhore, the prior of Much Malverne, the prior of Little 
Malvern, the lord Clifford for the lordſhip of Stoke upon Severn, the lord of 
Madredsfeyld, the lord of Bromeſbarow, and the lord of Byrtes Morton. The 
biſhop of Worceſter had lands within this foreſt ; for in the 8th of Richard J. 
John de Conſtantiis, then biſhop, had liberty granted him to affart in his own 
wood in the foreſt of Malvern, near to the mill of Wenland, 300 acres of land 
for the uſe of the church of St. Mary Wigorn, to hold to him and his ſucceſſors 
for ever, and to do therewith what they would, free from all exactions of the 
foreſters k. Theſe lands of the biſhopric were it ſeems encroached tipon by the 
trench made by the earl of Glouceſter, on the top of Malvern-hill before- 
mentioned, which by the mediation of Robert Burnel biſhop of Bath and Wells, 
and others, was thus ended, that the earl, and his counteſs ſhould pay yearly to 
the biſhop and his ſucceſſors a brace of bucks and a brace of does out of his 
chaſe of Malvern, at his palace at Kemſey; and in the vacancy of the ſee, the 
ſame to be paid to the prior and convent of Worceſter, demanding them by their 
attorney at the Caſtle of Hanley, which agreement was afterwards confirmed 
by king Edward I. at Norham, 19th year of his reign. Theſe privileges I find 
were granted to the biſhops of Worceſter ; but I do not find that ever they were 
free ſuitors to this court l. | s 

No ſheriff, eſchaetor, or any other foreign officer whatſoever, had any power 
to intermeddle within the ſaid lordſhip; but the bailiff of Hanley was to execute 
and ſerve all precepts, and to return the ſame at his jeopardy ; and as for the 
peace no warrant from the juſtices to be obeyed or executed there by any foreign 
officer, for as much as the conſtables of the ſaid lordſhip of Hanley were to ſue 
and arreſt the parties named in the ſaid warrants, and the ſaid parties to commit 
to ward. 4 

The foreſters only had authority to arreſt every felon for felony and murder 
found within the ſaid chaſe, and they were to bring him before the chief 
foreſter, who held of the chief lord in fee by a certain rent of an axe and an 
horn, and he had power to ſit in judgement on the ſaid felonies and murders, as 
alſo to execute the office of a coroner ; and if the perſons tried were found guilty 
by the verdict of 12 men, thereupon charged and ſworn of the four next 
townſhips adjoining unto the place where the ſaid felony and murder was done, 
his head was to be ſtruck off with the foreſter's axe, at a place called Sewet Oaks 
within the ſaid chaſe, where they always fat in judgement on ſuch perſons, and

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the body was to be carried unto the height of NMalvern- hill, unto a place called 


Baldeyate, and there to be hanged on a gallows, and ſo to remain unleſs licence 
were granted by the chief foreſter to take it down; which power of judgement 


extended from a certain place called Charmeys Pool upon the ſouth part, unto 
a certain place called Gowelfyate upon the north part, and in breadth from a 
way called the Roadway, unto the height of Malvern-hill. Beneath the ſaid 
Roadway, as far as the franchiſe of Hanley extends, the power and authority 
of ſitting in judgement on felony and murder, and alſo of executing the office 
of a coroner belonged to the conſtable of the Caſtle of Hanley, and the perſon 
accuſed was to be brought before the ſteward at Hanley, and there indicted, 
and if found guilty, he was to be executed at a certain place called Ryddegreen, 
within the ſaid franchiſe and liberty of Hanley. There were alſo certain ver- 
durers, viewers, and riders, which by their tenure and holding of land, had 
power to ride and perambulate the ground, ſoil, and townſhips, of every lord, 
from the foreſaid Charmeys Pool unto. Powykbridge and Braunceford Bridge, 
to overſee the highways and water-courſes, and to take care that the wood 
hedges adjoining to the chaſe be lawfully made for the preſervation of the deer. 
Alſo for the hombling of the dogs, the ſaid viewers and riders were to have 
the overſight and the correction thereof, twice every ſeven year, and ſuch 
manner of dogs as were found unlawful, that is to ſay, as could not be drawn 
through a certain ſterop of 18 inches and a barley-corn in length and breadth 
compaſs m, the farther joints of the two middle claws were to be gut clean away, 
and the maſter and owner of the dogs were to be amerced 3s. 1d, 

To add one thing more; as many as were free ſuitors unto the aforeſaid 
lordſhip of Hanley were to be arbiters, and had power to reform the homage 
and the twelve men, at every law-day, and other coyrts, in all ſuch matters 
as were done by them wrongfully, and unlawfully to any of them, and their 
tenants, dwelling in the ſaid chaſe: And the ſaid homage and jury of twelve 
men were to be ordered, and reformed by the ſaid tree ſuitors, according to 
law and reaſon. Laſtly, if need required, the ſaid free ſuitors were to be of 
counſayle at the ſaid law-day, and other courts with the foreſaid homage, and 
they and their tenants dwelling within the chaſe were to have the ſame 
freedoras and liberties with the tenants and inhabitants of the lordſhip of 
Hanley. 

The papers referred to in the above account are as follow :

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& x, EMORANDUM, that theſe articles following do contain the antient liberties, royalty, and cuſ- 

toms, belonging to the lordſhip and franches of Handley, and unto the chaſe of Malvern, in 
the county of Worceſter, Firſt, the ſaid lordſhip, now being in the King's hands, is holden of the 
honor of Glouceſter, by the which the tenants and inhabitants of the ſame be free to buy and fell 
throughout all the realm of England without payment of toll, cuſtom, paſſage or pontage. 

2. Item. To the ſaid lordſhip a law-day to be holden there once in the year; and court baron from 
three weeks to three weeks. To the which court, beſides the, homage and cuſtom tenants, there be 
free ſuitors, viz. the abbot of Weſtminſter, the abbot of Perſhore, the prior of Great Malvern, and the prior 
of Little Malvern, the chief foreſter of the ſaid chaſe, the lord Clifford for his manor of Severn Stoke, 
the lord of Maddresfield, the lord of Bromeſbarow, and the lord of Birts Morton. 

3. Item, the ſaid court hath power to determine all manner of Pleas of treſpaſs, debt, or detinue, 
which exceed not the value of 40s. And if any tenant or inhabitant of the ſame lordſhip implead 
any other man of the ſame nature in any foreign court, in any action which do not exceed the ſaid 
value; that then he or they ſo doing the contrary ſhall forfeit, for every action ſo ſued out of the ſaid 
court, vis. vid. in the name of a pain loſt, to be levied of his goods and chattels by the bailiſf of 
the manor aforeſaid, to the lord's uſe. | 

4. Item, if any man make any unlawful entry upon any of the ſaid lordſhip, without a writ of right 
clole, which ſhall be determined in the court of the ſame manor in the nature of aſſiſe, for breaking 
whereof the lord ſhall have vis. vIII d.; that then he or they ſo doing the contrary ſhall forfeit for 
any ſuch unlawful entry vis. viii d. to the lord in the name of a pain loft, to be levied as is 
atoreſaid. | | | 

5. Item, the lord of the lordſhip of Handly is chief lord of the ſame, and of all the royaltics of the 
chaſe of Malvern aforeſaid, and maketh the conſtable of the caſtle there, the parker of Blackmore, the 
ſteward, the bailiff, the maſter of the game, four foreſters and a ranger in the ſaid chaſe, and ſhall 
have all ſnowfall and tempeſt wood. 

6. Item, there is a chief foreſter which holdeth of -the ſaid lord in fee, by a rent certain, viz. 
an axe, and a horn; and is bound by the ſame tenure to keep walking in the faid chaſe, for the keep- 
ing of the ſame, himſelf, and one other riding, and two footmen, at his own proper colts and 
charge. For the whole he ſhall have houſe bote, and hey bote, and the third penny of all at- 
tachments made in the chaſe, and the crops of all the oaks given by the lord, by warrant or other- 
wiſe; and all roots of trees, and all ſuch wood as ſhall be reaſonably fallen upon his own proper 
charge for the ſuſtentation of the deer in winter: and alſo all windfall wood (except ſuch as will 
be timber, whereof the lord ſhall have twelve foot of the netiier end,) and ſhall have me right ſhoul- 
der of every deer killed in the chaſe; and the third penny of all extrahures, a], felons' goods and for- 
feitures within the ſaid chaſe; and certain hers at Chriſtmas, and certain eggs at Eater. 

7. Item, the ſaid foreſter has authority to attach every man that falleth fuel, wood, or timber, 
within the chaſe aforeſaid ; and by their diſcretion according to their oatis ſhall ſet amerciament upon 
him or them ſo attached. For fo it is that every commoner may fall what pleaſeth him upon his at- 
tachment. And every foreſter, at his firſt entering into his office, is {worn to be true to the vert and 
to the veniſon. And that he ſhall ſet reaſonable amerciament for attachment upon every commoner 
for his treſpaſs; ſo that he exceed not the value of the wood or timber chat he falleth : but to 
ſet the commoner upon the better part. And the foreſter may lawtully follow the commoner with his 
wain unto his own houſe, and attach him there; if he may come to put his bow betwixt the 
foremoſt oxen and the gate-poſt of his houſe, 

8. Item, if the foreſter find any perſon or perſons falling or carrying away any wood or timber, be- 
ing no commoner, having wain or cart, he may attach the ſame, and bring him and it unto the 
caſtle of Handley aforeſaid ; there to ſtand before the lord's grace and his officers. And if the ſaid fo- 
reſter or keeper refuſeth fo to do, or can be proved that he hath done the contrary ; he ſhall forfeit 
and pay to the lord twenty-five ſhillings, as oft as he or they offendeth. | 

9. Item, if any of the ſaid foreſters ſee any cattle going within the ſaid chaſe, ſuppoſing them to 
be ſtrayed, he hath authority to attach them, and to give the bailiff of the manor warning thereof, 
whereby he may get it into his keeping, and to proclaim it according to law, and fo cauſe it to be 
appraiſed, And it the ſame do remain within the ſaid lordſhip not claimed and proved a twelvemonth 
and a day; that then the lord aforeſaid be anſwered by his bailiff of two parts of the price thereof, and 
the chief foreſter the third part. |

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10. Item, if there is much maſt in the ſaid chaſe, then the bailiff of the manor aforeſaid ſhall call 
before him the beſt of the tenants and inhabitants of Handley aforeſaid ; and they with the foreſters to go 
together and view the maſt of the ſaid chaſe. Upon which view, if there be found more maſt than 
ſufficeth to keep the tenants and commoners ſwine, the bailiff thereupon to proclaim a tack in the 
market towns next adjoining the chaſe aforeſaid ; of which rack the lord aforeſaid ſhall have all the 
profits except the ſcoring pence of every one that bringeth ſwine to the aforeſaid tack ; which ſaid 
pence belongeth to the bailiff. ; 

11. Item, the ſaid bailiff with the ſaid tenants ſhall drive the ſaid chaſe every year betwixt Michael- 
mas and Martinmas. And if there be any ſwine then found whole eared, or any foreigner's ſwine, 
they ſhall be all forfeited, and the lord ſhall have two parts, and the chief foreſter the third part. 

12. Item, if there be any ſtray ſtanding four days in the pinfold, the homage then after the four 
days ſhall prize them, and the bailiff ſhall keep them, or cauſe them to be kept within the ſaid lord- 
ſhip, by the ſpace of a month; in which time if any commoner do or ſhall claim them and prove them 
his own, paying for the keeping, they ſhall be delivered; or elſe the lord ſhall be anſwered of two 
parts of them, and the chief foreſter of the third. 1 

13. Item, all manner of ſtrayers, waifed goods, and felons' goods, taken within the lordſhip, out of 
the covert of the chaſe, ſhall be anſwered wholly unto the lord's priſon; and ſhall be preſented by 
the homage and twelve men in the lord's court, and the bailiff ſhall be charged therewith before the 
lord's auditors at his accounts. | : Wer ; 

14. Item, if any of the foreſters find any perſon or perſons hunting within the faid chaſe or bounds 
thereof, or ſtanding ſuſpiciouſly, viz. ſtable ſtanding, with hounds drawing, or bloody hands, the 
ſame foreſter ſhall attach him or them, and bring them unto the caſtle of Handley, there 'to remain 
priſoners in a place called Bandbury chamber, until they have found fureties ſufficient of their good 
harbouring againſt the game by obligation in C ſhillings to the lord's uſe, to be levied upon the 
forfeiture of them or their ſurety. 

15. Item, fo it is and evermore have been accuſtomed that no ſheriffs, eſcheator, or any foreign 
officer whatſoever, ſhall ſerve any writ or warcant within the ſaid lordſhip. But if any writ or war- 
rant be iſſued, a precept thereof ſhall be made, and directed unto the bailiff of the ſame lordſhip, to 
be by him executed and ſerved ; and the ſame to return at his peril. And if any warrant of the peace 
be ifſued from the juſtices of the peace againſt any man of this lordſhip, the ſame ſhall be directed to 
the conſtable there, and to none other. And they ſhall arreſt the party and commit him to ward, un- 
til he find ſureties for keeping the peace, &c. which ſaid ſureties and perſon ſhall acknowledge by 
their oaths before the ſaid conſtable to forfeit to the lord ten pounds to be levied of their goods and 
chattels; for obſerving the, ſaid peace againſt the party ten pounds, until ſuch time they ſhall be made 
friends. And then the ſaid party and ſureties to be releaſed of their acknowledgment. 

16. Item, the aforeſaid foreſter have authority to arreſt every felon or murderer taken or found 
within the chaſe, and ſhall bring him or them before the chief foreſter, which have power by vir- 
tue of the ſaid liberties and franchiſes granted, and cuſtom of the ſaid chaſe uſed, to fit upon the 
ſaid felons or murderers in judgment, after the form of the common law, at a place there called 
the Sweetoaks, within the ſaid chaſe: and alſo to fit as coronor there upon all ſuch perſon or per- 
ſons, as by inſtigation or motion of the devil ſlayeth, or drowneth themſelves wilfully, or be killed with 
cart, wain, horle, tree, or by any other miſadventure cometh to death: and ro take the indictment 
by the inqueſt, or verdict of twelve men, ſworn and charged of four the next townſhips next ad- 
joining the place where the ſaid felony, murder, or fact, was committed or done. And by another 
inqueſt being found guilty before the faid chief foreſter aforeſaid, according to the royalties and cuſtoms of 
the ſaid chaſe, he ſhall give judgment, that his head ſhall be ſtricken off at the ſaid Sweet-oaks with a cer- 
tain axe, whereby, with other ſervices, the ſaid chief foreſter holdeth his lands of the lord. And then the 
dead body ſhall be carried up to Malvern-hill, to a certain place there called Baldyatt, and there 
to be hanged upon a gallows, and not to be taken down without licence of the chief foreſter. Which 
power of judgment extendeth from Charney's Pool upon the fouth part, unto Gowel-gate upon the 
north part; and in breadth from Rodeway unto the heighth of Malvern-hill. 

17. Item, the conſtable of the caſtle of Handley hath power and authority to fit beneath the ſaid 
rodeway as far as the franchiſe of Handley extendeth and ſtretcheth, as a coroner for murder. And 
the indictment thereof to be taken before him after the form of the common law. And the perſon, 
together with the ſaid indictment, ſhall be brought before the ſteward of Handley aforefaid, to be 
there arraigned ; and it they be found guilty and judged to die, the execution ſhall be done at a place 
called the Rydde-Green within the ſaid franchiſes. : _ 

18. Item, there be certain verderers, viewers, and riders, which by their tenures and holdings of 
their lands have power to ride and to peramble the grounds, foil and townſhips of every lord from 
the aforeſaid Charnel Pool unto Powick's-bridge and Braunsford's-bridge, to view and ſee all the faults 
of high-ways, ditches, and water-courſes, over hangings of trees or hedges, encroachments, purpre- 
ſtures, in the King's highways, or within coming of the ſame precin&. 

19. Item, the verderers, &c. ſhall ſee the wood hedges adjoining unto the chaſe that they be lawfully 
made for the preſervation of the deer, for the which there ought to be a ſtaff called a ſtandard, being 
two foot and a half in length. And one of the ſaid verderers ſhall ſtand by the hedge, and put 
the ſtaff over unto the ground, holding the ſame in his hand; and if the higheſt part of the 
he.lge be higher than his arm-pit, then the owner thereof ſhall be puniſhed by amerciament ſet and 
viewed by the conſcience of the ſaid viewers. | 

20. Item, for the hombling of dogs the ſaid viewers, &c. have the overſight and correction twice 
every ſeven years. And ſuch dogs as are found that may or will not be drawen through a {trap of 


« eighteen inches and a barley-corn in length and breadth, ſhall be hombled, viz. The further joints 


of the two middle cleas to be cut clean away, And the maſter or owner of the dogs ſhall be amerced 
in 38.

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21. Item, it is ſo, that as many as be free - ſuiters unto the ſaid lordſhip, having any woods or aſſarts 


and woodward to the ſame, within the ſaid chaſe, ſhall be as arbitrators, and have power to reform 


the homage and the twelve men, at every law-day, and other courts kept at Handley, of and in all 
ſuch matters as ſhall be by them there wrongfully, exceſſively, and unlawtully done, either by ordinance 
or by amerciament, unto the free-tenants or ſub-tenants, dwelling within the bounds of the ſaid chaſe, 
according to equity and conſcience, and as need doth require. And alſo that the ſaid free-ſuiters 
having woods and woodwards as aforcſaid, and their tenants and reſciants inhabitant within the ſaid 
lordſhip, ſhall have all manner of common within the ſaid chaſe. 

22. ltem, the tenants and inhabitants of Handley aforeſaid may common with their cattle from a 
certain place called Mayſmore Bridge, in the county of Glouceſter, unto Powick's Bridge and Brandsford's 
Bridge, in the county of Worceſter, as by way of ſtraying and going out of the ſaid lordſhip... And 
if any perſon or perſons claim to have any common within the ſaid chaſe (except the free- ſuitors 
and their tenants dwelling within the precin& of the ſame chaſe) it ſhall be tried and determined within 
the ſaid court of Handley by the twelve men and homage there, whether they be commoners or no. 
And theſe cuſtoms and liberties, with many other, have been continued, and peaceably uſed ſince the 
time of Sir Gilbert de Clare, called the Red Earl, alſo earl of Glouceſter, of whom as is aforeſaid the 
ſaid lordſhip is holden. For which liberties and cuſtoms, with many other, the aforeſaid tenants and 
inhabitants conſent and do pay yearly unto the lord thereof, Lxvis. vid.”

Depoſitions taken at Hanley-hall, in the county of Worceſter, the 18th day of June, in the 32d 
year of the reign of queen Elizabeth, before Sir John Ruſſell, knut. Francis Kettleby, and Thomas 
Willoughby, eſquires, by virtue of a commiſſion to them and others, directed from the right honourable 
lord lord chamberlain of her majeſty's houſhold, and one of her highneſſes honourable privy 
council, 

1. Henry Dingley, of Handley Caſtle in the ſaid county, gent. of the age of forty years, or thereabouts, 
being ſworn, depoſed to the firſt interrogatory, © That he knoweth the chaſe of Malvern.” 

2, 3. Item, to the ſecond and third interrogatories, ſaith, © That he being one of the riders of the ſaid 
chaſe did ride in circuit of the ſaid as followeth ; viz. From a croſs called the Croſs in North-end 
Green, in the manor of Handley Caſtle, unto the Cliffy Wood near Severn fide thereon, from thence 
to Eighteen holders in Powick, then unto Bransfords Bridge, ſo to the Link. And the keeper of the 
ſaid wood, called the Cliffy-wood did ride then with this deponent and others, from Cliftys gate unto 
the Shewſtone. He alſo did ride from a place called the Sweetoaks unto Welland pariſh ; ſo by Caſtle 
Morton, then to Birch Morton, to divers houſes, to the Berrow, and Keyſend; then to Oxbrummel 
Pool. All which pariſhes, with others, are in the precin& of the chaſe of Malyern, as this deponent 
was by old men made privy.” 

3. 5. To the third and fifth he ſaith, That one Bucknall was keeper of the Linck and Cliffy-wood 
when this deponent did ride, and was made by Richard Colmeley, gent. the chief foreſtet's deputy, as this 
deponent credibly hath heard. And he hath ſerved in court upon the jury when the keeper hath been 
called by the name of the Link and Cliffy. And further this deponent faith, That at a court of 
ſurvey of the manor of Hanley Caſtle, it was preſented by the oath of Oldedge, Barnes, Williams, 
and others, that the tenants of Hanley may lawfully have and take windings there upon their attach- 
ments.

© Whereas his majeſty's attorney-general heretofore exhibited an information in this court, for and 
on the behalf of his majeſty, againſt the right rev. father in Gop Francis lord biſhop of Hereford, and 
divers others, amongſt which Sir Thomas Ruſſel, knight, and Sir William Ruſſell, baronet, and John 
Horniold, eſquire, were ſome of the Defendants, for and concerning the late foreſt and chaſe of Mal-

| for his majeſty in lieu of the ſaid diſafforeſtation and diſpaſturing, and of freeing the lands within the

Wheras thete hath been a difference between the lord chief juſtice of his majeſty's court of common 
pleas on the behalf of Sir Cornelius Vernmyden, knt. and himſelf, on the one ſide, and Sir Thomas 
Ruſſell of Strenſham, and Sir William Ruſſell of Witley, knight and baronet, in the county of Wor- 
ceſter, ſon to the ſaid Sir Thomas, on the other, concerning the execution of a decree of the court of 
exchequer, about the diſafforeſting of the foreſt and chaſe of Malvern, lying in the counties of Wor- 
ceſter, Glouceſter, and Hereford, and the improvement of a convenient proportion of the waſte or 
commonable grounds within the ſaid chaſe, in lieu of the Taid diſafforeſtation; and concerning divers 
riots and miſdemeanors alledged by the ſaid lord chief juſtice to have been committed in thoſe parts 
by ſundry diſorderly perſons, the greateſt number whereof are yet unknown; the conſideration 
whereof being referred by his majeſty to the board ; the ſame came this day to be heard ; and being 
debated, it did appear, that before the ſaid diſafforeſtation and diſcharging of the ſaid foreſt or chaſe, - 
there had been divers ſtipulations, covenants, and agrements paſſed between the ſaid lord chief juſtice 
(chen his majeſty's attorney-general) and the ſaid other parties and others, touching that buſineſs; as

Firſt, that the ſaid ſuits ſhall for the preſenc ceaſe and be ſuſpended : and that, in the beginning of 
the next enſuing Michaelmas term, the council learned on both ſides ſhall meet together, and conſider 
both of the covenants and agreements made between them, and by what ways and means the afore- 
ſaid decree may be certified, and explained in any thing whereof doubt ſhall be moved for the ſettle- 
ment of the differences above-mentioned. 

Secondly, it is now agreed, That the true meaning of his majcſty, and of thoſe that have formerly 
dealt on the behalf of the country, was and is (and their lordſhips do think fit that it be ſo declared 
fully and clearly by the court of exchequer) that none of the lands of the ſaid foreſt, or chaſe, being 

arcel of the ſaid waſte or commonable land, either called by the name of Malvern Chaſe, or the 
Biſhop's Chaſe, ſhall be taken in, or encloſed, but only his majeſty's third part, for the uſe of the ſaid 
Sir Cornelius Vernmyden and his aſſigns: And that the other two-third parts ſhall be left open and free 
for the freeholders and tenants and commoners to take their common of paſture and common of euſtovers 
therein, as heretofore they have been accuſtomed ; with this expreſs reſtriction and declaration, That no 
mean lords of fees or manors whatſoever ſhall be permitted to encloſe any part of the two-third parts 
of the ſaid chaſe, or to fall the woods or trees growing or to be growing thereon, whereby the com- 
moners may be hindered of their eaſtovers. 

Thirdly, becauſe their lordſhips think it juſt to preſerve unto every man his former and true right, 
their lordſhips do further order, that his majeſty's ſaid third part, which is to be conferred upon Sir 
Cornelius Vernmyden, his heirs and affigns, ſhall be indifferently allotted unto them, not all of the 
beſt ſort of land, but good and bad proportionably ; ſo the two third-parts to be left to the country 
mall be of like goodneſs and value (pro rata) with the third part to be allotted to Sir Cornelius Vern- 
myden ; and that third part not to be purpoſely choſen, or picked out of the beſt, but with fit re ſpect 
to the conveniency of every townſhip and other places of habitation there already erected, for putting 
their cattle into the common at reaſonable diſtance from them ; and alſo with convenienr drifts to and 
from the reſidue of the other two parts of the laid chaſe, which is intended to be left open and unin- 
cloſed. And further, That whereſoever his majeſty's ſaid third part ſhall happen to be allotted, that out 
of the ſame third part, where occaſion requireth, there be good and liberal allowance made for the 
high-ways, to the end his majeſty's ſubjects may uſe them with the more eaſe and commodity. 

And laſtly, to the end that thoſe particular contracts, which have been made by the ſaid lord chief 
juſtice (then his majeſty's attorney- general) on his majeſty's behalf, with ſeveral mean lords of manors 
within the ſaid chaſe, may be peformed without wrong or prejudice to any others; it is now declared, 
that the ſame are to be performed out of the third part allotted, or to be allotted, to his majeſty or his 
aſligns, and not out of the other two parts that are to remain to the country. 

And for ſo much as concerneth the ſaid Sir Thomas Ruſſel, according to the agrcement made with 
him, it is by like conſent agreed, That it ſhall be performed unto him juſtly and truly by the faid lord 
chief juſtice and Sir Cornelius Vernmyden, and ſo ſecured unto him in ſuch fort as council on either fide 


ſhall 
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ſhall reaſonably diviſe. And becauſe there may be no jealouſy hereafter on either party, and that 
the country may be fully ſatisfied both of his-maſeſty's reſolutions and gracious pleaſure therein, their 


| lordſhips do further direct that this order be forthwith carried down by the ferjeant at arms formerly 


— 


employed in this ſervice, and delivered to the high ſheriff, and by him, in the preſence of the deputy 
lieutenants of the county, in ſome convenient place be publiſhed to the country: To the end that alt 
they whom it may any ways concern may take notice thereof, and at their perils yield due obedience 
thereunto. And that until theſe things now agreed upon be perfected by advice of council of both 
ſides, which is ordered to be within the firft fortnight of the next term, there be a forbearance of 
making the allotments for the king's third part, which are appointed to proceed with all expedidon 
that the ſeaſon of the year for making of encloſures be not neglected. And if then there ſhall any 
oppoſition or diſturbance be made by any, they muſt expect ſevere puniſhment, according to the quality 
of their offences. After which ſaid orders ſo had and taken by the ſaid lords and others of his 
majelſty's moſt honourable privy council as aforeſaid, a ſolemn publication was made of the faid order, 
by Sir James Pitt, knt. then high ſheriff of the county of Worceſter, in the open ſeſſions of the peace 
holden for the ſaid county, on Tueſday the ſecond day of October la't paſt : And the ſame was then 
and there openly read, in the preſence as well of the faid Sir Thomas Ruſſell, Sir William Ruſſell, and 
John Horniold, as divers others the lieutenants and juſtices of the peace of the faid county, and of 
ſundry others of his majeſty's loyal ſubjects then attending the ſervice of the county, of which many 
were lords of manors, frecholders and commoners within the faid chaſe; whereby a general and 
publick notice was had and taken of the ſaid order. Now therefore, to the intent that the ſaid order 
fo taken by the ſaid lords and others of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council ſhould take its due 
elfect, and be in all things really and juſtly performed by and unto ſuch perfon and perſons 


whom the ſame doth or may any ways concern, according to the purport ai d true meaning thereof; 


and for the preventing of all future oppoſitions ; and for avoiding of all ambiguities and 'doubrs 
which have ariſen, or may ariſe hereafter on either fide; and for an abſolute end of all differences: 
It is now finally ordered, declared, adjudged, and decreed, that the ſaid order ſo taken by the 
ſaid lords and others of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, ſhall ſtand and be effectual 
unto and for his majeſty, his heirs and ſucceffors, and unto the ſeveral perſons whom the ſame 
doth reſpectively concern, their heirs, ſucceſſors, and aſſigns, ſeverally and reſpectively, 5 
to the true meaning thereof. Ard accordingly this court doth ratify, confirm, and allow, the ſai 

order and all things therein contained. And for the better explanation, confirmation, and execution 
thereof, this court doth fully and clearly order, declare, and decree, by and with the aſſent of the 
king's majeſty's attorney- general on his majeſty's behalf, of the ſaid Sir Robert Heath, knight, lord 
chief juſtice of the court of common pleas, and Sir Cornelius Vernmyden, knight, his majeſty's aſſigns, 
and of Mr. Biſhop of council with them, and by the conſents of rhe ſaid Sir Thomas Ruſſell and Sir 
William Ruſſell, and John Horniold, eſq. ſo far as in them ſeverally and reſpectively lieth, and of 
Edward Lyttelton, eſq. recorder of London, of council with them, and with divers others of the com- 
moners within the ſaid chaſe : that the true meaning of his majeſty and of thoſe that have former] 

dealt for the country was and is, that none of the lands of the ſaid foreſt or chaſe, being parcel of the 
faid waſte or commonable land, either called by the name of the Biſhop's Chaſe or the King's Chaſe, 
ſhall be taken in or encloſed, but only his majeſty's third part for the use of the ſaid 2 Vern- 
myden and his heirs and affigns, or his majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors: and that the other two-third 
parts ſhall be from henceforth and for ever left free for the freeholders and tenants and commoners 
to take their common of paſture and common of eaſtovers therein, as heretofore they have been accuſ-

fall any of the woods or trees growing or to be growing thereon, whereby the commoners may 
be hindered of their eaſtovers. And it is further ordered, declared, adjudged, and decreed, that his 
majeſty's third part, which is to be conferred upon Sir Cornelius Vernmyden, his heirs and aſſigns, ſhall 
be indifferently allotted unto them, not of all of the beſt ſort of land, but good and bad propor- 
tionably ; fo as the two parts to be left to the country ſhall be of like goodneſs and value with the 
third part to be allotted to the ſaid Sir Cornelius Vernmyden; and that third part not to be purpoſely 
choſen or picked out of the beſt, but with fit reſpe& to the conveniency of every townſhip and other 
places of habitations there already erefted, for putting their cattle into the common at a reaſonable 
diſtance from them, and for convenient drifts to and from the reſidue of the other two parts of the 
ſaid waſtes or commonable lands of the ſaid foreſt or chaſe, which is intended to lie open and unen- 
cloſed : And that wherefoever his majeſty's ſaid third part ſhall happen to be allotted, that out of the 
ſame third part, where occaſion requireth, there be good and liberal allowances of ground made for the 
king's ways, to the end his majeſty's ſubjects may uſe them with the more eaſe and commodity. And 
to the end that thoſe particular contracts that have been made by the ſaid lord chief juſtice, then his 
majeſty's attorney-general, on his majeſty's behalf, with ſeveral meſne lords of manors within the ſaid 
chate, may be performed without wrong or prejudice to any others: It is further ordered, declared, 
explained, adjudged, and decreed, by this court, that the ſame are to be performed our of the third 
part allotted or to be alloted to his majeſty and his aſſigns, and not out of the other two parts that are 
to remain to the country. And it is further ordered, explained, declared, and decreed, that his majeſty's 
ſaid third part ſhali be divided and fenced from the other two parts at the proper coſts and charges of 
the ſaid Sir Robert Heath and Sir Cornelius Vernmyden, or their heirs or aſſigns; and ſuch new fences 
and encloſures at their like coſts and charges maintained and continued from time to time without charge 
or damage to the owners or commoners of or in the ſaid other two parts: But the antient fences for- 
merly made upon or about the ſaid waftes or commonable lands, before the ſaid diſafforeſtation of the 
ſaid toreſt or chaſe, ſhall be maintained and continued from time to time by ſuch as tormerly ought to

make and naititain the ſame. And it is furthet ordered and decreed, that after the ſaid third part Natl 
be ſer out for his majeſty or his = as aforeſaid, and before the ſame ſhall be ſevered, divided; 
and fenced; from the reſidue of the ſaid lands, no commoner ſhall be impeached or moleſted, only for 
ſuffering his or their cattle to feed in or upon the ſaid third part. And it is further ordered and decreed; 
That no new cottage ſhall be erected upon any part of the ſaid third part to be allotted to his majeſty 
or his aſſigns, whereunto there ſhall not be layed and continued twenty acres at the leaſt; nor any new 
cottages ſhall be erected upon any part of the ſaid other two parts to be left to the commoners as afore- 
ſaid, but ſuch only as ſhall be warranted by the law and ſtatutes made for the maintenance and pros 
viſion of the poor. And that the ſaid third part, whereſoever it ſhall happen to be ſet out, ſhall be 
contributory to the charge of the church and poor in the ſeveral pariſhes where the ſame ſhall lie, and 
to all other public charges, as the reſt of the lands lying within that pariſh, in a due and fit 
proportion. And it is further ordered; explained; declared, and decreed, that the ſaid two parts of 
the ſaid waſtes and cominonable lands fo to be left unto the country, after the ſetting forth of his 
majeſty's third part, for the uſe of the ſaid Sir Cornelius Vernmyden, his heirs and afligns, as afore- 
ſaid, ſhall at all times hereafter; and from time to time, ſtand, continue, and be free and diſcharged, 
or well and ſufficiently ſaved harmleſs, and kept indemnified by the ſaid Sir Cornelius Vernmyden, bis 
heirs and aſſigns, of and from the yearly rent or fee farm of ten pounds reſerved or made payable in and 
by his majeſty's letters patent heretofore granted to the faid Cornelius Vernmyden of the ſaid foreſt or 
chaſe, and of and from the payment of any ſum or ſums of money to be forfeited, nomine pene, or nomine 
penarum, by reaſon of the non-payment of the ſaid yearly rent, or any part thereof; ſo as the cattle of 
the freeholders or commoners depaſturing in or upon the ſaid two- third parts, ſhall not or may not, by 
reaſon of non-payment of the ſaid yearly rent, or any part thereof, or of any the ſaid ſum or ſums 

of money to be forfeited, nomine pene, or nomine penarum, any ways be deſtrained, diſturbed, ſeized; 
taken, or removed; nor the ſaid freeholders or commoners in that behalf any ways ſned, moleſted, 
troubled, or impeached. And it is alſo ordered, explained, decreed, and declared, that the ſaid 
decree, or any thing therein contained, ſhall not extend, nor be conſtrued, or taken to extend, to debar, 
hinder, or prejudice, the ſaid John Horniold, his heirs or aſſigns, for or concerning his or their rent- 
oats, and rent-hens, heretofore to him due or payable, or hereafter to be due or payable, by or from 
any of the inhabitants of Much Malvern and Mathon, in the ſaid county of Worceſter, and of Col- 
wall in the county of Hereford ; but that the ſame rent-oats and rent-hens ſhall and may be, and con- 
tinge yearly due and payable to him, the ſaid John Horniold, his heirs and aſſigns, as in his or their 
former right, and as if the ſaid decree of diſafforeſtation, or diſcharging of the 1aid foreſt or chaſe had 
never been. And it is laſtly ordered, adjudged, and decreed, that this order of explanation ſhall be 
held and conſtrued to be part of the ſaid decree, and in all things obſerved and performed on either 
ſide as part thereof. And that every matter and thing in the ſaid decree contained repugnant hereunto, 
ſhall ſtand and be from henceforth clearly reverſed, made void and of none effe& : and accordingly the 


ſame are and is by this court clearly and fully ordered, expounded, adjudged, and decreed, as void, 
fruſtrated, and of none effect.

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WORCESTERSHIRE RIVERS. 


HE chief rivers of this county are the SEVERN *?, the Avon, the Temes, 
and the STouR; beſides which, there are the SALWARPE and the ARROw, 
the LEDDEN bounding Glouceſterſhire, and the REA bounding Warwickſhire and 
Staffordſhire, The Severn (in Latin Sabrina) is ſo called from Sabr ſand, Sabrin 
ſandy, becauſe this river is often muddy, eſpecially when haſty rains come from 
the Welch mountains b. Baxter © derives it from Ha au rian; ha being an article 
ſignifying the au vian queen, or chief river, for ſo it certainly was to the 
Welch; its Saxon name is Sæpepne, Saferne, or ſea flowing. It has its riſe in Plin- 
lymmon Hill in Montgomeryſhire, enters this county a little above Bewdley, which 
town divides from Wribbenhall, having there a bridge. A little below, to the right, 
it waſhes the ſeat of the late lord Herbert, and oppoſite an hermitage, called 
Blackiſtone's Rock d; below at Mitton it receives from the eaſt the STour, which 
has its riſe about Frankley, or perhaps the Leaſows, paſtes on to Haleſowen 
and Cradley, and there meets with a rill from Dudley, runs thence to Stourbridge,

particutarly named, but it is ſaid all waters wherein falmon be taken within the kingdom, ſhall be 
in defenſe for taking ſalmon from the Nativity of Our Lady unto St. Martin's day; and that young 
ſalmon ſhall not be deſtroyed from the midſt of April unto the Nativity of St. John Baptiſt ; con- 
firmed by 13 R. II.

Many of theſe ſtatutes do not relate to the river Severn in particular, only to Salmon and other fiſh, 
but the two principal acts which affect the fiſhery of the Severn are, 1 Eliz. and 30 Ch. II. and many 
clauſes in theſe two acts are repealed by one paſſed in the year 1778, which enacts, that no one ſhall uſe 
any net, or engine, in the months of Auguſt, September, or October ; that in the months of February, 
March, April, and May, no nets ſhall be uſed whoſe meſhes ſhall be under one inch and three eighths of 
an inch fquare, by the ſtandard, and not extended: or five inches and an half round, allowing to each 
meſh four knots; in the months of November, December, January, June, or July, no nets ſhall be 
uſed under two inches and a half ſquare, by the ſtandard, and not extended : or ten inches round, al- 
lowing to each meſh four knots. From Glouceſter-bridge to Ripple Lock Stake, the nets not to be 
longer than 75 yards, and above Ripple Lock 40 yards, and where there are fords, the nets not to 
exceed 20 yards. In the months of March and April, no putts to be placed in Severn, unleſs the infide 
wheel be taken out; penalty not to exceed five pounds, nor leſs than twenty ſhillings. Above Ripple 
Lock Stake, no net or engine (except putcheons or wheels) to be uſed in the night ; between 10 March 
and 20 May, no net or engine to be uſed on the fords, no net or engine to be fixed on any ground ad- 
joining to the river Severn in time of flood, unleſs the meſh thereof be of the dimenſions aforeſaid. No 
fiſhing on Sundays from fix in the morning to ſix in the evening. 

Many perſons have thought this act partial, becauſe it doth not lay the Glouceſterſhire fiſhery under 
the ſame regulations and reſtrictions with thoſc of the counties of Worceſter, Stafford, Salop, and 
Montgomery. | 

The acts reſpecting towing paths, &c. are as follow :t—g H. VI. The Severn is declared a free 
river for all the king's ſubjects to carry within the flream of the ſaid river, but no mention is made of 
a right of going on the land to tow or hawl; and in the act paſſed the 19th H. VII. it is ſaid, that 
the ſaid act ſhall not be hurtful to any perſon having lands adjoining to the Severn, to take of every 
perton, going upon their land in order to draw any boat, reaſonable recompence and ſatisfaction: how- 
ever, it is probable the land owners did not require any thing, and the bargemen uſed a path of a 
foot and a half wide, which uſage in proceſs of time became a fort of right: for 23 H. VIII. it is 
enacted, that whereas the king's ſubjects, paſſing upon the river Severn have uſed, time out of mind, 
to have a certain path of one foot and a half broad, on every fide of the ſaid river, for drawing by 
lines their veſſels paſſing on the ſaid river of Severn, with wine, or other merchandiſe, without any 

umpoſition, or toll to be demanded for drawing in the ſaid paths accuſtomed; till of late certain covetous 
perions have interrupted many of the king's ſubjects drawing their veſſels by the ſaid paths, taking of 
them fines and bottles of wine; Be it therefore enacted, that no perſon interrupt or take any toll, or 
bottle of wine, for any veſſel ſo drawn, under a penalty of forty ſhillings. 

This act ſeems particularly to apply to the cities of Glouceſter and Worceſter, which had levied 
taxes, notwithſtanding the former acts declaring Severn a free river. By theſe acts, one would think 
that wine was the principal commodity carried up the river.

has its name, it receives the Dour, which has its riſe in the pariſh of Chadeſley 
Corbet, runs by Ruſhok, Elmley Lovet, the ſeat of the Townſhends, Doverdale 
belonging formerly to Lench and Brace; then goes to Weſtwood, the ſeat of 
| the Pakingtons: three miles farther it falles into the Severn, a little below 
| Hawford Bridge. Before it reaches Worceſter, Severn receives Beverborn, or 
| the Otter Water, there being formerly perhaps many Otters, or Beavers, in 
Ul that little brook. It runs with a ſwift current by the city of Worceſter, where 
there was in antient times no bridge, but people paſſed over the ford through 
1 Eyeport, or Newport- gate, now of no uſe. It is a continued ford quite down to 
I Digley, except over-againſt the infirmary windows and ſtairs of the college, 
11 where the priory boat was formerly kept, before king John gave the monks a 
4 moiety of his caſtle. A mile below the city, Severn receives the Temde, 
Teme, Tame, or Tam, ſignifying a river that runs ſwiftly and rapidly f, which 
has its riſe in Radnorſhire, and enters this county a little above Tenbury, at 
which place the brook that comes down from Kyre, the ſeat of the Pitts, runs 
into it, and lower, the Rea, which comes by Maumble, the ſeat of the Blunts : 
hence the Teme paſſes on to Eaſtham, Lindridge, Stockton, and Stanford, the 
ſeat of the Winningtons, between the two Sheldefleys, and between Clifton and 
138i! Martley, to Knightstord-bridge, near which a little brook from Upper Sappy 
11 and Tedeſton Delamere runs into it; from thence it goes by Lulfley and 
Broadwas, and Cotheridge, the ſeat of the Berkeleys, and over- againſt it lies 
that of the Devereux's, now Sir Charles Cocks, at Leigh; and here the Teme, 
coming from Mathon and Cradley, runs into it; hence it paſſes to Braunce- 
ford-bridge, and ſo to Powick bridge, where it receives the Lawern; a mile 
| below which it falls into the Severn, at a place called Teme-mouth, near Clerk- 
f enleap, belonging to Dr. Naſh. It waters fine meadows, a rich country, and

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. one particularly famous for its many hopyards. Hence the Severn runs to 
b} Kemſey, and before it reaches that place receives a rill from Powick, and a 
little brook. from the hills, by Lye Sinton, and Branceford Lye; below Pixham's 
ferry another brook that comes down by Madresfield, the ſeat of the Lygons, 
falls into it; then it waſhes Stoke, and before it reaches Upton, the brook that 
comes from Malvern-hill by Blackmore Park, the ſeat of the Horniolds, mixes 
its waters with it, juſt by Severn End, the ſeat of the Lechmeres, in the pariſh 
of Hanley ; below the bridge of Upton, the waters that come from Malvern

and another by Longdon, run into it, and below this it receives from the caſt 
a rill out of Ripple Lake, and then paſſes on to Buſhley, and going out of 
our county at Tewkeſbury, it there receives the Avon. “ Sabrina fluvius 
«© quo nullus in hac terra alveo latior, gurgite rapacior, arte piſcoſior 5.” 
Through irregular and unlawful fiſhing this river has loſt great part of” its breed 
of river fiſh, and depends chiefly upon ſuch as come from the ſea, and return at 
ſtated periods: among theſe the principal are the ſalmon, the ſhad, and the 
lamprey. 

The ſalmon was formerly ſo plenty, that many perſons when they downs 
their children apprentices thought it neceſſary to inſert an article, that the 
maſter ſhould. not feed them with ſalmon above twice a week. 25 Henry II. 
(Liberat. m. 21.) the king orders the bailiffs of Glouceſter to buy for his 
uſe 30 lampreys and 60 ſalmon, of the beſt Calewar ſalmon, to make ſome 


of them into 150 cakes, and the reſt to be ſalted; and to buy likewiſe 200 
ſhad, and to ſend them to Weſtminſter on Chriſtmas Eve. Here we -may- © © 


obſerve, that the word Calewar anſwers to what we now call Calver, that 
is, ſalmon in high ſeaſon and fat, the fat lying in ftrata between the flakes 
of the fiſh, and. when boiled becomes white; but if the fiſh be killed or 
die a few hours only before it is dreſſed, this fat diſſolves, does not appear 
when boiled, and the whole fiſh is leſs firm. 

We may obſerve likewife, how the ſeaſon for lampreys and ſhad is changed; 


it would be extremely difficult, if not impoſſible, to procure them at Chriſtmas ; 


of late years they ſeldom come earlier than April or May. I find indeed in a 
MS. of Mr. Townſhend, of Elmley Lovet, that January 27, 1662, he gave 
138. 4d. each for lampreys freſh out of the Severn to ſend to London. This 
ſeems 4 great price, though we find (in the records of the Tower, Rot. Clauſ. 
de anno 10 Hen. III. memb. 23.) that in the tenth year of Henry III. an order 
was iſſued to the ſheriff of Glouceſterſhire, forbidding any one to ſell a lamprey 
at a higher price than two ſhillings, which two ſhillings were equal to a guinea 
in theſe days. The price of them now is from 10s. to 2s. according to the 
plenty in the market, and fize of the fiſh, which commonly weighs about three 
pounds: Henry IV. granted protections to ſuch ſhips as brought over lampreys 
for the table of his royal conſort b. His ſucceſſor iſſued out a warrant 
to William of Nantes, for ſupplying him and his army with lampreys, where- 
ſoever they happen to march. Directions are afterwards given that they 
ſhould be taken between the mouth of the Seine and Harfleur. It may 
perhaps ſurprize perions unacquainted with the ſagacity and inſtinct of fiſh 
to tell them, that though the river Avon at its mouth near Tewkeſbury 
exactly reſembles the Severn, yet no ſalmon, ſhad, lamprey, or lampern, ever 


miſtake their courſe, or go up the Avon. The lampern is to the lamprey 


what the crawfiſh is to the lobſter; it reſembles it pretty much in ſhape and 
taſte, though the connoifteurs ſay it is not ſo firm or rich; it is about the ſize 
of a man's finger, from 12 to 18 inches long. Theſe fiſh are found in other 
rivers beſides the Severn; but whether they do not meet with ſo good 
cooks, or whether the fiſh have not the ſame merit, I know not, they cer- 
tainly are not valued. unleſs they come from -the counties of Glouceſter or 
Worceſter, that is, the courſe of the Severn ; from thence they are ſent over 


England, and ſeveral lately ready ſtewed to the empreſs of Ruſſia and other 
princes.

under the ſame claſs and genus, under the claſs of ampbibia nantia ; amphibia, 

| becauſe they have lungs like amphibious animals, which they uſe by reſpiring 
at pleaſure ; and nantia, from their living in water only, in contradiſtinction to 
the amphibious reptiles that live on land as well as water, He denominates 
the genus to which they belong Petromygon, from their ſticking to, or ſuckin 
rocks and ſtones, which they do in a very ſingular manner with their mouths, g 
which are furniſhed with many ſeries of ſhort minute teeth like a file k. 

The characters of the genus are, that the ſubjects contained under it have 
ſeven holes or ſpiracles (not nine) on each ſide of the neck, and another 
fiſtula or perforation between the eyes upon the head, through which they 
eject water, | 

I. The firſt and largeſt ſpecies of the genus is that which Linnæus calls Pe- 
tromyzon Marinus: this is our Lamprey of the Severn, and other rivers ; it 
quits the ſea and comes up into freſh water in the ſpring. It is readily known 
by its ſize, being often three or four pounds weight, and is eſteemed a deli-

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cate fiſh when well dreſſed, though unwholeſome if eaten in great quantities, 
witneſs the death of our Henry I. 

2. The ſecond he terms Petromygon Fiuviatilis, though perhaps improperly; 
becauſe this fiſh at. certain ſeaſons goes to the ſea. This is the lampern of 
the Severn, and many other rivers; it is more common than the preceding, 
conſequently cheaper and leſs eſteemed ; it is about the ſize of a man's finger; 
and differs ſpecifically from the other by having the poſterior fin on the back 
riſing up into a ridge or angle towards the tail. Vaſt quantities are taken about 
Mortlake, and fold for bait for the cod fiſhery. 

3. The third is the leaſt lampern, or pride, called by Linnæus Petromyzon 
Branchialis, This is our nine eyes or nine holes, though in fact it has no 
more than ſeven on each fide of the neck; it is frequent in many of our 
rivulets, and is generally about the ſize of à go6ſe quill, The poſterior fin 
on the back is level or even to the tail, without angle or ridge, This 
is the kind which Plot in his Natural Hiſtory of Oxfordſhire | calls the Pride of 
the Iſis, and ſince he wrote it has commonly been called the Pride. They are 
ſaid to ſuck the gills of other fiſh, which is the reaſon why Linneus calls this 
ſpecies Peiromyzon Branchialis. The irides of all this ſpecies are yellow; See 
Bromſgrove m. ; | 

The murzna of Juvenal, Ovid, Pliny, and others, though ſometimes tranſ.. 
lated lamprey, does not mean either of the fiſh abovementioned, but is more 
of the eel kind, often taken in the Mediterranean, and reſembles in ſhape the 
muræna mentioned in Cateſby's Carolina, vol. II. p. 20. It has not the ſeven 
Holes. 

Although the river Severn has been navigable from very early days, yet the 
firſt load of coal that was brought to Worceſter by water was in the year 1570, 
Richard Denſon barge-maſter “. 

AvoN, Even, or Seven, (S being an article) is a name common to rivers, 
eſpecially to thoſe which flow gently *. This river waters the eaſtern ſide of 
our ſhire. It has its riſe near Naveſby in Northamptonſhire, and running 
through the midſt of Warwickſhire enters Worceſterſhire at Cleve Prior, where 
from the north it receives the ARREWE F, which has its riſe on the Licky Hill 
beyond Bromſgrove in this county, runs down to Alvechurch, leaves Hewel, 

the ſeat of the earls of Plymouth, to the weſt, and Beoley, a ſeat of 
the Sheldons, to the eaſt, and then enters Warwickſhire, and falls into Avon 
a little above Cleve Mill. The Avon from hence paſſes by the Lytteltons on 
the left, and Harvington on the right to Offenham, below which it receives 
the waters from Willerſey, from Broadway, a ſeat of the Winningtons, and 
from the hills about it, part of which running by Wickamford, a ſeat of the 
Sandys's, joins the reſt below Badſey, and by the name of Pludor brook falls 
into it a mile before it comes to Eveſham. At Hampton it receives another brook 
called the Vincell, that Has its riſe about Sudley caſtle, Glouceſterſhire, and 
coming down by Winchcomb, and Todington, the feat of lord Tracy, it enters 
this county at Sedgbarow. Avon from Hampton runs by Charlton, formerly. 
the ſeat of the Dyneleys, and receiving the waters that come down from Breedon 
Hill, and from Elmeley Caſtle, the ſeat of the Savages, 'it waters the large 
meadows of Fladbury, and below it a brook from the north meets it, which has 
its riſe from the hills about Rouſlench, paſſing by Abberton, a ſeat of the 
Sheldons of this county, and at Naunton Beauchamp, mixing its waters with

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Fleetwod brook, which coming down, one part from Inkbarrow, and another 
from Stony Morton, they both fall into the Avon, a little below Piddle Bridge. 
From hence the Avon runs to Pei ſhore, and leaves Besford, the ſeat of the Sea- 
brights, to the weſt, and before it comes to Eckington Bridge receives the 
waters that come out of the foreſt of Feckenham, and run by Bradeley, Himble- 
ton, Huddington, Crowle, Upton Snodeſbury, Churchill, Pipleton, Besford, and 
Defford z and leaving Croomb, the ſeat of the earls of Coventry, to the weſt, it 
goes to Strenſham, Breedon, Twyning, Mitton, and at Tewkefbury joins with the 
Severn, where it paſſes out of our county. 

LEDDEN is a boundary on the Glouceſterſhire fide of the. county, riſes beyond 


Ledbury, in Herefordſhire, and receives near Staunton a brook that riſes on the 


weſtern ſide of Malvern hill, near Colwall, and in many places bounds the county, 
as at Staunton and Rydmarley. 

Rra riſes between Chaddewich and Frankley, paſſes by Northfield and Kingſ- 
norton, where it receives a rill; about two miles below it is joined by Bourn- 
brook, which riſes above Weoly Caſtle. It is in ſome places a boundary to 
Staffordſhire and Warwickſhire, runs north of Moſeley, within half a mile of 
Birmingham, where it quits Worceſterſhire, 

N. B. There is another little river of this name near Cleobury, which in forme 
places parts this county from Shropſhire. .

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Or THE COINS and CGCOIN AG H 


or WOoR CES TE R. 


AS we find in Domeſday that a mint ſubſiſted at Worceſter in the time of William 
the Conqueror, it may not be improper to make ſome enquiry how long the ſame had 


been eſtabliſhed, its continuance, and what coins, the produce of it, now remain. That 


Offa and all the ſucceeding kings of Mercia coined money, the cabinets of the curious 
evince: but none of thoſe coins, nor indeed of thoſe of the ſole monarchs minted before 
the year 928, can now be aſcertained to have been coined at Worceſter, the miners 
name only being placed on the coin. 

Ethelſtan, in his third year, firſt directed that from that time every minter ſhould 
to his own name add the name of the town whete the piece was ſtruck, and that 
order was generally complied with by the moneyors of that prince, and his ſucceſſors, 
to the time of Edward the firſt after the Conqueſt, except on the coins of Edmund, 
Edred, Edwy, and ſome of Edgar's, on which the prince's head is not placed, 

The firſt coin bearing the name of Worceſter, is one of Athelſtan's, ſtruck in the latter 
end of his reign about the year 935, when, having conquered the Welſh, and defeated the 
Scots, he ſtyled bimſelf Rex totius Britaniæ: afterwards we meet with the coins of 
Ethelred, Canute, Edward the Confeſſor, William the Conqueror, Henry I. Stephen and 
Henry HI. who died in 1272: hence then one ſhould infer that the mint ſubſiſted at 
Worceſter for a period of about 337 years, but we do not ſpeak with any preciſion, be- 
cauſe other coins may appear, which may lengthen this term; indeed, ſince the annexed 
plate was engraved, the ſeven following coins have been diſcovered, which, if acceſs can 


be had to them, which at preſent cannot, will be engraved on a ſupplementary * and 
delivered with the ſecond volume.

During the unhappy conteſt between Charles and the Parliament, much money was 
coined by the king's friends in diverſe parts of England. One of theſe 1s a half crown, 
having for its mint mark one pear on the obverſe, and three on the reverſe, the antient 
badge, and now a part of the arms of Worceſter. | 

Drayton, in his battle of Agincourt, deſcribing the colours under which each county 
marched, ſays, | 

« Wor'ſter, a pear-tree laden with its fruit.“ 

This piece now ranks amongſt the ſcarceſt of our Engliſh coins, and is in the collection 
of B. Bartlet, F. A. S. Dr. Hunter, and in a few other cabinets. ;

To the above lift, may be added 
the large piece at the bottom of the plate, which is of lead, now in the library at Ox- 
ford: it appears by the inſcription to be deſigned for a half- penny; from its rarity, there 
1s great reaſon to believe very few were ftruck ; the induſtrious Mr. Snelling having taken 
no notice thereof. 

Moſt of the tradeſmens tokens TREA to the Rev. Mr. Pearkes, of Woreeſter, F. A. 8 
others are at Oxford, and in the Cabinets of Mr. * F. A. S. and Mr, Forſter, 
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A rectory in the dioceſe of Hereford, and in the lower divifion of Doddingtree 
hundred, is bounded eaft by Aſtley and Rock, north by Rock, ſouth by Great 
Whitley and Great Shelſley, and weſt by Stockton. 


Ir ſtands upon a very high hill. The fitu- 
ation is pleaſant to the eye, but uncom- 
fortable for a conſtant reſidence, the foil 
being a cold wet clay.

« bordars, and one foreigner, and three co- 
& tarii, with ſeventeen carucates, a prieſt, 
& and one ſervant. At the time of Edward 
« the Confeſſor it was worth ſeven pounds, 
« afterward four pounds, and at the time of 
& the ſurvey ten pounds ten ſhillings.” 
Ralph de Todem came into England with 
William the Conqueror, and was his ſtandard- 
bearer in the famous battle. He had many 
lands given him hereabouts ; the potent men 
at that time making choice of ſuch places as 
were of moſt difficult acceſs, and from whence 
they might have beſt advantage for keep- 
ing the conquered Engliſh in ſubjection. He 
was a devout man, and among many other 
pious deeds gave Caldicote and Alwinton, 
two of his lordſhips in this county, to the 
monks of Utica in Normandy. He left iflue 
by Elizabeth or Iſabel, as ſome call her, daugh- 
ter of Simon de Montfort, Ralph his fon and 
heir, and Godechild a daughter, firſt married 
to Robert earl of Mellent, and afterward to 
Baldwin fon of Euſtace earl of Bolein. Ralph 
de Todeni departing this life 9 kal. April, 
1102, 2 II. I. was buried with his anceſtors 
in the abbey of Conchis. Ralph his ſon took

to wife Judith, one of the daughters of Wal- 
theof earl of Huntington and Northum— 
berland, by whom he had iſſue two ſons, 
Roger and Hugh, and divers daughters. 
Roger was a great benefactor to the monks 
of Conchis, as his anceſtors had been before 
him; and died 8 Hen. II. 1162, leaving iſſue 
by his ſecond wife, daughter to Robert earl 
of Leiceſter, a ſon called Roger, then of ten- 
der years. To him ſucceeded Ralph, who 
was in arms againſt king John with the 
rebellious barons. 17 H. III. he and John 
de Monmouth were made generals of all 
the forces the king then had in the con- 
fines of Wales; and Maud caſtle in He- 
refordſhire, which was his own before Ly 
right, was then given to him. He died at 
ſea going to the Holy Land, 1239, 23 H. III. 
and by his wife Petronill left iſſue Roger, 
who, 47 H. III. had ſummons amongſt other 


marchers to be at Hereford upon monday 


next after candlemas - day, to oppoſe the 
hoſtile attempts of the Welth. He firmly 
adhered to the king, and departed this life, 
5 Ed. I. leaving Ralph his ſon and heir, 22 
years of age. The laſt- mentioned Ralph at- 


tended the king in his wars in France, and 


there died, leaving iſſue Robert his ſon and 
heir; Who, 25 Ed. I. doing his homage, had 
livery of his inheritance.

and one daughter Elizabeth. William was 
knighted, and dwelt at Abberley. He mar- 
ried Elizabeth, daughter to George Board of 
Cookfield in the county of Suſſex; but died 
without iflue April 18, 1622, and ſhe Dec. 
20, 1618. Valter, the ſecond fon, took to

[4] This William Walſh is now better known from the friendſhip which Mr. Pope entertained for 

him than for any compoſitions of his own. From the teſtimony of thoſe who knew him, it appears, 
that he was in company pleaſant and agreeable ; amongſt his friends generous and hoſpitable ; and 
univerſally beloved by all who were acquainted with him. He was three times choſen to repreſent. 
the county of Worceſter, and once ſtood a ſtrong conteſt upon the Whig Intereſt, and carried it 
againſt his adverſary. At the time of his death, he was member. for Richmond in Yorkſhire; and 
held the poſt of maſter of the horſe to queen Anne. His writings have met with a fate not un- 
common. In his life-time they were applauded more than they deſerved. Perhaps they have ſince 
been decried lower than ſound criticiſm will warrant. Dryden (a] ſtyles him the beſt critic of our 
nation in his time ; and the following eulogium by Pope will be read as long as any verſes of that 
excellent writer:

The author of the Rambler ſtyles Mr. Walſh's Works Pcs or IxAxirv, and Dr. Warton [G] 
calls him a flimzy and frigid writer. He, however, remarks, that the three © Letters to Pope are 
„well written ;” and that the“ Remarks on the Nature of Paſtoral Poetry, on borrowing from 
* the Ancients, and againſt Floccid Conceits, are worthy peruſal.” He adds, that“ Pope owed 

much to Walſh : it was he who gave him a very important piece of advice, in his early youth ; 
for he uſed to tell him that there was one way till left open for him, by which he might excel any 
of his predeceſſors, which was by correctneſs; that though indeed we had ſeveral great poets 
we as yet could boaſt of none that were perfectly correct; and that therefore he adviſed him to 
make this quality his particular ſtudy.” The works of Mr. Walſh were originally publiſhed by 
himſelf ; afterward were re-printed, with additions, by Curll, in a thin volume, 1736 ; and fince

I cannot leave this church, without re- 
marking, that at the entrance you deſcend 
ſeveral ſteps, and the whole is very damp 
and dirty; that the inhabitants of the pariſh, 
many of them at leaſt, live at a conſiderable 
. diſtance; that the country is hilly, and the 
roads not very good; conſequently thoſe who 
walk muſt come much heated into this cellar- 
like church. Burnet, in his life of Sir 
Matthew Hale, p. 70, ſays, that conſcien- 
tious judge would be interred in the church- 
yard of Alderley, in the county of Glou- 
ceſter, obſerving, that churches were for the 
living, and church-yards for the dead; though 
this and many other churches in the county 
ſeem only fit receptacles for the dead, and 
not for the living. It is the more inexcuſable 
here, as the farmers are rich, and the church 
might -be made wholeſome at a ſmall ex- 
pence : ſome eaſy remedies are, to take away 


the ground from the outſide of the church, 
or at leaſt to make ſuch a drain as ſhall in- 
ſtantly carry away all the rain that falls. 
Caſements ought likewiſe to be made to all 
church-windows, which ſhould be opened 
every fine day, particularly very. early every 
ſunday morning, many hours before ſervice 
begins. Narrow ſlits ſhould be cut in all 
the church-doors, that the putrid air within, 
ariſing from dead bodies, and other offenſive 
matter, might be conſtantly ventilated. Theſe 
regulations, together with frequent ſweeping, 
white-waſhing, and painting, would make 
the publick ſervice of Gop more decently, 
and more frequently attended ; and many 
good people would be ſaved from colds, rheu- 
matiſms, palſies, and a hundred other diſ- 
orders. 

It were to be wiſhed, that no interments 
were allowed in churches : the old Roman 
laws forbad a corpſe to be buried or burnt 
within the city; and of this opinion were the 
primitive chriſtians in England. The Au- 
guſtine monaſtery was built without the walls 
of Canterbury as Ethelbert and Auguſtin in 
both their charters intimate, that it might be 
a dormitory to them and their ſucceſſors, 
kings and archbiſhops for ever. When the 
cuſtom of praying for the dead became a 
lucrative branch of trade, the monks and 
prieſts” for their greater convenience got 
church-yards conſecrated. About the time of 
Pope Gregory the Great, Cuthbert archbiſhop 
of Canterbury is ſaid to have brought this 
practice from Rome, about the year 750. The 
cuſtom of burying in churches was ſome- 
times, though very rarely, uſed before this 
period. The builder of the church was per- 
haps buried under an arch turned in the wall ; 
a prieſt, a ſaint, a benefaQtor, or ſome very 
extraordinary perſon, was ſometimes allowed 
this privilege. Lanfranc, archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, is ſaid to have been the firſt who 
brought up the practice of vaults in chancels, 
and under the very altar, about the year 
1075 (e). 

The practice is now become much too fre- 
quent, greatly to the injury of the health of 
chriſtians, to the ſpoiling of the pavement of 
churches, and very often to the undermining 
and ruin of whole edifices : notwithſtanding 
which, many weak perſons would be offended 
if a miniſter was to deny this liberty. How- 
ever, he ſhould be careful that a ſtrong cloſe

admire an Italian phyſician,” who ordered his 
body to be buried -without the church, with 
an inſcription, purporting, that it was his 
own defire, leſt he, who all his life long 
had endeavoured to preſerve the health of 
others, ſhould, after his death, bring on them 
diſcaſes. | | | 
No ſets were in churches before the Re- 
formation, nor any different apartments for 
diſtin& inhabitants; but the rich and poor, 
as in death, were equal and intermixed.

commons to demoliſh and remove monu- 


ments of idolatry and ſuperſtition in churches 


and church-yards ; viz. altars and tables of 
ſtone, images, crucifixes, repreſentations of 
the trinity, or the Virgin Mary, &c. ; but 
the images, pictures, coats of arms in glaſs 
or ſtone; ſet up for a monument of any king, 
nobleman; or perſon, not reputed a faint, 
were to be continued. Cromwell's ſoldiers 
were bad judges of this diſtinction; they 
broke moſt of the painted glaſs, tore away 
the braſs, iron, and lead, from many monu- 
ments, and introduced that ruin and filth 
into country churches which hath remained, 
and in many encreaſed, ever ſince.

T the time of the Conqueror's ſutvey, 

it was a berewic belonging to the ma- 

nor of Perſbore, and was held by the abbot 
and convent of that place [a]. It is called 
.in Domeſday Ebbritone. In the Exchequer, 
28 Ed: I. it is written Albriton, and there 
declared to be a moſt antient manor of the 
abbots of Perſhore. A little before the diſ- 
ſolution of that monaſtery, 30 Hen. VIII. 
A. D. 1538, a leaſe was granted thereof by 
John biſhop of Poleton, then abbot of Per- 
ſhore, with the conſent of his convent, to 
Rafe Sheldon, eſq; to whom they granted 
the leet, laweday, and court baron, with- 
in their lordſhips of Aburton, Upton Snodſ- 
bury, and Colliſdon; with the moiety of all 
penalties, amerciaments, wayfes, herriots, &c. 
alſo the patronage of Aburton : likewiſe all 
the lands, meſſuages, tenements, rents, 
ſervices, reverſions, leaſows, paſtures, woods, 
underwoods, being in Upton Snodſbury and 
Colliſden: and laſtly, all their great timber 
trees in the limits, bounds, and hedge-rows, 
of Coldwell and Abbots-hill ; to have and 
to hold for the term of fourſcore years, pay- 
ing the annual rent of 31s. 4d. The abbot 
and convent do alſo covenant, that Mr. 
Sheldon may cut down, and carry away, 
all the great timber on the premiſes. 
A ſeal of the abby annexed repreſents the 
Virgin Mary fitting on a throne with our 
Saviour in her arms; above, on her right 
hand, an angel adoring ; on the left, and 
over our Saviour's head, a ſtar; on the right 
hand below, St. Eadburge, the virgin ; on 
the left, an angel ſtanding and offering up a 
ring. Below all this, under an arch, a prieſt in 
his albe, having a beard and a large tonſure, 
holding in his right hand a chalice, and in 
his left a book open. In the circumference

King Henry VIII. in the 34th year of his 
reign, an. 1524, gave to Thomas and Francis 


"Sheldon the whole manor of Abberton, 


with the appurtenances lately belonging to 
the monaſtery of Perſhore, in ſuch fort as 
the former held the fame: alſo a paſture 
called Caldwell, and a parcel of land called 
Abbots-hall, near Stoulton ; except all tythes 
of corn in Abberton, and the advowſon of 
Abberton, with all and fingular the meſſua- 
ges, lands, and tenements whatſoever, lying 
in Upton Snodſbury and Colſdon, belonging 
late to the monaſtery of Perſhore [5]. 

The Sheldons of this branch ſtill continue 
lords of Abberton, and have married into 
many confiderable families of the country; the 
Dinelys, of Charlton; the Braces, of Dover- 
dale; the Savages, of Nobury, in the pariſh 
of Inkberrow; and the Dormers, of Buck- 
inghamſhire [o]. K 

In 1776, this pariſh was incloſed, but not 
by act of parliament. It is about fix miles 
in circumference, and contains of unincloſed 
lands, chiefly common fields, 443 a. Ir. 
26 p.; of old incloſures, 538 a. ir. 32 p. 

5 Eliz. it contained twelve families: now, 
about 15, according to the returns made 
to biſhop North, at his primary viſitation 
in 1776. 

It pays to the land- tax at 48. in the pound, 
291. 138. 10d, | 

It paid to the poor in 1776, 371. 19s. 11d. 


Here is a ſpring of mineral water, but of 


no great value; it contains ſteel mixed with 


ſalt. Dr. Hopkins in his additions to Cam- 
den, ſays, here are wells that yield a water 
bitter and purging, little inferior in virtue 
to thoſe of Epſom, if not equal to them.

Philip Heth held the manor of Alwington, 
alias Alton, with the appurtenances in the 
pariſh of Roke, the advowſon of Alwington, 
the tithes of Alwington and Roke, and all 
the woods called Alton Woods, of our ſo- 
vereign lady the queen, 4 Ph. and Mary. 
Henry Acton held the manor of Roke, Sned, 
park lands and old lands, and the advowſon 
of the church of Roke, of the queen; perhaps 
1 Eliz. 

The manor of Alton, and a certain yearly 
rent of 31l. 3s. 4d. iſſuing out of the rec- 
tory, and alſo all tithes m Roke and Alton, 
and the advow ſon of the church of Roke and 
Alton, were, by licenſe granted 1 Eliz. to 
George Blount, by Bryan Carter and Mary his 
wife [g]. John Coningſby had lands in Roke 
and Sned by leaſe from the king. Mr. Fitz- 
william Coningſby had them afterwards [h]. 

The village of Hightington is in the pariſh 
of Roke, but in the lordſhip of Abberley. 
The chapel of Hightington, dedicated to St. 
Giles, hath neither chriſtenings nor burials. 
In the ſouth window was this broken in- 
ſcription : © Orate pro omnium bene- 
factorum iſtius feneſtrae'. And underneath.

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There is in Roke; near the church, a place 
called the Bower, ſometime the lands of 
Frene, from whoſe family Mr. Fitz-william 
Coningſby deſcended. It is now the property 
of Mr. Gorge of Bye, who is ſuppoſed to 
have a manor here; and is one of the prin- 
cipal landholders in the panſh. | 

Altoa pays to the land-tax, at 4s. in the 
pound, 40 1. 148. Upper and Lower Lindon, 
1261. 148. 8 d. Rock and Snead, 281. 8s. 
Moore and Conyſwick, 471. 8 s. 

This pariſh paid to the poor in 776, for 
the diviſion of Alton, 1271. 1s. 2 d.; for the 
divifon of Lindons, 1171. 9s. 3d. 

Here is a charity ſchool, the ſalary of 
Which is paid out of the crown rent. 

In the eaſtern part of the pariſh, about 
a mile from Mopſons Croſs, between that and 
Dowiles Brook, in the middle of a thick wood 
belonging to Mr. Baldwyn, is a very uncom- 
mon tree, which 1 ſuppoſe to be the Sorbus 
Sativa Pyriformis, mentioned by Mr. Pitt in 
the Philoſophical Tranſactions for the year 
1678; the bark reſembles the pear - tree, as 
does the fruit, except that it is not quite ſo 
large as the ſmalleſt pear; the leaf and bloſ- 
ſom exactly reſemble the mountain aſh : the 
common people in the neighbourhood, among 
whom this tree has been eſteemed a curioſity 
for upwards of an hundred years, call it not 

improperly the quicken pear- tree. Mr. Pitt 
fays, it is deſcribed by Mathiolus upon Dioſ- 
conides, and that the old botaniſts deſcribe it 
as growing in France, Germany, and Italy; 
but neither they, nor Gerard, Parkinſon, 
Johnſon, How, or Ray, mention it as a na- 
tive of England, except Mr. Lyte, in his 
tranſlation of Dodonæus, who deſcribes it 
under the name of Sorb apple. 3 

N. B. Mr. Edmund Pitt was an able bo- 
taniſt, and alderman of Worceſter; he aſks 
thereſore, in the concluſion of his paper, 
whether a verjuice made of this fruit would 
not make one of the beſt acid aſtringent

Mr. Miller, in his Dictionary, under the ar- 
ticle Sorbus . ſatrva fruftu pyriformi medio 
rubente, manured ſervice with pear-ſhaped 
fruit, doubts whether any ſuch tree is grow- 
ing in England, for that ſeveral curious per- 
ſons had ſearched the places where it was 
mentioned to grow, but could not find it. 
Ray, in his Synopſis methodica ſtirpiun 
Britannicarum, p. 452, mentions it as grows 
ing in the mountamou$ parts of Cornwal. 
The wood of the Sorbus 1s. valuable for 
making mathematical rulers, and exciſemens 
gauging-ſticks. See Henley Caſtle, and the 
Memoirs de Suede, vol. 15, 1753, where 
are many curious particulars of this wood. 
In Edwards's Gleanings of natural hiſtory, 
ch. L. p. 1. plate 211. is an engraving of the 
apple -ſervice, and likewiſe of the fruit of the 
pear- ſervice. Mrs. Blackwell has figured the 
pear-ſervice in her Herbal, vol. I. plate 174. 
It is common in France, efpecially about

The Chuncn 


is dedicated to St. Peter. Part of it is very 
antient; and was built I ſuppoſe in the 
time of the Saxons: for the preſent church 
of Rock was formerly the church of Alton, 
where was a prieſt at the time of Domeſday 
ſurvey. The arch which ſeparates the church 
from the chancel and the porch on the north 
fide are ſemicircular with the hatched 
mouldings. What is now the north entrance 
was probably the arch of communication 
between the body of the church and a north 
iſle now deſtroyed. Another circumſtance 
that ſeems to prove the antiquity of this 


fabric is, that you deſcend to it by ſeveral 


ſteps, although it is ſituated on the top of a 
hill. The whole building is much out of 
repair, and very damp. | 

The ſouth ile, with a large and fair tower 
and ſteeple, were erected by judge Coningſby.

It is the ſame with Sture, in Domeſday, 
as lying upon the river. Stour, and belonged 
to the abbey of Perſbore. > 
Here were twenty hides; and in demeſne 
four carucates, and twenty-four villeins, and 
eight bordars, with eleven carucates. Here 


were five ſervants, and twomills value 178. 6d. 


A knight had two hides and two radmen 
here. Here were alſo twenty acres of meadow. 
In the reign of Edward the Confeſſor it 
was worth 121. At the time of the ſurvey,

Jervaſe, abbot of Perſhore, about the 


year 1203, granted Iſabel, daughter of Ab- 


ſolon, of Aldermaſton, in marriage to 


William, the ſon of Walter Cherlcot, and 
gave them one hide of land in the village of 
Aldermaſton, to hold to them and their heirs, 
of the monaſtery of Perſhore, upon their pay- 
ing annually 10s. The ſeal affixed to the 
deed is an abbot without a mitre, holding a 
croſier in his right hand, and a book in his 
left. In the circumference : * Sigillum Ger- 
vaſii Dei gratia abbatis Perſor ['. 

The abbots of Perſhore continued lords and 
patrons of Aldermaſton, till the Diſſolution, 
when Henry VIII. gave theſe lands to Sir 
Nicolas Throcmorton, knt. After him, 8 Eliz. 
Anne, his widow, held them [c]. Afterwards, 
they came by marriage to Mr. Partheriche, 
who owns about half the pariſh. 

In this pariſh 1s Goldecote, where the ab- 
bot of Perſhore held lands. The book of 
tenures, in the time of Edw. I. ſays: In 
Goldicote quatuor hidae, de quibus Petrus de 
« Wykes tenet medietatem de abbata de Per- 
« fora in eadem villa, et Laurentius de Gol- 
decote aliam medictatem de eodem abbate.? 
Varinus de Gifford, of Goldicote, about the

year 1320, 14 Ed. II., was ſeized of lands in 


Goldicote. Hugh de Cookeſey, fon of Sir Wal- 
ter de Cookeſey, dateth his acquittance at 
Goldecote, 20 Edw. III. 85 

In later ages the Grevz/s of Milcot in War- 
wickſhire have been lords of Goldecote. 
Afterwards baron Cranfield, earl of Mid- 
dleſex, was a great lord here; from whom by 
an heireſs it came to the Earl of Dorſet [d]. 

5 Eliz. this pariſh contained 23 families; 
now 54, according to the return made to 
biſhop North, 1776. It pays to the land- tax, 
at 48. in the pound, 164]. 128. and paid to 
the poor in the year 1776, 100l. 188. 4d. 

The church of Aldermaſton was aſſigned 
to the abbot and convent of Perſhore, for 
their own uſe, by Henry de Soilli, biſhop of 


Worceſter, about the year 1193, and con- 


firmed by Pope Celeſtine III. and Hubert, 
archbiſhop of Canterbury [e]. 

The convent having been by troubleſome 
times deprived of the benefit of it, - it- was re- 
ſtored ro them. by biſhop Gittord, 1269, by 
an inſtrument hereafter exhibited ; reſerving 
to himſelf and his ſucceſſors the right of pre- 
ſentation which they ſeem to have after- 
wards recovered ; and they continued patrons 
of the vicarage till the diſſolution [/]. 

2 Ides of July 1285, the biſhop of Worceſter 
dedicated the church of Aldermaſton [g] and 
its churchyard, and preached upon this text: 
My houſe ſhall be called the houſe of prayer.” 

Monuments. 

A ſmall monument 1s fixed to the weſt 
wall of the north iſle, in memory of Cathe- 
rine Partheriche, the youngeſt daughter and 
coheireſs of Sir Arthur Throcmorton, of 
Paitveſperry, in the county of Northampton. 
She married Edward Partheriche, late of 
Bridge, in the county of Kent, 1627, and 
died July 1, 1632.

T is placed, I know not why, by biſhop 

Lyttelton [a] in the hundred of Perſhore,, 
but was formerly part of Oſwaldſlowe, and is 
now reckoned in the middle diviſion of Oſ- 
waldeſlow, for the land-tax, and many pur- 
poſes, and at the Conqueſt it was in the 
hundred of Chame. It belongs to the 
deanry of Wich. 

This parith is about ſeven miles in circum- 
ference, and conſiſts of the town or borough 
of Alvechurch, and two hamlets, namely 


Hopwood and Lea End. 5 Eliz. it contained 
102, now contains at leaſt 200 families; is 
aſſeſſed to the land- tax, at four ſhillings in 
the pound, in the ſum of 389 l. gs. 4d. and 
paid to the poor, in 1775, 3501. 

The foil in general is a ſtiff loam, with 
abundance of marle at no great depth below 
the ſurface, the too liberal uſe of which has 
of late rather impoveriſhed than enriched 
the foil. In the reign of King Henry VIII. 


Ca] The whole account of this pariſh, except a few lines, was written by the late biſhop Lyttleton. 
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when Leland wrote, it abounded with wood; 
but now very little remains, moſt of the 
wood-lands being ſtockt up, and converted 
into tillage. It was alſo famous at that time 
for producing great crops of corn ; for this 
author informs us, that he obſerved great 
plenty of wood and metely good corn, be- 
betwixt Alvechurch town and Norton [5]. 

The river Arrow, which takes its rife in 
the Lickey hills about three miles north-weſt 
of this place, paſles through the pariſh, aud 
immediately leaving Worceſterſhire, haſteus 
into Warwickſhire, and waſhing Tpſlcy, 
Studley, Coughton, and Aulceſter, falls into 
the Avon at Sawford. PEP 

Alvechurch has the benefit alſo of two 
other ſtreams; vis. Peſhale Brook, which 
riſes at the waſte hills, and runs into the 
Arrow at the town mills ; and Holbrook, 
which the before-mentioned author, Leland, 
thought worthy of remarking ; for in ſpeak- 
ing of Alvechurch town, he obſerves, that 
it is a pretty thoroughfare, and in the bottom 
of it is a brook, on the right ripe whereof 
the town ſtandeth [o]. 

The learned Dr. Hicks, formerly rector 
of this pariſh, has run into a great error in 
deriving the name of this place from the river 
Arrow. Alvechurch, ſays he, quaſi Arrow 
Church [d]; whereas the courſe of the river 
Arrow lies at a conſiderable diſtance from the 
church ; nor does it appear either in antient 
or modern writings ever to have been written 
Ar-Church or Arve-Church ; but in the moſt 
antient we find it called /A/fgythe Circea [e]. 
In the Domeſday ſurvey Alvieve Church, and 
in the latter records Alviuechurch, Alvieth- 
church, Alvechurch, or Allchurch, as it is 
at this day. Doubtleſs the place took its 
name from the Saxon founder of the church 
here, one ZElfgyth ; which with Alfwith, 
Alluuith and the like, were common appel- 
lations of our Saxon anceſtors. 

The Roman conſular way, called both an- 
ciently and at this day the Icknyng Street, 
paſſes through Alvechurch in its courſe from 
1 to Wall near Litchfield [ 7}. I find 


it Mentioned as a boundary of land within 
this pariſh, in an indenture between William 


Wyllington eſquire, and John Field of King's

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Norton, dated the goth year of king Henry 
VIII. in which the {aid William demiſes a2 
yearly rent of 38. 4d. and a herriot, iſſuing 
out of a certain leaſow called Swanſhall, ex- 
tending in length unto Ikenild Street, lying 
in Alvechurch [g]. Alſo one Henry de 
Ikenyld Street occurs as witneſs to a grant 
of land in Alverchurch in a deed of the time 
of Henry III. in the poſſeſſion of Edward 
More, eſquire. | 

Part of this manor appears to have been 
afforeſted by Henry II. and annexed to the 
neighbouring forcit of Feckenlam; but did 
not long contiuue ſo; for 29 Ed. I. an Inqui- 
{ſition was taken, in purſuance of the Charta 
de Forreſta, of the metes and bounds of the 
ſaid foreſt of Feckenham ; when whatever 
was found to have been illegally afforeſted by 
the ſaid king Henry II. was excluded out of the 
bounds thereof for the future. The jury made 
the following return with regard toCofton and 
Alvechurch : Illam partem de Cofton que 
* eſt in forreſta, cum vaſto quam Robertus 
de Leyceſtre tenet, et illam partem de 
« Alvechurch quæ eſt in forreſta quam epiſ- 
* copus Wigorn. tenet ; hæ terre prædictæ

num omnium tenentium [HI. 

Another ſmall part of Alvechurch appears 
to have been within the limits of Pyperode 
foreſt; which ſaid foreſt contained the manors 
of Chaddeſley, Ruſhock, Elmlecy Lovet, Bell 
Broughton, and part of Bromſgrove; and is 
thus deſcribed in the perambulation roll 
temp. Johan. regis [i].

I cannot but obſerve, that this foreſt of 
Pyperode occurs not in any other public re- 
cord or private evidence relating ta lands in 
this county, that has fallen under my in- 
ſpection; but the name is ſtill retained,

The earlieſt mention I find made of Alve- 
church or its appendages, is in king Offa's 
two charters of donation to the monaſtery of 
Breedon in this county, both which bear date 
in the year of our Lord 780. By one of 
theſe he grants Alvechurch by the name of 
Alfgythcirce, together with ſeven townſhips 
or vills, all lying in this county, and two 
within this pariſh (if the diviſion of pariſhes 
obtained fo early []) to the ſaid church of 
St. Peter at Breedon ; and by the other he 
endows Breedon with twenty manſes, or 
farms, lying at Werſthyll and Cofton (both 
which at that time were members of Alve- 
church, as I ſhall hereafter make appear), 
with a grant over to the biſhop's cathedral 
church of Worceſter, as the words of the 
charter ſeem plainly to imply. : 

I ſhall here recite both the grants. Rex 
* Offa ad eccleſiam Sti Petri, quam Earnulfus 
avus ſuus in Bredune conſtruxit, villam quae 
« Xlfgyth circe dicitur, et has villas, Wafla-

N. B. Waflaburna, Codeſuuealla, North- 
tun, and Eowengold, were all in the neigh- 
bourhod of Bredon, at a great diſtance from 
Allvechurch; but Wearſethill, Wredenhale, 
Coftun (now Waſthill, Lea End, and Cof- 
ton Hacket) were at that time members of 
Alvechurch, as the two former are at this 
day, though the latter has for a long tpace 
of time been annexed to Northfield. 

The other grant runs: Ego Offa rex Mer-

What intereſt ſoever the church of Wor- 
ceſter had here in Alvechurch by this grant 


of the king, it is certain that theſe lands 


came into their full poſſeſſion before the Nor- 
man conqueſt; the monaſtery at Breedon 
being diſſolved, and all their eſtate transferred 
to the biſhop's cathedral at Worceſter [u]. 

From hence to the year 930, I meet with 
nothing relating to Alvechurch ; but that 
year, Heming informs us, king Athelſtan 
bought twenty hides of land at Alfgythcirce, 
and gave them to the church of St. Mary at 
Worceſter [o]. 

The learned author of the ſurvey of that 
cathedral ſuppoſes this grant was in part to 
the church, and in part to the biſhop [p]. I 
am rather inclined to believe that the eſtates 
of the See and Chapter were at that time 
undivided ; but on the diviſion afterwards 
Alvechurch was reſerved to the biſhop. 20 
W. I. the biſhop occurs lord of the manor 
and owner of divers lands here; and fourſcore 
years before king Æthelſtan gave theſe twenty 
hides to the church of Worceſter (viz. in 
849.) biſhop Alhune, with the conſent of his 
preſbytery, granted king Bertwulf for their 
defence, five manſes at Wearſetfielda, as 
many at Wreodchale, and three at Witlafeſ- 
fielda; alſo five caſſatts at Coſtune, and two 
manſes at Woerſetkyll and Hopwuda, for five 
lives, afterward to revert to the church. All 
which the king ſold to his ſervant Ecbright, 
and received of him ſixty pound in pure gold 
and ſilver for the ſame [y]. 

N. B. All the above- mentioned lands, ex- 
cept thoſe at Witlafesfield, were at that time 
members of Alvechurch; and poſſibly Wit- 
lafesfield (now Whitley Field) was ſo like- 
wiſe, though now eſteemed a part of Bromſ- 
grove [r]. 


The next notice which occurs of Alve- 


church is in the Domeſday ſurvey, begun by 


William the Conqueror in the 2oth year of 
his reign, wherein this manor is thus de- 
ſcribed. Ipſa eccleſia (ſcilicet Sta Maria

The church of St. Mary in Worceſter 
holds Alvechurch, together with four bere- 
wicks or hamlets, Coſtone, Warſtell, Tonge, 
and Overton, conſiſting with the manor of 13 
hides, whereof in demeſne are two carucates 
or plough lands, a prieſt, a bailiff, a radchen, 
twelve villeins, ſeven bordars or houſcholders. 
Amongſt them all they had fourteen ploughs. 
The ſervants and maids are ſeven in num— 
ber. Woods of four miles, a moiety of 
which the king took into the limits of his 
own foreſt. In Wich are eight boillieries 
of ſalt, one of which yields yearly 50 mitts of 
ſalt, and the others 70. In the time of king 
Edward theConfeflor it was worth one hund- 
red ſhillings, and it is of the ſame value now.“

We ſee here the Saxon name Z/Elfgythe- 


Chirch in this Norman record ſoftened into 
Alvievecherche. In the orthography of names 
of places the Norman ſcribes were often miſ- 
taken, generally taking them from the 
mouths of the Saxon informers, whoſe rough 
pronounciation did not well ſuit the ears of 
foreigners. Nay, theſe new lords did often, 
out of pure deteſtation of that language, pur- 
poſely deprave and contract the Saxon words; 
and perhaps that is the caſe here. As to the 
berewicks or hamlets, vis. Coſtone, War- 
ſell, Tonge, and Overton, which are here 


recorded as members of the manor of Alve- 


church, the ſecond is ſtill a conſiderable vill 
or hamlet within the fame, the third {till 
keeps its antient name of Tonge in ſeveral 
lands fo called, lying between Alvechurch 
Town and Lea end; all memory of the 
fourth is quite loſt; but Coſtone, the firſt 
named of theſe berewicks, is undoubtedly the 
ſame with Cofton Hacket ; the difference in 
the ſpelling might eafily happen by the ac- 
cidental miſtake of the ſcribe. Though 
Coſtone or Cofton ſtands thus recorded as 
appendant to the manor of Alvechurch, and 
as ſuch acknowledged the biſhop, or church, 
of Worceſter for its lord paramount ; yet it

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appears by Domeſday t have been a manor 
of itſelf, or rather three ſmall manors, each 
containing only a hide of land apiece, and 
the whole held of Urſo De Abetet, the great 
Norman Baron, to whom the Conqueror 
gave many lands and manors within this 
county, and whom he created hereditary 
ſheriff thereof ; and thus it is deſcribed in 
the above-mentied record. Terra Urſouis 
de Abetot in Cam. hund. Iſdem Urſo tenet 
Coſtone.

The ſame Urſo de Abetot holds Coſtone; 
Leuiet, Alurie, and Adebrie, held it in the 
time of king Edward for three manors ; it now 
contains three hides ; Turold holds two, and 
Walter one, of Urſo. There are in demeſne 
two carucates and eleven bordars, and three 
cottagers, with four ploughs, and land ſuffi- 
cient to employ one more. There is a mill 
for the uſe of the hall, or manor place of 
one of the lords, a wood, three quarentains 
long, and one broad; but it is within the 
king's foreſt. In the time of king Edward, 
it was worth thirty-five ſhillings, but now 
twenty-ſeven only. 

On conſidering the ſmall portion of cul- 
tivated land recorded in the ſurvey of this 
manor, the wood eſteemed as part of the 
king's foreſt (of Pyperode I ſuppoſe) and the 
corn-mill for the grinding the chief lord's 
corn ; all theſe circumſtances agreeing well 
to the preſent ſtate of Cofton, convince me 
that it was the ſame; but what puts it out 
of diſpute 1s, that Beauchamp, who ſucceeded 
D'Abetot in all his lands and the ſheriffalty 
alſo of this county, was afterwards lord of this 
manor, and from his deſcendants the Hacketts 
came poſſeſſed of it. As this manor there- 
fore was antiently a limb of Alvechurch, it 
will not be foreign to my ſubject to give the 
reader a tranſlation of a moſt ancient Saxon 
ſurvey, or boundary of Cofton, made in 843,

* by ſouth of Kenbert's-grave, acroſs the 
« great rivulet, and from thence into Withy 
« Mere, out of which by Hopwood's Wick 
(or Hopwood Caſtle), from thence along the 
© hedge, ſouth up by Eamban epne, from 
« thence upwards to the grey apple trees, from 
* thence up to Crow Brook, ſo to Pendan 
« Yate, from thence to the ſingle withey; 
* by the twig it comes to Wermunds place 
« weſtward, about by Crow hill, till it 
* comes to the mouths by the common land 
* into the middle of Heath Borough, and 
from thence to the ſhire bourne, from 
* thence to Red Slough, ſo into the great 
brock, or mere brook, from thence by Hart 
« Slough, ſrom thence by Ragley, from 
« thence to one of Burhelms bounds, and 
© the King's and Edbald's, ſo to the ſingle 
« Aſh, from thence to Credan Oak, ſo into 
« Tyeſmore, from thence over the heath into 
© Babfeling, ſo into Wilherd's Tree, along 
© the hollow way, from thence over the 
© heath by Kibbleworth ſouthward, from 
thence fore-right to the croſs, and from 
'* thence again to Hadley Well.“ 

But to return to the Domeſday Survey of 
Alve church. In his (ſcil. berewicis,) cum 
manerio ſunt xI11 hide,” It is not eaſy to 
reconcile this with king Athelſtan's grant to 
the church of Worceſter of twenty hides here 
in Alvechurch [w]; unleſs we ſuppoſe that 
between the tune of king Athelſtan and the 
Domeſday ſurvey, the limits of this manor 
or pariſh were contracted, as they certainly 
were ter the twentieth year of the Con- 
queror, when Cotton was taken into North- 
field. On this ſuppoſition, it is eaſy to ac- 
count for the great extent of Alvechurch in 
the reign of king Athelſtan, and the more 
contracted one in that of William the Con- 
queror; the difference being no leſs than ſeven 
hides. In thoſe early zges, the parochial

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bounds were very large; but as tlie country 
grew more populous, other churches were 
founded within the neighbourhood of the 
former, and then a new parochial circuit was 
allotted in proportion to the new church, and 
the manor or eſtate of the founder of it. 
Thus in all likelyhood part of the twenty 
hides granted by Athelſtan to the church of 
Worceſter, which was then reckoned within 
the manor and pariſh of Alvechurch, at the 
making the Domeſday ſurvey, were included 
within the pariſhes or manors of Kings- 
Norton, Beoley, Bromſgrove, or Tardebig; 
In dominio ſunt 11 carucae, et preſbyter, 
et praepoſitus, et 1 radchen.” Caruca, 
which ſtrictly ſignifies a plough, is often uſed 
in Domeſday-book, in the ſame ſenſe with 
carucata, viz, a carue, or plough land, which 
ſeems to me to have differed in meaſure 
from a hide, though aſſerted to be the ſame 
by moſt of our gloſſographers. Et prefbyter.” 
Wherever we meet with the word preſbyter 
in the Conqueror's ſurvey of Worceſterſhire, 
we may venture to pronounce there was a 
church at that time within the manor : 
though in other countries, in the ſame ſur- 
vey, we often find ecc/eſia and ſometimes 
with this addition, de novo conſtructa, as at 
Bermondſe in Southwark, I ſuppoſe to dif- 
tinguiſh it from an old Saxon church; yet 
it was otherwiſe here in the Worceſterſhire 
ſurvey. * Et praepoſitus. I venture to 
tranſlate this the biſhop's bailiff, as I find the 


ſame word applied to that office in very an- 


tient rentals of the biſhop's manors of Tred- 
ington and Fladbury, bearing date 1247 [x], 
and I believe it occurs in the Domeſday ſur- 
vey of all the biſhop's manors both in this 
county and every other ; and ſometimes alſo 
in the manors of the crown. Et 1 radchen.” 
This word is peculiar to Domeſday. In the 
ſurvey of Bercheley, or Berkeley, in cem. 
Gloceſter, the radcbeniſires are thus de- 
ſcribed. Hu radcheniſtres arabunt et hir- 
ciabunt ad curiam domini regis.—De terra 
* hujus manerii tenebant radcheniſtres fic 
* liberi homines [y]. Hence they ſeem to 
have been a rank of freeholders, who held 
their lands by performing certain ſoccage 
ſervices in the lords demeſne, ſuperior in 
degree to villans or ſervi. Query, if the 
ſame with radmanni, who in the domeſday 


ſurvey of Powick are thus deſcribed : Rad-

itt its otigittal fighifitation imports a French 
lesgte, or thrte miles, here means no more 
than # thouſand paces; or one Engliſh tile. 
This w therefore took iti a circuit of four 
miles, half of which the Conqueror uiijuſtly 
thtiexed to His foreft of Feckenharh : and this 
wis one among many other tyrannical acts, 
with which that arbitraty prince opptefled 
both his old and new fubjects. 

© In Wich. 8 Salinae ; una ex his &c.“ The 
only fuel ufed at the ſalt works in thoſe days, 
atid for ſeveral ages after, was wood; con- 
ſequently the conſumption was very great, 
fat more than the neighbourhood of Droit- 
wick could ſupply. It ſeems, therefore, that 
ſeveral manors within ten and even fifteen 
files of Droitwich contributed a certain 
quantity of wood for the carrying on 6f theſe 
Works; in confideration of which the lords 
6f the reſpective manors enjoyed a certain 
number of bollieries or ſalt pans, which 
were arinexed to their manors. Hence the 
church, or biſhop of Worcefter, Had eight 
falt pans, or the profits thereof, in contide- 
ration of a certain ſupply of wood from this 
manor of Alvechurch. They had the fame tor 
fuel out of the manor of Wolverley ſa]; and 
by the following paſſage in the Domeſday 
furvey of Bromſgrove, we may learn what 
proportion the quantity of ſalt bore to the 
fuel that each manor ſupplied: 

Bremeſgrave) per- 
tinent x11 ſalinae in Wich, et nr ſalinarii 
reddentes de his ſalinis oc mittas ſalis, qui-

In the biſhop of Worceſter's Domeſday, 
compiled in the reign of Hen. II. in imita- 
tion of that of the Conqueror, it is recorded, 
that the 5;P-p had in Alvechurch twelve hides 
woodland and plain ground; alſo a park, 
of which one Reginald' was keeper, who held 
of him half a hide geldible, without doing 
auy ſervice. William Hackett held one Hide 
of tlie giſt of the ſame biſhop; William de 
Edmundſcote another; and Norman Botiler, 
mother; all geldable; the: former of theſe 
lield, likewiſe; © two aflarts; arid the latter

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one aſſart. In Hopwode, Herbert, clerk, 
held one yardland in villanage, geldable : 
another Herbert, one hide geldable ; with 
ſeveral othet tenants and cuſtomary holders, 
who paid ſeveral little duties, and did ſeveral 
little works. | 

In Waſthall the biſhop had 207". acres 
of atable land, value 73s. 8.3; of meadow, + 
15 acres and one rood, value 8s. in wood and 
paſture, 221 acres, value 38. 4d. and the 
wood 5s. The whole value of the hamlet of 
Waſthall, per ann. 4l. tos. As to the ſtock, 
it would maintain two cart-horſes, ſixteen 
oxen to two ploughs, every plough to plow 
half an acre a day [.J. 

In the taxation made in 12gf, when 
pope Nicholas granted the tenths of livings to 
Edward I. this manor was rated at 261., and 
the original valor ſtands thus: Item apud 
Alynchurch de redditu aſſizae 181. et tres 
© carucatae terrae ; et valet caruca unam mar- 
cam: et unum molendinum quod val-t 40s, 
et de placĩtis et perquiſitis 51. et de proficuis 
* ftauri 208 [J. 

But in biſhop Giffard's taxatio mate 
1299 the ſaid %% occurs lord of this ma- 
nor and patrofi of the church, and had then 
m demieſne eight ſcore and three acres and a 
Half of arabte land, value 218. 4d. ob: thirty- 
fix acres of meadow, value 18s. 7d., a park, 
value 49s. 8d., which contained two ponds, 
having iſlands in the midſt, whoſe fiſhing 
was worth by year 5s., and the paſture of the 
ſaid iſlands 28., fines and perquilites (of court 
I ſuppoſe) l., two mills, 41. 16s. Robert Le 
Chaumbre held then of the biſhop one hide 
and one yard land and a half in Hopwode, 
by knights ſervice, which afterward fell into 
the biſhop's hands; and John Conſtantine 


held another hide in Cofton by the fifth part 


ofa knight's fee [e]. | 

N. B. Conſtantine ſucceeded to Hacket's 
lands, both in Cofton and Alvechurch ; and 
we find in the biſhop's domeſday in the time 
of Henry II., above recited, that William 
Hacket held one hide of land in Alvechurch, 
of the gift of the biſhop; and the book of 
tenures, made 1n the time of Edward I. wit- 
nefles, that Rafe Haket * tenet in Alvechurch 
* unam hidam de Will. de Beauchamp, et Will. 
de Beauchamp de epiſcopo Wigorn [/]: and 
again in the ſame book; Rad. Haket tenct

From this latter entry in the book of te- 
nures it is evident, that part of Coſton was in 
the reign of Edward I. compriſed within the 
manor of Alvechurch : and this alſo proves 
what I have above ſuggeſted, that the Domeſ- 
day ſurvey of Coſtone muſt relate to this 
Coſton, as Beauchamp ſucceeded to all 
D'Abetot's lands; and that, notwithſtanding 
Urſo D' Abetot occurs lord of Coſton in the 
Domeſday ſurvey, yet the biſhop was lord 
paramount, and continued ſo even to the 
time of Edward I., if not later, in right of his 
manor of Alvechurch, of which Coſton was 
a part. 

But to return to biſhop Giffard's taxation: 
Among the biſhop's free tenants Nicholas de 
Warwick held one hide by knights ſervice, 
which he lately had of Nicholas de Norfolk; 
and another half hide, which was Hugh de 
Botiler's: other lands alſo he held in Alve- 
church, and paid yearly to the biſhop 
331. 8s. 

At Wederoke a limb of this pariſh, graced 
formerly with the habitation of two knights, 
there were near thirty free tenants ; among 


whom Thomas at Wederoke paid yearly for 


half a yard-land, and other ſmall pieces, 


together with two meſſuages, 1 3s., and the 
rent of all the reſt amounted to 445. 3d. 
This Thomas at Wederoke is the ſame 
perſon, I ſuppoſe, who occurs witneſs to a 
deed of biſhop of Gifford, whereby he grants 
to Nich. Lovet, clerk, a meſſuage and vir- 
gate of land, which Adam, formerly keeper 
of his park here at Alvechurch, held in vil- 
lanage. It is dated at Alynchurch, Dec. 11, 
27 Ed. I., and it is probable that Adam de 
Wederoke was the father, or rather grand- 
father of this Thomas, of whom William de 
Blois, biſhop of Worceſter, purchaſed Long- 
meadow, in Alvechurch, in the year 1230, 
for ſixteen ſhillings in money, and half a 
quarter of wheat [g. 

Another perſon held alſo at Wederoke a 
yard land, which ſometime was Hugh de 
Hopwode's, who aſſumed the name of another 
limb of this parith, a thing uſual in the ori- 
ginal of Englith turnames [+]. 

Of this tamily was probably Thomas de 
Hopwode, who was unpleaded by the above-

mentioned William Blois, biſhop of Worceſter, 
in the time of Henry III., for the manor of 
Hopwode, it having been the antient de- 
meſne land of the biſhop, as the records ſet 
forth [I]. Thomas died pending the ſuit ; but 
I ſuppoſe it was adjudged for the biſhop 
againſt his heir, for the biſhop was in poſ- 
ſeſſion of it, 27 Edw. I. [+] ; but ſome claims 
ſeem to have made upon it till 18 Edw. III. 
when one Thomas de Grotton, in conſidera- 
tion of the ſum of forty marks and his coſts, 
paſſed over to biſhop Walſtan and his ſucceſ- 
ſors, all his right in the manor or hamlet of 
Hopwode [1]. 

There were alſo above 50 tenants more ; 
in Sandern 25, in Doddealehey 20, and in 
Weſtheth 5. The rent of Sandern, 498. 2d. ; 
of Doddealehey, 478. 9d. ob. and of Weſt- 
heth, 20s. : total ſum from all the free te- 
nants, 121. 3s. 8d. There were alſo in this 
manor near fourſcore cuſtomary tenants, who 
held in villenage, and their rent amounted 
to 1ol. 28. Id. ob.: ' moreover the biſhop 
had in the town ſeventy-two burgages, held 
by about threeſcore perſons, and the rent then 
paid valued at 41. ; which, with other ſmall 
rents, tonnage, &c. raiſed the whole to 


541. 8s. 8d. ob. the rent of aſſize being 211. 


128. 10d. [I]. 


At the ſame time that the above ſurvey 
was made by biſhop Giffard, a jury, com- 
poſed of the moſt antient inhabitants, made 
the following return concerning lands then 
eſteemed to be within the manor of Alve- 
church, though now reckoned part of the 
manor of Kings-Norton, whereof the biſhop 
had been unjuſtly deprived :

In the 4th of Edw. I. Nicholas de Norfolk 
quit-claimed to biſhop Gifford and his ſuo- 
ceſſors, all his lands and tenements lying in 
Redhull, or Wreſdenhall, (now Lea-end) 
within the manor of Alvechurch : in conſt- 
deration of which the biſhop gave him twelve 
marks in ſilver. And the ſame year William 
de Esſburrow exchanged lands in Redhull and 
Esſburrow, for lands in Rowenhay lying alſo 
within the manor of Alvechurch [A]. 

11 Ed. I. 1282. William de Waſthull gave 
all his land in Alvechurch to his eldeſt 
ſon William ; who, by a fine, conveyed to 
Matthew Checker, two meſſuages, three ca- 
rucates of land, 20 acres of wood, and 10 
acres of meadow, lying in Darlingſcote, Tre- 
dington and Alvechurch, for the ſum of 
forty marks in filver ; of which one meſſuage 
and one carucate lay in Darlingſcott, and one 
meſſuage and two carucates, with twenty 
acres of wood and ten acres of meadow, lay 
in Waſthall : all which ſaid lands Checker 
fold the ſame year to Godfrey, biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, in fee ſimple; on which the biſhop 
obtained licence from Edward I. in 1284, not- 
withſtanding the ſtatute of mortmain to ſettle 
them on his ſucceflor []. All this appears 
from that biſhop's regiſter ; but the cloſe roll 
of the 33d year of this king fixes the whole 
three carucates of land at Alvechurch, and 
makes no mention of Darlingſcote, as the 
record witneſſes.— Rex archiep. epiſco- 
* pls, &c. Sciatis quod cum Will. de Waſthull 
* dederit et conceſſerit per cartam ſuam vene- 
* rab" patri Godofredo Wigorn' ep'o, unum

In the reign of Edward II. a particular ſur- 
vey was made of the manor or hamlet of Hop- 
wode, whereby it appears that the biſhop 
had here one meſſuage, with an ox-ſtall and 
grange, value by the year 12d. ; cighty-five 


acres of arable land, value 16s. 53d. Seven

Some time in the next reign a ſurvey was 
made, and the following boundaries ſcttled 
between the manors of Alvechurch, Bromſ- 
grove, and King's Norton. As it contains 
the antient names of ſeveral places in and ad- 
joining to this manor, I ſhall here recite it at 
large.

In the reign of king Henry VIII. when a 
new valuation was made of the ſpiritual pre- 
ferments throughout the kingdom, the tem- 
poralities of each biſhoprick were alſo valucd ; 
and in the return made by the commiſſioners 
for the ſee of Worceſter, this manor is thus 
rated:

The biſhops of Worceſter, ſucceſſive lords 
of this manor, obtained from the crown at 
different times ſundry privileges and fran- 
chiſes ; in particular a weekly market, fo early 
as the year 1195, when Richard I. granted 
to John de Conſtantiis, biſhop of Worceſter, 
the fame liberties and privileges in Alve- 
church as he then enjoyed in his other ma- 
nors [/]; one of which was a mercate : and 
this grant was confirmed in 1200, by his 
brother and ſucceſſor king John. In 1216, 
biſhop Cantelupe procured a grant of a fair 
here from Henry III. to be held three days, and 
a mercate every Wedneſday [u], and for this 
he accounts to the king for two palfreys. 

« Ep'us Wigorn' dat duos palfridos pro ha- 
bend. uſque ad etatem d'nz regis unum mer-

But the time of holding the fair, and 
Hkewiſe the mercate day, were both changed 
by biſhop Giffare ; who, in the 55th year of 
the fame king, 1270, obtamed a prant of a 
fair to be held yearly on the eve, day, and 
morrow of St. Lawrence, and a mercate every 
Saturday [y]. The faid biſhop alfo, in 1255, 
obtained a grant of free warren in this manor 
of Alvechurch. The court-leet has proba- 
bly been held here ever fince the reign of 
Richard I.; that being one of the franchiſes 
which ohnde Conſtantiis, biſhopofWorceſter, 
procured in common for his feveral manors 
of Alvechurch, Hertlebury, Hambury, Flad- 
bury, &c. [z] 

How long the mereate flouriſhed here I 
cannot determine ; but at preſent it is wholly 
diſcontinued, though a revival of it was at- 
tempted not many years ſince. It ſhould 
ſeem to have been quite loſt in the time of 
Henry VIII., as Leland ur his deſeriptien of 
the town of Alvechurch, entitles it only a 
© pretty thoroughfare fa]; whereas he would 
certainly have mentioned the mercate, if any 
at that time had been here held. 

This town has now two yearly fairs, the 
antient charter fair on St. Lawrence's: day,

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and another on April 22, by preſcription. 


The former generally happening in the midſt 


of harveſt is very inconſiderable; but the latter 
1s famous for the great number of ſheep and 
lambs which are bought and fold there. 

The town is honoured with the title of a 
borough, and ſo early as the reign of Edward I. 
the houſes were ſtiled burgages, ſeventy-two 
of them paying a rent to the biſhop, as ap- 
pears above. It is governed by a bailiff, 
choſen annually at the court leet, who claims 
all toll arifing from the cattle, &c. fold in 
the fairs. It appears alſo at the lord's court 
by a jury of its own inhabitants diſtinct from 
that of the manor, or forew, as it is called 
in the ſteward's ſummons. The names of 
divers ſtreets, as London-ſtreet, Worceſter- 
ftreet, Church-ſtreet, Milt-ſtreet, Salt-ſtreet, 
High-town, Dog-lane, Bedlam, &c. afford 
room for conjeCture, that it has been formerly 
a more conſiderable town than it is at pre- 
tent, little beſides the bare names of forne of 
the ftrects now remaitiing. 

The biſhops of Worceſter had very an- 
ciently a feat or palace here. 14 Hen. M. 
1168, Roger, bifhop of Worceſter, and Au- 
guftine, biſhop of Waterford, occur witgeſſes 
to a grant of land, lying within this Manor, 
to the abbey at Bordefley, dated apud Alvein- 
church [I Godfrey Gifford, ſucceſſor in 
the fee of Worceſter, to Roger above men- 
fioned, reſided much at Alvechurch ; as ap- 
pears by inſtruments preſerved in his regiſter, 
which bear date here; and here alfo' he died 
m 1302. The year before his death he 
wrote the following letter to the- prior of 
Worceſter, with whom he had for forme time 
before been at great variance. As the priory 
thought it of conſequence enough to enter 
it in their regiſtry, and as it affords a ſpe- 
cimen of the taſte of eating in that age, 
when a heron or crane was eſteemed a dainty 
equal to veniſon, I ſhall make no apology 
for inſerting it here as I tranſcribed! it from 
the original regiſter [o].

Biſhop Brian, who was chancellor of Eng- 
land in the reign of Edward HI. and to whom 
the famous black prince wrote a particular 

account of the great victory over the French 
at Poitiers, directed to him at Alvechurch 
(a copy of which is preſerved in the biſhop's 

regiſter [4], and is printed in the Archæologia, 
v. 0.1. p. 212. and in the appendix to this pariſh,) 
died here of the plague on Dec. 10, 1361, 

In the reign of Henry VIII. biſhop Lati- 
mer repaired the palace, as Leland informs 
us, The biſhop of Worceſter, ſays he, has 
© at Allchurch a fair manor-place, a little by 
© north eaſt without the townſtanding on a 
hill; trans fluviolum ripa laeva. This 
© place is made all of timber, and ſeems no 
old piece of work. It was lately in decaye, 
and biſhop Latymer repaired it.“ He adds, 
© there is a park and the country adjacent 
is well wooded, the ſoil very foul [e]. 

During the civil war this manor ſhared 
the ſame fate with all others belonging to 
the biſhops and chapters. It was ſeized by 
the parliamentary commiſſioners, and diſ- 
poſed of to ſuch purchaſers as offered the moſt 
money. 

Thus on June 16, 1648, the fſcite of 
Alvechurch manor, together with the houſe, 
I ſuppoſe, was fold to J. Coomb and Richard 
Quincy, for g9gol. as were the year before, 
Dec. 23, 1647, a water mull and lands be- 
longing to the biſhop to H. Haynes for 451 l., 
and divers other lands here for 21 51.[ [/ J. At the 
Reſtoration moſt of theſe lands, &c. were re- 
ſtored to the ſee; but the epiſcopal houſe be- 
came ruinous, and has never been inhabited 
ſince. Several of the buildings were indeed 
remaining within theſe fifty years; but now 
the whole is pulled down, and the park is 
converted into farms. Alvechurch ſtill ac- 
knowledges the biſhop of Worceſter for lord 
of the manor; and he is alſo owner of much 
land here in right of his ſee, held under 
him for lives, or by copywef court roll. Be- 
tween the years 1650 and 1660 a court of 
7 was held for this manor, when the

particular cuſtoms were preſented on oath 
by the homage, [ſee the Appendix]; and the 
boundaries of the pariſh alſo accurately de- 
ſcribed : the latter in the words following [g]. 

* The manor of Alvechurch, beginning 
* at Cobley-hill, borders upon the manor of 
* Tardebigg m the counties of Warwick and 
* Worceſter; and ſo going to the top of the 
* hill, including Thomas Horton's houſe and 
land; and fo going northward, exclude the 
land of Richard Payton ; and fo going along 
© to Barne-green, and include half the ſame 
green, and there bordering upon the manor 
* of Bromſgrove, exclude William Moore's 
* houſe, and land there; and then go to the 
* borders of the pariſh of Cofton-Hacket ; 
* and there go thorough the lanes of Mr. Jol- 
* liffe, including about twenty acres of the 
* ſame; and then go on eaſtward to Wet 
* heath, including the land of Mr. George 
* Savidge, called Bittles, and the land of 
Peter Tranter; and then excluding the 
* land of Mr. Eaton, go thorough Weſtheath, 
* including about forty acres of the ſame 
heath; and ſo to the borders of Kingſnorton 
* paniſh; and ſo to the lane called Waſthill 
lane, including the Hays and the land of 
Thomas Comb, eſq; and ſo including a little 
« cloſe of Mr. Will. Moore, and ſeveral cloſes 
* of the land of Field Worwood, eſq. to a 
* brook called Seels Brook ; and then turning 
* ſouthward, including a cloſe called Cow- 
field; and fo to Bell-Green, including coal- 
« pitts and Mr. Potter's land; and then to 
the land of Thomas Greaves, eſq. going 
* thorough the ſame, including about thirty 
* acres of the ſame, and one cloſe of John 
* Darby ; and fo to Brookwood-lane, tho- 
rough the fame lane up to Weatheroc- 
hill; and ſo over the top of the hill, to the 
© lanes of Brome Whorwood, eſq. and Mr. 

* William Moore, including the lanes of Mr. 
* Whorwood, and excluding the lanes of Mr. 
Moore there, theſe being in the pariſh of 
* Bcoley, to a place called Sweet Meadow; 
and ſo down to alittle brook, including the 
* lanes of Thomas Milward, eſq. and the 
* lanes of Robert Haynes; and ſo to Rottend 
* brook; and ſo turn weſtward to the bor- 

ders of the manor of Bordeſly, near Jericho, 

* down to a place called the Grange, in the 

* lordſhip of Tardebig ; and ſo to Cobley- 

hill, where you began. The circumference

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of this manor, as here deſcribed, is about 
« ſeven miles. 

In Dethick's viſitation of Worceſterſhire; 
made 1583, the following perſons, then liv- 
ing in Alvechurch, were entered as having 
right to arms and gentility. 
 * Heth Erm. on a feſs double cotized, three 
wolves heads 8. 0 

Highley. Arg. a feſs S. in the nombril 
point a mullet of the field. Creſt, a lion's head 
S. [4]. 

To theſe ſhould have been added. the an- 
cient family of Moore, or as it was written in 
very old deeds de la More, or in the More, 
who flouriſhed here at Alvechurch fo long 
ago as in the reign of Edward I. as appears 
by undoubted evidence; and ſealed a deed, 
dated at Alveythchurch, Oct. 22, 1323 [I]. 
16 Edward II. with a moor's head be- 
tween three fleurs de lis, which 1s the preſent 
bearing of Edward Moore, eſq; once high 
ſheriff of this county; whoſe grandfather in- 
deed, being ignorant of the juſt right he had 
to bear arms thus blazoned, O. a moor's 
head couped between three fleurs de hs S. 
accepted, 1686, a grant from the then Gar- 
ter King at Arms to bear theſe arms, de- 
ſcended to him from his anceſtors. Mr. 
Moor at preſent reſides. at Barngreen, juſt 
without this pariſh of Alvechurch. 

Among the rectors of this pariſh were two 
diſtinguiſhed by their writings. Richard 
Moore, who intruded into the living during 
Cromwell's ufurpation, and was ejected 
thence for nonconformity at the Reſtoration. 
He publiſhed in 1675, in octavo, a book en- 
titled, * A pearl in an oyſter-ſhell, or pre- 
* cious treaſure put in periſhing veſſels. 
Wood, ſays he, was living in 1682, at 
Wetherock-hill, in Worceſterſhire [4]. Dr. 
Hickes, dean of Worceſter in the time of 
James II. author of the noble Theſaurus of 
Northern languages, and ſeveral theological 
pieces. 

The hoſpital, or alms-houſe, 


was founded 1580, by Nicholas Lewk- 


ner, of Hadzor, eſq. for twelve poor 


perſons, and endowed with a clear annual, 


rent of one hundred marks, charged on the 
ſaid manor of Hadzor and Odiens. But ſoon 
after the foundation ſeveral diſputes in law 
ariſing concerning the payment of this rent, 


queen Elizabeth refounded it, and by her

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letters patent, dated the goth year ' of her 
reign, fixed the rent at 4ol. per.ann. reduced 
the number of poor perſons to nine, and in- 
corporated them by the name of maſter, bre- 
thren and ſiſters of Lewkner's hoſpital. The 
rent was ſoon after reduced to the yearly ſum 
of 331. 6s. 8d., and ſo confirmed by a decree 
of the court of chancery 15 C. I. 
The church of Alvechurch. | 
Before I deſcribe the edifice, together with 
the arms and monuments, I ſhall mquire into 
the antient and preſent revenues annexed to 
it: and to this purpoſe ſhall begin with that 
authentic and venerable regiſter entitled 
Liber Ruber Epiſcopi. From thence we 
learn that a church was here founded in the 
Saxon times, and endowed with half a hide 
of land; that biſhop Simon, in the reign of 
king Stephen, conſecrated the church-yard, 
and added to it two houſes, with a curtilage, 
alſo half a yard and twelve acres of land 
more* [/]. In pope Nicholas“ Valor, made

bs. 8d., paid by the abbey of Bordſley, yearly, 
tor Oſmerly Grange, which lies within this 
pariſh, It is ſtill a rectory in Droitwich 
deanry, and in the patronage of the biſhop of 
Worceſter; is entitled to all manner of 
tythes, except from two eſtates within the 
pariſh, Bordeſley park farm, and Alve- 
church-park farm ; the former of which pre- 
ſeribes in a modus of four marks yearly, or, 
which is the ſame, the ſum of 21. 6s. 8d. 
and half a buck and half a doe; the latter in 
the ſum of fol., payable yearly at Michael- 
mas. Now, with regard to Bordeſley park 
modus, it is erroneouſly ſo eſteemed, being 
a penſion, and not a modus : nor does this 
penſion, as it is. pretended, ariſe out of that 
part of the farm which was antiently the ab- 
bey park, but from Oſmerly Grange lands 


adjoining thereto ; theſe having been united 


when the park was diſparked, and becoming 
one great farm, gave riſe to the error that the 
four marks were paid by way of compoſtion 
for the park tithes. That it 1s a penſion 
and no modus for tithes 1s evident, 
when we conſider that Bordeſley was a 
houſe of Ciſtercians, who were exempted from 
the payment of tythes for all lands they 
were poſſeſſed of before the council of 
Lateran, or the year 1215. Now indeed the 
particular time when the park lands were 
given to the abbey does not appear ; but as 
that houſe was founded by Maud, the em- 
preſs, in 1138, above fourſcore years be- 
fore that council, it may reaſonably be 
concluded that they were part of the ori- 
ginal endowment ; and, if fo, were within 
the terms both- of Pope Paſchal's grant to 
the monks of this order at the council of 
Mentz, held in, 1100; and Adrian IV's de- 
cree, made in 1150 [9]. Theſe four marks 
therefore could not be a compoſition for tithes 
ariſing out of the park lands, ſince they were 
exempt from paying tithes by the above- 
mentioned papal grants. Oſmerly Grange 
being alſo given to the abbey before the year 
1215 (of which I ſhall here give inconteſtable 
proof) was under the like exempt? on with 
the park; and therefore the four marks 
charged in Henry VIII's Valor, as an allo- 
catio from Bordefley abbey, on account of 
their grange at Oſmerley [p, could not be 
a modus for tythes, ſince none were payable 
therefrom. It muſt then have been a pen- 
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27 
ſion, or fee- farm rent, reſerved by the ori- 
ginal donor of theſe lands, and given after- 
wards by him or his heirs to the rector of 
Alvechurch, as a recompenſe for the da- 
mage he had ſuſtained in the alienation of ſo 
much land to a houſe of Ciſtercians, who 


paid no tithe for it. To ſhew that this is 
not meer, conjecture, I ſhall here produce 
Walter de Stanes's grant of Oſmerly lands 
to the abbey of Bordeſſey, by which it ap- 
pears, that this very ſum of four marks was 
reſerved as a fee-farm rent, payable to the 
ſaid donor and his heirs for ever, in conſide- 
ration of this grant. |

With regard to the veniſon claimed yearly 
by the rector of Alvechurch, of the proprie- 
tor of Bordeſley park farm, no doubt but it 
was at firſt a free gift from the abbot, till 
long cuſtom eſtabliſhed it as a right. It is 
now paid by the right honourable lord 
Foley, owner of the ſaid farm. 

Theſe lands at Oſmerley appear by 
Domeſday book to have been a diſtinct 
manor in the reign of William I.; and 
though then, as well as at this time, they 
were within the pariſh of Alvechurch, yet 
they acknowledged another lord, UV 
D' Abetot, and in the ſaid ſurvey are thus 
deſcribed. |

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« The ſaid Urſo holds Oſmerlie, and Herle- 
bold holds it of him. Alwold held it in the 
time of the Confeſſor. Here is one hide. In 
demeſne one carucate, and ten bordars, who 
have three ploughs. Two men ſervants, and 
as many female ſervants. One houſe in Wor- 
ceſter, yielding a yearly rent of ſixteenpence 
is annexed to this manor; as 1s likewiſe one 
ſalt pan in Wich. yielding 12 mitts of alt. 
A little wood, or copſe, half a mile in cir- 
cumference. In the Confeſſor's tune it was 
valued at 20s. now at 128.“ 

I have before accounted for ſalt vatts at 
Wich being annexed to ſeveral manors with- 
in this county ; therefore ſhall only remark 
here, that the houſe in Worceſter ſeems to 
have been made an appendage to the manor 
of Oſmerlie, in conſideration perhaps of a 
ſupply of proviſion or fuel from hence. This 
indeed is bare conjecture, but I cannot other- 
wiſe explain this obſcure paſſage in the 
Domeſday ſurvey. 

Walter de Stanes was probably Herlebold's 
ſucceſſor in theſe lands of Oſmerlie, as the 
Beauchamps were Urſo D*'Abetot's in the lord- 
ſhip. We find how the abbey became poſſeſſed 
of the former in the deed above recited, viz. by 
the grant of Walter de Stanes. As to the feig- 
niory or lordſhip, Sir William Dugdale in- 
forms us, that William de Beauchamp, ſon to 
Walter de Beauchamp, who had married D'A- 
betot's only daughter and heir, and in her right 
came into all his lands and manors in this 
county, was in eſpecial favour with Maud, 
the empreſs, and by her was reſtored to all 
his father's lands and offices; and that he, 
together with Stephen his brother, gave the 
lordſhip of Oſmerley to the abbey of Bor- 
deſley, which Maud had founded [5]. Agree- 
able hereto I find the following confirmation 
of Beauchamp's grant from Richard I. dated 
in the firſt year of his reign, 1189.

In Henry VIII's Vator of the lands belong- 
ing to Bordfley abbey, Oſmarley ſtands thus : 
© Over Oſmerley and nether Oſmerley valet 
AI. et de firma grangiae, voc. Oſmerley,

To return from whence I have digreſſed: 
Alvechurch park farm preſcribed in a modus of 
rol. annually payable on Michaelmas day. 
In the reign of Charles II. Dr. Hollington, 
the then rector, endeavoured to break through 
this modus ; but after much litigation it was 
finally ſettled at that ſum by a decree of the 
court of exchequer in the 28th year of that 
king [x]. 

The glebe lands belonging to this rectory 
amount to 120 acres, which, together with 
the tithes, penſion, and modus, are worth, 
one year with another, 280l. The rector is 
privileged with a peculiar juriſdiction, being 
no wiſe ſubject to the archdeacon; and at- 
tends only the biſhop's triennial viſitation. 

The other two years he viſits his own 
church, has the probate of wills, ſwears-in 
the churchwardens, and receives their pre- 
ſentments : in ſhort, exerciſes eccleſiaſtical 
juriſdiction in as full and ample a manner 
within his own pariſh, as the ordinary does 
within the reſt of his dioceſe, excepting the 
power of granting marriage licenſes. As the 
peculiar juriſdiction of Alvechurch and that 
of Stratford on Avon, both being in Wor- 
ceſter dioceſe, agree entirely with regard to 
their powers, and differ only in this, 


that the vicar of Stratford appoints an of- 


ficial to whom he delegates his whole ju- 
dicial power, in like manner as the biſhop 
does to his chancellor; whereas the rector 
of Alvechurch preſides as judge in his own 
court, and has there under him a regiſter and 
apparitor : I ſhall give the following inſtru- 
ment at large, relating to Stratford peculiar, 
whereby the nature of this exempt juriſdic- 
tion, and of ſeveral others within this dioceſe, 
may be the better underſtood.

I find one chantry founded here in honour 


of the Bleſſed Virgin, and endowed with lands 
and tenements to the yearly value of 51. 28. 8d. 
but at what time, or by whom erected, I 
cannot diſcover. A ſurvey thereof was 
made Feb. 14, 1548, in conſequence of an 
act of parliament for the diflolving all chan- 
tries, guilds, and other ſuperſtitious founda- 
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tions which had eſcaped the general diſſolu- 
tion of religious fraternities in the preced- 
ing reign, and for ſettling the lands, &c. 
belonging to them on the king's majeſty and 
his ſucceſſors. 

The lands were in the ſeveral occupations 
of William Moore, William Hodges, Roger 
Bell, . . . . . Bedell, John Hodges, John 
Badger, Katherine Alonger, Richard Sco- 
lowyght, and Edward Kyghtley. 

At the time of the ſurvey abovementioned 
the ſtate of this chantry was as follows : 
Hugh Pryne, incumbent of this chantry, 
of the age of threeſcore years, competently 
© learned, but not able to keep a cure. The 
« yearly value of all the lands and tenements 
belonging to the ſaid ſervice, ci1s. viitd. 
whereof in reprizes out of the ſame, xvi s. 
© 111d. Lands fold, none. And ſo remains 
clear 11II I. vis. vd. [L 

Six years after this ſurvey was taken, the 
late incumbent Hugh Pryne had a yearly 
penſion of 41. granted him for life out of the 
rents of this chantry []. In the above 
ſurvey the pariſh of Alvechurch is id to 
contain of houſeling people(i.e. ſuch as were of 
age to communicate) the number of four 
hundred : plate belonging to the pariſh, 
none: goods, none: preachers, none: ſchool, 
none. To the poor 111. 

The chungen | 

Is a large and antient ſtruQture, (the 
tower excepted, which was new. built 
within theſe threeſcore years, and furnithed- 


with fix tuneable bells) conſiſting of two 


broad iles and a ſpacious chancel. The 
pillars on which the arches of the body 
of the church reſt, are undoubtedly Saxon ; 
as are the pillars and arch, which ſepa- 
rate the body from the chancel; alſo 
both the pillar and arch at the great ſouth 
door within the porch. The form of theſe 
arches 1s ſemicircular, and the capitals of 
the pillars are rudely ornamented, which are 
the diſtinguiſhing characteriſticks of Saxon 
architecture. 

I will not venture to affirm that all our 
churches wherein we find this ſtyle of ar- 
chitecture to prevail were erected by the 
Saxons ; for the Normans retained the ſame 
till about the middle of Henry I.'s reign, and 
in ſome places till the time of Henry II. when 
the elliptic arch univerſally took place,

church in the Saxon times (as I have proved 


above there was in Alvechurch), when 


we meet with theſe round arches and huge 


maſſive pillars, no doubt is to be made that 

they are parts of the old Saxon ſtructure. | 
The other parts of the preſent church ſeem 

to have been built in the reign of Henry III. 


or Edward I. for the altar tomb within the 


chancel was erected to the memory of a prieſt 
who was kinſman to biſhop Carpenter, who 
fat in the ſee of Worceſter in the reign of 
Henry III. and the croſs-legged monument 
within an arch under the north wall 1s not 
of later date than Edward I.'s time, as I thall 
prove hereafter. 

This church acknowledges for her patron 
ſaint St. Lawrence; on whoſe feſtival, 
Auguſt 10, a fair is held in the borough ; 
and the wake or dedication feaſt 1s celebrated 
the Sunday following. 

Arms and monuments. 

On the north ſide of the chancel, within the 
rails, a raiſed altar tomb, and on it a croſs 
flore gradated ; on the right hand thereof, the 
chalice and hoſt; on the left, Paly of ſix, on a 
chevron covered with an epiſcopal. mitre 3 
ſaltires. If good authors did not aſſure me,” 
ſays Mr. Habingdon, that Dr. John Carpen- 
ter, biſhop of Worceſter, was buried at 
« Weſtbury in Glouceſterſhire, I ſhould have 
ſuſpected that this was his tomb; for here 
© are the enſigns of prieſthood, with his mitre 
and arms. But now. Lam perſuaded that 
this was a prieſt a kinſman of his, and 
therefore beareth his arms. The bearing of 
the mitre is no preſumption, ſince a family 
© of Gifford, the next heir of Godfrey Gif- 
ford, biſhop of Worceſter, was honoured: 
with the arms of the ſee itſelf. Biſhop 
« Gifford, the king's couſin, could not want 
arms of his own, but theſe he bequeathed 
as an ornament to his family [A]. 

Oppoſite to this monument is an arch in 
the wall, which probably contained a tomb 
of ſome benefactor to the building of the 
church, but no figure or mſcription re- 
mains. | 

Near the laſt is a ſtone inſcribed to the 
memory of Thomas Warren, eſq; clerk of the 
arraigns, who died in 1617. 

Below the communion rails: a lion rampant 
betwecn three cinquefoils. Here lieth the 


body of Abigail, the beloved wife of William 
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Cumming, clerk, the daughter of John Frog- 
more, late of Clams, gent. She died April - 
25, 1729.” | 

A blackmoor's head between three fleurs de 
lis, impaling a chevron between three 
garbs. Here is interred the body of William 
Moore, gent. of Barngreen in the pariſh of 
Bromſgrove. He died April 25, 1714, in 
the 75th year of his age.”

In our Lady's chapel, in the north ile, 
in the upper part of the eaſt window were, 
in Mr. Habingdon's time [x], the arms of 
Blanchfront, viz. Azure three bars or, on a 
chief of the firſt two pallets between as many 
eſquires, both dexter and finiſter of the ſe- 
cond, with an ineſcutcheon of pretence Arg. 

This fair window conſiſted of five panes ; 
in that next the chancel was the reſemblance 
of a great perſonage in long attire, and on 
his garment the arms of England, with a 
label of France, holding in his right hand a 
book folded and bound, with ua large ſeal 
pendant, in all likelihood a charter; in his 
left his ſword ; under him written, . Satrapus 
Thomas,” This was undbulitedlv Thomas 
earl of Lancaſter, a henefactor to the bithop- 
nick. in the reign of Edward II. 

Not far off in the the north wall lies, un- 
der an arch, a knight of the holy voyage; 
his head and pillow ſupported by angels, his 
right hand on his ſword, lis left arm bear- 
ing his ſhield; his coat gathered thick to lis 
arms in plaits, his legs crofled;- and at his 
feet a- lion; without arms or inſeription to 
declare his worth. To whoſe memory this 
monument was raiſed, it is not eaſy at this 
great diſtance of time poſitively to determine. 
That it is coeval with this part of the church 
1s evident, as the arch under which it hes 
muſt have been turned when the wall was 
firſt built: and that the wall was not built 
later than Edward I. or Edward II''s time, 
appears plainly beth from the ſtile. of the 
windows and arches, and the portrait of 
Thomas carl of Lancaſter in the eaſt win- 
dow above mentioned; Who flouriſlied in 
Edward II's reign. Tradition aſſigns thl- 
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monument to an unknown perſon, whom 
the inhabitints ſtile the Knight of the Green; 
who dwelt, they fay, ſome ages fince on 
Wetherock Hill. To confirm this, they thew 
the ſcite where his houſe ſtood, and the 
remains of a moat which ſurrounded it: 
They affirm alſo that he made a caufey a 
his own expence from thence to Alvechurch 
town; the ruins of which indeed are ſtill 
viſible. The name of this worthy perſon 1s 
quite ſunk into oblivion ; but I think we 
may venture to affirm he was one of the 
family of Blanchfront, whoſe arms were re- 
- maining in the adjoining eaſt window in Mr. 
Habingdon's time, as is before mentioned; 
and who flouriſhed here in a ſucceffion of 
knights during the reigns of Henry III. and 
the three firſt Edwards. The following grant 
of rents in Alvechurch to Sir Thomas Blatich- 
front, knight, being without date, would 
incline me rather to ſuppoſe it his monu- 
ment, than Sir John Blanchfront's his de- 
ſcendent, who occurs in a deed of biſhop 
Wolſtan, dated 21 Edward III. [ y ], the 
croſs-legged faſhion of ſcpulchral monu- 
ments being. pretty well worn out by that 
time. In the reign of Edward I. deeds' were 
ſeldom made without date, though earlier 
than that we meet with few that bear any. 
I therefore conclude, that Sir Thomas Blanch- 
front, who! is mentioned in this deed, died 
1 Henry III. or early in Edward It's reign, 
and lies buried under this antient monu- 
ment. The deed is as follows.

It is an opinion which univerſally prevails 
with regard to theſe croſs-legged monuments, 
that they were all erected to the memory of 
Knights Templars. Now to me it is very 
evident, that not one of them belonged to 
that order ; but, as Mr. Habingdon, in de- 
ſcribing this at Alvechurch, hath juſtly ex- 
preſſed it, to the Knights of the Holy Voyage. 
For the order of Knights Templars followed 
the rule of the Canons Regular of St: 
Auſtin, and as ſuch were under a vow 
of celibacy. Now there is ſcarce one of 
theſe monuments, which is certainly known 
for whom it was erected, but it is as certain 
that the perſon it repreſents was a married 
man. The Knights Templars always wore 
a white habit, with a red croſs on the left 
ſhoulder. I believe not a ſingle inſtance can 
be produced of either the mantle or croſs 
bemg carved on any of theſe monuments, 
which ſurely would not have been omitted, 
as by it they were diſtinguiſhed from all 
other orders, had theſe been really defigned 
to repreſent Knights Templars. Laſtly, this 
order was not confined to England only, but 
diſperſed. itſelf all over Europe. Vet it will be 
very difficult to find one croſs-legged mo- 
nument any where out of England; whereas 
no doubt they would have abounded in 
France, Italy, and elſcwhere, had it been a 
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faſhion peculiar to that famous order. But 


though for theſe reaſons I cannot allow the 
croſs-legged monuments to have been erected 
for Knights Templars, yet they had ſome re- 
lation to them; being the memorials of thoſe 


zealous devotees, who had either been in Pa- 


leſtine perſonally engaged in what was called 
the Holy War, or had laid themſelves under 
a vow to go thither, though perhaps they were 
prevented from it by death. Some few in- 
deed might poſſibly be erected to the me- 
mory of perſons who had made pilgrimages

_ thither, merely out of private devotion. 


Among the latter probably was that lady of 
the family of Mepham, of Meplian in York- 
ſhire, to whoſe memory a croſs legged mo- 
nument was placed in a chapel adjoining to 
the once collegiate church of Howden in 
Yorkſhire, and is at this day remaining, to- 
gether with that of her huſband, on the ſame 
tomb. As this religious madneſs laſted no 
longer than the reign of our Henry III. (the 
tenth and laſt cruſade being publiſhed in the 
year 1268) and the whole order of Knights 
Templars was diflolved 7 Edw. II. military 
expeditions to the Holy Land, as well as 
devout pilgrimages thither, had their period 
by the year 1312; conſequently none of 
theſe croſs-legged monuments are of a later 
date than the reign of Edward II. or begin- 
ning of Edward III. nor of an earlier than 
that of king Stephen, when theſe expe- 
ditions firſt took place in this kingdom. But 
to return from this digreſſion. 

In the ſame chancel, near the croſs-legged 
figure, lieth a fair ſtone inlaid with braſs, on 
which is engraven the portraiture of a man all 
armed, ſaving his head, his hands joined. In the 
left corner, a chevron between three mullets, 
quartering, 1. a croſs florette, in a dexter 
quarter a lion's head erazed, 2. three fuſills in 
feſs, 3. two lions rampant; and thefe em- 
paling three ſpur rowels (or elſe three ſpur 
rowels within rotcs)quartering a feſſe between 
lions rampant. At the baſe of the ſtone are, 
on the dexter ſide, the arms empaled, and on 
the ſiniſter the chevron with three mullets 
quartering the three coats as before. The in- 
ſcription: Of your charity, pray for the ſoule 
of Philip Chatwin, gentleman-uſher to king 
Henry VIII. which deceſsyd 26 day of Sept. 
A. D. 1525, on whoſe ſoul JEsus have 
mercy.” | 

In the north aile, and higheſt north 
window, was, in Mr. Habingdon's time, 
Sable, a faltire engrailed Or. Salway. 

In the ſecond ſouth window of the body 
of the church and firſt pane, Argent ten 
torteauxes. See of Woregſter; now gone. 
In the next pane, Paly of ſix Azure 
and Gules, on a chevron Argent, covered 
with a biſhop's mitre O, three ſalterels of the 
ſecond. In the third pane, Or, a chevronGules, 
and quarter ermine. Stafford of Grafton. 

In the church yard are on each fide of the 
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croſs two very antient monuments, with 
the portraitures of men cut in ſtone large as 
the life, but ſo worn as not eaſily to be diſ- 
cerned, much leſs can it be diſcovered to 
whom they belonged. 

On the fide of a raiſed tomb, 

Here lieth the body of Dixy the youngeſt 
ſon of Will. Hollington, rector of Alve- 
church, doctor of Laws, one of the Hol- 
lingtons of Ullin Hall in Warwickſhire, 
parſon of Long Marſton in Glouceſterſhire, 
chaplain to king Charles the firſt and ſecond. 
He was buried March 5, 1690. 

In the chancel below the communion rails, 
and in the body of the church, are ſeveral 
flat ſtones with inſcriptions to the Moores, 
the Smiths, tenants of Bordeſley Park, and 
others. 

On a marble monument on the north ſide 
of the chancel: O, a blackmoor's head be- 
tween three fleurs de lis Sable, empaling 
within a border engrailed Sable, in a field 
Argent a chevron Sable. 


Near thus place hes interred the body of 
Edward Moore, eſq. 
Late of Burnt Green, in the pariſh of 
Bromſgrove ; 
Deſcended from an ancient family in this 
county; 
Upon which by a life of exemplary piety 
and virtue, | 
| Joined with the accompliſhments of the 
gentleman and ſcholar, : 
He reflected conſiderable luſtre,

ARELEY. 
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Called Lower Areley, antiently Armleg, Harlegb de rege, and Areley regis, 
a rectory in the upper diviſion of Doddingtree hundred, and deanry of 
Worceſter, bounded eaſt by the Severn, which divides it from Hartle- 


bury, weſt by Rock, ſouth by Aſtley, and north by the Severn and 


Ribbesford. 


RELEY is not particularized in the 
Domeſday ſurvey of Worceſterſhire. 
It muſt have been included in the thirteen 
hides belonging to Martley ; of which ma- 
nor it had always been a part till Martley was 
fold by the Mucklows. Therefore I refer 
the reader to Martley for the account of 
Areley which is prior to that period. | 
The Mucklows continued in poſſeſſion of 
this pariſh till about the year 1766, when 
it paſſed by marriage to Mr. Zachary, who 
is now lord of the manor, and has an eſtate 
here of 4ool. per ann. A view of this houſe 
is engraved on the ſame plate with Lord Her- 
bert's houſe at Ribbesford [a]. 


In the time of Henry III. the abbot of Bor- 


defley held one yardland and a fiſhery in Arm- 
leg, in the manor of Martheleg, of the king, 
in frank almoigne [6]. 

This pariſh has two hamlets, Areley and 
Dunley ; the former contains 34 families, 
the latter 23. 


= 


Two meadows on the weſt ſide of the Se- 
vern belong to the pariſh of Hartlebury, and 
are held under the biſhop of Worceſter. 

5 Elizabeth this pariſh contained 33 fa- 
miles. 

Areley pays to the land-tax at 4s. in the 
pound 1101. 78. 4d. ; paid to the poor in 
1776, 34l. 198. 4d, 


The Cuvrcu: 


1s dedicated to St. Bartholomew. 'The pa- 
tronage is in the rector of Martley for the 
time being. 

About the year 1735, there was a diſpute 
whether the patron or incumbent of Martley 
ſhould preſent to Areley. After a full hear- 
ing, it was adjudged that the right of pre- 
ſentation to the rectory of Areley was in 
the incumbent of Martley. 

On the north ſide of the church is a cir- 
cular arched door-way, now walled up. 


ſa] The hall of the manſion-houſe, which was ſituated between the church and the river, is ſtill 


remaining, with the high table raiſed one ſtep for the maſter and his principal gueſts to fit at. The 
reſt of the family and inferior gueſts ſat at tables below the ſtep, which were placed near the walls. 
The buttery hatch was near the bottom of the hall, as- ſtill in colleges at each univerſity. During 
dinner time (for the whole family dined. ncarly at the ſame time) ſome edifying diſcourſe was 
held, and a writer placed at a deſk to ſet down what was ſaid. See Selden's Table talk. At other 
times a ſcholar — out of the bible, or other good book, during dinner time. 

In a looſe paper of Mr. Aſhmole's hand-writing, dated 26 Auguſt 1668, in the Muſeum at Oxford, 
we read that Mc. Robert Shrimpton, grandfather by the mother's fide to Mr. Simpſon, of St Albans, 
was four times mayor of St. Albans. He died, ſays he, about 60 years fince, being about 103 
years of age. He lived when the abbey of St. Albans flouriſhed, before the diſſolution, and re— 
membered moſt things relating to the buildings of the abbey, the regimen of the houle, the cere— 
monies of the church, and grand proceſſions; of all which he would often diſcourſe in his life 
time. Among other things he ſaid, that in the great hall there was an aſcent of 15 ſteps to the 
abbot's table, to which the monks brought up the ſervice in plate; and ſtaying at every fifth ſtep, 
which was a landing place, they ſung a ſhort hymn, The abbot uſually fat alone in the middle 
of the table; and when any nobleman, or ambaſſador, or ſtrangers of eminent quality came thither, 
they ſat at his table towards the ends thereof. After the monks had waited awhile on the abbot, 
they ſat down at two other tables placed at the fides of the hall, and had their ſervice brought 
in by the novices; who, when the monks bad dined, fat down to their own dinner, In the ab— 
bey was a large room having beds ſet on either fide for receiving ſtrangers and pilgrims, where 
they had lodging and diet for three days, without queſtion made from hence they came, or 
whither they went; but after that time they. ſtayed not without rendering an account of both.

In the year 1653, a tenement was given 
by William Stevens, the income of it to be 
laid out in repairing the church. 


The parſonage houſe is pleaſantly ſituated 


on a hill near the church. | | 
A hundred pounds belonging to the poor 


was lent to Mr. Toy, attorney, at Kiddermin- 


ſter, and half of it loſt. 

William Mucklow, fenior, eſq; gave by 
will, dated 1669, to the poor of the pariſh, 
for ever, a houſe, garden, and cloſe; the 
rent to be diſtributed yearly on Aſcenſion day. 

Mr. King gave forty ſhillings to be paid 
yearly to the poor on Good Friday, out of 
Mr. Vernon's tenement by the common fide. 

From 1667 to 1688, were regiſtered 32 
weddings, 131 chriſtenings, and 110 burials : 
and from 1755 to 1774, 46 weddings, 154 
chriſtenings, and 97 burials,

A T the time of Domeſday ſurvey, 
Ralph de Todem held Effet, and the 


church of St. Taurinus held it of him. Er- 


nefi held it before, and could go where he 
would. Six hides formerly paid taxes. Of 
theſe the church of St. Taurinus had four 
hides free and releaſed from every cuſtom 
belonging to the king, as king William him- 
ſelf had granted when Ralph gave them to 
that monaſtery. In demeſne were two ca- 
rucates, a church and a preſbyter, and eleven 
villeins, and three bordars, and one radman. 
Between them all they poſſeſſed eleven ca- 
rucates and an half. There were three ſer- 
vants; and two mills, which paid ten ſhil- 
lings. At Worceſter two burgages paid two 
ſhillings, One ſalt work in Wich produced 
eighteen mitts of ſalt, and fixty four pence. 
A wood, one lewe in length, and half a lewe 
in breadth, produced nothing. This manor 
in the time of Edward the Confeſſor was

worth ten pounds aftetwards, and at the ſur- 
vey, a hundred ſhillings [a]. | 
Probably this Ralph de Todeni founded 
the priory of Aſtley, which was richly en- 
dowed with lands in this pariſh, and made ſub- 
ject to the church of St. Taurinus, ſituated 
without the-walls of Evreux [5]. In 1280, 


when the goods of the priory were ſequeſtered, 


ſome perſons, under pretence that the pri- 


ory was vacant, and at the inſtigation, as was 
affirmed, of Parnel de Todeny, ſeized 
on ſome poſſeſſions belonging thereto. In 
1313, the prior of Worceſter, the epiſcopal 
ſee being vacant, writes to Loveris, a monk 
of the monaſtery of Taurinus, acquainting 
him that he was ordained prior over the 
priory of Aſtley, in the dioceſe of Worceſter, 
being appointed to the care and cuſtody 
thereof by Robert, abbot of St.Taurinus, and 
his convent, Another prior was in the ſame 


manner appointed in 1361 [e].

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The prior of Eſtley was among thoſe who 
had protections granted them by Edward I. [d]. 
For diverſe reſtrictions were laid upon the 
alien houſes. By an act of 35 Edward I. 
religious perſons were reſtrained from ſending 
any thing to their ſuperiors beyond ſea; and 
their ſuperiors were forbid to Jay any impoſi- 
tions upon them. Theſe houſes had likewiſe 
frequently been ſeized into the king's hands 
to defray the expences of foreign wars. Not- 
withſtanding which, 48 Ed. III. upon an in- 


quiſition of what the religious aliens had in 


the county of Worceſter, Aſtley was vatued 
at 2ol. a year. Theſe priories were ſup- 
prefied in the parliament held at Leiceſter 
2 Hen. V. 1414. [e] and Aſtley being taken 
into the king's hands was ſoon after conferred 
by him on the college of Weſtbury, in the 
county of Glouceſter, a houſe ſubordinate to 
the biſhoprick of Worceſter [/]; where it 
remained, till at the diſſolution king 
Henry VIII. beſtowed it un Sir Ralph 
Sadler, knut. who, 35 of that king, conveyed 
the manor of Aſtley to Mr. Robert Blount, 
and the rectory thereof to Mr. William 
Child 10 Eliz. This alſo came to Blount ; 
from whom, partly by marriage, and partly 
by purchaſe, both rectory and manor came 
to IVinford | g. 

The pariſh paid to the land-tax at four 
ſhillings in the pound 199l. 11s. gd. ; and paid 
to the poor, in the year 1776, 118!. 6s. 7d. 

In this pariſh hes the manor of Glaſham- 
ton. At Domeſday ſurvey Drogo Fitz Pontz 
held Gleſe, [or Glaſhampton ]. Ulmar formerly 
held it, and could go where he would. 
One hide paid tax. In demeſne was half 
a carucate, and one villein, and three bor- 
dars, with one carucate; and there might 
have been one carucate more. A mill worth 
four ſhillings and eight pence. The manor was 
then worth ten ſhillings ; before the ſurvey, 
twenty [Y]. Afterward the AZons, a fa- 
mily of longeſt continuance of any in this 
county, became poſſeſſed of it. In the time 
of Henry VIII. theſe lands were divided be- 
tween two daughters, of whom the younger, 
Elizabeth Acton, married Walter Blount, 
who had a ſhare in this manor, which was 
afterwards told to Mr. 7obn IWinford, who

was deſcended both from Blount and Actors, by 
which means the whole manor became united, 

Here is alſo another manor called Bergha, 
Berrowe, or Berough. As recorded in the Ex- 
chequer, 12 and 13 John, it was anciently in 
the family of Buluynch ; and is now the inheri- 
tance of the Minſords; which family coming 
out of Yorkſhire, by marriage of a daughter 
or couſin of Philip Domulton, lord of the ma- 
nor of Brockhampton, in Herefordſhire, ob- 
tained lands in the manor of Lea in Over- 
Sapey. They removed thence to Aſtley, by 
marrying a daughter and heireſs of Buluynch 
of the Berrowe, in the pariſh of Aſtley [/. 


The Hermitage at Redſtone Ferry. 


Where Aſtley joins to Areley, at Redſtone 
ferry, is a very high rock ſo near the Severn that 
the floods ſometimes waſh it. Here out of the 
ſtone was formerly hewn an hermitage, con- 
ſiſting of a chapel, with an altar in it, and 
other rooms. Over the altar was painted an 
archbiſhop ſaying maſs before all the in- 
ſtruments of our Saviour's paſſion 3; and 
above, certain lines now | eraſed, declaring 
ſome indulgence to ſuch as frequented this 
place with devotion. It appears that her- 
mits were buried here, although the ſtone is 
hard, ſeven or eight bodies having been found 
about the year 1736. Mr. Habingdon ſays : «I 
heard from a gentleman born in this pa- 
* riſh, who numbring many years long ſince 
died, that many who trafficked on the ri- 
ver gave as they paſſed by in their barges 
* ſomewhat of their commodities in charity 
to this hermitage. And to ſhew how 
* much great men have valued this place, - 
there appear in the very front of the her- 
* mitage the arms of England between thoſe 
of Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, with his 
croſſes croſlet on the right hand, and 
* thoſe of Mortimer, with an efcutcheon 
« Erm. quartered, as far as I can gueſs, with 
a croſs on the left. But theſe monuments 
* of honour are here ſo worn as they are 
« inſtantly periſhing [I. 

This hermitage was anciently the inheri- 
tance of Sir Thomas Bromley, and, with 
two acres directly over the cell, were let to 
a poor tenant. It was ſold by the late Lord 
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Montfort and now is turned into an ale- 
houſe. 
Here was * the famous old hiſtorian 


Lazimon, or Lazamen, a prieſt, who wrote 
the hiſtory of England, from Brute to 


Cadwallader. See Nicholſon's Hiſt. Li- 


brary, p. 31. Biſhop Tanner takes no no- 
tice of him. Some think Lazamon only 
tranſlated Geoffrey of Monmiouth's book into 
Norman Engliſh, though he ſays he had it 
from one Walter, a French clergyman. 


The following account of him is prefixed to 
the Saxon MS. of his hiſtory, Cott. Lib. 
Calig. A. ix. [4]. Written in the rude 
barbarous ſtyle of the time, and here trans 
ſlated into Latin and Engliſh.

The Chonch. 


The church of Aſtley is a peculiar; 
was appropriated to the abbot and convent 
of St, Taurinus about the 1316; at 
which time a portion for the vicar was par- 
ciſely ſet down, confirmed by the chapter of 
Worceſter, on St. Nicholas's day, 1317, and 
is as follows: The houſe [a] and gardens 
on the ſouth ſide of the church, contiguous 
to tlie church yard; ſive quarters of pure and 
clean wheat; five quarters of rye; five quarters 
of barley, and ten quarters of clean oats ; pay- 


able by the prior at the feaſts of St. Michacl 
and Annunciation of the virgin by equal por- 
tions: the tithe hay of the whole pariſh, ex- 
cept the meadows of Coldwalle, Normedwe, 
Muchelromeſok- and Littleromeſok, out of 
which the vicar was to have one load of hay 
at his choice out of either of them : two loads 
of ſtraw from the prior's barn, and the tithe 
of his pidgeon houſe : the tithes of all tlie 
gardens and curtilages of the whole pariſh, 
except the gardens of the antient demeſnes : 
liberty to fetch water from a certain fountain 
in the prior's garden; beſides common of

of Worceſter, is bounded eaſt by Upton Snodſbury, weſt by Spetchly, 
ſouth by Soulton, and north by Churchill, 


T the time of the Conqueror's ſurvey 


it was an appendage to the biſhop's 
manor of Northwick in Claines, and was 


held by Ordricus, who had here three hides 


and one virgate, three carucates, five villans, 
and four borderers, with four carucates. 'The 
value had been twenty ſhillings, but it was 
then worth forty ſhillings ; it always was 
both before and after the Conqueſt the ca- 
pital demeſne place of the manor. Some 
lands here were likewiſe joined with Warn- 
don, and held of the biſhop by Ur/ſo d Abi- 
tot, and of him by one Robert [a]. 

The manor and patronage of Eſton were 
granted to Silveſter, biſhop of Worceſter in the 
latter end of king John's reign, as is con- 
jectured, for the deed has no date. Rafe de 
Wylyton, with the conſent of Olympia his 
wife, and his heirs, granted to God, St. 
Mary the Virgin, and the mother-church 
of Worceſter, and Silveſter, biſhop of 
Worceſter, the manor of Eſton, with the 
advowſon and appurtenances ; wherein is 
contained Beverburne, 1. e. as much as lieth 
there of the tenement of Eſton ; as freely as 
Robert de Everey held the ſame. Caecilia 
de Everey releaſeth to William le Bleys, 
biſhop of Worceſter, who ſucceeded Silveſter, 
all her right in the third part of the village 
of Eſton, before the juſtices itinerant; for 
which acquittance the biſhop gave Cecily 
eight marks of ſilver. 

In 1258, Richard Bruly de Eſton granted 
to Walter de Cantalupe, who ſucceeded

William de Bleys, for term of twelve years, 
the ſervices of ſeven tenants; for which the 
biſhop gave him eleven marks ſtirling and 
one quarter of wheat [5]. Other lands were 


likewiſe granted by Richard Bruly for the 


ſame term in the year following. 

Walter de Cantilupe gave to the White 
Ladies of Whiſton (being ſo called from the 
white habit they wore) fifty-one acres of land 
in Eſton, purchaſed of Robert de Bracy, a 
gentleman of great revenues in this ſhire, 
e] whoſe heir is Lygon, of Madresfield. 

Godfrey Gifford, biſhop of Worceſter, 
who lived in the reigns of Henry III. and 
Edward I., ' gave the nuns the manor and 
patronage of Eſton, reſerving to himſelf about 
a third part of the lands. After the diffolu- 
tion, 36 Henry VIII., the manor and pa- 
tronage of Eſton were granted by the king 
to Richard Andrews and John Howe, and 
by them to Thomas Hill. Francis aliened 
the ſame 11 Eliz. to Thomas and John 
Gowre. But Francis Hill being afterward 
ſeiſed thereof, ſettled all his eſtate in Eſton 
on his daughter and her huſband, Richard 
Andrews, who ſold it to Mr. Rowland Berke- 
ley, from whom it paſſed by ſpecial con- 
veyance to his ſecond ſon, Sir Robert Berke- 
ley, knt. juſtice of his majeſty's bench, in 
which family it ſtill continues. See Spetch- 
ley [d]. 

Rebert de Lucy, of a renowned family in 
Warwickſhire, held ſome lands here, which 
were formerly William de Bracey's [e].

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Of this place was the family of Bureford, 
of which family perhaps deſcended Richard 
Bureford, a gentleman (faith Lipellus) of 
Wich, in the county of Worceſter ; who 
being conſecrated biſhop of - Chicheſter in 
1245, by the pope at Lyons, was after his 
death canoniſed as a ſaint, and for a long time 
much reſpe&ed at Droitwych [V/]. 

Of this place alſo was Sir Hugh de Eſton, 
witneſs to a covenant between Walter, bi- 
ſhop of Worceſter, and the abbot of St. 
Denis in France, in 1269 [g]. His eſtate 
came afterwards to Clyfton, and was called 
Clyfton's place; from him to Richard 
Wagſtaffe, and from him to Mr. Thomas 
Simonds [+]. 

In the parliament ſurvey of the bi- 
ſhop's manors, taken about the year 1648, 
we read that the cuſtom of the manor of 
Aſton Epiſcopi, or White Lady Aſton, is to 
grant one life in poſſeſſion and three in re- 
verſion, fines arbitrary, the beſt beaſt for a 
heriot due upon the death or ſurrender of 
every tenant. 

The fines, heriots, and other perquiſites, 
were then valued at about 20s. yearly. Mr, 
George Symonds was bailiff and principal te- 
nant. 

Improved rent, when leaſes, &c. drop, above 
the preſent rent, 561. 

The woods not more than will ſupply the 
tenants. The boundaries of the manor are 
there deſcribed. 

In 1648, when the lands of the biſhop- 
rick were alienated, White Lady Aſton was 
ſold to Thomas Rawlins ald Edward Giles 
for 2551. 48. 9d. 

By the unfortunate death of Mr. Symonds, 
in the year 1708, an eſtate in the pariſh of 
White Lady Aſton came to biſhop Lloyd, 
who, unwilling that he or any of his 
family ſhould reap the fruits of ſuch an 
event, founded therewith in the year 171 3. 
a ſchool for boys and another for girls, in 
the city of Worceſter, called the Biſhop's 
charity-ſchools ; appointing the dean, arch- 
deacon, chancellor, and mayor of Wor- 
ceſter, together with ſome gentlemen of the 
neighbourhood, truſtees of the ſchool ; and 
granting the eſtates for three lives to two 
gentlemen with whom he was particularly

acquainted, as feoffees ſor the uſe of the 
ſchools. This appointment hgs been ſince 
enlarged, and inſtead of two 'feoffees there 
are now three. But the truſtees are de- 
creaſed in number by biſhop Lloyd's own 
direction: as the gentlemen he nominated 
as ſuch, were not to be ſucceeded by others, 
but the dean, the chancellor, the archdea- 
con, and mayor of Worceſter for the time 
being, were to be perpetual truſtees : ſo that 
the preſent appointment conſiſts of theſe 
four truſtees, three feoffees, under whom 
the eſtate is held for three lives; a treaſurer, 
and a ſchool-maſter. The number of boys 
and girls was not limited by the biſhop. In 
his rules the founder directs that no children 
be taken into the ſchools under the age of 
fix years, not above the age of twelve; nor 
permitted to continue at the ſchool above ſix 
years from the time of their admiſſion. And 
it is expreſsly ordered, that they ſhall be 
ſuch whoſe parents are not able to pay for 
their education. Several other rules were 
made by the pious biſhop ; . ſome of which 
perhaps are too good to be obſerved. In 
order, however, to accommodate this ufeful 
inſtitution to any times, an expreſs permiſ- 
fion is given to the truſtees to alter, add to, 
or annull, any of the rules or appointments 
made by him.” |

William de Waterwilla after- 
ward held it of the abbey of Eveſham, and 
ſold his leaſe thereof to the abbot and con- 
vent for the ſum of 100 marks; as appears

Ir 
was granted by Kenred and Offa to Egwin 
biſhop of Worceſter, for his monaſtery at 
Eveſham [e]. At the time of the Con- 
queror's ſurvey, it was a berewic, or corn- 
farm, annexed to the manor of Offenham, 
and belonged to Eveſham abbey, Here 
was one hide which enjoyed church liberty; 
and in demeſne were two carucates, and five 
borders with one carucate. Here were four 
ſervants, and a mill of five ſhillings. It was 
worth 40 ſhillings [V]. 

Aldington gave name to a family in the 
reign of the Conqueror; from a female 
branch of which deſcended Mr. Baker, of 
Hill Court, in the pariſh of Grafton Flyford. 

36 Hen. VIII. and 4 and 5 Philip and 
Mary, Sir Philip Hoby held the lands in Al- 
dington, which before belonged to the abbey 
of Eveſham. They afterward paſſed from 
him to others [g]. 

A diſpenſation under the privy ſeal was 
granted to Sir Philip Hoby 5 Ed. VI. for 
himſelf, and all that. ſhould dine with him 
at his table during his natural life, to eat 


meat and diſhes made of milk, either in lent 


or on any other faſt days, freely and without 
puniſhment [+]. 

Aldington was probably the chief ſeat of 
the Hobys. It now belongs to lord Foley. 
Peter Courtene of Aldington was created 
Baronet A. D. 1622. His arms, Or, a 
talbot paſſant Sable [J.

the tythe of the whole pariſh, and ſerved

Arms and Monuments, 


On the north wall of the chancel were in 
Mr. Habingdon's time the portraitures of a 
gentleman and his wife kneeling oppoſite one 
to the other ; and the monument, being raiſed 
on two pillars, bore theſe arms: the firſt, 
Argent, a fefle between three hobbys Sable, 
quartering Gules, three polaxes in pale Or. 
Argent three fuſils in feſſe Gules; the 
laſt as the firſt. The ſecond coat, Sable, an 
eagle diſplayed Argent. The third, Argent a 
lyon rampant Sable, crowned Or. The fourth, 
Sable, a pomegranate Or, kernelled Gules. The 
fifth, A lyon regardant Argent. The ſixth, 
Argent, a chevron between three boars heads 
couped Sable tuſked and langued, Or. Creſt, 
on a wreath Argent and Gules, a hobby 
open, with beak, legs, and bells Or. On the 
coat and creſt are mullets for difference. 

Below the gentlewoman, on the ſide of the 
mural monument, hertwo ſonsand one daugh- 
ter, Richard, Gerard, and Margaret, whom 
ſhe, Margaret Haket, had by Mr. Newman 
her former huſband : their daughter Margaret 
Newman, wife of Richard Delabere of 
Southam, in the county of Glouceſter, Eſq.

king Edward II. in the parts beyond ſea, 
and did good ſervice, as appears by a charter 
of pardon of all felonies and treſpaſles, granted 
to him by the ſaid king, in the 13th year of 
his reign. 13 Edward III. Walter de Sheken- 
hurſt was deputy to Thomas Beauchamp, earl 
of Warwick, as ſheriff of the county of Wor- 
ceſter, as appears by the records of the ex- 
chequer. In the 40th of that reign the fa- 
mily expired in Walter de Shakenhurſt, who 
died without iſſue, leaving John de Meyſey, 
his nephew and heir, who inherited the eſtate, 
The Meyley's are ſaid to have come from 
Meyſey in Britany, with the Conqueror, who 
gave them Hampton-Meyſey, Marſton-Mey- . 
ſey, &c. which lordſhips continued in the 
family *till the reign of Richard II, when 
they were ſuppoſed to be ſold, upon the fa- 
mily's acquiring Shakenhurſt, It appears in 
the red-book of the biſhopric of Worceſter, 
that the famuly are of great antiquity in Glou- 
ceſterſhire ; for we read that Godfrey de Mey- 
ſey held of Biſhop Theulfus (who was con- 
ſecrated A. D. 1113, and died 1123) two 
hides at Bebury, in Eblington, and afterwards 
gave theſe two hides to Geoffrey de Every, 
father of Robert,, with his daughter in mar- 
riage [c]. The family of Meyſey, after their 
ſettling in Worceſterſhire, were of conſider- 
able note, and match'd with the principal 
houſes in the county, as appears by their pe- 
digree here ſubjoined. Their lineal deſcendants 
ſtill remain proprietors of Shakenhurſt.

There is in Bayton a manor called Tymber- 
lake ; it was antiently the land of the Lovers, 
but paſſed from them to the Blounts of So- 
dington, as appeareth by a deed without date. 
The ſeal conſiſts of four eſcucheons, in one 
circumference. The firſt above the reſt, A 
feſſe between ſix croſs croſlets, Beauchamp. 
The other below attending the ſupreme coat, 
Barry under Blount. The next, A feſſe be- 
tween three wolves heads eraſed, Lovet. The 
laſt, A ſeſſe between fix martlets, Iſabell the 
wife of Blount and Lovet [d]. 

July 1778, I faw Elizabeth Palmer, 4 
woman, who ſaid ſhe was 105 years old. Her 
maiden name wasOllerton: She was born in the 


pariſhof Rock; afterwards the lived in Mamble, 


and now lives in Bayton; the regiſter of Rock 
was burnt ſome years ago, ſo that her age 
cannot be aſcertained from thence ; but one 
Potter, who within theſe few months lived 
not a ſtone's caſt from her, aged 95, ſaid, 
he remembered Betty Palmer, a woman 
grown and married, when he was a child, 
She has now the perfect uſe of all her ſenſes. 
I ſaw her mow part of her orchard, which 
ſhe does every year. Within theſe few months 
her houſe was thatched, and ſhe ſerved the 
thatcher, carrying to him ſtraw and every 
other neceſſary up the ladder to the top of 
the houſe. She read to me a ſmall print with- 
out ſpectacles; which ſhe has never yet uſed, 
but ſays, ſhe believes ſhe muſt come to them 
foon. Her memory is perfectly good; for ſhe 
mentioned to me ſeveral particulars which 
happened to her the year after the Revolution, 
when ſhe was big enough to milk a cow. 
Her ſon lives with her, and ſhe does all the 
buſineſs of the houſe ; ſhe riſes early, drinks 
chiefly cyder-waſhings, hath rarely taſted tea, 
never took tobacco in any ſhape, or drams; has 
had three huſbands and ſeven children ; and 
her father died about 25 vears ago, aged 104.

And the 
biſhop of Hereford, by # writing in my poſ- 
ſeſſion, reciting the order of the ſaid king, 
enjoins Mr. Jorden, the then incumbent, to 
read morning prayer conſtantly upon Sundays 
and holidays; and to preach ſometimes in 
the church of Bayton aforeſaid : and he re- 
quires ſo much to be performed by him for 
the future in the ſaid church of Bayton, aud 
no more.

Anciently called Belm, Belne, Beolne, and Balne Bereton, a rectory formerly 
in Clent hund:ed, now in the lower diviſion of Halfſhire, and deanry of 
Kidderminſter, bounded eaſt by Haleſowen, weſt by Chaddeſly Corbett, 
ſouth by Bromſgrove, and north by Clent and Brome. 


T the time of the Conqueror's ſurvey, 

this pariſh was divided into two parts ; 

one of which, called Bellem, belonged to 

William Fitz Anſculf, and the other was the 

land of Urſo & Abetot, and went by the name 
of Brotune. 

Levenot, a thane of king Edward, had 
formerly held Bellem. Robert then held it 
of William Fitz Anſculf. There were three 
hides. In demeſne was one carucate, and 
, ſeven villans, and four hordars, with four 
carucates. There were two ſervants, and a 
ſalt- pan in Wich, that paid two orae. There 
might have been two more carucates. It had 
been worth 25s. and was then worth 158. 
Ralph Fitz Hubert held this manor more 
than five years; but William Fitz Oſbern 
unjuſtly took it from him [a].

ſix carucates. There were four ſervants.

Here was a wood five 
miles 1n extent. 

Urſo held likewiſe one hide free from geld 
and every cuſtom, Robert held it of him. 
There were three bordars who had nothing. 
It was and had been worth 38. Aluric held 
it in the time of Edward the Confeſſor [5]. 

It may be obſerved, that Robert who held 
Fitz Anſculf 's lands was in all probability 
the ſame with the Robert who held this hide 
of Urſo d' Abetot. This ſeems to be a con- 
firmation of the vicinity of Bellem and Bro- 
tune. 

Here are five diſtinct manors in this pariſh ; 
Belbroughton, Broombill, Forfield, Bryans- 
bell, otherwiſe Bruens-bell, otherwiſe Belne, 
and Meorehall-bell [ec]. The manor of For- 
field was antiently in the foreſt of Fecken- 
ham ; and, in a perambulation of that foreſt, 
made 28 Edward I. is ſet down among the 
towns and villages which were before diſ-

pariſh of Belbroughton was within the foreſt 
of Pyperode [4]. 

Mr. Habingdon ſays, this manor, with the 
reſt of Fitz Anſculf's lands, deſcended to 
the Semerys, and their heirs. It is evident, 
indeed, that the manors of Belbroughton, 
Broomhill, and Forfield, deſcended to them. 
In the records they are only mentioned as 
lords of Belne; but we are not to ſuppoſe 
from this, that they were in poſſeſſion of the 
particular manor of Belne, or Bryans-bell, 
ſince we have ſeen that the pariſh in general 
was anciently known by this name. 

Ralph de Somery had Belne, 12 and 1 3John, 
which Ralph was grandfather to Roger de 
Somery, who marrying Nichola ſiſter and 
coheir of Hugh earl of Arundel, (whoſe 
mother was Mabel, fiſter and coheir of Ra- 
nulf earl of Cheſter and Leiceſter,) had by 
the ſame Nichola four daughters; the firſt, 
Margaret wife of Ralph lord Baſſet of Dray- 
ton, the ſecond, Joan wife of John le Strange, 
the third, Mabel wife of Walter de Sudeley, 
the fourth, Maud wife of Henry de Erdington : 
and although he had by another match his 
ſon and heir Roger de Somery, anceſtor to 
the lords of Dudley, yet Belne fell by con- 
veyance to this iſſue female, but fo as they 
acknowledged the barons of Dudley the ſu- 
preme lords of Belne. Erdington, the iffue 
of the youngeſt ſiſter, ſeems to have obtained 
the chief place in Belne ; for his arms, being 
Azure two lions paſſant Or, were preferred 
to Sudeley's in the chancel. Afterwards 
Sudeley ſeems to have had the chief ſway in 


Belbroughton. TJehn de Sudeley, as the ex- 


chequer recordeth, dying 28 Ed. I. 1299, 
held the manor of Forfield, a part of Bel- 
broughton. And Alianor lady of Sudeley 
26 Ed. III. 1332, preſented William de 
Grene to the church of Belne Brocton. Sir 
John de Sudeley knight, 42 Ed. III. 1368, 
died ſeiſed of the advowſon of Belne Brocton. 
The family of Sudeley ended in Joan, ſiſter 


and heir of John de Sudeley and wife of 
William de Boteler [e]. 


Lord Chandos was afterward poſſeſſed F 


the manors of Belbroughton, Broomhill, and 
Forfield. John Talbot, father to the earl of 
Shrewſbury, ſome time after, received them

with Catharine daughter of Sir William aud 
lady Petre. His ſon, John carl of Shrewſbury, 
fold them to Sir Richard Grieves knight, 
whole fon ſucceeded him. They next be- 
came the property of John Ward of Willer- 
ſey, in Staffordſhire, grandſon to lord Dudley 
and Ward, of Dudley Caſtle ; from whom 
they paſſed to the late lord Dudley, who, dy- 
ing about the year 1772, left them to his 
ſecond fon William Ward [| ]. 

Belhall, or Bryans Bell,-was antiently the 
ſeat of Belne. In the book of tenures, a 
record of king Edwardthe firſt, taken about the 
1 3th of his reign, Hugh de Belne is ſail! to have 
held five hides of land in Belne, of the barony 
of Dudley. 28 Ed. I. Simon de Bruyn ſuc- 
ceeded in Belne-hall, and his heirs continued 
till the reign of Henry VI. when Jen Bruyn, 
an heireſs, married Sir Nicholas Burde“, great 
butler of Normandy, and carried with her 
Belne-hall to the Burdets. Sir Nicholas was 


great grandfather of Anne Burdet, wife of Sir 


Edward Conway knight, who inheriting 
Belne-hall fold it. By purchaſe it came to 
Mr. Humfrey Perrott [g|, a female of whoſe 
family married Malter Noel eſquire, whole 
ſon now poſſeſſes it. 

Morehall belonged antiently to the Moli- 
neauxes, and was fold by that family to Mr. 
Humfrey Pakington, of Chaddeſley Corbett, 
whoſe daughter and heir married Sir John 
Yeates, One of Yeates's daughters and co- 
heirefles married Sir Robert Throgmorton, 
whoſe ſon Sir Robert ſold it to Mr. 7%. Cox. 
The Barnabys of Herefordſhire, and Eds. 
Broughton eſquire, afterward held lands here, 
which were purchaſed by the Triftrams, who 
now enjoy them [H]. 

The king is ſupreme lord of the fee both 
of Morehall Belne and Bryans Bell ; and ſuit 
and ſervice are done to him at his court-leet, 
held under a tree at Churchill. Throgmorton 
and Perrott were ſaid to be only the menial 
lords, ſeldom if ever having held a court 
baron [i]. | 

There 1s ſaid to be another ſmall manor 
in this pariſh which pays chief rents to

Mr. Habingdon concludes his account of 
Belbroughton with theſe words: You ſee

ton among them. Moreover, ſome lords 
of theſe manors being attainted of treaſon, 
their lands eſcheated to the king, and fo 
might be alienated to ſtrangers.

Erdington, the heir of that family, loſt 
thus his lands, 7 Ed. IV. which were 
given by the king to William lord Haſt- 
* ings. And though Thomas Burdet, ſon of 
Nicholas Burdet, the great butler of Nor- 
mandy, being unfortunate in his attainder 


and death, 17 Ed. IV. loſt not all his lands, 


for Belnehall deſcended to his family, yet 
* ſome of his eſtate might be forfeited to the 
« king, and granted to others: leaving there- 
fore theſe to a farther enquiry, I will for 
« this time conclude with Belbroughton.” 

It is only neceflary to take notice that this 
pariſh was divided into ſome, if not all, 
the preſent manors, long before the diſtri- 
bution of Somery's lands amongſt his daugh- 
ters. Somery did not come into poſſeſſion of 
them till the reign of king John ; whereas 
it has been already proved, that the manor of 
Forfield was diſafforeſted by Henry II. 

Mr. Triſtram in his letters to biſhop Lyttel- 
ton, gives an account of one Oſborn, a 
taylor, whoſe anceſtors appear from the 
pariſh regiſter to have inhabited here in the 
reign of Henry VIII. and were then only 
tailors. He ſuppoſes from ſufficient evidence, 
that this Oſborn was lineally deſcended from 
William Fitz Osborn, who unjuſtly deprived 
Ralf Fitz Hubert of his right in this manor, 
as 13 mentioned above,

ls vas antiently a member of the church 
of Fifyrcefler's manor of Cropthorn. King 
Burhred, and Alhune, biſhop of Worceſter, 
gave it to that church [a]. Werefrid, biſhop 
of Worcctter, with the leave of Alfred and 
Etheldred, and of Aethelfled, duke of Mer- 
cia, gave ten manſes here to abbot Kynelm, 
his kinſman, for three lives [5]. Egelwi, 
abbot of Eveſham, a man of great power after 
the Norman conqueſt, got tour hides at Beng- 
worth into his poſſeſſion, and unjuſtly with- 
held them from the church of Worceſter [ec]. 
When his ſuccefſor Walter was abbot, Odo, 
biſhop of Baycux, the king's brother, ob- 
tained a grant of theſe and all other lands of 
the abbey, which had been illegally acquired 
by their late rapacious governor [d]: but

perhaps tliey were never ſurrendered to him. 
At the time of Domeſday ſurvey, the church 
of Eveſham held four hides at Beningeorde, 
or Bengworth; and Urſo had one other. 
Walter, the abbot, laid claim to theſe five 
hides at Ildeberga in the four ſhires, in pre- 
ſence of the biſhop of Bayeux and the king's 
barons. There were two carucates, and five 
villans, and two bordarii, with two carucates : 
there were fix ſervants. In the time of Edward 
the Confeſſor it was worth ſixty ſhillings, 
afterwards fifty thillings; at the time of the ſur- 
vey ſixty ſhillings [e]. It lay in Eſch hundred. 

Near the time of compiling Domeſday, 
there was a diſpute between Wulſtan, biſhop 
of Worceſter, and Walter, abbot of Eve- 


ſham, concerning fifteen hides in Hamton,

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and four in Bengworth. It was agreed 
between the aſſembly of the whole church 
of Worceſter, and the abbot, and many 
monks of Eveſham, Remigius, Henry de 
Fereris, Walter Giffard, and Adam being 
then on a ſurvey of the, lands in this 
county, that theſe 19 hides belonged to the 
biſhop's hundred of Oſwaldſlow, and ought 
with the biſhop to pay to the king and per- 
form all other ſervices. The biſhop alſo 
claimed this land as his demeſne, and the 
abbot acknowledged the ſame. The bithop, 
therefore, permitted the abbot to hold it, 
performing all proper ſervices and acknow- 
ledgements [/. It is placed in the hun- 
dred of Oſwaldſlow in Domeſday book. 

The Beauchamps had here a caſtle, and a 
park called 'Thornehill-park. It came to 
the abbey of Eveſham, and W. de Audeville 
entirely deſtroyed it. The ground was con- 
ſecrated, and a church built dependent on 
the abbey. Bengworthe continued in the 
abbey till the diflolution, when it was diſ- 
tributed among ſeveral perſons. Shrevell 
park was granted, 36 Henry VIII. to Sir 
Philip Heby, knt. from whoſe family it 
paſſed to the Dineleys of Charlton. Roger 
and Richard Taverner had lands from the 
king 38 Henry VIIL [g]. 

In biſhop Sandys's certificate, 5 Eliz. it 
15 reported to have contained 66 families. 

It pays to the land-tax at four ſhillings in 
the pound, 921. 6s. 4d. It paid to the poor in 
1776, 145l. 14s. 3d. 

In the year 1775 this pariſh was encloſed 
and found to contain 1235- acres of com- 


monable land, and go acres of old inclo- 


ſure, It is in circumference about ſeven 


miles and a half, and conſiſts of 571 in- 
habitants.

The north ſide of Bengworth church 
was granted by biſhop Lloyd to the exe- 
cutors of Mr. John Deacle, to be repaired 
and fitted up for a ſchool-houſe, wherein to 
teach thirty of the pooreſt boys born in 
that town or pariſh to write and caſt accounts. 
And in caſe there ſhould not be thirty ſuch 
in that town, the full number to be made up 
of poor boys born within the corporation of 
Eveſham ; provided that no more than ten 
boys of. the town of Eveſham ſhould be ad- 
mitted into the ſaid ſchool at one time, and 
that the other twenty ſhould be boys born 


within the pariſh of Bengworth. They were 


to be choſen and admitted by the church- 
wardens and overſeers; and in caſe of their 
neglect, by the mayor and capital burgefles 
of Eveſham aforeſaid. Mr. Deacle left 20001. 
for the endowment of this ſchool ; and or- 
dered that the boys ſhould be cloathed and 


freely taught from their reſpective ages of 


eight years till they ſhould be fit to go to 
ſome trade; and that no boy ſhould be taken 
in that was above the age of ten years []. 


The chapel is not uſed for the ſchool- 


houſe, but a building has been erected on 
purpoſe near Eveſham bridge.

N the time of William the Conqueror, 

the. abbey of Perſtore held Beoly with 
Yardley, a member thereof : there are twenty 
one hides of land, fome plain and ſome wood. 
In demeſne is one carucate and eight villans; 
and ten bordars and one radman, with nine 
carucates. There was a wood of fix leues 
long and three broad, which paid forty 
pence. In the time of the Confeſſor it was 
worth cight pounds; at the ſurvey, one hun- 
dred ſhillings [a]. 

28 Henry III. 1243, the king granted to 
Robert Fitzrafe, and Felice his wife, free 
warren in Beoly and Yardley, which he held 
of the abbot of Perſhore. The fame Robert 
Titzraſe was alſo lord of Beoly 33 Henry 
III. [5] for agreement was made between him 
and Walter de Cantelupe, biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, that the biſhop ſhould not catch hares 
in Beoly without his licence ; and that this 
Robert ſhould not hunt, or catch hares in 
Alvinechurch, without the biſhop's licence; 
aud that the biſhop might inclofe his wood 
of Rowneye ; and that Robert ſhould incloſe 
his hay of Beoly ; and that the uncultivated 
lands, as well in Alvinechurch as in Beoly, 
thould remain as they were, without any 
claim to be made by either of them. 

William Comin conveyed the manors of 
Beoly and Yardley, to William de Beau- 
champ, the firſt earl of Warwick of that 
name : and the Lady Margery Comyn 'de 
Puttrell, and William Comyn, her ſon, re— 
leaſed to the ſaid earl their right therein; as 
did alſo Radulphus, the ſon of Alani de 
Lymeſi; and laſtly, Sir Walter de Cookeſey, 
knt. quitted claim to the earl of his intereſt 
in Yardley, as appears by ſundry deeds 
without date [c].

In the Book of Tenures, 13 Edward I. in 
the barony of the abbot of Perſhore, in 
Beoly, are four hides, which Robert, the fon 
of Nicholas, held of William de Beau- 
champ, of the abbot of Perſhore, who paid 
four marks for his two Knights fees in Beoley 
and Goldicote [e], 

To this, William de Beauchamp, earl of 
Warwick, ſucceeded Guy, his ſon ; in whoſe 


time, anno 1 303, the ſeat at Beoley was burnt. 


down [/]: and to him ſucceeded John Lord 
Beauchamp, his ſecond ſon, who was one of 
the firſt knights of the Order of the Garter. In 
the 16th year of Edward III. [g] the king 
granted him free-warren in all his demeſne 
lands in Beoley and Yardley; and in the 
Book of Aids, the 2oth of that reign, by 
the name of John de Beauchamp he oc. 
curs as holding 5 hides in Beoley [Y. He died 
December 2, 34 Edward III., and it ſeems, 
that Thomas earl of Warwick, his elder 
brother, ſucceeded to his eſtates; for the 
next account we have of Beoley is that it 
belonged to Richard Beauchamp, earl of 
Warwick, grandſon of this Thomas, who 
in the Book of Knight's Fees, 5 Henry VI. 
is ſaid to hold five hides in Beoley, ſome- 
times called Brokleigh [/]. This earl mar- 
ried to his firſt wife, Elizabeth, daughter 
and heir of Thomas Lord Berkley, by 
whom he had iſſue three daughters; to his 
ſecond, Ifabel, daughter and at length heir 
of Thomas le Deſpencer, earl of Glouceſter, 
by whom he had Henry duke of Warwick, 
his heir, and Anne, heir of the whole blood 
to her brother; and dying 17 Henry VI. left 
the manor of Beoley, with other lands in this

county, to his youngeſt daughter by his firſt 
wife [4], which Elizabeth became the wife 
of Lord Latimer. 

George Nevile, lord Latimer; being lord of 
Beoley in right of his wife, had iffue Sir 
Hugh Nevile, his heir apparent, flain in his 
father's life-time at the battle of Edgcot ; 
but who by his wife, a daughter of the lord 
Berners [/], had iſſue Richard, who was heir 


to his grandfather, 9 Edward IV. Elizabeth 


Beauchamp, lady Latimer, ſurvived her huſ- 
band, and dying 20 Edward IV. it appears 
by inquiſition that ſhe was ſeized of the 
manors of Beoley, Wadborough, and Little 
Comberton [m], which deſcended to Richard 
lord Latimer, her grandſon, who in the ſame 
reign fold Beoley to Mr. She/don, of Abberton, 
in this county. 

The demeſne lands have uſually been ac- 
counted half the pariſh in value. The freehol- 
ders were formerly not above four or five, but 
now are conſiderably more. The reſt of the 
pariſh formerly held by copy of court roll, 
at the will of the lord; but this tenure is 
altered into leaſes for ninety-nine years, if 
three lives ſo long live. Here is court-leet 
and court baron. | 

The bounds of the manor are as follow: 

Beginning at or near an oak-tree at the 
Sling-lane, where three pariſhes join, viz. 
Beoly and Oldbarrow in Worceſterſhire, and 
Studley in Warwickſhire, along the middle 
of Sling- lane, near to Skilts park pale, to an

elm tree, near the top of Gorcott-hill; thence 
to an aſh tree, and into Beoly park; thence 
to a ſtone called Shire-ſtone; thence down the 
ditch by Mr. Chamber's land and the Free- 
bord, to Skilts moors ; thence by the Free- 
bord, being eighteen or twenty feet wide 
ſo to a hedge dividing Studley from Ipſley; 
ſo along Ipſley-fide to Arrow-brook near 
Beoly-bridge ; ſo on the outſide of the brook, 
as far as Beoly floodgates ; ſo into Tardebig, 
and to Pot end Brook, to the joining of Tar- 
debig and Alvechurch, to the garden of 
William Mills, within Borſley park; fo to 
a horſe-bridge in Eagle-ſtreet way, to Feblis 
lake; to a well near the top of Weatherock 
hill, and joins King's Norton; to Bemnils 
Kemp-plat ; to Pimore-lane; to Inkford brook 
adjoining Solyhull pariſh, the outſide of 
Wilkes's land, to Holly land ; to White pitt, 
where it joins Tamworth pariſh, along the 
outſide of the Port way, to Temnent brook, 
Care land coppice, to Jacob's well; to Aſpley 
heath, and joins Wooton; to Olderhanger 
coppice; to Oldbarrow wood, and meets 
Oldbarrow, thence to the outſide of the brook 
to the lane near the oak tree, where it began. 

The whole pariſh of Beoly, except about 
60l. per ann. belongs to Mr. Sheldon, and 
contains near 4000 acres. | 

The houſe at Beoly was burnt down in 
the civil war by the cavaliers, leſt the enemy 
ſhould make a lodgment there.

enough to ſhew where they branched oft, 
their firſt known anceſtor being Richard 
Sheldon, of Rowley, in the county of Stat- 
ford, who had two ſons, Richard and Mau- 
rice. Richard Sheldon, of Rowley, eſq; the 
eldeſt had iflue John Sheldon, of the ſame 
place, living 4 Edward IV.; who, by Mary 
his wife, had Clara, his ſole heir, married 
to Cornelius Wirley, of Handſworth, in 
the county of Stafford, eſq. about 24 
Henry VII. from whom the Wirleys of that 
place, ſtill ſeated there, do deſcend [ol]. 
Maurice Sheldon, ſecond ſon of the firſt 
Richard, had iflue John, ſeated at Abberton, 
in the county of Worceſter, temp. Henry IV. 
who by a daughter of John Cotton, of Cotton- 
hall, in Cheſhire, had iflue Ralph, who mar- 
ried the heireſs of Ruding, a family of great 
antiquity in this county ; with whom he 
had lands in Beoley, Feckenham, Hanbury, 
and Martin-Huſingtree, and ſeems to have firſt 
brought the family to this place. The iſſue of 
this marriage were William, Ralph, Richard, 
(who had iſſue Richard Sheldon, a clerk, 
and others ;) John, ſcated in London ; Da- 
niel, who married Eleanor, daughter and co- 
heir of John Grove, of Ford-hall in Wotton- 
Wawen, in Warwickſhire, and was anceſtor to 
the Sheldons, of Spetchley, [p] and Maurice. 
William Sheldon, of Balford Hall, in the 
pariſh of Beoley, eſq; eldeſt fon and heir, 
purchaſed the manor of Beoley, of Richard 
Nevile, lord Latimer, temp. Edw. IV. He 
was much attached to the houſe of York, and 
ſiding with Richard III. at the battle of Boſ- 
worth againſt Henry VII. was deprived of 
all his eſtate, but had the good fortune to 
have it reſtored to him. He died without 
iſſue, 1517, and was buried at Beoley, where 
his tomb (on which were formerly the effi- 
gies of himſelf and wife, and four eſcutcheons 
of their arms inlaid in braſs), ſtill remains

He died December 21, 1546, 
and was buried at Beoley, where a memorial 
remains over him [s]. 

William Sheldon, of Beoley and Weſ- 
ton, eſq; his eldeſt fon and heir, married two 
wives; firſt, Mary, eldeſt daughter and co- 
heir of William Willington, of Barcheſton, 
alias Barſton, in Warwickſhire, eſq; with 
whom he had a conſiderable eſtate in that 
county, viz. the manors of Barcheſton, 
Ditchford, and Fullredy ; ſecondly, Marga- 
ret, daughter of Sir Richard Brook, knight, 
lord chief baron of the exchequer, and relict 
of Sir William Whorwood, attorney general 
to king Henry VIII.; by this lady he had no 
iſſue, and ſhe ſurviving him died 1589, aged 
eighty years, and was buried in the church 
of St. Thomas the Apoſtle, in London ; but 
by his firſt, who died Jan. 25, 1553, and 
was buried at Beoley, he had the follow- 
ing, viz. Ralph, his heir, William aged 27 
years, at his father's death, in 1570, who 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Richard 
Leveſon, of Lilſell, in Shropſhire, knt. but 
had no iſſue; Anne marricd firſt to Francis 
Savage of Elmley-caftle, in Worceſterſhi:e, 
eſq; ſecondly, to Anthony Daſton, of Dum- 
bleton, in the county of Glouceſter, eſq;

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in Briſtol, and Katherine married to Edmund 
Plowden, of Plowden, in Salop, eſquires. 

This William Sheldon firſt introduced the 
working of tapeſtry into England, at Bar- 
cheſton ; having at his own expence brought 
workmen from Flanders, and employed them 
in weaving maps of the different counties of 
England, and other curious pieces, ſeveral 
of which are ſtill in being at Weſton. En- 
joying a fair eſtate in Warwickſhire, in right 
of his firſt wife, he added much thereto 
by purchaſe. 24 Henry VIII. he bought 
the manor of Weſton juxta Chiriton in that 
county, and 37 of that reign obtained li- 
cence from the king to impark 300 acres of 
land, meadow, paſture, and wood, to be 
called by the name of Weſton park for 
e er. He had alſo a charter of free-warren 
to himſelf and his heirs; and built a very 
fair houſe there, which ſtill remains, and, 
ſince the deſtruction of the houſe at Beoly 
by fire, has been the principal reſidence of 
the family. He likewiſe purchaſed Skilts, 
in Warwickſhire, where he alſo made a 
park, of which his poſterity are poſſeſſed at 
this day [7]. 

He died at Skilts Dec. 23, 1750, and was 
buried at Beoly with great funeral pomp, 
Jan. 15 following, Robert Cooke, eſquire, 
Clarencieux king of arms, and other heralds, 
going from London to officiate at the cere- 
monial, as appears by a funeral, certificate, 
taken at his death, the original of which 
certified under the hands of Ralph Sheldon, 
Edmund Plowden, and Anthony Pollard, 
his executors, ſtill remains in the library of 
the college of arms with the banner-rolls and 
other achievments uſed on the occaſion, beau- 
tifully painted [u]. And at Beoley is a cu- 
rious monument, erccted to his memory by 
his ſon, with the effigics of himſelf and 
lady as large as life. Sce the engraving of 
it, and the inſcription, No. 3. (Droitwich.) 

Ralph Sheldon, of Beoly and Welton, 
eſquire, his ſon and heir, was aged thurty- 
three years at his fathers death, in 1570, 
and married Anne, daughter of Sir Robert 
Throgmorton, of Coughton, in Warwickſhire, 
knight, by whom he had one ſon, Edward, 
his ſucceſſor, and nine daughters; all of 
them married into families of conſiderable

This Ralph purchaſed Steeple-Barton, 
in the county of Oxford, of the Dormers, 
with the houſe thereunto belonging, built by 
John Dormer, which became the ſeat of 
Ralph Sheldon, his grandſon [x]; as will 
hereafter be ſhewn. He alto built a hand- 
ſome chapel adjoining to the church of Beoly 
in the ſame {tile with that of judge Berkeley 
at Spetchley, and dying March 30, 1613, 
was buried therein, together with his lady, 
who died December 16, 1603, where an 
elegant monument, at the head of that for 
his father, with his and his lady's effigies, 
ſtill remains. See the engraving, and in- 
ſcription, No. 4. 

Edward Sheldon of Beoly and Weſtor.. 
eſq; ſon and heir, ſucceeded his father in a 
very large eſtates viz. the manor of Beoly 
and Wadborough in this county, Steeple- 
Barton in the county of Oxford, Stratton 
in the county of Glouceſter, and Weſton 
juxta Chiriton, Skiltes, Brailes, Weſtcoate, 
Whitchford, Aiſcott, Barcheſton, Ditch- 
fords, Fullredy, Water-Eaton, Compton- 
Scorten, Upton, and others, in the county 
of Warwick [y]. He married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Thomas Markham, of Cottam 
and Allerton, in the county of Nottingham, 
elq; ſtandard-bearer to the band of gentle- 
men- penſioners in the reign of queen Eliza- 
beth, commonly called Black Markham [Z], 
by whom he had iſſue, William his heir, 
Ralph, of Steeple-Barton, in Oxfordſhire, ot 
whom hereafter, and Edward, who inhe— 
rited the manor of Stretton, in the county 
of Glouceſter, and married Mary, daughter 
of Lionel Wake, of Peddington in the county

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or Northampton, who was ſon of Robert, 
fifth fon of Richard Wake, of Blisworth, 
eſq: anceſtor of Sir William Wake, now of 
Courteenhall in that county, bart. by 
whom he had iflue ſeveral children, William, 
Edward, Ralph, Lionel a BenediQtine, doc- 
tor of divinity, and chaplain to Anne, dut- 
cheſs of York, Dominick, a colonel of horſe 
in the army of James II. in Ireland, Benja- 
min, Francis, Richard, Avguſtine, Eltza- 
beth, Mary ſometime one of the dreſſers to 
Catherine, queen to Charles II. and married 
to Sir Samuel Tuke, of Creſſing-Temple, in 
Eflex, bart. and Frances, maid of honour to 
the ſame queen. Edward, their father, died 
March 27, 1687, and was buried in St. 
James's chapel, Weſtminſter. For a further 
account of him, ſee Wood's Athenae Oxon. 
vol. II. 608. From one of his ſons (as is ſaid) 
deſcended Edward Sheldon, of "Wincheſter, 
eſq. who by Cicely, his wife, daughter of 
Cuthbert, and fiſter of William Conſtable, 
of Burton-Conſtable, in Yorkſhire, eſq; had 
iflue three ſons, William, Edward, and Fran- 
cis, now living [a]. The daughters of Ed- 
ward Sheldon, by Elizabeth Markham, were 
Frances, who died unmarried, July 21, 1631, 
and was buried at Beoly, (See Mon. Inſcr. 
No. 5.) Anne, married to Henry Lucy, of 
Punſborne, in the county of Hertford, eſq. 
ſon of Sir Edward Lucy, knt. and Joan, to 
Sir Henry Appleton, of South Benfleet, in 
Eflex, bart. Edward, their father, died Oct. 
6, 1643, aged eighty-three years. 

William Sheldon, of Beoly and Weſton, 
eſq; eldeſt ſon and heir, was born at Weſton, 
March 9, 1588-9, and married in 1611 
Elizabeth, daughter of William, the ſecond 
lord Petre, by whom he had iflue, Ralph, 
his heir; Edward, a Benedictine monk, at 
Doway ; who, as Anthony Wood ſays, was 
of great piety and humility [5], and for re- 
ligion's ſake, and a contempt of the world, 
denied himſelf the inheritance of an eſtate 
of 3oool. per ann.; and George, who mar- 
ried two wives ; firſt, Frances, daughter of 
Thomas More, of Gobions, in Hertford- 
ſhire, eſq; who died without iflue, and was 
buried at Beoly; ſecondly, Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter and ſole heir of Sir James Hales, knt. of 
the Dungeon, in the ſuburbs of the city

s particular account of the death of this worthy man 
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of Canterbury, relict of Sir Stephen Hales, 
of Snitterfield, in the county of Warwick, 
knight of the bath, who alſo died without 
iſſue, Oct. 4, 1678, and was buried on the 
ſouth fide the chancel. of the church of St. 
Mary Bredin, within the walls of the city 
of Canterbury ; and he himſelf died May 8, 
following at the Dungeon, which he po- 
ſefled in right of his wife, aged 51 years, 
and was buried by his ſecond lady [c]. The 
daughters of William Sheldon, eſq; were 
Elizabeth, married to Sir Thomas Gaſcoigne, 
of Barnbow and Parlington, in the county 
of Vork, bart. who died without iſſue; and 
Katherine. William, their father, died 
April 1659; and Elizabeth, his wife, Jan. 
20, 1656, and were both buried at Beoly, 
where monuments are erected over them [d]. 

Ralph Sheldon, of Beoly and Weſton, 
eſq; eldeſt fon and heir, was born Aug. 4, 
1624, and married Henrietta-Maria Savage, 
daughter of Thomas lord Darcy, of Chich, 
viſcount Colcheſter and earl Rivers, by whom 
he had no iſſue. This lady died in Lon- 
don, June 16, 1663, and was buried at 
Beoley. He died at his manor houſe of 
Weſton, in the pariſh of Long Compton, 
in the county of Warwick, on Midſummer 
day, 1684, aged 61 years wanting fix weeks. 
The day afterward his heart and bowels were 
buried in Long-Compton chancel, in a vault 
by thoſe of his father, mother, grand- 
father, &c. and on the 1oth of July follow- 
ing, his body in a vault by his anceſtors, un- 
der our lady's chapel, joining on the north 
ſide to St. Leonard's church, of Beoly. Sec 
monumental inſcription, No. 8. [e]. As he 
had no iſſue, and his brother, the Benedic- 
tine, piouſly refuſed to intermeddle with ſe- 
cular affairs, he left his eſtate to Ralph Shel- 


don, of Steeple-Barton, in Oxfordſhire, eſq: 


his next heir-male, ſon of Edward Sheldon. 
his firſt couſin, who was ſon of Ralph, 
{-cond fon of Edward Sheldon, eſq; by Eli- 
zabeth Markham. 

This Ralph Sheldon, the elder, was a per- 
ſon of ſuch rare worth and excellent qualities 
as deſerve particular notice. He was a great 
patron of learning and learned men, and wel! 
{killed in the hiſtory and antiquities of his 


ountry, {paring no money to ſet up a ſtanding

library 
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library at Weſton. He was a great friend to 
Anthony Wood, and left him a legacy of 4ol. 
He purchaſed the valuable MSS. of the in- 
genious Auguſtine Vincent, Windior Herald, 
and keeper of the records in the Tower, temp. 
Car. I. which at his death he bequeathed to 
the Heralds college, where they are {till pre- 
ſerved ; and allowed John Vincent his ſon a 
yearly penſion for many years. He travelled 
often to Rome, and ſpent ſome years there 
to furniſh himſelf with choice books, coins, 
and medals. In ſhort, he was of ſuch re- 
markable integrity, charity, and hoſpitality, 
as gained him the univerſal eſteem of all the 
gentlemen of the county; infomuch that 
he uſually went by the name of the Great 
Sheldon. Nov. 22, 1678, Mr. Tho. Marriott 
high ſheriff of Warwickſhire, and Ridley his 
under ſheriff, came with a warrant to Mr. 
Sheldon's houſe at Weſton, to impriſon him 
either in Warwick goal, or in London. And 
for the ſufferings' which himſelf and father 
had undergone 1n the civil wars, he was no- 
mnated by Charles II. one of the gentlemen 
of Warwickſhire, who were to have received 
the honour of the order of the Royal Oak, 
had it been inſtituted 3 his eſtate being then 
valued at 2000 /. per ann. the largeſt of any 
in the- county, except that of the Middle- 
mores of Edgbaſton, which was eſtimated at 
the fame annual value. 

Ralph Sheldon, of Steeple Barton, eſquire, 
before-mentioned, ſecond ſon of Edward by 
Elizabeth Markham, had that eſtate given 
him by his father. He reſided there in 1634, 
as appears by his pedigree, regiſtered and 
ſigned by himſelf, at the viſitation of Ox- 
fordſhire made that year [4]. He married 
Bridget, daughter of Anthony Morgan, of 
Heyford in Northamptonſhire, by whom he 
had iſſue Edward his heir. He died in 1658, 
and his lady June 25, 1670. 

Edward Sheldon, of Steeple Barton, eſquire, 
was baptized Dec. 14, 1624, married Ca- 
therine daughter of fir Philip Conſtable, of 
Zveringham in Yorkſhire, baronet, and had 
iſſue Ralph, Henry, Philip aged 17 years in 
1676, Anne, Mary a nun at Lovain in 1676, 
and Elizabeth. He died May 30, 1676, and 
was buried the day following in the church 
or St. Martin's in the Fields, in the county 
of Middleſex, as appears by the funeral cer- 
tificate taken at the time ſel. His lady ſur- 
vived him, and died April 30, 1681.

Edward Sheldon, of Beoley and Weſton, 
eſquire, was born Oct. 31, 1679, and mar- 
ried Elizabeth daughter of ſir John Shelly, 
of Michelgrove in Suftex, baronet, by Mary 
his ſecond wife, daughter and coheir of fir 
John Gage, of Firle, in the fame county, 
baronet, and aunt to the preſent fir John

firſt to Henry Fermor of Tuſmore, eſquire; 
ſecondly to fir George Browne of Kidding- 
ton, bart. both in the county of Oxtord, 
Mary, Catherine, Anne, and Barbara. He 
died June 16, 1736, and was buried at 
Beoley. | 

William Sheldon, of Beoley and Weſton, 
eſquire, eldeſt fon and heir, married Frances 
daughter of James Rooke, of Bigſware in 
Glouceſterſhire; and by her, who died in Nov. 
1776, and was buried at Beoley, has iſſue fix 
ſons; Ralph, William, Edward, James, 
Charles-Henry, George, and one daughter, 
Margaret-Frances, married in 1772 to Fran- 
cis Talbot, eſq. 4th brother of George, the 
preſent earl of Shrewſbury : He 1s the preſent 
lord of Beoley, likewiſe of Weſton in War- 
wickſhire, and the reſt of the antient patri- 
mony of his anceſtors, 1779. 

At Beoly was antiently a caſtle, of which 
the ruins are now ſcarcely to be ſeen.

of the ſecond window, Argent a bend be- 
tween a croſs croſlet fitche and a globe, Sable. 

Under an arch on the north ſide of the 
chapel is this inſcription :

ſuppoſes to be Mr. Sheldon, attainted as above 
mentioned for his adherence to king Richard 
III. in Boſworth Field.

This pariſh, or rather chapelry, formerly named Berga, lies in the lower di- 
viſion of the hundred of Oſwaldeſlow and in the deanery of Powick; and 


though diſtant eight miles from Overbury, yet acknowledges St. Faith of 


Overbury the mother church. It is bounded on the eaſt by Pendock, on 
the weſt by Redmarley-Dabitot and Bromſberough, on the ſouth by Elders- 
field, and on the north by Brutes-Morton, or Birts- Morton. 


"F418 townſhip gave ſurname to the 
antient family of Berga or Berewes, as 
lords thereof. For Robert de Berga teſtified, 
that the chapel built upon his own land in 
the village of Berga, was, ab antiquo, ſubject 
to God, our bleſſed Lady, and the mother 
church - of St. Faith, in Overbury ; ſo alſo 
ſaid Robert de Stokes, Robert de Renton, 
Henry de Sandford, and others [a]. | 
This grant king John confirmed by the 
name of the chapel and village of Berewe, 
teſtified by William earl of Arundel. 

Roger fon of Robert de Berga diſputed 
the right of patronage of the church of 
Berga with the prior of Great Malverne aud 
guardian of the priory of Worceſter, which 
lie was obliged to relinquiſh; upon which 
G. de Lindrudge was preſented by his uncle 
the prior of Worceſter to the church of 
Berga. 

Sotue time after, one Robert de Berga gave 
rent to Con, St., Mary, St. Wolſtan, and 
the priory of Worceſter, out of lands held of 
lum by Nicholas de Berga, in the hay of 
Berga; thus donation is witnefled by Mau- 
ger bithop of Worceſter, who lived in 
1200. | 

From this time I find no mention made 
of the fanuly of the Berewes, till the 12th 
vear of Edward II. and then only among 
witnefles to a grant to the priory of Wor- 
ceſter, in the following order: fir Simon de 
Cromb, knight; Nicholas Ruſſell, a perſon 


in thoſe days of great repute who lived at

Strenſham ; Alexander de Besford, alias Beſ- 
brooke, of an honourable family, from which 
deſcended the Harewells ; Robert Mucegroſs 


of Woollaſhull, and %u de Berewe lord of 


Borewe [5]. The next mention made of the 
family of the Berewes is John Alte Berewse, 
father of Simon Atte Berew, 37 Edward III. 
and after that, of Simon de la Berewe, father 
of Thomas de la Berewe. 1 Richard II. Mar- 
garet de la Berewe (her brother Thomas dy- 
ing without iſſue) married William Golafer ; 
upon which marriage the name of Be- 
rewe became extinct, and the inheritance 
of the family deſcended to the ſaid William 
Golafer, 15 Richard II. who was related 
to the Ruflells of Strenſham, and the 
Wintours of Hudington. This marriage 
was ſolemnized on St. Simon and St. Jude's 
day, 15 Richard II. teſtified by Alexander 
Bestord, Henry Bruyn, Richard Thurgrim, 
John Hambury, and Jeffery Hambury [c}. 

The lords of Berewe thus changing their 
names, their property fell into the hands of 
Jin Nanfan, of Birch-Morton, who was 
etquire of the body to Henry VI. and after- 
wards came to Sir Richard Nanfan, who 
2 Henry VII. was made ſheriff of this 
county for term of his life, and though his 
ſheriffalty after his deceaſe devolved to Sir 
John Savage, yet his heir at law Mr. John 
Nanfan enjoyed the eſtate of Berewe; which 
deſcended to his poſterity along with Birch- 
Morton, and now belongs to Charles Coote, 
earl of Bellamont, 1779 [4]. |

The Cnvkcu: 


The chaplain, or officiating miniſter of 
Berewe, was maintained by the priory of 
Worceſter ; but always ſubject in ſome 
degree to the vicar of Overbury. He is ſtill 
appointed and paid by the dean and chapter of 
Worceſter. 


The reQory or parſonage of Berrewe, alias 
e] Netherberrowe, belonged to the dean 
and chapter of Worceſter. At the time of the 
parliamentary ſurvey 1649, it was valued at 
90 J. and conſiſted of about 60 acres of land, 
and all the tithe of corn, grain, and hay, 
within the pariſh. 

The tenant of the re&ory repairs the 
chauncel and three bridges, Weſt-bridge, 
Farley-bridge, and old Strike-bridge. 


Ans and MonuMENTS. 

In the higheſt pane of the caſt window of 
the chancel were, in Mr. Habington's time, 
the arms of the priory of Worceſter. 

In the ſouth window of the ſame : Barry 
wavy of fix Argent and Gules on a bend, 
Sable, three beſants, Go:afer ; all gone. 


Within the communion rails on flat ſtones :

ſe] This pariſh was ſometimes called Netherberrowe, to diſtinguiſh it from Overberrowe, alias 
Overbury, the former being dependent on the latter, and both dedicated to St. Faith, 
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Anciently called Beford, ſometimes Beſbrooke, a chapelry annexed to the 
vicarage of St. Andrew in Perſhore, lies in the upper diviſion of Perſhore 
hundred, and deanry of Perſhore, and is bounded on the eaſt by Perſhore, on 
the weſt by Cromb-D'Abitot, on the ſouth by Defford, and on the north 
and north-weſt by Wadberrow. It is eight miles in circumference. 


T the time of Domeſday ſurvey, Beford 
A was rated at ten hides, and belonged 
to tlic abbot of Weſtminſter; four of them 
were in demeſne, and held of the abbot by 
Ililliam, a prieſt, He had there with his 
attendants one carucate and a half, and ten 
acres of meadow; a wood half a lewe in 
length, and three quarentines in breadth. It 


was worth 208. 


Of this land Ur/o held five hides. Edward 
and Leuric held them before. He had two 
carucates, and two villains, and two bordars 
with one carucate. There were four ſervants 


and two maids, and ten acres of meadow ; 


a wood half a lewe long, and three quaren- 
tines broad. It was worth 30 8. 

aller Ponther held one hide of the fame 
land, which did never pay taxes. It was 
always waſte, and worth fixteen pence [a]. 

Urſo's lands deſcended to the Beauchamps, 
his heirs. 20 Edward III. Thomas de Beau- 
champ held in Besford the lands (not being 
altogether ſo much as the aforeſaid five hides) 
which Guy de Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, 
formerly held. And 7 Henry VI. Richard 
de Beauchamp held the ſame in Besford which 
Thomas de Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, for- 
merly had []. 


Here was a manor with a large de- 


meſne and park (perhaps the ſame land that 


was held by the prieſt ſoon after the Con- 
queſt) belonging to Alexander Besford, who 


was patron of the church of Flavell in this 


county, 31 Edward J. and 15 Edward II. [e]. 


The name of Besford became at length 
extinct in Margere/, daughter and heireſs of 
another Alexander Besford, living 13 Henry 
IV. married to John Diccle/don of Diccleſ- 
don, now Dixton, or Dixon, in the 
county of Glouceſter, who had iflue two 
daughters, co-heireſſes. The eldeſt named 


Maud became the wife of John Huggetord, 
ſaj Domeſday, Tab. VI. 


a younger ſon of the Huggefords of Emſcote, 
co. Warw. from whom deſcended the family 
of the Huggefords of Dixton, a family 
which very antiently enjoyed the degree of 
knighthood [d]. 

The ſecond daughter, Elizabeth, married 
William Harwell, and left to the Harwells 
her ifſue the eſtate of Besford [e]. 

The firſt of the family of the Harwells 
in this kingdom, according to Stow, came 
into England with the Conqueror; and, to 
prove it an honourable family, he faith, fir 
John Harwell was regiſtered, in the Auguſtine 
friary at Briſtowe, among the knights of the 
counties of Gloceſter and Somerſet. 

But to deſcend to later times. John Hare- 
well, from whom the Harewells derive their 
pedigree, was prime juſtice of the peace in 
the county of Warwick, 7 Henry VI. [/]. 

William Harewell, who married the heireſs 
of Besford, was a younger ſon of the Harewells 
of Wotton-Wawen, in Warwickſhire [g]; 
and after the family were ſeated in this 
county, they enlarged their eſtate with 
Cowley, a delightful place, ſituated near 
Malvern-hill. They were again ſtrengthened 
by a marriage with Ruflel of Strenſham ; 
and further augmented their revenues by 
matching with a coheireſs of Vampage of 
Woolaſhull, and after with an heir of Berry 
of Hampton []. 

This family hath held ſeveral chief offices 
in this county. William Harewell was an 
eſquire and eſcheator of the county. 15 Henry 
VI. fir Edmund Harewell, knight of the 
Bath, was ſheriff of Worceſterſhire ; he 
was an excellent juſtice, and a learned gentle- 
man. Having been at a great expence in 
the ſervice of his country for many years, he 
was obliged at laſt to fell his eſtate to Willem 
Seebright of London, who by this means 
became lord of the manor of Besford [5].

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The Seabrights were originally of Sebright- 
Hall, in Much-Baddow, in Eſſex, where they 
were ſeated in the time of Henry II. and till 
the reign of Henry VIII. [4]. Mabel Sebright, 
a younger ſon of the family, had an eſtate 
called Brooke's-Place, in Much-Baddow, 22 
Ed. I. as appears by deed ; he married Ca- 
tharine daughter and ſole heir of Rafe 
Cowper, of Blakeſhall, in the pariſh of Wol- 
verley, which ſeems to have brought the 
family into this county: From him de- 
ſcended John Seabright of Blakeſhall, living 
6 Henry VII. who ſold his eſtate at Brooke's- 
Place that year [/]; and William Sca- 
bright, of Blakeſhall, who purchaſed this 
manor of the Harewells. This gentleman 
was town-clerk of the city of London 16 
Elizabeth, and raiſed a fair eſtate ; Habingdon 
calls him * the loving father of the poor of

in Lombard-ſtreet, October 27, 1620, was 
moſt honourably interred on the 26th of 
November following, in the church of St. 
Edmund the King, in that ſtreet, near Eli- 
zabeth his ſecond wife, who died Auguſt 6, 
161%, as appears by their original funeral 
certificates, preſerved amongſt the records of 
the College of Arms. | 

He left by will, the manor of Besford, and 
a fair inheritance to his nephew Edward Sca- 
bright, eſquire, ſon of his brother John; 
which Edward was created a baronet by 
Charles I. in 16263 and for his loyalty 
to that unfortunate prince, was obliged 
to pay 1809/. compoſition for his eſtate 
to the ſequeſtrators. His fon fir Edward 
was father of another fir Edward Seabright, 
of Besford, baronet, who added much to his 
eſtate by marriage with the heireſs of Saun- 
ders, of Beechwood, in Hertfordſhire [1]; 
and from him deſcended the preſent fir John- 
Saunders Seabright, of Beechwood, baronet, 
a lieutenant-general of his majeſty's forces, 
colonel of the royal Iriſh regiment of foot, 
member of parliament for the city of Bath, 
and the preſent lord of the manor of Besford, 
1779, as mey be ſeen by the annexed gene- 
alogical table.

chapel by John biſhop of Worceſter, 1578

Urſo d'Abitot's lands in Burlingham de- 
ſcended to his heirs the Beauchamps; for 20 
Edward III. it is recorded, that Thomas de 
Beauchauip held in Burlingham what Guido 
de Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, had ſometime 
held; and 7 Henry VI. Richard de Beauchamp 
held the lands in Burlingham which Thomas 
de Beauchamp earl of Warwick antiently 
held [5]. 

Beſide the land which was held by the 
Beauchamps, there was another manor in Bur- 
lingham. It appears by inquiſitions, that the 
following perſons were poſſeſſed of a manor 
here at different periods: William le Spencer 
died ſeiſed of Berlingham 2 Edward III. John 
de Haſtings held this manor 41 Ed. III. Richard 
Scroop, knight, and others, held Berlingham 
1 Richard I. for the abbot of Weſtminſter. 
And afterwards, in the ſame reign, John 
Burgh died ſeiſed of the manor of Bur- 
lingham [c]. 

One of theſe manors, together with a 
wood, in Besford, called Sexton's Wood, was 
granted by the king to John Carleton, 33 
Henry VIII. which Anthony Carleton alienated, 
4 Elizabeth, to Sir Thomas Ruſſell of Stren- 
ſham, knight [d]. It afterwards became the 
land of Sir //i/ham Ruſſell baronet, and now 
belongs to George-Iilliam earl of Coventry,

The other manor was antiently in the 
 Vampages, from whom it paſſed to the Han- 
Fords; and from them to the Sa/ways. George 
Booth eſquire came into poſſeſſion of it by 
marrying one of the daughters of Richard 
Salway, eſquire; and Mr. William Woodward 
purchaſed it of him. 

In the year 1773, Birlingham was in- 
cloſed by act of parliament, and found to 
contain about 800 acres. The land is good, 
and was valued very high by the commiſ- 
ſioners: the meadow at 1/7. 15s. the til- 
lage at about 1/. per acre, The expence of 
procuring the act, ſurveyor, and commiſſioners 
bills, &c. amounted to 1200/, exclufive of 
the hedges and fences.

On a braſs plate fixed to the north-wall 
of the chancel are engraven all Harezvel!”s 
quartered coats, the ſame as at Besford; ex- 
cept one coat, which is there omitted: Argent, 
a raven proper with a border Sable bezantè, 
which Mr. Habingdon takes to be Corbet 


of Cowleygh. 


The laſt two coats . here by Hare⸗ 
well are, Vert a croſs croſlet Or: Berry of 
Hampton: the other, Argent, a horn be- 
tween three trefoils ſlipped Sable, the arms 
of Elizabeth, daughter and heir of James 
Berry, wife of Mr. Edmund Harewell, 
mother of Sir Edmund Harewell knight of 
the Bath, and Mr. Francis Harewell ; and 
therefore not proper to Mr. Thomas Harewoell 
their uncle, for whom this mural monument 
is erected e]. 

Here is a monument repreſenting a man 
in a gown, with his wife, kneeling ; behind 
her, her daughter; and underneath is this 
inſcription : 

„Here lie the bodies of Thomas Hare- 
well of Burlingham, in the county of Wor- 
ceſter, and Margaret his wife, daughter of 
John Harman, eſquire, and widow to 
Richard Sheldon, of Spetchley, eſquire, which 
Margaret and Richard had iflue Mary Sheldon, 


who was married to Francis Harewell of 


Birlingham, eſquire, nephew to the ſaid 
Thomas Harewell : which Thomas died 
March 24, 1608. Margaret his wife died May 
26, 1600; and Mary the wife of Francis 
Harewell aforeſaid, Dec. 24, 1617.” 

There are other inſcriptions of ſmall note; 
but I inſert this, becauſe, though the Hare- 
wells are extinct, from them are deſcended 
{ſeveral conſiderable families in the county.

Berrowe, and North on Caſtle-Morton. About ſix miles in circumference. 


T the time of Domeſday ſurvey, Robert 

de Statford held Mortune, which be- 

fore was held by Alwin. There were 4 hides 
that paid taxes. Elvi covld go where he would. 
Ernold held it of Robert, and had 2 carucates 


in demeſne, and 7 villans, and 6 bordars 


with 4 carucates. There were 6 ſervants, 
and one burgage, paying ten ſhillings, and a 
ſalt- work paying two ſhillings and eight 
mitts of ſalt; a wood one mile long, and 
half a mile broad. In the Confeſſor's time it 
was worth 4 pounds, afterwards 3o ſhillings ; 
at the time of the ſurvey, four pounds [a]. 

It afterward belonged to John baron of 
Monmouth, and was granted by him to Ran- 
dolfe Brute and his heirs, to be held of him 
as chief lord ; but the honour of Monmouth 
being given by Edward I. to Edmund earl 
of Lancaſter, this manor was held of that 
dutchy. 

Randolfe Brute had iflue, Haller Brute, 
who, 20 Edw. I. granted for life the ſaid 
manor, with the advowſon (the third part 
being held by Bodama his wife in dower) to 
one Ralph Hachway (or Hacklute) for eight 
pounds yearly rent. Walter had iflue, two 
daughters; he gave Brutes-Morton to the 
youngeſt, who married Fo. Ruyball, who 
derived his name from a village in Ripple, 
ſo called at this day, though the family con- 
tinued but a few generations, and that many 
centuries ago [5]. | 

Mr. Habingdon mentions ſome decds of 


the Ruyhalls, 16 Edw. III. 22 Edw. III. 
and 22 of Richard II. there was a deed of 
Ruyhall's, dated at Brutes-Morton, witnefled 
by ſeveral eminent men of thoſe times. 
The family of Ruyhall had the manors of 
Brutes-Morton and Ruyhall, half the manor 
of Queenhull ſc], with other lands in di- 
verſe places. The arms of Ruyhall were 
painted in the windows of Birts-Morton, 
Argent 2 bendlets Gules and Vert. 

To the Ruyhalls ſucceeded Richard Old- 
caſtle, who by inquiſition found 10 H. V. at 
Upton upon Severn, held the manor of Birts- 
Morton of the king as of the dutchy of 
Lancaſter, by rendering yearly, at the feaſt 
of St. John Baptiſt, one roſe; and at the 
feaſt of St. Michael, one Canis de Mutd d] for 


all ſervices. Then it came between two 


filters, Wintelina married to Sir Robert Whit- 
ney, and IJſabell married to Malter Hacklute, 
eſq. Their continuance here was ſhort, for 
9 H. VI. 7ahn Nanfan was lord of Brutes- 
Morton and Berrow ; and by a deed, dated 
at Brutes-Morton, he paſſed this manor, 
with its appurtenances, unto Side de la Bere, 
for term of her life, the remainder to Ri- 
chard earl of Warwick : witneſſed by Hugh 
Cokeſey, Humphry Stafford, and William 
Litchfield, kat. [e]. 

The Nanfans were a very ancient family 
in Cornwall. Sir Richard Nanfan was grand- 
father to this John of Brutes-Morton, and 
ſon of Silveſter Nanfan, of Treriſe, eſq.

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They married with Greenfield, Treyvallian, 
Godolphin, Arundel, Fitz-James, and others. 
It is not certain when they came into Wor- 
ceſterſhire; but 24 Henry VI. the above-men- 
tioned John Nanfan was member of parlia- 
ment for the county [V/], together with John 
Throgmorton. He was an eſquire of the body 
to that king [g], governour of Jerſey, Guern- 
ſey, and the adjacent iſles ; captain and com- 
mander (an office entailed on his fon John) 
of the caſtle of Conque, in the dutchy of 
Normandy, and ſeignory appertinent; he was 
likewiſe keeper of Cardifte Caſtle in Wales. 
Among the records of this family is a deed, 
dated Rouen in Normandy, written in old 
French, purporting, that whereas the king 
had, by his letters patent, dated July 12, 1437, 
given to John Nanfan, eſquire to the body 
and captain of Conque, ſixteen hundred ſalutes 
Mor [45], rent, revenue, and heritage, by 
the year, to be received upon the baronies or 
other ſeignories in the dutchy of Normandy, 
in recompenſe for the ſum of 24,000 ſalutes 
d'or wherein the ſaid lord the king was in- 
debted unto the ſaid Nanfan; now this deed 
witnefſeth an aſſignment of certain lands in 
that dutchy unto him, in lieu thereof. He 
had four manors in Cornwall with ſtanneries 
of his own, and large revenues in Wales: in 
Buckinghamſhire, a manor called Buckland ; 
and other lands in Warwickſhire : in Wor- 
ceſterſhire, beſides lands in Longdon and 
elſewhere, the manors of Berrow and Birts- 
Morton. By his laſt will, dated 1446, he 
entailed three manors in Cornwall, in caſe his 
iſſue ſhould fail, on the family of Arundel 
of Lanhern, to whom he was related : a 
perſon of which family 1s repreſented on a 
monument in Birts-Morton church [J, and 


is there ſtiled biſhop of Cheſter [4]. 


John Nanfan afor-ſaid was a benefaRor to 
St. Michael's Mount in Cornwall, Little St. 
Bartholomew's hoſpita! in London, and the 
abbey of Tewkeſbury ; giving to this laſt 40 
marks annually to maintain two maſſes for 
ever, ordering his body to be buried in the 
abbey, appointing the abbot, with others, his 
executors, and Cicely dutcheſs of Warwick 
overſeer of his will. 

He was ſucceeded by his fon John Nan- 
fan of Birch-Morton, eſquire, and he by his 
ſon ſir Richard Nanfan, who 20 Edward IV. 
was ſheriff of Cornwall, and afterwards, by 
Henry VII. September 21, in the firſt year of 


his reign, made ſheriff of Worceſterſhire to 


him and his heirs, in acknowlegement of his 
ſervices to the houſe of Lancaſter. He had 
likewiſe the ſtewardſhip of the manor of 
Tewkeſbury, the keeping of the lodge and 
park there, as likewiſe that of Elmley Caſtle, 
the maſterſhip and keeping of Corſlawnde, 
with the paſturage and herbage there. The 
ſheriffalty he held two years, and then re— 
ſigned it to the king, employing himſelf in 
the wars in France. He was captain of Calais, 
made a knight, and eſquire of the body to 
Henry VII. [I]. 

The ſon and heir of Sir Richard was 7% 
Nanfan, who behaved himſelf valiantly in 
the wars; he married into the family of the 
Cornwalls, and from them had Thonnock, 
Loughton, and other eſtates in Lincolnſhire. 
It doth not appear how they loſt their great 
poſſeſſions, whether by forfeiture, extrava- 
gance, or otherwiſe; but for many years 
they were reduced to their three manors of 
Birts-Morton, Pendock, and Berrow, in 'this 
county. 8 

One Nanfan is ſaid to have been inſtru— 


mental in the firſt riſe of Cardinal Woolley,

Arundel was knight of the ſhire. 


[z) Eſquires of the body are after knights batchelors, but before all gentlemen of anceſtry. They 


array the king and unarray him, and no man elſe is to ſet hand on the king. The yeomen or ſquires of 
the robes are to take from the ſquire of the body all the king's ſtuff} as well for his ſhews as for his other 
geer; and a ſquire of the body ought to take the charge of the cupboard for all night. The above 
regulations were made by king Henry VII. Eſquires of the body (temp. Henry VIII.) took place 
before all ſquires, except the ſons of barons and bannerets.

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The laſt heir-male of this family, who 
poſſeſſed the eſtate, was Bridges Nanfan, of 
Birts-Morton, efquire, who died June 4, 
1704, leaving Catharine, his only child and 
heir, who ſucteded to this manor : ſhe was 
firſt married to Richard Coote, lord Coloony 
and earl of Bellamont of the kingdom of

She was ſucceeded in her eſtates by 
Richard earl of Bellamont, her only ſurviving 
fon, who died February 2, 1766, leaving one 
only child, lady Judith Coote, his heir, who 
died unmarried Jan. 16, 1771, and was bu- 
ried at St. Anye's, Soho, having in her life- 
time ſold the manor and advoWn of Peffdock 
to John Martin eſquire, of Ham- court, in 
the pariſh of Upton upon Severn, and by will 
left the manors of Birts-Morton and Berrow 
to her couſin Charles Coote of Coote-hill, in 
the county of 'Cavan in Ireland, efquire, the 
heir-male of her family; which Charles, on 
Auguſt 15, 1767, was created earl of Bella- 
mont, and is the preſent owner of the eſtate, 
1779. 

The manor-houſc is very antient, moated 
round. One of the parlours is wainſcotted with 
oak, and carved. The chimney-piece is cu- 
rious: in the middle compartment is Nanfan's 


arms with his quarterings : on each fide his 


alliances, Harley on the left, and Cornwall 
on the right : round the room are painted the 
arms of Thomas Harley, eſquire; Baſker- 
ville of Erdefley, eſquire; Thomas Corn- 
wall, eſquire; fir James Crofte, knight; ſir 
Thomas Throgmorton, knight; fir Henry 
Pole, knight ; the lord Copley ; John Blount 
of Eye, eſquire; William Rudhall, of Rud- 
hall, eſquire. John Wyet, gent. ; Brom- 
which of Bromſburrough, eſquire ; Roger 
Minors, eſquire ; Walter Vaughan, of Har- 
geſt, eſquire; Richard Manington, eſquire; 
Rowland Cole, gent.; John Delabere,

On the oppoſite ſide, a marble monu- 
ment, with a figure at full length, in 
memory of William Caldwall, eſquire, who 
married the right honourable Catharine 
counteſs of Bellamont; and after his re- 
turn from the command of rear admiral 
of the red ſquadron of the Britiſh fleet 
in the Baltick, died at Birts - Morton, in 
1718, aged 55 years; he was a brave ju- 
dicious and an experienced officer, a fincere 
friend, and true lover of his country. Alſo 
in memory of the right honourable Catharine 
counteſs dowager of Bellamont, daughter of 
Bridges Nanfan, eſquire, (and wife to the late 
right honourable Richard, earl of Bellamont, 
who died at New Vork, ) March 12, 17375 
aged 72 years. | 

In the church-yard a raiſed monument, 
with iron palliſades round it, in memory 
of Richard Coote, baron of Coloony and 
earl of Bellamont, died Feb. 2, 1766, aged 
83 years.” He was buried here by his own 
order, in a very deep grave, half filled up 
with ſtones. 

Againſt the eaſt wall on the right hand, 
as you enter the chancel, are the arms of 
Nanfan, with their quarterings, dated 1572.

B IS H A. M P O N, 


Formerly written Biſantone, a vicarage in the middle diviſion of Oſwaldſlow 
hundred, and deanry of Perſhore, fituated in the Vale of Eveſham, 
bounded on the eaſt by Churchlench and Rouſelench, on the weſt by 


Naunton and Peopleton, on the ſouth by Throckmorton in Fladbury, and 


on the north by Abberton. 


N the reign of the Conqueror, Roger de 
Lacy held ten hides in Biſhampton of the 
church of Worceſter, and of the manor of 
Hadbury ; and two foreigners held them of 
him. In demeſne were two carucates ; and 
a prieſt who had half a hide, and eight villans, 
and two bordars, with five carucates. Four 
men ſervants, and four maids, and a mill 
worth twelve pence, and twenty acres of 
meadow. It had been worth 12 pounds; at 
the time of the ſurvey it was worth 10 pounds. 
Four freemen held Biſhampton of the biſhop 
in the time of Edward the Confeflor, and 
were ſubject to all the fines and amerciaments 
of court, and paid cireſet [a], and offerings 
to the prieſt at burials, and were to be ready 
againſt all ſudden attacks by ſca or land, and 
attended all judiciary meetings within the 
hundred. Thoſe who held it at the time of 
the ſurvey performed the ſame ſervices [5]. 
In a leger of the biſhoprick of Worceſter, 
theſe lands are afterwards ſaid to belong to 
Hugh de Lacy, the. heir of Roger. Herbert 
de Ferches held five hydes of Hugh de Lacy; 
and Jobn Picard the other five, which he 
leaſed to Robert Pipard. In another place it 
is faid, that Robert Pipard and Malter Fiches 
had lands in this pariſh. The authentick 
leger of this biſhoprick, called the red book, 
compiled 27 Ed. I. certifies, that Robert de 
Semery, William de Kerdyff, and Fulk de Lucy, 
were ſeiſed of lands in Biſhampton. The 
records of the Tower, 9 Ed. II. mention an 


eleven months, 3 fortnight, allowed for time of payment, namely, from Dec. 2 5 to Nov. 11:

eſtate of Richard de Somery in Biſhampton. 
The wife of William de Timberhonge obtained 
the lands which had been held by Robert de 
Somery and William de Kerdyff. Some time 
after, Richard de Stary, who will be ſpoken 
of in Hampton-Lovet, was lord of Bithop- 
hampton. The book of Knights fees, 7 
Hen. VI. ſays, that /e heir of William $/9- 
bindon held five hides in Biſhampton, which 
William had before enjoyed. In the ſame 
book and year it is certified, that Fe heir of 
William de Lucy held five hides, which had 
been in the pofiefſion of William. The 
Walſhes of Sheldeſley-Walſh, and of whom 
there will be occaſion to ſpeak under that place, 
which was their principal ſeat, held lands in 
Biſhampton after this period. Sir Richard 
Iralſh, knight, having no male iflue, lett 
them to his daughters and coheirs ; one of 
whom, Catharine, wife of fir Thomas Brom- 
ley, of Holt, knight, brought a moicty of 
Biſhampton to her husband, which was 161d 
to Mr. William Keite ; who, purchaſing the 
other moiety of this manor of fir John Scu- 
damore, viſcount Sligo, ſucceeded to the 
lordſhip of Biſhampton. Mr. Throckmorton 
had lands here; and Mr, Norwood had four 
yardlands in Biſhampton [c].

The rectory of Biſhampton was, 4 Eliz. 


given, among other things, to the fee of 
Worceſter, in exchange for Hanbury, Bredon 
and other manors, which the queen took into 
her own hands. COP? 

In the parliamentary ſurvey, taken about 
the year 1647, when the biſhops lands were 
intended to have been ſold for the public ſer- 
vice, the rectory of Biſhampton was held by 
William Sheldon, eſquire, at the rent of 
13/. lot. and valued at 86/., over and above 
the ſaid rent. | 

The vicarage was then worth 30 J. per ann. 

Biſhampton was formerly a chapel to Flad- 
bury, and before biſhop Giffard's time Jordan 
de Wikervan, rector of Fladbury, ſued Tho. de 
Pippard, curate of the chapel of Biſhampton, 
for mortuaries, which he claimed as due to 
the mother church of Fladbury, and recovered. 
But Pippard appealing to Rome, the prior of 
Chidefwide, the prior of Oſeney, and the 
dean of Oxon, were appointed delegates; 
who decided the controverſy by dividing the 
mortuaries between them. This deciſion was

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Antiently Blockelet and B/ockel, is bounded by the pariſhes of Campden and 
Ebrington, alias Eburton, in the county of Glouceſter; Stretton upon Foſs, 
in the county of Warwick; Todnam, Lemington, Morton in Marſh, Batſ— 
ford, and Bourton on the Hill, in the county of Glouceſter. 


IT was formerly in the hundred of Win- 

burgtrowe ; but, in king Edgar's charter, 
Nordwica, a hamlet in this pariſh, and alſo 
Blockley itfelf, is mentioned as belonging to 
the hundred of Oſwaldeſlow. It remains 
now in the upper diviſion of Oſwaldeſlow, 
and in tne deanery of Blockley. . 

The church of Worceſter hath had a pro- 
perty in this pariſh from very early times. 
Burthred, king of the Mercians, gave biſhop 
Alwin, or Alhun, the monaſtery of Blockley, 
free from all entertainment of the king's 


falconers and huntſmen, except thoſe of the 
province of Wicciaz and from other taxcs, 
as wall-work, and ſending men to the 
wars ; for which the biſhop gave him 
ſhillings [a]. 

At the time of Domeſday ſurvey, the 6:/op 
held Blockelei. There were thirty-cight 
hides, which paid taxes. Of theſe twiuly- 
five and a half were in demeſne ; and there 
ſeven carucates, and a prieſt with one hide, 
and four radmen with fix hides, and fixty-three 
villains, and twenty-five bordars. Amongſt 
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them all they had fifty-one carucates. There 
were fourteen ſervants, ang twelve mills, of fifty 
two ſhillings all but three-pence, and twenty- 
four acres of meadow. A wood half a mule 
in length, and the ſame in breadth. It was 
worth before ſixteen pounds, then twenty [5]. 

Richard held two hides at Dicford, be- 
longing to this manor, and had there one 
carucate, and two villans, and one bordar, 
and two ſervants, with one plough. There 
were four acres of meadow. It was worth 
before, and at the ſurvey, thirty ſhillings. 
Alward formerly held it and did ſervice [o]. 

Auſgot held one hide and a half of the 
proper land of the villans, and had one ca- 
rucate, with one bordar. There were 
three acres of meadow. It was and had: 
been worth fifteen ſhillings [A4]. 

June 15, 32 Henry III. the king granted 
Walter biſhop of Worceſter free warren in 
his manor of Blockley ; and ſubjected every 
treſpaſſer to a penalty of ten pounds [e]. 

The king, May 7, 54 Henry III. granted a 
fair to continue ſix days, i. e. three days before 
the eve of St. Michael, on the eve, on the 
feaſt of St. Michael, and on the following day. 
The deed was witneſſed by Walter, archbi- 
ſhop of Vork; Nicholas, biſhop of Win- 
cheſter; Roger, biſhop of Lichfield and Co- 
ventry; John de Warren, earl of Surrey ; 
Willlam de Valence, the king's brother; 
Humfrey de Bohun, earl of Hereford ;_ Phil- 
lip Baſſet, and Robert Walleran [/]. 

9 Edward I. the biſhop had here in de- 


meſne five hundred and ſixty acres of arable 


land, with fix ſcore to the hundred, and 
one hundred and ninety-three acres of mea- 
dow; he had very extenſive woods and paſ- 
tures ; alſo fairs, oblations, and a mill [g]. 

A fair, which had been held in Blockley 


from time immemorial, was confirmed by 


Edward I. It laſted the eve and feaſt of St. 


Matthew, and fix days after; and, if not to 
the damage 'of the neighbouring fairs, cight 
days enſuing. Witneſſed by Robert, biſhop 
of Bath and Wells, chancellor; Edmund, 
earl of Cornwall ; John de Warren, carl of 
Surrey; William de Beauchamp, earl of 
Warwick, and others. Dated February 15, 
14 Edward J. [5]. 


Beſide the townſhip of Blockley this pa- 


riſh contains ſeveral hamlets. The bithop 


as lord of the manor holds a court-leet

ſeribed in the parliamentary ſurvey, as ſol-

Beginning at the four ſhire ſtone near 
Morton in Marſh, they extend to Dotne, 
including the ſame; and from thence to 
Batsford- field, and fo along to Camden-aſhes, 
taking in Upton-Old within this manor ; and 
hence to Broad Camden field fide; ſo to 
Everton-field fide; and then along by 
Charingworth grounds to Stretton-helds, 
including the two Ditchfords in this manor ; 
and ſo by Cadmin fields, and to Lemming- 
ton fields; and from thence to the four ſhire 
ſtone, where it began, including theſe ſe— 
veral hamlets : Blockley, Northwick, Pax- 
ford, Aſton, Draycot, the two Ditchfords, 
Dorne, and Upton-Old ; all. which are par- 
cels of this manor of Blockley. The whole 
is about twelve miles in circumference; | 

The lord grants one life in poſſeſſion, and 
three in reverſion, Widows have their free- 
bench. The executor has a year. A her- 
riot is due whenever a tenant dies in poſſeſ- 
ſion : it is the beſt beaſt, or, in default, the 
beſt piece of goods. The rehef is one year's 
quit-rent on the death of every freeholder. 
The rent roll amounted to 811. 11d. Fines, 
herriots, and perquiſites, to 3l. 6s. 8d. When 
the leaſes are expired, it may be worth 
7561. 7s. 4d. [i]. |

each of the townſhips in this pariſh ; be- 
ginning with the records ſubſequent to the 


Domeſday ſurvey. 


BLOCKLEY: 


In the biſhop's records, compriſing the time 
from the reign of king Stephen, to that of 
Richard II. are mentioned the names of many 
tenants, with their rents ; ſome paid in mo- 
ney, and ſome in dodokes of oats : which do- 
doke was a ſealed meaſure remaining in the 
cuſtody of the biſhop at Blockley. _ 

Adam, biſhop of Worceſter, 6 Edw. III. 
gave Walter le Porter in fee- tail a meſſuage 
and half a yardland, with the appurtenances 
in Blockley, which Robert de Priketayle 
lately held. Witneſſed by William de Even- 
lode, William lord of Dichford, John Da- 
betote, John de Worthwyke, and others, 
and confirmed by the chapter [4].

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William Gower, and Thomas Wye, held 
lands in Blockley, 20 Edward III. [/]. f 
Oppoſite the vicar's garden is a hill called 
the Parks, ſuppoſed to have been the park of 
the biſhop, who had a palace at Blockley, be- 
fore the Reformation. It now belongs to Sir 
John Ruſhout, bart. and is held by leaſe under 
the biſhop of Worceſter. 

Two fairs are kept here, one on the ſe- 
cond Tueſday after Eaſter day, and the other 
on Old Michaelmas day : neither of them 1s 
much frequented unleſs for hireing ſervants. 

Blockley wood contains 205 acres, or by 
18 feet pole, only 172 a. 2 r. and 14 p. 

When the biſhop's lands 
were alienated this manor was ſold to Wil- 
liam Combe, for 1 394l.

Upton, frequently mentioned above, or, 
as it was anciently written, Uppetune, 
is not conſidered at this time as a diſtinct 
hamlet, but is united with the townſhip of 
Blockley. The land is occupied at preſent 
as two farms, called the hither and the far- 
ther Upton-Old. 

The townſhip of Blockley contains ſeventy- 
one half yardlands.

The family of Huncks was remaining 
in Northwick in 1569, when Robert 


Cooke, eſq. Clarencieux king of arms, made 


his viſitation of Worceſterſhire, Robert 
Huncks of Northwick then entering his 
pedigree [m]; and it appears in Cooke's 
church notes [u], that the following arms 
were in the windows of his houſe. 1. An 
eſcutcheon charged with three mullets, with- 
in an orle of bezants ; Creſt, a greyhound cur- 
rant, Huncks. 2. Huncks impaling on a 
cheveron three goats paſlant, Gaytwaye, 
3- Huncks impaling a feſs, and in chief a 
mullet between two pellets, Dinely. 

In the time of Edward I. Amicia d- 
Kingesford held one hide in Northwick. 
The ſame land was held 20 Edward III. by 
John de Qypſton [o). At the fame time 
Thomas de Clypſton held the one hide which 
Robert de Northwick formerly held [p]. 
John Chylde afterwards held a hide in 
Northwick, which had been Clypſton's [g]. 
This John Chylde, together with Thomas 
Waleye and John Gyleworth, ſucceeded 
Thomas Hunckes in the land, which was 
ſome time held by Robert de Clypſton. 

The family of Childe has been of great 
antiquity 1n this place; Richard le Childe, 
or Enfant (for the name was variouſly 
written) was living at Northwick, Nov. 21, 
1320; as was William le Childe, Dec. 15, 
1350, and Thomas in 1349, and 1353. 
Thomas Childe was eſcheator of the county 
of Worceſter 5 Hen. VI. an officer choſen 
de melioribus armigeris comitatuss William 
Childe, of Northwick, eſq. was high-ſheriff 
of this county 28 Eliz. as was William Child, 
of Penſax, his ſon, 41 Eliz.; the family 
continued here till the reign of Charles II., 
when they ſold the manor of Northwick, 
which 1s included in the Biſhop's great ma- 
nor of Blockley, to Sir James Ruſhout, 
bart.

Sir James Ruſhout, bart. who purchaſed 
Northwick, was ſon of John Ruſhout, of 
Maylards, in Eſſex, eſq. who was born at 
Rouſſeler, in Flanders, being deſcended from 
an eminent houſe in Bretagne, as appears by 
a pedigree in poſſeſſion of the family, at- 
teſted under the hand and ſeal of Henry 
Prevoſt de la Val, eſq. Artois king of arms to 
his Catholick majeſty, reſiding at Bruſſells 
1652. Sir James was born March 22, 1643; 
created a baronet 13 Car. II. 1661 ; ſerved in 
parliament for Eveſham upwards of thirty 
years without interruption ; except the con- 
vention parliament at the Revolution, when 
he had the honour to be choſen for the county 
of Worceſter. In May 1697, he was ap- 
pointed ambaſſador extraordinary to the Grand 
Seignior, but died the February following, 
Juſt as he was going to ſet out, and was bu- 
ried at Northwick. The eſtate deſcended 
to Sir John Ruſhout, bart. his fourth ſon.

By this worthy gentleman I was hoſpita- 
bly received and agreeably entertained Nov. 
13, 1774. His memory, good humour, and 
politeneſs, being then in their full bloom ; 
old age, which in general is not to be wiſhed 
for, ſeemed to him rather an ornament than 
a burden. He was born the day on which king 
Charles II. died. His mother was a zeaious 
proteſtant, and by her apprehenſions of popery, 
on the acceſſion of James II. is ſuppoſed to have 
haſtened his birth. He diedFeb. 2, 1775 ; and 
was ſucceeded in title and eſtate by fir John 
Ruſhout, baronet, his only ſon, the preſent 
owner of this manor, 1779, who has greatly 
improved the eſtate. 

The manor houſe was altered about the 
year 1730, under the direction of the earl of 
Burlington. The three beſt rooms have no 
fire places. Here are ſome portraits and other 
pictures; one of lord Lechmere, and an ori- 
gnal one of Mr. Addiſon, who was member

of parliament for Malmſbury at the ſame 
time with fir John Ruſhout. The park is 
ſtocked with deer, and the ſoil of it is very 
| favourable to the growth of timber. Among 
many fine trees there is an oak 30 feet long in 
the body, 13 feet 3 inches round the middle, 
70 feet high, and 60 feet in the ſpreading of 
the head : another tree which ſeems to grow 
from the ſame root is 28 feet long in the 
body, and 8 feet 3 inches round the middle. 
In the year 1778, the houſe was again al- 
tered. 


PAXFORD. 


In the book of tenures, in the time of Ed- 
ward I. Robert Fitzwill;ams is mentioned as 
holding half a hide in Paxford. This is con- 
firmed by the Red Book. Alice de Argento held 
a yardland, which afterwards pafled to Maud 
Selvere. John Leger, the ſon of Robert, 
held half a hideland. He alſo held a yard- 
land, which was beſtowed on the cllege of 
Weſtbury; and, at the ſuppreſſion of that 
houſe, was given by the king, 35 Hen. VIII. 
to fir Ralph Sadler, together with a capital 
meſſuage, and another yardland in Paxford, 
belonging to the college. From fir Ralph 
they came to John Fletcher, 3 and 4 Philip 
and Mary. 

John Fitswilliiams held a yardland, which 
deſcended to John Lawrence, and from him 
to the college of IVeſibury; in all proba- 
bility, this is the other yardlar.d which was 
granted to ſir Ralph Sadler. 

This hamlet contains thirty-czght half 
yardlands. Three fourths are life-hold. un-

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The lands in the pariſh of Blockley are a 
mixture of arable, meadow, and paſture; 
The hilly parts, eſpecially thoſe near the 
pariſhes of Bourton on the hill and Camp- 
den, abound in ſtone quarries, ſome pro- 
ducing good ſtone for building, and others 
for dry walling, the kind of fence generally 
in uſe on the hills. 

The whole pariſh is plentifully watered. 
Here are chalybeate ſprings ſtrongly im- 
pregnated, ſome of an incruſting, and others 
of a petrifying quality, A brook which riſes 
in Bourton wood flows in a ſerpentine courſe 
through the extent of the pariſh, from weſt 
to eaſt, and empties itſelf into the Stour, near 
Shipſton. The conſtant {ſupply of water has 
given encouragement to the erection of many 
filk and corn mills on the ſtream. In the 
town of Blockley are ſeveral corn and five 
filk mills. The firſt filk mill was built by 
Mr. Henry Whatcot, who died in 1718. This 
manufacture employs numbers of perſons, 
both old and young, from a conſiderable 
diſtance round Blockley, and meets with 
great fucceſs. 

From this circumſtance we may account 
for the great increaſe of inhabitants of late 
years. 5 Eliz. it contained 87 families, In 
1757, the number was as follows : Blockley 
172 familes; Northwick 9; Paxford 28 ; 
Draycot 27; Aſton 43; Ditchford 5; Dorn 
4. In all 288 families. In the year 1776, 
it contained near 300, according to the re- 
turn made to biſhop North. 

From 1601 to 1620 the baptiſms were 731. 
The burials 353. From 1755 to 1774, the 
baptiſms 880. The burials 610. And the 
marriages in the ſame period were 203.

At the eaſt end of the north aile, over the 
vault belonging to the Ruſhout family, a 
marble monument has lately been erected to 
the memory of fir James and lady Alice 
Ruſhout, the counteſs dowager of North- 
ampton, and fir John and lady Anne Ruſhout, 
and ornamented with their buſts: thoſe of fir 
James, fir John, and lady Northampton, were 
carved by Rysbrack; thoſe of lady Alice and 
lady Ann, by Moore.

N Domeſday book it is recorded by the 

name of Beclintun, among the lands of 
the Biſhop of Hereford, who held it of the 
king. Turchil had held it, and could go 
where he would. There were eight hides 
taxable, In demeſne two carucates, and two 
radmen, and four villains, and eight bor- 
darers, with ten carucates. There were 
twelve men ſervants; a wood one lewe and 
a half long, and half a one broad. It had 
been worth fix pounds, was then worth four 


pounds ; and there might have been four 
carucates more [a]. -

This place, like many others, had lords 
who aſſumed their name from it: Philip de 
Boklynton, lord thereof, occurs in a deed 
10 Ed. II. his arms on a ſeal appendant 
thereto being 3 pheons [5]. John de Bok- 
lington, lord of Boklington, gave lands 
to William his ſon, 17 Ed. III. [e]; and 


it appears in the Book of Aids in the 


exchequer, that John de Boklington held 
Boklington 20 Ed. III. of which John de 
Boklington, his grandfather, was formerly 
ſeized. From this John deſcended Philip 
Bokelton of Bokelton, cſquire, who in

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+ Hen. VI. held ſuch an eſtate here and in 
Herefordſhire, that he was ſummoned by 
Humfrey, duke of Glouceſter, lieutenant of 
England, as an efquire to attend the king's 
perſon with horſe and arms into France. He 
died without iſſue, leaving Katherine his ſiſter 
his heir, who was married to John Fawkes, 
and had iflue Nicholas Fawkes, eſquire, lord 
of Bockleton, who had three daughters his 
coheirs, of which Anne was the wife of fir 
Roger Adlon, knight, third ſon of Richard 
Acton of Sutton, in this county, eſquire. 

This Sir Roger Acton of Bockleton was 
knighted by king Edward IV, and left this 
manor to his poſterity. Thomas Acton 
eſquire reſided here in 1569, as did his de- 
ſcendent Thomas Acton, eſquire, in 1634 [J]; 
but in the laſt century the family expired in 
an heir- female Elizabeth, daughter and heir 
of Nicholas Acton of Bockleton eſquire, mar 
ried to Charles Baldwin of Elſich iu Shrop- 
ſhire, Chancellor of the dioceſe of Hereford, 
whoſe deſcendent Charles Baldwyn of Aqui- 
late in Staffordſhire, eſquire, now one of the 
knights of the ſhire for the county of Salop, 
is the preſent lord of Bockleton, and owns 
nearly the whole pariſh ; but Sir Walter 
Blount of Soddington, bart. is lord-para- 
mount, 1779. 

Hvu1.r., in the pariſh of Bockelton, ſo called 
from its ſituation on a hill, in the reign of 
Edward the firſt, was the land of William de 
la Hull. After him ſucceeded Ralf his fon 
and heir; and William de la Hull held it in 
the time of Ed. II. John de la Hull, 35 
Ed. III. was the laſt of this name in Hull. 
16 Rich. II. Jon Somner was ſeiſcd of Hull. 
Another perſon of the fame name was re— 
turned into the exchequer as an eſquire, to 
attend the king to France, 7 Hen. VI. ; but 
before this time they had loſt Hull; for 
3 Hen. VI. Thomas IV hitgrove appeared here; 
and this name remained in Hull till the death 
of Thomas Whitgrove, January 16, 5 Ed. 
IV. 

Thomas Whitgrove de la Hull, in Bockel- 
ton, was receiver of the revenues of the earl- 
dom of March, for that mighty prince Ri- 


chard duke of York, father of king Edward

the fourth. His daughter and heireſs Iſabel 
married Thomas Barnaby of Ludlow in 
Shropſhire, a great officer under Edward 
IV. ia whoſe ſervice he was killed at Towton 
Field. From this match ſprung the Barnabys 
of Hull. After ſome deſcents, Thomas Bar- 
naby wedded Joan, coheir of Walter Acton, 
of Acton. Next, Richard Barnaby married 
Mary eldeſt daughter and coheir of Richard 
Habington, of Brookhampton, in Hereford- 
ſhire, by whom he had William Barnaby his 
ſecond ſon, whoſe ſon John Barnaby took to 
wife the daughter of fir Thomas Cornwall, 
baron of Burford, 

Richard Barnaby of Hull and Aon, eſq. 
regiſtered his pedigree at the viſitation of 
Worceſterſhire, 1569; as did John Barneby 
of Hull at that in 1634; and Nicholas 
Barneby of Hull, eſq. in 1682 [e]. The eſtate 
now belongs to Mr. Baldwin. 

Hull remained in the younger bench of 
Barnaby, the elder iſſue of this family dwel- 
ling at Brookhampton, which they inherit 
from the Habingtons [/]. 

This pariſh meaſures about two miles from 
north to ſouth, and three from caſt to welt, 
The proſpect on the ſouth fide is very plea- 
ſant. The ſoil is cold and not very fruitful. 
Here are ſix freeholders. 

Bockleton pays to the land-tax, at 4s. in 
the pound, 85/7. 14s. It paid to the poor in 
1776, 621. 5s. 11 d. 


The CHunxck. 


The treaſurer of Hereford has the great 
tithes of Bockleton, and a glebe of about 
ſixty acres. In a leger of the priory of Wor- 
ceſter, we read: Magiſter Robertus Geof- 
« ferey theſaur, eccleſiae Hereford. cujus dig- 
* nitati eccleſia de Bockelton eſt appro- 
« pnata,' 

In 1524 Bockelton was augmented by be- 
nefaction from the Baldwyn family, and made 
a perpetual curacy. The right of nomination, 
with the treaſurer's conſent, was veſted in 
the Baldwyn's, purſuant to an act ... G. I. 
and Mr. Rock, then curate, was nominated 
and licenſed again.

Arms and MonuMENTS. 


In the north window of Mr. Barnaby's 
chapel adjoining to the chancel are his arms: 
Argent a lion paſſant guardant between three 
eſcallops Sable. 

On the north ſide of the ſame chapel is a 
fair raiſed monument, on which is the por- 
traiture of a gentlematn all armed, except his 
head, his hands joined in prayer; on his right 
ſide his gauntlets; at his feet a lion ſeiant 
guardant; by him his wife, at her fect an 
eagle open; between them an helmet, wreath, 
and Barnaby's creſt, a lion couchant: over 
them this inſcription : |

N the Conqueror's ſurvey it is mentioned 

as part of the manor of Northwick. It 
belonged to the church of Worceſter ; and was 
held by Walter Ponther, who had three 
hides there : he had one carucate with two 
bordars and two ſervants. There were ſix- 
teen acres of meadow, and a wood of two 
quarentines. It was worth 25s. in king Ed- 
ward's time, but at the ſurvey, 20s. Bric- 
tivoldus, a prieſt, had held it, and did ſer- 
vice at the will of the biſhop. There was a 
wood which was included in the King's 
foreſt [ a]. | 

28 Ed. I. it was the inheritance of John 
de Bredicote; and 3 Ed. III. it belonged to 
Sir John Watkinton, knt. of a family once 
famous in this county. 

May 16, 1 Richard II. the manor of Bre- 
dicot and the advowſon of the church came 
to the priory of Worcefler by the gift of 
William de Aſtley chaplain, John de Kirke- 
by, and John de Welleſburg, who had held 
them of the priory by the ſervice of half a 
knights fee [5]. 

From the prior and convent the manor and 
advowſon came to the dean and chapter. 

In the time of king Edward III. an inqui- 
ſition was held before Thomas le Brugg, eſ- 
chactor, and it was found that the manor of 
Bredicot, with the advowſon, were of the 
yearly value of five marks over and above all 
repriſes. 

Thomas Hawklow releaſed all right and

% Some have ſuppoſed, that the words ſolidata terre was as much land as was of the annual 
value of twelve pence ; others, that it contained twelve acres : It is ſtill more difficult to fay, what is 
meant by viginti librate terre; ſome have ſuppoſed, in the proportion above-mentioned, the librata 
to have been twenty times twelve, or 240 acres ; others, that it was as much land as was of the 
yearly value of one pound; but either of theſe interpretations imply much too great a quantity and 
value, as we ſee the little manor of Bredicot (the whole pariſh at preſent worth about 300 l. a year) 
given in full ſatisfaction of an hundred /olidatac, and twenty /ibratae : the pariſh contains, perhaps,

be the name of a great foreſt : Braidd, great, 
and Den, foreſt. | 

Breedon has alſo been obſerved to ſignify a 
place at the root of a hill. Brazdd, extremity, 
and Don, hall. 

A monaſtery was founded at Breedon be- 
fore the year 716, by Eanulf, grandfather 
to king Offa, and was dedicated to St. 
Peter. Eanulf received the lands for that 
purpoſe from his relation Ethelbald king of 
Mercia [| a]. 

In 780, Offa king of the Mercians gave to 
the church, which his grandfather Eanulf had 
erected in Breedon, twenty manſes at Werſt- 
hylle and Coftune, a wood adjoining to them, 
with meadows, paſtures, and rivulets [5]. 

The ſame year Offa gave thirty-five acres 
of tributary land to this monaſtery : of which 
land five manſes were ſituated at Teottingtun 
upon the banks of a brook called Cerent : 
ten caſſats lay at Wuaſſanburnan, on the eaſt 
of which was a ford called Geolwaford, and 
on the weſt a ſpring called Gytingbroc : ten 
manſes at Codeſwellan upon the mountain of 
the Wiccians: and ten at Nortun near a 
brook called Tyrl [c]. 

Bertuulf king of the Mercians exempted 
the monaſtery of Breedon from the engage- 
ment of feſtingmen or frankpledge : in re- 
turn for which, the abbot Eanmund and the 
convent gave him a large filver quoit, finely 
worked and of great value, and one hundred 
and twenty mancuſes of pure gold [d].

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This houſe ſubſiſted under an abbot of it; 
own till after the year 841; but ſome time 
before the Conqueſt it became part of the 
poſſeſſions of the b;ſhoprick of Worceſter [e]. 
In all probability Breedon was annexed to the 
biſhoprick in 964, when it was included by 
king Edgar in the hundred of Oſwaldſlow, 
which he granted to the church of Wor- 
ceſter. 

In the Conqueror's time Breedon belonged 
to the biſhop. There were thirty-five hides 
that paid taxes. In demeſne were ten hides, 
and three carucates, and thirty-three villans, 
and thirteen bordars, with twenty carucates. 
There were fix ſervants, and a mill of 6s. 
8d. and eighty acres of meadow. A wood 
two mules in length, and a mile and half in 
breadth 3; from which the biſhop received 
10s. and whatever profits aroſe from honey, 
game, and other things. In the reign of 
Edward the Confeflor it was worth 10 l.; in 
the Conqueror's time it wanted 10s. of that 
ſum [V]. 

Three hides at Teotintune, and one hide 
at Mitune, belonged to this manor, and were 
appropriated to the food of the monks. In de- 
meſne were five carucates, and twelve villans, 
and fix bordars, with nine carucates. There 
were ten men ſervants, and three maid ſer- 
vants, and forty acres of meadow, and two 
quarentines of wood. It was worth, before 
and after the Conqueſt, 41. [g]. 

Alilric the archdeacon held two hides at 
Codeſtune of this manor ; and had there two 
carucates, and a prieſt, and four villans, and

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ſeven bordars, with three carucates. It was 

and is worth 30 8s. Brieſteg the biſhop had 

leaſed this land to Dodo his tenant; but 

archbiſhop Aeldred conteſted his ſon's title 

to it in the time of the Conqueror [þ]. 

The ſame Urſo held four hides at Weſt- 

monecote, and had there three carucates, and 

one villan, and two bordars, with one caru- 

cate, There were fourteen ſervants, and 

twelve acres of meadow, It had been worth 

os. ; at the Conqueſt it was worth 60s. 

Brifuin had held it, and did whatever ſervice 

the biſhop required []. 

Of this manor Durand held two hides -at 

Nortune, where he- had one carucate,' and 

two bordars with one carucate, and fix acres 

of meadow. It was and had been worth” 
20s. Lewin had held it; and was on that 

account the biſhop's radman. 

Of the places which are here ſaid to be- 

long to the manor of Breedon, Teotintune 1s 

now a chapelry in the pariſh of Overbury ; 

the reſt, Mitune, Codeſtune, Nortune, and 

Weſtmdnecote, are {till in this pariſh, and 

will be ſpoken of in their order. But firſt 

of Breedon. 

The manor of Breedon paſſed from the 
biſhop to the crown 4 Eliz. and ſoon after to 
Thomas Knowles, who in the eighteenth 
yeat of the ſame reign alienated it with the 
appurtenances and adyowſon to Thomas 
Copley and George Horniold ; which Tho- 
mas Copley came from Beding in Suftolk, 
and reſided at Norton in Bredon 1 56g, as did 
Thomas, his ſon, in 1634 [&]. The chief 
landholder at this time is Mr. Dark, 


M1iTToON 


is a chapelry ſituated a mile and a half ſouth 
from the church of Breedon. About the 
year 873, it was given to the church of 
Morcgſter by Burrhed; the laſt abſolute king 
of the Mercians [/]T. Sometime after the 
Conqueror's reign Robert Etilia held one hide 
in Mitton [m].

CUTSDEAN, 


formerly Codeſtune and Coteſdon, a chapelry 
on Cotſwold hills, diſtant about twelve miles 
from the church of Breedon, is bounded on 
the eaſt and north by Todington, on the weſt 
by Farmecote, and on the ſouth by Fourd, 
all in Glouceſterſhire. 

It was given to the church of Worceſter 


by Offa king of the Mercians [p]. We have 


ſeen in Domeſday that it had been ſevered 
from the church before the Conqueſt ; and 
that a diſpute concerning the title to it ſub- 
ſiſted at the time of the ſurvey between 
Aeldred the archbiſhop and the ſon of Dodo; 
in which Aeldred ſeems to have been un- 
ſucceſsful. From the heirs of Dodo it paſſed 
to fir William Peverell de Bellocampò, knight, 
who reſtored Codeſton to the priory of Wor- 
cefter; William his heir aflenting thereto. 
This grant was witneſſed by Hamon, abbot 
of Bordeſley, Geoffrey, archdeacon of Wor- 
ceſter, and Robert earl of Leiceſter [q]. 

The next accouut informs us that the 
prior of Worceſter held two hides in Co- 
deſton [T]. And 7 Hen. VI. John prior of 
Worceſter held the third part of a knights 
fee in Coteſdon which his predeceflors had 
formerly held [s]. 

33 Hen. VIII. the priory of Worceſter 
having been diflolved, the king gave Co- 
deſtan to Richard Andrews, who alienated the 
ſame in the following year to William Free- 
man. It was afterward the lordſhip of Mr. 
Fuzwilliam Coningsby, and Mr. Coningsby 
Freeman, being divided into two parts. 

The principal part now belongs to Edward 
Devereux, viſcount Hereford, in right of his 
wife Charlotte, daughter and coheir of An- 
thony Tracy-Keck of Stanway in Glouceſ- 
terſhire eſquire. The hamlet was incloſed 
about the year 1772, and the rector of Bre- 
don has 30) acres, let for 120 pounds; but

is a chapelry lying about a mile north from 
the church of Breedon. In ſome of the 
records it 1s written Morton. 

The firſt tenant who appeats after the 
time of the Domeſday ſurvey is James le 
Poher ; he held two hides in Northton, 
which deſcended to John Brax and Norman 
Waſkbourn. Walter de Weſtmanecote held 
half a hide; this land came to Fobn Powre, 
and paſſed from him to Waſhbourn [t]. 

In the time of Ed. I. Robert de Morton 
held two hides, and David the ſon of Robert 
half a hide in Morton [r]. And 7 Hen VI. 
the heir of John de Morton held the third 
part of a knight's fee in Morton, which the 
ſaid John had held [w]. 

The family of Copley, who purchaſed the 
manor of Bredon, 18 Eliz. were ſome time 
ſeated at Norton (ſee the preceding page). In 
1682 Willam Hancock efquire, barriſter at 
law, was lord of this manor, and reſided 
here [x]; and his deſcendant Peter Hancock of 
Twining in Glouceſterſhire, eſq. died ſeiſed 
of Norton about 1775 3 leaving two daugh- 
ters coheirs, married into the families of 


Maxwell and Embry. 
WzesTMANCOT, 


a hamlet in Breedon. In the reign of Ed. I. 
Robert de Penedok held four hides in Weſt- 
manecote of the biſhoprick of Worceſter [Y]. 
7 Hen. VI. the heir of Jahn de Pendok held 
the lands in Weſtmancote which the ſame 
John had formerly held [2]. T his muſt 
have been Henry de Pendok, whoſe lands 
conſiſting of four hides fell to Henry Raus, 
anceſtor of fir John Rous, twice ſheriff of 
the county of Worceſter, before the conclu- 
ſion of this reign [a]. 


KELMESHAM. 


There is a hamlet of this name in the 
pariſh of Breedon. In the time of Ed. I. 
John de Bonvill held one hide of the manor 


of Breedon in Kelmeſham [ö]. Afterward 
Juliana de Boleville held one hide here. In 
proceſs of time Peter Crock came into poſ- 
ſeſſion of this land, and was ſucceeded by fir 
Walter Pole knight [e]. 


. HERDwWICK 


is another hamlet in Breedon. Gilbert de 
Henlege held lands of Peter de Salſo mariſco 
in Herdewyke [4]. 13 Ed. II. 1319, Thomas 
Cobham, biſhop of Worceſter, granted to 
William Tne and Joan the daughter of 
Richard le Cartere, and the heirs of their 
bodies lawfully begotten, one meſſuage and 
one yardland, with the appurtenances in 
Herdwyke, to hold of him and his ſucceſſors, 
at the yearly rent of two and twenty ſhillings, 
and in default of ſuch iflue to return to him 
and his ſucceflors [e]. 


The biſhop had free-warren granted him 


in his demeſnes at Breedon by the king, 39 


Hen. III. and had alſo, as belonging to his 
biſhoprick, a houſe and park with fiſheries [/]. 
In the following reign there was a diſpute 
concerning the warren between William 
Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, and Godfrey 
Giffard, biſhop of Worceſter; the reſult of 
which was, that the earl allowed the biſhop 
and his ſucceſſors to have a warren in Breedon 
within the following bounds: from the bank 
of Avon, where a little brook which ſeparates 


the fields of Norton from Eckington runs 


into it, up between the fields of Norton and 
Wollaveſhall to the top of Breedon hill, and 
the great ſtone hanging under the hill; and 
there along the ſame hill without the ditch 
called Hayldych ; thence deſcending by the 
arable lands and diviſions between Kene- 
marton, Weſtmanecote, and Breedon, to the 
bridge of Eſton upon Karrente; and ſo be- 
tween the banks of Avon and Karrente to the 
lands of Nicholas de Morton and his tenants 
in Morton, where the warren of the earl of 
Warwick commences. The biſhop was to 
hold this warren with its appurtenances, 
without any moleſtation from the earl or his 
heirs; but a right was reſerved to the car] 
and his heirs, when they ſhould come to 
their manor of Aumeleye, ſituated within

Biſhop Sandys, in his anſwer to the queries 
of the privy council, 5 Eliz. ſaith: The 
parſon of Bredon pretendeth, keepeth, and 
« excuſeth, that his church and pariſh, with 
the chapels of Norton, Mitton, and Cud- 
deſdon, are exempt from the juriſdiction of 
the ordinary ; that he hath probate of wills, 
and committing of adminiſtrations.” Theſe 
privileges are ſtill preſerved. 

It is one of the moſt valuable rectories in 
the dioceſe of Worceſter. The advowſon 
belonged to the lord of the manor till Mr. 
Copley ſold it to Henry Sutton, D. D. whoſe 
grandſon fold it to John Webb, who ſuc- 
ceeded Dr. Sutton as patron and rector.

HIS manor, as well as Icombe, was 


given by king Offa to the church of 


Worceſter, Eathored being then biſhop, about 
the year 786 [a]. 


In Domeſ1ay it is ſaid to be the lands of 


the church of Worceſter, and is joined with

Halhegan, or Hallow, and called Brade- 
weſham. There were ſeven hides that paid 
taxes. In demeſne only one hide; and there 
were two carucates, and ten villans, and 
ſeventeen bordars, with ten carucates. There 
were four men ſervants, and two maids, and 


. 

two mills, worth ten ſhillings, and a fiſhery 
producing twenty ſtrings of eels, and twenty 
acres of meadow, and a wood one mile long 
and one broad. To this manor belonged ten 
houſes in Wich of 5 ſhillings value, and a 


falt-pan yielding 50 mitts of ſalt, Two 
radmen held two hides of this land, and 


the Confeſſor it was worth a hundred ſhil- 
lings, and was of the ſame value at the time 
of the ſurvey [5]. 

Alanus de Bradwas gave his lands here 
to the priory of Worceſter. Sir Robert de 
Poftewwyke with his lady Clare, and William 
de Segeſbery with his wife, were ſeiſed of 
lands in Bradwas [c]. Simon biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter gave to Marin prior, and the monks, 
that parcel of land which Uhtred formerly 
had [(]. | 
Randulph prior, and the convent, ſet to 
Alan de Bradwas and his heirs the lands 
which his father formerly held of them ; viz. 
half a yardland, and half a furlong, and a 
piece of land which prior Senatus gave him 
for 4d. a year, in Hallage one furlong, in 
Pecheſley one meſſuage, with the crofts ap- 
pertaining thereto, and land in Worceſter, all 
at 15 ſhillings yearly rent [e]. 

Edid de Lege and her husband quitted 
claim to all their right to lands here, for 
which they received of the prior and monks 
two marks ſterling [/]. 

John de la Pull fold to the prior and 
monks Lutleforlonge, with a meſſuage above 
Holeweie, for which he paid yearly 4d. and 
received of them 3os. [g]. Hugh the ſon of 
Seward, with the conſent of Cicely his wife, 
quitted claim to all the lands he held of the 
prior and convent in Broadwas, and to all his 
other lands that he had here, for which they 
gave him 30 marks of filver [Y]. 

By an actual ſurvey taken in 1776, it ap- 
pears, that the whole contents of this pariſh 
are 1127 a. and 11 p. whereof 62 a. are 
freehold, 1023 a. 3 r. 34 p. copyhold and 
leaſehold, and 41 a. waſte and belonging to 
cottages. A great part of theſe lands are 
held by Thomas Newnham eſquire. 

There 1s a court baron kept at the manor- 
houſe, at the will of the lord : alſo a court 
leet held at the uſual times, |

The cuſtom of the manor was for the lord 

to grant to the copyholders three lives in poſ- 


ſeſſion, and three in reverſion, and no other 


eſtate to be granted, ſo long as one life re- 
mained in poſſeſſion, and one in reverſion. 
The widow had her freebench. Deads year; 
executor entering upon the meadow and fal- 
low ground at Candlemas after the death, and 
upon all the reſt at Michaelmas following. 
Copyholders ſold to one another. Boots to 
be uſed on the manor ; and one tenant might 
exchange with another any copyhold lands 
without licence. Herriots were due upon 
death, forfeiture, or ſurrender. 

It hath charter warren and benefit of 
fugitives goods, as moſt of the manors be- 
longing to the church of Worceſter, 

The pariſh is about four miles in circum- 
ference. The meadow-pround is rich, and 
the uplands are fruitful in hops and cyder ; 
but as the eſtates are held by lives under the 
church, and the fields belonging to the ſeveral 
farms very much diſperſed, they are not ſo 
much improved as they might be. Timber 
would grow very well here; but the nature 
of the tenure, and the great want of pollard 
trees for hop-poles, makes it the intereſt of 
the farmer not to encourage it. 

It were much. to be wiſhed, that ſome 
fixed mode of renewing could be agreed upon 
between the lord and his tenants, ſo that the 
latter might chearfully expend their money 
in improvements, without the diſagreeable ap- 
prehenſion of the lord's coming and collecting 
the profit. Theſe ſervile tenures are incon- 
ſiſtent with the preſent times; and occaſion 
ill-will to the lords and uneaſineſs to many

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honeſt men, Might not commiſſioners be 
appointed, of a ſuperior rank, and more 
converſant in the law than thoſe for in- 
cloſures, to aſcertain the value of the lord's 
intereſt, and give him a certain proportion, 
either in corn, or in rent of the eſtate ? 

5 Eliz. the pariſh of Broadwas contained 
21 families; now here are 30, according to 


the return made to biſhop North at his pri- 


mary viſitation.

The Chuck. 


In 1344, the prior and convent of Wor- 
ceſter granted leave to John de Broadwas, 
clerk, to appropriate certain lands held of 
them in capite at Broadwas and elſewhere, 
to the maintaining a chaplain to celebrate 
daily in the church of Broadwas, notwith- 
ſtanding the ſtatute of mortmain [I]. 

The prior and convent afterwards pre- 
ſented to this chantry. 

The preſentation and advowſon of the 
rectory have always been united with the 


manor.

The great tithes of Broadway belonged to 
the abbey of Perſhore, and, excluſive of what 
the abbot and con vent were wont to receive 
in kind, did not exceed in value nine marks. 
The vicar was appointed by the abbot [e]. 

After the diſſolution the appropriated par- 
ſonage fell to Mr. Walter Savage and Mr. 
John Stephens. 

The tithes were afterward purchaſed by 
lord-keeper Coventry, in whoſe family they 
remained till the year 1771; when an act of 
parliament paſſed for incloſing the pariſh, 
and giving land to the rector in lieu of 
tithe. 

Dr. Thomas lays, this church is viſited 
with the deanry of Cambden by the arch- 
deacon of Glouceſterſhire, in exchange for 
Twining, which lies near the deanery of 
Perſhore, and is viſited by the axchdeacon of 
Worceſterſhire. It'is dedicated to St. Edburg.

In the caſt wall of the chancel, is the re- 
ſemblance of a man in braſs, all armed 
except his head and hands, ſtanding up- 
right and praying; over him his arms: Gules 
on a bend Or, three mullets Sable.

* April 1741, aged 44. In juſtice to this 
character, and gratitude to his friend, this 
* monument was erected by Robert Surman, 
* eſquire, of Valentines, in the county of

Graſtone always belonged to this manor, 
and contained three hides and a half. Alſo 
Cocheſei, which contained two hides and a 
half. Willingewic, which contained two 
hides and three virgates: and Celdwic, which 
contained three hides. Theſe four conſiſted 
of twelve hides wanting five virgates. Theſe 
lands were held T. R. E. by five of earl 
Edwin's tenants, Erniet, Alwin, Brictred, 
Frane and Alwold, who could not depart from 
the lord of the manor: in the time of the 
Conqueror four knights held them under 
Urſo the ſheriff: Roger three hides and a 
half, William two hides and a half, Walter 
two hides and three virgates, and Alured 
three hides. There were in demeſne in theſe 
lands five carucates and a half, and a rad- 
cheniſtre, and twenty-nine bordarii who had 
eleven carucates and half, two ſervants, and 
ſix bovarii, and there might have been one 
more carucate; in Willingewic and Celdwic 
were three lewes of wood, which the king 
added to his foreſt : in Wich one ſalt pan of 
105. Theſe lands were worth 67. 135.

The manor of Bromſgrove ſeems to have 
continued in the crown from the Conqueſt to 
the time of Henry III. when upon the death 
of John Scot, earl of Cheſter, Huntingdon,

gatives belonged to his carldom, aſſumed all 
his eſtates into his own hands; ne tam præ- 
clara dominatio inter coſos feminarum dividi 
contingeret ; leſt ſo fair a deminion ſhould be 
divided among ſpinſters [4]; and gave unto 
his three fiſters, Margaret, Iſabel, and Ada, 
who were his coheirs, other lands inſtead 
thereof: To Ada the youngeſt, who was

I. William de Furnell held the 
inanor of Bromſgrove in fee farm for 63 /. 
65. 8 d. yearly rent [4]. It came afterward 
to the Mortimers: John de Mortimer died 
ſeiſed of Bromſgrove and Norton, 12 Ed. II. 
which were granted the fame year to John 
his brother, and his heirs, for 10 J. per ann. 
to be paid into the exchequer [/Þ And 33 Ed. 
III. Joan the wife of Roger de Mortimer held 
the ſame manors of the king in capite, by 
fealty only. They returned to the crown by 
deſcent ;: Edmund Mortimer earl of March, 
marrying Philippa daughter and heir of 
Lionel duke of Clarence, ſon of Ed. III. 
had iſſue Roger Mortimer earl of March, 
father of Ann wife of Richard Plantagenet 
earl of Cambridge : the elder hne both of 
the kings of England and earls of March 
became in and Richard duke of York; 
ſon and heir of Richard earl of Cambridge, 
laid claim to the crown of England, which 
was obtained by his ſon king Ed. IV. From 
that time the kings of England, as rightful 
earls of March, became lords of Bromſgrove 
and Kingſnorton. James I. in the ninth year 
of his reign, granted theſe manors to Jobn 
Hoe of Biſhop's-Liddiard, in the county of 
Wilts, eſquire, anceſtor of the viſcounts 
Howe and barons Chedworth, whoſe heirs 
fold them in the reign of William and Mary 
to Other Windſor, carl of Plymouth, whoſe 
great-grandſon Other Windſor, earl of Ply- 
mouth, is the preſent owner, 1779. 

The village of Kingſnorton lies about 
eight miles north of Bromſgrove. In the 
year 1773, part of Kingſnorton was incloſed 
by act of parliament, and on the ſurvey this 
chapelry was found to contain 1900 acres of 
unincloſed land, and 12,000 acres of old in- 
clotures. It is in circumference about 34 miles. 

In the Augmentation office is an accurate 
ſurvey of this chapelry, taken by order of 
parliament, 1649. 

A market on every Saturday, and two faits 
in a year, were granted to the inhabitants of 
Kingſnorton, by James I. in the 14th year of 
his reign. The original grant is now in the 
poſſeſſion of Charles-Trubſhaw Wan of 
Worceſter, efquire. |

In this chapelry, on the north ſide of the 
Lickey, about half a mile from the turnpike 
road, leading to Birmingham, and near three 
miles from Bromſgrove town, is Hawkeſle 
houſe, which having been fortified and gar- 
riſoned by the rebels, was taken by the king's 
army, May 15, 1645, and captain Gouge 
the governor, and eighty men; were made 
priſoners. Lord Clarendon ſays, the number 
of priſoners were 120: The houſe at that 
time belonged to the Middlemores; a younger 
branch of the Middlemore's of Edgebaſton, 
in Warwickſhire, in which family it ſtill 
continues, 1779, though their property is 
much leflened. 

Concerning the ſiege of Hawkeſley houſe, 
the following account 1s taken from Mr, 
Richard Symonds journal of the king's army, 
in the Harleian library [m]. 

Sunday, May 11, 1645. The king 
* marched from Inkborough-magna to the 
„ rendezvous of the whole army of foot; 
and his majeſty, with his own regiment 
of foot and horſeguards only, marched to 
„ Salt-Wiche, in Worceſterſhire. 

„The head quarters of the army this 
& night was at Bromſgrove. 

« His majeſty ſtayed at Droitwiche till 
„ Wedneſday ; in the mean time his high- 
e neſs prince Rupert ſet down before 
„ Hawkefley-houſe belonging to one Mr. 
„ Middlemore ; lord Aſtley's tertia of foot 
„ made the approaches which were left for 
„ us with a great deal of advantage; viz. 
& banks, a lane and trees. 

Captain Backſter of the horſe was killed 
here, and ſome foot ſoldiers and pioneers. 
On Wedneſday about two o'clock in the 
e afternoon the king left Wiche, and went 
« with his guards to the leiguer before 
« Hawkeſley, and juſt as his majeſty ap- 
« peared in view, it was delivered unto the 
„ mercy of the king and the officers, on con- 
edition they might be free from the in- 
“ ſolence of the common ſoldiers. In the 
„ houſe was found a month's proviſion and 
* ammunition; but the ſoldiers would not 
« fight when they perceived it was the king's

DoDpFoRD 


is ſituated two miles north-weſt from the 
church of Bromſgrove, and was anciently 
within the foreſt of Feckenham, till diſ- 
afforeſted by Henry II. [I]. 

A priory of the order of St. Auſtin or Pre- 
monſtratenſians was founded here by king 
Henry I, between 1184 and 1191; Bald- 
win who had been biſhop of Worceſter, 
and was promoted to the ſee of Canterbury, 
witneſſing the foundation charter, which 1s 
printed in the Monaſticon in the confir- 
mation charter of Henry IIL []. The lands 
annexed to it lay diſperſed in this and the 
adjoining pariſhes. The patronage was re- 
ſerved to the royal founder of the houſe 
and the kings of England his ſucceſſors. 
From a deed, without date, it appears that 
William de Stutevill, with the conſent of 
his wife Margery de Say, granted part of his 
wood of Cranfeld held in fee of Wichebond 
to the prior and canons of Dodford. It 
reached from Birneburne Brook under the 
mill belonging to the canons toward Woode- 
cote; and thence by the lands of Walter de 
Cateſhull, Walter de Timberhongle, and 
Richard deMonteviron, to the ſaid Birneburne 
Brook, and thence to the land which the 
canons held in fee of Bromſgrove. The 
prior and canons were to pay four ſhillings 
yearly in acknowledgement of this bene- 
faction. Witneſſed by Henry Luvet, Roger 
Corbet, William his ſon, Roger de Longberg 
the ſteward, William de Cokeſey, and others. 
Appendant to this deed was a ſeal : Barry

afterwards confirmed by Hugh de Mortimer 
ſon and heir of Margery de Say. At the 
ſame time Hugh conferred other lands on 
the priory which lay on the fide of the way 
that led from Fockebur at Timberhongle, 
and reached from that way to the land of 
Richard de Cronſell, and extended in breadth 
from the lahd of the ſame Richard, and the 
land which was William Sweyn's, to the land 
of William de Cranfeld. The priorv was 
charged with the payment of 45. as before; 
and the deed was witnefled by fir William 
Corbet and fir Roger Corbet, knts. Richard de 
Monteviron, John de Monteviron, William de 
Kateſhull, and others. The ſeal: an eſcutcheon 
ſemée de fleurs des lis. In the circum- 
ference of it: S. Hugonis de Mortimari [p]. 

At the taxation of all religious houſes in 
the archdeaconry of Worceſter, 29 Ed. I. 
this priory was exempted from that burden 
in conſideration of its poverty [q]. The rents 
then amounted but to 4/. 16s. 8d. Its re- 
venues were ſo much decreaſed in 1464, that 
they could ſupport only one canon; it was 
therefore incorporated the ſame year with 
the abbey of Haleſowen by licenſe from 
Ed. IV. and the biſhop of Worceſter [T]. 
Osbert was the firſt prior; Thomas Typton 
the laſt ; he was elected in 1463 []. 

The religious of this ſociety enjoyed the 
full exerciſe of divine worſhip within their 
houſe while living, and were buried here at 
their deaths. The ſervants of this houſe 
and. all ſtrangers reſorting, to it received 
the eccleſiaſtical rites from the church of 
Bromſgrove []. 

The following inſtance of the authority of 
the priors over their villans is inſerted in the 
words of the original [/]. Pateat univerſis

The lands belonging to the priory increaſ- 


ed very much in value after they were ap- 


propriated to Haleſowen. 15 Hen. VII. the 
annual rent of them was 151. 18s. 5d. [x]. 

The eſtate of the priory of Dodford was 
granted to Jan Dudley, 30 Henry VIII. 
and the year following a great part of it was 
alienated by Andrew Dudley to John Fownes, 
whoſe family held it [y] in the reign of Eliza- 
beth. Mr. Gem, of Birmingham, 1s now lord 
of the manor of Dodford, where he has an 
eſtate of 1601. per ann. 

The ſite of the priory is retired, and plen- 
tifully watered. The walls of a farm-houſe 
here are of conſiderable antiquity. Perhaps 
they were part of the priory. No other re- 
mains of ancient architecture can be diſ- 
covered [=].

were held in fee farm of the king by il. 
liam de Beauchamp, the heir of D'Abetot [e]. 

T. R. Ed. I. Ralph de Lenz, alias Lench, 
held four hides of land in Chadelewicke and 
Willingwicke, of the barony of William de 
Beauchamp [/]. 

Ralph, the ſon of Roger de Lench, had 
a wood in Chadwick, which he gave for per- 
petual alms to the prior and convent of 
Worceſter. And afterward, William de 
Ablynton, with the confent of his wife Iſabel 
de Lench, reſigned to the prior and convent 
all the title which he had in right of his ſaid 
wife to their wood called Southwode given 
them by Ralph de Lench [g].

This is a manor in Bromſgrove, adjoining 
to Frankley. It was forfeited by James 
Butler, earl of Ormond and Wiltſhire, 1 Ed- 
ward IV. and beſtowed by the crown on 
the dean and chapter of Windſor, who did not 
long enjoy it: for Edward IV. reſtored it to 
Thomas, the younger brother of James, earl 
of Ormond. In the partition of the earl's 
eſtate between his two daughters coheirs 
Gannow was aſſigned to Margaret, wife of 
Thomas Boleyn, afterward earl of Wiltſhire 
and Ormond, father of queen Anne Boleyn []. 
Afterward it came to Richard Fermor, and 
by his attainder, to the cr9wn. On the 4th 
of Dec. 37 Henry VIII. the king granted to 
John Dudley, viſcount Lifle, lord high- 
admiral of England; afterwards duke of Nor- 
thumberland, the manor of Gannowe in the 
county of Worceſter, late parcel of the poſ- 
ſeſſions of Richard Fermor attainted, then of 
the yearly value of 291. gs: 16d. as likewiſe 
the manor and rectory of Kidderminſter, late 
parcel of the monaſtery of Mayden-Bradley, 
in Wiltſhire, the advowſon of Little Comber- 
ton, and other lands in this county, as will 
be ſhewn under thoſe places [n]. This no- 
bleman was attainted and executed, 1 Mariz; 
and probably this manor again reverted to 
the crown. 

Gannow paſſed in ſucceeding times to the 
Follifes of Cofton-Hacket. Thomas jolliffe 
eſq. dying in 1758, gave it by will to Mrs. 
Rebecca Lowe, for her life, ' entailed on his 
nephew, Michael Biddulph, of Ledbury, eſq. 
Sce Cofton-Hacket. 


WuHlTFORD 


was anciently the land of the Foliots of 
Piriton, a family famous in this county, 
as will be ſhewn under that place, and which 
lived afterward with great reputation in Ire- 
land. Mr. Robert Cawwdewell became the next 
owner of it, and it paſſed ſoon after to John

of Mr. Cox. 


BUN HILI. 


Although this be a manor in the pariſh of 
Bromſgrove, there 1s no account of it upon 
record. It belonged to the Jolies of 
Cofton-Hacket. Thomas Jolliffe, eſq. gave 
it to Mrs. Rebecca Lowe for her life, but en- 
tailed on Michael Biddulph, eſq. of Ledbury. 


MosELE 


is a chapelry in the pariſh of Bromſgrove. 
The family of Greves or Greaves was long 
poſſeſſed of an eſtate here ef 700l. per ann. 
Sir Richard Greaves, knt. died in 1632 [o]. 
It belonged to the late Fohn Taylor of Bir- 
mingham, eſq. who acquired a very large 
fortune by being concerned in the manu- 
factures of that place, particularly in the 
button trade: 


BARNDESLEY-HAL L. 


This ſeat of ancient gentry, as Mr. Habing- 
don ſtyles it, is pleaſantly ſituated on the ſkirt 
of the Lickey-hill. In the time of Edward I. 
it was called Brandeley, mentioned before 
among the villages exiſting at that time in 
Bromeſgrove. Afterward it obtained the name 


of Barndeſley without much variation, and 


then of Barnſley. There is reaſon to ſup- 
poſe that a family of the ſame name lived 
here from a very early period, though no 
authentic evidence fixes it ſooner than the 
reign of Edward III. They were deſcended 
from the Ardens of Parkhall in Warwick- 


ſhire. Barndeſley-hall was in the poſſeſſion 


of a Mr. Barndefley, in the time of queen 
Elizabeth [y]. And William Barneſley, of 
Barneſley-hall, gent. entered his pedigree at 
the viſitation of Worceſterſhire, anno 1634

A manor in Bromſgrove, bounded on the 
eaſt by Stoke-Prior, on the welt by Ruthok, 
on the ſouth by Upton-Warren, and on the 
north by Bromſgrove. After the Conque- 
ror's time it continued in the barony of the 
caſtle of Worceſter [y]. A family of the 
name of Grafton held it under the Beau- 
champs. Henry de Grafton is mentioned in 
the red book of the exchequer in the reign of 
Henry II. He was ſucceeded by Robert de 
Grafton, witneſs to a deed by which John 


D' Abetot beſtowed the tithe of his lands at 


Lawern on the priory of Worceſter. About 
20 Hen. III. Sir 70%%n de Grafton, knt. was 
lord of Grafton [s]. In the time of Ed- 
ward I. John de Grafton held Grafton of the 
barony of William de Beauchamp []; and 
in the ſame reign, Eamund de Grafton was, 
witneſs to an exchange between the vicar of 
Bromſgrove and the priory of Worceſter ;; 
alſo to a deed of Sir Thomas Lovet, knt. of 
Emley-Lovet, and his brother Walter le 
Blount. | | 

To this family ſucceeded the Haſlangs, of 
Lemington-Haſtang, in Warwickſhire []. 
Sir Fobn de Haſtang, of Lemington, knt. died 
ſeiſed of the manors of Grafton and Upton- 
Waryn, in this county, 39 Edward III. leav- 
ing two daughters his coheirs, both under 
age, the cuſtody of whoſe lands was by 
patent bearing date May 7, 44 Edward III. 
granted by the king to John de Beauchamp, 
and John Rous; who by their deed, dated 
Oct. 20, 45 Edward III. paſſed the ſame over

them, and had for her purparty the manors 
of Grafton and Lemington-Haſtang; her 
ſiſter Joan, wife of Sir John Saliſbury, knt. 
having the manors of Upton-Waryn, in this 
county, and Chebſey in Staffordſhire. 

To this Ralph and Maud ſucceeded Sir 
Humphrey Stafford, of Grafton, knt. their 
ſon, whole poſterity continued to flouriſh at 
this place till the reign of Henry VII. 

It appears in the exchequer, that 7 Henry 
VI. John Stafford, of Grafton, the younger, 
being a man at arms, attended the king 
toward France on a barbed horſe. Sir 
Humphry Stafford, of Grafton, knt. and his 
brother William, were flain fighting againit 
Jack Cade and the commons of Kent, 28 
Henry VI. And Humphrey Stafford, of Graf- 
ton, was joined in commiſſion with the ab- 
bot of Eveſham and others for providing 
ſoldiers for the defence of the kingdom, ac- 
cording to a ſtatute of the parliament held 
at Reading 31 Hen. VI. Sir Humphrey 
Stafford, knt. Was lord of Grafton in the 
time of Richard III. He fought under the 
banners of that prince at Boſworth 3 and 
after the defeat of his party fled for ſanc- 
tuary to Colcheſter. Not diſcouraged by 
his former all-fortune he undertook, with 
his brother Thomas Stafford, to raiſe ſome 
men for the aſſiſtance of lord Lovel. When 
this nobleman abandoned his project, the 
Staftords took ſanctuary at Colnham in 
Berkſhire. The judges of the King's Bench 
did not permit this place to extend its 
protection to traitors. Humfrey was at- 
tainted by act of parliament Nov. 17, 1485, 
and executed at Tyburn; but Thomas re- 
ceived a pardon. A report prevailed that 
Humphrey Stafford was drawn upon an hurdle 
from the Forgate or Northgate of Worceſ- 
ter to the croſs, and there put to death. 
But this was without foundation [x]. 

By the attainder of this Sir Humphrey 
Stafford of Grafton knt. all his eſtate was 
forfeited to the crown. Sir Humphrey Stat- 
ford, knt. his ſon was reſtored in blood; 
and to ſome parts of the eſtate, viz. the 
manors of Lemington - Haſtang in War- 
wickſhire, and Blatherwicke in Northamp-

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The manor of Grafton and the reſt of the 


Stafford eſtates in Worceſterſhire being thus in 


the crown, king Henry VII. by patent, 
dated 18 July, 1486, granted to Sir G- 
bert Talbot, knt. and his heirs-male, the 
manors of Grafton and Upton-Warren, to- 
gether with ſeveral lands and tenements in 
Hanbury, Bromſgrove, King's-Norton, Kid- 
derminſter, Kenneſwyk and Eſtbury, all in 
this county, late belonging to Sir Humprey 
Stafford, knt. attainted [x]. 

This Sir Gilbert Talbot was knight of 
the garter, and a man of great fame CY]; 
he was third ſon of John Talbot, the 
ſecond earl of Shrewſbury, by Elizabeth 
Butler, his ſecond wife, daughter of James 
carl of Ormond; and from his time to the 
preſent the manor of Grafton has continued 
in poſſeſſion of his poſterity, the right ho- 
nourable George Talbot, earl of Shrewſbury, 
being now the owner, 1779. 

I have in my poſſeſſion a pedigree of George 
Talbot, earl of Shrewſbury, deducing his 
lineage often in the female line, from the 
emperours, kings and princes of the greateſt 


houſes in Europe, i. e. from the kings of the 


Britons and princes of Wales, the emperour 
Charlemagne, the princes of the Norman 
line of England, the kings of the Scots, 
the kings of the Pits, the Saxon line of 
England, the Plantagenet line, and from 
ſeveral houſes of emperors. Mr. Habingdon 
has alſo, given a pedigree with the arms and 
quarterings of the earl of Shrewſbury ; from 
which, and other authentic records, that 
which 1s here inſerted was compiled, 

The priory of Dodford enjoyed ſome lands 
in Grafton which were worth gs. 8d. 15 
Hen, VII. 

At Grafton was a famous old manſion-houfe 
belonging to the Talbots, and more anciently 
to the Staffords. It was burnt down about 


1710, except the door way and entrance, 


with part of the hall. Over a window in 
the hall is this inſcription : 


„ Plenti and graſe 
Bi in this place.

This hall is now converted into a chapel : 
here is an altar bell, made in 1571, not in- 
elegant in the workmanſhip. | 

By the ruins one may judge of the for- 
mer maguificence of the houſe ; the walls 
of the chapel ſtill remain, and the entrance 
into the houſe, which was very lofty, and 
ornamented with the different orders of archi- 
tecture, like the gateway of the ſchools at 
Oxford, but of much more antient date, 

In the houſe is a buſt of Sir Gilbert Tal- 
bot, knight of the garter, before- mentioned: 
from which a ſmall engraving is taken in 
Anſtis* Regiſter of the Garter, vol. I. p. 211. 
The buſt has been ſince ſhaven and painted by 
the direction of the ſteward. Here is a pic- 
ture of John, earl of Shrewſbury, mareſchal 
of France, who died in 1453. His titles 
are recounted in an inſcription beneath the 
picture. | 

King John granted the inhabitants of 
Bromſgrove a market on every Tueſday, with 
two annual fairs, one on June 24, the other 
OR. 1. [z]. This town had the privilege of 
a borough, 23 Edward I. and was repreſented 
in parliament by Thomas Raſtel, and Tho- 
mas Burneford. 

Leland ſpeaking of this place, ſays: * the 
town of Bromeſgrove is all in a manner of 
one ſtreet, very long, ſtanding in a plaine 
ground. There is once a week a mectly 
good markett. The towne ſtandeth ſome- 
* thinge by clothinge. The heart of the 
* town is meetly well paved [a]. 

Here is a charity-{chool, where twelve boys 
are taught and clothed, and afterward ap- 
prenticed, originally founded by Edward VI. 
and endowed with 71. a year, paid by the re- 
ceiver of crown rents. 

Mr. Benjamin Bartlet, of London, F. A. S. 
has an original charter of the 4th of Mary, 
and 2d of Philip and Mary, which confirms

N. B. Anlaf; who was driven inte 
Ireland in 926, was King of Nor 
thumberland, of the Ile of Man, aud 
of Dublin. He coined filver pennies, 
on which are repreſented a cluſter of 
thtee kingdoms, ſo 111 done, as to be 
not unlike the three legs on the mo- 
detn farthings of the Iſle of Man, 
which deviſe is thought to have ſprong 
out of the three kingdoms on Anlat's 
coins, [See Nicolſon ubi ſopra.)

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the grant of Edward VI. of the annual ſti- 
pend of ſeven pounds per ann. to the free 
grammar-ſchool of Bromeſgrove, which ſchool 
had exiſted from time immemorial, and directs 
that for the future the ſaid ſchool ſhall be 
called the Free Grammar-ſchool of Philip and 
Mary; appoints - governors, with power to 
ele& maſters ſubje& to the approbation of the 
biſhop of Worceſter for the time being. 

The broad ſeal appendant to this charter 
is that of Mary alone; and on which ſhe 
ſtiles herſelf, cjus nominis prima. It was 
augmented with F0l. a year by Sir Thomas 
Cookes. Twelve boys are taught and clothed, 
and afterwards apprenticed : or they are eli- 
gible to ſcholarſhips on the foundation of Sir 
Thomas, in Worceſter-College, Oxford.

Mr. Samuel Porter left to the poor of 
Bromſgrove his eſtates in the pariſh of Stoke 
Prior, for the term of ninety-nine years. 
He died in Nov, 1703. The rents were at 
that time 561. 118. 8d. and are now 113]. 
35. 4d. 

No leſs than 1280 perſons are employed in 
different manufactures; in the linen 180; in 
the nailing 960; and in the linſey 140. 

The town of Bromſgrove 1s fituated twelve 
miles eaſt north-eaſt from Worceſter, 26 
weſt ſouth-weſt from Coventry, and 118 
north-weſt from London. 

The pariſh is divided into ten yields; the 
town yield, Burnford, Fockbury, Catſhill, 
Chadwick, Shepley, Burcot, Padeſtone, or 
Spadeſbourne, Timberhanger, and Wood- 
cot yield. It contains eight manors : Bromſ- 
grove, Bunnil, Chadwick, Cudford, Dyers, 
Gannow, Grafton, and the manor of the 
rectory. 

This pariſh 1s very fruitful in grain of all 
forts. The meadows are rich, and may al- 


moſt all of them be watered by ſome 
ſtream. Potatoes are cultivated here 
with great ſucceſs; 42000 buſhels of them 
are ſuppoſed to have been raiſed in 1774. 
The produce of an acre is generally about 
300 buſhels. Many barge loads of them 
are ſent annually to Briſtol and other places; 
ſo that they are become an article of com- 
merce [. 

Many ſprings riſe in this pariſh, A ſmall 
one at the Gannow divides itſelf into two 
ſtreams; one of which directing its courſe 
to the north runs into the Rea, and after 


joining the Trent, falls into the German 


ocean; the other flows toward the weſt; 
through the pariſhes of Bellbroughton and 
Stone, and emptying itſelf into the Stour, is 
carried by the Severn into the Britiſh chanel. 
A great number of ſprings, which riſe upon 
the Lickey, run to almoſt all points of the 
compaſs: from whence ſome conclude, 


that this hill is the higheſt ground in this 


part of the kingdom [e]. Here are ſeveral 


mills. The Spadeſbourne-brook paſſes through 
Bromſgrove, and uniting with the Salwarp, 
flows into the Severn at Hawford near Wor- 
ceſter. The fiſh in theſe brooks are loaches, 
and ſmall eels, called nine eyes, from the 
nine holes behind the head : they ſeem to be 
a ſpecies of the lamprey. 

Here is a petrifying ſpring in a coppice 
near the Gannow belonging to lord Lyttelton. 

A beautiful oak grows in Catſhill-yield, 
the body of which is twelve feet in circum- 
ference, and twenty-four feet in height: it 
contains fix ton of timber, and is valued at 
30 l. 

In the pariſh are ſeveral echoes; at a 
white gate between Dyer's-bridge and the 
turnpike; in the crown-cloſe behind the 
high-ſtreet ; at the eaſt and weſt corners of 


[5] About one hundred years ago, potatoes were more rare than oranges are now. They were 
brought, fays Millar, from Virginia to England, and have proyed of much more uſe than tobacco. 


In the Hiſtory of Virginia, printed for Tooke, in Fleet-flreet, 1722, 8vo; we are informed, that po- 
tatoes are the natural produce of the lands there; they are either red or white, about as long 
as a boy's leg; and ſometimes as long and big as the leg and thigh of a young child, and very 
much reſembling it in ſhape.” It is but of very late years that they have been common roots in this 
county. Navagero, ambaſſador from the ſtate of Venice to Charles V. has written his travels through 
Spain; in which, ſpeaking of the pͤrt of Seville, he ſays, that he ſaw gold there; and among many 
other articles of merchandize, mentions batatas, which taſted like cheſnuts. The Spaniards had 
them before the Engliſh brought them from the ſouthern parts of America : a merchandiſe which has 
proved leſs deſtructive, if not more profitable, than that of the gold and filver to thoſe countries.

the preſbyterian meetting-houſe, oppoſite New 
Barn. 

At Shepley appears the Ikenild Street, 
which coming out of Warwickſhire at Beoly 
re- enters it at Edgebaſton. 


The regiſter begins in March, 1590, but 
ſeems to have been careleſly kept. From 
that time to March, 1610, the marriages, 
chriſtenings, and burials (for they are all in- 
termixed) amounted to 2940. From 1755 
to 1775 the number was 5985. 

s Eliz. Bromſgrove, Chadwick, and Moſe- 
ley contained 303 families; and Kingſnorton. 
198. 

By an exact ſurvey taken July 16, 1777, 
it appeared that the town of Bromſgrove 
alone contains 503 houſes, and the remaining 
part of the parith 507, Kings-norton excluded. 

Bromſgrove pays to the land- tax, at 47. in 
the pound, 10311. 65. Grafton 60/. 85. 
Kingſnorton 1049/7. 145. 8d. 

Bromſgrove paid to the poor, in 1776, 
1278/. 17s. 7d. Grafton 3o/. 6s. 7d. and 
Kingſnorton 7 3o/. 139. 10d. 


The Cuvr cn. 


We have ſeen in Domeſday that there was 
a church in Bromſgrove in the time of the 
Conqueror. The patronage of the rectory 
continued in the crown till 16 Hen. III. when 
that prince conferred the church with its 
appertinances on the priory of Worceſter, 
for the ſalvation of his ſoul, the ſoul of his 
father king John, and the fouls of his an- 
ceſtors and ſucceſſors; on condition that the 
prior and monks ſhould celebrate the anni- 
verſary of king John, and his own after his 
death. Hubert de Burgo earl of Kent, Walter 
de Beauchamp, Godfrey de Craucumb, and 
others, were witneſſes to this donation. It was 
confirmed by pope Gregory IX. [4]. 

Upon the death of William de Furnell, 
the laſt rector, William de Bleys biſhop of 
Worceſter confirmed the king's gift, and at

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the ſame time aſſigned the chapel of Grafton 
to the ſacriſt of the church of Worceſter, 
inſtead of ten marks which the ſacriſt uſed 
to receive from the church of Bromſgrove, 
for finding tapers at the tomb of king John. 
The biſhop reſerved an annual payment 
of ten marks to the infirmary, and three 
marks toward the pitance [e] on king John's 
anniverſary [/]; and inſtituted a vicarage, to 
which he admitted Richard de Wynchcomb 
on the preſentation of the prior and convent. 
The vicarage conſiſted of the whole al- 
terage [g] of the church of Bromſgrove and 
chapel of Kingſnorton, the beſt mortuary, 
the tithe of hay growing at Bromſgrove only, 
a houſe at Bromſgrove, and another at 
Kingſnorton [Y]. 

In 1380, Richard Tewe the vicar ſued for 
the tithes of hay ariſing from the meadows 
and other places in Bromſgrove and its vil- 
lages, and the tithes of paſture and hay ap- 
pertaining to the chapel of Norton. His 
claim was difallowed by John Blanchard 
archdeacon of Worceſter, Robert de la More, 
LL. D. John Malvern precentor, and Tho- 
mas Lench de Wych proctor of the conſiſto- 
rial court, to whom the controverſy was re- 
ferred May 3, 1380. Their ſentence was 
confirmed by the biſhop, Aug. 17 following, 
Sir Walter Cookeſey kt. and others being 
witneſſes [I]. 

Robert de Belne, vicar of Bromſgrove, for 
the benefit of himſelf and his ſucceſſors, 
exchanged with the prior and convent his 
patrons the place of habitation where his 
predeceſſor Henry dwelt, extending in length 
from the high-ſtreet in Bromſgrove to the 
entrance of the church-yard on the eaſt, and 
to a path which leads from the ſaid high- 
ſtreet to the gate of the prior and convent's 
court and in breadth, from the high-ſtreet 
to a water-courſe called Spadesborne on the 
weſt; for a meſſuage which Nicholas de 
Preſtford held of the prior, with a portion of 
land which was part of the prior's garden, 
extending in length from the ſaid garden near 
the church-yard to the ſaid path which comes 
from the high-ſtreet on the upper part, and

on the lower part near the fiſh pool, and in 
rt near the water-courſe of Spadesborne. 
Godfrey Gifford confirmed this exchange by 
his deed, dated at Alvechurch, on the day 
of St. Valentine the Martyr, 1292. 

12 Ed. II. an inquiry was made whether 
the prior of Worceſter held any thing in 
Bromſgrove which was not in frank almoin ; 
and it was found that he had been poſſeſſed 
of ſix oxgangs of land, and certain tene- 
ments of the glebe and endowment of his 
church time out of mind, and therefore not 
ſubject to tallage [I]. 

A manor in Bromſgrove belongs to the 
parſonage. A court baron was formerly held 
by the prior and convent. The tenant of 
their manor was bound to receive the cel- 
lariſt and ſteward of the priory during the 
court - keeping at his own charges. The 
prior and convent granted a leaſe of the par- 
ſonage and its premiſes to John Greene, 
5 Ed. IV. for twenty years, by which the 
tenant was obliged to entertain the cellariſt, 
the cook, and the ſteward, with their ſer- 
vants, twice in a year, at the times of hold- 
ing the court, and to provide food for their 
horſes. The dean and chapter are now lords 
of this manor. 

The old rent of the parſonage of Bromſ- 
grove was 26/, per annum, to be paid to 
the coquinarius : all eſcheats and fines were 
reſcrved to the cellariſt. In the parliamentary 
ſurvey taken 1649, it is ſaid to have been 
worth 125 J. 16s. 8d. more than the rent, 
and leaſed to Charles Cox, eſq. It is now of 
much greater value, and is held by Other, earl 
of Plymouth: About forty perſons pay ſmall 
chief rents. | 

18 Ed. IV. Eleanor, widow of fir Humfrey 
Stafford, of Grafton, knt. founded in this 
church a chantry, of one chaplain, daily to 
ſay maſs at the altar of our lady for the good 
eſtate of the king and queen, herſelf, fir 
Humfrey Stafford her hufband, and Hum- 
frey, Thomas, Elizabeth, Anne, and Joyce, 
their children. For the ſupport of the chaplain 
ſhe granted to Thomas Lytelton juſtice of the 
common pleas, John Catesby ſerjeant at law, 
and others, an annual rent of ten marks, 
iſfuing out of her manor of Dodford, in the 
county of Northampton, with intent that 
they ſhould pay the ſame to the chaplain of

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the ſaid chantry, by two equal portions, at 


Lady-day and Michaelmas. She preſented 
the chaplain, and the biſhop of Worceſter 
gave him . inſtitution [/] : after her death, 
the lords of Dodford preſented. Thomas 
Harding was the firſt chaplain. The part of 
the church aſſigned to the chantry is now a 
veſtry. 

In an original valor of this dioceſe at the 
firſt fruits office, dated 26 Hen. VIII. ſigned 
by biſhop Latimer, we read, Cantaria beatae 
Mariae in Bromſgrove valet per annum 
* 61. 6s. 84.” 

The church of Bromſgrove is dedicated to 
St. John the Bapliſi. The tower and fpire 
form one of the compleateſt buildings in this 
county. The height of it from the ground 
is 189 feet, including the vane. On the weſt 
ſide of the ſteeple are three ſtatues tepre- 
ſenting St. John the Baptiſt between St. Peter 
and St. Paul. The church conſiſts of three 
ailes, and is ſituated on a hill, which you 
aſcend by near fifty ſteps. 


ARMS and MONUMENTS. 


In the firſt pane of the eaſt window is 
painted a biſhop, ſubſcribed & /Yulan, In 
the ſaw window were ſome defaced coats of 
arms, one of which was, Argent a chevron 
between three cocks Sable. Biſhop Alcock. 

On the north ſide of the chancel, on a 
raiſed tomb 1s the figure of a lady, her 
hair braided with pearls, her mantle lined 
with ermine, and on it reaching to the 
feet, Barry Argent and Azure three chaplets 
Gules : which ſhews, that ſhe was Eli- 
Zabeth daughter of Ralph baron Greyſtock, 
and firſt wife of Sir Gilbert Talbot of Graf- 
ton, knight of the garter, ſecond ſon of 
John ſecond earl of Shrewsbury. At the 
head- of the figure are two angels, and at 
the feet two little dogs. This monument is 
now very much defaced. 

Somewhat higher on the right hand, is 
the monument of fir John Talbot of Graf- 
ton, knt. fon of Sir Gilbert, with his 
figure all armed except the head, under which 
is a helmet and wreath ; about the neck a 
collar with a croſs patee dependent (now 
broken off), at the feet a lion; at the right 
hand his firſt wife wearing a bonnet ; at the

Under an arch on the ſouth ſide of the 
chancel is a well- executed monument of Mr, 
George Littelton, counſellor at law, in his 
ſerjeant's gown and ruff, with a roll in his 
right hand; larger than that of ſerjeant Wylde 
in St. Peter's church, Droitwich, but much 
like it in other reſpects. At the top his arms 
are quartered thus: 1. Latelton. 2. Weſtcore. 
3. Quatermain. 4. Burley. quartering all Shrew/- 
bury's arms, and the arms of Paffon. On 
the right ſide of the monument Littelton's 
arms quartenng Shrewsbury's ſingle coat; 
and on the left Litelton empaling Argent a 
lion rampant Sable debruzed with a feſſe 
countercompony Or and Azure. Under the 
arch on the right, Latelton empaling Talbot, 
on the left, Litelton empalng Stanley and 
theſe quarterings: 1. Argent on a bend Azure 
three ſtags heads caboſſed Or. Stanley. 
2. Or. on a chief indented Azure three plates. 
3- Azure three hunters horns ſtringed Argent. 
4. Gules a chevron between three hurts Or, 
a mullet on the chevron, 5. Or, three che- 
vronels Gules. 6. Sable fix fleurs de lis, three, 
two, and one; the field repleniſhed with croſs 
croſlets fiche, a canton Ermine.

George Litelton was the eldeſt ſon of 
Roger Litelton, who was the fifth ſon of 
John Litelton by Elizabeth daughter and 
coheir of ſir Gilbert Talbot of Grafton, and 
Anne his wife coheir of Paſton. By the will 
of his uncle Sir John Litelton, knt. he in- 
herited the manor and farm of Groveley, in

the pariſh of Cofton, in Worceſterſhire, and 
ſome land near Barngreen, in this —_—_ 
called Pynton fields. 

In the middle of the chancel was an ala- 
baſter monument, whereon lay a knight in 
compleat armour, his beaver open, his head 
encircled with a large wreath, and reſting 
upon a helmet, the creſt of which was a 
boar's head couped upon a wreath mantling 
and doubling. He wore a collar about his 
neck, and on bis girdle were the arms of 
Stafford within a border engrailed, At his 
feet a greyhound. His wife lay by him; 
ſhe had a mantle over her gown} at her head 
were two angels, and at her feet à dog and a 
griffin. On the tomb: Or a chevron Gules 
and canton erminez Stafford; quartering 
Azure, a chief Gules, over all a lion ram- 
pant Argent: Haſtang ; and empaling Azure 

a croſs Argent; Aylesbury. On other parts, 
the arms of Palgrave and Burdet. Stafford 
was heir of Palgrave, and Palgrave he.r 
of Burdet. The inſcription was worn away, 
yet. the arms ſhew that the perſons here 
interred were fir Humfrey Stafford, knt. fon 
and heir of fir Humfrey Stafford, of Grafton, 
knt, by his wife Elizabeth, daughter and 
heir of fir John Burdet, knt. and Eleanor his 
wife, daughter and heir of fir Thomas Ayleſ- 
bury, knt. Their ſon Hutafrey Stafford, eſq. 
was attainted, as was mentioned above, and 
ſuffered death [o]. 

Under a plain ſtone : © Richard de Harcy 
and Elizabeth his wife, died 1500, whoſe 
ſouls God pardon.” 

Mr. Thomas Sheldon died May 2, 1612. 

In the middle aile of the church lieth one 
of the ancient family of Barneſley, of Bar- 
neſley-hall. The braſs plate on which was 
the inſcription is taken away. 

At the lowelt ſtep of the chancel lieth 
William Chaunce, who died May 3, 1622. 
His deſcent from Barneſley is ſhewn by the 
arms of that family on his tomb-ſtone: a 
croſs between four roſes. 

Adjoining to this are two ſtones with the 
arms of Dineley. The one preſerves the 
memory of Anne wife of William Chaunce 
daughter of Mr. Chriſtopher Dineley, and 


the other of her fiſter Elizabeth, wife to 
Mr. Thomas Ruſſell.

On a large marble monument fixed to the 
ſouth wall of the chancel is a very long in- 
ſcription in Latin [y], to the memory of John 
Hall, D. D. the orfly ſon of John Hall, vicar 
of this pariſh. He was maſter of Pembroke 
College, in Oxford, 45 years, and conſe- 
crated biſhop of Briſtol 1691, in the reign of 
William and Mary. He died at Oxford, 
Feb. 4, 1709-10, aged 77 ; and left 800 J. to 
the poor of this panſh, which purchaſed an 
eſtate at Elmbridge. Twenty pounds of the 
income is diſtributed among the poor of 
Bromſgrove, and the remainder is given away 
in bibles. 

Mrs. Phebe Hall died Aug. 4, 1717, aged 
82. 

Thomas Corbin, mercer, ſon of John 
Corbin, gent. died Apr. 14, 1729, aged 25. 
Richard Hanbury died Dec. 18, 1724. 

James Newman, gent. b. Aug. 5, 1632, 
d. April 16, 1685, Mary his wife, b. June 
14, 1638, d. July 6, 1658. 

Here were inſcriptions to Damaris Walker 
widow, Mary Palmer, the Tylers, and the 
Smarts, Theſe, with many others, were 
deſtroyed when the church was repaired 
[ 9]. _ 

Elizabeth, widow of Leonard Simpſon 
eſq. d. Feb. 6, 1718, aged 89. Sarah Simpſon 
their daughter, d. Aug. 31, 1729, aged 
63. 

Edward Mitton gent. younger ſon of Henry 
Mitton, of Shipton, in the county of Salop, 
eſq. buried OR.

George Mortimer, lieutenant in his ma-

Towards the weſt end of the church is a 


croſs-legged knight, now entirely covered 
with the floor of a ſeat.

The CHAPELS. 


In this pariſh are five chapels dependent 
on the church of Bromſgrove : Chadwick, 
Moſeley, Withal, Grafton, and Kingſnorton. 
A curate is appointed to each of theſe by the 
VICAr. oo 

The chapel of Withal is now rebuilding, 
1778. It buries at Kingſnorton. [q]. 

Chadwick buries at Bromſgrove. The 
chapel 1s now deſtroyed. 


The chapel of Moſeley is a handſome 


building, dedicated to the B ſed Virgin. The 
ſteeple was begun 5 Hen. VIII. In the eaſt 
window was : Party per pale indented Argent 
and Sable; quartering, Azure a bend fuſilly 
Or. Moſeley buries at Kingſnorton. 


GRAFTON CHAPEL. 


In the reign of Edward I. there was a 
diſpute between John de Grafton and the 
prior of Worceſter concerning the advowſon 
of the chapel of Grafton, when the former 
reſigned his claim upon the payment of 35 
marks by the priory of Worceſter [r]. 

John de Grafton gave to God, the bleſſed 
Virgin, and the chapel of St. Michael de 


Grafton, a meſſuage and lands near the king's 
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highway, between the houſe of Robert Broke 
and the houſe of John Sirloc, which lands 
were 120 feet in length, and 76 feet in 
breadth s]. | 

This chapelry pays its own poor, but buries 
at Bromſgrove. In the 'middle pane of the 
eaſt window of the chanicel was painted Sir 
Gilbert Talbot the elder, kneeling, and all 
armed except his head and hands, with 
an azure robe over his armour, and ar- 
rayed in the enſigns of the order of the 
garter; oppoſite to him his firſt wife Elizabeth, 
daughter of Ralph lord Greyſtock, kneeling ; 
on her mantle Gules three cuſhions Argent, 
taſſelled Or, for antient Greyftock, quarter- 


ing Barry Argent and Azure three chaplets 


Gules for Grimethorpe, or modern Greyſtock : 
In the next pane his ſecond wife, Awdry 
daughter of Sir John Cotton, of the county 
of Cambridge, knt. Behind fir Gilbert his 
three ſons, Gilbert, Humfrey, and John, in 
a kneeling poſture, armed except their heads 
and hands, and each bearing the arms of 
Beleffimo earl of Shrewſbury, Rees prince of 
South Wales, alias Talbot, Newvill, Furnivall, 
and Verdon, with creſcents for difference, 
Underneath was written: * Orate pro anima 
© domimi Gilberti Talbot militis de garter, 
* et pro animabus Elizabethae et Auderay 
* uxorum ſuarum.” 

In ſeveral places were painted the ſun 
beams, the badge of the houſe of York, and 
roſes within roſes ; fignifying the union of 
king Henry VII. with the houſe of York, 
This chapel is now iu ruins. 


KINGSNORTON CHAPEL. 


There was a diſpute between Richard 
abbot of Bordefley and John prior of Wor- 
ceſter concerning the tithe of land in Kingſ- 
norton, which belonged to the abbey of Bor- 
deſley; when it was determined that the 
abbot and convent of Bordefley ſhould pay to 
the prior and convent of Worceſter the ſum 
of four ſhillings yearly at Michaelmas, in 
lieu of all the tithe of their lands in Kingſ- 
norton. Dated July 22, 1514 [?].

In the upper 
ſouth window, Mortimer earl of March quar- 
tering Burgh earl of Ulſter. In the upper 
north window of the chancel, Ermine a gritfin 
ſegreant Gules. On the north wall of the 
chancel, a memorial of a gentleman and his 
wife praying; over them, Barry of eight 
Argent and Azure, in a canton Gules a hand 
armed Or. creſt, on a wreath. Or and Sable 
a buck's head couped proper attired Or. All 
now gone. 

On a very curious monument againſt the 
ſouth wall of the chancel are the figures in 
white marble, of a knight in armour with 
his helmet under his head, his wife lying 
at his right hand. Over them this in- 
ſeription: 4 Here lie the bodies of fir 
Richard Greves of Moſeley knt. deputy 
& lieutenant to his majeſty in his princt- 
e palitie of Wales; aud juſtice of the peace 
© and quorum, and of commiſſion of the 
0 oyer and terminer in com. Wigorn. who 
& departed this life July 31, 1632; and 
dame Anne his wife, daughter of Thomas 
„Leighton of Wattleſborough, in com. 
0 Salop. eſq. who cauſed this vault and mo- 
© nument to be made in remembrance of 
« her deare huſband deceaſed.” On one 
ſide kneel their four ſons, on the other four 
daughters, in baſs- relief. Underneath are 
the arms of Greves: Argent on a feſs Azure 
between three ogrefles charged with as many 
lions heads eraſed of the field a griffin paſ- 
{ant between two eſcalops Or. On another 
eſcutcheon his wife's arms: Quarterly per 
feſſe indented Or and Gules. The eſcutchons 
are joined by two hands, 


On the right fide of the monument is this 
| inſcription :

From virtue's center, in this urne is laid.

His creſt on a wreath Argent and Sable, an 
eagle with two heads diſplayed Sable, beaked 
and membred Or, His wife's creſt : a dragon 
Sable on a wreath Or and Gules. Both creſts 


are mantled Gules and doubled Argent. On

Percy or Rivers, 
The two laſt are ſuppoſed by Mr. Habingdon 
to have been ſome lords in Wales.

At the bottom of 
the tomb: Greves empaling three bucks trip- 
ping in a border Or.

Here lieth the body of William Middle-

In the middle of the chancel on the ground 
were the portraitares of a man and his 
wife in white marble; both in the poſture of 
prayer, with this inſcription : © Orate pro

RG + + + 4 obut 29 menſis Decemb. an. 
Dom. 1524. quorum animabus propitietur 
Deus. Amen [u]'. It is now quite erated.

On the ground in the body of the 
chancel is the figure of a man in alabaſter, 
round which is written: * Here lieth the 
body of Humfrey Greſwold, eſq. who 
died Sept. 8, 1560, upon whoſe ſould Lord 
© have mercy, Amen.“ 

Near the laſt are the figures of a man and 
his wife, and over them this inſcription : 
Here lieth the bodies of Richard Grevis of 
« Moſeley, eſq. and Anne his wife, which Ri- 
* chard departed this life January 15, 1600, 
and the ſaid Ann . . . . . At the higheſt 
part of the tomb, Argent an eagle diſplayed 
with two heads Sable. 

John Field of Kingſnorton died Nov. 3, 
1585, and Iſabel his wife, 1588. 

On a fair raiſed tomb in the north aile are 
engraven the figures of a knight in armour, and 
his lady. The inſcription : * Humfrey Litelton 
of Groveley, and Martha his wife, daughter 
of Robert Gower, of Colemers, eſquire. 
Martha died July 4, 1588.“ The arms are: 
Argent a bend cotiſed Sable within a border 
Gules bezante, quartering Argent a chevron 
between three eſcalops Sable. Afterwards 
Litelton's arms as before in Bromſgrove ; to 
which Mr. Humfrey Littelton added Argent 
two cups covered Gules. Next to thoſe, 
barry of fix Argent and Gules a croſs-patonce 
Sable, Gower, quartering ermine a croſs-pa- 
tonce Gules, Grindal. At the head: Argent 
a bend cotiſed Sable within a border Gules 
bezante, quartering as before, and impaling 
barry of fix Argent and Gules a croſs- patonce 
Sable quartering ermine a croſs-patonce Gules. 
Over the firſt is Litleton's creſt, and over his 
wife's arms her creſt, a wolf paſſant collared 
and chained Or. Mr. Humfrey Littelton 
lived many years after this monument was 
erected at Naunton-Beauchamp, and was bu- 
ried there, 


In a window of the ſouth aile were the 
arms of Beauchamp : and below, on a ſtone, 
a prieſt holding in his right hand a chalice, 
and in his left a book. The inſcription : 
* Orate pro anima domini Humfredi Toye 
clerici capellani iſtius capellae, qui obiit 
* Juli 12, 1514, cujus animae propitietur 
Deus. Amen.“ This prieſt was not cu— 
rate of Kingſnorton, but officiated in a 
chantry of the Bleſſed Virgin, to which 
the place where he lies was aſſigned. Other 
chapels alſo with their chaplains attended 
on Kingſnorton. 


Apainſt a pillar on the north fide of the 
body. of the chapel 1s a board in memory of 
Sarah Eſt, who lies buried near this place. She 
departed this life 1725; was ſecond wife to 
the late Henry Eſt of Slade Pool, who was 
buried among a great number of his anceſtors 
at Yardley in 1721, aged 77. Ille ortus 
« eſt a Thoma Eſt armigero de Kenelworth, 
qui fuit regibus a cubiculis dum regnabant 
in Anglia Henricus quintus et ſextus.“ 


On the ſame ſide is a ſtone with this 
inſcription: 


& Aſcenſion day, on ninth of May, 
Third year of king James reine, 
To end my time and ſteal my coin 
I William Greves was ſlaine. 

1605.“ 


Here is a ſchool founded by Edward VI. 
the ſalaries of which are paid out of tlie 
crown rents; the head maſter has ten pounds 
a year, and the under-maſter five. 


The office of pariſh clerk of Kingſnorton 
is ſaid to have continued in the ſame family 
upwards of 200 years. 'The preſent clerk 
has enjoyed it more than 20 years, and his 


father held it above 60.

Fyrſt, I woll and ordeyne by theſe preſentes, 
that the ſucceſſours of the ſeyde Thomas 
Hardyng, chappellaynes of the ſeyde chaun- 
trye, and everyche of them from the date of 
theſe preſentes to be admittyd, ſhall be pre- 
ſentyd by me whyles that I lyve, and after 
my decefle by the lordys of Dodforde for the 
tyme beyng, unto the biſhop of Worceſtre, 
or to his vycar for the tyme beying, within 
a moneth after the decefle of everyche of the 
ſazd chappellayns ; and by the ſame biſhop, 
or his ſaid vicare, yn the ſame chauntrie to 
be ynſtituted, as a chappellaine perpetuall 
oweth to be, in kepyng of the ſaid chauntrie. 
And yf hit happen that I the faide Alianore 


in my lyf, and the lordes of Dodford afore- 


ſaide after my decefle, preſent nat a conve- 
nient and able preſt to the ſaid chauntrie, 
within the tyme of a moneth after the deceſſe 
of any of the iaid chapellayns ; than I woll 
that the ſaid biſhop of Worceſtre for the 
tyme beyiag, or the priour of Worceſtre, 
the ſee beyng voyde, preſent unto the ſaide 
chauntrie an able preſt, to be inſtituted in 
the fourme aforeſaide; the ryght and pry- 
vilage of preſentation of the ſaid chaun- 
trve to me, and to the lordes of Dodforde 
for tyme beying, allwey ſaufe and reſervd ; 
when hit ſhall happen the ſeide chauntrie 
then next to be voide in manner and fourme 
aforeſaide. Alſo I wyll and ordeyne that the 
ſaide Thomas Hardyng chapellaine, and his 
ſucceſſours chapellaynes in the ſaid chauntrie, 
and everyche of theym, - ſhall dailye and 
continually be reſident in propyr perſon, en- 
tending upon the ſame chauntrie; and daylye 
ſry mate, and other dyvyne ſervice, after

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ule and conſtitution of the chirche, as 
the tyme requires, devotly, as God woll 
graunte theym grace, witheouten fraud or 
negligence. And that every chapellain of 
the ſayde chauntrye, for the tyme beying, 
_ every Sonday, and othir feſtivall dayes, yn 
his ſurplice att his own charge pourved, ſhall 
entend the quere of the ſaid parriſhe church 
of Bromeſgrove at the firſt evenſong, matyns, 
maſſe, and other canonical houres, with the 
care of the parryſhe, and other miniſtring 


.. ne ſervice thear. Alſo I will, that every 
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chapellain of the ſaid chauntrye in thear 
maſſes, and other oryſons and devocyonnys, 
ſpecially pray for me, and all my children, 
whiles we be alive, and for the ſoul of the 
ſeyde Humfrey, late my husband, and for 
my ſoule after my decefle ; and for the fouls 
of all my children; and for the ſoules of all 
the benefactours of the ſayde chauntrie, and 
for all criſten ſoules: and alſo ther ſhall 
yerely kepe the obytte of the ſaid Humphrey 
late my houſebond, with alſo myne con- 
junctly when I ſhall be deceſſed, with pla- 
cebo, and dirige, and mafle of requiem be 
note, after the devote uſage of holy chirche. 
Alſo the ſaid Thomas Hardyng chapellain, 
and his ſucceſſours chapellains in the ſaide 
chauntrie, ſucceſſively, all and every thyng 
to the ſame chauntrie in any wiſe belonging, 
or perteyneth, as bokes, chalices, veſtments, 
and other ornaments whatſomever, beyng 
nowe, or what hereafter ſhall be purveyde 
for the behove of the ſame chauntrie, at 
ther proper coſtys, expenſes, and charges, 
ſhall kepe, conſerve, and ſuſteyne. And yf 
it be happen any of theym to be empeired, 
hurt, loſt, or waſted, everych of them, for 
his tyme, ſhall provyde for the renewyng 
and repairynge of theym well and com- 
petentlye, and theym ſufficiently repared and 
made ſhall leve unto his ſucceſſours with- 
outen diminucyon of theym, or every parcelle 
of theym. And the ſaid Thomas Hardyng, 
and everyche of his ſucceſſors, chapellains in 
the ſaid chauntrye, at their incommyng and 
inſtitution yn the ſame chauntry, ſhall make 
a clere and a true inventory by wrytyng en- 
dented of all maner thyng found by him, or 
theym, or any of theym, recevyd, perteygn- 
ing, or belongyng unto the ſeid chauntrie for 
the tyme beinge, with the ſealys of eithir.of 
them ſealyd. Alſo that the ſeide Thomas 
Hardynge, nor his ſucceflours, chapellains to 
the ſeide chauntrye, nor eny of theym, yn 
no maner wiſe attempte to do eny thyng that 
may be prejudiciable to the ſeyde churche of 
Bromeſgrove, or the parſon or vicare of the 
ſame chirche pryveley or openly : but every 
of them ſhall dewely entend the monyſshyng 
and advertiſements of the ſaid vicare, and hym 
obey in all thinges lawfull and honeſte for a 
chauntry preſt to doe concerning divine fer- 
vice, at ſuch tyme as they aught to entend 
hit. And ther, nor noon of theym, ſhall not 
meddle nor entermete theym with the cure 
or

or governaunce of the ſaid churche, nor of 
the pariſshe ; bot yt hit be at the ſpectal re- 
queſt of the ſeyde vicare, or his depute for 
the tyme beying. And then yf ther goodaly 
may and woll for their one meryte and cha- 
ritable example of other, they may help to 
ſapporte their charges with their good will, 
and by noon other dewty, or conſtrainte, 
otherwiſe then above is expreſſed. Alſo the 
ſeide Thomas Hardyng, nor noon of his 
ſucceſſours, chappellains aforeſaide, ſhall not 
be abſente from the ſeide chauntre paſt 1 5 
dies continuelly, or in the yere paſt 40 dayes, 
by ſeverall dayes; and that with cauſe re- 
ſonable. Alſo yf the ſeyde Thomas Hardyng, 
or any of his ſucceflours chapellains in the 
ſeide chauntrie, thorough age, infirmyte, or 
other cauſe reſonable, withouten fraude, fal- 
len thorough Goddys vilitacion, where- 
thorough he ys not of power, and may not 
doe dyvyne ſervice, and acomplyſhe the ob- 
ſervaunce of the ſaide chauntrye, as is afore- 
{aide, he ſhall not therefore be put removed 
from his ſaide chauntrye, bot ther to con- 
tynue his lyf, during afſhduell prayour for 
the founders and other aboveſaide, dulye 
keping and obſervyng other articles of this 
preſent ordinaunce after his poſfibilyte. Alſo, 
vf the ſaide Thomas Hardyng, or eny of 
his ſucceſſours chapellains in the fame chaun- 
trye, be evydentley noted of unclene and 
vicious lyvyng, and diſhoneſte converſacyon 
and demeanyng; or yf he be ſuſpended or 
irregulier, or uſe eny thing to clerkes by the 
lawe inhibyte, and he be thereof convicte, 
whereby he 1s not nor may not be of power 
nor of abilite to obſerve the premiſſes; or 
yt he doe eny thing in prejudice of this pre- 
tent fundacyon, or make waſte or deſtruc- 
tion of bokes, chalyces, veſtiments, or of 
any other ornaments, or of eny londes or 
tenementes yn eny wiſe belongynge or per- 
teignynge, or hereafter ſhall belonge or per- 
teigne unto the ſaid chauntrye; then he, as 
unable, hys offence ſo declaring him, ſhall 
be remoeved and deprived by the ſame; and 
another chapellain of good and vertuous diſ- 
poticion, and converſation, to be admitted 
and inſtituted in the ſaid chauntrye in the 
tourme aboveſaid. And as for the fyndyng 
and ſuſtentation of the ſaide chapellain per- 
petuall doyng dyvyne ſervyce in the ſaid 
chauntrye, as is aforeſaid, I have graunted 
to Thomas Lytelton oon of the kynges 
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juſtices of the common place, John Catesby 
oon of the kynges ſarjauntes att the lawe, 
Richard Jourdan late vicar of Stoke, now 
vycar of Hull, John Bowdok and Richard 
Harpecote of Bromeſgrove aforeſaid, and other 
nowe deceſſyd, an annuell rent of ten mark, 
to be had and perceyvid in, and of, my 
mannour of Dodford in the counte of North- 
ampton, and in and of all other my landes 
and tenements in the town. and feldes of 
Dodford aforeſaide, at the feſtes of the an- 
nunciacion of our Lady and Sainte Mychell 
the archangell, by cven porcions ; with a 
clauſe of diſtrefle, to thentent that the ſame 
Thomas Lytelton, John Catesby, Richard 
Jourdane, John Bowdok, and Richard Har-- 
pecote, and their heyres, when the chauntrye 


were ſtabliſhed and founded, and the kynges 


licence thereupon inpetred and obteyned, the 


ſeyde annuell rent of ten marks ſhuld gyve, 
graunte, and conferme, to the chapellain of 
the ſaid chauntrye, and his ſucceſſours, 
chapellains in the ſame, after the tenor and 
effect of the fundacion thereuppon made, as 
by my dede and wrytyng thereof made unto 
theym more plenily is expreſſyd and declared. 
Wherefore; accordyng to thentent of my 
ſaide graunt touching the chauntrye afore- 
ſaid by me creatyd, founded, and eſtablyſshed, 
by the auctorite and lycence above ſpecified 
for a confirmation of the fame, with a per- 
fyte and enticr fundacion; as well for the 
forſaide chauntric as for the fyndyng and 
ſuſtentacyon of the ſaide perpctuell preſt; at 
the inſtance of my prayer and requeſt, the 
ſaid Thomas Lytelton, John Catesby, -Ri- 
chard Jourdan, John Bowdock, and Richard 
Harpecote, by their dede theruppon to be 
made and ſealyd, have promyſſed to geve and 
graunte to the ſaid Thomas Harding nowe 
chapellain of the ſaid chauntrye, and to his 
ſucceflours chapellains in the ſame doyng 
dyvyne ſervice, as is aboveſaid, the foreſaide 
annuell rent of ten marks perpetuelly, to be 
had and perceyved in the maner and form 
hereafter followying.

H1S pariſh took the additional name of 
T Hacket probably from the family of 
the Hackets, though there 14 no evidence of 
their having been poſſeſſed of lands here. 
They are mentioned in Crowle, Cofton, and 
ſome other pariſhes in this county. 

Before the Conqueſt the abbot of Ne infer 
was lord of Brocton. 

At the time' of Domeſday ſurvey the 
ſheriff Urſo held Broctune of the abbot of 
Weſtminſter, and Aiulfus held it of him. 
Bricſmar had formerly held it. There were 
three hides ; and in demeſne one carucate and 
a half, and two villains, and two cottarii, 
with one carucate and a half. There were 
two ſervants, and ſix acres of meadow. It 
had been worth 40s. was then worth zos. 
When Bricſmar held it he did ſervice as the 
other tenants [a]. 

Urſo held one hide at Broctune of the 
manor of Perſhore, which he ſaid was given 
him by the king, and for which he owed 
{ſervice to the church. It was worth 105. 
[4]. 

Urſo was ſucceeded by the barons de Beau- 
champ his heirs. Thomas de Beauchamp, 20 
Ed. III. held in Brocton the fame eſtate which 
Guy de Beauchamp earl of Warwick ſome time 
had. And 7 Hen. VI: Richard de Beauchamp 
was ferſed of the ſame in Brocton which 
Thomas de Beauchamp earl of Warwick 
once had. But this falling to the crown by 

attainder of Edward Pl antagenet carl of War- 
wick, 15 Hen. VII. was given by king Henry 


VIII. to Mr. Valter Walſh [e], ANTE heir 


fold an eftate here to lord kee per Coventry ; but 
the manor is in diſpute between lord Co- 
ventry and fir Herbert Pakington. 

In a record of the exchequer, 28 Ed. I. it 
appears, that Walter Beauc/ amp a younger 
fon of the houſe of Warwick, together with 
John Lovet, who by computation may be

ſir John Lovet of Hampton-Lovet, were both 
ſeiſed of lands in Brocton. 

That part which belonged to the Lovets 
came to the Blounts, from them to /ord 
Mountzoy, who fold the fame to fir John 
Packington the elder [d]. 

Walter Beauchamp's lands probably paſſed 
to John de Hull, for 20 Ed. III. John de Hull 
held the ſame in Brocton, which J. de Beau- 
cham, perhaps a deſcendent of Walter, was 
once ſeiſcd of, and 7 Hen. VI. the heir of 
John de Hull had the eſtate in Brocton, which 
John de Hull formerly held [-]. 

5 Eliz. this pariſh contained g families. 
Now it contains 14, according to the return 
made to biſhop North at lus primary viſitation, 
1776. 

It pays to the land-tax, at 4s. in the 
pound, 21/. 12s, Paid to the poor, in 1776, 
20 J. 6s. 114. Value of the whole parith 
about 200/. a year.

Antiently Byſſeley, a donative in the lower diviſion of Perſhore hundred, and 


eaſt by the Severn, which divides it 


from Twining, in the county of Glouceſter, and from Ripple ; weft by 
Pendock and Longdon, ſouth by Chaſeley, and north by Upton-upon- 


Severn. 


T is about five miles in circumference. 
In Domeſday, it is ſaid to have been held 
of the Biſhop of his manor of Breedon. 
Brictric, the ſon of Algar, had held one hide at 
Biſelege, and paid rent for it every year to 
the biſhop, and moreover did due ſervice to 
him at his court. At the time of the ſurvey 
it was in the king's hands. It had been be- 
fore, and was then worth 40s. There were 
twenty acres of meadow, and a wood half a 
mile long, and three quarentines broad [a]. 
The manor of Buſhley anciently belonged 
to the Clares and Deſpencers, earls of Glou- 
cefter, and paſſed from thoſe families by 
marriage to the Beauchamps, earls of War- 
wick, as will be ſhewn under Hanley- 
caſtle [5]. 7 Hen. VI. Richard de Beau- 
champ earl of Warwick held ſome lands at 
Buſhley in right of his wife ; which lands 
Hugh le De Spencer had formerly held [c]. 
This manor had then a large demeſne, many 
tenants, and a good park ; all of which fell 
into the king's hands by the attainder of 
Edward Plantagenet earl of Warwick, 1 5 
Hen. VII. and belonged to the biſhoprick of 
Lendon in the time of biſhop Bonner [d]. 
There 1s another manor in this pariſh 
called alſo Buſhley manor, which belonged 
once to the abbey of Tewkeſbury. The book 
of tenures faith, the abbot of Tewkeſbury 
* holdeth Buſhley of the king by the king's 
* gift, for which he pays yearly eight pounds.” 
The White Book of the biſhoprick of Wor- 


ceſter recordeth thus : * This manor being 
the abbot's of Tewkeſbury, together with 
the parſonage of Buſhley appropriate, fal- 
ling into the king's hands by the ſup— 
« preſſion of monaſteries, was afterward paſi.d 
* away 3 and 4 Philip and Mary to 7Jovn 
Handby, or Hundby;” from whom it came 
to Edmund Colles of Leigh, eſq. who gave 
it to 7obn Colles, the ſon of his younger ſon 
Mr. Richard Colles [e]. 

In the time of the civil wars Anthory 
Stratford had lands here; he was a zealous 
royaliſt, and compounded with the parlia- 
ment for his eſtate at 40 l. 

A third manor or place in Buſhley was 
antiently called Pulle, and 1s now Pull 
Court [/]; of which in the book of tenures 
it is ſaid, * our lord the king holdeth in 
his own hands the Pull, which Simon 
de Columbis held of our late lord king 
* Henry, father of our lord the king, for 
* keeping the hay of Buſhley. 

After this, Pull was annexed to the abbey 
of Tewkesbury. At the ſuppreſſion of that 


houſe it became the land of Mr. IW:llam” 


Cbyld, who ſold it to Sir John Reus, and he 
ſold it to Mr. Roger Dowadeſwell. The fa- 
mily of Dowdeſwell is ſtill ſeated at Pull 
Court, and is now in poſſeſſion of almoſt all 
the pariſh of Buſhley, 1779. 

William Dowdeſwell eſquire, the late 
owner of this eſtate, was one of the repre- 
ſentatives of this county in ſeveral parlia-

The eaſt window of the chancel con- 
fiſts of three panes, and in the middle pane 
was painted the blefled Virgin with our 
Saviour in her arms. In the dexter pane, a 
man armed except his head, kneeling and 
praying; over him theſe arms: quarterly, 
Argent and Gules, in the ſecond and third a 
fret Or, over all a bendlet fable 3 Le Deſpenſor. 
In the ſiniſter pane, a lady praying; and 
over her head, the fame arms impaling (the 
field faded) a hon rampant queue fourchce 
Or, for Burgher/t. 

Theſe efſigies were deſigned for Edward 
Lord le Deſpencer, and Elizabeth his wife 
daughter and heir of Bartholomew lord

Burgherſt: He died at Cardiff Caſtle 49 
Edward III. 1375, ſeiſed (inter alia) of the 
manors of Upton-upon-Severn, Buſhley, and 
Hanley in this county [g], leaving the ſaid 
Elizabeth his wife ſurviving, who had for 
dowry an aſſignation of the caſtle and manor 
of Hanley, and Buſhley, &c. [. She died 
1409, and was buried with her huſband in 
the abbey of Tewkſbury, where ſhe had 
built the chapel of the Holy Trinity for 
their tomb. 

In the midſt of the chancel, on a ſtone in- 
laid with braſs, are engraven a man and his 
wife. On the pendent of her head-dreſs is,

ED E, a woman, held Cedeſlai of 

the king at the time of Domeſday ſur- 
vey. She had held it in the reign of Edward 
the Confeſſor. There were twenty-five hides, 
with eight corn farms. Ten of theſe hides 
were free from geld, as appeared by the teſ- 
timony of the county. In demeſne were 
three carucates and thirty-three villans, and 
twenty bordars, and two prieſts with four 
bordars. Among them all they had twenty- 
five carucates. The number of men and 
maid ſervants was eight. Three mills paid 
twelve ſeams of corn. Two houſes in Wor- 
ceſter paid 12d. In Wich five ſalt pans 
paid 218. 4d. There was a wood of two 
lewes, and another wood of one lewe. 
T. R. E. and at the time of the ſurvey, it 
was worth 121. [a]. 

Among the records in the bag of foreſt 
rolls in the cloſet of the old chapter-houſe, 
Weſtminſter, it is faid that Chaddeſley 
was included in Pyperode foreſt; the 
name of which yet remains there in Peper 
Wood. 

The Corbets [5] afterward came into poſ- 
ſeſſion of this parith : 28 Edward I. William 
Corbet was certified to be lord of the manor 
of Chaddeſley-Corbet, with its members and

woods. As it then bore the additional name 
of Corbet, it 1s probable the family had been 
long ſettled here. William Corbet had free- 
warren granted him in Chaddefley 33 Ed- 
ward I. In the exchequer, 20 Edward III. 
IWilliam Corbet is ſaid to have held lands in 
Chadeſley, which William Corbet, his an- 
ceſtor, ſome time had. Sir William Corbet, 
knt. preſented as patron to the church 23 
Edward Il. 1 349 [c]. 

After this Chaddeſley paſſed from the 
Corbets to the Beauchamps, barons of Ber- 
gavenny : and the Corbets removed to Cow- 
ley in the pariſh of Leigh; for 36 Henry 
VI. Thomas Corbet of Cowley was in com- 
miſſion with the abbot of Eveſham and 
others, for levying a body of archers for 
defence of the realm [d]. 

William Beauchamp, lord Bergavenny, 
died Friday the 8th of May, 12 Henry IV. 
ſeiſed (inter alia), as appears by inquiſition, of 
the manors of Chaddefley-Corbet, Pyriton- 
Power, Neſhington-Beauchamp, Herington, 
Purwil, Dunclent, Ruſhock and Fecken- 
ham, all in this county, leaving iſſue by 
Joan his wife daughter and coheir of

The reaton why penſions were reſerved 
to the priory of Worceſter out of appropria- 
tions was, that the prior, during the va- 
cancy of the biſhoprick, viſited the whole 
dioceſe, and received fees for the ſame : 
which ccaſed to be paid when the rectory 
was appropriated. 

After the diſſolution of religious houſes 
the tiches were granted to the corporation 
of Warwick, in whom they continue. 

A church appears to have been here at the 
compiling of Domeſday ; and there remains 
on the north fide an old Saxon door-way (the 
door now ſtopped up)with a round arch, which 
as well as the colurfas has Z17-zZag mouldings.

Antiently Cercebull, Cercehalle, and Cbirchebylle, a rectory, formerly in the 
hundred of Came, now in the lower diviſion of Halfſhire, and deanry of 


Kidderminſterz hath on the eaſt Clent and Hagley, on the weſt Kidder- 
minſter, on the ſouth Chaddeſley-Corbet and Stone, and on the north Old- 
Swinford and Kinfare. By Biſhop Lyttelton. 


N Domeſday book it is written Cercehalle, 
which according to the Norman pro- 
nunciation is the ſame with the Saxon Cy- 
rickhill or Church-hill, and ſhould ſeem to 
be denominated from a church on a hill. If 
fo, it muſt have acquired its name in very 


early times; for one may venture to pro- 


nounce that here was no church in the 
Conqueror's time, as neither eccleſia nor 
preſbyter occurs in the Domeſday Survey of 
this manor. The ſituation of the preſent 
church will no way countenance this ety- 
mology ; but perhaps in the Britiſh or early 
Saxon age a church might have been erected 
on one of the ſeveral eminences within the 
pariſh ; and from hence the inhabitants might 
name it Kirkhull. 

The manor is of very ſmall extent, the 
whole not three miles in circumference. The 
ſoil in general is very dry, inclining to ſand, 
and was formerly fo remarkable for the pro- 
- duce of Damaſcene plumbs, that even the 
tithe of them amounted to ſomething con- 
ſiderable. It is watered by a quick and clear 
ſtream, which, taking its riſe in the neigh- 
bouring Clent-hill, enters the pariſh a little 
above Churchill great pool, and from thence 
iſſuing out into the village haſtens into Stour, 
at about the diſtance of two miles, near Kid- 
derminſter. 

Churchill was always reckoned within the 
bounds of Kinvare-foreſt. 14 Edw. I. the 
inhabitants were amerced, together with thoſe 
of Brome and Old-Swinford, for non-atten- 
dance at tlie regarders court [a}. 


In biſhop Gaynesborough's regiſter of Wor- 


ceſter dioceſe, it is expreſſly ſaid to be within 
the foreſt of Kinvare, doubtleſs to contra- 
diſtinguiſh it from Churchill near Bredicot : 
Johan. Foreſt adiniflus ad eccleſtam de 
* Churchull in foreſta de Kynfare [o] 

In Domeſday, Churchill occurs as one of 
the fourteen manors which Milliam Fitz 
Anſculf held of the gift of the Conqueror 
here in Worceſterſhire; as members of the 
barony of Dudley: and in that authentick 
ſurvey it is rated at two hides of arable 
whereof one carucate was in demeine, with 
land ſufficent to employ five ploughs more. 
MWigar held it in the time of Edward the 
Confeflor, and it was then worth 60s. 
Walter held it under Fitz Anſculph, when it 
was worth 83. 

On the deceaſe of Walter, or his imme— 
diate iſſue, the Paganels (who became lords- 
paramount of Churchill as an appendant to 
the barony of Dudlev, which Gervaſe Pa- 
ganel came into on matrying the daughter 
and heir of Fitz-Anſculf) ſeem to have 
taken this lordſhip into their own hands ; for 
Gervaſe Paganel, in the time of Henry II. 
gaye half a hide of land here to the convent 
of Dudley, which he had then lately founded; 
and confirmed alſo the gift of Agnes de 
Somery to the ſaid convent of the other part 
of the village and manor, as appears by the 
foundation- charter of the ſaid . priory of 
Dudley. Do igitur et concedo Deo et S. 
Jacobo de Dudlie dimid. hydam in Chirch- 


hulla; et reliquam partem ville que Agnes

half a mark to them and their ſucceſſors.

N. B. Simon de Frankel lived in Henry 
IIId's time; 

What intereſt that houſe had in the tithes 
or advowſon of Churchill does not clearly 
appear; but it is plain that they had ſome, 
for in 1297, when John Drugell preſented 
a clerk to this rectory, the biſhops regiſter 
informs us, that Robert de Malley, prior 
of Dudley, conſented thereto [e J. The 
manor was undoubtedly held by the prior and 
convent under the barons of Dudley ; for, by 
the inquiſition taken after the death of Roger 
Somery in 1291, the jury find he died ſeiſed 
of the manor of Churchill, held by the prior 
of Dudley by the fourth part of a Knight's 
fee; and that it was worth 4os. a year, in 
omnibus exitibus V]. And the Valor Be- 
neficiorum Eccleſiaſt. commonly called pope 
Nicholas's taxation, made the ſame year, 
confirms as much; for it is there ſaid : © Prior 
de Doddelege habet apud Churchull de red- 
ditu afliſe xx g. de Stauro xx g. [g]. 

Hugh Drugell above mentioned married 
the daughter of Robert de Hurcote, and had

John de Dunclent grants to John 
the Jon of Edmund de Dunclent a rent of 
65s. iſſuing out of Churchill - mill, which 
Clement de Dunclent his father had of the 
gift of John Melford, Olim domini de 
Churchill.“ Witneſſed by Edmund de 
Penne, Richard de Wannerton, and others.

6 Rich. II. 1382, Will. Reginald and Rob. 
Budd, feoffees to uſe, ſettle both the manor 
and advowſon upon John de Dunclent in tail, 
with divers remainders over, under which 
ſettlement they enjoyed this manor till Henry 
VT's: reign, when I ſuppoſe they fold it to 
Tho. Dickens of Bobynton in Staffordſhire:

From that time down to the 
reign of queen Elizabeth, the Dickens's were 
lords of the manor, and patrons of the rec- 
tory, when they ſold both to Gilbert Lyttelton 
of Frankley eſq. whoſe lineal deſcendant, 
Thomas lord Lyttelton, now enjoys them, 
1779.

The rectory was valued in 1291 at fix 
marks and a half [4]; but in Henry VIII's 
valuation only at 4/. 3s. 9 4d. which, con- 
ſidering the different value of money in Ed- 
ward I's time and Henry VIII's, proves this 
living to have fallen conſiderably within 
thoſe periods.

In the return made to the governours of 
queen Anne's bounty this pariſh is ſaid to 
contain thirteen familes; but the rectory does 
not appear to have bcen valued at that time, 
and therefore was in general returned under 


Fo. der ann. for as ſuch it is now diſcharged 


of firſt fruits and tenths, being worth no 
more at the utmoſt than 401. yearly, though 
no modus decimandi obtains here, and the 
rector is entitled to all dues whatever []. 
This little church, which conſiſts only of 
a ſmall nave and chancel, with a low wooden 
tower at the welt end, containing one bell, 
aftords neither arms nor monumental in- 
{criptions. Had the money ariſing from the 
lands and tenements deviſed by Richard 
Penne of Harborow, in 1470, for the uſe of 
this church, been faithfully applied as the 
pious teſtator directed, the fabrick would not 
have been ſo mean as we now ſee it; but a new 
feofment having been made ſome few years 
fince, it is to be hoped the church will ere 
long be well repaired and ornamented. 
As Penne's will contains ſome curious par- 
ticulars, I ſhall here recite a part of it.

[7], 
By original writings in the hands of Mr. 
Dolman, one of the heirs general of the 
Pennes, it appears that this houſe and land 
in Kidderminſter, which now ſets at 12/7. or 
14/. per ann. were appropriated by the teſ- 
tator's immediate deſcendent to the repair of 
the church, and buying the books and orna- 
ments, &c. 
In the eaſt window of the chancel is an 
elegant figure of a man with his head re- 
clining on his left hand ; the colours very 
lively. About the year 1630, theſe words, 
viz. Dominus Edwardus Deſod R.“ were 
remaining infcribed under it []; but now 
are entirely gone. | 
It is probable that this Edward Deſod was 
antiently rector of the pariſh, and a bene- 
factor to the window; but his name does not 
occur in the catalogue of rectors. 
In the north window of the body of the 
church are the figures of three men and their 
wives kneeling ; and underneath is the fol- 
lowing inſcription : 
Orate pro bono ſtatu Ricardi Pen ct Jo- 
* hanne uxoris ejus; et pro bono ſtatu—Pen 
* et Johanne uxoris ejus; et pro bono ſtatu

I cannot conclude the deſcription of this 
church without mentioning the pariſh cheſt 
or coffer, which is of ſingularly rude work- 
manthip, conſiſting of a huge block of oak 
timber hollowed in the middle like an Indian 
canoe, ro which is affixed a thick clumſey 


cover. I have no doubt but it is coeval with 
the church : and it ſhews in how low a ſtate 
the joiner's art was in early times, at leaſt in 
country places. I met with juſt ſuch coffers 
in St. Nicholas church at Warwick, the 
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chancel whereof is of very early Saxon archi- 
t. cure; at Kinvare and Enfield in Sta ford— 
ſhire, Cofton - Hacket in Worceſterſhire, 
Hales-owen in Sliropſhire, and at Winch- 
comb in Glouceſterſhire.

OMESDAY book informs us that

three acres of meadow, and two quarentines 
of wood.

Hawifia de Wyſham and her huſband fir 
John de Wyſham, were the firſt in rank in 
Churchill, and will be ſpoken of under Holt 
and Clifton upon Teme. Sir William de 
Wyſham, knight, ſucceeded to the eſtate in 
Churchill; and after him fir John de Luba, 
knight, in the reign of Richard III. About 
the time of Henry VII. the heir of Witham 
married John Guiſe of Elmore in Glou- 
ceſterſhire and Aſpley-Guiſe in Bedfordſhire 
[c], and carried the manor of Churchill into 
that family, where it remained many gene- 
rations. In the reign of queen Elizabeth John 
Guiſe of Elmore, eſquire, fold it to William 
Cookſey of Wolverton, in this county, eſq. 
who dying without iſſue, it went to his 
nephew Jahn Acton of Burton, who joining 
with his ſon William Acton ſold the royalties, 
the patronage of the church, and the woods, 
to Rowland Berkeley of Spetchley, eſq. [d], 
who gave them to his ſon fir Robert Berkeley, 
knt. the judge, whoſe deſcendent Robert 
Berkeley of Spetchley, eſquire, is the preſent 
owner, 1779 [e]. 

In the reign of James I. many of the lands 
in Churchill were ſeparated from the manor, 
and came into the poſſeſſion of Anthony 
Bourne of Holt, eſq. ſon and heir of fir John 
Bourne of Battenhall, knt. who ſold them in 
portions to the tenants.

&« affairs uſed and governed himſelf ſo vertuouſly and diſcretely, that he well deſerved that himſelf and his 
ce pofterity ſhould be honorably advanced and diſtinguiſhed +.” Complying with the faſhion of the times, 
he and his lady were among the firſt and moſt zealous reformers, and he was made a privy-counſellor, 
and ſent ambaſſador to the emperor ; how prudently he here conducted himſelf, and how highly he was 
truſted in the affairs which agitated the kingdom at that time, may be ſeen in his letters and other | 
miſcellaneous papers in the Harleian library [4]. In return for his eminent ſervices he came in '1 
for a large ſhare of thoſe poſſeſſions which the crown had an opportunity of beſtowing on its 
favourites, particularly in this county, and ſeated himſelf at Biſham in Berkſhire. He marricd 
Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Sir Walter Stonor, of Stonor, in Oxfordſhire, knt. and dying at

2 different account of his promotion to that honour. Beſides, the original patent of creation is ſaid to be in the family of one Mr. 
_ Calfe, of St. Leonard's foreſt, in Suſſex, who married one of his daughters. 

I have ſeen a letter from Mr. Le Neve, Norroy king of arms, wherein he ſays, © that as Sir Edward Graves's patent was dated 
« at Oxford, May 4, 1645 ; he was apt to think there was no enrolment thereof; which was the caſe of ſeveral patents of honour 
6« about that time, the rolls being taken into the poſſeſſion of the parliament, Or, if the patent had not been ſeen, he ſhould 
« have thought he had only a warrant to be a baronet, as is the caſe of the great Courtney ot the Weſt,” 

(E) This Richard Graves, eſq. was a gentleman eminent for his literary abilities; 98 tor his knowledge of hiſtory, anti- 
quities, and heraldry, His portrait is engraved by Vertue. The following account is given of him by Ballard, in one of his MS. letters 
preſerved in the Bodleian library. He was a gentlenan endued with all thoſe excellent qualifications which might entitle him 
7 great and good, He was a compleat maſter of the Gteek, Latin, and Saxon tongues ; was admirably well read and ſkilled in 
* the Roman and Britiſh antiquities, and wgs a moſt curidus hiſtorian, antiquary, and medaliſt, He died (to the great grief of all 
« true lovers of antiquity, as well as of all thoſe that knew him) upon Wednef ay, about ſeven o'clock in the morning, being the 
« 17th of Sept. an. 1729, in the 53d year of his age. He had made vaſt collections towards the hiſtory and antiquities of thoſe 
« places, where the ſeveral parts of his eſtate lay; which he had collected, with very great pains and expence, from Doomeſ- 
* day book, from MSS. and records in the Tower, and divers ary x ns which he deſigned by way of annals, in imitation of 
* Kennet's Parochial Antiquities, and juſt before bis death had deſigned to have methodized and compiled in 3 vol. fol.” After 
his death thoſe papers were purchaſed among other valuable MSS. by James Weſt, eſq. and ſold at his death, in 1773, 
to William Petty, earl of Shelburne. His collection of medals, (which were about 500, among which were many very valuable 
pieces) conſiſted chiefly of Greek and Roman coins, a great part of which I collected for him, from Worceſter, Glouceſter, Ciren- 
ceſter, Marlborough, Devizes, and ſcveral other places; all which coins were purchaſed after his death by Roger Gale, eſq. 
an intimate acquaintance of Mr. Graves, who is a great maſter of thoſe ſtudies, and many other uſetul parts ot learning.“

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A curacy in the lower diviſion of Oſwaldſlow hundred, and in the deanry 
of Worceſter, bounded ſouth by the city of Worceſter, north by Omberſley 
and Martin, eaſt by Hinlip and Warndon, and weſt by the river Severn, 
which divides it from Hallow and Grimley. From north to ſouth it ex- 


tends about three miles, from eaſt to weſt ſomewhat more. 


HAT is now called the pariſh of 

Claines was not a ſeparate pariſh 
originally, but a chapelry belonging to St. 
Helen's in Worceſter. It was antiently di- 
vided into ſeveral hamlets or tithings. Of 
theſe, the firſt that appears upon record 1s 
Northwick, a manor annexed to the b:/hoprick 
of Worcefler in very early times, perhaps 
coeval with the inſtitution of that fee. 
Whether all the other hamlets exiſted ſo 
ſoon or not is uncertain ; however, the name 
of Northwick ſeems to have been the moſt 
prevalent, and the church or chapel was 
called the church of Northwick, though 
ſituated in the hamlet of Claines [a]. In 
the Conqueror's ſurvey I find mention only 
of Northwick ; including Tidberton as one 
of its appendages, but not belonging to this 


ariſh, it contained 26 hides, which paid 
P , Paid 


taxes; of theſe, three hides and a half were 
in demeſne. There were four carucates, and 
a bailiff who had three virgates, and a rad- 
man with three virgates, and tliirteen villans, 
and eighteen bordars. Among them all they 
had eighteen carucates. There were eight 
ſervants, and three mills of 50 ſhillings, and 
in Wich one falt pan produced 100 mitts of 
{alt, for which were paid 100 loads of wood; 
a fiſhery worth four ſhillings; and ſome 
paſtures were worth two ſhillings; forty 
acres of meadow ; and a wood one mile in 
length, and the fame in breadth [%]. 

Ninety houtes in Worceſter belonged to 
this manor. Of theſe the biſhop had 45 in 
demeſne, for which the tenants only did 
lervice at his court: % held 24 of theſe ;

In the time of Edward the Corfeffor the 
biſhop had the third penny in the city of 
Worceſter; but at the time of the ſurvey the 
king and the ſheriff received two ſhares of 
that tribute. At firſt it amounted to ſix 
pounds, afterwards to eight pounds [d]. 

In Wich three houſes belonged to this 
manor, and paid three mitts of ſalt; and the 
fabrica plumbi,' or ſhop for lead pans, paid 
two ſhillings [e]. 

The whole value had been thirteen pounds. 
At the ſurvey it was ſixteen pounds ten fhil- 
lings. In the market-place of Worceſter, 
Urſo held of the biſhop 25 houſes, and paid 
yearly 100 ſhillings [V]. 

Perhaps it 1s reaſonable to ſuppoſe that the 
other hamlets were eſteemed members of the 
great manor of Northwick in the Conqueror's 
time. As they will immediately occur in 
the ſubſequent account, it may be neceſſary 
to take notice of their names. They are 
eleven in number; and are compriſed in 
nine tithings : Barbone or Beverburn, Be- 
vereye, Tapenhall, Hollow or Holy Claines, 
Aſtwood or Eaſtwood, the tithing of Milln- 
ham and Hayford, Northwick, the tithing 
of Smite and Tollerdine, and Whiſton. 

In 1089, Wolſtan biſhop of this ſee gave 
Thomas the prior and the monks of Wor- 
ceſter the mill at Tapenhall, a member of 
the capital manor of Northwick, with the 
miller and all his money, and half a yard- 
land in the miller's poſſeſſion [g]. 

Theulphus, fometimes called Leolwald, 
biſhop of Worceſter, conferred on the priory 
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of that place, in 1117, a fiſhery at Wor- 


ceſter, with a wear and a river iſland or eye, 
meadows, lands, men, houſes, and their ap- 


purtenances, at Bevery [5]. This now be- 
longs to the dean and chapter. 

In the reign of Henry II. the third penny 
in the city of Worceſter belonged to the 
biſhop as lord of the manor of Northwick, 
together with four ſcore and ten houſes, of 
which the biſhop had in demeſne ſixty-five ; 
and the remaining twenty-five were held by 
Walter de Beauchamp, heir of Urſo. Under 
Walter de Beauchamp Hugh Fitz Oſberne 
held eight, and Hugh de Oliton ten houſes 
* | 

The tenants of note who held of the 
manor of Northwick at this period were 
theſe that follow. William de Beauchamp 
and Hugh Puber fourteen hides and a half. 
Il illiam Hacket one hide, and under him 
Adam de Cromer. Richard Bureford one 
yardland at Tolwardin. Godfrey Ardo half an 
hide at Smite. William de Bracy one hide. 
Oſbert Blund half a yardland. The prior 
of IWorcefler one yardland at Milldenham, 
with a mill. Robert Fitz Godfrey one yard- 
land. Hugh Fitz Lidigrine one yardland. 
IWilliam de Bracy one yardland at Tole- 
wardine. John Cimm three fourths of a 
yardland at Perdeſwell. TJordanus, a prieſt, 
half a yardland at Claines, The prior of 
Worceſter one great croft near the biſhop's 
garden; and the ſexton of the church one 
meadow out of the demeſnes ; both granted 
by Simon biſhop of Worceſter [#]. 

In 1218, Claines became a ſeparate pariſh : 

for the members of St. Helen's being then 
divided between William de Blois biſhop of 
Worceſter and the prior and convent, all on 
the eaſt ſide of the Severn fell to the biſhop, 
with reſervation of two vicarages, one for 
St. Helen's, the other for Claines IJ. 
In the reign of Edward I. biſhop Giffard 
granted to John le Porter one tenement with 
the appurtenances in Northwick in fee, for 
ten ſhillings yearly [m], 

At the ſame time Jobn de Duffurd, the ſon 
of Roger de Waſeburn, held half a hide 
of land of the biſhop in Smyte: Robert

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Blanket held of him half a hide in North- 
wick : Richard le Blund held a tenement in 
Northwick and half a hide in Claines: Peter 
le Flagge held in Northwick the fourth part 
of a yardland : Cicely de Perdeſwell held a 
yardland, and her daughter Jabel was a noted 
tenant : Henry the fon of John held two 
yardlands in Tapenhall: Robert de Bracy 
held one aſſart in Tolwardyne : John de 
Bikerton held half a yardland : Richard at 
Mull held a place called Cotteſland, and a 
mill in Tapenhall: William Colle held a 
yardland : William de Abindon held lands in 
Loſemore and Thurſtan's Croft: and John

Of theſe tenants, Robert Blanket was de-

Robert de Everey. Peter le Flagge, as Mr. 
Habingdon obſerves, was a man of account, 
though his eſtate here was but ſmall; and 
Mull was deſcended from "a very ancient 
family. 

In the ſucceeding reigns, fobn Waſhburn 
held half a hide of land in Smite: Beatrix 
Blanket held half a hide of land in Northwick; 
the prioreſs of Whifton the fourth part of a 
yard-land in Northwick, once the land of Peter 
le Flagge: Hugh le Other held half a yard- 
land in Northwick : William Moriſe held the 
ſecond part of a yardland there : and Richard 
Porter held a yardland at Tapenhall [o]. 

The Porters lived at Mildenham, and ſuc- 
ceeded the Mulls in Tapenhall by inheritance. 

John Porter of Tappenhall regiſtered his 
pedigree and arms at the viſitation of Wor- 
ceſterſhire anno 1634, and quarters the coats 
of-Mull, Thomas, and Lloyd. George Porter 
of Tappenhall, his grandſon, did the ſame 
at the viſitation in 1683 [þ]. The family 
of Blanket was ſeated at a place in this pariſh 
from them called The Blankets. 

2 Rich. III. there were ſeven freeholders in 
the townſhip of Bearebourne, and as many 
cuſtomary tenants. The principal frecholders 
were the prior of Worceſter and the prioreſs 
of the White Ladies []. 

Bearebourne, Beverburn, or Barbone, takes 
its name from a little brook which riſes about

b:ſhop's lands, and Habingdon MSS. 
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three miles to the eaſt in Alferton, and 
here empties itſelf into the Severn. Bever- 


burn, as it is moſt frequently ſtyled in old 
deeds, is ſuppoſed to ſignify beaver-brook, 


and to have been called ſo from the number 
of beavers which reſorted to it. Thus Bevereye 
means beaver-water. Theſe animals abounded 
in the river Severn and the neighbouring 
brooks, and were formerly known in many 
other parts of England and Wales []. 

A mill was erected on this brook a little 
above Barbone, in 1369, by William Frebara, 
maſter of St. Oſwald's hoſpital, and tenant 
to the biſhop [5]: | | 

At the ſame time; 2 Rich. III. John Ali- 
wood eſquire was the principal tenant in 
Northwick. The others, being twenty in 
number, were not of any eſtimation. In 
Beverey were nine tenants of ordinary reck- 
oning. In Hawford, Richard Bytford a free- 
holder, and eight cuſtomary holders. The 
daughters and coheirs of Thomas Somery, 
Margaret wife to John Porter, and Alice wife 
to John Penderice alias Glover, enjoyed lands 
at Tapenhall, for which they did ſervice at 
the court at Whiſton, and a mill for which 
they owed ſuit to the court at Worceſter. 
Beſides theſe Porter had here a meſſuage and 
a yardland. There were then likewiſe in 
Tapenhall five other freeholders and twenty 
cuſtomary tenants. In Hallow Claines, or 
Holy Claines, was a freehold called Spellys, 
belonging to Thomas Morton of Briſtol, eſq. 
This land had formerly been in the poſſeſſion 
of Oſbert Spellye, fon of Richard Spellye, 
to whom it was granted by Thomas Cob- 
ham, biſhop of Worceſter, for having dif- 
charged the office of bailiff of Whiſton with 
ſingular induſtry and fidelity. In Aſtwood, 
Thomas Acton held the manor of Per- 
deſwell : the priory of WoncksrEn, the mo- 
naſtery of the White Ladies, the hoſpitals 
of St. Ofwald and St. Wolſian, were all 
eftated here. Frere held ſome lands; and 
Trimall was an ancient freeholder. 'The 
whole number of freeholders in Aſtwood 
was twenty three, and the number of cuſto-

mary tenants was eleven. Thomas Lyocy 
held an aflart in Tollwardine, which de- 
ſcended to him from Robert Brace. And 
Humfrey Frere held The Blankets, once the 
land of Agnes Blanket [7]. 

This Humfrey Frere was ſon of Thomas 

Frere, who came from the part of this 
county which borders on Staffordſhire, and 
married Margery daughter and heir of John 
Wyſham, fon and heir of fir William Wy- 
ſham and Margaret daughter of fir Adam 
Clyfton. The family of Frere continued in 
The Blankets for five generations [A]: Ri- 
chard Friar or Frere reſiding there anno 1 569 
[w], and entered his pedigree, at the viſi- 
tation then made by Robert Cooke, eſquire, 
Clarencieux King of Arms, who in his 
church notes taken at that time has put 
down the following arms, as being in his 
houſe at The Blankets. 1. Sable a cheveron 
between three dolphins. Friar ; creſt, on a 
wreath, an antelope's head ifluing from a 
ducal coronet. 2: The ſame coat quartering 
Argent a feſs between fix martletts Sable, 
Wiſham, 3. Witham impaling ermine two 
bends Gules | x]. 
Mr. Morton fold his farm at Claines to the 
Chapmans, from whom it paſſed to the ///yldes, 
who ſold it, together with the tithes, to Mr. 
Denne, a banker in London. 

The iſland of Bevereye is memorable for 
having afforded a retreat to the inhabitants of 
Worceſter in the reign of Hardiknute. That 
prince had impoſed a hateful tax on his ſub- 
jects. The citizens of Worceſter: refuſed to 
pay it, and put the collectors to death. A 
large force was ſent with orders to revenge 
this inſult, by deſtroying the city and 
putting its inhabitants to the ſword. Hav- 
ing previous information of the deſign, they 
retired to this iſland, where they defended 
themſelves for five days againſt the king's 
troops, who plundered the country, and re- 
duced their city to aſhes. This happened 
about November 13, 1041. The tax or 
danegelt amounted to 33,147 pounds, to ſup- 
port the army, and a navy of 32 ſhips [Y |.

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The iſland of Bevereye was again an aſylum 
to many diſtreſſed inhabitants of Worceſter 
in the year 1637; for in the month of -June 
that year a mortal peſtilence broke out in the 
city, and in fix months deſtroyed above 15 30 
perſons, being about one- ſixth of the inhabi- 
tantsʒ many of the ſurvivors fled to this iſland, 
partly to avoid the infection, and partly to 
be ſupplied with proviſions ; for the country 
people, through dread of the plague, did not 
bring any thing to market, and if the gentle- 
men of the neighbourhood had not ſent in 
bread and meat, thoſe whom the plague had 
ſpared muſt have periſhed through hunger. 
In praiſe of theſe charitable country gentle- 
men, ſome verſes were printed by Mr. Toy, 
maſter of the eollege ſchool. 

The hamlet of Bevere is chiefly copyhold 
under the biſhop- of Worceſter ; the air and 
ſoil are remarkably dry and healthy, the 
proſpects agreeable, and the river Severn, 
which flows near it, both pleaſant and advan- 
tageous. Theſe circumſtances induced Doctor 
Naſh, though perhaps imprudently on account 
of the tenure, to build a ſtrong uſeful houſe 
here, in which he at preſent reſides, and of 
which a view is given in the title-page. 

The biſhop had a charter of free-warren 
granted to him in his demeſne at Northwick 
39 Hen. III. Here was formerly a houſe, of 
which Leland writes: „This Northwick 
„ was one John of Wodd's in hominum 
« memoria, and bought of a biſhop for lake 
% of a houſe in Claynes. It is moted, and 
% had a park [z].“ Some terraces and large 
pools yet remain. The pools were once of 
great value: the tenant pays an old rent 
of 5 /. for them, though they have not pro- 
duced any thing for many years.

The lord has court-leet and coutt-baron, to 
which the copyholders, leaſeholders, and 
reſiants do ſuit and ſervice. The jury's 
dinner is paid for by the lord, who has all 
the perquiſites of the court. 

Upon death or ſurrender of any tenant in 
poſſeſſion, or marriage of a widow ſeiſed of 
a copyhold, one herriot, the beſt beaſt, 
or in default thereof the beſt goods, is due 
to the lord. 

The rent days are Michaelmas and Lady- 
day. | | 

The waſte and commonable places not 
much more than twenty acres, and no wood 
nor mines. 

By the cuſtom of the manor the copy- 
holders may let or ſet their lands for twenty- 
one years, if they live ſo long. | 
Within the memory of man it hath not 
been known that any copyholder hath for- 
feited his eſtate to the lord of the manor ; 
but if there be any forfeiture, the reverſioner 
1s to take the benefit thereof. 

The cuſtomary tenants have been copy- 
holders of inheritance until within theſe 
hundred years, or thereabouts; as may be

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made appear by diverſe copies, fib; et ſuis 
being inſerted ; which they ſay would be more 
evidently proved, might they have ſight of 
the records in king Henry the eighth's reign ; 
and that it will appear that the fine did not 
exceed double the lord's rent. But for many 
years laſt paſt, the tenants have been con- 
ſtrained to fine at the lord's pleaſure ; and 
ſore to let their inheritance be granted over 
their heads, for want of ability to pay ſuch 
great fines as were required of them, or to 
try their rights with the lord. 


For a hundred years paſt the copyhold 
eſtates have been granted for one life in poſ- 
ſeſſion, and three in reverſion ; the lords 
having no power to grant any further eſtate 
ſo long as there was any one life in reverſion ; 
although there was only a widows eſtate in 
poſſeſſion ; unleſs the reverſioner ſurrendered, 
and then to be granted in open court. 


The widow hath a right to be admitted 
to her free bench during her widowhood ; 


and the tenant in poſſeſſion dying ſeiſed of 


any meſſuage, or widow during her free 
bench, hath, by cuſtom of the ſaid manor, 
power to diſpoſe of the deads year againſt 
the lord, which may happen to be almbſt 
two years profits, becauſe the firſt entry of 
the reverſioner is not to be before Candlemas 
next after the deceaſe of the tenant, and then 
he is to enter only upon the meadow and 
fallow. 


The lord of the manor 1s chargeable with 
the repair of two bridges, Barbone-bridge 
and Billford's- bridge; as alſo of ſo much 
of Hawford's-bridge as is within the pariſh of 
Claines. 


The tenants owe no other ſervice to the 
lord than what is expreſſed in their copies; 
and they may take the benefit of any trees 
growing upon their copyhold lands and te- 
nements, without the licenſe of the lord of 
the manor. 


In the year 1648, the biſhop's 
lands were alienated, and 
Northwick manor was ſold 
to Rich. Vernon and An I. 5. d.

In the tithing of Whiſton was a monaſtery 
of Benedictine nuns; and there is ſtill an 
hoſpital dedicated to St. Oſwald. They will 
be ſpoken of in the following pages. 

The hamlets or tithings of the pariſh 
of Claines, except Whiſton, pay their poor 
jointly. In 1695, ſome diſpute ariſing about 
their aſſeſſment, the following valuation of 
the lands was given in upon a ſurvey.

The poors rates of Claines for eight years, 
taken at different times from 1647 to 1745, 
amounted to 642]. 175. 5d. being about 
80/, a year at an average. From 1753 they 
have gradually increaſed ; and from the year 
1766 to 1774, they amounted to 2048 J. 85. 
24. above 250/. yearly. 

5 Eliz. this pariſh contained 82 families; 
now it contains 297, including Whiſton [a]. 

It pays to the land-tax, at 45. in the pound, 
428/. 25. 10d. beſides which Whiſton pays 
336 64: 

The regiſter of this pariſh was very im- 
perfectly kept from the year 1749 to the 
year 1761; few returns made to the biſhop's 
regiſtry.: and although the utmoſt pains have 
been taken to recover the names of perſons 
buried and chriſtened, it has been found im- 
poſhble to do it with any accuracy. 

When one reflects how often pariſh re- 
giſters are produced in courts as evidences 
in matters of the higlieſt conſequence, how 
often they affect the intereſt and property of 
individuals, one cannot but lament they

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ſhould be fo careleſſly kept, and often en- 
truſted to the cuſtody of an ignorant con- 
ceited pariſh clerk, who may neglect to make 
entries, or give what nick names he pleaſes, 
The learned antiquary Mr. Bigland, Somerſet 
herald; in his obtervations on parochial 
regiſters, mentions one wherein he found th« 
following entries. Dr. Johnſon's lady, Good- 
wife Goodall, old mother Pummell, Mother 
Studdy, Gammer Smith, old good-wite 
Lewes, Black John, Farmer Browne, Tip- 
ling Tomlinſon, the widow Michell from the 
Ames H, meaning Almſhouſe, an oul man 
from the W. H. (work-houſe), William Cock 
criſand, an infant criſand. 

Before the Reformation, moſt of the largeſt 
monaſteries kept regiſters, not only of private 
but of public tranſactions; the fame did 


many of the colleges in Oxford, particularly 


Merton College, where is a curious account 
of the ſweating ſickneſs in England, with 
many other particulars. 

Thomas Cromwell the king's vicar- general 
(afterwards earl of Eſſex) ordered in the year 
1538, the clergy throughout England to keep 
in their reſpective pariſhes a public regiſter 3 
and this order was continued in the ſeveral 
injunctions of Edward the fixth, queen Eliza- 
beth, and king James the firſt. By the queen's 
injunction every miniſter at inſtitution was, 
among other things, to ſubſcribe to this 
proteſtation: I ſhall keep the regiſter- book 
« according to the queen's majeſties injunc- 
& tion.” — The canon of James the firſt 
gives theſe directions, with penalties on 
neglect. The regiſter ſhall be kept in the 
church in a coffer with three keys, for the 
miniſter and each of the church-wardens ; 
and on the Sunday the miniſter in the pre- 
{ence of the church-wardens ſhall make. the 
entries of the week before : to every page 
(when filled) they ſhall all ſubſcribe their 
names: and the church-wardens ſhall every 
year tranſmit a copy thereof to the biſhop's 
regiſtry. | 

During the confuſions in the reign of 
Charles the firſt, the regiſters were very ill 
kept : under Cromwell, when ſomething like 
a ſettled government was eſtabliſhed, this 
matter was again attended to, and about 
the year 1653 parliament ordered perſons to 
be choſen for every pariſh, to be approved and 
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ſworn by a juſtice of the peace, for the re- 
giſtering births and burials; this wiſe regus 
lation was not in force many years, and at 
the Reſtoration the buſineſs fell again upon 
the parochial clergy, and has continued part 
of their duty ever ſince. 

By act of parliament the 6th and 5th Wil- 
lam III. C. 6. S. 24. the miniſter was di- 
rected to keep an exact regiſter of all perſons 
married, buried, chriſtened, or born, in their 
reſpective pariſhes, under the penalty of one 
hundred pounds for every neglect, to be re- 
covered by any who choſe to ſue for it [4], 
This regulation, however, was not attended 
to for ten years afterwards. By the 4th queen 
Anne, C. 12. S. 10. it is mentioned, that many 
of the clergy, not being ſufficiently apprized 
of the full import of the above act, had in- 
curred the penalties thereof, whereby they 
and their families remained expoſed to ruin. 
The legiſlature therefore directed they thou! 
be indemnified from the conſequences of ſuch 
omiſſions, provided the duty for every mar- 
riage, birth, or burial, ſhould be really au- 
ſwered and paid, or notified and brought in 
charge to the collector of the duties. 

It is pity, when the parliament in the 
reign of Gcorge the ſecond took upon them- 
ſelvey to regulate the marriage regiſters, that 
they did not turn their attention to every 
branch of thoſe public records.—- Some have 
wiſhed that regiſters were kept by exciſe- 
men in their ſeveral walks; others, that 
the heralds office 'were made a public repo- 
ſitory for them; but if the canon of James 
I. were properly enforced by act of parlia- 
ment, and the returns given in upon oath, 
with proper penalties upon perjury, ſuch as 
are inflicted at common law, and a moderate 
fee. paid at the entry, the wiſhed-for end 
would be obtained, eſpecially if papiſts and 
diflenters of every denomination were ob- 
liged to regiſter with the church of Eng- 
land, 


T ſhall conclude theſe obſervations with ſome 


hints from Mr. Bigland's pamphlet before- 


mentioned. That a! old regiſters be repaired, 
if they require it; and that for future regiſters 
large wide folio books of vellum be provided; 
that the leaves be numbered, and an inch mar- 
gin leſt at the top, bottom, and on each fide of 
every folio, or page; that all the writing be

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within the margin, and a general index to 
each volume. He obſerves, that parchment 
is improper, for that if it be pounced, the 
parchment and writing will both decay; if 
it be not pounced, it will ſcarce admit the 
ink. 

The regiſter ſhould be kept in a dry place, 
and the entries made in a ſtrong legible hand; 
no eraſures with a penknife ſhould ever be 
permitted; but if any miſtake be made, a 
ſtroke with the pen-ſhould be drawn acroſs 
the wrong word ſo as to leave it legible, and 
a memorandum made of the occaſion of ſuch 
ſtroke. 

All entries ſhould be more deſcriptive : the 
father and mother, and age of the perſon 


buried or chriſtened, ſhould be noticed; and if 


neceſſary to diſtinguiſh them, the profeſſion 
or buſineſs they followed, or the place at 
which they lived. 

I with likewiſe a book were kept in which 
were tranſcribed all monumental or other 
inſcriptions in churches, or church-yards, 
which by ſeats or other cauſes are often 
hid or obliterated. A moderate fee ſhould 
be paid to the miniſter for copying every 
inſcription. This would often aſcertain pe- 
digrees, and be the means of finding out 
heirs at law. 

It becomes more neceſſary to be careful 
about parochial regiſters and monumental 
inſcriptions, becauſe THEY are now the only 
means of ſettling family pedigrees, as the 
inquiſitions poſt mortem are determined by 
act of parliament, and there has been no 
heraldical viſitation ſince the Revolution. 


Mr. Bigland likewiſe very judiciouſly pro- 


poles that in the regiſter ſhould be drawn, on 
a large ſcale, the ichnography of the church, 
with proper references to cach perſon's grave

or family vault : it would be uſeful likewiſh 
if in this book were made drawings ot the 
parſonage-houſe and buildings belonging to 
it, together with a map of the glebe lands.

is dedicated to St. John the Baptiſt, and hath 


neither parſonage nor vicarage. Moſt of the 


great tithes belonged formerly to the hoſ- 
pital of St. Wolſtan. Theſe are now appro- 
priated to Chriſt Church college in Oxford, 
to which the parſonage of Claines was 
aſſigned by king Henry VIII. 1 Oct. 37 ejus 
regu. together with various other livings and 
lands in this county [5]. A ſmall parcel in 
Smite is annexed to St. Oſwald's hoſpital. 
The monaſtery of the White Ladies at 
Whiſton had ſome great and all the ſmall 
tithes. And the parſon of St. Swithin's in 
Worceſter received certain tithes, as ghoſtly 
father to the nuns. The brethren of St. 
Wollſtan's hoſpital and the nuns of Whiſton 
were jointly bound to repair the chancel [c}. 

John Malvern, prior of the cathedral 
church of Worceſter and his convent, Tho- 
mas Baldwyn maſter of the hoſpital of St. 
Wulſtan, and Elizabeth prioreſs of the nuns 
of Whiſton, together with the pariſhioners, 
were. parties to a deed dated 3 Jan. 1408. 
which recites, that whereas diverſe contro- 
verſies in the courts of Rome and elſewhere 
had been carried on, to determine whether 
the bodies of the dead ought to be buried in 
their own chapel, and chapel-yard of Claines, 
or in the cathedral church of Worceſter, and 
church yard thereof; it is agreed on all ſides 
that the pariſhioners may bury their dead in 
the chapel and chapel-yard of Claines, pay- 
ing to the prior of Worceſter yearly, on the

ARMS AND MONUMENTS. 


In the north iſle of the chancel, on a raiſed 
tomb, lies a man in a gown, with this in- 
ſcription : * Here lieth John Porter, which

The arms are Sable, three bells Argent, 
with quarterings, empaling three ſtirrups Or. 
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Scudamore; This monument is s engraved i in 
the ſame plate with the monuments of Droit- 
witch and Beoly. 

Next to it is a monument erected to his 
wife, daughter of William Scudamore, of 
Herefordſhire, eſq. She died March 21, 1668, 
aged 71 years.

Anthony Attwood, eſq was buried Jan.

Many of the Jackſons, of Common, hill, 
in Northwic, were buried here; particularly 
Elizabeth Jackſon, wife to Phineas Jackſon, 
daughter of John Price, late chancellor of 
this dioceſe, with her ſive children; ſhe died 
Sept. 20. 1714, aged 33. 

An alabaſter monument is erected to the 
memory of Henry Wynn, late of Clifford's 
Inn, who died March 30, 1695, aged 55. 


The NuxNRRT of Sr. MARY MAGDALENE, at Wurs row, 27 
in the Pariſh of CLAINEsS. 


HE religious of this houſe were of 

the order of St. Benedict, and called 
White Ladies, from the colour of their dreſs. 
It was founded by Walter de Cantalupe, 
biſhop of Worceſter, and endowed with fifty 
one acres of arable land, and two acres of 
meadow, 'at Aſton, from thence called 
White Lady Aſton, and the tithes of half 
the demeſne lands at Norwike and New- 
land, and of the lands of Richard Blund, and 
Peter de la Flagge, in Claines: all which 
were confirmed by the prior and convent 
of Worceſter, in 1255 [g]. And on the ſe-

cond of the ides of July in the ſame year, 


the church was dedicated to St. Mary Mag- 


dalene [h]. 

Mr. Habingdon tells us that biſhop Gif- 
fard gave to theſe nuns the manor and pa- 
tronage of Eſton; but he quotes no autho- 
rity, and Dr. Thomas could find nothing in 


the regiſter confirming it. That he was a 


conſiderable benefactor appears in ſeveral 


places of the biſhop's Domeſday : it is there 


ſaid that he gave them twelve acres of arable 
land in Little Furlong which he bought of 
Peter de la Flagge.

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On the ſecond of the calends of March, 
1269, this biſhop granted them the ſmall 
tithes of Claines to be enjoyed during his 
pleaſure; and ordered the rural dean of 
Worceſter, with the conſent and advice of 
the prioreſs, to appoint a prieſt to officiate at 
the church of Claines, and to allow him a 
reaſonable maintenance [i]. 

In 1271, out of compaſſion to their ex- 
treme poverty, he ordained, that his former 
grant of all the ſmall hes and oblations 
of the church of Claines, ſhould continue 
in force till their debts were diſcharged ; they 
taking care to have the cure ſerved: by a ſuf- 
ficient prieſt; and in the year 1275, he ap- 
propriated the ſame to them, reſerving a ſa- 
lary of five marks for a chaplain remove- 
able at their pleaſure. The appropriation was 
confirmed by the prior and convent the third 
of the calends of March 1313. 

In the ſame year that biſhop Gifford made 
this appropriation, he wrote to Reymund de 
Nogeriis, the pope's nuntio, ſetting forth the 
ſmallneſs of their revenue, and deſiring upon 
that account that their collectors might de- 
mand no tenths of them; and not unmind- 
ful of them in his laſt will, he gave them 
veſtments for their great altar, and one hun- 
dred ſhillings in money [&]. 

In 1331, Joan Talbot, lady of Richard's- 
Caſtle, late wife of Sir Richard Talbot, knt. 
gave them for the health of her ſoul, and the 
ſoul of her huſband deceaſed, and of her fon 
Richard, and of Hugh de Mortimer, her fa- 
ther, and Maud, her mother, and of all 
her anceſtors, and of Thomas le Blount, and 
Sir John Wynbroke, Kant. hoſpitaller of St. 
John of Jeruſalem, one meſſuage, fifteen 
acres of land, one penny rent, and half 
an acre of meadow, with their appertenances 
in Flagge [I], in the manor of Northwick. 
This grant was confimed by biſhop Orlton, 
November 22, of the fame year, and by 
the prior and convent, December 8, fol- 
lowing []. 

8 Edw. III. the king gave them licenſe to 
purchaſe lands to the value of 100 8. a year. 
At- the fame time he granted leave to Wil- 
liam de Beauchamp, knight, to give them 
twenty acres of land, with their apperte- 
nances in Northwick ; alſo to Hugh de 
Hanford, chaplain, to give them two acres

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more in the ſame village. Theſe donations 
were valued at ten ſhillings a year, and were 
to be accounted part of the hundred ſhillings, 
Dated Nov. 18, and confirmed by Simon 
Montague, biſhop of YE 6 cal. Jan, 
following. 

Dec. 8, 1461, king Edward IV. granted 
to theſe nuns, out of the rents and profits 
of the county, 10l. yearly to be paid by the 
ſheriff at Eaſter and Michaelmas, Elizabeth 
Wooton being then prioreſs u]. 

April 5, 1407, to relieve their impoveriſhed 
eſtate, as wanting the neceflary ſupplies of 
food and raiment, the church of Weſton upon 
Avon was appropriated to them by biſhop 
Clifford [9]; and the appropriation was con- 
firmed by the prior and convent of Worceſter, 
the tenth of the ſame month ; at the ſame 
time they obliged themſelves to pay to the 
prior and convent. every Michaelmas, the 
ſum of 3s. 4d. and the like ſum as often as 
the ſee ſhould become void [y]. 

In this ſtate it continued till the diſſolution 
of religious houſes in the time of Henry 
VIII. when its revenues (fo much at leaſt as 
belonged to this pariſh) were granted to 
Richard Callowhill, John Callowhill, John 
Callowhill the elder, arid John Callowhill 
the younger. They were afterward diſperſed: 
ſome part came to Mr. Habingdon, and was 
fold by him to the Wilds, of whom it was 
purchaſed by Mr. Denne, a banker in 


The ſcite of the nunnery ſtill retains the 
name of the White Ladies, and is held un- 
der the governours of a charity founded 
ſoon after the Reformation, I believe, by queen 
Elizabeth, for the ſupport of a blue-coat 
ſchool in the city of Worceſter. Richard 
Blurton, eſq. purchaſed the renewable leaſe, 
and left it to his daughter Mary, who mar- 
ried John Cookeſey, whoſe ſon, Richard 
Cookeſey, gave it to a daughter, who mar- 
ried Mr. Edward Ingram. Mr. Ingram left 
one ſon Richard, and one daughter, firſt mar- 
ried to Chambers, afterwards to Charles 
Cameron, M. D. now ſurviving.

Friday, in every weeke of the yere, the prieſte. 
for the tyme beyinge that ſhall ſynge maſſe in our 
place after the goſpell ſhall turne hym and pray 
tor the proſperite and welfare of oure ſayde ſo- 
verayne lord; the quene, and of my lord prince 

and there noble iflue: and after the deceaſe of our 
ſayde ſoverayne lord, the quene, my lord prince 

and their ſaid noble iſſue, to pray tor their ſolles 
and everich of them that ſo deceffeth: Alf 
every Fryday in the weke we ſhall and our ſuc- 
ceſſours goo a proceſſion; ſay inge Cevotely the 
ſeven ſalmns and the latenye for the tranquylite 
and peas of this roialme of England, and tor the 
proſperite of the kynge; the quene, my lord 
prince, and there ſayde noble jſſue, and remem- 
brynge our founder the biſhop of Worceſter in 
the ſame. All which thynges afore reherſed wee 
graunten and promitten by theſe preſentes; that 
they ſhall be done and performed hereafter by us 
and our ſueceſſours, truly and faithfully in per- 
petuity.

HE hoſpital of St. Oſwald is a very an- 
tient foundation. Perhaps it owes its 
origin to the biſhop whoſe name it bears [a]. 
Leland mentions it in his Itinerary [4] in the 
following words: Worceſter has a longe 
* and fayre ſuburbe by north without the 
* foregate, and at the north-eaſt part, and 
very end of it, is an ancient and fayre large 
* chappell of St. Oſwald, which firſt was 
« erected for monkes, then infected, or ſhould 
after be infected with leproſie. After it 
* was changed to an hoſpitall, and there was 
* a maiſter, fellowes, and poor folkes ; but of 
« later tymes it was turned to a free chapell, 
© and bearcth the name of Oſwald, as a 
« thinge dedicated of ould tyme to him and 
© here were wont corſes to be buried in 
time of peſtilence as in a publicke cemitory 
for Worceſter. This chapell yet ſtandeth, 
and a fayre manſion-houſe by it, much re- 
« payred of late tyme, by one Parker, chan- 
cellour to the biſhop of Worceſter ; but the 
lands be alienated and taken awaye.” 

It was in being ſo early as 1268, when 
William de Beauchamp, by will, left it ten 
- ſhillings [e]. | 

The patronage of this hoſpital was com- 
mitted to the prior and convent of Worceſter, 
and the maſter was appointed by the ſacriſt 
of that church [d]. 

In 1321, many reports were raiſed of the 
maſter and brethren, that they led diflolute 
lives, and waſted the goods of the hoſpital; 
upon which Thomas Bromley, maſter of St. 
Wolſtan's, and the prior of Worceſter, were 
ordered to enquire into the matter, and the 
maſter was depoſed [e?. 

In 1349, the biſhop granted leave for the 
citizens to have a burying-place here, on

account of a great mortality then reigning, 
and the inſufficiency of the college church- 
yard to receive the dead [/]. 

In 1356; biſhop Brian cauſed an enquiry 
to be made into the right of patronage and 
true ſtate of the hoſpital. For this purpoſe 
he ſent many queries to the archdeacon; who, 
having ſummoned together all the rectors and 
vicars of the deanry of Worceſter, returned 
theſe anſwers : that they were all agreed that 
the ſacriſt of the cathedral church, by reaſon 
of his office, was the true patron of the pre- 
ceptory or maſterſhip of the ſaid hoſpital, and 
had been ſo tune out of mind : that the maſ- 
ter and brethren wore a diſtin& habit from 
the ſecular; only one Robert Colleſbore dur- 
ing his maſterſhip always wore a ſecular 
habit: that it was neither portionary nor pen- 
ſionary, as they knew of ; except fifteen 
pounds of wax, payable to the ſacriſt 
yearly [g]. 

In 1394, biſhop Henry deputed his official, 
Robert de la More, to enquire into the con- 
duct of the maſter and brethren ; which was 
accordingly done, and William Biſſely, then 
maſter, being found guilty of ſundry crimes, 
was depoſed [h], and David Bernard ap- 
pointed in his room [i]. 

30 Hen. VIII. Nicholas Udal, then maſter, 
demiſed the hoſpital, chapel, chapel- yard, &c. 
for the term of ninety-nine years, to J. Here- 
ford; from whom the leaſe came to Havard, 
then to Dedicot, and afterward to Sir 70 
Bourne, who died 1563. His fon conveyed 
it to lord chancellor Bromley ; from whom 
it deſcended to his ſons Themas and Gerard, 
who ſold it to Coucher, for the ſum of one 
hundred and twenty pounds. 13 James J. 
Coucher granted the rents to truſtees for

At the diſſolution, Dugdale and Speed fay, 
it was valued at 13]. 148. 4d. a year clear. A. 


MS. valuation of archbiſhop Sancroft's cited 
by biſhop Tanner, 141. 145. in the whole, 
and upon a new valuation, 4 Ed. VI. at 1 51. 
188. This houſe was not then diſſolved, but 
given by the king to the dean and chapter, who 
have ever ſince been the patrons of it, except 
in the reign of James I. In queen Mary's time 
it had four maſters in a year and half. Thomas 
Powel, the laſt of them, was preſented, 
Dec. 14, 1558. After this the hoſpital went 
much to decay, and we read of no maſter till 
April 15, 1615, when the king preſented John 
Hoſkins, LL. D. to whom ſucceeded Samuel 
Fell, one of the prebendaries of the church, 
and Margaret profeſſor at Oxford; who la- 
boured much to recover the alienated lands, 
and ſecured the greateſt part, to the amount 
of 200l. a year. While he was preparing to 
make a ſettlement, the civil war broke out, 
and ſundry houſes in the Foregate-ſtreet, 
belonging to the hoſpital, having been burnt 
down, the revenues were greatly dimi- 
niſhed, and the deſigned eſtabliſhment de- 
ferred till a more favourable opppo; unity. 

After the Reſtoration, John Fell, ton of 
Samuel, ſome time dean of Chriſt Church, and 

biſhop of Oxford, was preſented to it, and 
15 Charles II. obtained an act of parliament 
to ſettle the ſame [II. 

About the year 1680, Thomas Haynes, 
eſq. intimated to John lord biſhop of Ox- 
ford, then dean of Worceſter and maſter of

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this hoſpital, his defire of becoming a bene- 


factor to the charity. Accordingly, July 20, 


1681, by articles of agreement made between 
the ſaid biſhop and Mr. Heynes, leave was 
given him to erect additional rooms for fix 
poor men on the hoſpital ground. Mr; 
Heynes covenanted to build them within three 
years; and to ſettle gol. a year on his foun- 
dation, above all repriſes: the poor people to 
have 2s. a week each, three tons of coal a 
year, and a gown once in two years. In or- 
der to do this, he purchaſed a farm called 
Charlſtree, and a meſſuage in Stackback. 

The eſtate of the hoſpital was formerly 
eſteemed a manor, and was thus rated at the 
valuation for tenths, 26 Henry VIII.

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In ſeveral old deeds the chapel belonging 
to the hoſpital is ſaid to have been a pariſh 
church; and biſhop Lyttelton collected from 
the manuſcripts in the library of Jeſus Col- 
lege, Oxon, that there was formerly a church 
dedicated to St. Oſwald, in the hamlet of 
Whiſton, within the pariſh of Claines [].

HERE As there was antiently in the Foreſt- 
ſtreet, part of the ſuburbs of the city of 
Worceſter, an hoſpital founded and endowed with 
lands and tenements commonly called and known 
by the name of the Hoſpital of St. Oſwald; which 
ſaid hoſpital was demoliſhed, and the lands be- 
longing to the ſame alienated in or about the 
thirtieth year of the reign of king Henry VIII. 
and ſo remained for the ſpace of fourſcore years, 
or thereabouts; but ſince that time, by the care 
and induſtry, and at the coſts and charges of 
ſome one or more of the late maſters of the ſaid 
hoſpital, the lands that had been fo long alie- 
nated were recovered and reſtored to the value 
of near two hundred pounds per ann. and a ſet- 
tlement of the revenue of the ſaid lands and te- 
nements was endeavourcd for the future benefit 
of the ſaid hoſpital ; which intendment by the 
late unhaply war and troubles was not only di- 
verted, bur by the burning of divers houſes in the 
ſaid Foreſt-ſtreet, belonging to the ſaid hoſpital, 
the revenue very much impaired. And whereas 
John Fell, doctor in divinity, and dean of Chriſt- 
Church, in Oxford, under the title of the dean 
and chapter of the cathedral church of Chriſt and 
the bleſſed Mary the Virgin, of Worceſter, pa- 
trons of the ſaid hoſpital, is by good title eſta- 
bliſhed maſter of the ſaid hoſpital , and finding that 
there are no ſtatutes, ordinances, or certain rules 
for the government of the ſaid hoſpital, for the 
number of poor people to be therein and there- 
by maintained, nor for the annual or weekly al- 
lowances to the ſaid maſter and poor people; out 
of a delire that works of this nature may be 
employed according to the intentment of the firſt 
Conors, that the poor and impotent may be re- 
lieved, that the lands given to ſuch pious and 
charitable uſes may not be in danger hereafter 
to be alienated, or miſemployed; and that the 
ſaid maſter of the ſaid hoſpital, and his ſucceſ- 
fors, may be limited and regulated for the fu- 
ture in the diſpoſition and diſtribution of the rents, 
iſſues, and profits of the lands and tenements, 
now belonging, or which ſhall at any time here- 
after belong to the ſaid hoſpital ; hath humbly 
prayed, that it may be enacted, and be it enacted 
by the king's moſt excellent majeſty, by and with 
the advice and conſent of the lords ſpiritual and 
temporal and commons in this preſeat parliament 
aſſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, that 
the ſaid hoſpital, commonly called and known by 
the name of the Hoſpital of St. Oſwald in the 
ſuburbs of the ſaid city of Worceſter, ſhall conſiſt 
of one maſter, ren poor people, and one ſteward 
aud that out of the rents, iſſues, and profits now

belonging unto the ſaid hoſpital, the ſaid maſter 
ſhall receive yearly for his ſtipend or ſalary the 
ſum of twenty pounds; and that every and each 
of the ſaid ten poor people ſhall receive yearly for 
his and their ſtipend and maintenance the ſum of 
eight pounds ; and that the ſaid ſteward ſhall re- 
ceive yearly for his ſtipend the ſum of two pounds; 
all which ſaid ſeveral and reſpective ſtipends or 
ſalaries, ſhall be payable to the ſaid ſeveral and 
reſpective perſons, at ſuch times and under ſuch 
conditions as by the ſtatutes and ordinances by this 
act hereafter enacted to be made for the govern- 
ment of the ſaid hoſpital, ſhall be limited and ap- 
pointed; and that the ſurpluſage of the rents, 
iſſues and profits of the ſaid lands belonging to 
the ſaid hoſpital, over and above the ſeveral ſti- 
perids and ſalaries before appointed, ſhall be re- 
ceived and preſerved by the maſter of the hoſpital 
for the time being, as a ſtock for the ſaid hoſpi- 
tal, or laid out and expended towards the build- 
ing, or for the reparation of the ſaid hoſpital, or 
for to defray other incident charges in or about 
the hoſpital, by and with the conſent of the lord 
biſhop of the dioceſe of Worceſter for the time 
being. And be it further enacted by the autho- 
rity aforeſaid, that it ſhall and may be lawful for 
the ſaid maſter of the ſaid hoſpital for the time 
being, and his ſucceſſors, to receive, hold, and 
take lands, tenements, or hereditaments, of the 
gift or purchaſe of any perſon or perſons to the 
value of five hundred pounds per ann. in mort- 
main, the ſtatute of mortmain, or any law to the 
contrary thereof in any wiſe notwithſtanding. And 
be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, 
that the ſaid John Fell, the preſent maſter of the 
ſaid hoſpital, and his ſucceſſors, ſhall have power, 
and is and are hereby enabled, to make ſtatutes 
and ordinances for the government of the ſaid 
hoſpital, and to demiſe and grant the ſaid lands 
and tenements for lives or years, not exceeding 
three lives or one and twenty years, and houſes 
for torty years, reſerving upon the ſaid demiſes or 
grants the beſt improved value that the ſaid lands 
and houſes ſhall be yearly worth for the reſpec- 
tive yearly rents thereof; and to order the revenue 
thereof. Which ſaid ſtatutes or ordinances ſo to 
be made as aforeſaid being approved and allowed 
by the lord biſhop of the dioceſe of Worceſter for 
the time being, who is hereby conſtituted and 
made viſitor of the ſaid hoſpital, and by the 
ſaid dean and chapter of Worceſter, are hereby 
confirmed, and ſhall be binding to the ſaid maſ- 
ter and his ſucceſſors, poor people and {teward 
of the ſaid hoſpital and their ſucceſſors, for ever, 
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Of the MasTftk and his Orrics. 


Or 


Y . all rimes upon the death or removal of 
the maſter of the hoſpital, the dean and 
chapter of the cathedral church of Worceſter 
have power to preſent according to law, as being 
the undoubted patrons, upon whom it is and will 
be incumbent to elect a prieſt of honeſt life and 
converſation, religious, grave, and diſcreet, who 
may govern the poor and manage the affairs of 
the hoſpital, And we ordain that the perſon 
elected as aforeſaid, and in due form of law in- 
veſted, ſhall be thenceforth maſter of the ſaid 
hoſpital. We do ordain and appoint that the ſaid 
maſter ſhall, either by himſelf, or by ſome other 
by his authority deputed, receive the yearly re- 
venues and rents which belong unto the ſaid hoſ- 
pital, at ſuch times and terms of the year as the 
ſame ſhall grow due and payable, and detain the 
ſame in his hands, to defray from time to time 
the expences of the honſe, ſaving ſo much there- 
of as ſhall remain as ſurpluſage, and is hereafter 
appointed to be yearly put into the publick cheſt, 
And we do alſo ordain that the maſter ſhall, from 
time to time, have the nomination and appoint- 
ment of the ſteward, and all the poor, both men 
and women belonging to the hoſpital. And we 
do alſo ordain and appoint that the maſter for the 
time being (or one deputed by him) ſhall, out of 
the yearly rents and revenues of the hoſpital, pay 
weekly, upon Saturday, after prayers at morning, 
in the hall of the ſaid hoſpital, before hand, unto 
every one of the poor men and women, two ſhil- 
lings and fix-pence, for their ſtipends and allow- 
ances for the week following. And the ſaid maſ- 
ter (or ſome one deputed by him) ſhall once 
every two years buy ſo much ſtrong cloth, or 
kerſey, of one ſad colour, as ſhall ſerve to make 
every one of the poor men and women a coat 
down to the ancles; and this he ſhall do to the 
beſt advantage, and with ready money and not 
upon truſt ; and he ſhall beſtow fourteen pounds, 
at leaſt, in the price of the cloth and making of the 
coats. And the ſaid maſter for the time being 
ſhall ſee that there be yearly proviſion made for 
tour tun of coals, which ſhall be employed in 
Keeping a conſtant fire in the hall of the hoſpital, 
from the feaſt of Saint Michael the Archangel, to 
the feaſt of the Annunciation of the bleſſed Virgin 
Mary, as alſo two tun to be cmployed in the 
private chambers of ſuch of the poor as are not 
able to come into the common hall, according to 
the appointment of the maſter, or, in his abſence, 
the ſteward. We do ordain alſo that the maſter 
do take diligent care to the manners and good 
converſation of the ſteward and poor, chaſtiſing 
their offences by ſeaſonable admonitions, pecuniary 
mulcts and ſuſpenſions; and if the enormity require 
it, by removal and expulſion. He ſhall have ſpe- 
cial care alſo that the gates of the hoſpital be ſhut 
and opened at the times appointed; and that the 
keys, as ſoon as the gates be ſhur, be every night 
brought unto him if he reſide in the hoſpital, or 
unto the ſteward if he there reſide, or the diſ- 
creeteſt of the almſmen, as the ſaid maſter in his 
judgment ſhall think fit to make vicegerent. And 
the malter {hall from time to time fee well and ſuf- 
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ficiently maintained and repaired the hoſpital- 
houſe, with mounds and buildings belonging there - 
to; and that there be not ſo much as one brick or 
ſtone miſſing in any of them by the ſpace of one 
month together. We farther ordain, that the 
maſter for the time being, or ſteward, ſhall keep 
4 ledger book, wherein he ſhall enter and regiſter 
all admiſſions and vacancies, - which ſhall happen 
in the hoſpital, and thereia at the other end he 
ſhall enter all admonitions, cenſures, and puniſh- 
ments which ſhall be inflited on offenders. The 
ſaid maſter ſhall alſo once every year make up a 
true, perfect, and exact account of all ſuch ſums 
of money as he hath received for the ſaid hoſpi- 
tal, and what remains unpaid of the revenues, and 
by whom ; together with all ſums of money which 
he hath diſburſed for the uſe of the ſaid hoſpital; 
and what remains at that time in his hands: 
which Taid account, made of all his receipts and 
disburſements for one whole year (which ſhall be 
taken to begin always at the feaſt of the Annun- 
ciation of the bleſſed Virgin) being twice fairly 
written and allowed by the dean and chapter of 
the ſaid cathedral, and ſigned by the dean and 
maſter at the time of the audit for the ſaid church, 
when the ſaid yearly account is ever to be made; 
one copy he ſhall give into the hands of the re- 
giſter of the dean and chapter of Worceſter for 
the time being, ſubſcribed and atteſted by himſelf, 
to be filed on a file to that purpoſe appointed and 
preſerved among the records of that church ; and 
another copy he ſhall enter into a book of ac- 
counts of that purpoſe provided. And the over- 
plus of the ſaid revenue, more than the faid 
maſter ſhall have neceſſary cauſe to retain in his 
hands, to pay himſelf and the poor men their ſti- 
pends, and to make proviſion beforehand of 
cloth and firing, ſhall be yearly put into the 
common cheſt in the maſter's chamber, together 
with the account taken for the year, and entered 
as aforeſaid z which cheft ſhall have two keys; 
the one to be kept by the dean of Worceſter atore- 
ſaid, the other by the maſter. We do alſo ordain 
that the maſter for the time being ſhall ſee that 
the evidences and other writings concerning. the 
poſſeſſions of this hoſpital be laid up ſafely in 
another ſtrong cheſt, in the ſame place provided 
for that purpoſe, that they may not be any way 
defaced or embezzled. | 

Laſtly, we ordain, that the maſter ſhall not re- 
ceive or detain to his own uſe, by way of ſalary, 
penſion, fine, gratuity, or other pretence, any ſum 
or ſums of money beſides that of twenty pounds 
per annum, aſſigned unto him by act of parlia- 
ment. If he offend in any of theſe premiſſes, or 
in any particular of common right and duty be- 
longing to his truſt, he is to be puniſhed by the 
viſitor, the lord biſhop of Worceſter, as the exi- 
gence of the demerit ſhall require. 


Of the poor Men and Women ; their clec- 
tion, and what manner of perſons they 
ought to be; 


We do ordain that eight men and two women 
ſhall make up the foundation of poor in this bol- 


pital, and ſhall be from time to time choſen ＋ 
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ſuch inhabitants of Worceſter, and ſuburbs, as 


hin the liberties as without, as alſo the 
te ye the lands or tenements belonging 
to the hoſpital happen to be, that have lived or- 
derly and with good repute, and are recommended 
for ſuch by the teſtimonials of the dean, or two 
of the chapter of the cathedral church of Wor- 
ceſter, and by the mayor or two aldermen of the 
city of Worceſter; or, if they be inhabitants of 
ſuch pariſh wherein ſome of the lands or tene- 
ments belonging to the hoſpital are ſiruate, that 
then they be recommended by the miniſter and 
churchwardens of the ſaid pariſh, And we do 
farther ordain, that every poor man or woman 
to be choſen a member of this hoſpital, ſhall be 
ſingle and unmarried, of the age of fifty years 
at the leaſt at the time of his or her electſon; ot 
if he or ſhe ſhall after marry, then his or her 
place to be void ipſo facto. And it is likewiſe 
ordained that no perſon ſhall be eligible into any 
of che ſaid places, who hath in land, fee, leaſe, 
penſion, or annuity, above the clear yearly value 
of forty ſhillings, or in goods and chatels ex- 
ceeding the value of twenty marks at the moſt ; 
which particulars are to be certifled by the telti- 


monials aforeſaid. 


Of DAILY PrAYERs; and other exerciſes of 
piety, to be uſed by the members of the 


hoſpital. 


We do ordain, that the poor men and women, 
who in the judgment of the maſter are able to go 
ſo far, ſhall every day, and moſt eſpecially on 
Sundays and feſtivals, reſort orderly by two and 
two, in their liveries, according to their ſeniv- 
rity (excepting that he who happens to be vice- 
gerent ſhall have the precedence) to the cathedral 
church, to hear divine ſervice and ſermons, where 
they ſhall remain all together in the ſeats belong- 
ing to the hoſpital, and ſhall reverently and de- 
voutly behave themſelves during the time of prayer 
and ſermons, and then return together two and 
two to the hoſpital. We likewiſe ordain, that 
the maſter ſhall appoint ſome one in holy orders, 
and allowed by the biſhop to be chaplain, who 
ſhall conſtantly read twice every day in the cha- 
pel of the ſaid hoſpital, morning and evening 
prayer, according to the liturgy of the church 


of England, at ſuch hours as the maſter ſhall 


direct, and which will not hinder the frequent- 
ing the cathedral church; the bell being firſt rolled 
or rung, that notice may be given, not only to 
the fraternity, but the neighbouring inhabitants, 
that they may take benefit of the ſaid prayers: 
to which purpoſe one or both of the ſide doors 
of the chapel ſhall be opened at prayer time. 
The ſaid chaplain ſhall likewiſe viſit and aſſiſt 
thoſe of the fraternity that happen to be fick, 
and catechiſe the children of thoſe of the neigh- 
bourhood who ſhall come to him; for all which he 
ſhall have the yearly falary of ten pounds paid 
quarterly to him. 


Of SUBORDINATE OrFIcErs, the Steward 
and vice- gerent. 


We ordain, that from time to time a ſteward 
ſhall be nominated by the Maſter, whoſe duty it 
ſhall be to write all leaſes, and enter the counter 
parts into a ledger-book, tranſcribe, and enter the 
yearly accounts, and other concernments of the 
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hoſpital; alſo aſſiſt the maſter in his government 
when he ſhall require him, and collect the rents, 
and arrears of rents; for which ſervices,” beſides 
the fee of two pounds granted by act of parliament, 
he ſhall receive reaſonable fees from the tenants, 
for writing their leaſes; and, beſides have the 
yearly allowance of four pounds for firing, parch- 
ment, paper, and ink. And we farther 5rdain, 
that the ſaid ſteward ſhall conſtantly reſide in the 
city of Worceſter, and not be'abſent from thence 
for the ſpace of a week, without the particular 
leave of the maſter, nor be abſent on any pre- 
tence above ſix weeks in the year. Next we or- 
dain, that one of the poor men of the beſt diſcre- 
tion and behaviour by the maſter be elected 
vice-gerent for ſuch time as the malter thinks fit; 
who ſhall cauſe the gates to be opened and ſhut at 
the hours appointed, which ſhall be opened in all 
mornings at the time of the firſt pravers in the ca- 
thedral, and ſhut in the ſummer part of the year 
(that is from our Lady-day till Michaelmas} at 
eight of the clock at night; in the remaining part 
they ſhall be ſhut at fix; and beigg ſo ſhut ſhall 
not be opened upon any pretence or occaſion but 
ſuch as is allowed by the maſter, Reward, or vice- 
gerent; to Whom reſpectively the keys ſhall be 
brought. 

The ſaid vicegerent ſhall alſo take care that the 
ſtarutes of the hoſpital and command of the maſter 
be put in execution, and have an inſpection into 
the manners and deportment of the reſt of the fra- 
ternity, and as a reward of his induſtry he ſhall 
receive over and above his wetkly allowance the 
annual ſalary of one pound. 


Of Orriczs and Services required of the 
poor Brethren, 


We do ordain, that the junior of them ſhall 
be door-keeper, or porter. His duty is to keep 
the gates, and let in only ſach perſons as are fit to 

e admitted; he is to lock the ſaid gates at the 
time of refection and prayers; as alſo at night; 
at which time he ſhall deliver the keys to the 
maſter, or in his abſence to the ſteward or vice- 
gerent, and receive them back every morning. The 
ſecond junior ſhall take charge of the ſtore for 
fuel, ſhall make and keep the fires in the public 
hall; he ſhall keep it clean, as alſo the galleries, 
ſtairs, and common paſſages. The third junior 
ſhall keep the court and walks in the garden elean 
and weeded ; he ſhall have the charge of the fur- 
niture in the common-hall, with the books and 
other utenſils belonging to the hoſpital. The fourth 
junior ſhall be ſexton, and take care to ring the 
bell to prayers, and open and ſhut the chapel _ 
doors. Farther we ordain, that if any of the per- 
ſons before mentioned ſhajl be diſabled from the 
aforeſaid employments, or be choſen vi-e-gerent, 
the maſter ſhall appoint ſuch other of the fra- 
ternity to ſupply the defect as he ſhail think meet. 
And laſtly, all and every of the alms-men and 
women ſhall be commanded by the maſter to do 
ſervices in the houſe, as far as they are publick ; 
but for his private, he ſhall not employ any as an 
attendant upon himſelf, or admit any to ſerve him, 
or any other perſon upon any pretence what- 
foever. 


Of the two poor Women. 


We do ordain, that the two poor women ſhall 
in their turns, or as the maſter, ſteward, or vice- 


gerent 
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gerent ſhall appoint, tend and take care of ſuch 
of the fraternity as ſhall happen to be ſick or im- 
potent; which they ſhall do without expectation 


of ſalary or reward; and alſo ſweep and keep clean 
the chapel, 


Of the Lobos of the Maſter and Fra- 
ternity. 


We do ordain that the maſter for the time be- 
ing have the rooms provided for him; fo alſo 
the ſteward and chaplain; and every poor man 
and woman that chamber which belonged to their 
predeceſſor. We likewiſe ordain that no ſtranger 
whatſoever, nor any other that is nat of the ſo- 
ciety or maſter's family, ſhall be permitted to 
lodge or lie in the ſaid hoſpital, nor ſuffered to 
coine into the houſe after the hours wherein the 
gates are to be ſhut, likewiſe the maſter ſhall not 
ſuffer, upon any pretence, any ſtranger, though of 
his kindred, to inhabit and- poſſeſs his lodging in 
his abſence. 


Of the Revenves of the Hoſpital. 


The ſurpluſage of the yearly revenue of the 
hoſpital remaining after the ſalary belonging to the 
maſter and ſteward, and allowances of the frater- 
nity, as alſo the neceſſary repairs and other charges 
are paid, ſhall be fo long kept together, till one 
hundred pound be raiſed as a ſtock to be put 
out into the chamber of the city of Worceſter, or 
otherwiſe, upon good ſecurity, approved by the 
dean, two of the prebendaries, and maſter, or 
laid out in the purchaſe of lands or houſes ap- 
proved as aforeſaid; and thenceforth remain as a 
ſtock, in caſe of fire, or other calamity, upon 
which it may be called in and expended ; elle it 
ſhall be continued ſo put forth or laid out, and the 
income thereof ſhall be paid to one poor man 
from time to time, who ſhall be qualified, as is 
before expreſſed in the election of the members of 
the fraternity, who being choſen, ſhall be alſo 
obliged to the ſame frequency and attendance at 
the prayers of the church, and exemplary beha- 
viour, and under the ſame penalties as the others 
are. And when the ſtock of one hundred pounds 
is thus raiſed as aforeſaid, the ſurpluſage which 
from time to time happens to remain afterwards, 
ſhall in like manner be preſerved and diſpofed of 
as is before ſpecified ; that is to ſay, what is 
wanting to make the additional poor man's place 
of equal value with the other, ſhall be firſt aſſigned 
to him that was firſt choſen, and the remainder 
be diſpoſed of to a new additional perſon, who 


alſo may expect the like augmentation of ſalary as 


the predeceſſor had, the ſurpluſage being diſ- 
poſed of according to the method before de- 
ſcribed, which ſhall ſtill proceed as is here directed. 
And whereas, by virtue of an act of parliament 
in that behalf made, it is enacted that it ſhall 
and may be lawful for the maſter of the hoſpital 
for the time being, and his ſucceſſors, to receive, 
hold, and take lands, tenements, and heredita- 
ments of, the gift or purchaſe of any perſon or 
perſons to the value of five hundred pounds per 
annum, in mortmain, the ſtature of mortmain, or 
any law to the contrary notwithſtanding; we do 
ordain, that ſuch ſums as ſhall hereafter happen 
to be given, ſhall be applied to ſuch uſes as the 
donors ſhall direct, and not be otherwiſe diverted 


to the benefit of the maſter or other member of 
the. ſaid hoſpital, 


Of the Es Ar of the poor Men and Women, 
andof their Reſidence in the Hoſpital, 


We do ordain, that every one of the fraternity 
before admiſſion into the hoſpital, ſhall enter into 
bond, and procure one other reſponſible perſon to 
be bound with him, in the ſum of ten pounds, 
to the ſteward of the hoſpital for the time being, 
conditioned to leaye in the hoſpital at his RR 
or other removal, for his ſuccęſſor, as well the 
furniture of his chamber, that is of the founder's 
or public proviſion, together with his coat, and 
to keep them from time to time, during his life, 
fair and clean, reaſonable wearing excepted ; and 
likewiſe that all his own proper goods, which at 
the time of his fickneſs or death ſhall be in the 
ſaid hoſpital, ſhall be left and remain in the cuſ- 
tody of the maſter of the hoſpital for the time 
being, and not from thence be had or taken until 
his funeral charge and particular debts by him 
owing for meat ang drink and neceflaries in time 
of his ſickneſs, be firſt ſatisfied and paid, to avoid 


charge and infamy that may otherwiſe fall upon 


the houſe. And if it ſhall happen that any of the 
fraternity after their admiſſion into the hoſpital 
ſhall have any Jands deſcended or otherwiſe given 
or come unto him or her, of the clear yearly va- 
lue of fiſty ſhillings or more, in which they ſhall 
have an eſtate in tee, or five pounds per annum 
during life, or goods and chattels given them that 
ſhalb be worth, or amount, to the ſum of fifty 
pounds, or more; that every ſuch perſon having 
ſuch means to maintain him or herſelf withal, ſhall 
not keep nor hold that place in the hoſpital which 
was appointed for the relief of thoſe that wanted; 
but ſhall be forthwith removed, and ſome other 
fir perſon choſe to ſucceed. And we farther or- 
dain, that the poor of the fraternity, both men 
and women, ſhall be continually reſident in the 
hoſpital, and not lie abroad in the town upon any 
pretence : and if they happen to have urgent oc- 
caſion to travel upon buſineſs, they ſhall fignify 
the cauſe to the maſter, who upon approbation 
thereof may allow them leave of abſence, but not 
exceeding thirty days in the year. Laſtly, we 
ordain that if it ſhall happen by reaſon of grie- 
vous ſickneſs, or other infirmity, that the weekly 
allowance appointed for the maintenance of the 
members of the ſaid fraternity, ſhall not be ſuſſi- 
cient to defray neceſſary charges thereby occa- 
ſioned, it ſhall be lawful for the maſter to make 
ſuch farther allowance as he ſhall judge meet, 
provided it be ſuch as the dean and chapter 
aforeſaid ſhall approve of, when the ſaid matter 
ſhall give up his yearly accounts, 


Of READING the STATUTES. 


We do ordain that theſe ſtatutes be publickly 
read four times every year, upon the firſt Saturday 
which ſhall happen after every quarter-day, at the 
time of their receiving their weekly allowances; 
at which time the maſter, if he happen to be in 
town, the ſteward, and all the fraternity are to 
be preſent, And we do farther appoint, that at 
all times a copy of the ſaid ſtatutes, fairly written, 
ſhall remain in the common-hall of the ſaid hot- 
pital.

ADDITIONAL STATUTES made for the better governing 
the Hoſpital of St. Oſwald, in the county f Worceſter, the twenty- 


third Day of November, 1753. 


Of the REvexve of the Hoſpital. 


I, WIR by the ſtatutes heretofore 

made in purſuance of the powers given 
by an act of parliament paſt in the fifteenth year 
of the reign of king Charles the ſecond, intitu- 
led, an act for the governing of the hoſpital of 
St. Oſwald, in the county of Worceſter: it is 
directed that the intereſt of the ſurplus, money ariſ- 
ing from the revenue of the {ſaid hoſpital ſhall be 
paid to one or more additional poor man, or men, 
to be elected or appointed members of the ſaid 
fraternity, and that every additional poor man's 
place ſhall be made of equal value with the other 
before more ſuch poor brethren be appointed : 
and it appearing that the eſtate given by Mr. 
Haynes for the maintenance of fix poor men with- 
in the ſaid hoſpital, does not anſwer to make the 
ſaid fix poor mens places of equal value with the 


-other, which has cauſed great inconvenience and 


loſs to the ſaid fix poor men : we do, in purſuance 
of the power given in the above-mentioned act, or- 
dain that the ſaid fix poor men's places ſhall be 
made equal in value with the other, before more 
additional poor men or women are elected or ap- 


pointed members of the ſaid fraternity of Saint 
Oſwald's hoſpital. | 


Of the CHarLAin and his Office, 


And for the more effeQual governing the ſaid 
hoſpital, and providing for the better performance 
ot divine worſhip in the ſame, we do ordain, that 
the chaplain appointed by the maſter and al- 
lowed by the biſhop, ſhall reſide and lodge in the 
ſaid hoſpital, in the maſter's lodgings, if the maſter 
himſelf does not reſide there, or in ſuch lodgings 
as ſhall be aſſigned him by the maſter, and ap- 
proved by the viſitor ; and ſhall, belides the duty

required of him in the former ſtatutes, preach a 
ſermon every Sunday in the morning, at eight 
o'clock; at which hour we ordain the morning 
prayer ſhall be every day read, and the evening 
prayer at fix in the winter and eight in ſummer im- 
mediately before the locking of the gates of the 
ſaid hoſpital; and ſhall adminiſte the ſacrament 
of the Lord's ſupper four times in the year. And 
we ordain, that the ſaid chaplain do not lodge at 
any time above three nights out of the ſaid hoſpi- 
tal, or ſix weeks in one whole year, without leave 
obtained from the maſter under his hand, unleſs 
detained by ſickneſs, or other neceflary cauſe, to 
be allowed and approved by the maſter and viſitor ; 
on forfeiture of the ſaid chaplain's place. And 
the ſaid chaplain ſhall aſſiſt the maſter in the go- 
vernment of the ſaid hoſpital, and ſhall rake care 
that the ſtatutes of the hoſpital and commands of 
the maſter be put in execution; and ſhall fee that 
the poor men and women come conſtantly ta 
prayers; have the inſpection into their manners 
and behaviour; and take care that the vicegerent 
do not ſuffer the gates (being ſhut) to be opened 
but on ſuch occaſion as ſhall be allowed by himſelf 
in the abſence of the maſter and ſteward. For all 
which he ſhall have the yearly ſalary of.ten pounds 
paid him quarterly over and above the ten pounds 
given him by the former ſtatute. 


Of the poor Men and Wouxx. 


We do ordain that no one of the poor men or 
women belonging to the ſaid hoſpital, ſhall go 
out of the ſame after the ſhutting of the gates in 
the evening, without leave from the maſter, or in 
his abſence, from the chaplain or ſteward, on pain 
of expulſion from the ſaid hoſpital, after having 
been once admoniſhed for the like offence, and once 
ſuſpended for a month for the like offence,

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Of the Sicxnzss of the poor Men and 
; Women. 


We do ordain, that in caſe of ſickneſs of any of 

the poor men or women, the maſter ſhall have 
power to order ſuch proper care to be taken of 
the ſaid poor men or women, at the expence of 
the ſaid hoſpital, as in his diſcretion he ſhall 
think fit, 


Of Finixe for the ſaid Hoſpital, 


The number of poor men and women being in- 
creaſed fince the making the former ſtatutes from 
ten to twenty, namely ſixteen men and four women ; 
we do ordain, that the allowance of coal ſhall be 
increaſed ; ſo that, beſides four tun for the public 
hall, there be delivered to every poor perſon one 
tun for their private uſe in their own chamber, 
and alſo four tun to the chaplain to be uſed in his 
lodgings in the ſaid hoſpital.

Antiently Clive, a vicarage in the upper diviſion of Oſwaldilow hundred, and 
in the deanry of Perſhore, bounded eaſt by Welford and Pebworth in 
Gloceſterſhire, weſt and north by the river Avon, which divides it from 
Salford and Bidford in Warwickſhire [except near one hundred acres of 
meadow, which lie on the other {ide of the river] and ſouth by North- 
Littleton in Worceſterſhire, about five miles from Eveſham, and the ſame 
from Alceſter. The pariſh is about eight miles in circumference. 


LIVE was given to the priory of Mor- 
C cefier by king Ethelred, about the year 
872 [a], and on that account was called 
Cleeve-Prior, or Prior's-Cleeve ; the fortner 
part of the name is derived from v 
or Cliff, ſome of the land projecting in emi- 
nences over the river Avon. 

In the Conqueror's time, together with 
Lench, it contained ten hides and a half; in 
demeſne were two carucates, and a prieſt with 
one hide and two carucates, and nine villans, 
and five bordars, with four carucates, and a 
mill which paid one ſextary of honey; There 
were four men ſervants and four maid ſer- 
vants, and twenty acres of meadow. It had 
been worth ſeven pounds, ahd was then 
worth fix pounds. Of this land two hides, 
wanting one virgate, were waſte [o]. 

Henry de Clive, the fon of Swenus de 
Lutulton, fold to the prior of Worceſter half 
a yardland in Clive, with a meadow in the 
tenancy of Robert de Lutulton, and a meſ- 
ſuage between his land and the land of Wil- 
liam Lugemet, for ten marks of filver. This 
tranſaction was witneſſed by William de Mal- 
vern ſheriff of this county, Robert le Frank- 
leyn of Clive and Alice his wife, and Elias 
le Tailur and Margery his wife [c]. 

Robert de Frankleyn and Alice his wife 
conveyed lands here to God, the Bleſſed 
Virgin, and the priory of Worceſter. Wit-

neſſed by fir Hugh de Clive and others [d]. 
The prior and convent of Worceſter grant- 
ed to William de Rupe, for his good ſer- 


vices, among other things, a hide of land in 


Clive in fee-farm; which grant was allowed, 
13 John, in the king's court at Hanley by 
his juſtices Simon de Pateſhall and Ralph de 
Punthand [e]. 

Robert de Bella-aqua, or Bellewe, had anci- 
ently ſome intereſt in Clive ; and his widow 
Emma received a rent of 50s. in part of her 
dower. Henry Auſlin had lands in this 
pariſh, which came by conveyance, 17 Ed- 
ward II. to the priory of Worceſter [ 7}. 

The priory of Worceſter, by the king's 
licence, with regard to the ſtatute of mort- 
main, purchaſed lands held of themſelves in 
Clive. Theſe lands were valued 14 Edward 
Il. by Richard de Rodeney, and two years 
after by John Walewayn, the eſchactors on 
this fide Trent [g]. 

Richard Hawkeflow granted to Wolſtan 
prior of Worceſter the reverſion of one meſ- 
fuage, one yardland, and two acres of 
meadow in Clyve prior [VI.

The parſonage of Cleeve- prior was appro- 
priated to the prior and convent of Worceſter, 
patrons thereof, by Walter de Grey biſhop of 
this ſee, in 1214, and confirmed to them in 
1216 by pope Honorius [x]. 

The church was dedicated to St. Andrew, 
and its burial-ground conſecrated, 10 cal. Od. 
1315. It paid to the pope for Peter's pence 
22d, This tribute, ſometimes called Rome 
Scot or Sancti Petri moneta, was termed 
Peter's-pence becauſe it was paid on the feaſt 
of St. Peter ad vincula [o]. Chancellor Price, 
in his MS. Notitia of this dioceſe, gives an

In the Conqueror's reign Ofbern Fita-Ri- 
chard held Cliſtune. King Edward had held 
it. There were three hides that paid taxes. 
Robert de Olgi [a] held it of Oſbern, and had 
in demeſne three carucates, and fix villains, 
and four bordars, and four herdſmen: among 
them all, together with the prieſt, they had 
ſix carucates, and there might have been five 
carucates more. There was a wood three 
quarentines in length and two in breadth. 
In the time of Edward the Confeſſor, and 
afterward, it was worth twenty ſhillings ; at 
the ſurvey, forty ſhillings [5]. 

As this Osbern Fitz-Richard was one of 
the tenants in capite in this county in the 
reign of the Conqueror, and poſſeſſed con- 
ſiderable property not only in Worceſterſhire, 
but in the neighbouring counties of Hereford, 
Salop, and others; I ſhall, under this pariſh,

Confeſſor had poſſeſſed great eſtates in theſs 
parts, and whoſe chief reſidence appears to 
have been at Richard's-caſtle in Hereford- 
ſhire, which he is ſuppoſed to have built and 
given name to. In all this property he 
was ſucceeded by Osberne his ſon, who 
found ſuch favour with the Conqueror, that 
he not only retained all his paternal inheri- 


tance, but had great additions to it from that 


prince; which furniſhes a curious proof in 
ſupport of the ingenious author of Argu- 
mentum ante Normanicum,“ in oppoſition to 
Dr. Brady, and other writers on the ſubject, 
that the entrance of William I. into this 
kingdom was more by compact with the 
people than by conqueſt ; and that ſeveral of 
The principal Saxons retained their eſtates, and 
aſſiſted in ſupporting him on the throne : a 
ſuppoſition ſo extremely rational, that we can 
hardly imagine it wanted ſuch authentic evi- 
dence as this pariſh affords to ſupport it, 
as it is improbable that ſo powerful a 
people as the Saxons would have ſuffered 
themſelves to have been held in fub- 
jection by the ſmall. force the Conqueror

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At the time of the general ſurvey, this 
Osbern was returned as holding a vaſt tract 
of land in the neighbourhood of Clifton, 
extending into the counties of Hereford and 
Salop; in the former of which he held 
eighteen, and in the latter nine manors; in 
Worceſterſhire the following eſtates in capite, 
Beritune, Tamedeberie, Cliſtune, Chure, 
Stanford, Caldeflei, Cuer, Hamme, Sapie, 
Carletune, Edevent, Wicelbold, Elmerige, 


and Croelai,. &c. beſide theſe in Bedfordſhire 


four manors, in Nottinghamſhire «fix, in 


Warwickſhire .,ten, having when Domel- 


day-book was made twenty-three ſoldiers in 
the caſtle of Auretone, then valued at 208. per 
ann. Many of theſe eſtates had been held by 
Richard Scrupe his father before the Conqueſt, 
and of his manors in Worceſterſhire, it 1s ſaid 
under Tamedeberie, Beritune, now Berrington 
in the pariſh of Tenbury, Cuer, and Carletune, 
Ricardus pater ejus tenuit tempore regis Edvara ; 
and under Sapie, and Hame, m this pariſh, 
Toe tenuit tempore regis Edvardi [d]. 

Osberne Fitz-Richard was ſucceeded in 
the manor of Clifton-upon-Teme, and all 
his eſtates in this pariſh and elfewhere, by 
Hugh Fitz-Oſberne, his fon, who having 
married Euſtacia daughter and heir of Theo- 
deric de Say, lord of Stoke-Say in Salop, be- 
came in her right poſſeſſed of that eſtate, and 
had iſſue Osbert and Hugh, who in con- 
ſideration that their mother was an heireſs 
aſſumed her ſurname [e]. 

Oſbert de Say, or, as otherwiſe called, 
Osbert Fitz-Hugh, ſucceeded the ſaid Hugh 
his father, and reſided at Richard's-caſtle, 
the head of his barony : at the defire of 
Walter de Clifford, whoſe daughter Amicia 
he had married, he gave to the nuns 
of Godſtow in Oxfordſhire, for the ſouls 
of Margaret wife of the ſaid Walter, and 
Roſamond his daughter, the celebrated 
miſtreſs of Henry II. who were buried there, 
a ſalt-work in Wiche, called Vacca or the 
Cow [| f]. He alſo gave to the canons of 
Haghmond in Salop his mill at Wichbald, 
and to the monks of Lira in Normandy all 
his intereſt in the church of Tametbury, both

Moreover, with the 
conſent of Euſtacia de Say his mother, he 
gave to the nuns of Font-Everard in Nor. 
mandy, a place called Weſtwode in this 
county, to affart and incloſe; as alſo the 
lordſhip of Cruche and another ſalt-work in 
Wiche, together with the church of Code. 
rugge [h]. 2. 

This Osbert was living 7 and 14 Henry 
II. [7], but dying without iſſue was ſuc- 
ceeded in the poſſeſſion of this manor of 
Clifton and his other eſtates by Hugh de Say 
his brother [&]; who, by Lucy his wife, 
another daughter of Walter Clifford before- 
mentioned, had iſſue Richard de Say, of 
Richard's-caſtle, his heir, who dying alſo 
without iſſue was ſucceeded by his brother 
Hugh de Say, who leaving an only daughter 
Margaret his heir, in him the male-line, de. 
ſcended from Richard Scrupe the Saxon, ex- 
pired. | 

Which Margaret de Say was firſt married 
to Hugh de Ferrars, who in 1 Joh. paid a 
fine of fifteen pounds ten ſhillings for the 
lands of her inheritance [I]; by him ſhe had 
no iſſue, and afterwards became the wife of 
Robert de Mortimer, a younger ſon to Roger 
de Mortimer of Wigmore, who had with 
her great poſſeſſions, viz. Richard's-caſtle in 
Herefordſhire, Burford in Salop, and other 
eſtates in thoſe counties ; and in Worceſter- 
ſhire the followiug manors, Temetbury, Clit- 
ton, Sapy, Cure, Eadefen, Sheldeſlegh, Sut- 
ton, Stanfort, Crolea, Eſtwood, Purſhull, 
and Aumbrug, which were given him by the 
king with the ſaid Margaret, to be held by 
the ſervice of ſix knights fees and a fifth 
part [m]. He died about 3 Henry III. and, 
thirdly, ſhe was married to William de Stu- 
teville, lord of Cottingham in Yorkſhire, who 
ſurvived her, and by the courteſy of England 
long poſſeſſed her eſtates in this county, not

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The Cliftons who held this manor under 
Stuteville, were a knightly family, and branch+ 
ed off into other parts of Worceſterſhire. They 
ſeem to have taken their local ſurname from 
inhabiting this place. In the reign of Henry 
III. Robert de Clifton was returned as hold- 
ing the manor of Clifton of William de 
Stuteville, and Stuteville of the king in 
capite [7], Soon after their property de- 
ſcended to the knightly family of Wifham, 
probably by the marriage of Sir William 
Wiſham with Margaret daughter of Sir Adam 
Clifton, knt. [0]. Of this family, ſays 
Habingdon, I did read in the legers of the 
« priory of Worceſter among many knights 
but of one eſquire, and hee there ſtyled— 
that honeſt man John Wyſham eſquire.” 
They had been long ſeated here at a place 
called Woodmanton. Some deeds without 
date mention Rafe de Wyſham, who is ſup- 
poſed to have been the croſs-legged knight, 
whoſe monument 1s ſtill remaining in this 
church. His fon was Henry de Wyſham. 
Sir John de Wyſham, knight, increaſed his 
eſtate in Clifton 6 Edward II. [p]. 

6 Edward III. fr Jobn deWyſham, knight, 
perhaps the perſon before noticed, died ſeized 
of the manor of Clifton-upon-Teme, Wood- 
manton, &c. and 20 Edward III. his lady, 
Avice de Wyſham, held five hides in Clifton 
and Herton [g.] 

This family much increaſed their eſtate by 
an alliance with the Beauchamps of Holt, 
heirs to the Beauchamps, barons of Kidder- 
minſter. The elder branch, failing in heirs- 
male, expired ſoon afterwards [r ]. The 
younger continued for a time at Tedſtone- 
Delamere, an adjoining pariſh in the county 
of Hereford, and reſided there in 1569, when 
Robert Cooke, Clarencieux, made his viſi- 
tation of the county of Hereford [5]. 

From Avice de Wyſham, Clifton came 
again into the family of Mortimer, 28 Ed- 
ward HI. Roger Mortimer, baron of Wig- 
more, died ſeiſed of it [i]. and 7 Henry VI.

Edmund earl of March, and the minority of 
his heir Richard, duke of Tork, From the 
duke of York, Clifton deſcended to his for; 
and heir Edward IV. and from him to the 
ſucaceding kings of England Ju]. 

Henry Tracy was after wurd poſſeſſed of this 
manor, perhaps by grant from the crown. 
He conveyed it, 6 Edward VI. to William 
Jafferies [w). May 17, 1605, William Jef. 
feries of Home- caſtle, eſquire, grandſon to 
the laſt, obtained a freſh grant from the king, 
almoſt all his evidences having been deſtroyed 
by fire. From this perſon it came by deſcent to 
Henry Jefteries, of Home- caſtle, eſquire, who, 
dying in 1709, without iffue, left it to his 
niece and heir Jane Bloome, on condition 
ſhe married Edward third fon of fir Francis 
Winnington of Stanford-Court, bart. which 
Edward Winnington, eſq. aſſumed the name 
of Jefferies, and had three ſons, who died in 
their infancy : wherefore he left theſe lands 
by will to his eldeſt brother Sawey Winning- 
ton, efquire; from whom they deſcended to 
his ſon and heir Thomas Winnington, eſquire; 
who gave them by will to his kinſman 
Edward Winnington [x], of Stanford-court, 
bart. the preſent poſſeſſor, 197g. 

The town of Clifton was conſtituted a 
borough 50 Edward III. and privileged with 
fairs, a weekly market on "Thurſday, and 
many other franchiſes and immunities, by a 
charter granted to Mortimer [y]. 


Hou Mx. 


In the reign of William the Conqueror, 
this manor belonged to O Hern Fitz Ri- 
chard, who had alſo held it in the Confeſ- 
ſor's time. There was one hide which paid 
taxes. In demeſne was one carucate, and 
ſeven bordars, with five carucates, and there 
might have: been one carucate more. There 
were four ſeryants, and a fiſhery of two 
ſhillings, and a mill which paid ſixteen ſeams 
of corn. It had been worth twenty ſhillings, 
and was then worth thirty ſhillings [=].

This manor deſcended from Oſbern-Fitz- 
Richard to his heirs, the Sayes, and from 
them to the Mortimers and their heirs the 
Talbots, lords of Richard's Caſtle, and the 
Cornwalls; barons of Burford; 20 Edw. III. 
Fobn Talbot, and the heir of Margaret de 
Cormwall; held Hampne, or Home-caſtle, 
which Ifabel de Mortimer had formerly 
held (a). Richard Cornwall, of Burford, 
eſq. ſettled upon Edmund Cornwall and 
Alice his wife, and the heirs of their bodies 
lawfully begotten, a moiety of the manors 
of Homme and: Carkedon, co: Worc. and 
various lands in the ſaid manors, by deed, 
dated at Homme, 2 June, 4 Henry V. [5]. 
And 7 Henry VI. Walter Lucy, and Richard 
de Cornewayle; held the fourth part of a 
knight's fee at Home-Caſtle, which John 
Talbot and the heir of Margaret de Corne- 
waile, formerly held (c). | 

Home was then held in undivided moieties 
between the Talbots and Cornwalls, 

Talbot's moiety in the reign of Edward IV. 
was found to be in his co-heirs, Elizabeth, 
wife of Roger Corbet, and William Vaulx. 
But the eſtate of Cornwall continued in his 
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family ſore years longer: Sir Thomas Corn- 
wall, knt. baron of Burford, held lands here 
21 Henry VII. (d). 

This manor is how divided into Upper and 
Nether-Home. o | 

At the farm called Upper-Home, the fa- 
mily of the Ingrams lived for many gene- 
rations. They are mentioned in deeds of ſo 
early a date as the reign of Henry III. What 
their poſſeſſions were at that time I cannot 
aſcertain, To reconcile this with the fore- 
going account, we muſt ſuppoſe them to 
have either held of thoſe lords, or their 
eſtate to have been diſunited from the ma- 
nor ſoon after the Conqueſt. It is evident, 
however, that they have long been owners 
of the farm, and dwelt at a houſe called 
the Noke, of which an. avenue of elms 
beſpeaks the antiquity. Upon the marriage 
of John Ingram with Anne Winnington 
the family removed to Ticknell near Bewd- 
ley. The pedigree cannot be deduced in re- 
gular order from an earlier time than the 
year 1614, as the family writings are loſt 
from the reign of Edward III. to the end 
of queen Elizabeth's reign.

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The manor of Nether-Home, with its ap- 
purtenances, once parcel of the poſſeſſions of 
Thomas Pope, was granted (inter alia) by 
king Hen. VIII. by patent, dated 22 Auguſt 
36 ej. regn. to Paul Withipoll; together 
with an annual rent of 20l. ifluing out of the 
manor of Cotheridge in this county, and a 
moiety of the manor of Richford, co. Here- 
ford, late parcel of the poſſeſſions of Sir 
Thomas V aux, knt. &c. [e]. 

25 Eliz. Edmund Wythipole held the 
manor of Nether-Home, and fold it Nov. 
24, in the fame year to Milliam Jef 
feries, of Clifton /]; whoſe family was 
probably firſt brought into this pariſh by 
marriage with the Wiſhams, the arms of 
Jefferies impaling Wiſham, being anciently 
in the windows of Home-Caſtle. After this 
purchaſe the family of Jefferies made Home- 
Caſtle their chief ſeat. Henry Jefferies, eſq. 
reſided here in 1569, as did William, his 
grandſon, in 1634 [g]; whoſe fon, Henry 
Jefferies, of Home-Caſtle, eſq. a man of 
conſiderable learning, and much reſpected in 
this county in his time, was the laſt heir 
male of the family. He died July 3o, 1709, 
and left all his eſtates to his niece, Jane 
Bloome, on condition ſhe married Edward 
Winnington, eſq. and aſſumed the name and 
arms of Jefferies ; ſince which time it hath

paſſed along with Clifton, and now belongs 
to Sir Edward Winnington, of Stanford- 
court, bart. 1779 [+]. 

Here was anciently a caſtle; a place of 
ſome ſtrength, till it was very much da- 
maged by fire, in 1605; and deſtroyed in 
the civil wars by Cromwell's party,, who ſeem 
to have attacked it from works erected inPud- 
ford grounds on the oppoſite bank of theTeme. 
At Hamme-caſtle, in Worceſterſhire, liveth 
one Mr. Jetteries, where about twelve years 
* ago (1649) was found a vault in a ground 
on one ſide of his houſe, and in it a great 
iron cheſt, containing gold, filver, and other, 
kinds of metal. This vault was in the 
middle of an antient fort, made in the 
«* faſhion of a half moon []. 

When Robert Cooke, clarencieux king 
of arms, made his viſitation of the county of 
Worceſter in 1569, he noted down the 
following arms as being then in the windows 
of Home- caſtle: 1. Sable a lion rampant be- 
tween three ſcaling-ladders, Or, Jeferies, im- 
paling Gules a chevron between three bulls” 
heads caboſhed Argent, Baynbam. 2. Jct- 
feries as before, impaling Gules ſeven maſcles 
conjoined three, three and one, Ferrers, 
3. Jefteries impaling Argent a feſs between 
ſix martlets fable, iam [].

Hugh Cokeſey had lands 
in Sapy Pitchard which his predeceſſor Hugh 
had ſome time held [V]. 

The heirs of this family of Cokeſey were 
the Hodingtons of Hodington, whoſe coheirs 
married to Ruſſell of Strenſham and inter 
of Hodington.

the great family of the Mortimers, Roger, 
a younger ſon of Sir John Mortimer, who 
ſeems to have been of the line of the barons 
of Chirk, a younger branch of the barons of 
Wigmore; held this place; He had a daugh- 
ter and heir, Alyſſon, married to John Mabbe, 
who was ſeized of Burton jure uxoris, and 
had ſeveral children ; of which Geffrey and 
John were flain on the part of the houſe of 
York in the diſputes of that family with the 
houſe of Lancaſter [s]; 

King Edward IV. in the third year of his 
reign, cauſed all the children of this John 
Mabbe, lord of Burton, which he begat on 
Habel Browne, his wife, to be called Dore [7]; 
which ſeems to have been done as a mark of 
reſpect for the ſufferings of this family in his 
cauſe, and on account of their relationſhip 
to the houſe of York, as being deſcended from 
the Mortimers, from whom he claimed the 
crown, Local names, when taken from the 
poſſeſſions of the bearer, have ever been 
eſteemed honourable, and a proof of the an- 
tiquity of families. The Engliſh in early 
times much affected them [u]. The manor 
of Dore, which this John Mabbe poſſeſſed 
in right of his wife, is in the adjoining pariſh 
of Tedſton-Delamere, in the county of He- 
reford, and probably deſcended to her from 
the Mortimers; for Roger de Mortimer, ba- 
ron of Chirk, by the name of Roger de Mor- 
timer, ſenior, occurs lord of the manors of 
Tedſton-Delamere and Tedſton-Wafre, in 
the record called Nomina Villarum, anno 
1316, 9 Edward II. [x]. 

To this John Mabbe, alias Dore and 
Iſabell his wife, ſucceeded in this manor 
William Dore, their fon, who was ycoman 
of the pitcher-houſe to king Henry VII. [ v]. 
He made his will dated. Nov. 16, 1498, 
whereby he bequeaths his ſoul to Almighty 
God his maker and ſaviour, to our Lady his 
mother, and to All Saints, and his body to 
be buried in the church of St. Margaret, near 
Weſtminſter in the county of Middleſex ; to 
the altar of which church he alſo leaves 4d. 
for his tithes and offerings forgotten and neg- 


ligently 
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ligently witholden: to Humphry Dore, his 
brother, he bequeaths his manor of Burton, 
in the - pariſh of Sapy, in the county of 
Worceſter ; as likewiſe a caſket then in the 


- hands of his fiſter Joan, containing all the 
deeds, evidences and muniments relating to 


moveable and immoveable, he orders to be 
equally divided between John his baſtard ſon, 
and Joan his daughter, at the diſcretion of 
Humphry his brother, whom he appoints guar- 
dian of the ſaid John till he arrives at the 
age of twenty-one years, and alſo his ſole 
executor ; Elizabeth, his mother, being over- 
ſeer. The probate of this will by the ſame 
Humphry, bears date Nov. 27, 1498 [z]. 

Humphry Dore, of Burton, gent. his 
brother and heir, was purveyor of the king's 
buttery in the time of Henry VII. [a]. He 
continued lord of this manor but a ſhort 
time, as appears by his will [5] which 18 dated 
Nov. 28, 1500, in which he bequeaths his 
ſoul to Almighty God, our Lady, and all 
the holy company of heaven, his body to 
be buried in the church of Mary-Magdalen, 
of Woodſtock, to the high altar of which 
he leaves 4d. to fix prieſts at his burying 28. 
and to the clerk 4d.; to the king's attorney 
rol. to the king's ſolicitor, 101. to be levied 
of Humphrey Saunders, and Joyce his wife, 
his ſiſter ; the which ſhe had taken out of his 
coffer : to his wife at Weſtminſter, the houſe 
in which ſhe. dwelled, with the houſhold- 
ſtuff: to Alice Hannyng, his ſervant, all his 
oxen, bullocks, and other beaſts, being in the 
paſtures of his manors of Burton and Dore, 
in the counties of Worceſter and Hereford, 
together with. the new houſe which he had 
lately built, except the hanging of the ſaid 
houſe, and a brazen pot: alſo to the ſaid 
Alice, all the rents of the manors of Dore 
and Burton, unto the feaſt of Eaſter next 
tollowing ; and afterwards all the ſaid manors,

and appoints the ſaid Alice his executrix ; 
Thomas Salwey [e] being overſeer, to whom 
for his labour he bequeaths two oxen. The 
will was proved by the ſaid Alice Hannyng, 
May 14, 1501. 

Margery Acton, his ſiſter, who by his will 
ſucceeded to this manor, was married to Ri- 
chard Acton, third fon of Richard Acton, of 
Sutton, eſq. for which family ſee the account 
of the manor of Sutton in Teubury, in the 
hundred of Dodingtree, where they had been 
long ſeated, and continued till an heireſs car- 
ried it in marriage to Sir Thomas Lucy, of 
Cherlecote, in Warwickſhire, knt, They 
had iflue, John Acton, of Burton, gent. who 
was lord of this manor for a long time, 
and lived at Burton at the viſitation of Wor- 
ceſterſhire by Robert Cooke, clar. in 1569 [* 
and then entered his pedigree, being aged 
eighty-four years, but ſurvived till 1 580, 
in which year he died. Humfrey Acton, 
his ſon, ſucceeded to this manor, and died 
in 1590 [e]. 

The family of Acton ſold the manor of 
Burton to the Foleys of Whitley-Court, about 
the middle of the laſt century, and it now 
belongs to Thomas lord Foley. 1779 [/]. 

The face of this pariſh, decked with all 
the beauties of hills and woods through 
which the Teme runs in a ſerpentine courſe, 
affords a ſeries of the moſt delightful proſpects.

Clifton was appropriated to the nuns of 
Lingbrooke in Herefordſhire, in 1286. The 
portion reſerved at the ſame time for the vicar 
conſiſted of the altarage, ſix ſhillings and 
eight pence from the chapel of Lower Sapy, 
or Sapy Pitchard, and three ſhillings from 
the church of Sheldefley ; which ſums were 
antient penſions due to the church of Clifton: 
alſo land held by one Alexander, in the pariſh 
of Little Stanford, valued at 17s. a year, 
three ſhillings from the church of Yadfen 
Loges; two ſhillings and four-pence yearly 
from land in Clifton, and the houſe he then 
lived in, unleſs the nuns provided another

advowſon fell into the hands of Fohn Callow- 
hill, who, 1 and 2 Phil. and Mary, .

There'was anciently in the pariſh of Clifton 
a ruinous chapel, at a place called Overton. 
But April 20, 1532, Charles biſhop of 
Hereford, with the conſent of the rector of 
Stanford and vicar of Clifton and the inha- 
bitants of Overton, determined that for the 
future it ſhould belong to the pariſh of Stan- 
ford juxta Teme, reſerving to the vicar of 
Clifton an annual penſion of thirteen ſhillings 
and four-pence, in lieu of tithes and offerings 
due from the inhabitants of Overton or No- 
verton, alias Little Stanford.

N the Conqueror's reign, Urſo de Abetot 
held Coſtone. Leviet, Aluric, and Adel- 
ric, had before held it for three manors. Urſo 
had three hides here, of which Turold held 
two and Walter one. In demeſne were two 
carucates, and eleven bordars, and three cot- 
men, with four carucates ; and there might 
have been another carucate. There was a 
mill for the uſe of one of their houſes ; and 
a wood three quarentines in length and one 
in breadth, but annexed to the king's foreſt. 
In the time of Edward the Confeſſor it was 
worth 35 ſhillings ; at the Domeſday ſur- 
vey 27 ſhillings [a]. 

The Beauchamps, heirs of Urſo, were 
afterward lords paramount of Cofton ; for the 
Book of Tenures in the reign of Edward J. 
recites, that Richard de Cofton held lands 
in Cofton of the barony of Beauchamp ;

of Alvechurch, and was held of the biſhop of 
Worceſter by Ralf Haket. 28 Edward I. 
Robert de Lycefter was certified in the Ex- 
chequer to have lands in that part of Cofton 
which was a member of Alvechurch: and 
in the perambulation roll of the foreſt 
of Fekenham it is ſaid that Robert de 
Leyceſter held that part of Cofton a member 
of Alvechurch which was in the foreſt, to- 
gether with the waſte. About this time 
Ralf de Lyceſter is mentioned here; and 
fir Peter de Leyceſter was a baron of the 
exchequer in 1301 [5]. 

The family of Cofton ſtill remained in 
poſſeſſion of their lands: Thomas de Cofton 
lived in 1280, and John de Cofton in the 


reign of Edward III. but dying not long 
after, their inheritance deſcended to the

Matilda Hactet wife of 
Robert de Leyceſter held lands in Cofton, 
which belonged once to the ſaid Robert de 
Leyceſter; aud Lucy de Hodingion, ſome time 
wife of Alexander de Hodington, held lands 
in Cofton and Mitton, which in times paſt 
belonged to the heirs of John de Cofton [d]. 

Henty VI. the heirs of Lucy Hodynton, 
widow of Alexander de Hodynton, held the 
fourth part of a knight's-fee in Cofton and 
Mitton, which had once been the inheritance 
of John de Cofton, and which the ſaid Lucy 
had held ſe]. The Rufſels and the Winters 
ſucceeded the Hodyntons. The Leyceſters 
continued in Cofton till 1508, when William 
Leyceſter was buried in the chapel of Cofton. 

Cofton-Hacket came afterward to the Di- 
neleys, and paſſed from them to Mr. Edward 
Skinner, a rich clothier at Ledbury in Here- 
fordſhire, who died about the year 1632, 
aged 90. © He had fix ſons and fix daughters. 
The eldeſt ſon Richard ſettled at Cofton ; a 
younger had the eſtate at Ledbury, now be- 
longing to Michael Biddulph, eſquire; a third 
had Underdown; and a fourth the Hill-houſe 
near Ledbury. Cofton paſſed next to the 
Folliffes by marriage of Margaret daughter 
and heir of Richard Skinner of Cofton, eſq. 
with Thomas Jolliffe of the county of Stat- 
ford ; they continued here for three gene- 
rations. Thomas * Jolliffe of Cofton-hall, 
eſquire, dying in 1758, left it to his niece 
Mrs. Rebecca Lewe, ſpinſter, for life, and 
upon her death to Michael Biddulph of Led- 
bury, eſquire, his nephew. The validity of 
this will- was conteſted on the plea of Mr. 
Joliffe's inſanity ; and after a full hearing in 
the court of king's-bench, before a ſpecial 
Jury of gentlemen from Worceſterſhire, was 
confirmed. Mrs. Rebecca Lowe is the preſent

The ſoil of Cofton-Hacket is gravelly, with 
a red ſtone in many places, which will burn 
to lime. The manor-houſe, to Which ſome 
additions were made by the late Thomas 
Jolliffe, eſq. is a large convenient building. 
The ground before the houſe is damp, but 
capable of being drained;

In the dining parlour is a picture of this Mr,

Edric. a freeman had 
once held it, There were nine hides; and 
in demeſne one carucate and a prieſt, and 
ſeven villans, and two bordars with four 
carucates. There were two men ſervants and 
two maid ſervants, and thirty acres of 
meadow : alſo one foreigner who held one 
hide, and had there one carucate, and two 
men fervaits and one maid ſervant. , Edric 
when he held this land did the ſame ſervice 
as other freemen. It was then worth fix 
pounds ; at the ſurvey it was worth ſeventy

After this, it came to the barons Tony, 
from whom 1t paſſed by the marriage of 
Alice ſiſter and ſole heir of Robert de Toni, 
to Guy de Beauchamp earl of Warwick. By 
an 1nquiſition taken at Worceſter, Sept. 24, 
9 Edward I. after the death of Guy de Beau- 
champ, it appears that in his life-time he 
was poſſeſſed of the manor of Great-Com- 
berton. In this family it continued till 17 
Henry VI. when Richard Beauchamp earl of 
Warwick, having iflue by his firſt wife Eli- 
zabeth daughter and heir of Thomas lord 
Berkeley, three daughters only, viz.

conſiſts of three hamlets, Cotheridge, 
Howſon, and Otherton ; of which Co- 
theridge-is in the hundred of Doddingtree ; 
but the two laſt are in Oſwaldſlow hundred. 
King Edgar, by his charter granted to the 
church of Worceſter, included Cotheridge in 
the hundred of Oſwaldſlow, by the name of 
Cruhtawice. 

In the Conqueror's reign, Oſbern Fits- 
Richard held one hide at Codrie of the 
biſhop's manor of Grimley, and had there 
one carucate in demeſne, and fix villans, and 
four bordars, with four carucates, and a mill 
of five ſhillings. There were twelve acres 
of meadow, and three quarentines of wood. 
Richard had formerly held it, and had done 
what ſervice the biſhop required, In the 
times of Edward the Confeflor and William 
the Conqueror, it was worth 405. [a]. 

In the reign of Henry II. Oftert Fitz Hugh 
grandſon of Oſberne Fitz-Richard held this 
hide at Cotheridge [o, which afterward de- 
ſcended to the Says and Mortimers, who in- 
herited the barony of Richard's Caſtle, as in 
Clifton-upon-Teme. 

43 Henry III. William de Siuteville, 
who had married Margaret, daughter and heir 
of Hugh de Say, relict of Robert de Mor- 
timer, died, ſeiſed in right of the ſaid Mar- 
garet his wife, as tenant by the curteſey of 
England, of the manors of Wichband, Co- 
derugge, and the hamlet of Heweleſton, all 
in this county [c]. 

15 Edward I. Robert de Mortimer of 
Richard's Caſtle, grandſon of Robert before- 
mentioned by Margaret de Say, died ſeiſed, 
inter alia, of the manor of Coderugge, which

coheirs, Joan wife of Richard Talbot, and Mar- 
garet wife of Geffrey de Cornwall, the ſaid 
Margaret had for her purparty the moiety of the 
manor of Burford, together with the moieties 
of the manors of Niminton and Codrugge in 
this county, and other eſtates [Y]. The 
Cornwalls ſeem to have paſſed away their 
moiety to the Talbots of Richard's-Caſtle, 
who held the other, for, 20 Edward III. 
John Talbot held thoſe lands in Codrugge, 
which formerly belonged to Mortuner heir 
of Oſbern Fitz-Richard []. 

Elizabeth daughter and coheir of fir John 
Talbot of Richard's-caſtle, marrying with fir 
I/arin P Archdecon of Lanherne in Cornwall, 
knt. transferred the barony, and along with 


it Cotheridge, to that family, the heir of 
which marned into the knightly family of 


Lucy. 7 Henry VI. fir Walter Lucy, knight, 
held half a knight's fee in Coderugge, which 
Hugh de Mortimer, and after him John 
Talbot, had ſome time held [I]. 


From the family of Lucy it deſcended by 


coheirs to the barons Faulx of Harwedon in 
Northamptonſhire, and the Corbets of Mor- 
ton-Corbet in Shropſhire. By an office 


found 6 Edward IV. before John Blount of 


Sodington, eſquire, then eſchaetor of this 
county, Robert Wintor of Hodington, John

this manor, 11 Eliz. to Francis Brace, from 
whom it came to William Berkeley of Spetch- 
ley eſquire [m], lineally deſcended from 
Thomas, a younger brother of William mar- 
quis of Berkeley, and of Maurice lord Ber- 
keley, anceſtor of the preſent earl of that 
title. Sir Rowland Berkeley his ſon, dying 
without iſſue male, left Cotheridge, among 
other eſtates, to Henry Green of Wykin, in 
Warwickſhire, eſquire, who married his 
ſecond daughter, and their ſon Rowland 


Green aſſumed the name of Berkeley. Row- 


land Ber leley, eſquire, grandſon to Rowland 
Green, now owns the manor of Cotheridge, 
1779. 

The dean and chapter of Worceſter had 
an eſtate here, valued in the parliamentary 
ſurvey at 211. a year, which they exchanged 
in 1774, by power of an act of - parliament. 

5 Eliz. this pariſh contained 29 families, 
In the time of Charles the ſecond it con- 
tained about forty families and ten teams. 

It pays to the land-tax, at 45s. in the 
pound, 100/. 6s. "excluſive of the hamlets 
of Howſon and Otherton, which pay with 
the pariſh of St. John. The whole pariſh 
paid to the poor, in 1776, 49/. 85s. 104,

In biſhop Sandys's certificate it is ſaid to 
be a vicarage, but it is now eſteemed only a 
curacy. 

The parſonage was antiently annexed to 
the monaſtery of Weſtwood in this county. 

Oſbert Fitz-Hugh, elder brother of Hugh 
de Say of Richard's Caſtle, and grandſon of 
Osbern Fitz-Richard, for whom ſee under 
Clifton-upon-Teme, gave to the monks of 
Font-Everaud in Normandy, Weſtwood, to- 
gether with the church of Coderugge, and 
other poſſeſſions [u]. 

At the diſſolution, the patronage came to 
Mr. Thomas Packington, who ſold it to Mr. 
John Habingdon, whoſe ſons. Thomas and 
Richard Habingdon alienated it to Mr. Evett 
of Hollow. The ſon and heir of Mr. Evett 
ſold it to William Berkeley, eſquire. 

The Church is dedicated to St. Leonard. 

By compoſition made between the faid 
Osbert Fitz-Hugh and the convent of St.

ARMS and MONUMENTS. 


On the ſouth wall of the chancel is a 
cenotaph, with this inſcription : 

« In memory of Thomas Berkeley, eſquire, 
« ſon of fir Rowland Berkeley, of this pariſh 
« of Cotheridge, knt. who, out of a generous 
& curioſity to ſee foreign countries, went with 
& his excellency fir Daniel Harvey, embaſ- 
« ſador extraordinary from king Charles the 
« ſecond, to ſultan Mahomet Kan, emperor 
« of the Turks; and travelling with the 
« ſaid embaſlador from Conſtantinople to- 
« wards Theſſalonica, where the embaſſador 
« yas to receive his audience from the em- 
% peror, fell ſick by the way, and at a city 
called Megree, in Greece, died October 
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25, 1669, being 30 years of age, and lieth 
buried there among the Greek chriſtians,” 

On the floor near the communion-table is 
a flat ſtone, inſcribed, ** Here lieth the body 
„of Margaret, wife to William Berkeley, 
„ eſq. who died Sept. 29, 1649, in the 64th 
„% year of her age,” | 

William Berkeley died Dec. 4, 1658, aged 
76. 

Charles Edwardes, fellow of All Souls, 
died July 7, 1717. 

William Evett, ſome time mayor of Wor- 
ceſter, died Auguſt 11, 1664, aged 70 years. 

In the higheſt and firſt pane of the eaſl 


window of the chancel, was painted Gules 


two bars vaire : the arms of Say and Mor- 
timer, lords of Cotheridge. In the next 
pane but one, the arms of Lucy lord of 
Cotheridge, empaling VArchdeacon heir of 
Talbot. L'Archdeacon quartered Mortimer's 
arms.

N the Conqueror's reign Orderic held one 

hide at Crumbe of the biſhop's manor of 
Rippel, and had there three carucates, and 
three villans, and five bordars, with three 
carucates. There were twenty-four acres of 
meadow, and three quarentines of wood. 
It had been worth but twenty-ſhillings, and 
was then worth forty ſhillings. Godric had 
held it in the Confeflor's time, and did ſer- 
vice for it to the biſhop, till Eldred, arch- 
biſhop of York, and biſhop of Worceſter, 
juſtly took it from him [a]. \ 

To Orderic ſucceeded the family of D'Abi- 
tot. Oſbert D' Abitot held lands in Cromb, 
in 1283, of William de Beauchamp, and 
William de Beauchamp held of the biſhop of 
Worceſter [o]. William D' Apetor was lord of 
Crombe D'Abitot, in X 320 [c]; and 20 
Edward III. 1346, William D'Abetot held 
lands in Crombe, which Oſbert D'Abetot, 
his anceſtor, ſometime had [4J. Thomas 
D' Apetot was poſſeſſed of lands here in 
1369 ſe]. In 1412, Richard Abytot was lord 
of Abytot's Crombe OJ. And in 1438, 7 
Hen. VI. Villiam D' Abytot held half a 
knight's fee in Crombe, which William his 
anceſtor had formerly held [g]. 

In William, or in his fon, the male line 
of the Abytots of Crombe ended. The fe- 
males of this family married with Verney, 
Langeſton, Ryce, Child, and Townley, by 
which means the eſtate became divided among 
theſe perſons. A ſhare hereof paſſed after- 
ward to John Young, of the eity of Wor- 
ceſter, gent. from whom it was at that time 


called Young's Crombe [45]. And Humfrey

1 oung, gent. together with mon Rice, ci- 
tizen and merchant of London, preſented 
to the living in 1523 (l]. 

Margaret, daughter and heir of Simon 
Rice, married Simon Clare, of Kiddermin- 
ſter, and brought with her the lordſhip of 
Cromb D' Abitot. The Voungs, however, 
had ſtill ſome intereſt here; for Edward 
Young and Simon Clare jointly preſented to 
the rectory in 1545. I find no later men- 
tion of the family of Young. From Clare 
deſcended two brothers, Sir Francis and Sir 
Henry Clare, knights. The ſon and heir of 
Sir Francis was Sir Ralf Clare, knight of 
the Bath [+]. 

Of this family the lordſhip of Cromb was 
purchaſed by Sir Thomas Coventrye, who was 
made a juſtice of the court of Common Pleas, 
3 James I. He had iflue by Margaret his 
wife, daughter of William Jeffereys of Earls 
Cromb, three ſons, Thomas, William, who 
left a family ſeated at Ridmailey, and Walter, 
whoſe deſcendents will be hereafter men- 
tioned : alſo four daughters, Margaret, Joan 
married to... Rogers of the county of 
Surrey, eſq. Catharine marricd to William 
Child, of Northwick, eſquim, and Anne 
married to George Frampton, ef Buckland, 
in Dorſetſhire, eq. He died in 1606, aud 
was ſucceeded by Thomas, his fon and heir. 

Thomas purſued his father's ſteps in the 
ſtudy of the law. He was choſen Autumn 
lecturer by the ſociety of the Inner Temple, 
14 James I. at which time he was recorder 
of London. Soon after he was made ſolli- 
citor general to the king; and 18 James I. 


191. [c] Cobham, f. 106. 
Morgan, f. 29. 
[7] Jeron. f. 17. 
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was appointed attorney general. Riſing by 
theſe degrees, he was advanced, 1 Charles I. to 
the eminent office of keeper of the great ſeal of 
England; and the fourth year of the ſame 
reign created a peer by the title of baron 
Coventrye of Alleſborough. Continuing in 
office more than fifteen years with unble- 
miſhed reputation, he died at Durham-houſe 
in the Strand Jan. 14, 1639. The zeal which 
he had ſhewn in ſupporting the king's mea- 
ſures, drew on him the ill-will of the parlia- 
ment. Had he lived therefore till the 
troubleſome times which enſued, he might 
poſſibly have fallen a ſacrifice to the rage of 
party. He was an able ſtateſman ; though 
diſtinguiſhed by his caution and gravity, ra- 
ther than by eloquence or a quickneſs of ap- 
prehenſion. 

He left iffue, by his firſt wife Sarah, daugh- 
ter of Edward Sebright, of Besford, in this 
county eſq. Thomas, his ſon and heir, and 
Elizabeth, married to Sir John Hare, of 
Stow Bardolf, in the county of Norfolk, 
knight. By his ſecond wife, Elizabeth, 
daughter of John Alderſey, of Spurſtow, in 
Cheſhire, eſq. he left four ſons, John, 
Francis, Henry, one of the principal ſecre- 
taries of ſtate, and William; the two ſons 
John and William are noticed in the hiſtory 
of the reign of Charles II.; alſo four daugh- 
ters, Anne married to Sir William Savile, of 
Thornhill, in the county of York, baronet; 
Mary married to Henry Frederick Thynne, 
ſecond fon of Sir Thomas Thynne, of 
Longleat, in Wiltſhire, knt. Margaret 
married to Sir Anthony Atſhley-Cooper, of 
Winburne St. Giles, in the county of Dorſet, 

bart. afterwards earl of Shaftſbury; and Do- 
rothy, married to Sir John Pakington of 
Weſtwood in this county bart. See the por- 
trait under the account of Weſtwood. 

Thomas, ſacceeding his father in the eſtate 
and. title, took to wife Mary, daughter of 
Sir William Craven, knt. and had by her 
four children; two of whom only, George 
and Thomas, ſurvived him. 

George, his eldeſt ſon, married lady Mar- 
garet Tufton, eldeſt daughter of John, earl 
of Thanet, and had iflue by her three ſons, 
John, Thomas, and William, and two 
daughters; Anne, who died young, and 
Margaret, married to Charles Pawlett, earl 
of Wiltſhire, afterwards duke of Bolton, 
John, his ſon and heir, ſucceeded him, 
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and died without iſſue. His two brothers 
likewiſe dying young aud unmarried, the title 
and eſtate came to 

Thomas, his uncle, ſecond fon to Thomas 
lord Coventry. He* was created earl of Co- 
ventry and viſcount Deerhurſt, April 26, 
1697, with limitations to the iflue male of 
Walter Coventry before mentioned. But the 
barony of Aileſborough, being omitted in the 
patent, became extinct. His firſt wife was, 
Winetrid, daughter of Pierce Edgcombe, of 
Mount-Edgcombe, in Devonſhire, elq. who 
bore him ſeveral children; of whom two 


ſons, Thomas and Gilbert, ſurvived him. 


By his ſecond wite, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Richard Graham, he had no ifue. She ſur— 
vived him, and was afterwards married to 
Thomas Savage, of Elmley-Caſtle, efq. 

Thomas, earl of Coventry, his eldeſt ſon 
and heir, married Anne Somerſet, daughter 
of Henry duke of Beaufort, by whom he 
had two ſons, Thomas who ſucceeded him, 
and John, who died at the age of one year. 

Thomas, his only ſurviving ſon, enjoyed 
the title only a ſhort time, dying at Eaton 
college at ten years of age, 

The next of kin was G/bert, uncle to the 
laſt- mentioned Thomas, and younger ſon of 
Thomas the firſt carl of Coventry. He took 
to his firſt wife Dorothy daughter of fir Wil- 
liam Keyt of Ebrington, in Glouceſterſhire, 
bart. and had by her an only daughter Anne, 
married to fir William Carew of Anthony, in 
Cornwall, bart. His ſecond wite was Anne, 
daughter of fir Streynſham Maſters, knight. 
This lady I ſaw enjoying perfect memory and 
good health approaching faſt to ninety ycars of 
age in the year 1779. Dying without iflue 
male, he was ſucc:eded in the titles of 
viſcount Deerhurſt and earl of Coventry by 

IWilliam Coventry of the city of London, 
eſquire, lineally deicended from Walter Co- 
ventry, youngeſt fon of fir Thomas Coventry 
firſt mentioned; the iſſue-male of William 
Coventry of Ridmarley, ſecond ſon of the 
ſaid fir Thomas, having failed. He came 
to theſe honours at the age of forty, 
1719; from his birth to which time, 
it is ſaid, near forty perſons died, any one 
of whom would have inherited before 
him. He married Elizabeth daughter of 
Mr. John Allen of Weſtminſter, by whom 
he had three ſons, Thomas-FHenry, who died 
unmarried, va patris, George-William, and 


John-

John-Bulkeley, who, by virtue of an act of 


parliament, has taken the additional name of 
Bulkeley, and is now denominated John- 
Bulkeley Coventry-Bulkeley [J. 

George-William, the ſecond ſon, is the pre- 
ſent earl of Coventry, and owner of this eſtate. 
He married to his firſt wife, March 5, 1752, 
Maria,daughterof JohnGunning, eſq. by whom 
he has iſſue George-William Coventry, com- 
monly called viſcount Deerhuſt, who married 
Catherine Henley, fourth daughter of Robert 
Earl of Northington, lord high chancellor 
of Great-Britain, which lady died without iſſue; 
Anne Elizabeth, who died Aug. 22, 1756; 
Maria-Alicia married to Andrew Baynton, eſq. 
eldeſt fon and heir-apparent to ſir Edward 
Baynton of Spye-Park, in Wiltſhire, bart, and 
Anne-Margaret married to Edward Foley, 
ſecond ſon of Thomas lord Foley of Kid- 
derminſter. His lordſhip married ſecondly, 
Sept. 27, 1764, Barbara, daughter of John, 
baron St. John of Bletſho, by whom he has 
had two ſons, living 1779, John, born June 
20, 1765, and Thomas, born 1778, and a 
daughter, Barbara, born 1776, who died an 
infant. 

The houſe at Cromb was deſigned by Mr. 
Browne ; and though part of an old building 
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is preſerved, the rooms are juſtly and conve- 
niently diſpoſed. For the elevation and 
ground plan of it, I muſt refer the reader to 
the Vitruvius Britannicus [m]. The furni- 
ture is handſome, eſpecially the tapeſtry and 
French miroirs. 

The park and pleaſure grounds are upon a 
large ſcale, including near twelve hundred 
acres: drainedand beautified by an artificial river. 

The pariſh of Cromb D'Abitot is about four 
miles in circumference, and the whole be- 
longs to lord Coventry. 

5 Eliz. it contained twenty-one families: 
now there are five farms and fifteen labourers 
houſes, beſide the manſion-houſe. 

It pays to the land-tax, at four ſhillings in 
the pound, 66/. 85.; paid to the poor, in 1776, 
291. 6s. 11d.

April 12, 1771, the pariſh of Cromb was 
united with that of Pirton, not by act of 
parliament, but by conſent of the biſhop and 
patron, 

In 1763 a new church was built in the 
Gothic ſtyle : the work is neat and well 
executed, 


ARMS AND MONUMENTS, 


In the north window of the body of the 
old church was painted a man on foot, armed 
in a coat of mail, over that a white habit 
with a red croſs on the breaſt : in his right 
hand a ſhield Argent whereon was painted a 
croſs Gules : in his left hand a lance, or rather 
a horſeman's ſtaff [o]. 

In the old church likewiſe were ſeveral mo- 
numents belonging to the Coventry family. I 
ſhall mention the names of the perſons, 
The inſcriptions are long, and may be ſeen 
in Collins's Peerage, 

Thomas Coventry, one of the juſtices of 
the common pleas, Dec. 12, 1606, 

Thomas lord Coventry, lord keeper of the 
great ſeal, Jan. 14, 1639-40. His monu- 
ment is now placed in the chancel of the new 
church. 

Thomas lord Coventry, eldeſt ſon of the 
lord-keeper Coventry, Oct. 27, 1661, aged 
SS- 
Mary the wife of Thomas, and daughter 
of ſir William Craven, knight, Oct. 18, 1634, 
aged 29. 

(N. B. Both theſe are removed to the new 
church.) 

Thomas the firſt ear] of Coventry, having 
diſguſted the ſons of his firſt wife, by his 
match with Elizabeth daughter of Richard 
Graham, his heir would not permut a very 
handſome monument prepared by his widow, 
to be erected in the church of Cromb. The 
memorial of him therefore was a flat ſtone 
adorned with four coronets at the four 
corners, and inſcribed with theſe words: 
„Here lieth the body of Thomas the firſt 
« earl of the family of Coventry, who de- 
„ parted this life July 15, 1699, aged 7%

In the Conqueror's reign, Siward held 
at Crumbe five hides ; and had there one ca- 
rucate and fix villans, and four bordars, with 
four carucates. There were twelve acres of 
meadow ; and a wood four quarentines in 
length, and two in breadth. In the time of 
king Edward the Confeflor, Sirof held this 
land of the biſhop ; and at the death of this 
tenant the biſhop gave his daughter with the 
land to a certain knight of his, who ſhould 
ſupport the mother, and perform ſervice to 
the biſhop. Both in the time of the Con-

In the time of Henry II. Simon de Crombe 

held a hide of land in this pariſh; from 


whom it was called Cromb Simon. Adam 


de Crombe 1s noticed in the red book of the 
exchequer, 8 Richard I. And another Sn 
de Crombe, fon of Adam de Crombe, is men- 
tioned in a deed, whereby Simon de Crombe 
granteth to Godfrey biſhop 'of Worceſter a 
rent of twenty ſhillings yearly out of his 
manors of Cromb and Edmundſcot, to be 
paid to his bailiffs of Ripple and Tredington.

27 Edw. I. Simon de Crombe had one hide 
of land here. Dec. 20, 2 Edw. III. fir 
Simon de Crombe, knight, granted to Geoffry 
de Hanbury his manors of Crombe, Tyd- 
minton, Admineſcot, and Enge, for the 
dowry of his wife Matilda, daughter of 
Alexander de Eſcoye [c]. Ralf de Hambury 
quit-claimed the manor of Cromb to Thomas 
de Beauchamp earl of Warwick, Dec. 2, 
49 Edw. III. Indeed the Beauchamps ſeem 
to have had ſome intereſt here, and even to 
have been patrons of the church, before that 
time [d]. From them it was called Earl's 
Cromb. 

By inquiſition taken 22 Richard II. it was 
found that John Rufſe!/ died ſeiſed of the 
manor and church of Simon's Cromb ; but 
we muſt not confound this perſon with fir 
John Ruſſell of Strenſham, knight, who died 
1405 [e]. The abbot of Eynſham held one 
knight's fee in Cromb, Tidmynton, and 
Edmundſcote, 7 Hen. VI. which John 
Crombe and Roger de Ledbury formerly held 
7. Hs 

Notwithſtanding what we have now ſeen, 
this lordſhip continued in the earls of 
Warwick, and fell by attainder to the crown 
15 Hen, VII. where it remained till 38 Hen. 
VIII. in which year, 25 Nov. the king 
granted it with other eſtates in this county 
to Thomas Wimbiſh of Nocton in Lincoln- 
ſhire, eſquire, and the lady Elizabeth Tal- 
bois his wife, in exchange for other lands. 

As an inſtance of the mode of exchanging 
lands in that reign is worth noticing, I 
ſhall in this place give the bargain for this 
eſtate in full, as recited in a Harleian MS. 
[8]- 

„The king granted to the ſaid Thomas 
„ Wimbiſh and lady Elizabeth his wife the 
manor of Croomb- Simonds, otherwiſe 
Earls-Cromb, with the appurtenances, in 
the county of Worceſter, late parcel of 
the poſſeſſions of the earl of Warwick, 
value per ann. (above 10s. allowed for 
e the bayliff's fee) 221. gs.

As this lady Elizabeth Talbois was a 
woman of great note in her time, as ſhe 
poſſeſſed conſiderable eſtates in this county, 
and as the illuſtrious family from whence ſhe 


ſprang has been omitted by fir William Dug- 


dale in his Baronage, I think it neceſſary in 
this place to give ſome account of her [+]. 

She was the daughter and ſole heireſs of 
ſir Gilbert Talbois, lord Talbois of Kyme in 
Lincolnſhire, by Elizabeth his wife, daughter 
of ſir John Blount of Kinlet in Shropſhire, 
knt. by Katherine, daughter and heir of fir 
Hugh Perſhall of Knightley in Staffordſhire, 
knight; which Gilbert was fecond ſon and 
heir of fir George Talbois of Kyme, knt. by 
Elizabeth his wife, daughter of fir William 
Gaſcoigne, of Gawthorpe in Yorkſhire, knt. 
lincally deſcended from Henry Talbois, living 
t. Ric. II. who married Eleanor daughter 
and heir of fir Gilbert Buroden, knight, by 
Elizabeth daughter and at length heir of 
Robert Umfrevile, earl of Angus, by Lucy 
daughter and heir of Philip de-Kyme, lord 
and baron of Kyme [7], by which marriage 
they became poſſeſſed of the lordſhips of Rid- 
deſdale and Cockdale in Northumberland, an- 
ciently belonging to the Umfrevilles [4], and 
which were exchanged by lady Elizabeth Tal- 
bois with the king for this manor of Cromb- 
Simonds, as before-mentioned. 

Gilbert lord Talbois her- father was much 
in favour with Henry VIII. who advanced 
him to the peerage, and in the 21ſt year of 
his reign he made his firſt entry into the 
parliament-chamber, in the parhament then 
held at Black-Fryers, and paid to garter 
king of arms his fee of 205. for ordering his 
ſeat, and regiſtering his name and arms after

his eſtate, according to ancient ordinance [/}, 
He died in the year 1530, and lies buried in 
the church of Kyme in Lincolnſhire, with 
this inſcription on a braſs plate fixed to a 
marble tomb, —** Gilbert lord. Tailboys, lord 
« of Kyme, married Elizabeth the daughter 
, fir John Blount of Kinlet in Shropſhire, 
„ knight, and died 15 April, 1530.“ 

Elizabeth Blount his wife is reported to 
have been a woman of ſuch rare beauty and 
accompliſhments, that ſhe captivated the 
heart of the fickle Henry, who took her for 
his miſtreſs, and had by her his natural fon 
Henry Fitz-Roy duke of Richmond and So- 
merſet ; after which, notwithſtanding this 
blemiſh in her reputation, ſhe became the 
wife of that great ſubject Edward lord 
Clinton, to whom ſhe bore a numerous and 
flouriſhing iſſue. This may account not only 
how her daughter, but alſo her ſecond huſ- 
band, came in for ſome of thoſe conſiderable 
grants of crown lands in this and other 
counties, 1n this reign, which, as my author 
ſays, Henry ſo plentifully ſhowered down upon 
his favourites Im]. 

Elizabeth, their daughter, baroneſs Talbois 
in her own right, was firſt married to Thomas 
Wimbiſh of Nocton in Lincolnſhire, eſq. heir- 
general to the Darcys of Noon, who held 
that eſtate in the time of William the Con- 
queror, as appears in Domeſday-book, and 
were the elder branch of the houſe of Hol- 
derneſſe. In the reign of Henry VIII. this 
gentleman in right of his wife took upon 
him the ſhle and title of lord Talbois ; but 
upon a reference to the crown the king 
aſſiſted both by civil and temporal powers 
gave ſentence, that no huſband of a baroneſs 
in her own right ſhould uſe that ſtile and 
dignity ; the reaſons for which deciſion may 
be ſeen in Guillym's Heraldry. By him ſhe 
had no iſſue, and ſurviving, became the wife 
of that great peer Ambroſe Dudley, earl of 
Warwick ; but dying without children, her 
large inheritance was divided between her 
four aunts her co-heirs, or their repreſen- 
tatives, who were thus married ; Elizabeth 
to fir Chriſtopher Willoughby of Parham, 
knight, father by her of William the firſt 
lord Willoughby of Parham z Cecily firſt to

fir William Ingilby of Ripley, in Yorkſhire, 
knight, ſecondly to John Tournay of Ca- 
venby, in Lincolnſhire, eſquire; Anne to fir 
Edward Dymock of Scrivelby, in Lincoln- 
ſhire, knight; and Margaret to fir George 
Vernon of Haddon, in Derbyſhire, knight ; 
of which Anne the third had the lordſhip of 
Kyme [u]. 

As Thomas Wimbiſh and Elizabeth lady 
Talbois his wife both died without iſſue, it 1s 
probable the manor of Earle's-Crombe again 
reverted to the crown, for in 3 Edw. VI. we 
find, that that prince granted it to William 
Fefferies, eſquire [o], who had been cofferer 
of the houſehold to king Henry VIII.; he 
reſided at Earle's-Crombe in 1569 | þ ], and 
was father of Leonard Jefferies, eſquire, who 
ſucceeded to the eſtate 25 Eliz. [q], whoſe 
ſon Thomas reſided here in 1634 l], and 
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was an active juſtice of the peace, Mr. Sa- 
muel Butler, the author of Hudibras, was his 
clerk, and met with a very kind maſter. The 
author of his life prefixt to his works ſays, 
he had ſeen ſome pictures ſaid to have been of 
his drawing, which remained in the family 
of Mr. Jefterys, which he mentioned, not 
for the excellency of them, but to ſatisfy the 
reader of his early inclination to that noble 
art ; for which alſo he was afterwards entire- 
ly beloved by Mr. Samuel Cooper, one of the 
moſt eminent painters of his time jr], I 
have ſeen formerly in the manſion-houſe 
here ſome portraits of the family, ſaid to 
have been painted by Butler; but going not 
many years ſince to enquire for them, I found 
them made uſe of to ſtop up windows. 'They 
had no other merit than that of being 
painted by the author of Hudibras.

FF A, king of the Mercians A. D. 780, 
gave Cropthorn to the church of Wor- 
ceſler, Tilhere being then biſhop. King 
Edgar in his royal charter granted to St. 
Oſwald confirmed the donation of Offa, and 
exempting this manor from all worldly ex- 
actions included it in the hundred of Oſ- 
waldeſlow [a]. 

At the time of the Conqueror's ſurvey the 
church of Worceſter held the manor of Crope- 
thorn. With Neotheretune there were fifty 
hides. In demeſne were fourteen hides, and 
five carucates, and a prieſt who had half a 
hide and one carucate, and eighteen villans, 
and twelve bordars, with eleven carucates. 
There were ten men ſervants, and four maid 
ſervants, and a mull of ten ſhillings, and 
twenty ſticks of eels, and twenty acres of 
meadow, and three quarentines of wood in all. 
Five hides were waſte. In the reign of Ed- 
ward the Confeflor it was worth ſeven 
pounds, at the Survey fix pounds. 

Of this manor Robert the ſteward held 
eleven hides, and had there nine carucates, 
and ten villans, and twelve bordars, with 
' ſeven carucates. Therz were eight men ſer- 
vants and two maid ſervants. It had been 
worth, fix, was then worth ſeven pounds.

The manor of Cropthorn now belongs to 
the dean and chapter of Worceſter, 1779.

the beſt piece of furniture, to be paid for a 


heriot, upon the death of the tenant who 
dies ſeiſed; the fines to be arbitrary; and the 
lords to hold court-leet and court- baron [/]. 

The boundaries of the manor beginning 
at Cropthorn ford extend along Avon to 
Charlton meadows; and from thence by the 
ſide of Dingley's demeſne lands to Charlton 
town end; and from thence to a great buſh 
on the top of the fields dividing Cropthorn 
and Charlton ; along the edge of the hill to 
Hazeler Elm ; thence to Nethertone lane 
including half the lane between Cropthorn 
and Netherton ; from thence by the fide of 
Elmley field and Bricklehampton field to 
Cropthorn heath ; including the ſaid heath ;

The prior of Worceſter took an aſſiſe 
of novel diſſeiſin againſt Maud de Hondeſacre, 
William and Peter, her ſons, and others, for 
a tenement in Charlton, near Fladbury, and 
recovered. 5 Edw. III. Sir Simon de Handeſ- 
acre, knt. was certified by evidence to be 
lord of Hondeſacre and Charlton [i]. He left 
an only daughter, Eleanor his heir, who 
marrying with Richard Dineley, conveyed 
the eſtate to that family. 

7 Hen. VI. Richard Dineley held half a 
knight's fee in Charlton, late the lands of 
William de Hondeſacre [&]. The ſame year 
Robert Dinely, of Hampſhire, deſcended 
from a younger branch of this houſe, was

Mr. Cambden ſuppoſes this family of 
Dineley to have. been firſt ſeated in Lanca- 
ſhire; but, in the opinion of Mr. Henry 
Dineley, a gentleman well verſed in heral- 
dry and old records, it came originally from 
Dinely in Northamptonſhire. The inſcrip- 
tion however on the tomb of Mr. Francis 
Dineley in ſome meaſure confirms Mr. Camb- 
den's account, as it deduces them from Lan- 
caſhire, from which county the Dineleys of 
Swillington, and thoſe of Brambope in the 
Weſt-Riding of Yorkſhire yet in being, do 
alſo deſcend, being cadets of the houſe of 
Dinely of Downham near Clitherho. 

The family of Dineley continued to flou- 
riſh in great repute in this county till the 
preſent century, when they expired at Charle- 
ton in the perſon of Sir Edward Dineley 
knt. ſometime juſtice of peace and deputy 
lieutenant for this county ; who by Frances 
his wife, daughter of Lewis Watſon, lord 
Rockingham, left an only ſurviving daughter 
Eleanor, his heir, who was married to Ed- 
ward Goodyere, of Burghope, in Hereford- 
ſhire, eſq. which Edward was created a 
baronet, 5 Dec. 1707, 6 Anne, and was 
member in ſeveral parliaments for the bo- 
rough of Eveſham, and ſometime knight of 
the ſhire for the county of Hereford. He died 
at a great age, 29 March 1739, and was 
ſucceeded by Sir John Dineley Goodyere, 
bart. his eldeſt ſon. 

Which Sir John Dineley-Goodyere, of 
Charleton, bart. aflumed the name of Dine- 
ley in reſpect of the large eſtate he inherited 
from his mother, and was the laſt of the fa- 
mily who enjoyed it, for having lived upon 
bad terms with his younger brother, Samuel 
Dineley-Goodyere, captain of the Ruby man 
of war, and threatening to diſinherit him in 
favour of his ſiſter's ſon, John Foot, of 
Truro in Cornwall, eſq.; it fo alarmed and 
diſguſted the faid Samuel, that he came to 
the bloody reſolution of murdering him, 
which he executed on the 17th of Jan. 1741. 
A friend at Briſtol who knew their mortal 
antipathy had invited them both to dinner, 
in hopes of reconciling them, and they part- 
ed in the evening in ſeeming friendſhip, but

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the captain placed ſome of his crew in the 
ſtreet near College-green with orders to ſeize 
his brother, and affiſted in hurrying him by 
violence to his ſhip, under pretence that he 
was diſordered in his ſenſes, where when 
they arrived he cauſed him to be ſtrangled 
in the cabin by White and Mahony, two 
ruffians of his crew, himſelf ſtanding cen- 
tinel at the door, while the horrid deed was 
perpetrating. It is ſufficient to ſay that the 
murder was immediately diſcovered, and the 
captain and his two accomplices being tried 
at Briſtol March 26 following, were found 
guilty, and there executed April 15. The 
captain had behaved bravely in his profeſſion 
on ſeveral occaſions, was at the taking of St. 
Sebaſtian, Ferrol and St. Antonio ; at which 
latter place he burnt three men of war, the 
magazine and ſtores. 

Fohn Foote, eſq. fon of Eleanor, ſiſter to 
Sir John, and elder brother to Samuel Foot, 
eſq. the celebrated comedian, was heir to his 
uncle, and aſſumed the name of Dineley; but 
Dame Mary Dineley-Goodyere, the widow 
of Sir John, ſurviving her huſband and hold- 
ing the Charleton eſtate in dower, remarried 
with William Rayner, a printer in White 
Fryars, London, who being thus in poſſeſ- 
ſion, partly by his marriage and partly by 
purchaſe from Mr. John Foot-Dineley, became 
ſeiſed of the whole in fee, and ſold Charle- 
ton to Joſeph Biddle, of Eveſham, eſq. whoſe 
executors ſold it in 1774, to Meſſrs Beeſley, 
Socket, Lilly and Bevington, of Worceſter, 
in partnerſhip, who, or their repreſentatives, 
are the preſent poſſeſſors, 1779. 

Charleton contains about 1600 acres. The 
preſent owners lately obtained an act of par- 
liament for encloſing the common fields, and 
have otherwiſe improved it at a great expence, 
throwing into one allotment the poſſeſſions 
of the church. |

The full value of all the copyhold eſtates 
in the manor of Charlton belonging to this 
church at the time of the Parliamentary 
Survey in 1649, was 1131. 28. 6d, The 
boundaries of this manor were not eaſily to 
be diſtinguiſhed then, becauſe the lands were 
intermixed with thoſe of Mr. Dinely who

NETHERTON. 


Another hamlet of this pariſh, lying near 
Elmley Caſtle, is, an antient manor formerly 
belonging to the priory, now to the dean and 
chapter of Worceſter. 

3 Edw. VI, this manor, together with 
the court leet, court baron, and perquiſites 
of court, &c. was granted by the dean and 
chapter, with licence from the king, to 
Thomas Savage, eſq. in fee farm to him 
and his heirs for ever, under the yearly rent of 
20l. 8s. 2d. the tithe corn, and fix quarters 
of wheat and fix of barley. 

According to the parliamentary ſurvey 
taken in 1649, the rent of this manor was 
then 20l. 88. beſides forty-eight buſhels of 
wheat, and forty-eight buſhels of barley. 

Netherton pays to the land-tax, at 4s. in 
the pound, 33]. 1 28. 8d. It paid to the poor, in 

1776, 10l. 1s. 7d. 

5 Eliz. the pariſh of Cropthorn including 
its hamlets contained ſixty one fanulies: it 
now contains ſeventy-five, according to the 
return made to biſhop North.

Cropthorn parſonage, whereof the prior 
and convent of Worceſter were antiently 
patrons, was by the king's licence, in regard to 
the ſtatute of mortmain, and becauſe it was 
held of him in capite, appropriated by Pope 
Clement to the priory of Worceſter 24 Edw. 
III. and a vicarage was inſtituted by William 
Wittleſey, biſhop of Worceſter, in 1365. 

The church is dedicated to St. Michael.

In the higheſt part of the north ile, on a 
raiſed tomb, is the portraiture of a man all 
armed except his head, his hands joined as 
praying, and by him his wife in the dreſs of 
the times. The inſcription: 

« To the during memory of Francis Ding- 
ley, eſq. nobly deſcended on both fides : 
deriving his maſculine line from the antient 
family of Dineleyes, or Dingleyes of Lanca- 
ſhire, which was fince yet more enobled by 
many - honourable and worſhipful matches, 
as of Hanſacre deduced from the antient kings 
of Scotland, Throgmorton, Rous of Ragley, 
Tracy, Hardwicke, St. Nicholas, Neville, 
and Bigge. By his feminine line, from his 
mother Mary the daughter of Sir Edward 
Neville, lineally deſcended from Joan de 
Acres, daughter of king Edward the firſt ; 
from Joan daughter of John of Gaunt, duke 
of Lancaſter, fourth fon of king Edward III. 
and Conſtance, daughter to Edmund of 
Langley, duke of York, fifth ſon of king 
Edw. III. Her mother was Elinor, daugh- 
ter of Andrew lord Windſor. He happily 
matched with Elizabeth, the daughter of 
Thomas Bigge, eſq. deſcended by his mother's 
fide of the noble families of Bruges, Salwey, 
Bracey, alias Brace, and Magdalen Hoby, 
his wife, by whom he had iſſue eleven ſons 
and eight daughters, and with whom hav- 
ing ſpent the ſpace of fifty years in comfor- 
table wedlock, he died in peace, leaving be- 
hind him the pretious memory of. a zealous 
patriot, a worthy juſticer, a true friend to true 
religion, and a great example of valour aud 
wiſdom. 

Elizabeth, his late conſort, hath conſe- 
crated this mean monument of her love and

Antiently written Croblea, and Cropley, ſignifying a Clay-field, from ths 
Saxon crob, clay, and /eah, a field, a vicarage, ſituated partly in the 
middle diviſion of Oſwaldſlow hundred, and partly in the upper diviſion 
of Halſſhire, in the deanry of Perſhore; bounded eaſt by Graſton-Flyford, 
and Huddington, weft by Tibberton, ſouth by Broughton-Hacket, and 


north by Oddiogley. 


ERTWLE, or Bertulfus, king bf the 
Mercians, gave five manſes in Crowle 

to the church of Worcefler, for the main- 
tenance of the monks, and declared them 
free from all ſervices and taxes [a]. The 
records of the biſhops of Worceſter inform 
us that Eadbert, or according to William of 
Malmsbury Herebert, the tenth biſhop of 
this ſee, gave Crowley to his church: To 
reconcile this, we need only ſuppoſe that 
Eadbert received it of Bertulf, and gave it to 
the church: | 

Simund the Dane, a ſoldier under Leofricus 
earl of Mercia, being poſſeſſed of another 
Croyley adjoyning to this, much injured the 
lands belonging to the church. However, 
he repaired theſe damages; and ſoon after, by 
the interceſſion of his lord, obtained a leaſe 
of the church-lands from the prior Agelwinus 
for term of his life; ſtipulating to ſerve the 
monaſtery in expeditions by ſea and land, 
which were then frequent, and to pay an- 
nually ſome pecuniary acknowledgment, or 
inſtead thereof a horſe, to the prior [5]. 

This part of Crowle was ſoon after re- 
ſtored to the church [c] ; perhaps by biſhop 
Wolſtan, who recovered moſt of the alienated 
lands, What became of that part which 
belonged to Simund in his own right is un- 
certain. It 1s not reaſonable to ſuppoſe he 
could fecure His property from the general 
wreck occaſioned by the Conqueſt. 

I ruſt here obſerve, that the lands in 
Crowle annexed to the church of Worceſter

boundaries, together with a tranſlation, in the Appendix. 


were thoſe which now he in the middle di- 
viſion of Oſwaldflow ; the others of courſe 
were thoſe at preſent included in the upper 
diviſion of Halfshire, but formerly in Eich 
hundred, | 

At the time of Domeſday ſurvey the church 
of Worceſter held one berewic in Crohlea. 
There were five hides which paid taxes. Roger 
de Laci held it, and Odo held it under him. 
In demeſne were two carucates; and ſever 
villans, and three botdars, with four caru- 
cates: four men ſervants, and one maid 


ſervant, and a mill of two ſhillings, and æ 


ſalt- pan in Wich of three ſhillings: There 
were ſixteen acres of meadow; a wood half 
a mile in length, and one quarentine in 
breadth, which was in the foreſt. 

Simund had held it; It belonged to the 
demeſne. He rendered every ſervice and geld 
to the biſhop, and could neither alienate him- 
ſelf nor his land. It had been worth four 
pounds ; at the time of the ſurvey it was 
worth ſeventy ſhillings [4]. 


As to the other part of Crowle, it was - 


written Croelai, and belonged to O/bern 
Fitz Richard, mentioned in Clifton upon 
Teme. Urſo held it of him. Chetelbert 
had formerly held it, and could go where he 
would. There were five hides which paid 
taxes: In demeſne was one carucate and a 
half, and three bordars, and three cottagers, 
with half a carucate ; and there might have 
been three carucates more. There were three 
ſervants, and a burgeſs who paid two ſhillings,

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and two ſalt pans of fix ſhillings. Half a 


in which were a hundred 
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lewa of wood, 
ſwine. It had been worth ſixty ſhillings, 
and was then worth forty [e]: 

In the Domeſday- book of the biſhoprick 1 
find that Hugh Tirel/ held five hides in 
Croeley. And the red book, which in this 
place Mr. Habingdon ſuppoſes to be coeval 
with the aforementioned record, informs us, 
that Hugh Tirel held five hides of land in 
Croueley of Hugh de Lacy, and Hugh de 
Lacy of the biſhop. 28 Edw. I. Richard 
Tirell held one knight's fee in Croeleia of 
the biſhop's manor of Northwick [V/]. 

28 Edw. I. likewiſe Walter Haket held a 
knight's fee in Croele of Roger de Poher, 
Poher of WHliam de Beauchamp, and Beau- 
champ of William de Stutevill, who married 
Margaret de Say, the heir of Osbern Fitz 
Richard. Roger de Poher paid two marks 
for the fee which he held of the. barony of 
William de Stutevill [g]. 

William Haket, the fon of Walter, with 
the conſent. of his wife Alice, gave to the 
prior and convent all his wood in Croulege, 
called Northwode, lying between Hodingley 
wood and Hodington wood. This deed is 
witneſſed by Roger de Pohet, Peter de 
Wyke, Richard de Ambreſley, and Alexander 
D'Abetot, knights, and others [+]. 

The Sywards ſucceeded the Tirells in the 
manor held under the biſhop : and from them 
it obtained the name of Crowle-Syward. 
Nevile afterward held it. Peter Neyvell and 
Oliva his wife conveyed to Thomas de Eve- 
ſham, clerk, and Jobn de Bransford, parſon 
of Hereforton, the manor of Crowle-Syward, 
which Joan the wife of John . held 
for term of her life |]. 

In 1336, 10 Edw. III. the prior and con- 
vent of Worceſter repreſented to the biſhop, 
that the manor of Crowle-Syward, held of 
him in capite by Thomas de Eveſham and 
John de Bransford, clerks, was originally 
granted to their monaſtery for the ſupport of 
the monks, and that they had long been in 
peaceable poſſeſſion of the fame till they 
were deprived of it by ſome invaders of 
their privileges. He therefore gave per- 
miſſion to the aforeſaid Thomas de Eveſham

and John de Brans ford to aſſign their manor 
of Crowle-Syward to the priory, to be held

of him in frank almoign. The biſhop alſo 
quit- claimed all ſervices and cuſtoms which 
might belong to him on account of the ſaid 
lordſhip; and in return for this conceſſion 
the prior and convent agreed to pay him the 
ſum of half a mark yearly out of their 
manor of Tibberton []. 

20 Edw. III. John Talbot of Richard's- 
caſtle was lord of lands in Crowle, which 
Hugh de Mortimer ſometime had. Mortimer 
and Talbot were ſucceſſively lords of Ri- 
chard's-caſtle [J]. 

7 Hen. VI. John prior of Worceſter held 
half a knight's fee in Crowle- Seward, which 
Richard Tyrell formerly held [z]. 

In the ſame year Walter Lucy, who had 
married the coheir of Arehdeakne, deſcended 
from Talbot, was ſeized of lands in Croule, 
which formerly belonged to John Talbot []. 
He is the laſt perſon whom I find mentioned 
as owner of theſe lands. 28 Hen. VIII. the 
prior and convent of Worceſter covenanted 
that William More, the late prior, ſhould 
enjoy Crowle Farm, with the plate, linen, 
and furniture. At the ſame time they ap- 
pointed him lodgings in the priory, the keep 
of two geldings, ſufficient fewel at both places, 
a monk to wait on him and fay maſs, and 
fifty pounds ſterhng a year, clear from all 
deductions. On theſe terms he probably 
reſigned his priorſhip; to which he might 
have been farther induced by their giving 
him the ſum of one thouſand marks, and 
paying his debts, that amounted to one 
hundred pounds. | 

The prior and convent were ſucceeded in 
the manor of Crowle-Syward by the dean 
and chapter of Worcefler, now lords thereof, 
1779. They hold court-leet and court-baron. 
By the cuſtom of the manor they grant three 
lives in poſſeſſion and three in reverfion ; the 
fines are arbitrary; the widow hath her free- 
bench; the tenants are allowed deads year; 
the beſt beaſt, or, in default of ſuch, the beſt 
piece of goods is due to the lord for a herriot 


on the death of every copyholder dying in 
poſſeſſion [o].

Another manor in Crowle, called the Com- 
manders, belonged to 7he hoſpital of St. 
Wulftan, near Sidbury gate, as appears by a 
corrody granted out of it by the maſter and 
brethren of that houſe to Margery de Code- 
ley, 4 Edw. III. After the ſuppreſſion of re- 
ligious-houſes, this manor fell to the Ling, 
and from him to John of Combes, who ſold 
it to Thomas Penrice, whoſe ſon Fobn Pen- 
rice reſided here 1634 [q]; it afterwards 
came to the family of Holmeden, probably 
by deſcent, as Anne Penrice, fiſter of the 
faid John, married Robert Holmeden, of 
Effex [/] · 

Proxmore Curt, in Crowle, was antient- 
ly the land of Proxmore, whoſe heirs the 
Coder of Northfield fold it to Mr. Penrice. 
This likewiſe came to the Holmdens. John 
Holmen, eſq. left two daughters his coheirs; 
Lydia the younger married to Richard Amph- 
lett, of Hadfor, In this county, eſq. and Eli- 
zabeth the tlder, now unmarried, who en- 
Joys this Eſtate, 1779. | 


Among other freeholders at Crowle was 


Doverdale, a family of long continuance in 
this county. 

5 Eliz. this pariſh, excluſive of the cha- 
pelry of Huddington, which will be men- 
tioned hereafter, contained thirty-ſix families ; 
now it contains fixty, according to the return 
made to biſhop North. 

Crowle, in the middle diviſion of Oſwald- 
ſlow, pays to the land-tax at 48. in the pound 
511. 128. It paid to the poor in 1776, 341. 7s. 
3d. Crowle, in the upper diviſion of Halt- 
ſhire, pays to the land-tax at four ſhillings, 
6ol. 108. 8d. and paid to the poor in 1776, 
271. 6s.

In the eaſt window of a chapel on the 
north-ſide of the church, a prieſt praying with 


this inſcription, ©* Orate pro bono ſtatu R 


cardi Hoid vicarii de Croule, qui fieri fecit 
iſtam feneſtram [s].” 

In the north window of the fame chapel : 
Argent, ten torteauxes: and in a dexter 
quarter Gules, our blefled lady holding our 
Saviour in her arms; Priory of Worceſter. 
On the left hand: Gules a ſaltire Argent 
within a border Sable charged with mul- 
lets Or. Hodrngton. On the right : Sable, 
a griffin ſegreant between three croſs croſslets 
fitché Argent, Froxmore. In the lower part 
of this window, an old man with many 
others behind him, all praying, ſubſcribed: 
„ Orate pro anima Ricardi Hygdon et pro 
bono ſtatu omnium benefactorum [].“ 

On the ſouth fide of tlie church- yard, 
in an old chapel, was a fair tomb with this 
inſcription : 

Hic dormiunt cineres et offa Mariae, filiae 
natu maximae Thomae Cocks arm. et Bar- 
barae uxoris ejus; quae feliciter mortem obiit, 
Aug. 2. aetatis ſua 22. anno autem Do- 
mini, 1630 [A].“ 

The Cocks's of Crowle had conſiderable 
eſtates in different patts of this county. Tho- 
mas Cocks, eſq. ſon of Thomas Cocks, of 
Cleave, in Glouceſterſhire, and elder brother 
of Richard Cocks, of Caſtle-ditch, in Here- 
fordſhire, reſided here 1634 [x]. Sir John 
Cocks left two daughters and coheirs ; one of 
whom married with Hanford, of Wollaſhull, 
whoſe daughter was married to Somerſet, 
and carried with her a good portion ; the 
other matched with Stafford. They ſold the 
manor and lands of Abbot's Wood near Wad- 
borough, to Richard Naſh, of Clerkenleap, 
eſq. which are now in the poſſeſſion of his ſon, 
Treadway Naſh, of Bevereye, 1779. 

In a field in this pariſh, adjoining to Ho- 
dington, was diſcovered, near two centuries

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ago, a ſtone coffin lined with lead, and con- 
taining the bones of a man almoſt mouldered 
away, with an earthen pitcher or urn at the 
head of it. 'Theſe were ſuppoſed to have been 
the remains of ſome Daniſh warrior who had 
fallen in battle: an opinion which ſeems to 
be confirmed by the quantities of human bones 
frequently ploughed up around this place, 
and the traces of fortifications till of late diſ-

tinguiſhable, though now overgrown witli 
woods. Dr. Thomas imagines this perſon 
was Simund the Dane. The ſtone of which 
the coffin was made ſo nearly reſembled what 
18 produced out of Burford quarry in Oxford- 
ſhire, that a friend of Mr. Habingdon, a great 


naturaliſt, did not heſitate to affirm it was 
hewn from thence [y].

THELBALD, king of the Mercians, 
granted fix caſſats, on the ſide of the 
river Bladaen, near the ford called Dzgles- 
ford, to Begza, a ſervant of God, for the pur- 
poſe of building a monaſtery there [a]. If 
this foundation were ever eſtabliſhed accord- 
ing to the pious deſign of Ethelbald, it muſt 
have been deſtroyed in the domeſtick feuds of 
the heptarchy, or in the ravages of the Daniſh 
invaders, as no menton of it is to be found 
upon record. 
About the year 874, Werefrid, biſhop of 
Morceſter conveyed ſix manſes in Dailsford to 
Ceolwulf, king of the Mercians, on condition 
that the parochia of the Wiccians ſhould be 
exempted from providing food for the king's

horſes and attendants. It was farther agreed 
that Ceolwulf, paying ſixty mancuſes of gold, 
ſhould hold theſe lands for his own life and 
the lives of any three others ; at the expira- 
tion of which term they were to return to the 
city, or more properly the church, of Wor- 
ceſter ; but the exemption was to continue for 
ever [6b]. 

In 979, Ofwald, biſhop of Worceſter, with 
the conſent of AÆthelred, king of England, 
and of Alfere, earl of Mercia, granted three 
manſes, with their appurtenances, to his bro- 
ther Ahel/tan, for three lives [e]. 

About the time of the Norman invaſion, 
Agelwices, abbot of Eveſham, got poſſeſſion 
of Dailsford, and refuſed to give it up to the

biſhop, 
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biſhop. However he at laſt conſented to do 
ſervice for it [4]. Ods, brother to William 
the Conqueror, obtained a grant of theſe with 
other lands that had been ſeized by Agel wices; 
though Dailsford was ſoon after reſtored to 
the church. 

In the Conqueror's ſurvey, Dailsford, there 
called E:lesford, is deſcribed among the lands 
of the church of Worceſter as dependent on the 
manor of Blockley. Stephen Fitz Fulchered 
held three hides there, and had two carucates 
and a prieſt, and fix villans, with five caru- 
cates, and four men ſervants, and one maid 
ſervant. "There were twenty acres of mea- 
dow. Both then and in the Confeflor's time, 
it was worth three pounds. The abbot of 
Eveſham held Eilesford of the biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, till the biſhop of Baieux [Odo] got it 
from the abbey. It was appropriated to the 
table of the monks ei. 

From the Domeſday Book of the biſhop of 
Worceſter it appears that Robert Marmion 
held three hides in Dailesford of the manor of 
Blockley. And the ſame record certifies that 
Philip de Hoſler held theſe three hides after- 
ward, 

In the reign of Henry II. Mile de Haſtings 
held three hides of land in Dailsford of the 
biſhop of Worceſter ; for which he owed ſuit 
to the court of Blockley and hundred of Win- 
boreweter [/]. This Miles de Haſtings, or 
another perſon of the ſame name, was of 
Dailsford, 33 Edw. I. [s] 

Mr. Penyſton Haſtings, an antiquary and 
rector of this church, in a letter to Dr. Tho- 
mas, dated Dec. 11, 1732, derives the pedi- 
gree of this family from Haſtings the Dane. 
It certainly may boaſt of great antiquity. 


Aſtrope Haſtings held lands at Fecko, in 


Warwickſhire, of the biſhop of Worceſter, fo 
early as the reign of the Conqueror, or very 
ſoon afteward []. Of this family were the 
barons of Abergavenny, who by the marriage 
of John Haſtings, baron of Abergavenny, 
with the heireſs of Aimer de Valentia came 
to be earls of Pembroke. During the time 
they were earls of Pembroke, they married 
thrice into the royal family ; and hiſtorians 
obſerve, that for five generations the father 
never ſaw the ſon, nor the fon the father;

the latter always died before the former was 
born John, the laſt earl, leaving no iflue, 
his earldom reverted to the crown, and the 
barony of Abergavenny went by marriage to 
Reginald lord Grey; although the right to 
it was long conteſted by Haſtings, the male 
heir, deſcended from the ſecond ſon of John 
lord Abergavenny [7]. 

From a younger branch of this family 
ſprang the earls of Huntingdon, who have 
altered the arms, and bear a manche Sable in 
a field Argent: whereas the original arms of 
Haſtings were a manche Gules in a field 
Or [4]. 

Dailsford continued in the family of Haſ- 
tings till 1715, when it was fold by Mr. 
Samuel! Haſtings to Facob Knight, of South- 
mead, in the pariſh of Weſtbury, in Glou- 
ceſterthire, eſq. grandſon of Sir John Knight, 
of Briſtol [I]. . 

At this place was firſt introduced the cul- 
tivation of ſaintfoin, a French graſs brought 
into England by John Haſtings, in 1650 [un]. 

The antient manor-houſe, which has long 
been deſtroyed, was fituated at the diſtance 
of an hundred and fifty yards from the 
church. The ruins were left about a cen- 
tury ago, and ſhewed it to have been a grand 
ſtructure. 

From the time this houſe went to decay 
the family chiefly reſided at Yelford in Ox- 
fordſhire, called in old writings Velford-Haſ- 
tings, till the reign of Charles I. when John 
Haſtings, having ſpent four manors in de- 
fence of the king, conveyed Yelford to 
ſpeaker Lenthall, to fave the reſt of his 
eſtate [u]. 

Among the MSS. in the library of Jeſus 
College, Oxford, M. 108, it is ſaid that 
Blackwell, a member of Dailsford, had for- 
merly a chapel. No remains of it are to be 
ſeen at preſent, and indeed I rather think it 
always belonged to Tredington. 

5 Eliz. this pariſh contained ten families; 
it now contains about the ſame number ac- 
cording to the return made to biſhop North. 

It paid to the poor in 1776, 211. 128. and 
pays to the land-tax at 4s. in the pound, 
511. 17s.

By the great number of human ſculls and 
bones which are digged up in the grounds 
adjoining to the church-yard, this appears to 
have been anciently the burying place of 
ſome neighbouring pariſhes ; eſpecially as 
there is no reaſon to believe that the pariſh 
of Dailsford was ever more populous than it 
is at preſent [y]. 

The parith of Dailsford was, as it is ſaid, 
ſo highly favoured by the ſee of Rome, that 
when the whole kingdom was interdicted in 


the reign of king John, this church enjoyed 
the full exerciſe of religious worthip []. 


ARMS and MONUMENTS. 


In the north window of the chancel were 
the arms of Haſtings almoſt defaced. 

On a flat ſtone in the chancel, four coats, 
two at the top and two at the bottom. On 
the right ſide at the top, a lion rampant : on 
the left, a griffin, wings overt. At the bot- 
tom on the right fide, a griffin empaling a 
manche: on the left, the griffin. In the 
middle of the ſtone in braſs is the portraiture 
of a man with a ſhort cloak, booted and 
ſpurred.

N the Conqueror's reign Depeford belonged 

to the church of Sr. Peter at Weſtminſter. 
There were ten hides, conſiſting partly of 
wood and partly of plain; eight villans, and 
ten bordars, with ſix carucates : they plowed 
four acres and ſowed them with their own 
ſeed. . Two foreigners had two hides of this 
land, and two carucates, and four herdſmen. 
There were ten acres of meadow. It was 
worth fifty ſhillings. Alcot, a monk, held 
one hide of this land in the time of Edward 
the Confeſſor, and did whatever ſervice was 
enjoined him [a]. 

John de Deford, ſon of Sir Roger de 
Waſhborne, who after his father's death was 
called Sir John de Waſhborne, received his 
name, de Deford, from this place, and in all 
probability had his abode here [%]. 

Defford likewife gave name to a family 
who were patrons, if not lords, of Bredicot 
in this county. For, in 1349, William de 
Defford preſented John de la Pulle, of Great- 
Malvern, to the church of Bredicot, void by 
reſignation of Sir Henry de Tackebroke [e]. 

Sir Thomas Baſkerville, of Wollaſhyll, knt. 
had formerly the manor and ſome property 
in Defford, which after fell to Sir William 
Ruſſell, baronet ; and from the Ruflells paſſed 
to the Coventrys, where it ſtill remains. 

In 1774, Defford was encloſed by act of 
parliament, and found to contain in the whole

five hundred acres of common.

about ſeven acres of old encloſed land, and 
The mea- 
dow land was valued at 11: 10s. an acre, the 
arable at 11. and the common at 10s. The 
expences of encloſing, excluſive of the fences, 
amounted to 800 1. 

This pariſh ſeems to mie to have purſued 
the moſt judicious method of encloſing; and 
if the act of parliament, commiſſioners ex- 
pences, &c. &c. had not run ſo high, the moſt 
profitable: they allotted and divided their 
common fields, and only flinted their graſs 
commons, allowing the keep of a certain 
number of cows, horſes, and ſheep in pro- 
portion to the ſize of every one's farm: by 
theſe means the expence of dividing the com- 
mon was ſaved, and a large flock of ſheep 
kept for the manure and improvement of the 
tillage land. 

In this and ſeveral other places in Wor- 
ceſterſhire, is found a weak brine. Itchas fre- 
quently been worked, but never to any ad- 
vantage, as may be ſcen by the following 
eſtimate :

N the Conqueror's reign Urſo D' Abitot 

held Lunuredele, and William held it 
of him. Turbnus a thane of king Edward 
had formerly held it. There were two hides. 
In demeſne were two carucates, and a church, 
and a prieſt, and a ſmith, and four villans, 
and four bordars, with four carucates. There 


was a mill of four ſhillings, and a ſalt pan at 


Wich of four ſhillings. In the reign of Ed- 
ward the Confeflor it was worth thirty ſhill- 
ings; at the time of Domeſday Survey, forty 
ſhillings [a]. 

In the time of Hen. I. William de Dover- 
dale held lands here of Beauchamp, as was 
afterward certified by William de Beauchamp 
in a record coeval with Hen. II. [5]. 

In the reign of Edward I. William and 
Hugh Blunt, of Doverdale, held half a 
knight's fee in this place of Richard de Om- 
reſleg, Richard of William de Beauchamp, 
and William of the king [c]. 

The family of Doverdale had afterward ſome 
eſtate in this pariſh, It would be difficult to 
trace their lineal deſcent ; they matched how- 
ever with reputable perſons, and among others 
with the Sodingtons. By an aſſize taken at 
Southampton 30 Edw. I., after the death of 


William de Sodington, Euſtachia, wife of

ed from, or nearly allied to, the Doverdales. 

The Braces had long been ſituated at 
Droitwich. 20 Edw. III. Richard Brace, of 
Droitwich, held two hides and a half in Do- 
verdale, which William the ſon of Ralph de 
Doverdale and his parceners had formerly 
held. And 7 Henry VI: the heir of Richard 
Brace held the ſame lands. This heir of 
Richard was John Brace, who had been eſ- 
cheator of this county 5 and 10 Hen. IV, and 
was then a juſtice of the peace. His deſcen- 
dant dwelt on this eſtate in the time of Mr. 
Habingdon [e]. 

The Lenches yielded but little in antiquity 
to the Doverdales. They flouriſhed in many 
parts of the county, and chiefly in Lench- 
Randulf or Rouſe-Lench ; under which ar- 
ticle a more particular account will be given 
of them. Thomas de Lench and Euſtachia, 
his wife, held lands in Doverdale 38 Edward 
III. [|]. And 10 Henry V. Henry Lench 
of Doredale was accuſed at Weſtminſter by 
the abbot of Eveſham of committing various 
ravages on his manor at Ombreſley. The 
diſpute, however, was amicably terminated 
by the interpoſition of the biſhop and ſome 
other perſons of influence [g]. Jobn Lench 
ſuffered death for the part he took in ſupport 
of Henry VI. and 3 Edward IV. was found 
to have been poſſeſſed of one half of Dover- 
dale, vats of ſalt water in Droitwych, Knock- 
ingham, within the manor of Wichbold, and 
lands in Crowle, Mitton, and Ripple.

In theſe pits earl Edwin, a contemporary of 
the Confeſſor, had fifty-one ſalinae and a 
half, and 6s. 8d. de hoccis; let together at 
the rent of 241. At the time of the ſurvey 
king William held in demeſne what had for- 
merly belonged both to Edward the Confeſ- 
ſor and to earl Edwin; from whence the 


The word Jaiina has generally been thought 
to figniffaſeal grifurnatd.in which the brine 
is boiled: but it is evident that it here means 
a portion of brine, called a phat of. brine. 
The expreſſion of “ ſalina in puteo” would 
be ridzculous if ſalina denoted a furnace, Yet 
it ſometimes carries that meaning with it in

King John granted. to the burgeſles of 
this town wftateber he had in the village of 
Wich, with the ſalt-pits and all their ap- 
purtenances, &c. in fee-farm, for the ſum 
of one hundred pounds ſterling yearly I. 

49 Henry III. the ſalt works at Wich were 
much out of repair, whereby the rent due to 


being then at Worceſter, iffued a_writ to the 
ſheriff, directing him to enquire into the 
ſtate of them. In conſequence of which the 
ſheriff took with him twelve of the principal 
perſons of the county, who certified on oath, 
that the timber was ſo much decayed, not 
having been repaired in the memory of man, 
as to have become totally uſeleſs ; and that 
the pits could not be put in order for a les 
ſum than forty pounds, it being neceflary to 
pull down twelve houſes which did not be- 
long to the king, in order the more conveni— 
ently to come at the bottoms of the faid 
pits, and afterwards to rebuild the ſaid houſes; 
that if they were ſufficiently repaired there

would 
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would be no occaſion to expend atiy farther 
farm upon them during the time of any per - 
ſion then living; but if they were not repair- 
ed before the feaſt of St. John the Baptiſt, 
the day for beginning to make ſalt, that the 
king could receive no more than his twenty 
ſhillings, and the town would be greatly 
injured [1]. 

I find nothing material recorded of the 
ſalt· works from this laſt period to the reign 
of Henry VII. when there were five brine- 
pits at Wich in three feveral places, Up- 
wich, Middlewich; and Netherwich [I]. 
Some of theſe muſt have been deſtroyed 
ſoon after, for Mr: | Leland ſaw only 
three brine- pits. He gives the following ac- 
count of the ſalt, works: 

«© There be at this + preſent tyme three 
„ fault ſpringes in the towne of Wiche, 
© whereof the principal is within a butt 
« ſhoote of the right ripe of the river that 
« there cometh downe; and this ſpring is 
% double as profitable in yelding fault liquor 
* as both the other be. The other two 
fault - ſpringes be on the left ripe of the 
& river, lower a pretty waye then the other 
« great ſpring and at the very townes end; 
„ and at theſe ſpringes be alſo divers for- 
* naces to make ſault; but the profitt and 
« plenty of theſe two ſpringes be nothing 
comparable to the great ſpring. 

„J aſked a ſaulter how many fornaces 
they had in all the. three ſpringes, and he 
numbered them to an eighteen ſcore, that 
is three hundred and ſixty, ſaying that 
every one of them payed yearly to the 
king 6s. 8d. 

The truth is, that of ould they had li- 
berties given them for 300 fornaces, or 
more; and thereupon they give a fee 
farme or vectigall of an 1o0ol. yearly, 
The vectigall is as it was, but the num- 
ber of fornaces is now encreaſed to 400l. 


cocting the water of them onely by fix

* and all the partes about Bromeſgrove, 
„ Aulchurch, and Aulceſter. 

% aſked a ſaulter howe much wood he 
* ſuppoſed yearly to be ſpent at the four- 
„ naces, and he anſwered that by eſtimation 
* there was ſpent ſix thouſand loads yearly. 
« It is yonge pole wood, eaſy to be 
& cloven [I].“ 

I would juſt obſerve here that Mr. Leland 
ſeems to uſe the word furnace in the ſenſe 
of ſalina in Domeſday, i. e. to ſignify either 
a quantity of brine, or the veſſel in which 
it was boiled. This opinion may be con- 
firmed, ſo far at leaſt as any ſtreſs is to be 
laid on a form of ſpeech, by his ſaying he 
„ aſked a ſaulter how many furnaces they 
& had in all the three ſprings,” and by four 
hundred, being about the number of phats 
or ſhares in the brine-pits at that time. I 
may add that the manner of diſtributing 
the brine, which will be ſeen hereafter, made 
it almoſt neceſſary to have a furnace for 
every phat of ſalt-water ; no wonder there- 
fore if the terms furnace and phat came to be 
uſed promiſcuouſly. Theſe furnaces were 
of lead, about fix feet in length, four in 
breadth, and one in depth. 

The ſcarcity of wood in the country round 
Droitwich was perceived by Drayton not 
long after; and occaſioned theſe lines in his 
fourteenth ſong, where he ſpeaks of the fo- 
reſt of Feckenham : 

« Fond nymph, thy twiſted curls on which 
were all my care, 

Thou letteſt the furnace waſte; that miſe- 

rable bare 

I hope to ſee thee left, which ſo doſt me 
deſpiſe ; 

Whoſe beauties many a morn have bleſt my 
longing eyes; 

And till the weary ſun ſunk down unto the 
welt

The branch end body ſpent, yet could not 
ſerve his turn. 

In the reign of James J. here were only 
three brine- pits, one at Upwich, and two at 


Netherwich ; Middlewich preſented nothing 


but a waſte piece of ground. The pit at Up- 
wich contained more than four hundred 
phats ; but thoſe at Netherwich only an in- 
conſiderable number. Each phat conſiſted of 
two hundred and ſixteen large veſſels of brine, 
As the brine was not all of the ſamie 
quality, it was neceſſary to take great care in 
the diſtribution of it. Accordingly ſworn 
officers, named m 4 Ari de la beachin or ties 
men, were appointed to ſuperintend this bu- 
ſineſs. Every perſon employed in making 
ſalt, ſome time before the day fixed for be- 
ginning to make it, (for then alſo it was made 
one half of the year only) gave notice to the 
ties then of the number of phats he occupied. 
For each phat theſe officers delivered to him 
eighteen veſſels of brine 3 ſix from the bot- 
tom of the pit where the brine was ſtrong= 
eſt, ſix from the middle where it was weak- 
er, and fix from the top of the weakeſt 
brine. He received theſe in the ſpace of 
fourteen or fifteen days, and then one wicken 
brine was ended. And when twelve of theſe 
wicken brines were ended, then he had re- 
ceived two hundred and fixteen veſſels of 
brine, the whole of the phat, or the half 
year's walling Du]. 

In the reign of Charles II. the thanks of 
the corporation were given to Winter Harris, 
for extending the trade of ſalt; and OR. 4, 
32 Charles II. one Gardiner was encouraged 
to ſell Wich ſalt at Berkeley, in Glouceſter- 
ſhire, none having been ſent before to fo 
great a diſtance [7]. 

About this time there were in Upwich 
three hundred and eighty-ſeven phats, one 
quarter and two parts: in Netherwich beſt 
pit twenty phats; and in the worſt pit ele- 


yen phats and two quarters. IT he proprietbls 
of the phats in Upwich were one hundred and 
twenty-ſeven perſons; in Netherwich beſt 
pit twelve; and in Netherwich worſt pit ten: 
The value of theſe phats varied at different 
times. The trade was then a monopoly, and 
the proprietors of the pits ſet what price 
they pleaſed upon them; they were now 


worth about 101. per phat, and the price 


of ſalt was from 18. 4d. to 28. 8d. per 
buſhel. 

In the firſt year of king William and queen 
Mary, an act was paſſed for the better regu- 
lating the falt-works in Droitwich. Under 
this act, and ſeveral former grants from the 
crown, the governours and proprietors of the 
ſalt- works prevented every one from ſinking 
new pits : until Robert Steynor, eſq. a man 
of conſiderable fortune, and of an enterpriz- 
ing and undaunted ſpirit, diſcovered and ſunk 
two pits upon his own freehold ground, about 
the year 1690. The corporation ſued him; 
he defended hirmſelf at the expence of above 


6oool. and after various tryals both in chan- 


cety and in the Kings-bench, it was finally 
determined Jan. 24, 1695, before the lord 
keeper, that Mr. Steynor might lawfully 
ſink the two pits on his own freehold land, 
draw brine thereout, make ſalt thereof, and 
diſpoſe of the ſalt. 

Mr. Steynor argued that king John's 
grant did not convey the whole town and 
all the ſalt- works, but only ſuch part as he 
was poſſeſſed of; that a pit called Sheriffs- 
Pit, and Lench's- Lands wherein Mr. Steynor 
ſunk one of his pits, were never in the 
crown; and that many private perſons had 
lands and brine-pits, which were not included 
in king John's grant. 

In conſequence of this determination; many 
perſons ſunk upon their own lands, and found 
brine as good as in the old pit ; the mono- 
poly was deſtroyed, the trade greatly ex- 
tended, and the price of falt reduced from 
28. a buſhel to 4d. 

The proprietors of the old pit now finding 
that the value of their property was very 
much decreaſed, and that they were charged 
with a fee farm rent of 100l. per anti: and 
other heavy expences, brought a bill into the 
houſe of commons in the year i 708, inti-

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tuled, A bill for the better preſerving the an- 
tient ſalt-ſprings in Droitwich, and the rights 
of the proprietors thereof. The plan of this 
bill was to enable the old proprietors to 
bring the brine in pipes from Droitwich to 
Hawford, in the pariſh of Claines ; to em- 
power the biſhop of Worceſter to convey to 
them in fee, in exchange for other lands, 
about twenty acres at and near Mytam- 
hill and pit, whereon they might erect ſalt- 
works; and to ſubject the owners of the free 
pits to a portion of the fee farm and all ex- 
pences attending this project. Here agam 
Mr. Steynor, and the owners of the new 
pits, with the landholders in the neighbour- 
hood, exerted themſelves, and the bill was 
thrown out [o]. | 

In this ſtate the pits continued till 1725, 
the old proprietors working their pit, though 
to very little advantage, and the different 
freeholders their ſeveral works. But in that 
year, Sir Richard Lane, ſometime mayor of 
Worceſter, and repreſentative in parliament 
for that city, being informed by ſome per- 
ſons concerned in the ſalt- works of Cheſhire, 
that the ſtrongeſt brine there lay lower than 
the pits in Droitwich were commonly ſunk, 
ordered the talc which was at the bottom of 
the pits to be ſunk through. Upon this the 
ſtrong brine broke out with ſuch violence, and 
in ſuch abundance, that two men who were 
at work in the pit were thrown to the ſur- 


face arid killed, Soon after every one ſunk 
his pit through the talc, and obtained ſuch. 


a profuſion of ſtrong brine, that not one tenth 


part of it hath ever been uſed, but ran to 


waſte. 

From henceforth the old pit became of no 
value at all, which ſome years before was 
worth near 500ol per ann. and eſteemed the 
ſureſt property a man could enjoy. Chari- 
ties, deſigned to be perpetual, were funded 
in it; many women were jointured upon it; 
and ſuch an eſtate was in every reſpect judged 
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far preferable to land. The confuſion and 
diſtreſs which enſued in the town and neigh- 
bourhood cannot eaſily be defcribed ; near 
two hundred perſons had loſt their property; 
many of them their whole fortune; many 
{chools, hoſpitals, and alms-houſes, their 
whole eſtabliſhment. Mr. Philpot, of the 
Herriots, loſt above yool. a year, and this 
event happened the day he came to what he 
thought an ample poſſeſſion: Dr. Naſh's father 
loſt above 2001. a year. 

This is a revolution in the hiſtory of the 
ſalt-pits which I do not find noticed by any 
author. Indeed the printed information 
doth not ſeem to come ſo low as the year 
1725. | 

September 16, 1773, Joſeph Priddey, of 
Droitwich, informed me, that he had ſunk 
ſeveral pits, and generally found it about 
thirty-five feet to the tale; through the ſtra- 
tum of talc 150 fect ; under the talc a river 
of brine twenty-two inches deep ; under this 
river a hard rock of ſalt. When the hole is 
bored through the talc, the brine burſts up 
with amazing violence to the ſurface of the 
ground. 

In the year 1774, he ſunk another pit, and 
found it to the, talc fifty-three feet; through 
the talc 102 feet; the brine river twenty- 
two inches deep; then a rock of ſalt. He 
bored two feet and a half into this rock; 
and found it ſtill the ſame. 

In 1779, an hole was bored previous to a 
brine pit's being ſunk in the yard of Richard 
Norris, eſq. The ſtrata were, mould five 
feet; marl thirty-five; talc forty; a river 
of brine, twenty-two inches: under the 
brine, talc, ſeventy-five feet, and a rock of 
ſalt, into which the workmen bored five 
feet. 

I have been informed likewiſe by perſons 
employed in finking theſe pits, that immedi- 
ately above the river of brine is a thin cruſt 
ealily perforated, and next to that a very {oft 


Le] Mr. Steynor ſhared the fate of many other projectors and perſons engaged in law fuits : he 
ſpent an eſtate of above loool. a year, and for ſeveral years before his death received weekly pay 
from the pariſhes of St. Andrews and St. Nicholas; they allowing him 178. a week, in confide- 


ration of his former ſervices. 


In the more fortunate part of his life he lived in the weſtern ſkirts of the town, in a houſe 
with wreathed and ornamented chimnies, of the time of queen Elizabeth. In the reign of James J. 


they made plainer ſhafts to their chimnies. 


A daughter of this Mr, Steynor lived in 1773, and received pay from Claines pariſh.

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ſubſtance, perhaps two feet thick, and then 
the talc. 

This talc, or rather gypſum or alabaſter, 
is a ſhining ſquamous fiffile ſpecies of ſtone, 
of a whitiſh colour, compoſed of a gypſeous 
earth, which does not ferment with acids. 
It readily falls into powder in the fire, If 
burnt without being red-hot, its powder ſoon 
concretes with water into a hard mals. 
Hence its great utility in making 1mages, 
floors for houſes and barns, &c. It is ſo hard 
that the workmen never fink the pit through 
it: they bore a hole four inches in diame- 
ter, through which the brine riſes and fills 
the pit. A ſpecimen of it is engraved in the 
plate of Natural Hiſtory, art. Aka, or Rock. 

A perſon that has land may fink a pat at 
the expence of about forty pounds; from 
whence he may get brine ſufficient to ſerve 
the kingdom; but it is hardly worth 
while, as from ſeveral of the pits already 
ſunk any one for the yearly rent of zl. may 
have as much brine as he pleaſes. 

Since the year 1725, the trade of this 
town hath very much increaſed. The pro- 
fits to the proprietors are but ſmall ; the 
price of ſalt, excluſive of the duty, being 
about 5d. a buſhel. 

The quantity of ſalt made at Droitwich 
from November 11, 1769, - excluſive, to 
Auguſt 4, 1770, incluſive, amounted to 
489340 buſhels; for 371078 buſhels of 
which the proprietors paid the duty; and 
the remaining 109262 buſhels were fold on 
bond. 

A duty of 3s. 4d. a buſhel is laid on 
white ſalt. But if the proprietor of the falt 
pays his duty immediately on the delivery of 
it from the works, or on the firſt pay-day; 
he has an abatement of 3d. a buſhel. If 
he ſends it coaſt-ways, or from one part of 
England to another, he has an allowance of 
zd. a buſhel more. But if the proprietor 
exports his falt beyond the ſea; he then only 
gives ſecurity by bond for the duty of 3s. 
4d. a buſhel, which bond 1s diſcharged on 
his producing a certificate, that all the falt 
for which the bond was given was really 
exported to parts beyond the ſea, and not 
relanded in Great-Britain. 


In 1771, there were fifteen proprietors 
of the ſalt- works; and they occupied forty 
ſeals or pans for boiling the brine. 

In 1772, there were eight pits, from 
which forty-five iron pans were ſupplied 
with brine. One of theſe pans [y] contained 
6000 gallons; it has however been found 
to be much too large: the reſt contained 
800 gallons each, ale meaſure. 

The ſalt made in theſe pans, and ſold, 
from April 5, 1771, to April 5, 1772, 
was no leſs than 604579 buſhels ; of which 
110120 buſhels were exported to foreign 
markets. 61,457]. was paid into the falt- 
office in London: this ſum is nearly one 
third of the whole produce of the ſalt re- 
venue collected in England. 

The duty paid from April 5, 1572, to 
April 5, 1773, aroſe to 72, 1691. 28. 11d. 
The quantity of ſalt made in 1774, ex- 
ceeded that of any former year; but in 1775 
it decreaſed on account of the American war. 

The general proceſs of making ſalt is, 
firſt to put a little common water into the 
pan to keep the brine from burning to the 
bottom: the pan is then filled with brine, 
and a piece of reſin about the ſize of a pea 
thrown into it to make it granulate fine. 
I doubted the reſin's having any ſuch power; 
but am aſſured by Mr. Romney, a principal 
and obſerving proprietor, that the more re- 
ſin they uſe the finer will be the grain of 
the ſalt; and if a lump the ſize of two 
walnuts were put into the pan, the grain 
would be ſo fine as not to ſubſide at all. 

When the brine is boiling the ſalt firſt in- 
cruſts at the top, and then ſubſides to the 
bottom. When it is ſubſided, the wallers 
or perſons employed in the ſeals, lade it out 
with an iron ſkimmer, and put it into wicker 
barrows, each containing about half a buſhel, 
in the ſhape of a ſugar-loaf, and let them 
ſtand at the fide of the pan for ſome minutes 
to drain. They then drop the ſalt out of the 
barrow, and place it in the ſtove to harden. 

The wallers boil a pan full of brine in 
about twenty- four hours. The drawing out 
all the falt from a pan they call a lade. 
Fourteen or fifteen hundred weight of the 
beſt coals will with great care boil only a 


LY] In 1691, Mr. John Pedmore recommended the uſe of iron pans. Near the ſame time the 
proprietors directed coals to be tried; and they were found to anſwer very well. 
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ton of falt, or forty buſhels, each buſhel 
weighing fifty-ſix pounds. 

They uſually boil the brine very faſt, 
the conſequence of which, aſſiſted by the 
reſin, is, that the ſalt will be weak, and 
leſs uſeful for curing meat, though of a 
very fine grain; for the violent coction de- 
prives the ſalt of that acid ſpirit which is ne- 
ceſſary to preſerve animal bodies from cor- 
ruption. The Dutch when they make their 
beſt ſalt for pickling uſe a heat not much 
greater than ſolar heat. 

In 1779 a projecter came to Wich, and 
undertook to make a ſalt more fit for curing 
proviſions for long voyages, than the ſalt ob- 
tained by the common proceſs. To every 
two buſhels of the broad falt he added a 
buſhel of well burnt lime, mixed it together, 
and with a little water made it into balls, 
which balls he baked bard, then ground them 
in a mill, and with a quantity of freſh water 
diflolved the powder to a brine, which he 
again boiled with a gentle fire. 

On diflolving the ſalt thus made a part of 
the lime ſettles in the bottom of the veſſel, 
and if the water be gradually evaporated, the 
ſalt regularly cryſtallizes into cubes, and the 
reſt of the lime ſeparates from it during the 
proceſs :. it ſhould ſeem therefore that ſalt 
thus made will not be ſo good as ſalt made 
in the common way. 

Dr. Liſter, in the Philoſophical Tranſac- 

tions, abridged by Lowthorp, v. II. p: 363, 
ſays, „the brine of the Droitwich-pits ſtinks 
„ hike rotten eggs, and will, if fleſh be 
e pickled with it, make it ſtink in twelve 
* hours.” I do not know by what means 
Dr. Liſter was led into this miſtake ; the 
brine is perfectly ſweet and clear, and if 
properly boiled would make as good a pickle 
tor meat as any in the world. 
It is obſerved in Dr. Plot's Hiſtory of 
Staffordſhire, p. 96, that in the brine of that 
country, by the aſſiſtance of a good microſ- 
cope, was diſcovered *©* A great multitude of 
very minute animals, much ſmaller than 
* thoſe in pepper- water, ſwimming about 
it; and withal a very many ſmall tranſ- 
** parent plates, ſome of them a little big- 
ger and ſome leſs than the inſets, and all 
of them of a reQtangular oblong figure,” 

I examined the Droitwich-brine in a very 


good double microſcope and greateſt magni- 
her, and could find no ſuch animals or plates. 


Indeed I much doubt their exiſtence in any 
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brine ; eſpecially as Dr. Plot doth not aſſert 
it of his own knowledge. 

Upon further examination, I believe what 
the Doctor's friend miſtook for animals, was 
nothing more than the ſhootings of the ſalt, 
which may almoſt inſtantly be perceived if 
the brine be laid upon a glaſs and held in 
the ſun. 

For the following deſcription and analyſis 
of the Droitwich brine, I am obliged to Dr. 
Johnſton, phyſician at Worceſter : 

November 1775, I weighed a bottle of 
„ Droitwich brine, and found the brine only 
„ weigh one pound eleven ounces and a 
% quarter. The ſame bottle filled with 
«© pump water was found to contain one 


pound ſeven ounces and a quarter of that 
„ water.

The brine being evaporated in a heat of 
ſeventy degrees of Fahrenheit's thermome- 
ter, left fix ounces of dry ſea- ſalt: no bittern 
or other heterogeneous matter being ob- 
„ ſerved in it. 

% February 19, 1776, I weighed another 
bottle of Droitwich brine, which with the 
bottle weighed four pounds three ounces 
and one quarter. The {ame bottle emp- 
tied of its brine and filled with Malvern 
e water was equal to three pounds twelve 
% ounces and a quarter, 

% At the ſame time I placed four pounds 
« ſeven ounces and a quarter of brine in the 
“ ſame degree of heat, viz. ſeventy of Fa- 
ce renheit's thermometer; and the ſalt ob- 
„ tained, when dried, weighed one pound 
& three ounces and a half, that is, ſomewhat 
“ more than one fourth of the whole weight 
of the brine. This ſalt was likewiſe per- 
* fectly free from bittern, and from every 
% foreign admixture. 

& In theſe evaporations the ſalt which was 
« firſt depoſited formed itſelf into cryſtals 
* exactly cubical, many of which concreted 
« into a pyramidal form. This regular 
« cryſtallization continued till more than 
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e half the water was evaporated. After this 


&* a thick pellicle of ſalt covered the ſurface 
% of the water, and prevented the progreſs 
of evaporation, The remaining brine, 
& therefore, was poured into another veſſel, 
„ where the evaporation was compleated ; 
„ and. the ſalt which now remained ap- 


e peared in thin laminæ, and very ſmall 
“ grains. 


«© A con- 
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« A conſiderable difference was obſerved 
* between the well-formed cryſtals procured 
in the beginning of the evaporation, and 
e the ſmall granules produced at the end. 
« The latter were much more deliqueſcent 
than the former. I ſuſpected that this 
% might be owing to a ſuperabundance of 
& alkali; and therefore I diſſolved a portion 
« of cach kind of the ſalt in freſh, water, 
« and afterwards added a ſmall quantity of 
« ſyrup of violets to each ſolution, 

The purple colour of the ſyrup was not 
e viſibly altered in either, from whence it 
e appears that both were entirely neutral. 

«© The ſtrength of the Droitwich brine 
% exceeds that of any other pits we are in- 
„ formed of, excepting, according to Dr. 
% Brownrigg, that at Barton, in Lancaſhire, 
* and ſome of the pits at Northwick. 

From the united obſervations * of Dr. 
„ Hales and Mr. Boyle, and the informa- 
« tion received from the falt-boilers on the 
4 coaſt of Cumberland, Northumberland, 
% and Durham, it appears that the ſea-water 
* on the Britiſh coaſts ſeldom contains more 
& than one-thirtieth, or leſs than one-fiftieth 
« of ſea ſalt. The ſprings at Nantwich and 
* moſt of thoſe at Northwich yield one- 
& ſixth. That of Weſton in Staffordſhire 
* one-ninth part of ſalt. 

& In ſome parts of Germany ſalt is ex- 
* tracted from waters mote weakly impreg- 
* nated than any of theſe. 

„The Droitwich brine certainly exceeds 
« all others in purity. It is entirely free 
from bittern, and from that light calcare- 
e ous earth called icratch, which abounds in 
moſt other ſalt- ſprings; and is perhaps one 
of the richeſt ſources of ſea- ſalt in the 
„World.“ 

Much has been ſaid by writers on agricul- 
ture concerning the uſefulneſs of Droitwich- 
falt as a manure. I have known experiments 
tried upon it for more than twenty years, 
and am firmly of opinion that it is neither a 
manure in itſelf, nor capable of exciting any 
vegetative principles in the ground, as animal 
or vegetable ſalts, or lime, may do. It pro- 
duces ſome bad effects on ploughed lands, 
by increaſing their dryneſs in hot weather, 
and by making them greaſy, and what the 
farmers call raw when the weather is damp. 

I have found it ſerviceable to ſcatter foul 
falt upon large heaps of manure ; not to in- 


creaſe the richneſs of it, but to kill the weeds; 
and deſtroy the ſeeds of every kind which Are 
latent in compoſt. Care muſt be taken that 
it be not laid near the roots of trees, as it 
will certainly deſtroy them. | 

If put at the bottoms of pools it enables 
them to hold the water better than otherwiſe 
they would do. 

It has been obſerved, that ſalt is whole- 
ſome to all granivorous and graminivorous 
animals, but prejudicial to carnivorous ones. 

About the year 1765, a duty of four-pence 
a buſhel was laid upon foul ſalt. Before 
that time any farmer might have had it, on 
paying a moderate gratuity to the officer, 
who attended to ſee that it was ſcattered on 
the ground, and not uſed for other purpoſes. 
This duty brings a very trifling revenue to 
government, and at the ſame time gives 
room for many frauds: for, of the quantity 
bought, not a tenth part, I believe, is uſed 
for manure ; but it is illegally employed in 
the glaſs, ſoap, and many other trades. 


The Town and BoROVUOH of 
DROITWICH, 


This town was probably known to the 
Romans. In the map publiſhed by Mr. Bertram 
of Copenhagen, and prefixed to the Britan- 
nicarum gentium hiſtoriae antiquae ſcripto- 
res, it 15 noticed by the name Salinae: though 
ſome imagine that Salinae of the ancients 
means Sandy or Salndy in Bedfordſhire; or 
perhaps ſome of the Lancaſhire or Cheſhire 
Wiches. 

Mr. Habingdon, to ſhew the greatneſs of 
Wich under the Saxons, obſerves, that it 
gave the name of Wiccia to the extent of 
country now called Worceſterſhire, If this 
be true, it is without doubt a ſtrong cir- 
cumſtance in favour of the high antiquity 
and importance of Wich, and will almoſt 
confirm the opinion of its being of ſome note 
when the Romans were poſſeſſed of this 
kingdom. 

It was rather a populous town in the 
reign of the Conqueror : many houſes here 
were annexed to various manors in the county. 

That the kings of England had anciently 
ſome property in Wich, and that king John 
granted this property to the burgeſſes in 
fee farm, for the ſum of one hundred pounds, 
to be received annually, hath been ſhewn be- 
fore, I muſt add in this place, that the 
king 


king at the ſame time beſtowed upon thern 
the privileges of ſoc, fac, thol, them, and 
infangtheof 3 and of buying and ſelling all 
ſorts of merchandiſe m the cities and bo- 
roughs and other places throughout England, 
in market and out of market. He alſo ex- 
empted them from the burdens of pontagez 
ſtallage, paſſage, and toll, from all other cuſ- 
toms and exactions, and from the perfor- 
mance of ſuit to the county and hundred [q]. 
22 Hen. III. a writ was iſſued to the ſheriff 
of Worceſterſhire, commanding him to take 
the town of Wic into the king's hands for 
arrears of the ferm, and diſtrain on the bur- 
geſſes; or the king would require the ſaid 
debts from the ſheriff himſelf, He was alſo 
commanded to ſummon certain burgeſſes, 


the barons of the Exchequer, and ſhew cauſe 


ſon of Hugh, undertook to recover the debts; 
and for that purpoſe obtained leave from the 
barons to go to his own country as priſoner, 
and to ſtay till the morrow of St. Michael []. 
14 Edward II. a writ was directed to Adam 
Bacun, Thomas Ingram; and John de Bo- 
tiler, with orders to inquire what money had 
been received in conſequence of a grant made 
ſome time before to John Caſſey the elder, 
and John Cafley, the younger, of Wych, 
empowering them to take tol of all vendi- 
ble commodities for the paving the ſtreets of 
Wych; and how much pavement had been 
laid [=]. 

35 Hen. VI. the ſheriff of Worceſterſhire 
was ordered to take with him twelve diſcreet 
and lawful knights of his county, and proceed 
to the lands of John Wythe and Thomas 
Walker, bailiffs and burgeſſes of the town of 
Wich, and the land of Thomas Wyb of Had- 
diſſore, to make the perambulation of the 
{aid town, according to its certain bounds and 
limits. Accordingly Fulk Stafford, then ſhe- 
rift, choſe William Hanbury, John Solley, 
Kichard Solley, Walter Boyes, Thomas Tan- 
ner, William Cohis, John Phillips, Thomas 
| Berecroft, Nicholas Cuphill, Henry Cleve, 
John Ruſſell, and William Herton, who 
returned on oath that they had duly per- 
formed the ſame [7]. |

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who were named in the writ, to appear before 


for the default of payment. At laſt Thomas, 
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Mr. Leland preſents us with the following 
account of the town; as it appeared in his 
time, | 

« The Wich ſtandeth ſomewhat in 4 
% valley, or lower ground betwixt two 
* ſmall hills, on the left ripe of a pretty 
% river, that not farre beneath the Wyche 
„is called Salop Brooke. 

The beauty of the towne in a manner 
* ſtandeth of one ſtreet. Yet there be many 
4 lanes befides. There is a meane church 
in the chiefe ſtreet, and there is once a 
% weeke a meetly celebrate market. The 
e towne itſelfe is ſomewhat foule and dirtye 
„(hen any raine falleth) with much car- 
„ riage through the ſtreets; being over ill 
te paved, or not paved. 

The great advancement of the towne is 
& by making fault; and yet though the 
% commodityes thereof be fingular great, 
yet the burgefles are poore for the moſt 
* part: becauſe gentlemen have for the moſt 
part the great gayne of it, and the bur- 
t pefles the labour [A]. 

Mr. Habingdon remarks on this laſt ſen- 
tence, that Mr. Leland muſt have been 
miſled by reports, for there were many gen- 
tlemen of worth then actually reſiding in 
Wich. This appears by the Herald's College, 
where in the year 1533, the following fami- 
lies entered their pedigtees, Lench, Wyche, 
Gower, &c. and in ſucceeding viſitations, 
Nath, Wylde, Bourne, Wheeler, Jones, 
Brace, Browne, Butler, &c. &c. 

The privileges and immunities granted 
to this borough by king John, were con- 
firmed by many of his ſucceſſours, and ſome 
others were added to them. I meet with con- 
firmations of them 4 Edward III. 1 Richar dll. 
1 Henry IV. 6 Henry VI. and 22 Edward 
IV {w]. Queen Mary likewiſe diſtinguiſhed 
it by ſome inſtances of her favour. And 22 
James I. the bailiffs and burgeſſes are created 
a body corporate by the name of bailiffs and 
burgeſſes of the borough of Wich. By this 
charter two bailiffs are to be choſen annually ; 
bailiffs and burgeſſes meeting in the court- 
houſe have power of enacting ſtatutes for 
the regulation of the borough, provided the 
ſtatutes ſo enacted be not repugnant to the

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laws of the realm; a recorder is to be elected 
by the bailiffs and burgeſſes; and a town-clerk 
in the ſame manner; as they had liberty be- 
fore to hold a court of record every Tueſday, 
concerning all matters ariſing within the 
borough not exceeding the ſum of five 
pounds ; this court is henceforth at their re- 
queſt to be held on the Thurſday, and the 
matters of their cognizance extended to the 
value of ten pounds; a court-leet may be 
held twice in the year before the town-clerk ; 
the bailiffs and burgeſſes may have a common 
priſon within the liberties of the borough for 
the ſafe cuſtody of ſuch perfons as may be 
tried in the courts of the ſaid borough ; the 
bailiffs and recorder for the time being, and 
two burgeſſes who ſhall laſt have ſerved the 
office of bailiff, are to be juſtices of the peace ; 
it is lawful for the bailiffs, recorder, and the 
two other juſtices of the peace of the ſaid 
borough, or two or more of them, one of 
whom is required to be one of the bailiffs, or 
the recorder, to hold ſeſſions concerning all 
matters within the faid borough, and there 
to hear and determine all cauſes which it ſhall 
be lawful for juſtices of the peace at any ſeſ- 
ſions to hear and determine; the bailiffs are 
to be appointed clerks of the market, and 
coroners within the borough ; the bailiffs and 
burgeſſes may elect two burgeſſes to repreſent 
them in parliament; the market which uſed to 
be held on the Monday is transferred to the 
Friday; a court of Pie Powder is to be held at 
the time of the ſaid market; and laſtly, 
this charter confirms to the corporation all 
the privileges and franchiſes at any time en- 
joyed by the bailiffs and burgeſſes of Wich [x]. 

The manor of creating burgeſſes hath fre- 
quently been altered, the corporation having 
by the above-mentioned charter a power. of 
making by-laws. 

At preſent a perſon may be created a 
burgeſs. 

1. If heir- apparent to ſome anceſtor who 
was a burgeſs. 

2. If heir apparent to a burgeſs. 

3. By adoption; as when a man being a 
burgeſs by birth doth grant to his child, or 
brother, or ſiſter of the whole blood, a quar- 
ter of a phat of inheritance, in the preſence 
of ſix or more burgeſſes with livery and 


ſeiſin.

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32 Charles II. it was moved by the right 
honourable Thomas lord Windſor, as well 
for his own as the ſatis faction of the houſe of 
burgeſſes, whether he might make all or an 
of his younger ſons burgeſſes of this borough ; 
and after a full debate, the, houſe of burgeſ- 
ſes unanimouſly agreed that his lordſhip had 
power to confer that privilege on all or any 
of his younger ſons, by ſettling upon them 
ſuch an eſtate of inheritance as the ſtatutes 
required. 

4. Any woman who 1s born or adopted a 
burgeſs, diveſting herſelf of ſuch burgeſsſhip, 
may give the fame to her huſband, who 
thereon doth become an adopted burgeſs. 

But in caſe a burgeſs hath two or more 
daughters only, and dies ſeiſed of ever ſo 
great an inheritance in any of the pits, not 
having in his life-time adopted one or more 
of ſuch daughters as burgeſſes, his burgeſs- 
ſhip then becomes extinct. 

5. By election; which is a free choice of 
a perſon to be a burgeſs made by the bailiffs 
and burgeſſes at a general aſſembly or mect- 
ing held in the burgeſs-chamber, upon the 
Monday next after Michaelmas day, with the 
unanimous and free conſent of the bailiffs 
and all the burgefles which are then preſent, 
none denying or oppoſing the choice; and 
ſuch perſon having a quarter of a phat of 
inheritance at leaſt [Y]. 

Indeed, it does not ſeem neceſſary that this 
aſſembly be held on any particular. day: for 
in 1748, the burgeſſes in the intereſt of lord 
Foley met on ſome- other day, and tolling 
the burgeſs-bell proceeded to repeal the by- 
law which fixed a certain day for this buſi- 
neſs, and created ſeveral new burgeſſes. The 
legality of this procedure was diſputed by 
lord Sandys and Sir Edward Winnington, 
both of whom had very conſiderable intereſts 
in the borough before this tranſaction: but 
the jury thinking the tolling of the bell, 
the only uſual form, was ſufficient notice, 
confirmed the creation, and the borough 
has ever fince remained in the hands of the 
Foleys. 

Nov. 11, 1690, the Houſe of Commons 
reſolved, that the right of electing burgeſſes 
to ſit in parliament is in the burgeſſes of the 
corporation of the ſalt ſprings in Droitwich.

The fee farm of Wich was held of the 
king, 34 Edward III. by Thomas Holland, 
earl of Kent. 4 Henry V. the lady Alice, 
widow of Thomas earl of Kent, held it. 
And 12 Henry VI. lady Joan; daughter of 
Thomas earl of Kent, had parcel of the fee- 
farm; one of her heirs was Henry Grey. 
Richard Grey of Powys held ſome part of the 
fee-farm of Wich, and left it to his fon and 
heir John Grey, 4 Edward IV. It was after- 
ward held by John Tiptoft, earl of Worceſ- 
ter, and deſcended to his fon and heir Ed- 
ward Typtoft, 11 Edward IV. 

The burgeſſes of Droitwich fignalized 
themſelves by their loyalty in the time of the 
civil war; and long preſerved the following 
letter from king Charles I. written by his own 


hand. 


* Charles R. 
« Truſty and well- beloved we gteete you 


well. As formerly we have taken notice 
of your readyneſs to doe us ſervice, ſoe 
have we now a more remarkable occaſion 
to prayſe and thank you for your cheere- 
ful aſſiſtance ſent into the city of Wor- 
ceſter, when Waller lately in a rebelli- 
ous and hoſtile manner approached to 
e affault the ſame. Soe faithful a ſervice 
Wwe aſſure you ſhall be carefully layd up 
in our princely remembrance for your 
* future advantage. In the mean while 
theſe our letters ſhall be unto you an evi- 
dence that we have graciouſly accepted 
your loyal endeavours, and an encourage- 
ment to procede on with cheerfulneſs in 
duties. And ſo we bid you farewell. 
«Given at our court at Oxford, the third 
day of June, in the nyneteenth yeate of 
our reigne, 1643. 

“ To our truſty and well-beloved the 
“ bailiffs, gentry, freeholders, and other the 
inhabitants of our town of Droitwich, 
in Wigorn.“

In the windows are the arms of ſome 
of the principal gentlemen of this town 
who had ſerved the office of bailiff: the ear- 
lieſt date to them 1s 1581. Hete are like- 
wiſe the arms of the corporation: 

The market-houſe was built in 1628. Be- 
fore that time the market was held near the 
George inn. This inn 1s the houſe alluded 
to by Mr. Leland, where he ſays: “ Going 
out of the towne's end I ſawe a fayre new 
e tymbre houſe, longinge to Mr. Newport, 
% on the right hand [Y].“ 

Wich imparted its name to a family called 
ſometimes Dudurhull. Adam de Wich, or 
Adam de Dudurhull, was provoſt of Worceſ- 
ter, in the beginning of Henry III's reign ; 
and, in a deed relating to Cleve-Prior, ſtyles 
himſelf Sir Adam de Wich, ſheriff of Wor- 
ceſterſnire. The Withes's were heirs to this 
family [=]; 

Richard de Burford, biſhop of Chicheſter, 
was a native of this town. He ſtudied at Ox- 
ford, Paris and Bologna; was appointed chan- 
cellor to the archbiſhop of Canterbury, and 
afterwards of Oxford; conſecrated biſhop of 
Chicheſter March 5, 1245. He was a man 
of extraordinary learning and integrity; an 
eloquent preacher, and ſo eminent for his 
good life, that after his death, 1253, he was 
canonized by Pope Urban IV. in 1262 [a]. 
The inhabitants of Wich long held his me- 
mory in veneration, on account of ſome. good 
offices he was ſuppoſed to have done them. 
Mr. Leland 
mentions a fabulous report that the principal 
ſalt-ſpring did fayle in the tyme of Richard 
de la Wich, or Burford, biſhop of Chicheſter, 
and that after by his interceſſion it was re- 
« ſtored to the profit of the ould courſe. Such, 
he adds, is the ſuperſtition of the peo- 
ple. In token whereof, or for the honour that 
© the Wichemen and ſaulters bare unto this 
* Richard, their countrieman, they uſed of 
* late tymes on his daye to hange about this 
* ſault-ſpringe, or well, once a yeere, with 
« tapeſtrie, and to have drinking games and

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© revels at it [4]. Mr. Habingdon allows 
that he might have been eſpecially honoured 
in Wich, if for no other reaſon, becauſe it 
was the place of his birth; and as a ſimilar 
inſtance mentions the reſpe& ſhewn to St. 
Thomas, of Canterbuty, in London, where 
the houſe he was born in was conſecreted for 
a chapel : but at the ſame time is perſuaded 
that * this feaſte begun fyrſt for ſome be- 
nefyt beſtowed on theſe ſprings, becauſe 
the chiefeſt ſhowe of thys ſolemnity is at 
the ſalt- wells. 

His family had lands in Wich that retain 
the name of Burford to this day [e]. 

In a grant of the ſalt- pits by Henry VIII. 
printed hereafter, they are ſtyled Sir Richard's 
Vautes. 

Endymion Porter was member for this bo- 
rough, gentleman of the bed-chamber to 
Charles L and colonel of the ſeventh regiment 
of foot. His excellent natural parts wereadorned 
by travel, and the knowledge of the arts and 
languages. He had a general- acquaintance 
with men of learning, of whom in particu- 
lar he reſpected poets, He was much in fa- 
vour with James I.; attended Charles when 
prince of Wales to the court of Spain, and 
was afterward employed by him in many 
negotiations abroad, He ſhewed great acti- 
vity in ſecret ſervices for the king m the civil 
war; from whence he became ſo obnoxious 
to the parliament, that they always excepted, 
him from indemnity. An eſtate at Aſhton 
Under Hedge, or, as it is ſometimes called, 
Aſhton Under Hill, on the northern extre- 
mity of Glouceſterſhire, belonged to him, for 
which he compounded in the ſum of 679l. 
I know not how he came to be elected for 
Droitwich, unleſs by the intereſt of the 
Windſor family. 

It has long been an object with the tra- 
ders of this town, to open a communication 
with the Severn by water. The land-car- 
riage of the falt to Worceſter was attended 
with a very heavy expence. In 1655, caps 
tain Yarranton and captain Wall undertook 
for the ſum of 7 5ol. to make the river Salwarp 
navigable, and to procure letters patent for 
doing it, from the protector. The burgeſſes 
agreed to give them eight phats in Upwich, 
valued at 801. per ann. and three-fourths of 
a phat in Netherwich, where the value of 


phats was double that at Upwich, for twenty- 


one years, as an equivalent to their demands.

But the times being unſettled, and Varran- 
ton and Wall not rich, this ſcheme, -whoſe 
authors were more diſintereſted than projec- 
tors generaly are, was never carried into exe- 
cution [d. 

Soon after the Reſtoration, 12 Charles II. 
lord Windſor, anceſtor to the preſent earl of 
Plymouth, renewed the attempt of making the 
Salwarp navigable. He propoſed to erect fix 
locks ; for which he was to receive 199]. 
in hand, or, what was ſuppoſed to be the 
ſame thing, to have ſeven phats in Upwich, 
for three twelve wicken brints : $01. more 
was to be given when he ſhould have 
finiſhed the firſt lock; and tool. each for 
the five others. And to raiſe theſe ſums, 
eight phats and a half in Upwich, and 
one phat in Netherwich, were to have been 
laid on for twenty-one years. When five 
locks were compleated the plan was found not 
to anſwer, and the fixth lock was never built, 

About the year 1755, Mr. Baker, a druggiſt 
from London, revived the old project of con- 
veying the brine in pipes from Droitwich to 
the banks of the Severn, near Hawford. I ſup- 
poſe he ſpent more than 12,0001. without any 
rational proſpect of ſucceſs; for not having 
the authority of an act of parliament to ſup- 
port him, his work was undone as faſt as he 
executed it, and he was obliged to retire into 
Wales, 

In 1767, at the requeſt of ſeveral gen- 
tlemen of Droitwich, Mr. Brindley gave in 
a plan and eſtimate of a navigable canal to 
be formed between that town and the Se- 
vern at Hawford. According to his pro- 
poſals, if it were made of the width and 
depth of the Staffordſhire canal, it would 
colt 73711. 48. if the canal were made twenty- 
ſeven feet wide at the bottom, to have fout 
feet and a half of water, and the mean. 
depth within ground- about fix feet, with 
ſlopes from four to three, the width at top 
forty- three feet, the mean width thirty-five 
feet, containing in one yard running 2333 
cubick yards, and in a mile 41,060 cubick 
yards of digging; at 3d. a yard it would 
come to 5171. a mile, and to 128431. 108. 


pences mentioned in the eſtimate would 
make the whole amount to 13,3631. 65- 
The larger plan was adopted; and an at 
of parliament to enable them to exccute it 
was obtained the ſame year.

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The proprietors began to dig their canal 
in 1768; and in March 1771, the firſt load 
of coal was carried by water to Droitwich, 
This, like moſt other publick works, was 
not directed with the utmoſt frugality; and 
the expence greatly exceeded the eſtimate. 
Yet, notwithſtanding the money laid out on 
the canal and its appendages was at leaſt 
250001. it will pay good intereſt. The pre- 
ſent income is about 1600l. a year; and 
with proper management it will certainly in- 
creaſe, 

The act of parliament empowered the 
ſubſcribers to raiſe 20,0001. if neceſſary, 
above the ſum applied for; but unwilling to 
enlarge the number of ſhares, already two 
hundred, they agreed to let the dividend go 
in diſcharge of the debt. No intereſt there- 
fore was paid in 1773. 

By the plan of the Droitwich canal it may 
be obſerved, that in the firſt three miles the 
fall is only one foot, and in the laſt two miles 
and a half fifty-eight feet ſix inches. For 
this deſcent fix locks were neceſſary. 

A ſpot of ground under the Hill Church 
and near the ſalt · pits, belonging to Dr. Naſh, 
is called the Vines. The fituation of it is 
very proper for a vineyard. That there were 
vineyards formerly in England of conſidera- 
ble extent is certain. At Sedgeberrow, Rip- 
ple, Elmley-Caſtle, and Leigh in this county 
the tithe of them 1s mentioned as part of the 
endowment of the livings. In the neigh- 
bouring county of Glouceſter they were fre- 
quent [e]. 

Suetonius tells us that Domitian forbade the 
planting any new vineyards, and deſtroyed at 
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leaſt half the old ones in every province. 


The liberty of growing vines was reſtored by 
Probus; and I believe the Britons began to 
plant them about the year 280. Bede, who 
finiſhed his hiſtory in 731, deſcribing Britain, 
ſays, they grew vines in ſundry places. And 
Richard of Cirenceſter, who died about 1 400, 
makes the ſame obſervation. Perhaps the 
cultivation of them was neglected, when the 
inhabitants found they could purchaſe better 
flavoured wines at a low price from, France, 
or employ their lands to more advantage 
by raifing grain [/].

Droitwich Charter, granted 22 James I. 


James. by the grace of God king of England, 
Scotland, France and Ireland, defender of the 
faith, &c. to all to whom theſe preſents ſhall 
come, greeting. 

Seeing that our borough of Wich, otherwiſe 
Droitwich, in our county of Worceſter, is an 
antient and populous borough, and the bailifts 
and burgeſſes thereof have had, uſed, and en- 
joyed, diverſe liberties and franchiſes, immunr- 
ties, and pre-eminences, as well by charters of 
diverſe of our progenitors and predeceſlors, kings 
and queens of England, to them heretofore 
granted and confirmed, as likewiſe by reaſon of 
diverſe preſcriptions, uſes, and cuſtoms, in the 
ſame borough, from time the memory of which 
is not to the contrary : 

And ſeeing that we are informed that there 
are certain defects, doubts, and inconveniences 
exiſting in our ſaid letters patent aforeſaid, by 
reaſon that ſome things contained therein are 
not fully expreſſed, or granted in proper words for 
the good rule, governance, and advantage of our 
ſaid borough, according to the true intent of the 
ſaid charters or letters patent: and ſeeing that 
our beloved ſubjeds the bailiffs and burgetles ot 
our borough of Wich, otherwiſe Droitwitch 
aforefaid, have humbly beſought us that we would 
be willing to grant and extend unto them our 13. 
vour and royal munificence on this behalt : and 


ing, and reforming of our ſaid borough, have 
vouchſafed to ratity, confirm, approve, make, 
reduce, and appoint the gentlemen bailiffs and 

burgeſſes 


burgeſſes of the ſaid borough into one body 
corporate or politick by our letters patents; or 
to create them anew, with the addition of cer- 
tain liberties, priviledges, immunities, and fran- 
chiſes, as to us ſeemeth meet: 
We therefore, willing that for the future and 
for ever in the ſaid borough there be had one 
certain and indiſputable method of preſerving our 
peace, and good ordering and government of our 
people there, and of others reſorting there, and 
that our ſaid borough for the future, and for ever, 
be and remain a borough of peace and quietneſs, 
for the fear and terror of evil men, and for re- 
warding the good; and that our peace and other 
as of juſtice there be preſerved without further 
delay, hoping that if the bailiffs and burgeſſes 
of the borough aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, 
ſhould enjoy, from this our grant, more ample 
honours, liberties, and priviledges, that then they 
do pay to us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, greater 
obedience, and may think themſelves bound to us 
more ſtrictly on account of this our eſpecial 
favour : and from our certain information and meer 
motion we have willed, ordained, conſtituted, de- 
clared, and granted, and by theſe preſents, for us 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, we do will, ordain, con- 
ſtitute, declare, and grant, that our ſaid borough 
of Wich, otherwiſe Droitwich, in the ſaid county, 
be for the future, and for ever, a free borough of 
itſelf; and that our bailiffs and burgeſſes of the ſaid 
borough, by whatever name or names hereto- 
fore incorporated, and their ſucceſſors, from hence- 
forth and for ever, may and ſhall be, by virtue of 
theſe preſents, one body corporate and politick, in 
fact, in name, and in thing, by the name of thebailitfs 
and burgeſſes of the borough of Wich, otherwiſe 
Droitwich, in the county of Worceſter: and we have 
erected, made, and ordained them, by the name of 
the bailiffs and burgeſſes of the borough of Wich, 
otherwiſe Droitwich, in the county of Worceſter, 
one body corporate and politick, in thing, fact, 
and name, really and to the full, for us, our heirs, 
and ſucceſſors; and that by the ſaid name they 
may have perpetual ſucceſhon, and that they by 
the name of the bailiffs and burgeſſes of the bo- 
rough of Wich, otherwiſe Droitwich, in the 
county of Worceſter, be, and ſhall be in all future 
times, perſons able, and in law capable of having, 
acquiring, receiving, and poſſeſſing lands, tene- 
meats, liberties, priviledges, juriſdictions, franchiſes, 
hereditaments, of whatever kind, nature, or ſort 
they be, to them and their ſucceſſors, in fee, and 
for ever; and likewiſe any other things of what- 
ever kind, nature, or ſort they be; and likewiſe 
to give, grant, releaſe, and aflign lands, tene- 
ments, and hereditaments, goods, and chattels, 
and to do and execute all and every other act and 
thing by the name aforeſaid; and that by the ſame 
name of the bailiffs and burgeſſes of Wich, other- 
wiſe Droitwich, in the county of Worceſter, they 
may plead and be impleaded, anſwer and be an- 
ſwered, defend and be defended, in any court, 
ſtreet, and plea [a], and before any judges and 
juſtices, perſons and officers of us, our. heirs, and 
ſucceſſors, in all ſuits, complaints, pleas, cauſes, 
matters, and demands, real, perſonal, and mixed, 
as well ſpiritual as temporal, of whatever nature 
or ſort they be, in the ſame manner and form as 
other our leige ſubjects of this our kingdom of 
England, 

And that the ſaid bailiffs and burgeſſes of the 
borough aforeſaid may have for ever a common

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ſeal for cauſes aud buſineſſes of them and their 
ſucceſſors, in whatever things hall be decreed to 
be done; and that it may and mall be lawful for 
the ſaid bailifls and burgeſſes, and, their ſucceſſors, 
as to them ſhall ſeem tit, to break, change, and 
make new the ſaid ſeal, according to their plea- 
ſure: and further we will by theſe preſents, and 


for us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, do grant to the 


ſaid bailiffs and burgeſſes of the borough atoreſaid, 
and their ſucceſſors, that our ſaid borough of Wich, 
otherwiſe Droitwich, and the circuit, precincts, 
perambulation, liberties, franchiſes, and jnriſdic- 
tion thereof, for the future, be and extend, and 
may be and extend, as well in length and breadth, 
as in circuit and precincts, in, through, and to 
ſuch and ſuch like bounds, boundaries, and limits, 
to which the memory of man is not to the contrary, 
or at any time before they were wont to extend or 
reach, | 

And ſeeing that the burgeſſes of the borough 
aforeſaid, by virtue of charters and letters patent of 
John formerly king of England; and that the 
bailiffs and burgefſes of the ſaid borough, by 
virtue of divers other charters, letters patent, and 
confirmations, to them heretofore made and granted 
by our progenitors and predeceſſors, kings and 
queens of England, have well and quietly had, 
held, .and enjoyed, and do now hold and enjoy 
the ſaid town or borough of Wich, otherwiſe 
Droitwich, namely whatever our progenitors or 
predeceſſors have had in the ſaid town or borough, 
for the anſwering and paying of a certain fee farm 
rent from ſalt-pans and falt-pits and all other things 
belonging, and from the liberties and free cuſtoms 
on the part of our progenitors and predeceſſors in the 
ſaid town or borough do belong; which ſaid fee 
farm rent is hitherto juſtly reſponſable and payable 
to us by the ſaid bailiffs and burgeſſors. 

And ſeeing we are informed by the humble pe- 
tition of the bailiffs and burgeſſes that from time im- 
memorial there have been and do exiſt certain ſalt 
phats and ſalt pans from certain fountains or wells 
of ſalt water, one [e only for the uſe of the borough 
aforeſaid: and that if other fountains or fountain 
ſhould happen to be made or dug anew within the 
ſaid borough, injury and damage might chance to 
happen to the antient fountains or wells of falt 
water; therefore the ſaid bailiffs and burgeſſes have 
fled to our royal power for the preſervation of the 
antient ſalt ſprings and wells aforeſaid, and for the 
ſuppreſſion and hindrance of all new fountains and 
wells for the future to be made: We, unwilling 
that our ſaid loving ſubjects, or the common re- 
venue [dj ofour ſaid borough or other our ſubjects, 
having ſhare in the faid falt phats or pans [6}, 
ſhould ſuſtain any detriment or prejudice, do by 
our royal power for our heirs aud ſucceſſors by 
theſe preſents inhibit and forbid, that any of our 
burgeſſes or inhabitants of our borough aforeſaid, or 
any other perſon at any time for the future, ſhould 
dig, or make, or cauſe to be dug or made, any 
new foundation, or well of ſalt water, within the 
borough aforeſaid, or the liberties or precin&s 
thereof, under pain of the indignation of us, our 
heirs and ſucceſſors, and under ſuch other pains 
and penalties by corporal impriſonment, by fine, 
or otherwiſe, as by the courts of us, our heirs, 
and ſucceſſors, ſhall be limited and adjudged againſt 
offenders in ſuch ſort. And we will, and by theſe 
preſents for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, we give 
and grant to the ahovementioned court of us our 
heirs and ſucceſſors for the time being, upon com-

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plaint to our ſaid court againſt any perſon or 
perſons offending againſt our will and command 
above declared, full power and authority of impo- 
ſing and affixing upon ſuch offender ar offenders 
ſuch and ſuch like pains and penalties by corporal 
impriſonment, by fine or otherwiſe, as ſhall ſeem 
meet to ſuch court for contempt or offenſe in chat 
part committed; and theſe our letters patent, or in- 
rollment of the ſame, ſhall be to our ſaid court for 
the time being fufficient warrant and dſcharge for 
the execution of theſe premiſes according to the 
intent thereof. 

And further we wilt, and by theſe preſents 
for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do grant and 
order, that for the future and for ever there may 
and ſhall be within the borough aforeſaid, out of 
the moſt honeſt and diſcreet burgeſſes of the bo- 
rough aforeſaid, two to be elected in form herein 
after mentioned, who ſhall be called, and be, 
bailiffs of the borough aforeſaid. 

And further we will, and by theſe preſents, for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, grant to the ſaid 
bailiffs and burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid for 
the time being, or the major part of them who 
ſhall from time to time be aſſembled in the court- 
houſe of the faid borough, commonly called the 
Exchequer, upon notice as formerly given, in the 
faid borough, may and fhall have full power and 
authority of enacting, conſtituting, ordaining, 
making, and eſtabliſhing, from time to time, ſuch 
reaſonable laws, ſtatutes, and ordinances, as to 
their ſound diſcretion ſhall appear good, whole- 
ſome, uſeful, honeſt, and neceſſary for the good 
ordering and government of the burgeſles, arti- 
ficers, and inhabitants, of the ſaid borough, for 
the time heing; and for the declaration how and 
in what manner the ſaid bailiffs, burgeſſes, arti- 
ficers, and inhabitants of the ſaid borough, ſhall 
behave themſelves, and uſe their offices, miſteries, 
and trades within the ſaid borough and limits 
thereof; and further for the better} good, and 
public utility of the borough aforeſaid, and for 
the victualling the ſaid borough, and likewiſe for 
the better preſervation, government, diſpoſition, 
letting, and alienating of the lands, tenements, 
poſſeſſions, reverſions, and hereditaments of the 
ſaid bailiffs and burgeſles, to them by theſe pre- 
ſents, or otherwiſe given, granted, aſſigned, or 
confirmed, or that ſhall in future be given, granted, 
or aſſigned, or that ſhall in any ways relate to or 
concern any matter, or cauſe, of the ſaid borough, 
or the ſtatutes, rights, or intereſts of the ſaid 


borough, or burgeſſes of the ſaid borough, or 


their ſucceſlors. And that they, and their ſuc- 
ceſſors, and the major part of them, who ſhall be 
aſſembled as aforeſaid, as often as they ſhall have 
enacted, made, ordained, or eſtabliſhed ſuch laws, 
ſtatutes, and ordinances in form aforeſaid, may 
impoſe and aſſeſs ſuch reaſonable pains and pe- 
nalties by bodily impriſonment, or by fines and 
amerciaments, or both of them, upon and towards 
ſuch delinquents againſt ſuch laws, ſtatutes, and 
ordinances, or any of them, as to the ſaid bailiffs 
and burgeſſes for the time being, or the major part 
of them aflembled as aforeſaid, ſhall ſeem reaſon- 
able and requiſite. And moreover, they may 
have power to take and levy ſuch fines and amer- 
ciaments, without the hindrance of us, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors, for and towards the public charges 
and expenſes of the ſaid borough : provided ne- 
vertheleſs that the laws, ſtatutes, and ordinances, 
fines, amerciaments, and impriſonments be rea- 
ſonable, and not repugnant or contrary to the 


the recorder of the borough aforeſaid for the time 


laws, ſtatutes, cuſtoms, or rights, of this our 
kingdom of England. 

And for the better execution of our aforeſaid 
will and grant, we have aſſigned, nominated, con- 
ſtituted, and made, and by theſe preſents for us, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, do aſſign, nominate, con- 
ſtiture, and make, our beloved Gilbert Wheeler, 
and Edward Barrett, gentlemen, preſent bailiffs of 
the borough aforeſaid, to be and continue bailiffs 
of the borough aforeſaid, from rhe grant of theſe 
preſents, to the Monday next after the feaſt of 
St. Michael the arch-angel next enſuing, and from 
thence until two other burgeſſes of the borough 
aforeſaid be elected, produced, and ſworn into the 
office according to the ordering and appointment 
in theſe preſents declared, it the faid Gilbert 
Wheeler and Edward Barret ſhall fo long live. 

And we further will, and by theſe preſents for 
ns, our heirs and ſacceſſors, have granted to the 
faid bailifls and burgeſſes for the time being, or 
the major part of them, from time to time, from 
henceforth and for ever, may and ſhall have power 
and authority yearly, and every year, on the 
monday next after the feaſt of St. Michael the 
arch - angel, to be aſſembled in the eouncil-houſe 
commonly called the exchequer of the ſaid borough, 
or in any other. convenient place within the ſaid 
borough to be limited and athgned according to 
their diſcretion, and there to continue until they, or 
the major part of them then aſſembled, ſhall have 
named and chofen, before they depart from thence, 
two of the moſt diſcreet and upright of the bur- 
geſſes of the borough aforeſaid, for the time being, 
who ſhall be-bailifts of the borough aforeſaid for 
one entire year thence next enſuing : and that they 
after that they ſhall be ſo nominated, elected, and 
preferred to be bailifts of the borough aforeſaid, 
before they be admitted to execute that office, 
ſhall rake a corporal oath upon the holy goſpel of 
God, on the day of election if they ſhall be then 
preſent, or if they ſhall be then abſent within eight 
days next enſuing the day of their election, before 


being, or in his abſence before the town clerk of 
the borough aforeſaid for the time being, in the 
council chamber aforeſaid, or in any other con- 
venient place, in preſenſe of all or ſuch and fo 
many burgeſſes as ſhall think proper to be preſent ; 
which oath ſhall be, that they will execute their 
office, and all things relating thereto, well and 
faithfully ; and that after ſuch oath fo taken until 
the Monday after the feaſt of St. Michael the 
arch-angel thence next enſuing, the office of bailiff 
may perform and ſo continue until others of the 
burgeſſes of the ſaid borough in due manner and 
form ſhall be elected, produced, and ſworn into 
the office of bailiff, according to the ordinance and 
conſtitution above declared. 

And further we will, and by theſe preſents for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, have granted to the 
ſaid bailiffs and burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid, 
that if it ſhatt ſo. happen that the ſaid Gilbert 
Wheeler, and Edward Barrett, or either of them, 
ſhould happen to die, or be removed from their 
office; or any other bailiff or bailiffs ſhould happen 
to die or be removed from their office before the 
Monday next after the feaſt of St. Michael the arch- 
angel then next enſuing (which bailiffs may be fe- 
moved for a reaſonable cauſe at the pleaſure of the 
major part of the burgeſſes of the borough afore- 
ſaid for the time being, who in the council chamber 
aforeſaid ſhall be aflembled by the uſual and cul. 
tomary notice) that then and ſo often it ſpafl

efixed, within eight days after the death or re- 
moval of ſuch bailiff or bailiffs aforeſaid, to nomi- 
vate, elect, and appoint one or more burgeſſes into 
the place of ſuch bailiff or bailifts ſo dead or re- 
moved: and that he or they into the office of 
bailiff of the ſaid borough ſo elected, ſhall take 
the corporal oath above preſcribed for the remain- 
der of the time during that year they ſhall ſo ex- 
ecute the ſaid office, until two other of the bur- 
geſſes of the ſaid borough ſhall be elected, pro- 
duced, and ſworn to execute the ſaid office in 
lawful manner; and ſo as often as the ſaid caſe 
ſhall happen.

procured or obtained. 

And further we will, and by theſe preſents for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, have granted, to our 
ſaid bailifs and burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid, 
and their ſucceſſors, that they, and their ſucceſſors 
for the future and for ever, may and ſhall have in 
the borough aforeſaid, one honeſt and diſcreet man 


the manner mentioned by theſe preſents, who may 
and ſhall be called recorder of the borough aforeſaid ; 
and that the recorder of the borough aforeſaid, 
nominated and elected as aforeſaid, before he hall 
be admitted to execute the ſaid office, ſhall take a 
corporal oath upon the holy Evangeliſis, before 
the bailiffs or town clerk of the borough afore- 
ſaid, that he will execute the ſaid office well and 
faithfully, according to his knowledge, in all 
matters and things touching or concerning the 
ſame. 

And therefore we give and grant by theſe pre- 
ſents unto the bailifls aad town clerk of the ſaid 
borough, or either of them for the time being, for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, full power and au- 
thority of adminiſtering the ſaid oath, from time 
to time, unto the recorder of the ſaid borough for 
the time being : and that after the ſaid oath is per- 
formed, he may have, exerciſe, and uſe the ſaid 
office of recorder of the borough aforeſaid, fo long 
as he ſhall behave himſelf well in the ſaid office, 
And for the better execution of our will in this 
behalf, we have aſſigned, conſtituted, nominated, 
and made John Wylde of the Inner Temple London, 
eſquire, to be the firſt and preſent recorder of the 
borough aforeſaid, to be continued in the ſaid 
office ſo long as he ſhall behave himſelf well in the 
{aid office. And we will that the recorder of the 
borough aforeſaid for the time being, from time 
to time, ſhall be aiding and aſſiſting to the bailiffs 
and burgeſſes aforeſaid, and ſhall do and perform 
all things which belong and relate to his office, in 


as ample manner and form, as any recorder in any 
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learned in the laws of England, to be elected in 
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borough or town corporate, within this realm of 
England, may or can perform his oſſice. We will, 
nevertheleſs, and by theſe preſents for us, our 
heirs and ſucceſſors, have granted to the aforeſaid 
bailifts and burgeſles of the borough aforeſaid, and 
their ſucceſſors; that from time to time, and at all 
times after the death of the ſaid John Wylde, or 
after a lawful vacancy of the ſaid office by reſig- 
nation or amotion; it may and ſhall be lawtul for 
the bailiſſs and burgeſſes for the time being, or 
the major part of them; who ſhall be aſſembled as 
aforeſaid, to nominate, dire, and prefer, one 
diſcreet man, learned in the laws of England, to 
be recorder of the borough aforetaid, and that the 
ſaid recorder fo elected may execute the office fo 
long as he behaves himfelf well; and ſhall take 
the corporal oath to execute his office well and 
faithfully in form abovementioned. 
We alſo will, and by theſe preſents for us, our 
heirs and ſucceſſors, have granted to the ſaid 
bailiſfs and burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid, and 
their ſucceſſors, that they, and their ſucceſſors for 
the future and for ever, may and ſhall have one 
honeſt and diſcreet man, to be elected in form 
' above-mentioned, who may be and ſhall be called 
the Town Clerk : and that the ſaid town clerk for 
the time being may and ſhall have and exerciſe, 
by himſelf, or otherwiſe by ſufficient deputy, his 
office of common clerk, or clerk of the court of 
the recorder, and ſhall do and perform the office of 
ſteward, as well in view of frank pledge, as in 
the court of pie powder of the borough aforeſaid ; 
and ſhall do and perforu in the court of the re- 
corder, and in other courts and places within the 
borough, the things that belong to his oſſice in 
as full and ample manner and torm, as any town 
clerk, or any ſteward or clerk of a court in any 
county, or in any town, or borough corporate, 
within the kingdom of England, could or might 
execute his or their office reſpectively: and that 
this our intention might better take effe&t, we have 
aſſigned, conſtituted, nominated, and made, our 
beloved Roger Glalbrooke, gentieman, to be the 
firſt and preſent town-clerk of the borough afore- 
ſaid, to be continued in the faid oflice, ſo long 
as he ſhall behave himſelf well. He ſhall like- 
wiſe take the corporal oath before the recorder, 
or bailiffs and burgefles of the borough aforeſaid, 
to perform his office well and faithfully. And we 
will, and by theſe preſents, for us, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, have granted to the ſaid bailifts and 
burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid, and their ſuc- 
ceſſors, that from time to time, and at all times, 
after the death of the ſaid Roger Glaſbrooke, or 
after his office ſhall become void by reſignation, 
or otherwiſe, it may and fhall be lawful for the 
bailiffs and burgeſles aforeſaid, or the major part 
of them, for the time being, who ſhall be aſſem- 
bled for the ſaid nomination, in form aforeſaid, 
to ele& and prefer one other perſon to be town- 
clerk of the borough aforeſaid, to be continued in 
the ſaid office ſo long as he ſhall behave well, and 
under the ſanction of the corporal oath, to per- 
form the ſaid office duly, to be taken before the 
recorder or bailiffs of the borough aforeſaid. 
Wherefore we will, and, by theſe preſents, for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, have granted to the 
recorder of the borough aforetaid, and to the 
bailifls of the ſaid borough for the time being, 
full power and authority to give and adminiſter 
ſuch oath as aforementioned, as well to the ſaid 
Joger Glaſsbrooke, by theſe preſents nominated to 
be the town-clerk of the ſaid borough, as to all 
others his ſucceſſors in the ſaid oftice, without any 
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other commiſſion, or further warrant from us, our 
heirs and ſucceſſors, to be obtained. 

And ſeeing that the bailiffs and burgeſſes of the 
ſaid borough, by virtue of charters and letters 
patent of our predeceſſors, kings and queens of 
England, have had or held, or may have and hold, 
one court of record within the borough aforeſaid 
every Tueſday in every week, concerning all things 
and matters ariſing within the ſaid borough, as 
well real as perſonal, or mixt, not exceeding the 
ſum of five pounds; and the ſaid bailiffs and bur- 
geſſes have humbly beſought us, for the fuller and 
better execution of the buſineſs of the ſaid borough, 
that the ſaid court, which was formerly held on a 
Tueſday, for the future ſhould be held on a 
"Thurſday in every week, for the like things, cauſes, 
and actions, and for ſuch larger ſum exceeding the 
ſum of five pounds, as to us ſhall ſeem expe- 
dient. 

Know, therefore, that we, willing to extend our 
royal grace and favour in this behalf, for the pub- 
lick good of the ſaid borough, have, of our ſpecial 
grace and meer motion, granted by theſe preſents, 
for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, to the ſaid bai- 
Iiffs and burgeſſes of the ſaid borough, that they 
and their ſucceſſors, from henceforth and for ever, 
in the ſaid place in which they were wont to hold 
their court within the borough on a Tueſday, 
may for the future hold one court of record on 
the Thurſday in every week, before the bailiffs, 
recorder, or town clerk of the borough aforeſaid, 
or the deputy of the ſaid town clerk, for the time 
being, or before one of the bailifts and recorder, or 
one of the bailiffs and town clerk of the borough afore- 
{aid, or one of rhe bailifls and deputy town-clerk of 
the ſaid borough for the time. being, and ſhall have 
full power and authority, from time to time, of 
hearing and determining in the ſaid court, by 
complaint in the ſaid court, all matters, debts, 
contracts, tranſgreſſions, breaches of the peace, or 
other, done or to be hereafter done, in contempt 
of us, our lieirs and ſucceſſors, relative to bar- 
gains, detainers, contempts, frauds, or other ac- 
cuſations and pleas whatloever, whether real, per- 
ſonal, or mixt, within our borough aforeſaid, or 
precincts of the fame, howſoever ariting or hap- 
pening, provided only the faid agreements, con- 
tracts, tranſgreſhons, accuſations, or pleas, do not 
exceed the ſum or value of ten pounds: And that 
the ſaid bailifls, recorder, or town=clerk, or his 
deputy, or one of the bailiſls and recorder, or 
one of the bailiſts and town-clerk, or one of the 
bailifts and deputy town clerk of the borough 
aforeſaid for the time being, and their ſucceſſors, 
may have power and authority of perſonally de- 
tending againſt ſuch pleas, complaints, and actions 
as in the ſaid court ſhall happen to be begun 
or moved, by ſummons, attachment, or diſtreſs, 
according to the cuſtom of the ſaid borough an- 
tiently uled, or in other boroughs, of directing 
the ferecant at mace, &c.; and in default of cat- 
tle and lands of the defendent within the ſaid 
borough, or liberties, limits, and precincts there- 
of, whereby they may be diſtrained, attached, or 
ſummoned, then by the attachment or caption of 
their bodies, whereby they may ſeparately hear 
and determine all the actions, complaints, and 
pleas aforeſaid, in ſach ample manner and form 
as the like pleas are wont to be made and had 
in any other borough or corporate town within our 
realm of England; and that executions and pro- 
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more ample and eſpecial grace, certain knowledge,

ceſſes may be made and had by the ſaid ſerjeant 
at mace. f 

We have granted moreover, and by theſe pre- 
ſents do grant, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, to 
the ſaid bailiffs and burgeſſes of the borough afore- 
ſaid, and their ſucceſſors, that they and their ſue- 
ceſſors, for the future and for ever, may have 
within the borough atoreſaid, and the liberties and 
precincts thereof, view of frank pledge. of the 
burgeſſes, inhabitants, and refidents within the ſaid 
borough, liberties, and precincts thereof, twice in 
the year, to be held in the ſaid borough, on ſuch 
days and times as to them ſhall ſeem meet and 
neceſſary, and as by antient cuſtom was wont to 
be had in the ſaid borough, and whatſoever to 
view of frank pledge doth belong, to be held 
before the town-clerk of the borough aforeſaid, for 
the time being, together with all ſummons, attach- 
ments, amerciaments, fines, profits, commodities, 
and other things waaifoever, which to us, our 
heirs and ſucceffors, do in any wiſe belong, or 
may or ought to accrue. And further, ot our 


and mere motion, have given and granted, and b 
theſe preſents, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do 
give and grant to the ſaid bailiffs and burgeſſes of 
the borough aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, that 
the bailiffs of the borough aforeſaid for the time 
being may have and receive for their own pro- 
per uſe, all amerciaments, fines, executions, ſums 
of money and profits, as well in the ſaid court of 
record-an view of frank-pledge aforeſaid for laws 
or ſtatutes broken ſe], from time to time in the 
borough aforeſaid, as ſhall happen, chance, or 
ariſe, And that it may and ſhall be lawful for 
the baililts of the borough aforeſaid, from time to 
time, to levy, receive, and have, for the uſe of the 
ſaid bailifls, for the time being, by their ſerjeant 
at mace, or other officer of the ſaid borough, 
ſuch fines, amerciaments, ſums of money, or pro- 
fits, as in the ſaid borough were formerly wont 
to be received, without hindrance of us, our 
heirs and ſucceſſors, or any officers or ſervants 
of us, our heirs or ſucceſſors, and to be paid 
and made without compoſition, or other means 
whatſoever. 

And further we will, and, by theſe preſents, for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, have granted to the 
faid bailifts and burgeſſes of the borough atore- 
{aid, and their . ſucceſſors, that they and their 
ſucceſſors, from henceforth and for ever, may 
and ſhall have, within the borough aforeſaid, or the 
liberties amd precincts thereof, one priſon or gaol, 
for the keeping, detaining, and ſafe cuſtody ot 
all, and ſingular perſons within the borough or 
liberties thereof, attached, or to be attached, or 
to be ſent to the ſaid priſon or gaol of the ſaid 
borough, or to be tried for any matter which may 
be enquired into, or proſecuted, puniſhed, or de- 
termined within the ſaid borough and the liberties 
or precincts thereof, and theſe to be detained, 
until it may be enquired into by ſome lawful me- 
thod : And that the bailiffs of the borough atore- 
ſaid, for the time being, may and ſhall be keepers 
of the ſaid gaol, and may keep and exerciſe the 
ſaid office, by themſelves! or ſufficient deputies, 
for whom they are willing to be reſponſible ; and 
that they may and ſhell have all fees, ſecurities, 
regards, profits, and commodities, relating or be- 
longing to the ſaid office of keeper of the gaol, 
or from thence by any means ariſing or accruing- 
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And further we will, and, by theſe preſents, for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, have granted to the 
ſaid bailiffs and burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid, 
and their ſucceſſors, that the bailifts and recorder 
of the borough aforeſaid, for the time being, and 
two other burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid, who 
ſhall laſt have ſerved the office of bailift, without 
removal therefrom, for the future, and in all times, 
may and ſhall be juſtices, for us, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, to preſerve, and keep, and cauſe to be 
preſerved and kept, the peace of us, our heirs 
and ſacceſſors, within the borough aforeſaid, and 
liberties and precincts thereof, and likewiſe to keep, 
or cauſe to be kept, in all things, the ordinances 
and ſtatutes publiſhed for the good of the peace 
of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, and for the quiet 
regimen and government of our pcople, their heirs 
and ſucceſſors, in all their articles, according to 
the force, form, and effect of the ſaid ſtatutes and

And that the ſaid bailiffs and re- 
corder of the borough aforeſaid for the time be- 
ing, and the two other burgeſſes abovementioned 
of the borough aforeſaid, the juſtices of the peace, 
or two or more of them (one of which ſhall be 
one of the bailiffs, or recorder of the borough 
aforeſaid, for the time being) be the juſtices of 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, to enquire by the 
oath of honeſt and lawful men of the borough 
aforeſaid, by whom the truth 'of the matter may 
beſt be known, concerning all and all kinds of 
felonies and evil deeds, and offences, concerning 
which the juſtices of the peace of us, our heirs

And that it may and ſhall be lawful for the ſaid 
bailifts, recorder, and two other juſtices of the 
peace of the ſaid borough for the time being, or 
two or more of them, (one of whom we require to 
be one of rhe bailiffs or recorder) to have and hold 
their ſeſſions, within the borough aforeſaid, the 
liberties and precincts thereof, for and concerning 
all cauſes, things, and matters, which ſhall bap- 
pen or ariſe from time to time within the ſaid 
borough, or the liberties and precincts thereof; 
and there to enquire, hear, and determine, all 
ſuch and ſuch like cauſes, matters, and things what- 
ſoever, which it ſhall be lawful for our juſtices of

borough or town corporate, within our realm of 
England, by the laws and ſtatutes of this realm, 
or by our commiſſions, to enquire, hear, and deter- 
mine. Provided neverthelcis that they ſhall vor 
proceed to determine concerning any treaſon,” mur- 
ther, or felony, or any other offence or matter 
whatſoever, touching the loſs. of life or limb, with- 
out the ſpecial licenſe of us, our heirs and ſuc- 
ceſlors Nevertheleſs we will that all and ſing uur 
the perſons, who ſhall by virtue of. theſe preſents 
have and exercile the office of a juſtice of the peace, 
within the borough aforclaid, from henceforth 
and for ever, ſhall, before he be admitted to exe- 
cute the ſaid office, take a corporal oath, upon the 
holy goſpels of God, to execute well and {a1th- 
fully the office of a juſtice of the peace within the 
borough aforeſaid and the liberties and preciatts 
thereof, and likewiſe the oaths in that behalf pro- 
vided by the laws and ſtatutes of this our realm of 
England, required to be taken by juſtices of the 
peace, before the recorder or town-clerk of the 
borough aforeſaid for the time being. 

And we do, by theſe preſents, give and grant to 
the ſaid recorder or town-clerk of the borough 
atorelaid, or to either of them for the time being, 
full power and authority of adminiſtering, for us, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, ſuch oaths above-men- 
tioned, to ſuch juſtices of the peace of the boronoh 
aforeſaid, and this without any other comnuſhon 
or warrant to be procured and obtained from us, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors. And further we will, 
and, by theſe preſents, for us, our hcirs and ſuc» 
ceſſors, have granted to the ſaid bailiſſs and bur- 
geſſes of the borough aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, 
that the bailiſls, recorder, and two other burgeſſes 
abovementioned of the borough aforeſaid, be 
juſtices of the peace for the time being, and that 
ſuch juſtices of the peace of the borough aforeſaid, 
or two of them, one of whom we require to be 
a bailiff or recorder, do in a lawful manner ex- 
amine, and, by their warrant in writing ſigned with 
their proper hands, may and ſhall have power 
to ſend all ſuch and ſuch like perſons who, for 
the future, ſhall be taken, arreſted, attached, or 
found, within the ſaid borough, the liberties and 
precinQs thereof, for treaſon, murther, felony, ho— 
micide, or robbery done, or to be done, or on 
ſuſpicion of felony, to the common gaol of che 
county of Worceſter aforeſaid, there to remain for 
trial, and to anſwer for their crimes before the 
Juſtices of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, aſſigned, 
or to be aligned, for the gaol in the ſaid county, 
or before the juſtices of us, our heirs and ſuc- 
ceſſors, appointed to hear and determine ſuch trea- 
ſons, murthers, fclonies, homicides, or robberies, 
in the ſaid county. 

Willing, and, by theſe preſents, for us, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors, commanding, as well the ſheriff of 
the county of Worceſter aforeſaid, as the keeper 
of our common gaol for the time being, and each 
of them, upon ſuch warrani, granted by ſuch 
juſtice of the peace, within the borough of Wich, 
otherwiſe Droitwich, for the time being, or two or 
more of them, one of whom we will ſhall be one 
of the bailiſſs or recorder for the time being, and 
to be directed to them, or one of them, that they 
receive and ſafely keep and chere detain for trial, 
and to anſwer before the juſtices of us, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors, appointed to hear and determine, 
or before the juſtices aſſigned, or to be aſſigned, 
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for the gaol of the ſaid county, or before ſome 
Juſtices of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, as above- 
mentioned, all ſuch perſons as aboveſaid, who for 
the future ſhall, by the ſaid juſtices of the peace 
within the borough, be ſeized, or arreſted, attached, 
or found within the borough aforeſaid, the liber- 
ties and precincts of the ſame, guilty of treafon, 
murder, homicide, robbery, or other felony, or 
for ſuſpition of felony, and ſent to the ſaid gaol 
of the county of Worceſter as aforeſaid. And 
theſe our letters patents or inrollments of the ſame 
ſhall be a ſufficient warrant and diſcharge in this 
behalf to our ſaid ſheriff, or keeper of the com- 
mon gaol of the county of Worceſter aforeſaid, 
for the time being. And further we will, and for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, have granted and for- 
bid that any juſtice of the peace aſſigned, or to 
be aſſigned, for the preſerving, or concerning the 
peace within our ſaid county, or any other juſtice 
of the peace of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, ſhall 
interfere in, or concerning, any cauſe, matter, or 
thing, touching the office of a juſtice of the peace 
within the ſaid borough, or precincts thereof, un- 
leſs in ſuch things, cauſes, or matters, in which 
the ſaid bailiffs, recorder, or other juſtices of the 
peace within the ſaid borough appointed by theſe 
letters patents, have not power of interfering; and 
unleſs in default of ſuch bailiffs, or other juſtices 
of the peace, within the borough aforeſaid, ap- 
pointed by theſe preſents, for the time being. 
And moreover we will, and, by theſe preſents, for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, have granted to the 
ſaid bailiffs and burgeſſes of the borough afore- 
ſaid, and their ſucceſſors, that from henceforth, 
and for ever, they may and ſhall have, in the 
borough aforeſaid, two officers, who may and ſhall 
be called ſerjeants at mace; which ſerjeants at 
mace ſhall, from time to time, be nominated, ap- 
pointed, and elected, by the bailiffs and burgeſſes 
tor the time being, or by the major part of them, 
who ſhall be affembled as above directed: And 
that the ſaid ſerjeants at mace may and ſhall, at 
all times, and from time to time, be attendant upon 
the bailiffs of the borough aforeſaid, for the time 
being; and that they, fo elected and nominated 
to the office of ſerjeant at mace, of the borough 
atoreſaid, in lawful manner, for the true and faith- 
ful execution of all things belonging to the ſaid 
office, ſhall take a corporal oath before the re- 
corder and town clerk of the borough aforeſaid 
for the time being, or one of them ; to which re- 
corder and town-clerk, or one of them, we have 
granted, by theſe preſents, full power and antho- 
rity, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, of admi- 
niſtering ſuch oath, from time to time ; and that the 
ſaid ſerjeants at mace, ſo from time to time to be 
deputed, ſhall carry and bear the maces, filver or 
gilt, carved or wrote with the arms of us, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors, kings of England, within the bo- 
rough aforeſaid, the liberties and precincts there- 
of, before the bailifts of the borough aforeſaid, 
tor the time being, and their ſucceſſors; and that 
the-ſaid ſerjeants at mace be ſervants of the court 
of record, and other courts to be held within 
the ſaid borough; and to execute and return all 
proceſſes, precepts, and mandates, to be exacted 
in due form, according to the exigency of law 
and right. 

And further we will, and, by theſe preſents, for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, have granted to the 
ſaid bailiſts and burgeſſes of the borough afore- 
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ſaid, and their ſucceſſors, that the bailiffs of the 
borough aforeſaid for the time being, from hence. 
market and coroner of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
within the borough aforeſaid, and liberties and 
precincts thereof; and that the faid bailiffs for 
the time being, by themſelves, or either of them, 
may do and execute, weigh, and value, for the 
future, all and ſingular the things made, and in 
the groſs, and ſhall do every thing which to the 
office of clerk of the market and coroner, or 
either of them, doth belong, in as ample manner 
and form as any clerk of the market, or coroner, 
within any county, or any city, borough, or town 
corporate, within our realm of England, may or 
can do or execute; ſo that no clerk of the mar- 
ket or coroner, of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
may in any manner act or interfere within our ſaid 
borough, the liberties or precincts thereof, in any 
matter or thing to be done or executed, rela- 
tive to the office of coroner, or clerk of the mar- 
ket. We will nevertheleſs that the bailiſſs of the 
borough aforeſaid, for the time being, as well 
now as for the future, before they ſhall be ad- 
mitted to the office of clerk of the market, 
or coroner, ſhall take a corporal oath on the 
holy Goſpel of God, before the recorder or town- 
clerk of the borough aforeſaid, for the time be- 
ing, that they will well and faithfully execute 
all matters relative to the ſaid office, within the 
borough aforeſaid, the liberties and precincts there- 
of. And we do give and grant, by theſe preſents, 
power to the ſaid recorder and town clerk of the 
borough aforeſaid, for the time being, or to cither 
of them, of adminiſtering ſuch oath for us, our 
heirs, and ſucceſſors. 

And further we will, of our eſpecial grace, for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, and have ordained 
and eſtabliſhed by theſe preſents, and of our eſpe- 
cial grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, 
have granted to our ſaid bailifts and burgeſſes of 
the borough aforeſaid, and their ſucceffors, that 
they the laid bailiffs and burgeſſes, or the mijor 
part of them, for the time being, being aſſembled 
as atorclaid, may and ſhall have the power, from 
henceforth and for ever, to ele& for every par- 
liament of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, to be 
held within this our realm of England, two bur- 
geſſes, to come and act in parliament for the ſaid 
boroug; and that the ſaid burgeſſes, ſo elected 
for parliament, and returned by the ſheriff of the 
ſaid county of Worceſter for the time being, into 
the chancellary of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors,

And further, we have given and granted, 
and, by theſe preſents, for us, our heirs and ſuc- 
ceſſors, do give and grant, to the ſaid baililt 
and burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid, and their 
ſucceſſors, and we do direct and ſtrictly command 
for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, all ſheriffs, ot- 
ficers and ſervants of us, our heirs and ſucceſ- 
ſors, for the ſaid county of Worceſter, for the time 
being, to whom any writ or writs of us, our bels 
and ſucceſſors, concerning the election of burge!- 
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ſes to ſerve within the ſaid county, now are, or 
hereafter ſhall be directed, that every officer or 
ſervant of ſuch ſheriff, to whom ſuch writ or writs 
ſhall be directed, do iſſue his precept to the bai- 
liffs and burgeſſes of the borough of Wich or 
Droitwich, for the time being, for the election and 
return of the ſaid two burgeſles of parliament, ac- 
cording to the form and etfect of the ſaid writ or 
writs: and theſe our letters patent, or inrollments 
of the ſame, ſhail be ſufticient warrant and di- 
charge in that behalf ro the ſaid bailifts and bur- 
geſſes of the borough aforeſaid, and ro all and 
ſingular the (herifls, officers, and ſervants what- 
ſoever, of ns, our heirs and ſucceſſors. 

And further we will, and by theſe preſents, for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, have granted, that 
the bailiffs of the borough aforeſaid for the time 
being, and the clerk of the recogniſance due ac- 
cording to the ſtatute de Mercatoribus, and ſta- 
tate of Acton Burnel V, to be taken and aſſigned 
in the manner and form after exprefled in theſe 
preſents, and mentioned as appurtaining, from 
henceforth and for ever, may have full power and 
authority of taking and receiving any recognizances, 
or executions, to be thence made, according to 
the form of the ſtatute de Mercatoribus, and ſta- 
tute of Acton Burnel lately enacted; and of do- 
ing and executing all things which by the force 
of the ſaid ſtatutes, or any of them, to any mayor, 
or any clerk, in any city or borough corporate, 
within our realm of England, relative to recogni- 
zances due according to the form of the ſtatute 
aforeſaid, or either of them, belongeth or doth 
or may belong.

to keep the leſſer ſeal abovementioned, and to do 
and execute all other things which belong to any 
clerk of the recognizances, according to the form 
of the ſtatutes, or either of them, doth belong to 
do and execute, 

And further we will and grant the ſaid bai- 
lis and burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid, and 
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their ſucceſſors, ard by theſe preſents for us, out 
heirs and ſucceſſors, have ordained, that after the 
death or removal of the f:id Roger Glaſbroke 
(which Roger Glaſbroke we will tall be amove— 
able, for a reafunable cauſe, by the ſaid bailiffs 
and burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid, or the 
major part of them ſo aflembled as aforeſaid) 
that the town-clerk of rhe faid borough for the 
time being may and ſhall be, in all future times, 
clerk of us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, for recog- 
nizances of debts, according to the form of the 
ſtatutes aforeſaid, or cither of them, for the tak— 
ing, tranſcribing, enrolling, and tor preſerving 
the ſaid records, and for kceping the lefler kind of 
ſeal aforeſaid; and further to do and execute 
all things which to any clerk of recognizance of 
debts, according to the form of the ſtatutes afore- 
ſaid, or either of them, doth belong to do and 
execute; and finally we make, ordain, and con- 
ſtitute, by theſe preſents, the town-clerk of the

And further we will, and, by theſe preſents, for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, have granted, con- 
ficmed, ratified, and approved, to the ſaid bailiffs 
and burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid, and their 
ſucceſtors, all and all kinds of charters and grants 


of our predeceſſors, and likewiſe all and all kinds of 
fairs, ferries, liberties, franchiſes, immunities, ex- 
emptions, priviledges, acquittances, juriſdictions, 
cuſtoms, lands, tenements, waſtes, voids, lands, 
commons, profits, emoluments, and hereditaments 
whatſoever, which the bailiffs and burgeſſes of the 
borough atoreſaid now have, hold, uſe, and enjoy, 
or which any of them, or their predeceſſors, by what-

patent, without oppoſition or impediment of us, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, or any oflicers or ſervants 
of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors whatſoever. 

Willing that the ſaid bailis and burgeſſes of 
the borough aforeſaid, or their ſucceſſors, or any 
of them, by reaſon of theſe premiſſes, or any part 
thereof, be not oppoſed, diſturbed, or vexed, by 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, our juſtices, ſherifls, ' 
eſcheators, or other bailifls or ſervants of us, our 
heirs or ſucceſſors : willing moreover that the ſaid 
bailiffs and burgeſles be not in the leaſt diſturbed, 
moleſted, hindered, or compelled to anſwer, by any 
of our juſtices, officers, or ſervants, for the law-

THE 
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N the earlieſt records the lands are men- 
tioned in general as lying in Wich, with- 
out being aſſigned to any particular pariſh or 
manor. It is therefore impoſſible at this diſ- 
tance of time to arrange the account of them 
under its proper diviſions, unleſs where the 
deſcents can be traced. As Domeſday-Book 
may be ſuppoſed, from its great antiquity, to 
abound with theſe difficulties; I hope to be 
excuſed for lay ing the extracts from it relat- 
ing to Wich in a collected view before the 
reader. 
Half a hide in Wich belonged to the palace 
of Glouceſter | a]. 
The church of St. Denys held one hide in 
Wich. There were eighteen burgeſſes, who 
paid 48. Gd. and a phat of brine, that brought 
20d. []. 
The church of St. Peter, at Glouceſter, 
held half a hide in Wich: and it had the 
ſame ſervices as the king's half hide belong- 
ing to Glouceſter [e]. | 
One hide was in the demeſne of St. Peter's 
at Meſiminſter, did not geld, and was held by 
two prieſts [d]. | 
Nigellus, a phyfician, held one hide in 
Wich of the houſe or church of &. Guthlac. 
There were nine burgeſſes, paying 30s. for 
phats, and other things [e]. 
Ralf de Todeni held one hide in Wich, and 
Walter held it of him [V). 
Roger de Lact held half a hide. Aluric 
Mapeſone had formerly held it. 
There were eleven burgeſſes, and a phat 
and half that paid thirty-two mitts and a 
half of ſalt, This manor belonged to his 
manor of Hereford [g]. 
Herald, ſon of earl Ralf, held of the king 
one hide in Wich. There were twenty bur- 
geſſes, with ſeven phats, paying fifty mitts 
of falt. It had been, and was then, worth 
408. [G]. | 
William Fits Carbucion held Witone, in 
Wich, of the king. Tuini, a thane of king 
Edward, had held it. "There were two hides.

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In demeſne were two carucates, and eighteen 
bordars, and a prieſt with one carucate. Four 
ſervants and a maid. And in Worceſter one 
burgeſs, who paid two ſhillings. And three 
phats, paying ſixty mitts of ſalt, and part of 
a phat, paying ten mitts. And half a lewe 
of wood. It had been, and was at that time, 
worth 3]. [i. 

%% D' Abetot held Witune, in Wich, and 
Gunfrid held it of him. The church of 
Eveſham had held it in the time of Edward 
the Confeſſor. There was half a hide. In 
demeſne was one carucate, and two ſervants, 
and two bordars, and ſeven burgeſſes in Wich, 
and a phat and half, paying god. It had been 
worth 20s. ; was then worth 155. One Ul- 
viet gave this land to the church of Eveſham, 
and laid the deed of gift upon the altar when 
his ſon Alviet was made a monk there. This 
happened in the fifth year of the reign of 
king Edward the Confeſſor. Afterward, 
abbot Alwin leaſed this land to his uncle for 
life. He was flain in the war of Harold 
againſt the Norwegians, and the church took 
poſſeſſion of it again before king William 
came into England; and the ſaid abbot held 
it as long as he lived. His ſucceſſor Walter 
alſo held it more than ſeven years [Z]. 


SAINT ANDREW's. 


The priory of Deerhurft, in the county of 
Glouceſter, ſubordinate to the monaſtery of 
St. Denys, in France, had ſome intereſt in 
this pariſh; till Edward III. during the war 
with France, took the poſſeſſions of the alien

was alio appropriated to the priory of Dcer- 
hurſt, and ſeized upon at the ſame time by 
the king ]; it ſeems, however, to have been 
reſtored to them afterwards.

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In 1359, the biſhop terminated a diſpute 
between John de Kyrketon, rector of St. 
Andrews, and his pariſhioners, about the 
cuſtody of the books, veſtments, and other 
things uſed in the church, by ordering that 
the rector ſhould have the care of all the 
articles found at his own expence ; that he 
might alſo keep thoſe provided by the pariſh- 
ioners, on giving ſecurity for the ſafety of 
them ; but if he ſhould be unwilling to take 
upon him this charge, the pariſhioners were 
directed to appoint any other perſon to keep 
them in whom they could confide.

Know ye, that we of our eſpecial 
grace and mere motion, to have geven and 
graunted, and by theſe preſents do geve and 
graunt, unto our dayly oratour and ſubject 
Sir Richard Cornewall, clerk, for terme of 
his naturall lyef, our ſervice of Seynt Richard, 
within our church of St. Andrewe, in Dray- 
tewiche, within our county of Worcetour, 
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with the profit thereunto belonging; that is, 
to witt, four bullaryes of ſalte water, other- 
wiſe called Seynt Richardes vautes, lying and 
being in our ſalte-well in Upper-Wiche, and 
four marks, ſterlings, yeerly, to be payed by 
the handes of our bayliffs there for the tyme

ners of St. Mary Witton, that their pariſh

inſufficient for the ſupport of a miniſter, had 
long been void, and the cure of ſouls neg- 
lected: that the reQtorv of St. Andrews was 
but of the yearly value of 61. 138. 4d. and 
ſituated in the midſt of a populous market 
town; the rectory of St. Mary Witton, of 
the yearly value of 361. was without a church, 
and the pariſhioners obliged to reſort to the 
church of St. Andrew; that, notwith- 
ſtanding the ſaid union by letters patent, ſome 
ill-diſpoſed perſons, ſeeking their own profit 
rather than the good of the people, had en- 
deavoured to procure the great ſeal for St. 
Mary Witton diſtin& from St. Andrew's, and 
carry away the maintenance without othciat- 
ing in the cure. It enacts therefore, that, 
for the encouragement of a learned and or- 
thodox miniſter, the ſaid pariſhes of St. An- 
drew and St. Mary Witton be united and 
made one entire pariſh, and that the faid 
church of St. Andrew be the pariſh church, 
and that all the inhabitants reſort thereto ; 
that there be for ever hereafter one parſon ; 
and that he enjoy all houſes, glebe-lands, and 
tithes belonging to both the ſaid parſonages : 
provided that this act ſhall not extend to 
prejudice or bar the right of Cave Beck [Y, 
clerk, preſented to the rectory of St. Mary 
Witton by his majeſty, under the great ſcal 
of England. 

At the petition of the inhabitants, biſhop 
Lloyd, in the year 1700, conſcerated jor a 
burial ground a part of the parſon's garden 
adjoining to the church, containing in length 
from the eaſt gate at the eaſt end of the 
church ſouthward forty-eight yards; from 
the body of the church ſouthward, nineteen ; 
and from the new wall lately erected welt- 
ward, ſixteen ; for which they obliged them- 
ſelves to pay to the rector 208. yearly [4]. 

By Henry VIII's original valor of this dio- 
ceſe, a chantry appears to have been found- 
ed in this church by Thomas Walker, of the 
yearly value of 61. 138. 4d. 

By another original valor it is rated at 
61. 18. 5d. 

In 1293, this church and great part of 
the town, was deſtroyed by a fire, occaſioned 
by wood aſhes careleſsly thrown out. Some 
of the church walls ſeem to have eſcaped: 
the arch over the ſouth door is circular, and

Froxmore. In the ſame ; Sable a bend between 
two arms extended, Argent.

11, 1714, in the 58 year of her age. He 
died July 12, 1729, in the 81 year of 
his age.”

MR. Habingdon ſuppoſes this to have been 
the land recorded in Domeſday as held by 
Urſo D' Abetot. 5, John, the manor of Witone 
belonged to. Reynold de Pancefort [a]: he 
was alſo patron of the church; for at an 
aſſize held at Glouceſter the ſame year, before 
the king's juſtices William de Cantilupe, 
Simon de Pateſhull, Henry de Northampton, 
and Richard de Senig, the prior of Worceſter 
acknowledged that the advowſon of St. Mary, 
of Wich, with its appurtenances, was the 
right of Reynold de Pancefort ; and for this 
recognition Keynold granted to the prior a 
meſſuage without the town of Wich, and 
near the ſaid church [5]. 

Reynold de Pancefort gave alſo to the 
prior ſore lands near Wich, held of him by 
Reynold de Curnecha [c}. 

The lordſhip and patronage of St. Mary 
Witton came afterward to the Frenes, a fa- 
mily of great antiquity in theſe parts.

The prior and convent of Worceſter reco- 
vered lands in this pariſh 11 Edward III. by 
Richard Clent their attorney, againſt Richard 
Allot, and the like againſt John de Frox- 
mere, before the king's juſtices, John de 
Stonor, William de Share, and Richard Hil- 
lary, fitting then at York [e]. 

The Beauchamps, earls ot Warwick, heirs 
of Urſo D' Abitot, had ever a chief rent out 
of St. Mary Witton, till their attainder, 15 
Henry VII, on which the freeholders paid to 
the king 118. 1d. yearly for their rents [/]. 


The Cuvurcun. 


We have ſeen above that the rectory of 
St. Mary Witton was united with St. An- 
drew's, 13 Charles II. No remains are diſ- 
coverable of the buildings ot the church ; nor 
1s any account preſerved of its arms, monu- 
ments, or paintings. It ſtood on a riſing 
ground to the ſouth-weſt of the town, near 
the turnpike road, leading from Droitwich 
to Worceſter. Many human bones are ſeen 


here; part of the church-yard having been 


cut away to widen the road.

THE prior f Stodeley, or as M Dup- 
dale writes it, Studley, in the county of 
Warwick, was the antient lord of this pariſh, 
as appears in the exchequer, 28 Edward J.

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The Hos pITAL. 


In this pariſh is an hoſpital endowed by 
the will of the right honourable Henry Co- 
ventry. His executors by deed of leaſe and 
releaſe, dated April 10, 1688, conveyed to 
certain perſons therein named truſtees, and 
to thoſe who ſhould be named afterward, two 
eſtates near Droitwich, viz. Egg-Hill, and 
Berrow-Hill, lately purchaſed of Sir John 
Pakington, for the purpoſe of eſtabliſhing a 
workhouſe, and providing ſtock for the em- 
ployment of the poor in ſuch manner as the 
truſtees might think fit. The ſum of 10001. 
was likewiſe aſſigned for buying a ſpot of 
ground whereon to erect the workhouſe, and 
for compleating the building. 

Among the original truſtees were, Sir 
Harry Coningſby, of Areley, John Somers, 
of the city of Worceſter, eſq. afterward lord 
Somers, Sir Th6mas Street, of Cotheridge, 
Richard Naſh, eſq. of Worceſter, Richard 
Naſh and John Naſh, of Droitwich, gent. 

At firſt they inſtituted a manufacture; 
but finding that little benefit aroſe from this 
plan, as the poor people of the town who 
were able to work were chiefly employed in 
Ihe ſalt trade or in huſbandry, they took the 
inion of counſellor Vernon of Hanbury, 
any changed the workhouſe to an hoſpital for 


old men and women, 


It now affords a very 
comfortable maintenance for many poor 
perſons, 

The finances of this charity have been 
well attended to by ſome of the principal 
gentlemen in the county, truſtees, who have 
improved the rents of the eſtates from about 
120l. a year, to 260l. 

On a marble ſtone over the door of the 
hoſpital is this inſcription ; 

„ Henry Coventry, 
ſon to the right honourable Thomas lord 
Coventry, baron of Alleſborough, in this 
county, and lord keeper of the great ſeal of 
England, in the reign of king Charles I. 
after having ſerved his own maſter, king 
Charles II. in many weighty employments 
and embaſſies abroad, and at home eight years 
as his majeſty's principal ſecretary of ſtate ; 
he then withdrew from buſineſs, devoting 
himſelf towards a better life. He founded 
and endowed this workhouſe, that the in- 
duſtry of the indigent perſons therein placed 
might make this charity comfortable to them-

The vicarage is endowed with all the 
great tithes, except thoſe of the demeſne 
lands.

In the ſouth window of the church were 
the arms of Corhet, of Chadeſley-Corbet. 

In the body of the church was a ſtonꝰ with 
this inſcription : “ John Wyth, gentleman, 
ſon and heir of John Wyth, and Elizabeth, 
his wife, who was daughter and heir to 
William Wych: he was buried Nov. 21, 
1557. 

Iſabell, wife to the ſaid John Wyth, 
daughter and heir to the ſon and heir of 
John Moore, and Roſe his wife; which Roſe 
was daughter and heir to William Brace. 
The ſaid Ifabell, was buried March 3o, 
1545. | 

In a north chapel, under an arch on a 
mural monument, is the effigies of ſer- 
jeant Wild, in his ſcarlet robes and coif, 
with a ſcroll in his kand, leaning with his 
left hand on a cuſhion. On the top of 
the arch are his arms; Argent, on a chief Sa- 
ble three martlets of the field, quartering 
Argent, a croſs Sable, Wall; a family once 
of great eſtimation and wealth in Wych. 
On the pillars are the arms of Huddle/ton 
and others. Under the arch this in- 
| ſcription : 

„Here lyeth the body of George Wyld, 
of the Haryots, late ſerjeant at law, who 
married Fraunceys, ſecond daughter of Sir 
Edmund Huddleſtone, of Swaſton, in the 
county of Cambridge, knt. and by her had 
iſſue: John, his eldeſt ſon, who took to wife 
Anne, eldeſt daughter of Thomas Harris, 
of Tongue-caſtle, by Eleanor (ſome time 
Gifford) his wife: George, his ſecond ſon : 
Elizabeth, his daughter, eſpouſed to Walter 
Blount, eſq. and Dorothy, whom God took 
young. He died on Good Friday, the 27th 
day of March, A. D. 1616, at. ſuæ 66,

whoſe ſoul and memory are bleſſed. In me- 
moria eterna erit juſtus,” See the engraving 
of this monument under the article Beoly. 
This tomb ſtands on the weſt wall, 
north and ſouth, but his body lies eaſt and 
weſt; and near him his wife under a white 
ſtone, with the following inſcription in braſs: 
Here heth the body of Frances Wyld, 
widow, late wife of George Wyld, ſerjeant 
at law, daughter of Sir Edmund Huddle- 
ſton, in the county of Cambridge, knt. el- 
deſt ſon of Sir John Huddleſton, knt. captain 
of the guards, and privy counſellor to queen 
Mary. She departed this life on St. An- 
drew's day, A. D. 1630. Bona ct fidelis in 
vita, pia et patiens in morte.” Upon the 
ſame ſtone are the arms of her father. Mr. 
Habingdon tells us ſhe was lineally deſcend- 
ed from a co-heir of the marquis Montacute, 
and by him from Edward Montacute, earl 
of Saliſbury, who married Alice, ſecond 
daughter and co-heir of Thomas Brotherton, 
earl of Norfolk, and marſhal of England, 
ſecond ſon of king Edward the firſt. * And 
to conclude, faith he, with Mr. George 


Wyld, ſerjeant at law, he tempered his

learning with that juſtice as paſſing his life 
* without offence to any he peaceably ended 
his days, and left behind him the odor of 
a good fame [5], 

In the eaſt window of the ſouth chapel, 
Lozenges Or and Vert. And in the ſouth 
window of the ſame chapel ; Sable, three ca- 
tharine wheels, two and one, the loweſt 
pierced with a ſword Argent, empaling, 
Gules, three flames, Or. Under this window 
inthe church-yard was the portraiture of a wo- 
man, her hands joined, and on her garment 
a Catharine wheel. This is now removed. 


The CHAPEL on the bridge. 


There was formerly dependent on this 
church a chapel erected on the bridge 
in Droitwich, and through the middle of 
the chapel paſſed the high road leading to 
Bromſgrove : the reading-deſk and pulpit 
being on the one fide of the road, and the 
congregation fitting on the other [c]. 

In the windows of this chapel were

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1 meet with very few particulars concern- 
ing this pariſh on record. The Pacbingtons ap- 
pear to have had ſome eſtate here. The tithes 
belonged in the time of king Charles I. to 
Sir John Packington, bart. who in 1643 
conveyed the ſame to his firſt (or ſecond) 
couſin Thomas Packington of Droitwich, 
eſq. as alſo the tithes and other appurte- 
nances in Wichbould [a]. This Thomas 
Packington, dying in 1653, left two daugh- 
ters his co-heirefſes ; viz. 1. Mary the el- 
deſt, afterwards wife of Arthur Lowe of 
the Lowe, near Lindridge, gent. who inhe- 
rited the rectory and tithes of St. Nicholas; 
which from her have deſcended to her 
great-grandſon the Rev. Mr. William Clerve- 
land, rector of All Saints, in Werceſter, 
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and he is at preſent poſſeſſed of the ſame: 
2. Anne, the other daughter and coheireſs 
of Thomas Packington, who was unmar- 
ried in 1675, and appears to have inherited 
the other moiety of his eſtate.

This pariſh is bounded eaſt by Hanbury 
and Hadſor, weſt by Hampton Lovet, north 
by Stoke-Prior and Uptqn-Warin, and fouth 
by Wich. All the pariſh, except the ſmall 
part lying in Droitwich, is in the upper 
diviſion of Halfſhire hundred. 
| Becauſe the church only hath any con- 
nection with the town of Droitwich, though 
that indeed ſtands without the liberties, I 
ſhall in this article depart from my ufual 
order, and, after mentioning what little con- 
cerns ſo much of the town as belongs to 
this pariſh, begin with the account of the 
church. 


The Frlary of Sr. Avousrtin's:. 


Thomas Beauchamp earl of Warwick, ſon 
of Thomas, and father of Richard, founded 
a convent of Auguſtin friars, with an an- 
choret's cell, in Wich, about the year 1 358. 
The following deed, whereby the right of pre- 
ſenting to the cell is reſerved to the ſaid 
Thomas and his ſucceſſors, is, I believe, the 
only one now extant relating to this friary, 
and therefore I give it at length as in the 
original.

Doth give, grant, alien, and con- 
firm unto the {aid Thomas Packington, his heires and aſſignes for ever, all the tythes of corn, grain, 
and hay, &c. within the manor or pariſh of Wichbould, in the ſaid county of Worceſter ; and all 
that Water Corn-mill in or near Wichbould, ſometime parcell of the diſſolved priory of Weſls 
wood, &c. And alſo all that Salt-pit in Wichbould, &c. | with adjoining buildings, and with other 
meſſuages and lands enumerated]. And ALso all that the Rectory and Parſonage of Sr. Nichol- as in 
Droitwich aforeſaid, and all: manner of tythes, &c. thereto appertaining, &c. &c.“

This friary, including an anchorite's cell, 
was diſſolved by Henry VIII. The land 
was given to Mr. Thomas Gierſe, whoſe 
ſon ſold it to Mr. Hugh Daſbfeyld, in whoſe 
family it long remained. It is now the 
property of Henry Cecil eſquire, in right of 
his wife. 


The Cnc. 


In the Conqueror's reign the patronage of 
Duderhull was annexed to the manor of 
Wichband, then belonging to Olbert the ſon 
of Richard or Fitz-Richard [5]. He gave 
Duderhull, together with Boraſton. in Stat- 
foraſhire, a member of the barony of Bur- 
ford, to the priory of Worceſter [e]; which 
gift was confirmed by Hugh de Say his fon ;. 
and alſo by Sampſon biſhop of this dioceſe [d), 
and his ſucceſſor Theolwald [e]. Oſbert the 
ſon of Hugh confirmed the grant of the 
church to the convent, reſerving the two 
next preſentations to himſelf and his hers. 
His deed received farther validity from the 
aflent of Roger biſhop of Worceſter, March 
27, 1175, and afterward by that of pope 
Lucius. In 1178 the ſaid Oſbert preſented 
Adam the fon of Edwin to the prior; and 
the prior preſented him to the biſhop, who 
inſtituted him with this condition, that

Ernald the prieſt ſhould hold the benefice dur- 
ing his life, paying Adam thirteen pence year- 
ly, whereby he might be enabled to enter in 
the name of the monks, and the ſame to 
hold of them at the yearly rent of half a 
mark [ F |. Baldwin biſhop of Worceſter, after- 
wards archbiſhop of Canterbury, appropri- 
ated a hundred ſhillings yearly out of the 
parſonage to the prior and convent Ig, and 
this appropriation was confirmed by Osbert 
de Say, Hugh his brother, and William the 
ſucceeding biſhop | 5]. 

Theſe proceedings in favour of the prior 
and convent were oppoſed by the abbeis of 
Fontevraud in Normandy. She figniftied by 
letter to the abovementioned Roper biſhop of 
this ſee, that Osbert the fon of Hugh de Say 
had given the church of Duderhull to the 
poor nuns of Weſtwood, who were {ubor- 
dinate to her. And referred the determi- 
nation of the matter to the biſhop, Ralph 
Fitz Stephen who ſeems to have been king's 
chamberlain, Michael Belet, and the afore- 
{aid Osbert. It was at laſt compromiſed in 
1178. The prior and convent aſſigned to 
the nuns of Weſtwood all the land of 
Clethal, otherwiſe Overhall, with a meadow 
and other appurtenances ; the tithes of what- 
erer lands in the pariſh of Duderhull be- 
longed to the nuns, viz. the tithes of Weſt- 
wood, Clethale, and Cruche ; and alſo the 
offerings and obventions of all who dwelt on 
thoſe lands |]. 

In 1221, a claim was made to the ad- 
-vowſorr of Doderhill by William de Stu- 
teville in right of his wife Margaret, who 
derived her defcent from Hugh the younger 
brother of Osbert de Say. The prior and 
convent mamtained that although Hugh was 
next heir to Osbert, he was never poſſeſſed 
of the preſentation ; that he never made any 
deed of gift in his life-time ; that he died 
in the wars in Wales; and that if any ſuch 
deed could be produced it was forged after 
his death. Upon which it was concluded, 
that the claimants ſhould receive. no benefit 


by their action: and the prior recovered 
polletiion [4].”

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Caſſi, and John Hackedun, compounded with 
Thomas de Cantalupe rector of Doderhill 


(which rectory he vacated on his promotion to 


the fee of Hereford in 1275) for the tithes 
of ſalt- pits within this pariſh 3 and agreed to 
pay him one quarter of ſalt yearly for every 
tour pans, and half a quarter for every two 
pans, at the time of boiling | /]. 

In 1301 biſhop Giffard appropriated the 

church of Doderhull to the prior and con- 
vent [], and about the ſame time he inſti- 
tated. a vicarage [x]. But in 1303, Robert 
archbiſhop of Canterbury made void the 
appropriation [-], perhaps at the inſtance of 
the king: for very ſoon after, the crown 
recovered the preſentation of the church of 
Doderhill againſt the prior and convent, 
cauſe it had been appropriated without 
the royal conſent. However, on payment 
of a fine, they were reinſtated by letters 
patent, dated 33 Edw. I. [y]. 

The monks do not ſeem to have kept 
poſſeſſion of it. In 1312 they repreſented 
the impoveriſhed ſtate of their monaſtery to 
Walter biſhop of Worceſter, and begged 
him to grant them the church of Doderhill, 
of which they were patrons, towards their 
relief. The biſhop, certified by inquiſition 
of their loſſes and wants, appropriated the 
ſame to them at Michaelmas in the follow- 
ing year; reſerving to himſelf or his ſuc- 
ceſſors the power of ordaining a vicarage of 
the yearly value of twenty marks [y]. This 
appropriation was confirmed by the ſame 
biſhop in 1317, after his tranſlation to the 
ſee of Canterbury; and by the prior and 
chapter of Canterbury in 1330 [J. 

The church of Doderhill was appropriated 
a third time to the prior and convent in 1233 
by biſhop Horleton, who had a commiſhon 
for that purpoſe from the pope Ig]; and 
king Edward III. in the eighth year of his 
reign confirmed the pardon granted them 
by Edward I. [I. 

After the difiolution of religious houſes, 
July 18, 4 Edward VI. the king granted to 
Robert Catlin and Peter Wainwright all the 
rectory and the church of Doderhill. They 
fold them October 28 following to William 
and Gilbert Dethicke. Of the Dethickes

In the middle aile of the nave on a plain 
ſtone without arms or portraiture : 

« Hic jacet dominus Johannes Caſſey, 
miles, qui obiit 22 Mart. anno Domini 1414.

« Here lyeth the body of William Brace 
eſquyre, and Margery hys wyte. Hee dyed 
Sept. 4, 1543 3 ſheedyed . . .

Near this place lyeth the body of Philip 
Brace of Doverdale in this county, eſquire, 
patron of this church, who departed this life 
the firſt of May, anno Domini 1671, aet. ſuae 
60. As alſo the bodies of his three ſons, 
John, Samuel, and Philip, who all died 
batchelors, in the flower of their age, three 
years after their father; which ſons and five 
daughters he had by Elizabeth his wife, 
daughter of John Waſhbourn of Wickenford 
in this county, eſquire: one of which daugh- 
ters, viz. Mercy, now dame Mercy Clarke, 


reli of fir Simon Clarke, of Salford in the 


county of Warwick, baronet, hath erected 
this ſmall monument in memory of her be- 
loved father and brothers.” 

Lower towards the north fide of the 
church was an antient raiſed monument, 
with the figures of a man and woman. 
At the head of the' man two angels. At 
his feet a talbot. Two little dogs with 
collars, bells, and chains, at the feet of the 
woman. The beard of the man appeared 
under his beaver ; and he was giving his 
hand to the woman. No arms or inſcription 
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was left to denote the perſons here interred: 
But from obſerving a painting of lord Beau- 
champ and his wife in the church of Hadſor, 
where he was repreſented with a long beard, 
and in the ſame attitude of giving his hand, 


Mr. Habingdor. ſuppoſes this monument to 
have been erected to their memory [2].

In.the church-yard was a low tomb, and 
engraven thereon a croſs, and what Mr. 
Habingdon calls a pair of pincers. They 
were rather ſheers, implying that the perſon 
there buried was concerned in the woollen 
manufactory.

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In this pariſh was formerly an hoſpital 
ſubordinate to the priory of Worceſter. It 
was founded in the reign of Edward I. by 
Walter de Dovere, rector of the church of 
Duddurhull, and endowed with lands, poſſeſ- 
ſions, and tenements, lying in the pariſhes of 
Witton and in Wich, given him for that 
purpoſe by the abbot and convent of St. Pe- 
ter at Glouceſter, on the payment of fifty 
marks ſterling. The eſtabliſhment conſiſted 
of a maſter and brethren : and the prior and 
convent of Worceſter were aſſigned patrons 
of the ſaid hoſpital [g]. 

In 1326, Wolſtan, prior of Worceſter, 
preſented Sir John de. Glouceſter, prieſt, to 
the maſterſhip of this hoſpital. He was 1n- 
ſtituted by the biſhop. William de la Hull 
was preſented in 1349.

nugebury, chaplain, was preſented to the 
cuſtody of this hoſpital, commonly called the 
Spittal, with lands, poſſeſſions, rents, bulla- 
ries, and other things belonging thereto. 

Robert Boleyn, prieſt, was maſter in

The hoſpital probably fell with the re- 
ligious houſes, The poſſeſſions of. it were 
ſoon after in the Braces. The ſite of it now 
belongs to Mr. Gilbert Penrice. 

In Henry VIII's original valor of this dio- 
ceſe occurs, © Hoſpitale ſive cantaria in ec- 
clefia parochiali de Duderhill valet per ann. 
81.” Another valor of 26 Hen. VIII. rates 
it at 1ol. per ann.

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I come now to ſpeak of the manors and places in the pariſh of Doderhill: and firſt of 


WICHB30OLD. 


At the time of the Conqueror's Survey, - 


Wicelbold was held by Oſbern Fiiz Richard, 
Earl Godwin had formerly held it. There 
were eleven hides, four of which were free 
from geld. In demeſne was one carucate, 
and there might have been two more caru- 
cates, and nineteen villans, and twenty-ſeven 
bordars, with eighteen carucates. 'There 
were two ſervants, and five mills, that paid 
four pounds eight ſhillings, and twenty-ſix 
ſalt· pans, paying four pounds twelve ſhillings, 
and thirteen burgeſſes in Wich, who mowed 
for their lord two days in Auguſt and March, 
and did ſervice at the hall or mauor- place. 
A wood of one mile. In the time of Ed- 
ward the Confeflor, and afterward, it was 
worth fourteen pounds. At the ſurvey, fif- 
teen pounds [e]. 

Oſbern Fitz Richard was ſucceeded: by his 
ſon and heir Hugh de Say. After ſome years 
Margaret, heir of the Says, and wife of 
Robert de Mortimer, brought this manor 
among many others to their iſſue the Mor- 
timers: in which name it continued till Joan, 
daughter and coheir of Hugh de Mortimer, 
and wife of Richard Talbot, brother of Gil- 
bert, lord Talbot, 15 Edward III. left it to 
her deſcendants, the Talbots, lords of Ri- 
chard's-caſtle [4]. 

20 Edward III. fohn Talbot was chief 
lord of Wichbold, Imeneye, Aſtwood Ro- 
bert, Elmerugge, Purſhull, and Aſtwood, 
called ſometimes Aſtwood Meynel, which 
Hugh de Mortimer had held [-]. All theſe 
places, except Aſtwood Meynel, are within 
the pariſh of Doderhill, and will be mentioned 
hereafter. 

The Talbots continuing for ſome deſcents 
lords of Richard's-caſtle, their inheritance 
was divided between two daughters, coheirs, 
Elizabeth, wife of Warin L'Archdecon, and

Philippa, wife of Matthews Gorney. The 
lands in this pariſh were aſſigned to EA rl, 
and pafled afterward by L' Archdecon's heir, 
to the Lucyes [f]. 7 Henry VI. they were eſ- 
timated at three Knight's fees, or rather more, 
and held by Pater Lucy [J. 

Ia the reign of Edward IV. the eſtate of 
the Lucyes fell by heirs general to Yauls and 
Corbet, who transferred it by ſale to various 
perſons. 

Thomas Carowe, couſin and heir of John 
Carowe, was lord of Wichbold, 6 Edward 
VI. It came afterward by purchaſe to the

the Conqueror's reign Cſbern Fits Richard 
held Elmerige. A/diet had held it in the 
time of the Confeſſor. There were eight 
hides ; three of which the county teſtified to 
be free from geld. There were eight villans, 
and twenty- ſix bordars, with ten carucates; 
and there might have been ten more caru— 
cates, One tervant, and a falt-phat, worth" 
four ſhillings, and fifty acres of meadow. A 
wood one mile in length and half a mile in 
breadth. In the time of Edward the Con- 
teflor, it was worth a hundred ſhillings ; at 
the ſurvey fifty [I]. 

The lords of Richard's-caſtle continued 
lords paramount 'of Elmbridge, as was izen 
above. Some perſons of diſtinckion held it 
under them. In the reign of Edward J. 
Yuardus de Elmruge held the fourth part of 
a knight's fee of William de Stuteville [J. 
Reynold de Harewode alſo held? lands of 
Stuteville in the ſame village [/]. After 


this Reynold de Elmrugge held of John 
Talbot.

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33 Henry VII. by marriage of Anne Elm- 
bridge, ſiſter, and heir of Thomas de Elm- 
bridge, with John Danet, that family ſuc- 
ceeded in this place, where they flouriſhed 
till about the year 1765, when the manor 
and farm of Elmbridge were ſold to Mr. Pen- 
rice, of Salford, in the county of Warwick. 
The chapelry pays to the land-tax at 48. in 
the pound, 851. 128. to the poor for the year 
1775, 105]. 

In 1637, the chancelor of the dioceſe of 
Worceſter iſſued a judgment on a long de- 
pending controverſy, and ordered the inhabi- 
tants of Elmbridge to pay a third part to- 
wards the repairs of the mother-church and 
ornaments thereof; particularly the repairs 
of the pulpir, pulpit-cloth, books, ſurplice, 
clock, and church-yard mounds. 

In the north aile of Elmbridge-chapel are 
ſome inſcriptions to the Purſhulls. . 

Near this place reſteth the body of Ed- 
mund Purſhull, gent. who was buried, May

In the time of Edward the Confeflor it was 
worth forty-five ſhillings; at the Survey, 
twenty-ſeven ſhillings [m]. 

In the reign of Edward I. Walter + 
Cokeſey held three parts of half a knight's 
fee in Cokeſey, of William de Beauchamp [n]. 
7 Henry VI Hugh Cokeſey . held half a 
knight's fee in Grafton and Little Cokeſey, 
which once belonged to Edmund de Grafton, 
and which John de Grafton and Hugh de 
Cokeſey had formerly held. The ſame Hugh 
de Cokeſey held half a'knights fee in great 
Cokeſey and Kynton, once the land of Wil- 
liam de Kynton, and formerly held by Hugh 
de Cokeſey and Nic olas Somers [e]. 

The earls of Warwick ſtill continued lords 
paramount of this manor, till it fell by at- 
tainder to the crown. It was afterwards grant- 
ed to Mr. William Talbot, and with a great 
part of the lands, 1s now the property of his 
deſcendant the ear/ of Shrewſbury [p]. 

Badge-Court, where an earl of Shrewſ- 
bury reſided many years, belonged formerly 
to the Wintors, and is a very large pile of 
building;

12 John, Imney and Eſtwood were the 
inheritance of Robert Corbet ſr]. In the 
reign of Edward l. IWilliam Corbet held a 
knight's fee in Ymeneye of Thomas Corbet, 
which Thomas held of William de Stutevill, 
who held it of the king. And in Aſtwode, 
Robert held half a knight's fee, which 
Robert de Aftwode held of Thomas Corbet, 
Thomas of William de Stuteville, and W1l- 
liam de Stutevill of the king, in capite [5]. 
The ſame is confirmed in a record of 28 
Edwe I. William Corbet obtained charter war- 
ren for Imney, 3 Edw. III. []. 

The Corbets became afterwards, by mar- 
riage, lords of Cowlegh, a houſe and demeſne 
ſituated in the pariſhes of Leigh and Cradley. 
33 Henry VI. Thomas Corbet, a perſon of 
rank in this ſhire is ſaid in the Exchequer 
to be of Cowleygh. His ſon William Corbet 
dying without iflue in the reign of Hen. VII. 
left his eſtate (for the entite poſſeſſion of 
theſe lands came to the Corbets by deſcent 
from the lords of Richards Caſtle, as men- 
tioned in Wichbold) to his fiſters and co- 
heirs, Elizabeth wife of Ralph Hacklute, and 
Eleanor wife of Roger Harewell. Which 
Roger Harewell having three daughters and 
coheirs, Eleanor married to Thomas Roteſey, 
Elizabeth to John Pichard, and Margaret to 
Walter Couleygh, they and Hacklute equally 
dividing Imney, ſold the ſame to Mr. George 
Mall of Droitwich, from whom it deſcended 
to four daughters and coheirs. One of the 
coheirs was mother of Mr. Serjeant Vu 
abovementioned, who inherited three parts 
of Imney in her right [ſu]. The Wylds fold 
their eſtate to the Feleys, who exchanged it 
with Richard Naſh eſquire, for lands in 
NMartley Shrawley, &c. and it is now the 
property of Treadway Naſh D. D. [w].

Henry de Peremont granted to his ſon 
Walter and his heirs the land which John 
de la Anutherick ſometime held of him in 
the village of Perſhull, and the tillage which 
Alwerd de Steor had, extending from Worm- 
feyld to the way that led to the houſe of 
William de Cokefey, with a - meadow in 
Dogenham. For this grant the ſaid Walter 
was to pay 48. yearly, and to John de 
Awancote 6 d. and 1d. to the aforeſaid Henry 
at Chriſtmas.

In the reign of Edward I. Sibyll de Pere- 
mont held lands in Perſhull of the barony of 
William de Stuteville [2].

from a meadow of the ſaid Walter to 
a hedge of the ſaid field, and a croft called 
Ladycroft, with the meadow adjoining, a 
furlong called Hugyns-furlong, a furlong 
called Halley-acre furlong, 
called Merſh-furlong : in Halleyfelde, eight 
acres of arable land: and a meadow called 
Faggeborne Ruſheyn, in exchange for a 
waſte, and thirteen ſolidats and two denariats 
of yearly rent in Purſhull.

Cook of Purſhull. Witnefles, John Stormy, 
Richard. Clerk, John Noreyſe, Thomas

John Engliſh gave them a mill called

Cecilia de Turberville gave them her 
land in Kindon, they paying yearly to Tho- 
mas de Arderne and his heirs 12 d. on the 
feaſt of St. Peter, in Auguſt, which grant 
the ſaid Thomas confirmed.

Maud de Heintone daughter of William 
Vavaſour, the ſervice and homage due from 
certain lands and tenements in Hodinton.

William de Stoteville gaye up his be-

Mathew earl of Flanders gave the church 
of St. Nicholas in Wych, which his daugh- 
ter Ida, counteſs of Boulogne, and her uncle 
Philip, confirmed, and which Pharicius the 
chaplain held by gift of Mathew and re- 
ſigned to Ida, reſerving only 4s. yearly rent. 

Robert . . . of Caverugge gave them his 
eſtate in Caverugge for 5s. yearly rent, which 
was confirmed by Reginald and William de 
Benhale, on condition that the ſaid Robert 
their brother's daughter was admitted a nun 
there; and counteſs Ida confirmed this grant.

The nunnery ſtood where the kitchen- 
garden now is; there are no remains, only 
in digging they ſometimes find ſtone coffins, 
and foundations of buildings. 

After the diflolution of religious houſes, 
Weſtwood, with its demeſne lands, was grant- 
ed 30 H. VIII. to Sir John Pakington knight, 
in whoſe deſcendants it ſtill continues. It

tion from parochial burthens. 

The Pakingtons reſided firſt in their man- 
ſion at Hampton Lovet. When that was much 
damaged in the civil wars, they enlarged the 


houſe at Weſtwood, which had been built 


in the reign of queen Elizabeth as a lodge 
or banquetting-houſe, and made it the ploce 
of their abode. 

Weſtwood houſe conſiſts of a fave build- 
ing, from each corner of which projects a 
wing in the form of a parallelogram, and 
turretted, in the ſtile of the Chateau de 
Madrid near Paris, or Holland-houſe. It is 
ſituated on a riſing ground, and encircled 
with about two hundred acres of oak timber, 
The richneſs of the wood combining with 
the ſtatelineſs of the edifice forms a picture 
of ancient magnificence unequalled by any 
thing in this county. A lake deſigned to 
cover one hundred acres, and now extending 
itſelf over fixty, is a great ornament to the 
eaſtern fide of the park. Two views are en- 
graved, but I am ſorry to ſay, that neither 
of them have done the houſe juſtice. In the 
hall is a plan of the old houſe at Hampton. 

Here is likewiſe à portrait of Sir John 
Perrott, knight of the Bath, and lord licu- 
tenant of Ireland from 1583 to 1588, of a 
very ancient family in Pembrokeſhire. His 
mother was Mary daughter of James Berkeley, 
eſquire, ſecond ſon of lord Berkeley. Sir 
Robert Naunton in his“ Fragmenta Regalia,” 
intimates that he was a natural ſon of 
Henry VIII. If we compare, ſays he, his 
« picture, his qualities, geſture, and voice, 
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“ of the blood royal.” His firſt appearance 
at court was early in the reign of Edw. VI. 
He was arraigned of high-treaſon at Weſt- 
minſter, April 17, 1592, and received ſen- 
tence of death ; but did not ſuffer, for he 
died five months after in the Tower. He 
left one ſon, Sir Thomas Perrot, knight, 
who married Dorothy ſiſter to the favourite 
earl of Eſſex, by whom he had one or 
more daughters. Sir Thomas dying early, 
his widow married Henry Percy, the ninth 
earl of Northumberland, and his eſtate came 
afterwards by marriage to the Pakingtons [p]. 
His portrait is here engraved.

Morley, Fell, Gunning, and others, always 
met with hoſpitable entertainment here during:

ſome of theſe, the good lady Pakington, ag 
ſhe was called, is ſuppoſed to have written the 
valuable book, entituled, The Whole Duty of 
Man, which has been tranſlated into Latin, 
French, andWelch: her portrait is here inſerted. 

Lady Pakington's letters and prayers are 
marked with the eaſy familiar language of 
that book. And it has been aſſerted, that the 
original MS. in the hand- writing of this lady, 
and interlined with corrections by biſhop 
Fell, was ſome time in the poſſeſſion of her 
daughter Mrs. Ayre of Rampton, who often 
affirmed it to be the performance of her 
mother, adding, that ſhe was the author

1680, and ſoon after dean. After all, it may be {uppoſed, chat The Whole Duty of Man and The 
Dec of Chriſtlan Piety were both written by lady Pakington, though very amply and materially cor- 
rected by bithop Fell, betwech at »ilted a long and uninterrupied correſpondence. A 
friend who has taken ſome pains to inveſtigate this matter, has a claim upon my impartiality to give 
here the reſult of his enquiries, 

In 1687, was publiſhed from the Oxford preſs, a very beautiful edition in folio, of The works of the 
Author of the Nele Duty of Man; the preface to which is well known to have been written by biſhop Fell, 
who in it mentions ſuch other ſpurious pieces as had been publithed wader artful titles, to lead unwary 
readers into @ notion of their being by th? ſame author. The bithop farther aſſerts, that the pieccs contained 
in this volume were all written by the excellent author at ſeveral times, wwho did publiſh them apart in the 
ſame order as they were made: that having lived a whole age of great auſterities, he was tben dead. The 
frontiſpiece to this edition repreſents Moſes veiled, delivering the law to the people, and underneath 
this text of Scripture, Till Moſes had done ſpeaking he put a veil on his face. From whence it may be col- 
lected, that till atter the publication of his laſt work, rhe author had not diſcovered himſelf as the author 
of that, or any of the foregoing, and then only, as it ſhould ſeem, to ſome ſelect friends; in the 
number of which biſhop Fell, trom this preface, appears to have been, and to ſpeak of the author in 
the maſculine gender, and as having been the ſole writer of all the pieces contained in that volume. 
Concerning himſelt the author has mentioned very little in all the ſeveral pieces which he gave to 
the world, and which were conftantly announced in the title pages as being written by the author of 
the“ Whole Duty of Man,” and references made by the writer from one work to the other. In the 
preface to the © Decay of Chriſtian Piety,” publiſhed 1667, he mentions the conſequence of the great 
plague and fire to the city of London, as one who had been on the ſpot ; and in the work itſelf, Jet it 
be obſerved, that he quotes and refers to, not only the original Hebrew, but the Syriac and the Sep- 
tuagint verfions. In the © Lively Oracles,” ſect. VII. he mentions his having travelled in Popiſh coun- 
trics during the late troubles, and particularly having been in France. | 

Let it be further obſerved, that to the firſt edition of the © Whole Duty of Man,” printed in 1659, 
there is prefixed, a letter from Dr. Henry Hammond to the printer, dated March 7, 1657, from which 
it appears, that Dr. Hammond had never ſeen the MS. before, and that the author of it was un— 
known to him, and that fome confiderable time elapſed after Dr. Hammond had given his high com- 
mendation of the work before it was publiſhed. Now it is well known that Dr. Hammond at this 
time hved. in lady Pakington's houſe, where he died in 1660; and this probably will account for a 
copy of this work in lady Pakington's hand-writing being found after her death; for, as the poſ- 
ſellor of the original MS. does not appear to have been in any hurry to commit it to the preſs after 
he had ſhewn it to Dr. Hammond, it is not improbable that lady Pakington's zeal and piety might 
lead her to make a tranſcript of what appeared to her ſo valuable a treaſure.

to her grandſon, to ſay, that the deterved to be called and eſteemed the authreſs of the © Whole Duty 
of Man.” Yer, if ſhe was, the muſt have been the authreſs of all the other works publiſhed under 
this name, and the moſt zealous advocate for her having been the author of the Whole Duty of 
Man” haz never yet attempted to lay any claim on her account to the other works, 
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At the Revolution the doors of Weſtwood 
were open to ſome perſons who ſcrupled to 
take the oaths to king William, Dean Hickes 
wrote here great part of his Linguarum 
Septentrionalium Theſaurus; and the preface 
to his Grammatica Anglo-Saxonica 1s dedi- 
cated to Sir John Pakington: In it he gives the 
following declamatory deſcription of Weſt- 


wood. ** Ibi porticus, atria, propylæa, horti, 


ambulacra clauſa et ſubdialia, recta et ſinuoſa, 
omnia ſtudiis commoda : ibi luci, filvac, ne- 
mora, prata, ſaltus, planities, paſcua, et nihil

DUDLEY. 
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Anciently written Dudelei, a vicarage in what was formerly part of Clent 
hundred, now in the lower diviſion of Halfshire, and in the deanry 
of Kidderminſter, is bounded on the eaſt by Tividale and Rowley Regis, 
on the weſt by Kings Swinford, on the ſouth by Rowley Regis, and on 
the north by Tipton and Sedgley; all in Staffordſhire [a]. 


2 O, the famous Saxon, raiſed a ſtrong 
fortification here which remamed till 
the Conqueſt [a]. 

In the Conqueror's reign, William Fitz 
Anſculf held Dudelei, where was a caſtle. 
Earl Edwin had held this manor before. 
There was one hide. In demeſne was one 
carucate, and three villans, and ten bordars, 
and a ſmith, with ten. carucates. There 
were two ſervants, and a wood two miles in 
extent. It was worth four pounds in Ed- 
ward the Confeffor's time; at the time of 
the ſurvey only three pounds [5]. 

Fulk Paganel! became poſſeſſed of a great 
part of Fitz Anſculf's lands, and amohg 


the reſt, of Dudley. He was ſucceeded by £ 


ion and heir Ralph Paganell. Dudley de- 
ſcended from Ralph to Gervaſe Paganetl, his 
eldeſt fon, who in 1138, 3 Stephen, raiſed 
forces in behalf of Maud the empreſs, man- 
ned ſeveral caſtles, and held Dudley caſtle 
for her. This caſtle was deſtroyed 20 Henry 
II. becauſe Gervaſe appeared in the rebellion 
of young Henry. He married Ifabell, daugh- 
ter c] of Robert carl of Leiceſter and widow 
of Simon St. Lize, earl of Northampton, and 
leaving no ſurviving male iſſue, Haw!/e, 
his daughter, became his heir [4]. 

She married John de Somery, by which 
means Dudley came to Ralph de Somery, her 
ſon and heir. Ralph was ſucceeded by 
William his fon and heir, who by reaſon of 
his minority at his father's death was in ward 
for his barony. He was called William Perce- 
vall de Somery, and died 6 Henry III. The 
wardſhip of his fon Nicholas de Somery was 
committed to Ranulph earl of Cheſter. Ni- 
cholas died without iſſue 13 Henry III. and 
the inheritance of his barony and lands came 
to Roger de Somery his uncle, but were ſeized 
again into the king's hands 17 Henry III. 
tor his neglecting the ſummons to re-

ceive the honour of knighthood. He began 
to make a caſtle of his manor houſe at Dud- 
ley 46 Henry III. which he was not ſuffered 
to complete without a ſpecial licence from 
the king. 48 Henry III. when ſome of 
the rebellious barons put themſelves in arms, 
Roger adhered to the king, who then per- 
mitted him to build a caſtle on the ſite of 
his manor-houſe. He was taken priſoner by 
the barons at the battle of Lewes, and died, 
1 Edward I. ſeiſed of the barony of Dudley. 
He firſt married Nichola, one of the fiſters 
and coheirs of Hugh de Albini, earl of 
Arundel, by whom he had iflue four daugh- 
Ny His ſecond wife was Amabill, daugh- 
and heir to Robert de Chaucumbe, and 
widow of Gilbert de Segrave. She bore him 
two ſons, Roger and John, and a daughter, 
Margaret, who married Ralph lord Baſſet, of 
Drayton. The firſt mentioned Roger de So- 
mery was ſucceeded by Roger his ſon and 
heir by Amabill, his ſecond wife, who was 
then 18 years of age. He died 19 Edward I. 
and was ſucceeded by Roger his ſon and heir, 
whoſe wardſhip, he being only twelve years 
of age, was committed to John St. John. 
This laſt mentioned Roger died without iſſue, 
and Fohn, his brother, became his heir, who 
had not accompliſhed his full age 28 Ed- 
ward I. He received the order of knight- 
hood 34 Edward I. and died upon St. Tho- 
mas's day, 15 Edward II. A large dower was 
reſerved for his widow, and the reſt of his 
eſtate was divided between his fiſters and co- 
heirs Margaret, wife of John de Sutton, and 
Joan the wife of Thomas Botetourt [e]. 
Upon this partition, beſide other manors, 
the caſtle and town of Dudley were aſſigned 
to Margaret, and continued in the Swuttons 
her iſſue, till Edward Sutton, lord Dudley, 
beſtowed Frances, his grand-daughter and heir, 
on Humble Ward, eſq. ſon and heir of

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William Ward, jeweller to Charles the firſt's 
queen. Upon the death of her grandfather, 
Edward lord Dudley, Frances became baro- 
neſs of Dudley in her own right; and in 
March following her huſband Humble Ward 
was created a baron by the title of lord Ward 
of Birmingham, and dying 1697, was ſuc- - 
ceeded by his eldeſt fon Edward, and he 
1701 by his ſon and nameſake, by his grand- 
ſon and nameſake, and by his great-grandſon - 
William, to whom in 1740 ſucceeded his ſiſter 
Frances, married to William Lea, eſq. whoſe 
ſon Ferdinando Dudley, was the laſt lord 
Dudley, and died unmarried. The barony 
of Ward devolved to the male heir of the firſt 


About half a mile from the town of 
Dudley, was formerly a priory of Benedic- 
tine monks. of the order of Clugni, dedicated 
to St. James, founded on the ſite of St. 
James's church, by Gervaſe Paganel in pur- 
ſuance of the intention of his father Ralph 
Paganel [VJ]. It became a cell to Wenlock, 
a monaſtery of the ſame order in Shropſhire: 

In 1190, Pope Lucius confirmed the monks 
in their privileges and poſſeſſions [g]. 
Among theſe were St. James's church, St. 
Edmund's and St. Thomas's churches or 
chapels, in Dudley, the churches of Northphel, 
Seggeſlei, Portfield, Inglefield, Bratefield, 
with the chapels of Coſton and Inglefield, 
all of the gift of Gervaſe Paganel; Wom- 
burne or Wenburne church, with Treſel

lord Ward, whoſe defcendant John was 
created in 1763 viſcount Dudley and Ward, 


and is the preſent poſſeſſor of this caſtle. 


June 11, 1644, Dudley-caſtle, which had 
been gallantly defended by lieutenant colonel 
Beaumont for three weeks, was relieved by a 
party of his majeſty's forces ſent from Wor- 
ceſter. The rebels left one hundred men 
dead on the field ; and two majors of foot, 
two captains, three lieutenants, with fifty 
common ſoldiers, were taken priſoners. The 
loſs on the king's fide was inconſiderable. 

This caſtle ſtands on the confines of Staf- 
fordſhire and Worceſterſhire. The gateway 
and wall are ſuppoſed to be iu Worceſterſhire: 
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chapel, given by Guido de Offeni ; Seille 
church, by Ralph Seille; the village of 
Chyrchille, by Agnes Somery ; Saredune, by 
Oſbert Kenetare; lands in Wolynton, by 
Robert de Cleanden, and in Ingepenne, by 
John Manſell [5]. In 1299, Roger biſhop of 
Lichfield and Coventry, and in 1300, Pope 
Boniface granted an indulgence to all who 
ſhould pray for the ſoul of Roger de Somery, 
benefactor to this houſe, and buried here [I]. 
In 13 Edward I. the prior had licenſe to aſſort 
and unpark a heath in the foreſt of Kinſare, 
adjoining to the manor of Wode ford [4]. They 
had rents in Womburn [/]. Erdeſwicke in 
hiſtory of Staffordſhire mentions ſome monu- 
ments erected to the Somerys and Suttons. 
They are now deſtroyed.

32 Hen. VIII. this priory, as parcel of 
Wenlock, was granted to Sir John Dudley, 
and was afterward confirmed by queen Mary 
to Edward Sutton lord Dudley. It was va- 
lued in the whole at 361. 38. the clear yearly 
value being 331.

The town of Dudley has a weekly 
market on Saturday, and three fairs in the 
year. It was anciently a borough, and ſent 
members to parliament: Bennet Andrew, and 
Ralph Clerk, were returned 23 Edw. I. 

Here are three  chartty-ſchools. One 
founded about the year 1634, for fifty boys, 
by Mr. Richard Foley, of Stourbridge, who, 


recovering ſome alienated lands which had 


been left to charitabl-; uſes, and adding ſome- 
thing of his own, applied them to this pur- 
poſe, and built a convenient ſchool-houſe. 
Mr. Richard Baxter was the firſt maſter [].

Biſhop Sandes did not make any return to 
the privy eouncil of the number of familics 
in this pariſh 5 Elizabeth, becauſe a deſtruc- 
tive peſtilence raged here: the town is now 
very large and populous ; the whole pariſh is. 
ſuppoſed to contain 2000 families, 


The Chucks. 


In the town of Dudley are two.churches, 
the one dedicated to St. Edmund, and the 
other to St. Thomas. They are both united 
in one vicarage. Biſhop Sandys' ſurvey ſtates 
St. Edmund's as the pariſh church, and St. 
Thomas's as a chapel dependent thereon. 
And in the bull of Pope Lucius, dated 1 190, 
among other poſſeſſions of the monaſtery, 
both St. Thomas's and St. Edmund's are men- 
tioned as chapels annexed to the motherchurch 
of St. James in Dudley; a church which 
muſt have been long fince deſtroyed. Many 
records, however, favour the opinion of their 
being two ſeparate churches; though I be- 
lieve inſtitution is only taken for St. Edmund's. 

In the annals of Worceſter, I meet with 
the following memorandum : 
« 1238, ex mandato domini papae, unanimi

2 Richard III. ſixty oak trees out of Kyn- 
vare foreſt were granted to the inhabitants 
of Dudley towards the building of their 
chancel [r]. 

The following account 1s taken from the 
pariſh regiſter : 

« Note, that the church of St. Edmund 
being demoliſhed by colonel Leveſon in 1646, 

both pariſhes did meet in that of St. Thomas, 
and became as one m all adminiſtrations ; and 
ſo in their officers within a few years after, 
ſo that the regiſter book became one alſo from 
thenceforth. On the ſixteenth day of Fe- 
bruary, 1646, Mr. John Taylor was ſettled 
11 the vicaridge of Dudley ; and had poſſeſſion 
given him of the church of St. Thomas, on 
the ſeventeenth day of the ſame month. 
Alſo the thirtieth day of September, 1648, 
upon the people's petition, it was ordered by 
the committee for plundered miniſters, that 
both pariſhes ſhould repair the church of St. 
Thomas; and by another former order they 
were allowed jointly to meet for divine ordi- 
nances therein.”

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N eccleſiaſtical matters it is ſubje& to the 
biſhop of Hereford : 

In Domeſday we read that Ralph de To- 
deni held Eſtham and Beſtewde. Herbert 
held it of him. Eadric had held it for two 
manors. There are three hides. In demeſne 
are two carucates, and a prieſt, five villans, 
and eight bordars, with five carucates; there 
are fix ſervants, one man who payed thirty- 
two pence, a mill of 6s, 8d. and ſixty acres 
of meadow, a wood two miles in length and 
one in breadth. In the time of Edward the 
Confeſſor it was worth 41. 58. and afterwards 
4583 at the Survey, 41. [a]. He was alſo 
ſeiſed of the ſame lands 12 and 13 John. 
In the book of tenures in the reign of Ed- 
ward I. it is certified that Bawdin de Rume- 
ney held four hides in Eaſtham of Toney's 
heirs [5]. 

William de Sodington was ſeifed of Eaſt- 
ham, and dying without iſſue, 30 Edw. I. 
theſe lands, with others, were divided be- 
tween his ſiſters. Eaſtham fell to the ſhare 
of the eldeſt, Mary, wife of Reginald le Por- 
ter, and mother of Richard le Porter, from 
whom it afterwards by purchaſe became the 
property of the barons of Burford. About 
the year 1708, Thomas Cornwall, then 
baron of Burford, ſold it to Salwey Win- 
nington, eſq. from whom it deſcended to 
Thomas Winnington, eſq. his only ſon, who 
gave it. by will to the prefent Sir Edward 
Winnington, bart. 

The foil is rich, and produces very good 
hops and cyder.

In the fame ſurvey, the other Hanley 
is thus deſcribed ; Gilbert Fitz Turold held 
Hanlege, and Hugh of him. Cheneward 
arid Ulchete had held it as two manors, 
and could go were they would. There were 
4 hides which paid taxes. In demeſne were 
2 carucates, and 10 bordars, and a ſmith, 
and a foreigner, with 3 carucates ; and there 
might have been 5 more carucates. It had 
been worth 56 ſhillings, in the time of Ed- 
ward the Confeſſor; at the ſurvey, 30 ſhillings. 

From this account we may coniecture, 
that this part of the country was thinly in- 
. habited, as there were eight carucates which 
might have been tilled and yet were not. | 

In the book of tenures, 13 Ed. I. Thomas de 
Hanley, one of the gentlemen who certified 
the tenures of this county, is thus recorded. 
&« Thomas de Hanley holdeth lands in Han- 
ley of William De la Mare, which William 
De la Mare holdeth of the earl of Glouceſter, 
vhich earl holdeth of the king.” Several 
branches proceeded from this ſtock of the 
Hanleys ; the firſt was [e] by a marriage be- 
tween Peter de Waſhborne and Iſold daugh- 
ter of John de Hanley, 29 Edw. III. From 
this marriage ſprang the family of the Waſh- 
bournes: The ſecond branch was [/] by a 
marriage of Richard de Hopton with Joan 
de Hanley, 43 Ed. III.; from this marriage 
deſcended the Hoptons, of Hopton, in the 
county of Salop. The third branch was from 
the marriage of Margaret daughter and heireſs 
of Simon Hanley with Robert Stanſhawe, 
alias Stanlaw ; and the laſt from the mar- 
rlage of Richard Habington of Brockhamp- 
ton, with Eleanor daughter and co-heireſs 
of John Hanley ; from this match deſcended 
two ſons, Richard Habington and John Ha- 
bington ; the laſt was Habington of Henlip, 
who was born A. D. 1515, at Brockhampton, 
formerly the manor-houſe of John Hanley. 
The name of Hanley became extin& in the 
reign of Edward VI. This eſtate afterwards 
became the property of Newport, who pleaded 
a conveyance from Mr. Hanley ; a daughter 
of Newport married Edward Wakeman, eſq. 


who took the name of Newport, and had by 
her one ſon Edward.

HorELETON,

dividing it from Stockton, having on the 
ſouth Stanford, on the weſt Hanley William 
and Eaſtham, on the north Lindridge. 

In the Conqueror's time Gilbert Fiz 
Turold held Alretune, and Hugh held it of 
him. Edw: and Edwin held it for two 
manors, and could go where they would. 
There was one hide and a half which paid 
taxes. In demeſne were three carucates, and 
two villans, and two bordars, with one ca- 
rucate, two ſervants, and two fiſheries pay- 
ing forty ſtrings of cels, and a wood of two 
quarentines.

In the reign of Edward I. theſe lands were 
the property of Richard Kerſey, which he 
held of many lords, thus recorded, „ In 
Harelton are two hides, which Richard de 
Karſy holdeth of William de Waſhborne, 
William of Roger de Clyfford, Roger of 
Walter de Clyfford, Walter of William de 
Stutevile;“ but in another record it is thus

HIS pariſh in the Conqueror's time and 472 fouls, according to the return made 


was held of the abbot of Weſtminſter.

There were 
four ſervants and three maids, and a mill of 
los. and ſixteen acres of meadow. It was worth 
40s. Turſtinus Fils Row held three hides 
of this land. Brictric had held it. In de- 
meſne were two carucates, and ſeven villans, 
and four bordars with one carucate. There 
were four ſervants and three maids, and ſix- 
teen acres of meadow, a wood two quarentines 
in length and as many in breadth, It was 
worth 60s. Theſe two, Dunning and Bric- 
tric, mowed one day in their lord's meadow 
by cuſtomary ſervice [a]. 

It had afterwards two manors, one at- 
tended the church of IVejiminſter, and was 
demiſed to Sir William Ruſſel! of Strenſham. 
The other, the inheritance of Sir Willkam 
Ruſſell, was purchaſed by his grandfather 
Sir John, and 4 Edw. VI. was in the poſſeſſion 
of Rafe Parſcn, whoſe father William Par- 
fon 34 Hen. VIII. bought it of Henry lord 
C'y/jjord earl of Cumberland []. 

The vicar of Eckinton had one third part 
of the tythe of grain in Great Comberton, 
by way of augmentation, from the church of 
Weſtminſter. 

The family of Pouer, called Poher, and 
Poer, of great renown in other parts of this 
county, had lands in Eckington, A. D. 1302.

OBE RJ, ſurnamed Conſul of 

Glouceſter, 19 Henry I. held lands in 
Eldersfield. He was a baſe ſon of Henry I. 
by Neſt, daughter of Rice ap Tudor, prince 
of Wales. He aſſiſted the empreſs Maud, 
his half fiſter, againſt king Stephen, , who 
was made priſoner and confined in Briſtol 
caſtle. Soon after Robert himſelf was taken 
priſoner by the king's party and ſet at liberty 
in exchange ſor the king. He married 
Mabell, daughter, and one of the four co- 
heirefles of Robert Fitzhamon, lord of Cor- 
. boyle in Normandy, Cardiffe in Wales, and 
Tewkſbury in England, by whom he had 
iſſue William, the ſecond earl of Glouceſter, 


Roger, biſhop of Worceſter, Philip, who 
oppoſed his father and joined king Stephen: 
and Hamon, killed at Tholouſe, A. D. 
1160. He had alſo two daughters, Ma- 
bell married to Aubrey de Vere; and 
Matilda married to Randulf Gernon, earl 
of Cheſter. The abovenamed Robert, earl 
of Glouceſter, built the caſtles of Briſtol and 
Cardiffe, and founded the monaſtery of St. 
James, in Briſtol, where he was buried, 
A. D. 1147, 12th of king Stephen. William, 
his ſon and heir, after his father's death enjoy- 
ed the ſame title, and became lord of Glamor- 


gan, in right of his grandfather [a] Robert 


Fitzhamon. He married Hawyſe, daughter 
of 


[a] Robert Fitzhamon won this lordſhip from Juſtin ap Gurgun, lord of Glamorgan, and lived 
at Cardifte in royal ſtate, having twelve knights for his attendance the firſt day in every month;

In ſome MS, additions and alterations which Sir W. Dugdale made to his Baronage, and which are in 
my library, he ſays, comes & dux were titles often given to the ſame man; that the former related to 
his civil, the latter to his military employments: that the Saxons called ſome of their great men 


Ealdorncn, 
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of Robert Boſſu, earl of Leiceſter; and had iſſue 
a ſon and three daughters. Robert married 
Hadewiſia de Rivers, and died without iflue, 
A. D. 1166. Mabell, eldeſt daughter, mar- 
ried to Almerick Mountfort, earl of Evreux, 
in Normandy, who became afterwards earl 
of Glouceſter. The ſecond daughter, Amicia, 
married to Robert, earl of Clare and Hert- 
ford, who alſo became earl of Gloceſter. The 
third daughter, Iſabel; firſt married to John 
earl of Moreton, afterwards earl of Glouceſter 
and king of England, from whom ſhe was 
divorced for nearneſs of kin, and then mar- 
ried to Geoffry Mandevile, carl of Eſſex; and 
for her third huſband, Hubert de Burgh, 
earl of Kent, lord chief juſtice: The 
abovementioned William, ſecond earl of 
Glouceſter, did -by his deed without date 
confirm to Wilham de Berkeley the lands 
of Eldersfield; which he held of Robert 
earl of Glouteſtet by the ſervice of a 
knight's fees This Willlam built the 
abbey of Keynſham, where he was buried 
A. D. 1182. John earl of Moreton, 
fourth ſon of Henry II. in right of his wife 
Iſabel, was made earl of Glouceſter by the 
king his father, A. D. 1187, and by his 
brother king Richard I. created earl of Corn- 
wal, Devon, Nottingham and Leiceſter. He 
did by his deed without date grant and con- 
firm unto William, fon of William Berkeley, 
the ſame lands of Eldersfield, held by the ſame 
ſervice, viz. one knight's fee. After the death 
of his brother king Richard I. John earl of More- 
ton [5] became king of England, and in the firſt 
year of his reign did by charter under the great 
ſeal confirm unto William the ſon of William 
de Berkeley the ſaid lands in Eldersfield by 
the ſame ſervice [c]. In Edward the firſt's 
time, as by the exchequer records appears, 
Robert, the ſon of William de Berkeley, held 
Eldersfield of the honour of Glouceſter by the 
gift of Robert earl of Glouceſter.

in the pariſh of Eldersfield, called alſo Orde- 
wicke, was formerly the ſcat of the antient fa- 
mily of De la Mare. By the white book of 
Worceſter it appears, that Thomas Delamare 
held lands in Ordewicke, of the gift of Wil- 
liam earl of Gloceſter, about the! year 
1182, 20 Edward III. John Delamare held 
lands in Eldersfield. This family extended 
themſelves in the county of Hereford, and 
gave name to the pariſh of Tedſtone Dela- 
mare. In the 7th of Henry VI. the Delamares 
of Tedſtone were returned into the Exche- 
quer, in rank next tothe knights, and before 
the eſquires, to attend the king's perſon with 
horſe and arms to France. About the ſame 
time John Delamare, of Hardwicke, was re- 
turned into the ſame court as an eſquire to ſerve 
the king. Delamare having fold this eſtate 
to Sir Thomas Coventry, baron of Aleſbo- 
rough, ſoon after left the country, 

The prior of Lyra in France held lands 
in frankalmoigne, in this pariſh, &c. by 
the gift of William earl of Glouceſter, 

Eldersfield alſo gave ſurname to a family in

for the prior and convent of Little Mal- 
vern, 10 April, 1417, preſented John 
Longdon to the perpetual vicarage of El- 
dersfield.

In the begin- 
ning of the rebellion he travelled into France with William lord Sandys (whoſe fiſter Mary 
he afterwards married); was elected maſter of Baliol College, May 20, 1660 ; and the year following 
was created D. D. After the Reſtoration he became king's chaplain, prebendary of Glouceſter, 1665, 
and rector of Bladon, near Woodſtock; died 2 June, 1672; and was buried in the chapel of Baliol 
College, next below the ſteps leading to the altar, being the firſt that was known to be buried there.

IN Domeſday Almeleia is called © a manor 
belonging to Rafe Todeny [a], or Thony, 
of whom Walter held it. Alwold had held 
it of queen Edded, being a large manor, 
containing eleven hides of lands: In de- 
meſne were two carucates, a prieſt, fourteen 
villans, fifteen bordary with eight caru- 
cates, , three mulls, which paid 1098.

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VII. when this manor fell to the crown. 
35 Henry VIII. the lordſhip and advowſon 
were given by the king to his faithful ſervant 
Sir Robert Acton, knt. ſecond ſon of Richard 
Acton, of Sutton in this county, who con- 
veyed this manor with other lands to his 
younger ſon Mr. Charles Acton, who left 
the ſame to his ſon and heir Sir John Acton, 
knt. after whoſe death it was divided among 
his four daughters, co-heireſſes; Helen his 
eldeſt daughter married to Thomas Thorn- 
borough, knt. ; Penelope married to Mr. John 
Lench, who was heir of the antient family 
of the Lenches; Elizabeth married to Mr. 
Henry Townſhend; and Ann married Mr. 
Walter Colles. Mr. Townſhend enjoyed 
Elmly partly by purchaſe and partly by in- 
heritance : his pedigree 1s here annexed. 

The value pf the pariſh is about 15001. 
per ann. The old manor-houſe was ſituated 
north-weſt of the church, at a ſmall diſtance 
from it. 

The Church of Elmly Lovet is dedicated 
to St, Michael. 

The patronage always belonged to the 
lord of the manor. 19 Edw. I. the rectory 
was valued at 14 marks and a half, befides 
the portion of the abbot of Conchis in 
France, valued at one mark, and the portion 
of the rector of Hartlehyp'valued at 108. 5d. 
In the time of Henry VIII it was rated at 
171. 28. 4d. [d]. 

There was in this church a perpetual 
chauntry, called the Chapel of St. Nicholas 
de Aumeley, to pray for the ſoul of John 
Lovet, knt. and of his anceſtors and ſuc- 
ceſſors, taxed at 40s. to which John de Ma- 
riſco de Coleſborn, prieſt, was preſented by 
the prior and canons of Doddeford, and ad- 
mitted 6 cal. Dec. 1 304; and after him Adam 
de Stone was admitted the day before the cal. 
of May, 1327 [e]; and after him one William 
Drake was prieſt, admitted 3 nones of May, 
1335 [J. After this time, upon account of 
the ſmall value of this chauntry, no notice 
was'taken*of it. 

The regiſter begins in the year 1559, and 
in the firſt ten years the weddings amounted 
to twenty-nine, the chriſtenings to ninety- 
four, and the burials to forty-ſix. The re- 
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giſter for ten years, beginning 175bo, men- 
tions nineteen weddings, eighty- three ch riſten- 
ings, and ſixty- five burials.

HIS manor, in the time of the Saxons, 

belonged to the Church of Worceſter ; 
but about the time of the Conqueſt was 
alienated, according to Hemingus, a monk 
of the priory of Worceſter, who ſays, 
„ Brihtegus“, or (according to William 
of Malmſbury) *<* Britegus, biſhop of Wor- 
« .ceſter, gave the village of Elmley to 
« a certain favourite ſervant of his: but 
« Livingus biſhop of this ſee reſtored it, by 
& proving it to be unjuſtly ſevered from the 
« . monaſtery ; however, by the intreaties of 
« his friends, he gave the ſame to Agelricus 
« Ku, one of his own knights, to hold for 
« his life only, and then to return to the 
& monaſtery, anathematizing whoever ſhould 
« ſet aſide this right: accordingly, after 
& the death of Kr, it was reſtored to 
& the monaſtery, and one Withericus was 
& conſtituted bailiff of the manor; but 
% Robert [a], ſteward of the king's houſe- 
& hold, being the ſheriff's brother, by the 
„ king's authority, ſeized upon it, from 
which time it has been ſeparated from the 
„ church [5].” 

Elmley thus becoming the property of 
Robert the Conqueror's ſteward, he built 
here upon an eminence, under Bredon hill, a 
ſtrong caſtle, which with the Lordſhip de- 
ſcended afterwards to the Beauchamps ; for 
Robert the Conqueror's ſteward being dif- 
graced, and dying without iſſue, the manor 


cc 


and caſtle fell to his brother Urſo, hereditary 
ſheriff of this county, whoſe daughter Emelin, 
ſole heireſs to her father Urſo, married Walter 
Beauchamp. [c]. 

Beauchamp, being thus enriched with the 
great inheritances of Urſo D' Abitot joined 
to the earldom of Warwick, was alſo farther 
ſtrengthened with the barony of Todeny or 
Tony, and honoured with the titles of Le 
Deſpenſer, and earl of Gloceſter, all which 
titles and eſtate centered in Henry Beauchamp 
duke of Warwick, and in him theſe dignities 
received their firſt blow; and afterwards, in 
the attainder of his ſucceſſor Edward Plan- 
tagenct earl of Warwick, 15 Henry VII. were 
totally extinguiſhed ; and being divided into 
ſeveral lots, became the property of ſeveral 
honourable families. In the book of tenures, 
it is ſaid, the barony of Beauchamp, with 
all the ſervices thereunto belonging, attended 


the caſtle of Elmley dl. At the time of the 


Norman conqueſt, the caſtle of Worceſter was 
the capital of divers manors, and a barony 
ſubject to D'Abitot's heirs; but in the 
troubleſome reign of king Stephen, Wor- 
ceſter being the ſeat of war, firſt declaring 
for the king, and after for his enemy the 
empreſs, the caſtle ſuffered much. About 
the time of king John's funeral, the one-'.alf 
of it was reſtored to the priory [e]. From 
the decay of the caſtle of Worceſter, the 
caſtle of Elmley dated the beginning of its

for at the time the general ſurvey was made, the 


name of Beauchamp is not once mentioned as lord of any manor in this county. But Urſo D' Abitot 
had manors almoſt in every part of it, He being hereditary ſheriff, his office was to keep this part 
of the new-conquered kingdom in ſubjection; it was neceflary, therefore, that his power ſhould be

pears, that Urſo D' Abitot's heirs had from 


the church of Worceſter 75 hides of land . 


but according to that authentic record of 
the biſhoprick of Worceſter, called the red 
book, they enjoyed 110 hides and a. half. 
Their hereditary ſheriffalty was executed by 
ſubſtitutes, men of eminence 1n the county ; 
fir John Sapy chevalier was ſheriff under 
Thomas Beauchamp earl of Warwick, 1 
Richard II. | 
The office of ſheriff was confirmed to the 
lords Beauchamps by charters of Henry J. 
Maud the empreſs, and Edw. I, Their ſub- 
ſtitutes appointed to ſerve this office always 
took an oath of fidelity to the king. The 
caſtle of Elmley being the chief ſeat of the 
barons de Beauchamp [/], ſheriffs and lords 
paramount in this county, king Henry: III, 
in whoſe: time the caſtle was deſtroyed, 
granted them ſeveral privileges, ſuch as a 
market every Wedneſday throughout the 


year, and a fair [g] to be held on the. feaſt 


of St. Lawrence, .and the following day. 
38 Henry III. this fair, as Mr. Habingdon 
ſuppoſes, was transferred to Cromb Simond, 


called alſo Earl's Cromb, where it was kept 


in Horwell, on St. Lawrence's-day, under 
the earls of Warwick, who were at that 
time lords of Earl's Cromb. 

But to return to the village of Elmley: Guy 
Beauchamprarl of Warwick founded here in 
his manor of Elmley, within the caſtle, a fa- 
mous chauntry, which 1s recorded in the re- 


giſtry of the priory of Worceſter, by John prior 


of that monaſtery, on the part of Guy Beau- 
champ earl of Warwick, and the maſter of the 
chapel of Elmley within his dioceſe ; he ſets 
forth,“ That, in the ſaid chapel, whereof the 


« earl is patron, a certain number of prieſts. 


and chaplains were for the ſervice of GoÞ 


% gordained.” Nevertheleſs, their income was 
not ſufficient to maintain them; in con- 


ſideration whereof, the earl gave to the maſter 


of this chapel the right of advowſon of the 
church of Elmley, reciting in the ſaid grant, 
that for the good of his ſoul, and for the 
{fouls of his father and mother, anceſtors, and 


ſucceſſors, he granted to fir William de Wel- 
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leſbourne, chaplain, maſter of the chapel of 
the chantry of St. Mary the Virgin of Elmley, 
and his ſucceſſors, who ſhall be maſters of 
the ſame, for finding eight chaplains, and 
four clerks, to ſerve Gop and the bleſſed 
Virgin for ever, 20l. yearly, to be by them 
received out of his manor of Wykewane, &c. 
He gave alſo to the ſame maſter and his ſuc- 
ceſſors, the glebe land, together with all 
the poſſeſſions, rights, and appurtenances there- 
unto belonging, to have and to hold, &c. of 
bim and his heirs, in frankalmoign for ever, 
with warranty. Witneſſed by fir Walter de 
Beauchamp, fir John de Beauchamp, fir 
Robert de Bray, fir John de Waſſingborn, 
knights, John de Witchurch, Simon de 
Beauchamp, Roger de Wodecote, and others. 
The ſame earl. petitioned the biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter that he would, for their relief, grant 
and confirm the profits of the ſame church 
to the proper uſe of the maſter and chaplains 
of the ſame chauntry : the biſhop therefore 
convening the prior and convent together 
with the earl and the maſter of the chauntry 
and fir John Soch, rector of the church of 
Elmley, did, in their preſence, appropriate 
the church of Elmley [Y, according to 
the earl's requeſt, to the maſter of the chaun- 
try and his ſucceſſors, with reſervation of a 
portion out of the living, for the maintenance 
of a vicar there, which vicar the maſter of 
the ſaid chantry ſhall preſent ; and when the 
maſter of the ſaid chantry dies, the earl and 
his heirs ſhall preſent a maſter to the biſhop, 
to be by him admitted : and the maſter, with 
the earl's conſent, ſhall make choice of and 
remove the chaplains and clerks of the chan- 
try. Dehvered by the biſhop at London, 
and dated 12 kalend. Jan. A. D. 1309. The 
priory of Worceſter confirmed the fame 
grant, reſerving their juriſdiction in the va- 
cancy of the biſhoprick. Some time after 
this, John Herwyke, prieſt, was preſented 
by Thomas Kynemarton, rector of Elmley- 
Caſtle, to the vicarage of the ſaid church, 


and inſtituted 17 Dec. 1353. This Thomas 


de Kynemarton in all probability was at that 
time maſter of the chantry of Elmley.

Elmley caſtle falling into the King's 
hands upon the attainder of the earl of 
Warwick, the caſtle was deſtroyed, and the 
manor [y] 36 Henry VIII. granted by 
the king to Mr. Chriſtopher Savage; a gen- 
tleman deſcended from à worthy family in 
Cheſhire, who ſince their ſettlement in this 
county, have been dignified with the higheſt 
offices, and remarkable for their hoſpitality [i]. 
The eſtate continued in the Savages, till 
Thomas Savage, eſq. dying without iflue 
male in the year 1742, gave it to his daugh- 
ters, one of whom married Thomas Coven- 
try, eſq. the other William Byrche, LL. D. 
and chancellor of Worceſter, after ſome liti- 
gation matters were in the year 1743, finally 
ſettled by act of parliament, and the eſtate in 
fee went to Thomas Byrche, ſon of Dr. 
Byrche, by the eldeſt daughter of Thomas 
Savage, eſq. of Elmley-caſtle, which Byrche 
aſſumed the name of Savage, and dying in 
the year 1776, without iſſue, left his eſtate 
to his widow Dorothy, ſecond daughter of 
Thomas Kynnerſley, eſq. for life, afterwards 
to Robert Clavering, eldeſt fon of Robert 
Clavering, eſq. by Jane, youngeſt ſiſter of 
the ſaid Thomas Byrche Savage ; on failure of 
iſſue by him to Thomas Perrott, fon of John 
Perrott, eſq. by Elizabeth, eldeſt fiſter of the 
ſaid Thomas Byrche Savage. On failure of 
iſſue by him to Fane, eldeſt daughter of the 
{aid Robert Clavering ; and on failure of iſſue 
by her, to Mary, daughter of the ſaid John 
Perrott ; and on failure of iflue by her, to 
his own right heirs for ever. 


ſented Roger Tangeley to the maſterſhip of 
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The chauntry of Elmley, founded by the 
pious Guy Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, 
at the diſſolution of religious houſes, 37 
Henry VIII. was given by the king to Sir 
Philip Heoby, by the name of the advowſon of 
the church of Elmley, and the advowſon of the 
free chapel of St. Mary, of Elmley [(], toge- 
ther with the yearly rent of 20l. parcel of the 
poſſeſſions of the chantry and free chapel iflu- 
ing out of the manor of Wickham, alias 
Childs-Wickham, and all that manor of 
Naunton, parcel of the church of that chan- 
try. After Sir Philiph Hoby left this county 
this chantry became the property of Mr. 
Lang ſton, and from him came to Mrs. Ca- 
therine Savage, daughter of Mr. Richard 
Daſton, a family of great antiquity at Broad- 
way, in the county of Glouceſter. 

The rectory of Elmley-caſtle was granted 
to the biſhop of Worceſter, 4 Eliz. being part 
of the exchange then made, |

according to the return made to biſhop North, 
at his primary viſitation A. D. 1476.

Edmund Bonner was educated at Broad- 
gate-hall, Oxford, about 1512, BB. LL. 1519, 
LL. D. 1525. His dexterity in managing 
affairs recommended him to Cardinal Wol- 
ſey, who made him his commillary for the 
faculties. He enjoyed at one time the livings 
of Blaydon and Cherry Burton, c. York, 
Ripple in this county, aud Eaft Dereham, co:

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Norfolk, Chiſwick prebend in St. Paul's, and 
the archdeaconry of Leiceſter, After the car- 
dinal's death he was chaplain to Henry VIII. 
and a favourer of the Reformation, and was 
ſent on ſeveral embaſſies to the Pope, the 
mperor and France. He was nominated to 
the ſee of Hereford, but before conſecration 
tranſlated to London, and conſecrated Apr. 
4, 1549. Notwithſtanding his apparent zeal 
for the Reformation under Henry VIII. he 
turned Papiſt under his ſon, for which he was 
impriſoned, and in 1549 deprived of his bi- 
ſhoprick. Upon Mary's acceſſion he was re- 
ſtored 1553, and in her reign is ſuppoſed to 
have condemned no leſs than two hundred 
innocent perfons to the flames in three years; 
and to have cauſed great numbers. to ſuffer 
impriſonment, racks, and tortures. He was 
deprived of his biſhoprick 1559, and com- 
mitted to the Marſhalſea, where he died, 
Sept 5, 1569, and was privately buried 1n 
St. George's church-yard, Southwark. He 
was a man whom nature ſeems to have de- 
ſigned for an executioner ; remarkably fat and 
corpulent, which made one fay to him, that 
he was (full of guts, but empty of bowels,” 
He obtained of queen Mary ſeveral manors 
and advowſons to be united to the ſee of 
London. The writings aſcribed to him may 
be ſeen in Biographia Britannica. 
Notwithſtanding what has been ſhewn 
above from Wood, lord Lechmere aſſured 
Mr. Strype, that Bonner was certainly legi- 
timately begotten, and born at Hanley, in 
Worceſterſhire, of one Boner, an honeſt poor 
man, in a houſe called Boner's Place, now 
belonging to the Lechmeres, and that his 
lordſhip's great- grand- father was intimately 
acquainted with the biſhop, and received fa- 
vours from him in gratitude for ſome re- 
ceived by Bonner from the Lechmeres in his 
childhood; particularly their putting him to 
ichool [J.

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EMLOAD, EMLADE, or EVENLOAD, 
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In king Edgar's charter written Eowenland, ſometime called Eunilade and 
Eumlade, is ſituated in the upper diviſion of the hundred of Oſwaldeſlaw, 
and in the deanry of Blockley, bounded on the eaſt by Chaftleton, on 
the weſt by Broadwell, on the ſouth by Addleſtrop, and on the north by 
Morton-in-marſh, being ſeparated on all fides from this county, 


N Moreton- in- marſh-heath, where Em- 

lade hath a right of common, there is 

a ſtone which borders on four counties, near 

which place a memorable battle was fought 

between the Engliſh and the Danes; the la- 

titude of this ſtone 1s ſaid to be 51. 59. 40. 
and longitude from London 32. 40. W. 

In Heming's chartulary is a charter of king 
Offa, dated 784, granting to earl Eſme [a] 
Eowengelad, being the land of three tenants 
(rura trium tributariorum) ; the land was then 
bought for an hundred ſheep, thirty oxen and 
heifers, and thirty wild horſes; the ſaid 
Eſme was to enjoy it for his life, and after 
him his iſſue male, not female; and in de- 
fault of ſuch iſſue, it was to go to the abbey 
of Eveſham. 

There is a charter without date, ſigned 
by king Edward, whereby the abbot and 
Æthelwy, a monk of Eveſham, bought 
Eunelade of one Eammer, to ſupply the table 
of the monks [5]. 

In Domeſday [e] Eunilade is ſaid to belong 
to the church of Worceſter, and to be held by 
Herewardus, who had five hides ; there were 
two carucates and nine villans, with three 
carucates and one ſervant, and a mill worth 
32 pence ; both before and at the Conquelt it 
was worth 3 pounds; it was then held 
of the manor of Blockley. 


The ſame five hides John le Puber, and 
after him Richard de Euenlade held, 27 Ed. I. 
of the biſhop of Worceſter. 20 Ed. III. 
it is recorded in the exchequer that Milliam 
de Euenlade held the ſame lands in Euenlode 
which John Puher formerly had. Peter 
de Euenlode ſucceeded in this manor 35 
Ed. III. and was lord thereof 21 R. II. 
After this, Richard Eaton had the ſame 
quantity of land in Euenlade, 7 Hen. VI. 
which William de Euenlode ſometimes held, 
as appears by the king's records of this ycar. 
12 Ed. III. the manor of Euenlode acknow- 
ledged the prior of Worceſter lord para- 
mount. 31 Hen. VI. the Petites were ſeiſed 
of land, of which family deſcended John 
Petite, and //;i/liam his fon, who died in his 
father's life-time, leaving a ſon, whoſe name 
was Thomas, who, ſurviving his grandfather, 
inherited this manor. John and Thomas Petite 
were both lords of Evenlode, and patrons 
of the church of Euenlode, after whoſe de- 
ceaſe, 2 Ed. IV. Euenlode efcheated to the 
priory of Worceſter, where it remained till 
the diflolution of religious houſes in Henry 
VIIIth's time, when it was given with 
other lands to Sir Philip Hoby, nt. from 
whom it came to /ord Compton, from him 
to Mr. Croker, after this to Mr. Freeman 
and his ſon Mr. Conimgsby Freeman, who fold 
it to Mr. Woodman, of whom Mr. New/l 


La] The comes, as to his official employment, had the rule and government of the ſame ſhires 
or counties whereof he had his titles, and wherein he refided : he had the title comes by reaſon of 
his attendance on the king as companion in council, and on all great occafions ; from thence the 
territory over which the count preſided was called county: and becauſe the military concerns lay wholly 
upon theſe comites, they are called ſometimes Duces. Dugd. MS. addit. to a copy of his Baro- 
netage, in my poſſeſſion, in which the author has made many valuable additions and alterations.

I ſhould have engraved this reverſe if-I could have found any authority for it beſides the im- 
preſſion of a plate fuppoſed to be done by Mynde for Dr. Thomas's intended hiſtory of Wor- 
ceſterſhire ; it is there ſaid to be among the evidences of Edmund Lechmere, of Hanley-caſtle, in the 
county of Worceſter, eſg. and to he. the ſeal of abbot Richard in the year 1474. Mr. Weſt ſhewed 
the Society of Antiquaries, 1736, a deed of this abbot of the faid date, diſch irging the monaſtery of 
Alceſter from dependance cn him, to which was appendant this ſeal, with both fides very fair. 
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coutaged hereby to fulfill a vow he had for- 
merly made to build a church [], he re- 
lated his viſion to Kenred king of the Mer- 
cians [el], and Offa fon to the king of the 
Eaſt-Angles, and obtained from them a grant 
of ſixty-leven manſes, ſituated on the banks 
of the river Avon; viz.. three in Homme 
or Eoveſham, one in Lenchwic, ſeven in Nor- 
ton, one in Offenham, thirteen in Littelton, 
one in Aldinton, five and a half in Badſey, 
twelve in Bretforton, two and a half in Hu- 
niburn, ſeven in Willerſey, three in Wic- 
wan, and eleven in Bengworth and Hamp- 
ton [d]. Beſide theſe, Kenred granted five 
caſſats of land at Morton, for the purpoſe of 
building the abbey. 

Egwin, enriched by theſe and ſome other 
donations, attended Kenred and Offa to Rome, 
where he obtained a letter fiom Pope Con- 
ſtantine to Brightwold archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, commanding him to ſummon to 
the place where the blefled Virgin manifeſted 
herſelf, the biſhops and other religious per- 
ſons from all parts of England, together with 
the ſovereigns and their nobles, and to de- 
clare before them that Egwin had authority 
from the apoſtolick ſee for founding there a 
monaſtery of Benedictines. Conſtantine alſo 
reſerved the tutelary juriſdiction of the mo- 
naſtery to Brightwold and his ſucceflors. The 
letter was written in 709, and accordingly we 
may date the foundation of this houſe from 

the ſame period. 

Biſhop Stillingfleet, in his Antiquities of the 
Britiſh churches, ch. I. p. 26. ſays, This

was not eſſential to the act of founding a 
monaſtery, even though the pope had com- 
manded them to attend. Though there bc 
many abſurdities contained in the charter, it 
is {till reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that it iflued in 
this ſtate from the pontifical court, which 
ſeldom heſitated to impoſe upon the ignorance 
of the people by the forcible influence of 
viſions and miracles : And as the authenticity 
of it was allowed by ſucceeding popes, who 
would have been intereſted in the detection of 
ſuch a forgery upon themſelves, it may ſtill 
be contended for. | | 

The monaſtery was dedicated to the bleſſed 
Virgin, and Egwin having reſigned his 
biſhopric became the firſt abbot. Nor was 
he then leſs active in promoting the welfare 
of his houſe. In the year 714, it was pof- 
ſeſſed of twenty-two towns, viz. Eoveſham, 
Benyagurth, Hautun, Baddeſey, Wicque, 
Haburne, Bradfortun, Willerſley, Withley, 
Samburn, Kinwartun, Saltford major and 
minor, Ambreſley, Ulbeory, Mortun, Buch- 
tun, Meleygareſberrie, Littleſtrompe, Snella 
major, Mayeldeſbeordy, and Sildiwick. He 
died in 717, and was buried here. Atter his 
death eighteen abbots were ſucceſſively elected.

After his deceaſe, which happened in 
941, ſecular canons were ſubſtituted by a 
wicked prince of this province, named Al-

20. Oſward. In his time the Aueh of 
Eveſham which had been built by Egwin 
the firſt abbot, fell down, and was rebuilt 
either by Oſward or ſome of his immediate 
ſucceflors. This abbot had been inſtituted 
by Edgar, and after the death of that king 
the five following were in poſſeſſion of the 
abbacy, not ſucceſſively, but at different in- 
tervals. 

21. Freodegar, who could not get the ſecu- 
lars out, and bought the abbacy of king Ethel- 
red for 300 gold mancuſſæ. One Godwin, 
a powerful man in theſe parts, ſeized the 
revenue of the monaſtery, and brought the 
ſeculars to obedience. Some time after, the 
king gave the government of it to 

22. Biſhop Agelſi, who incurring the royal 
diſpleaſure, was ſoon diſplaced, and ſuc- 
ceeded by 
23. Biſhop Athelſtan, on whoſe death, 
Aldulf biſhop of Worceſter, obtained it of 
the king, and appointed

27. Agelwin or Ethelwin, who was alto 
biſhop of Wells. On his death, Godwin 
again ſeized and plundered the monaſtery, but 
was driven out by 

28. Ailfware, Elfward, or Alward, a monk 
of Ramſey, who was placed here by king 
Ethelred in 1014. He was created biſhop of 
London ſome time before the year 1038, and 
obtained leave to hold his abbacy in com- 
mendam, and defended the rights of his houſe 
againſt the biſhop of Worceſter. When he 
became diſabled by his infirmities from diſ- 
charging the duties of his ſee, he withed 
to retire to this houſe; but the monks re- 
fuſed to receive him. Wherefore he took 
back all the books and other valuable things 
which he had given them, and withdrew 
himſelf to the monaſtery of Ramſey in 1044, 
where he died on the 25th of July, in the 
{ame year g ]. The Benedictine monks kept 


their footing from his time till the diſſolution.

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29. Mannius, a monk of this houſe, was 
elected by king Edward. He reſigued in. 1058, 
on account of ill health, and died 1065 or 
1066 | b ]. 

30. Egelwin, a monk of this houſe, at tlie 
deſire of the late abbot, was choſen by king 
Edward, He was in great favour with Wil- 
lam the Conqueror, who committed to 
him the care of the ſeveral counties of 
Worceſter, Gloceſter, Oxford, Warwick, He- 
reford, Stafford, and Salop. He increaled 
the number of monks, who were only twelve 
at his firſt entrance upon the abbacy, to 
thirty- ſix, and left five cheſts of money for 
building a new church. He died 4 kal. 
March, 1077. 

31. Walter, a tearned monk of Cerafia, was 
placed here by king William. Being pleaſed 
with the Norman ſtile of building, he de- 
ſtroyed the old church deemed one of the 
fineſt of its kind in England, and began a new 
one; but wanting money to compleat it, he 
{ent his monks with the ſhrine of St. Egwin 
through all England to collect donations, and 
by that means raiſed a very conſiderable ſum. 
Although through the influence-of Odo biſhop 
of Bajeux the Conqueror's brother, he was 
deprived of ſome poſſeſſions which had been 
acquired by the late abbot, yet he increaſed 
the number of monks. He died 13 kal. Feb. 
1086. 

32. Robert, a monk of Jumieges: In his 
time here were 67 monks (twelve of whom 
were ſent to Denmark) 5 nuns, 3 poor per- 
ſons, and 3 clerks, who enjoyed the fame 
privileges as the monks. Alſo there were 
59 ſervants belonging to the monaſtery, viz. 
5 in the church, 2 in the infirmary, 2 in the 
chancery, 5 in the kitchen, 7 in the bakchouſe, 
4 in the brewery, 4 in the bath, 2 ſhoe- 
makers, 2 in the pantry, 3 gardeners, 1-at 
the gate of the cloſe, 2 at the great gate, 5 
in the vineyard, 4 who waited upon the 
monks when they went abroad, 4 fiſhermen, 
4 in the abbot's chamber, 3 in the hall, and 
2 watchmen [i]. Robert died in 1096. 

33- Mauritius, a monk of this place, who 
died 1122. 
34. Reginald, a monk of Gloceſter, nephew 
to Milo earl of Hereford. He procured many 


privileges

privileges to his houſe from pope Innocent, 
and removed ſome barracks or houſes of the 
ſoldiers of Kynwarton and Gocton; who were 
ſtationed near the abbey, and crouded it up. 
He died 8 cal. Sept. 1149, having obtained 
from the pope great privileges for his abbey. 

35. William de Andeville, a monk of 
Chriſt- church in Canterbury. He excommu- 
nicated William de Beauchamp and his ac- 
complices, for deſtroying the walls of the 
cemitery, and robbing the church. -He re- 
covered Bengworth-caſtle, which ſtood at 
the foot of the bridge, as it were in the 
ſuburbs of Eveſham, from the ſame W. 
de Beauchamp; and quite demoliſhing it, 
he cauſed the ground to be conſecrated 
for a church-yard. He died 2 non. Jan. 
1158 or 1159. 

36. Roger, a monk of St. Auguſtin's in 
Canterbury, was honoured by pope Clement 
with the uſe of the gloves, ring, mitre, the 
dalmatica and ſacerdotal garments; all of 
which he was permitted to wear within his 
monaſtery on ſolemn days, at the proceſſion 
of the monks, in councils of the Roman 
pontif, or his legate, and in epiſcopal ſynods. 
He died 2 non. Jan. 1160 [&]. 

37. Adam, a monk of Cluny, prior of Ber- 
mondſey, a learned writer. He had the 
golden cup made which was given by his 
ſucceſſor for part of the ranſom of king 
Richard. He died 12 Nov. 1191 [I]. 

38. Roger Norreys, a monk, or, as Batteley 
[=], prior of Chriſt- church, Canterbury, was 
unduly thruſt in by the king's authority. He 
very much waſted the revenues of the mo- 
naſtery, deprived the monks of common ne- 
ceſſaries, and having rendered himſelf no- 
torious by a very diſſolute life, he was depo- 
ſed in 1190, or 1213 [7], by Nicholas biſhop 
of Tuſculum, the pope's legate, who held a 
viſitation here at that time, ſucceeded by 

39. Randolf, prior of Worceſter, born at 
Eveſham. His election was confirmed by 
the aforeſaid legate. The ſecond year after 
his inſtallation he went to Rome to attend at 
a general council, and there obtained ſome 
privileges. He died 16 Jan. 1229. An ex-

This 
abbot firſt cauſed to be carved upon two 
tombs of his predeceflors, to the honovr and 
ornament of the church, their effigies in pon- 
tificalibus [ Hgies epiſcopaies], and made a 
tomb for himſelf with a like figure. 

41. Richard le Gros, or Craffus, prior of 
Hurley, in the county of Berks. In his 
time the church of Eveſham was dedicated 
by John biſhop of Worceſter. He was much 
employed in the ſervice of king Henry III. 
both at home and abread, was chancellor of 
England, and nominated to the biſhoprick of 
Litchfield and Coventry, but died before his 
conſecration at Riole in Gaſcony, 8 Dec.

42. Thomas de Gloceſter, a monk oi this 
houſe, and prior of Penwortham. His elec- 
tion was confirmed by pope Innocent IV. at 
whoſe command he was conſecrated by the 
biſhop of Ely, 1241. He governed about 
fourteen years, and died 15 Dec. 1255 [Pl. 

43. Henry of Worceſter, prior of this houſe, 
was confirmed by pope Alexander IV. He diſ- 
charged a debt of 1500 marks, which had 
been contracted by his predeceſſors, and was 
otherw.e a great benefactor to this hovſe, and 
died i.

58. Philip Hawford, alias Ballard, a- young 
monk of this houſe, was created abbot in 
1539, for the purpoſe of ſurrendering the 
fame, which he did 17 Nov. in the fame 
year. Hawford obtained a penſion of 240l. 
per ann. and was afterward made dean of 
Worceſter, perhaps in lieu of the penſion. 
Wood ſays, he died 1 557; but Mortuus written 
againſt his name in the Penſion- book 1 553, 
ſeems to ſhew he died ſooner, 

The number of monks at the diſſolution 
was undoubtedly very conſiderable, ſince in 
1553, 1 Mary, there were twenty-four pro- 
vided for by penſions. Among theſe was 
John Feckenham dean of St. Paul's, 10l. 

This was a mitred parliamentary abbey. 
In a regiſter of the dean and chapter of Wor- 
ceſter (called Extenta) it is faid, that the 
abbot of Eveſham held his barony in the 
counties of Worceſter, Glouceſter, and North- 
ampton, of the king, by the ſervice of four 
knights fees and a half. 

The abbots had ſeveral diſputes with the 
biſhop of Worceſter and the archbiſhop of 
Canterbury concerning the privileges of their 
monaſtery, which they contended was ſub- 
jet only to the court of Rome. The fol- 
lowing charter is the definitive ſentence of 
that court. I ſhall inſert it at length, as it 
contains the ſubſtance of all the bulls which 
had been iflued upon former appeals, and 


may give a very ſatisfaftory-an{ſwer to any in-

The abbot of Eveſham had liberty to buy 
proviſion or other neceſſaries in any market 
in England without paying toll. 

At an aſſize held at Worceſter, in 1240, 
before Robert de Lexinton and Ralph de 
Suthley, it appeared that the abbot of Eve- 
ſham and all his tenants within this county 
had a right to buy or ſell any thing in Wor- 
ceſter-market toll-free, provided it were for 
their own uſe, and not in the way of trade; 
except a male horſe, for which they paid two- 
pence, whether they bought or ſold him [ ]. 

The officers of theabbey were the abbot, prior, 
ſub- prior, third prior, precentor, dean, ſacriſt, 
chamberlain, cellariſt, cook, pitanciary, in- 
firmariſt, almoner, keeper of the vineyard, 
gardener, ſuperintendant of the buildings of 
the church, and maſter of the gueſts. They 
were elected by the abbot, with the con- 
ſent of the major part of the convent. 


The revenues of the ſeveral officers of 
Eveſham abbey, confirmed by John cardinal 
deacon, legate of the apoſtolic ſee [u]. 


On the prior were ſettled the tithes of 
Bengworth, both great and ſmall, and the 
manor-houſe there, to provide parchment and 
ad exhibitionem ſcriptorum | to procure authors, 
i. e. MSS. or] to write books.

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The dean had the corrody of one ſervant 
from the cellar, and the collecting of peter- 
pence whenever the biſhop did not collect it, 
and the viſitation of the Vale, and the fees of 
all cauſes belonging to his office. | 

The precentor had 58. yearly rent from lands 
in Hampton, tithes of Stokes, and 18d. from 
lands in Aulceſter to find enamel | incauſtum] 
for all the writers of the monaſtery, parchment 
for writs, colours for illuminating, and requi- 


ſites for binding books, and for the organ. 


The ſacriſt had ſix chapels in the Vale, viz. 
two in Eveſham, from which he received 
yearly ten marks and the candles for them : 
two at Lenchwic and Norton, from which 
he had 10s. a year; and from one at Morton 
38. a year; and from one at Uffeham [Offen- 
ham], 18d; from Baddebi church, two 
marks; from Wihtelakeford chapel 10s. ; from 
Weſton church, half a mark ; from Stowe 
church, 58. or two maſſes [ petræ] of wax; 
from St. Alban's church in Worceſter, 51b. of 
wax; 208. burgage in Eveſham ; 50s. burgage 
in Worceſter; 5s. from lands in Hampton. 
He had three hides and a half in Lench ; fifty 
five acres in Bradforton, in one field; and in 
another, ſeventy-ſix in demeſne : in villenage 
five virgates and a half, and tithes of the 
ſame lands in corn, flax, and lambs, and tithes 
of four hides in the ſame town ; and of nine 
virgates in Litleton, and of five in Badſey, 
and of the lordſhip of Pekeſley, in Hereford- 
ſhire, and all the oblations and legacies to 
the altar of Eveſham. 

The chamberlain for clothing the monks 
had Meilgareſbrai and Snella, and in lieu of 
Burton he had Thecleſthorp, or Tateleſthorp. 

To the kitchen belonged 5s. and 3 half- 
pence every Sunday out of the town and 
market of Eveſham; five marks a year out of 
the town mills near the vineyard : 30 pence 
and ſixty ſticks of eels yearly from the 
mills by the bridge, and in Hampton; 4s 
every Sunday from Stowe; 60 from Mor- 
ton; 60 from Saltford; 41. from Wiht- 
lakesford, and 208. and twelve ſticks of eels 
from the mills there; 208. from Saltford 
mill; 25s. and forty ſticks of eels from 
Chadelbury mull; 28s. and forty ſticks of 
eels from Twiford and Aldington mills ; 10 
from Uffeham mill; half a mark from Foke- 
mill; from Wikewon mill 8s. from Wdefeo 
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608.; 23s. from the fiſhery in Ambroſle; 38. and 
a half. penny from certain lands in Glouceſter- 
ſhire; 28. and one pound of pepper, from lands, 
and an oven in Winchelcomb; one pound of 
pepper, and half a mark a year from lands in 
Eveſham; a load | ſumma] of ſalmon from 
Penwortham; three hundred eggs yearly from 
every carucate in demeſne in the Vale of Eve- 
ſham, except Aldington ; and from every 
manor 3d. for diſhes, and twelve pots; 
from Bradwell twenty eggs, 3d. and twelve 
pots. The cook was to have alſo every day 
forrage for one horſe, and one or two feeds 
[ prebend@] of bran from the granary, and two 
hogs ad plancher [x], and as often as he bought 
fiſh in Eveſham for the convent he was to 
have from the cellarer bread and a 7 [y 
for the fiſhermen. 

The pitanciary had ten marks from the new 
land in Eveſham, two from Wrotteſley, 
258. from Uleburgh, one marc from Hildendon, 
and one from Leland church; half a mark 
from Wihtlakesford and Saltford mills each; 
and twelve pints of honey from Amberſle. 

The refectorer had the ſmall tithes of 
Wikewane, Badſey, and Aldeton, to repair 
the ſpoons, cups, juſtæ, or ale-mugs, glaſs- 
windows, ſalt-ſellers, and other utenſils. and 
to find twelve lamps and their oil. He had 
collecta of the ale after the firſt meal, and fix 
juſts a day from the cellar, out of which he 
was to give exceedings to the convent every 
Sunday, &c. and many other charges about 
the ſick, and thoſe who had been let blood. 

To the infirmary belonged three marks from 
a fulling-mill in Burton; 148. from two 
mills at Stowe; 5s. from lands there; 
32d. burgage from Eveſham; 4s. 4d. from 
Sowlſton, and the candles offered in St. 
John's chapel [z]. He was to have one ſow, 
with her food, for one year, or two pigs ad 
plancherum, and one truncum [a] [ ] 
from the cellarer, ſuch as one cart could 
carry againſt Chriſtmas, and a fulling-mill 
in Burton, and [ ſerragium] litter for one horſe, 
and ſtraw to heat the water for the cloths. 

The almoner had two ovens in Eveſham, 
and one in Bengeworth, and all uſed by 
the cuſtomary tenants in the Vale; and 
four marks rent from Pennertham ; 12d. 
rent from lands in Eveſham ; twelve from 
lands in Cranforth, with an iron or ſmith's

ceſter ; ninety eggs from Aldinton; tithe 
of all bread baked or bought within the gate. 
The abbot in Cœna Domini was to find half 
a mark, to be diſtributed by him among the 
poor, and the cellarer, a loaf, three herrings, 
and as much ale as was neceflary to each. 
The almoner had alſo the care of the monks” 
garden. 

To the repair of the church and cloiſter 
were applied 1ol. from Ambreſle church; 
and in caſe of non-payment, the abbot was 
bound to repair the roof of the church and 
monaſtery [ecclefiam & domos cooperire] tithes 
of lands in Uffeham; abbey ſermons | pre- 
dicationes abbatie] legacies, and free offerings, 

'The cuſtoms of the abbey were as follow : 
be cellarer had the care of the whole 
houſe, except the revenues aſſigned to the 
offices of the monks ; was to furniſh ſtrangers 
with all neceſſaries (except what the cook 
was bound to ſupply religious perſons with) ; 
and to give out daily to the monks by 
the hands of the ſub-cellarer ſeventy-two 
loaves for the monks [ panes monachiles] each 
weighing 65 ſhillings, and double to the 
prior (except when he eat with the ab- 
bot) and to the perſon who fat at the upper 
table [ut cuſtos ordinis] to keep order, or as pre- 
ſident; two to the perſon who celebrated the 
greater maſs; to the reader and ſervitors one 
#5] mixt [admixium] ; to the almoner fix of the 
tithe, three by order [ad mandatum, i. e. to diſ- 
tribute to the poor], and two ad triennalesſ c | cur- 
rentes; and every monk was to have two juſt 
of ale, good meaſure, every day. The cellarer 
was alſo to find ſalt and wood for the fire, and 
every day two diſhes of pottage [ pulmentum] for 
one of them a [ prebendarium raſum] a meaſure 
whoſe top was taken off by a ſtrike of dried 
beans, or [cumulatum] a full one of new beans 
from the granary, for the other ten monkiſh 
loaves a day from the cellarer, except in Lent, 
when they had twelve loads of beans from Hu- 
niburn, to furniſh one meſsof pottage through- 
out Lent, and twelve loads of oats from the ſame 
town, to make gruel | grue/lum]viz. on the 4th 
and 6th holiday throughout Lent, and meal 
for their garden- ſtuff | farina ad olera] every

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day in Lent. The monks were allo to have 
on the. eight principal feſtivals, eight loads 
of wheat, one on each for fritters ad frixuras] 
from the granary, and on each of the ſame feſ- 
tivalsafiful[d]of wheat for their waſtels, or five 
loaves from the granary, and on the tranſla- 
tion of St. Egwin two for dinner and ſupper. 
The cook was to have at Eaſter three portionsof 
wheat from the granary, to find fat hones[ e]; and 
in Rogation week on the feſtival of St. Odulf 
one prebendarium ad frixuras, alſo in Septuage- 
ſima Sunday, and one day of Lent, for ſoup. 
In Advent for Chriſtmas-day, Quadrageſima- 
Sunday, Eaſter, Whit-Sunday, and the 
tranſlation of St. Ecgwin, fourteen loads from 
the barn ad formiftas , J. From the cellarer 
ſunday a dole [caritatem [g] ad collatione m] 
by order, and for all collationes on feſtivals, 
both on common and ſurplice days, [am in 
capis quam in albis], on the vigil and day, 
except thoſe of the principal feſtivals, for 
then the Pitancer is to find them. They 
are alſo to have a dole at dinner from the 
cellar each of the principal octaves, except 
on the common days, when they are to be 
found by the Pitanciary ; and for collation on 
each oQtave, and from Chriſtmas-day to Epi- 
phany, they are to be furniſhed from the 
cellar, and whenever there is a drinking 
[ potus] after Nones the Refectorer was to 
have two g from the cellar, and one mixt. 
Alſo every Sunday in Lent, and in Cana Do- 
mini half a portion of wheat from the gra- 
nary for the offerings [oblate] at ſuppers. 
But [in minutionibus] when the monks have 
been let blood, and | miſericordiis regularibus] 
regular pennances between two, one juſta 
from the cellar for dinner and ſupper. The

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monks. The chamberlain is alſo to have 
from the cellar proviſion for one ſervant, and 
for one horſe from the granary, and forage 
from the grange; alſo the ſacriſt. And on 
the anniveffary of the abbots Reginald and 
Adam, the monks are to have each a fifful 
trom the granary for waſtells, and 208. from 
Buldewelly church, for pitance and dole. And 
on All-Saints day the almoner 1s to receive a 
load of wheat from the granaty to diſtribute 
among the poor ; and the like at the death 
of every monk of Eveſham. The abbot and 


' monks are to enjoy their whole corrody a 
Fear after their deceaſe as in their life-time, 


which is to be given to ſome poor perſon 


for their ſouls. The ſervants who fit up 


with a brother near death are to have bread 
and ale from the cellar. In caſe of the de- 


ceaſe of an abbot or monk of another houſe, 


if they belong to the chapter of Eveſham, 
bread and ale ſhall be given out of the cellar, 
for a year for the abbot, and 30 mafles 
[rritennale] [j for the monk, as to a poor 
monk [i]. 

Abbot William de Chyryton gave the 
churches of Omberſley and Badby; out of the 
revenues of which it was agreed that 61. 188. 
ſhould be divided equally annually by the bur. 
far among the monks that ſhould be let blood 
for their expences in bleeding, who were 
to have leave of abſence from church ſervice 
from the Sunday to the Friday following. 

The fame abbot purchaſed a rent of nine 
marks for two chaplains [T]. 

William de Stowe, facriſt, purchaſed a 
yearly rent of 2s. for winter ſhoes for each 
monk, except the prior of Penwortham and 
the chamberlain [A]. 

Forty- four thraves, wanting one garb, of 
the beſt wheat were paid to the ſacriſt every 
autumn from the tenants in Bradforton [I]. 


The ſum of the tithes of the ſpirituals 


and temporals of Eveſham, in Worceſter 
dioceſe, was 30l. 2s. 9d. In the archdeaconry 
of Glouceſter a moiety of tithes amounting to 


31. 5s. 9d. [IJ].

The priory of Othenefie in Denmark, 
founded by Eric king of Denmark [a], was 
a cell to Eveſham, and the monaſtery of 
Penwortham , in Lancaſhire was annexed 
to this houſe by Warin de Buſfel, By 
an agreement made between the abbot of 
Eveſham and Robert II. abbot of Malmeſbury, 
the monks of the one houſe were admitted to 
the pnvileges of the other, in the ſame man- 
ner as if they were actually members of that 
ſociety. A like communcation of privileges 
ſubſiſted between this houſe and the mo- 
naſteries of Whitby, York, and Othenſey o]. 


The principal bene factors to this abbey are 
thus recited in an extract from the regiſter by 
Robert Glover, Somerſet herald, printed in 
the Monaſticon, II. 851.

Then follows 
the benediction by the biſhop of Bangor, 
which recites that his election was as valid,

& fuit,” | 

From the ſame MSS. it appears, that the 
abbey paid for the cuſtody of their tempo- 
ralities, while the abbacy was vacant, the 
ſum of 240 marks for the firſt four months, 
200 marks for the next four months, and 
ſo on for every four months. When John 
de Brokehampton was abbot he obtained 
leave for the prior and convent to have the 
cuſtody of their temporalities, upon paying 
the fixed ſum of 1601. to the king at every 
VACANCY. 

Beſides the town of Eveſham and fite of 
the abbey, at the time of the ſurvey the 
church of Eveſham had in Fifleberg hundred 
165 hides, Lenchwickeand Norton, Oleberge, 
Offenham, Bradfortune, Aldington, Wick- 


amford, Badſei, Liteltune, Huniburne, Am- 


breſlege, Hantun, Beninforde, Mortune, Ach- 
lenz, Buinton, Circelenz, and 28 houſes in 
Worceſter. ; 

The revenues at the diflolution were valued 
at 1183l. 12s. 9d. per ann. Dugdale; and 
12681. 9s. gd. Speed. 

It was granted 34 Hen. VIII. together with 
Honyam meadow, conſiſting of twenty-ſeven 
acres in Salford, co. Warwick, for 8911. 108. 
to Philip Hobby, eſq.; who four years after 
had licence to alienate the property in Sal- 
ford to Anthony Lyttelton [/]. The fol-

the biſhop of Worceſter, to ſhew what right 
he ha! to the tithes, &c. of the following 
places; Omberſley, Morton, Samborne in 


the pariſh of Studley, Saltford Minor in the 


pariſh of Saltford, Willarſey, Overſwelle, 
Stow, St. Edward's, Malgerſbure, Tadeleſ- 
thorp, Bradwelle, Boroughton, and Laver- 
ſtoke in the pariſh of Ilmyndon; when 
it appeared, that the religious of this houſe 
had juſtly obtained the ſaid tithes, and 
been in poſſeſſion of them, a tempore et 
„per tempus cujus contraru memoria non 
« exiſtit,” 


The 
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The abbey of Eveſham when ſtanding in 
its proſperity was one of the largeſt and moſt 
ſtately in the kingdom. Within the pre- 
eincts of it were beſides its own church two 
pariſh churches of St. Lawrence and All 
Saints, both remaining. The abbey church 
was a magnificent building of more than or- 
dinary length. On the ſouth fide were 
cloiſters, with a ſpacious and curious walk 
communicating with the church of St. Law- 
rence. The abbey church and cloiſters were 
of elegant workmanſhip, and had within them 
one hundred and fixty-four marble pillars, 
which Mr. Habingdon ſays were gilt. The 
abbey church had fifteen altars, beſides the 
high altar, or the altar of Jeſus, viz. thoſe 
of the Virgin Mary, of the twelve apoſtles, 
pope Conſtantine, and St. Egwin; all in their 
chapels, 

The bell tower of Eveſham was repaired 
7 Ed. I. 26 Ed. I. 1291 it fell down, both 
the timber and the lead [m]. 

Leland fays, . Clement Lichfield, the laſt 
„ abbot of Eveſham, ſave one, did very 
„much coſt in building of the abbey and 
other places belonging to it. He builded 
* much about the quire in adorning it [A]. 
« He made a right ſumptuous and high 
« ſquare tower of ſtone in the cemitary of 
« Eveſham. This tower had a great bell in 
it, and a goodly clock, and was as a gate- 
© houſe to one piece of the abbey.” The 
tower here mentioned was purchaſed by 
the townſmen for their own uſes, and 
thus eſcaped the general wreck of the 
diflolution. This and the two pariſh churches, 
with an old gateway, are the only viſible re- 
mains of this once {ſplendid abbey. The 
abbey- church, cloiſters, offices, &c. were ſo 
entirely demoliſhed, that here is no tradition 
concerning them. 

The tower is moſt advantageouſly fituated 
on a beautiful eminence near the bank of the 
river Avon, and from the road which paſſes 
along its oppoſite ſhore has the appear- 
ance of great magnificence, as it is here 
leen in the centre between the two churches, 
and ſeems to form one building with them. 


It is a very beautiful, regular, and well 
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preſerved ſtructure, raiſed on a baſe of about 
twenty-two feet ſquare to the height of one 
hundred and ſeventeen feet from the ground 
to the ſummit of the vanes. The fronts to 
the eaſt and weſt are exactly ſimilar, and de- 
corated with chaſte and ſimple ornaments from 
the top to the bottom. Of the other two 
ſides that to the north has a double window 
like thoſe to the eaſt and weſt 5 but on the 
ſouth- ſide there is onlya ſingle one, and that 
placed ſomewhat out of the center of the 
plain and towards the weſt; and the orna- 
ments on the north and ſouth ſides reach from 
the baſe of the upper ſtory to the top. | 

Browne Wills ſuppoſes the great bell 
mentioned by Leland continued till the Reſto- 
ration, when the youth of the town joining 
together, and taking rhe bells out of the two 
pariſh ſteeples, melted them, and formed 
the preſent ring of eight bells now hang- 
ing in the tower. 

The gateway, which was the principal en- 
trance to the abbey, is aa elliptical arch ſeven- 


teen feet high from the ground to the key- 


{tone ; but it 1s evident that the foundation is 
much filled up byrubbiſh from the ruins which 
formerly ſurrounded it. Three ſets of mould- 
ings divide it into two ranges of niches, and 
in each range are eight well carved figures, 
now deprived of their heads, but well exe- 
cuted, the draperies are flowing and eaſy. 
In the centre of the outer range 1s a defaced 
figure of an angel praying. The centre of the 
inner range had a carving upon it, but it 1s 
quite gone. 'This arch and the tower are here 
engraved. There is a hollow cut from this 
gate towards the river Avon, at the end ot 
which are the fiſh-ponds that ſerved for the 
ute of the abbey. 

The abbot had licence to embattle [| kerne!- 
lare] his houſe without the gate of the ab- 
bey [9]. R 

The ſite of the abbey is now occupied 
by a modern houſe and garden belonging to 
Mr. Philips [p]. The houſe was built with 
materials from the ruins of the abbey, and 
is diſtant about one hundred and fifty yards 
from the gateway, which ſtands at the end 
of the garden avenue.

The Town of EvEsn aA mM. 


After the foundation of the abbey, Eve- 
ſham ſoon became a conſiderable town. At 
the time of the Conqueror's ſurvey, here 
were three hides, free from all ſervice, and 
belonging to the abbey [q]. In demeſne 
were three carucates, and twenty-ſeven bor- 
dars, who ſerved the hall of the abbey, and 
had four carucates; a mill of thirty ſhillings, 
and twenty acres of meadow, and a tribute 
from the men living there twenty ſhillings. 
It was worth fixty ſhillings, T. R. E. after- 
wards four pounds; and at the time of the 
ſurvey one hundred and ten ſhillings. 
While the + monaſtery flouriſhed, two 
bailiffs governed the town under the abbot 
in civil cauſes [i]. 

20 Hen. III. the liberties of Eveſham were 
ſeized for uſing falſe meaſures when the king 
was here; but they were reſtored upon the 
ſubmiſſion of the abbot and monks. 

Leland fays, „the town of Eveſham is 
«© meetly large and well builded with tymbre. 
„ The market-ſted is fayr and large. There 
ce be divers praty ſtreets in the towne. The 
& market is very celebrate. In the towne is 
«© noe hoſpital, or other famous foundation 
% but the late abbe [].“ 

At the diflolution, the town, with the 
ſite of the abbey, and ſome lands called 
the Sheep-houſe, were granted to S Philip 
Hobby and his heirs, in coniideration of 
the ſum of 8911. 10s. Sir Edward Hobby 
fold part to Sir Edward Grevile, knt. 
from whom it paſled to Mr. Wordward, 
whoſe ſon fir ohn Woodward, knight, con- 
veyed it to Sir William Curteyn, knight. 
His fon Mr. William Curteyn came next into 
poſſeſſion of it; and fold it, I believe, to 
—— Biggs, eſquire, from whom it came to Sir 
John Ruſhout. The property is now divided, 
but principally belongs to the Rudges. 

3 James I. the king advanced Eveſham to 
a Corporation, conſiſting of a mayor, high- 
ſteward, recorder, chamberlain, ſeven alder- 
men, of whom four are juſtices of the peace, 
twelve capital burgeſſes, and twenty-four 
other burgeſſes, called aſſiſtants. They have 
authority to hold ſeſſions, and try felonies 
and treaſons. The mayor is almoner and 
clerk of the market; he has deodands, the 
goods of felons, and toll. The town of 
Bengeworth is incorporated with Eveſham, 
and they both conſtitute one borough.

Here is a weekly market on the Monday, 
much frequented, and three yearly fairs; one 
on the invention of the holy croſs, another 
on Whit-monday, and the third within the 
octaves of the nativity of the Bleſſed Virgin. 
The fairs are particularly famous for the ſale 
of ſtrong black horſes. 

The market houſe was built by one of the 
Hobby's ; probably Sir Edward Hobby. The 
upper part of it 18 uſed by the corporation 
for a ſeſſion-houſe, and formerly the general 
aſſize of the county was held here. 

In 1472, Eytord, in the pariſh of Upper 
Slaughter, Gloceſterſhire, was appropriated 
to the abbey of Eveſham for the inſtruction 
of youth. It is uncertain in what manner 
this bene faction was applied: if it were laid 
out in a ſtipend for a ſchool, that was ſwal- 
lowed up at the diſſolution; for here was no 
ſuch foundation when Leland wrote. Since 
that time however, Mr. D'Eagle left one 
thouſand pounds for teaching and cloathing 
the poor children of the town. 

5 Eliz. this town contained the following 
number of families; the pariſh of All 
Saints 173, and St. Lawrence 138. In 1776 
they jointly contained 450 families, accord- 
ing to the return made to biſhop North, 

Upon an exact ſurvey, taken 1777, All 
Saints was found to contain 253 families, and 
1052 individuals. St, Lawrence contained 
190 families, and 796 individuals. 

At 4s. in the pound St. Lawrence pays to 
the land-tax, 1681. 13s. od, All Saints 
179]. 118. gd. 

Eveſham hath an excluſive juriſdiction, 
and doth not pay to the quarter rates. 

The arms granted to the corporation by 


their charter are : Azure, a princes crown 


over a garb of the carldom of Chetter all Or, 
bound with the ſame, and Sables, between 
two oftriche's feathers of Wales, Argent 
within a border of the third bezantry for 
the earldom of Cornwallis Sables. 

Eveſham is ſituated in a peninſula formed 
by the river Avon, from the banks of 
which the town riſcs by a regular aſcent.

Here 
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Here is a bridge of ſtone over the river, and 
on the oppoſite fide is Bengworth. A wall 
formerly extended itſelf from the end of the 
bridge on the Eveſham fide, nearly in a trait 
line acroſs the peninſula, ſeparating the build- 
ings of the abbey, with the gardens, fiſh- 
ponds, and perhaps the vineyard, from the 
the town : this wall ſtill remains, and ſhews 
the precincts of the abbey. - 

This place is famous in hiſtory for the ſe- 
cond battle between the barons and the king's 
forces, in the reign of Henry III. The former 
having, on the harſh reply they received to 


their petitions from the king, formally re- 


nounced their allegiance, engaged the royal 
army at Lewes, in which battle the earl of 
Leiceſter took priſoners the king and his bro- 
ther Richard, king of the Romans, and their 
two ſons. He kept the king in his own cuſ- 
tody, confined Richard in the Tower of 


'London, and ſhut up the princes in Dover- 


caſtle, while he new modelled the - govern- 
ment, and obliged both the king and prince 
to conſent to it. The principal leaders ſoon 
after quarrelled among themſelves. Prince 


Edward was removed to the caſtle of Here- 


ford, from whence he made his eſcape by 
the contrivance of the earl of Gloceſter (who 
had now changed ſides) and fled to his friend 
Roger Mortimer, baron of Wigmore, who 
with Roger Clifford, another baron of 
the ſame county, and aſſiſted by the 
prince's natural activity, got together a 
conſiderable army in Cheſhire and the 


-marches of Wales. In the mean time the 


earl, who was in Herefordſhire, having re- 
inforced himſelf with a number of Welch- 
men, arrived at Kemſey [], near Worceſter, 
on the iſt of Auguſt, 1265, with his royal 
prifoner, and halted there the next day ; but 


hearing that prince Edward had advanced 


to Worceſter, he the day after arrived at 
Eveſham, intending to join his ſon Simon, 
who nad brought to his aſſiſtance a party of 
troops from Yorkſhire, and lay then at Ke- 
nelworth []. The prince took advantage of 
Leiceſter's delay at Eveſham, and cut off all 
communication between him and his ſon, 
whoſe camp he ſurprized, and then imme- 
diately marched againſt the father, and inveſ- 
ted Eveſham. The carl, being thus ſurrounded 
by the prince's forces, was obliged to hazard 
a battle. He drew up his army in a large

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- field near the town, and placed the captive 


king in the front, arrayed in the ſäme ar- 
mour as himſelf ; either the better to ſecure 
his perſon by the diſguiſe, or in order to fa- 
vour his own eſcape in; caſe of à defeat. 
The lord Mortimer of Wigmore-caſtle, the 
earl of Gloceſter, fir William Devereux, and 
the fons of lord Beauchamp, were the only 
perſons of rank in the prince's army. Lei- 
ceſter's forces, though inferior in numbers, 
conſiſted chiefly of nobility. When the carl 
heard from his barber, whom he had placed 
on the abbey-tower to give notice, that the 
prince's army was ſo numerous and well diſ- 
poſed, he cried out in deſpair, © Lord have 
* mercy on our ſouls, for our bodies are 
* theirs;” at the ſame time reproaching his 
ſons for their foolhardineſs and pride. Dur- 
ing the fight, the king was wounded in 
the ſhoulder, and would have been killed 
had he not diſcovered himſelf to his ſoldiers. 
At laſt the earl's forces gave way; and him- 
ſelf and his eldeſt fon Henry ruſhing into the 
midſt of the enemy were ſlain, the earl fighting 
on foot after his horſe was killed was cut to 
pieces, being - refuſed quarter. The defeat 
of the barons immediately became univerſal. 
They left dead on the field; the earl of Lei- 
ceſter and Henry his ſon, Peter de Mount- 
fort, Hugh le Deſpencer chief juſtice of Eng- 
land, William de Mandevil, Ralph Baſſett, 
Walter de Crepingis, William de Yorcke, 
John Beauchamp, Robert de Tregoze, Tho- 
mas de Heſtele, Guy de Balliol, Roger de 
Roulee, Sir John de St. John, Sir William 
de Verence, Sir John de Inde, Sir William 
Troflell, and Sir Gilbert Einefield; about 
160 knights, and great numbers of gentle- 
men. The principal perſons taken priſoners 
were, Humfry de Bohun, Piers, and Robert, 
Leiceſter's ſons; Guy de Mountfort ſon to 
Symon, Baldwin Wake, John Fitz John, 
John Veſſy, Henry Haſtings, Nicholas Se- 


grave. There were about four thouſand 
common men killed of the earl's party. 


Mr. Habingdon ſays, ** though there is no 
mention in the chronicle of any flain of 
« the prince's fide, yet it is proved by record 
& that fir William Devereux, anceſtor to the 
earl of Eſſex, did there for the prince, loſe 
„ his life.“ | 

Leland obſerves, that the olde lord Beau- 
„ champe of Helmeley, ſent three or four

The bodies of the earl of Leiceſter, his ſon 
Henry, and Hugh le Deſpencer, were bu- 
ried in the abbey-church before the high 
altar. The king aſſiſted ſolemnly at the 
earl's funeral. The monks eſteemed him a 
martyr, and Tyrrel ſaw in a manuſcript in 
the public library at Cambridge, prayers ad- 
dreſſed to him [y]. The field of battle was 
about a mile from the town, on the north 
ſide, not far from the turnpike road leading 
to Alceſter. 

Eveſham bridge was carried away by a great 
flood, 1374 [=]. 

3 July, 1644, king Charles I. came to 
Eveſham to refreſh his ſoldiers, and the next 
day ſent propoſals for peace to the parliament 
at Weſtminſter. Eveſham was taken 26 May, 
1644, by Maſſey, with the loſs only of 
about twenty men killed, and ſome wounded. 
The garriſon conſiſted of 300 men; colonel 


Leg was governor. 


EINEN T PERSONS born, or once living, 
at EVESHAM. 

Hugh de Eveſham was either native or monk 
here, or both, archdeacon of Worceſter; rector 
of Spofford, co. Vork, prebend of Vork, 1279; 
proctor for the archbiſhop of Vork, at Rome, 
1280. He applied himſelf to the ſtudy of 
phyfic, in which he was the greateſt profi- 
cient of his age. In a difpute at Rome upon 
fome medical queſtion, he was ſent for by 
pope Martin IV. to whom he gave ſuch 
ſatis factory information, that the pope created 
him a cardinal of St. Laurence in Lucina, 
1280. The benefit which the Italians received 
from his art did not prevent their envying 
his preferment. After he had enjoyed his 
cardinalſhip ſeven years, he is ſaid to have 
been poiſoned by them, 1287. This is denied 
by Ciaconius, who afferts, that he died of 
the plague. He was buried in his church at 
Rome. Some medical and theological MSS. 
of his are in the Bodleian Library [4]. 

Elias de Eveſham, a native, flouriſhed about 
the year 1270. He was of good parentage,

ſame. Ib. 558. 
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from which, as Bale tells us, he expected a 
fair eſtate; yet he became a Benedictine monk 
in this abbey. He wrote a Chronicle, and 
a life of Becket; which laſt Leland ſaw 
in Whitby-abbey. One of this name was 
preſented by the king, 18 John, to a prebend 
of Hereford [6]. 

Walter Odington, ſurnamed de Eveſham [c], 
was a Benedictine monk here in the time of 
Henry III.; a great mathematician and phi- 
loſopher ; attained to great perfection in muſic; 
and wrote a book on that ſcience intitled, De 
Speculatione Muſices, MS. C. C. C. C. n. xxv. 

The author of the life of Richard II. pub- 
liſhed by Hearne, Ox. 1729, 8vo. from two 
Cottonian MSS. is by him ſuppoſed to have 
been a monk of Eveſham. 

Joſeph, another monk of this houſe, wrote 
a collection of letters, which Hearne ſaw in 
the hands of Edward Lluyd, of which Hearne 
printed two inſignificant ones at the end of 
the above book, p. 343. See alſo Leland's 
It. II. 154. 

John Feckenham, alias Howman, born of 
obſcure parents, near Feckenham foreſt in 
this county, was a monk here, and ſeiit to 
Gloceſter-hall, Oxford, to which he returned 
after the diſſolution, having a penſion of 10l. 
per ann. for ſubſcribing to the ſurrender of 
this abbey. In 1537, he was ſenior fellow of 
this houſe. He was ſecretary to John Bell, 
biſhop of Worceſter, and to biſhop Bonner, 
till 1549, dean of St. Paul's in 1553, ſeveral 
times impriſoned in the reign of Edw. VI. 
and engaged in frequent diſputes with the 
proteſtant prelates. Upon Mary's acceſlion, 
he was preſented to Finchley and Greneford 


in 1554, and to the prebend of Kentith-town, - 


and at length made abbot of Weſtminſter. 
He repaired the Confeſſor's ſhrine, as we now 
ſee it. In the reign of Eliz. he was the only 
abbot that voted in parliament, but perſiſting 
to ſupport popery, was again frequently im- 
priſoned, and art laſt in Wiſbech Caſtle, 1585, 
and is ſaid to be buried in All Saints church 
here, under a ſtone inſcribed with a croſs, 
Among his various writings enumerated by 
biſhop Tanner [d], is his conference with lady 
Jane Gray, four days before her execution; 
printed at London, 1554. 1625, 8 vo. He 
built a ſtone croſs at Wiſbech. Camden calls

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him, vir doctus et bonus qui longo tempore vixit 
et publice bene de pauperibus merendo ànimos 
adverſariorum ad benevolentitem allexit [ e]. 

Lewis Bayly, native of Wales, fellow of 
Jeſus College, Oxford, miniſter of this town 
in 1611, was Chaplain to prince Henry 
about the fame time, and rector of St. 
Matthew's church in Friday-ſtreet, London. 
In 1613 he took the degree of D. D. in 
the univerſity of Oxford. Being famed for 
his excellent preachi 1g, he was made one 
of the chaplains to James I. and was after- 
ward created biſhop of Bangor in 1616. He 
was the author of a book, entituled, The 
«© Practice of Picty.” He died Oct. 6, 1631, 
and was buried at Bangor [/]. 

John Bernardi, commonly called Major 
Bernardi, was born at Eveſham, in 1657, 
deſcended from an honourable family which 
had flouriſhed at Lucca ever fince the year 
1097. His grandfather Phil:p, a count of 
the Roman empire, lived in England twenty- 
eight years as reſident from Genoa, and 
married an Engliſh woman. His father 
Francis ſucceded to the ſame employment, 
but being diſguſted with the ruling perſons 
in the ſtate of Genoa, he reſigned and re- 
tired to Eveſham, where he amuſed himſelf 
with gardening, a buſineſs which ſince that 
time has been practiſed with great ſucceſs in 
the neighbourhood of this town [g. At the 
age of 13, John Bernardi ran away from his 
tather, on account of the cruel uſage which 
he received from him. He was then ſup- 
ported by ſome of his friends, particularly fir 
Clement Fiſher of Packington-hall, and after- 
wards enliſted into the tervice of the prince 
of Orange, and the States, as a common 
toldier. His good behaviour and bravery 
obtained him a captain's commiſſion. In 
April 1677, he married a Dutch lady of a 
good family, with whom he lived comfortably 
eleven years. When the Englith regiments 
in the Dutch ſervice were recalled by James 
II. a few officers only, among whom was 
Bernardi, obeyed the ſummons. By refuſing 
to ſign the aflociation tendered to the regi- 
ments by the prince of Orange, having en- 
tirely loſt the tavour of the prince; he follow- 
ed king James into Ireland, and was ſoon 


ſent by him into Scotland, from which 
he afterwards -retired to Holland. Return- 
ing to London, 1695, he was committed 
to Newgate 25 March, 1696, on ſuſpicion of 
being concerned in the aſſaſſination plot. In 
1712, he married a ſecond wife, by whoſe care 
and induſtry he was chiefly ſupported during 
his confinement. She bore him while in New- 
gate ten children. After almoſt forty years 
impriſonment, without ever being con- 
victed, he died 20 Sept. 1736. He was 
a little briſk man, of a very chearful diſ- 
poſition, He bore his misfortunes, eſpecially 
his impriſonment and frequent indifpoſition 
cauſed by the breaking-out of old wounds, 
with great conſtancy of mind; and was 
much reſpected and beloved by all Who 
knew him | 4 |. 

Elizabeth Elſtob, the famous Saxoniſt, kept 
a {mall ſchool here for twenty years, with 
very. great ſucceſs. She was daughter of 
Ralf and Jane Elſtob, and was born at New- 
caſtle upon Tyne, 29 Sept. 1683. At a 
very early age ſhe diſcovered a fondneſs 
for learning. Her mother died when ſhe 
was only eight years old, and left her 
under the care of Dr. Charles Elſtob, canon 
of Canterbury. It was with much difficulty 
that ſhe prevailed upon her guardian to let 
her learn the French language. She afterwards 
lived with her brother, who encouraged and 
aſſiſted her in her ſtudy, but after his death ſhe 
was reduced to the expedient abovementioned 
for ſupport. At laſt ſhe was taken notice of by 
Mr. George Ballard of Campden, and Mrs. 
Capon who kept a boarding-ſchool at Stanton, 
in Glouceſterſhire, and raifed for heramong her 
friends an annuity of 201, a year, which Queen 
Caroline continued, and the dutcheſs of Port- 
land received her into her family, and allowed 
her 3ol. per ann. for inſtructing her children. 
She tranſlated from the French Mademoiſelle 
de Scudery's Eflay on Glory; a Saxon 
homily on the birth of St. Gregory, pub- 
liſhed by her brother, with her tranſlation, 
and notes: alſo the Rudiments of Gram- 
mar for the Engliſh Saxon tongue, 171 5, 4to. 
She tranſlated and intended to have publithed 
all Ælfric's Homilies, She took an exact copy 
of the Textus Roffenſis, and tranſcribed all

The churches of ALL Saints and 

ST. LAWRENCE. 

"Theſe churches were formerly appropriated 
to the abbey of Eveſham [i]; the chaplains 
were maintained at the expence of that houſe, 
and allowed the ſame portion of bread and 
beer as the rwonks [+]. They are now 
united, and induction is taken to All Saints 
only. The vicar is ſupported by the Eaſter- 
book, and the contributions of the inhabitants. 

The churches in the deanry of Eveſham 
paid no Peter's pence to the pope; and fix 
of them, Hampton, Wykamford, Bad- 
ſey, North and South Littelton, and Uffen- 
ham, are exempt from the ordinary of the 
dioceſe, and ſubje& to an official appointed 
by the dean and chapter of Chriſt-Church, 
Oxford. The legality of this claim was 
doubted about the year 1587. See, in the 
Appendix, a paper drawn for biſhop Freake; 
but the exemption ſtill continues. 

Anus and MONUMENTS in the church of 
ALL SAINTS. 

In the eaſt window of the chancel 
Gules fix martlets Ermine. In the north 
window of Derby chapel on the north fide of 
the church : Gules, three legs conjoined and 
armed, Argent : this 1s repeated thrice. In 
another pane : Azure three arms conjoined 
Argent armed with ſwords. In the middle 
pane : Mortimer within an ineſcutcheon, Ar- 
gent. In the next pane on the right hand: 
Argent, two bars Gules. In the pane on 
the left: Or two bends Gules. Sudeley. In 
the laſt pane : Gules, a fefle and two mulletts, 
of ſix points in chief, Or. Poher. 

In the ſame chapel on a tomb inlaid with 
braſs 1s the figure of a prieſt praying, with 
this inſcription : Hic jacet dominus Jo- 
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% hannes Sadeler capellanus, qui obiit 13 die 
“ Junii, A. D. 1502, cujus animae propitictur 
c Deus. Amen.“ 

In the weſt window of the north aile, con- 
fiſting of four panes: Azure a chain in 
a Chevron with a ring in the dexter and a 
horſelock in the ſiniſter, and between three 
mitres labelled Or. Abbey of Eveſham. 
In another pane : Azure a croſs flory between 
four martlets, Or. In the lat pane :-Gules 


a fefle between fix croſs croſlets Or, quarter- 


ing chequy Or and Azure a chevron Ermine, 
in an ineſcutcheon quarterly : Argent and 
Gules frette Or. a bendlet Sable. 

In the middle aile is a ſtone inlaid with 
braſs, the figures of a man and woman 
with this inſcription : “ Orate pro animabus 
„ Roberti Wyllys et Agnetis uxoris ejus; 
* quorum animabus propitietur Deus.“ 

Near the laſt: Hic jacet Johannes Okley 
% quondam mercator hujus ville de Eve— 
% ſham, qui obiit 17 menſis Juni, A. D. 
* 1586, cujus animae propitietur Deus.“ 

Toward the ſouth part of the body of the 
church is this inſcription : 

In this grave and ſepulture 

Lieth John Corniſhe, and James his ſonne. 

& Of his mercy he make them ſure 

« By whom all grace was firſt begun.“ 

Near it is a tombſtone in memory of John 
Homon, abbot of Weſtminſter, and ſome- 
time monk of Eveſham. He took the name 
of Feckenham, the place of his birth. On 
this ſtone is the impreſſion of a roſs gra- 
dated. 

In the loweſt ſouth window of the ſouth 
aile : Sable two keys in ſaltire Or. between 
them a ſword in pale with the hilt downwards 
proper. 

In the middle pane of the fame window, 
among the broken glaſs. ** , . . Margarettae 
e uxoris Johannis Pachette.“ 


The white roſe, the badge of the houſe of 


Vork, was frequent here. 

At the upper end of the ſouth aile, 
a ſtone inlaid with braſs figures of a woman 
and her two huſbands. The inſcription :

Here were other 
figures, which are now defaced. 

Nearly in the middle of the ſouth aile is a

was formerly that abbot's portraiture, in 
pontificalibus. Theſe inſcriptions on braſs 
plates were on different parts of the tomb ; 
on his right hand: Deus in nomine tuo

in virtute tua judica me.“ Below on the 
one ſide, Quia in inferno nulla eſt redemp- 
« tio;” on the other fide, ** Miſerere mei, 
Deus, et falva me.” And under his feet,

« Eveſhamentis aedificata eſt.” The roof of 
this chapel is richly carved. On an eſcutchcon 
are the initial letters of this abbot's name,

In a little room at the weſt end of the 
church the arms of Gloceſter and Eveſham 
abbies. 

On a ſmall monument againſt the north- 
wall of the chancel; Party per pale Sable 


and Argent, a chevron between two heads” 


eraſed counterchanged of the field, impaling 
paly of fix Argent and Gules, a bend Or. This 


monument is erected in memory of the fol- 


lowing perſons: Sarah the wife of John 
Mitchell, clerk, LL. B. vicar of this church.

Some years ago the pariſhioners had a 
brief for repairing the church, and the con- 
tributions amounted to 500 or 600 pounds, 
with which the buildings were put in order, 
and the windows new glazed. It is now in 
ruins again, the windows are all broken, and 
the pavement torn up. They uſe it only as 
a place of burial for poor perſons who die of 
the ſmall-pox, or any contagious diſtemper.

Reverent fader and lord. I recomaunde me to 
youre goode ant bountenouſe fadrehede yn the 
trewyſte wiſe, defiryng ever the welfare ant the 
felicite of youre reverent fadrehede as of myſelf, 
preying you lowly that my homly wrytyng yn 
no wyſe diſpleſe that gentil ant trewe herte hat 
God has ſet in you. For as I dar, I youre trewe 
ſervant by my trowth while I lyve, compleyn me 
that yee liſte not lete me yn the noumbre of 


youre other ſervants be privey to fiche matiers as 


my povertneſſe might doo any maner of pleifir 
to youre goode ant bountenor ſe lordſhip. For be 
my trouthe I will while I lyve both by lawful 
menys and awful be youre trewe man to the ut- 
terance of my powere agayns alle youre adver- 
ſaries, where ſome ever they dwelle, or what 
condicion that thai be of; outcepte fiche perſones 
the wiche I wel not yee of your, wiſdaim wil 
not offende yn no wiſe. Reyent fadre and lord, 
I come out of the foreſt of Dene, the whyche 1s 
my lordes lordſhip, on Monday laſt to Wor- 
ceſter ; ant the Wolaſhull ant Wode wyth other 
diverſe gentilles told me muches of the procefle 
of the myſrewle of Brace's ſone in lawe to you 
wart, ant how he kepte not his day, and ſo yee 
were vexed in voide bycauſe of hys nonn apper- 
ance; the whiche is littel joy of me be my trouth. 
Bute myn owne good lord then hyth wel yn youre 
hert that yf yee, or any of youre tenaunts, or 
the leſte child toward yow, ſuffre eny wrong other 
yn body, good, or catell, bote yffe it be fore 
revenkyſt bothe lawfully and awfully as the 
cauſe requirith, blame youre ſelfe ant no man 
elles. For, bleſt mot G-d be of his mercy, ye 
be as well endofid with lordſhips ant frenlihode, 
ant ſervice of other pore men, as any lord of 
Ant for the effec- 
tuel execucion of this matier, for Godes love L 
youre ſervaunt as I dar require you that yee ſpare 
not nothur the labour of my perſone ant of alle 
my frendes ant the expences of my goods : prey- 
ing yow of youre good ant faitfull lordſhip that 
yee liſt by the berer of this yn this matier com- 
maunde me youre will with alle yourc othur 

leifirs. Ant yn the accompliſement of theym 
| thall be no gret ſleper by my trouthe. Ant I 
biſeche Almighty God of his endly mercy geve 
you evir as wel to fare as ever farde criſtene crea- 
ture. Wryten in youre awyn houſe at Hinptone, 
yn the whiche I triſt yn God haſtely to fc yo, 
the 17 day of June. Youre trewe ſervaunt by 
my trouthe, Richard Leyor. 
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A memorandum concerning the priviledged 


peculiar in the vale of Eveſham, granted 
to Chriſt-Church, Oxon. 


The juriſdiction ecclefiaſtical graunted by the 
Pope to the abbot in certain churches of the Vale, 
is not compriſed in any the hereditaments men- 
tioned by 31 H. VIII. which ſhould come to the 
king upon the diſſolution, and therefore the ab- 
bey being diſſolved, the juriſdiction is extinguiſh- 
ed, and muſt be ſettled where the common ec- 
clefiaſtical law will place it, viz. in the ordinary 
of the dioceſs, from whence it was taken; for 
before Egwin the 3d biſhop of Wigorn founded 
Eveſham, and three or four hundred years atter, 
all theſe were of the juriſdiction of the biſhop, 
Res facile revertitur ad priftinam naturam. That 
ſuch juriſdiction is not comprehended, it is evi- 
dent, for it is not mentioned in particular, and in 
the general words (of all other hereditaments 
what ſoever they be) it is not contained: for it is 
afterward limited thus belonging or appertayn- 


ing to them or any of them now it is clear that 


this eccleſiaſtical juridiction and exemption from 
the ordinary, came by a collateral graunt from 
the Pope or preſcription, and cannot be ſaid to 
belong or appertaine to any the poſſeſſions of the 
abbey, but to the perſons of the abbot and his 
convent: and therefore it was not in the king to 
graunt by this ſtatute, 


2. But if it had come to the king by the diſſo- 
Jution, yet the proviſo after that they ſhall be 
in the juriſdiction of the ordinary, in. whoſe dio- 
ceſe they are, doth convince the cathedrall church 
to have no juriſdiction there, yf here they ſhall 


alledge the W (or within the juriſdiction 


and viſitation of ſuch perſons as by the king's high- 
neſs ſhall be limited or appointed) I anſwer, that 
a corporate body cannot be called a perſon, that 
(as is notorious) Cromwell was thereby meant ; 
and that yff hereby they were authorized, yet 
the ordinary is not excluded; for if the juriſ- 
diction be in the ordinary, then is it in the one 
of the members of the disjunctive. 


3. Their very graunt cometh ſhort of that 
which they wolde have, for it is but thus, pre- 
Fatis Decaus et Capitulo eccigſie Cathedralis Chriſti, 
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Oxon ; whereby it reacheth not to their ſucceſſors, 


and is limited to the deane and chapter then be. 
ing, and named in their dotation by the word 
Pr. fatis 5 # | 

5. Laſtly and chiefly the very graunt unto 
them reſtraineth the generaliter of juriſdifione; 
quaſcunque thus, que-wultimi abbates, &c. habue- 
runt, tenuerunt, Sc. ratione vel prætextu alicujus 
charte, doni, conceſſionis, vel confirmationis aut aliqua- 
rum terrarum pertinentium per nos ſeu per aliquem 
progenitorum noſtrorum prefatis nuper abbatibus, &c, 
ſo that (thoughe all the premiſſes were anſwered) 
except they can ſhewe the juriſdiction eccleſiaſ- 
ticall which they claim to have bene graunted to 
the abbot of Eveſham and his ſueceſſors, by ſome 
king of England, they can have no juriſdiction by 
thatte graunte. Now it 1s certaine the abbots of 
Eveſham. had it partly by conſent of the biſhop of 
Wigorn, as appeareth in the white booke of the 
biſhoprick, tor the which the biſhop had of the 
abbott the advowſons of Hillingdon, Kinwarton, 
and Weſton tor ever, and partly by graunte from 
the Pope, as appeareth in the Decretalls, C. 
auditis de in integrum reflitutionibus et auditis de 
præſcriptionibus; where it is ſaid that Celeſtinus 
the pope did exempt the churches in the Vale, 
yf that were the place which the kings gave cer- 
taine privilidges unto; but it is not decided 
there whether this were the very place or not. 
Again it is there reported, that the biſhop 
proved an interruption touching Pentecoſtall 
proceſſion in the town and church of More- 
ton, and in the interdiction of the chapells 
in the-vale of Eveſham ; and the decifion prin- 
cipal of that Decretall is, that the biſhop ſhall 
be put to filence in other things which the ab- 
bot had preſcribed ; whereby appeareth the for- 
mer graunt from Celeſtine either was not generall, 
or at the leaſt was interrupted by the biſhop law- 
fully. Alfo that which the abbot then held by 
and relied upon, was preſcription, and not any 
graunt from Pope or Kinge. Therefore, not- 
withſtanding any former graunt or preſcription, 
as the biſhop was then to enjoy that wherein he 
had interrupted the abbotts preſcription, ſo, yt 
all ſhold faile) muſt he enjoye by that decretall 
the viſitation (being the preſent thing in contro- 
verfie) from Chriſt-Church, though they had a 

unt ſufficient ; yea and many other parts of 
juriſdiction, in which ever fince the diſſolution they 
have been interrupted as may from time to time 
appear by acts. 
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J AMES by the grace of God, of England, 
Scotland, France, and Ireland, king defender 
of the faith, &c. To all whom theſe preſent let- 
ters ſhall come, greeting. Whereas our burgh of 
' Eveſham, in our county of Worceſter, has been an 
antient and populous burgh, and the burgeſſes of 
the ſaid burgh, ſometimes called by the name of 
bailiffs, aldermen, and burgeſſes of the ſaid burgh, 
and ſometimes by other names for time out of 
mind, have had, uſed, and enjoyed, divers liber- 
ties, cuſtoms, franchiſes, immuninies, and preli- 
minaries; as well by reaſon of divers charters and 
letters-parent heretofore to them and their prede- 
ceſſors, made and granted, as of divers preſcriptions, 
uſages and cuſtoms within the ſaid burgh antient- 
ly uſed and accuſtomed : And whereas the ſer- 
geants at mace of the ſaid burgh now carry and 
bear, and for a long time palt have uſed to carry 
and bear before the bailiffs of the ſaid burgh for 
the time being within the ſaid burgh, and the li- 
berties and preciucts thereof, two filver maces en- 
graven and adorned with the arms of the princes 
of Wales: And whereas we are informed, that 
our town of Bengworth, in the ſaid county of 
Worceſter, adjoins and'lyes near to the ſaid burgh 
of Eveſham, and that many diſſentions, quarrels, 
miſbehaviours, riots, and other violations and diſ- 
turbances of our peace, and ſeveral abuſes and 
evil deeds are oftentimes committed and perpe- 
trated without puniſhments and corrections with- 
in our ſaid town of Bengworth, through the de- 
fect of good diſcipline and government in the ſaid 
town, to the great damage, grievance, perturba- 
tion, and moleſtation, as well of the reſiants and 
tenants within the ſaid town, as of the burgeſles 
and inhabitants of the ſaid burgh of Eveſham ; for 
which reaſons our beloved ſubjects, as well the 
bailiffs, aldermen, and burgeſſes of our ſaid burgh 
of Eveſham, as the tenants, reſiants, and inha- 
bitants of our ſaid rown of Bengworth jointly, and 
of their unanimous aſſent and conſent, have moſt 
humbly beſought us, that we would in this be- 
half maniteſt and extend our royal tavour and mu- 
nificence towards them, and that we, tor the bet- 
ter diſcipline and government of the ſaid burgh 
and town, would vouchſafe as it ſhould ſeem to 
us moſt meet, by our letters-patent, to make, re- 
duce, and create, as well the ſaid bailifts, alder- 
men, and burgeſſes of the burgh of Eveſham 
aforeſaid, by whatſoever name or names of cor- 
poration or incorporation, they heretofore have 
been incorporated as the tenants, reſiauts, and 
inhabitants of our ſaid town of Bengworth in the 
ſaid county of Worceſter, lying near and adjoin- 
ing to the ſaid burgh of Eveſham, into one body 


corporate and politick, by the name of the mayor, 
Vol. I. 
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aldermen, and burgeſſes of the burgh of Eveſham, 
in the county of Worceſter : We, therefore, 
willing that from henceforch for ever, as well 
in the ſaid burgh of Eveſham as in our ſaid vil- 
lage of Bengworth, there may be had one certain 
and undoubted method of and for the keeping of 
our peace, and for the diſcipline and povernment 
ot our ſaid burgh and town of our people there 
inhabiting and of all others thereto reſortiug. And 
that the ſaid burgh and town from henceforth 
for ever may be and remain a buroh of peace 
and quietneſs, to the dread and terror of all evil 
delinquents, and for the reward and ſupport of 
the good. And that our peace, and all oth r our 
acts of juſtice and good government, may there he 
the beiter obſerved, hoping, that as the faid bai- 
lifts, aldermen, and burgefles of the 1aid burgh, 
and the ſaid tenants, reſiants, and inhabitants, of 
our ſaid town of Bengworth, and their ſucceſſors, 
will by our grant enjoy more extenſive honours, 
liberties, and priviledges, they will then think 
themſelves obliged in a- more efpecial manner to 
do their utmoſt in the ſervice of us, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors; and alſo at the humble petition and 
requeſt of our moſt illuſtrious and dearly beloved 
eldeſt fon prince Henry (it being the fi lt requeſt 
he ever made to us in our realm of England), 
of our ſpecial favour, and out of our certain 
knowledge and mere motion, we have willed, 
created, ordained, declared and grante'!, and by 
theſe preſents, for us, our heirs and tucceſſors, 
do will, ordain, create, conſtitute, declare, and 
grant, that the ſaid buigh of Eveſham, and the 
ſaid town of Bengworth, in our county of Wor— 
ceſter, and the bounds, limits, and precinfts of thc 
ſaid burgh and town from henceforth tor ever, may 
be and ſhall be joined and united, apd be ons 
undivided and free burch of itl-il ; and that as 
well the faid bailifls, aldermen, and burgellcs of 
the ſaid burgh of Eveſham, as the ſaid tenants, 
reſiants, and inhabitants of the faid town of Bene. 
worth, and their ſucceſſore, whether heretofore 
lawtully incorporated or not from this time for- 
ward for ever, without any queſtion or doubt 
hereafter to be raiſed, may be and {hall be, by 
virtue of theſe preſents, one body corporate and 
politick, in reality, deed and name, by the name 
of mayor, aldermen, and burgeflcs of the burgh 
of Eveſham, in the county of Worceſler. And 
for ourſelves, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, we make, 
erect, ordain, conſtitute, create, confirm, ratify, 
and declare them by the name of the mayor, al- 
dermen and burgeſſes of the burgh of Evefham, 
in the county of Worceſter, one body corporate 
and politick, in reality, deed, and name, fully and 
really by theſe preſents. And that by the ſame 
name

name they may enjoy a perpetual ſucceſſion. 
And that by the name of Mayor, aldermen, and 
burgeſſes of the burgh of Eveſham, in the county 
of Worceſter, they may and ſhall be in all future 
times, perſons able and capable by law, and a 
body corporate and politick by law capable to 
have, purchaſe, receive, enjoy, retain and poſſeſs, 
manors, lands, tenements, liberties, priviledges, 
juriſdictions, franchiſes, and all other heredita- 
ments whatſoever, of what nature, kind, name, 
quality or ſpecies ſoever they be, and alſo to give, 
grant, demife, alien, aſſign and diſpoſe of lands, 
tenements and hereditaments; and by the name 
aforeſaid to do and execute all and ſingular other 
acts and things whatſoever. And that they may 
have power, by the ſaid name of mayor, alder- 
men, and burgeſſes of the burgh of Eveſham, in 
the county of Worceſter, to plead and be im- 
pleaded, anſwer and be anſwered, defend and be 
defended in any courts and places whatſoever, 
and before any judges and juſtices, and other 
perſons and officers whatſoever, of us, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors, in all and ſingular actions, pleas, 
ſuits, plaints, cauſes, matters and demands, what- 
ſoever, of what kind, nature, quality, or ſpecies 
they may or ſhall be in the ſame manner and form 
as any other our liege ſubjects of this our king- 
dom of England, being perſons capable by law, 
or any other body corporate and politick with- 
in this our kingdom of England, may or can, have, 
receive, purchaſe, poſſeſs, enjoy, retain, give, 
grant, demiſe, affign, alien and diſpoſe of, plead 
and be impleaded, anſwer, and be anſwered, de- 
fend and be defended. And that the ſaid mayor, 
aldermen and burgeſſes of the faid burgh for ever 
hereafter may have a common feal for cauſes, and 
to ſerve in the tranſacting the buſineſs of them 
and their ſucceſſors; and that it ſhall and may be 
lawful for the ſaid mayor, aldermen and bur- 
geſſes of the ſaid burgh and their ſueceſſors, the ſaid 
teal from time to time at their pleaſure, to break, 
change and make anew, as to them ſhall ſeem 
moſt meet. And further we will and by theſe 
preſents for ourſelves, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
do grant to the mayor, aldermen and burgeſſes of 
the burgh aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors; that 
our ſaid burgh of Eveſham, and the circuit pre- 
cincts, compaſs, liberties, franchiſes and juriſdic- 
tions thereof, may extend and reach through and 
about the whole limits and precincts of the pa- 
riſhes of All Saints and St. Lawrence in the ſaid 
burgh, and through the whole village and pariſh 
of Bengworth aforeſaid, viz. from the ſouth fide 
of the bridge of Eveſham, otherwiſe called Beng- 
worth-Bridge, where was acertain houſe now, or here- 
tofore, called Le Old Guild-Hall, by the banks of 
a certain river there called Avon, encompaſſing a 
certain park and meadow there called Abby Park 
and Meadow, towards Eveſham aforeſaid, as far 
as a certain ſtone wall, called the Abby Park 
Wall, and from thence along the banks of the 
river Avon aforeſaid, to a ditch and watercourſe, 
being the furthermoſt bound of a certain cloſe 
there, commonly called Higden-Cloſe, near a cer- 
tain mill there, called Chadbury-Mill, and from 
thence along the furthermoſt bounds and-limits of 
the ſaid cloſe called Higden-Cloſe, towards Lench- 
wick, as far as the king's high-way there; and fo 
by the faid high-way to a certain way or lane 
called Lenchwick-Lane, otherwiſe Offenham-Lane, 
to a certain bridge called Offenham-Bridge, alias 
Twiford-Bridge, and ſo by the ſouth fide of the 
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ſaid bridge towards Evefham aforeſaid, to the 
banks of the river Avon atoreſaid, on the weſt part; 
and from thence by the banks of the ſaid river to- 
wards Eveſham aforeſaid, to a certain field called 
the Paddock, including the ſaid field, and the 
mill called Eveſham-mill, with all the parcels of 
land- and leaſows to the ſaid mill belonging or ad- 
joining, and from thence by the banks of the 
ſaid river, to certain houſes called the Alms houſes, 
including the houſes adjoining or adjacent on the 
north fide of the ſaid bridge called Eveſham-bridge, 
alias Bengworth- bridge, and ſo by the ſaid bridge 
over the river to our ſaid village of Bengworth ; 
and from thence through the whole town and pa- 
riſh of Bengworth, and all the borders, limits, 
bounds and precincts of the ſaid pariſh of Beng- 
worth, compaſſing, comprehending, containing, 
and including all houſes, mills, fields, lands, ind 
places within the ſaid pariſh of Bengworth, by 


whatever names and appellations they are called 


or known, or before this time had been uſed to 
be called or known. And further, we will and 
by theſe preſents, for ourſelves, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, do give and grant to the ſaid mayor, 
aldermen, and burgefſes of the burgh afo reſaid, 
and their ſucceſſors free liberty, power, and au 
thority. And that it ſhall and may be lawful to 
and for the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes

ing of his ſaid office, if thereunto required, ren— 
der a true and faithful account to the mayor, 
aldermen, and capital burgeſſes of the ſaid burgh, 
or as many of them as will be preſent, of all 
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things in his office, by him received, had, or done. 
And for the better execution of our will and grant 
in this behalf, we have aſſigned, created, con- 
ſtituted, and made, and by theſe preſents, for our- 
ſelves, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do aſſign, create, 
conſtitute, and make, our beloved Kuſſell An- 
drews, gent. to be the firſt chamberlain of the 
ſaid burgh, to continue in the office during his 
natural life; and that from time to time, and at 
all times, after the death or ſurrender of the 
ſaid Ruſſell Andrews, the ſaid mayor, aldermen, 
and capital burgeſſes, of the burgh aforeſaid 
for the time being, or the greater part of them, 
of whom the mayor of the ſaid burgh for the 
time being we will ſhall be one, ſhall and may, 
from time to time, and at all times, at their will 
and pleaſure, - elect, nominate, and prefer, one 
other diſcreet man to be chamberlain of the ſaid 


burgh ; and that ſuch perſon who after the death 


or {urrender of the ſaid Ruſſell Andrews ſhall ſo 
as aforeſaid be elected ad named to the office of 
chamberlain of the ſaid burgh, ſhall and may 
have, enjoy, and exerciſe, the 1aid office of cham- 
berlain of the ſaid burgh, during the pleaſure of 
the faid mayor, aldermen, and capital burgeſſes 
of the burgh aforeſaid, or the greater parc of 
them, of whom the mayor for the time being 
we will ſhall be one, ſuch perſon having firit 
taken his corporal oath before the mayor of the 
ſaid burgh tor the time being, rightly, well, 
and faithfully, to execute the ſaid office of 
chamberlain of the ſaid burgh. And further 
we will, and by theſe preſents, for ourſelves, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, do grant to the faid 
mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes of the burgh 
aforeſaid, and their ſucceflors, that if it fhall 
happen, that the mayor of the ſaid burgh, for 
the time being, ſhall be fick to that degree that 
he cannot be able to attend the neceſſary butineſs 
of the ſaid burgh, or for any other rcafonable 
cauſe (to be allowed by the capital burgelles of 
the ſaid burgh, or the greater part of them) ſhall 
go out of the ſame; that then, and fo often, it 
ſhall and may be lawful tor the mayor of the ſaid 
burgh for the time being, from time to time, to 
make and conſtitute an honeſt and diſcreet man 
out of the aldermen of the burgh aforeſaid to be 
deputy of the ſaid mayor for the time being ſo 
afllicted with ſickneſs, or being abſent for any ſuch 
reaſonable cauſe, to be allowed as aforeſaid, to 
continue in the office of deputy mayor of the ſaid 
burgh, in the abſence or fcknets of the mayor of 
the ſaid burgh for the time being during his 
mayoralty, which ſaid alderman, fo as aforeſaid 
to be conſtituted deputy-mayor of the ſaid burgh 
tor the time being, ſh and may do and exe- 
cute all and fingnlar t - things which belong to 
the office of mayor of the faid burgh, within 
the ſaid burgh, aad the liberties and precincts 
thereof, during the pleaſure of the mayor of the 
faid burgh tor the time being, in his abſence or 
ſickneſs, by virtue of theſe our letters patent, as 
fully and amply as the mayor of the ſaid burgh, 
for the time being, might or could, by virtue of 
theſe our letters patent, or by any other means, 
have done, or executed, the ſaid deputy- 
mayor having firſt taken his corporal oath before 
the recorder of the ſaid burgh, for the time being, 
or his deputy, well and faithfully ro execute all 
and ſingular thoſe things which belong to the 
oflice of deputy- mayor of the ſaid burgh, and fo 
from time to time, as often as the caſe ſhall ſo 
happen. And if it ſhall happen that the recorder 
of the ſaid burgh for the time being ſhall be 
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ſick to that degree that he cannot attend the ne- 
ceſſary buſineſs of the ſaid burgh, touching the 
office of recorder thereof, or for v other reaſon- 
able cauſe ſhall go out of the ſaid burgh, that 
then and ſo often it ſhall and may be lawful for 
the recorder of the ſaid burgh, tor the time being, 
to make and conſtitute, from time to time, an 
honeſt and difcreet man of the burgeſles of 
the ſaid burgh, to be deputy. of him the ſaid 
recorder, for the time being, ſo afflicted with 
ſickneſs, or for any reaſonable cauſe abſent, to 
continue 1n that office of deputy-recorder of the 
ſaid burgh, in the abſence or ſickneſs of the ſaid 
recorder, for the time being, during his pleaſure, 
which ſaid burgeſs ſo as aforeſaid conſtituted 
deputy-recorder of the ſaid burgh ſhall and may 
do and perform all and fingular thoſe things which 
belong and ought to belong to the office of re- 
corder of the taid burgh, within the ſaid burgh, 
and the liberties and precincts thereof, during the 
pleaſure of the recorder of the ſaid burgh for 
the time being, in his abſence or ſickneſs, by virtue 
of theſe our letters patent, as fully and amply as 
the recorder of the 1aid burgh for the time being 
by virtue of theſe our letters patent, or by any 
other means, might or could have done, ſuch 
deputy-recorder having firſt taken his corporal 
oath before the mayor of the ſaid burgh, or his 
deputy for the time being, rightly and faithfully 
to perform the ſame, and fo from time to time as 
often as the caſe ſhall ſo happen. And we will, 
and by thele preſents for ourſelves, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, do grant to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, 
and burgeſſes, of the burgh aforeſaid, and their 
ſucceſſors, that they and their ſucceffors from 
hencetorth tor ever may have and hold, and have 
power to have and hold, a court of record within 
the ſaid burgh every Tueſday in every week 
throughout the year, to be holden betore the 
mayor of the ſaid burgh, or his ſufficient deputy, 
and the ſenior alderman of the ſaid burgh, and 
alſo the recorder of the faid burgh tor the time 
being, or his ſuthcient deputy, or any two of them, 
whereof the mayor or recorder of the ſaid burgh 
for the time being, or their or either of their ſut- 
ficient deputies, we will, ſhall be one; and that 
they ſhall and may in the ſaid court, by plaint, the 
ſame to be levied, hold all manner of pleas, 
actions, ſuits, and demands real and perional, 
and mixt, and of all treſpaſſes whatſoever within 
the ſaid burgh, and the liberties and precincts 
thereof, moved, happening, had, or committed, 
or hereafter to be done, moved, had, or com- 
mitted ; and of all and ſingular debts, actions 
upon the cafe, droit, account, covenant, de- 
taining of charters, writings, muniments, and 
chattels, taking and detaining cattle and chattels, 
and all other contracts whattoever, out of what- 
ſoever cauſes and things within the ſaid burgh and 
the liberties and precincts thereof ariſing, or herc- 
after happening to ariſc, although the ſaid treſ- 
paſles, debts, accounts, covenants, receipts, de— 
tinues, or other contracts, amount to, or exceed 
the ſum or value of forty ſhillings, or not ſo that 
they do not exceed the debt, ſum, damage, or 
value of one hundred pounds; and that ſuch 
2 ſuits, plaints, and actions, may there be 

eard and determined before the ſaid mayor, or 
his ſufficient deputy, and the ſenior alderman ot 
the ſaid burgh, and alſo the recorder thereof for 
the time being, or his ſufficient deputy, or any 
two of them, of whom the mayor or recorder 
of the ſaid burgh, or their or either of their 


ſufficient deputies for the time being, we * 
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ſhall be one, by ſuch and ſuch like proceſs, means 
and methods as are agreeable and according to the 
laws and cuſtoms of our kingdom of England, and 
burgh or town incorporate within this our king- 
dom of England, as uſed and accuſtomed ; and 
that the mayor and recorder of the burgh afore- 
ſaid for the time being may and ſhall have power 
and authority, from time to time, in full court afore- 
ſaid, to name, elect, and appoint, admit and ſwear 
as many fit and expert men to be attorneys, and 
attend in the ſaid court of record, as often as their 
preſence, attendance and ſervice ſhall be required, 
as to the ſaid mayor and recorder of the ſaid burgh 
for the time being ſhall ſeem neceſſary to be elected 
and named, as in any other court of record with- 
in our kingdom of England, is uſed and accuſtom- 
ed. And that the ſaid attorneys for the time being, 
and all other officers and miniſters executing any 
office or ſervice within the ſaid court of record 
about the adminiſtration or execution of juſtice 
within the ſaid burgh, and the liberties and pre- 
eincts thereof, may hereafter have and receive all 
ſuch reaſonable fees and rewards for the execution 
of their duties and offices, as they anciently have 
had and received, or of right ought to have and 
receive. And further we will, and by theſe pre- 
ſents for ourſelves, our heirs and ſucceffors, do 
grant to the ſaid mayor, aldermen and burgeſſes 
of the burgh aforeſaid, and their ſucceffors, that 
they ſhall and may have for ever, within the ſaid 
burgh and the libertics and precinéts thereof, a 
priſon or gaol, for the ſafe cuſtody of all and ſin- 
gular the priſoners attached, or to be attached, 
or to be committed to the fame priſon or gaol, 
for any manner of cauſe, which within the faid 
burgh, and the liberties and precincts thereof, may 
be inquired of, preſented, puniſhed, determined, 
there to remain until they in a lawful manner 
are delivered; and that the mayor of the ſaid 
burgh for the time being may and ſhall be 
keeper of the ſaid goal. And moreover, of our 
further ſpecial grace, and out of our certain know- 
ledge and mere motion we for ourſelves, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors, do by theſe preſents, grant to the 
ſaid mayor, aldermen and burgeſſes of the burgh 
aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, that they the ſaid 
mayor, aldermen and burgefles, and their ſucceſſors, 
from henceforth tor ever, may have, enjoy, and 
receive, to the proper uſe and behalf of the ſaid 
mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes, and their ſuc- 
ceſſors, all and all manner of fines, iſſues, amer- 
ciaments, forfeitures and profits in the ſaid court 
before the ſaid mayor or his ſufhcient deputy, 
and ſenior alderman and recorder of the faid 
burgh, or his ſufficient deputy,.or any two of them, 
as aforeſaid, or before our juitices, or thoſe of our 
heirs, ſucceſſors, aſſigned, to keep the peace with- 
in the ſaid burgh, coming, falling out, ariſing, 
happening or being forfeited ; and that it ſhall 
and may be lawful to and for the ſaid mayor, 
aldermen and burgeſſes of the burgh aforeſaid, and 
their ſucceſſors from time to time, and by their 
proper ſervants, to levy and colle&t the ſaid fines, 
iſſues, amerciaments, forfeitures and profits, ac- 
cording to the laws and cuſtoms of our kingdom 
of England, and the ſame to have and enjoy to 
proper uſe and behalf of the ſaid mayor, alder- 
men, and burgeſſes, and their ſucceſſors. Ren- 
dering thereout to us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
yearly, of and for all and ſingular the ſaid fines, 
iſſues, amerciaments, forfeits and profits the an- 
cient farm or rent of thirty pounds ſix- ſhillings and 
eight pence, of lawful money of England, to be 
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paid into the hands of our bailiffs of the premiſſes 
for the time being at the Feaſt of Sr. Michael the 
Archangel and Eaſter, by equal and even portions, 
to be yearly for ever paid, as the ſame has been 
antiently accuſtomed. We have alſo granted, and 
by theſe preſents, for ourſelves, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, do grant to the ſaid mayor, aldermen 
and burgeſſes of the ſaid burgh aforeſaid, and 
their ſucceſſors for the time being, that they and 
their ſucceſſors from henceforth for ever may 
and ſhall have, to their own proper uſe and behalt, 
all and all manner of goods and chattels, waived 
deodands, the goods and chattels of felons and 
fugitives, felo's de ſe, outlawed, or to be outlawed, 
waived or to be waived, condemned or to be con- 
demned, judged or to be judged, attainted or to 
be attainted, committed or to be committed, fu- 
gitives, and under outlaw for felony, from 
time to time, ariſing, happening, or coming, 
of all and ſingular the burgeſſes and inhabitants 
of the burgh aforeſaid, and the liberties and pre— 
eincts thereof. And further we will, and by theſe 
preſents for ourſelves, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
do grant to the ſaid mayor, aldermen and bur- 
geſſes of the burgh aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, 
that the mayor of the ſaid burgh for the time 
being, and his ſucceſſors, may and ſhall have full 
authority and power to prels and take the muſter 
of our liege ſubjects within the ſaid burgh, and 
the limits and preciucts of the ſame, in ſome con- 
venient place thereof, when and as often as he or 
they ſhall think proper ſo to do, and to chaltiſe 
and puniſh thoſe who ſhall refuſe obeying the law- 
ful commands of the ſaid mayor of the ſaid burgh 
for the time being, by impriſonment of their bo- 
dies, according to his diſcretion ; and that no lieu- 
tenant or commander of us, our heirs and ſuc- 
ceſſors, aſſigned or to be aſſigned, to preſs or take 
muſter in the ſaid county of Worceſter, ſhall preſs 
or muſter any men reſiding or inhabiting within 
the ſaid burgh, and the limits, precincts thereof, 
nor ſhall enter the ſaid burgh, or the limits and 
precincts thereof, to do or execute any thing re- 
lating any way to their offices, unleſs with the af- 
ſent and conſent of the mayor of the ſaid burgh 
for the time being. And moreover, of our further 
favour, and of our certain knowledge and meer 
motion, we will, and by theſe preſents, for our- 
ſelves, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do grant to the 
ſaid mayor, aldermen and burgeſſes of the burgh 
aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, that the ſaid mayor, 
aldermen and burgeſſes, and their ſucceſſors, thall 
not be conſtrained or compelled out of the ſaid 
burgh by any means to come before us, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors, or juſtices of the common pleas, 
or thoſe of our heirs or ſucceſſors, or the juſtices 
of us, or of our heirs, aſſigned to take the aſlizes 
and for gaol delivery, or the juſtices of us, or of 
our heirs, aſhgned to hear and determine divers 
felonies, treſpaſſes and evil behaviours, or oar juſ- 
tices of niſi prins, or thoſe of our heirs, or the 
Juſtices of us, or our heirs, aſſigned to ſurvey 
walls, ditches, gutters, ſewers, bridges and pooles, 
or any other the commiſſioners of us, or of our 
heirs, or the ſheriffs, eſchaetors, coroners, or other 
officers, or miniſters of us or our heirs and ſuc— 
ceſſors, or the ſteward and marſhall, or clark of 
the market or houſhold of us or our licirs; neither 
ſhall they, or either of them, be put or impa— 
nelled for jnries, or other inqueſts, in any aſſizes 
without the ſaid burgh, neither ſhall any or either 
of them forfeit any iſſues or amerciaments by any 
means to us or our heirs upon that occaſion, but 
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ſhall for ever be acquitted therefrom, unleſs they, 
or any, or either of them, ſhall have lands and 
tenements out of the ſaid burgh, and the liberties 
and precincts of the ſame, for which they ought 
to be charged. And further we will, and by theſe 
preſents, for ourſelves, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
do grant to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and bur- 
geſſes, of the burgh aforeſaid, and their ſucceflors, 
that Thomas Chaloner, knt. David Fowles, knt. 
Wm. Fleetwood, knt. and Adam Newton, eſq. 
during their natural lives, and alſo the mayor and 
recorder of the ſaid burg for the time being, and 
alſo four of the aldermen of the ſaid burgh for 
the tune being, to be aſhgned, named, and elected, 
by the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and capital bur- 
geſſes, of the ſaid burgh, and their ſucceſſors, or 
by the major part of them, of whom the mayor 
of the ſaid burgh for the time being we will ſhall 
be one, which ſaid aldermen of the ſaid burgh, 
and every of them, may and ſhall for ever be 
keepers and juſtices of us, our heirs and ſuc- 
ceſlors, for the keeping and preſerving, and for 
cauſing to be preſerved and kept, the peace of us, 
and of our heirs and ſucceſſors, within the ſaid 
burgh, and the limits and precincts thereot ; and 
alſo tor the keeping, and cauſing to be kept, the 
ſtatutes and ordinances of Wincheſter, North- 
ampton, and Weſtminſter, made tor the keeping

kept, all other ordinances and ſtatutes, made and 
to be made and publiſhed, for the good of our 
peace, and of our heirs and ſucceſſors, and for 
the quiet regimen and government of our people, 
and of our heirs and ſucceflors, in all and ſingular 
articles whatſoever, within the ſaid burgh of Eve- 
ſham, and the limits and precincts thereof, ac- 
cording to the power, form, and effect thereof, 
and for the correction and puniſhment of all thoſe, 
who ſhall be found delinquents ag nit the form 
of the ſaid ordinances and ſtatutes in the manner 
therein preſcribed, and tor cauſing all thoſe who 
threaten any of our people with the hurt of their 
bodies, or burning of their houſes, to come before 
them, or ſome ot them, to find ſuthcicnt ſureties 
ior the peace and their good behaviour towards 
us, and the people of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors: 
And it they ſhall refuſe to find ſuch ſureties, then 
to commit them to priſon in our ſaid burgh, to 
be tafely kept ſo long and until they ſhall find 
ſuch ſureties as aforeſaid. Moreover we will, and 
by cheſe preſents, for ourſelves, our heirs and ſue- 
ceſtors, do grant to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, 
and burgeſſes, of the burgh aforeſaid, and their 
ſucceſſors tor ever, that the ſaid Thomas Chaloner, 
David Fowles, William Fleetwood, and Adam 
Newton, during their natural lives, and alſo the 
ſaid mayor, recorder, and four aldermen of the 
ſaid burgh, for the time being, ſo as aforeſaid to 
be choſen and nominated to the othce of juſtice of 
peace for the time being, or any three of them, 
of whom the mayor and recorder for the time 
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being we will ſhall be two, from this time forth 
for ever, may be juſtices, of us, our heirs and ſuc- 
ceflors, to enquire by the.oath of honeſt and law- 
ful men of the ſaid burgh, by whom the truth 
of the matter may be better known, of all, and 
all manner of felonies, inchantments, incantations, 
arts magick, treſpaſſes, foreſtallings, regratings, 
ingroſſings, and exaCtioas, within thETaid burgh, 
and the» limits and precincts of the fame, by 
whomtoever, and after whatſoever manner done 
and committed, and which may therefrom hence- 
forth happen to de done; and alſo of all and 
ſingular other malefactions and offences of which 
our juſtices of the peace may lawfully enquire, 
within the ſaid burgh, and the limits and libertics 
of the ſame, in whatſoever manner done or com- 
mitted, or which may there henceforth happen to 
be done or attempted; and alſo all thote who 
againſt our peace, and to the diſturbance of our 
people, ſhall go or ride, or hereafter ſhall preſume 
to go or ride, in aſſemblies with armed force; 
and alſo all ſuch as lie in wait, or from hence- 
torth ſhall preſume to lie in wait, to maim or. kill 
our people, as effectually as by any of the keepers 


ceflors, aſſigned and to be aſſigned to enquire of 
ſuch felonics, treſpafles, and malefactions, in any 
county of our kingdom of England, by virtue of 
the ordinances and ſtatutes aforeſaid, as of any 
others before this time made, or hereafter to be 
made, according to the force and effect of our 
letters patent᷑ to them for that purpoſe made, or 
to be made, ought and is uſed to be enquired 
into; and from time to time to hear and deter- 
mine all and ſingular the premiſes, and all other 
things whatſoever, attempted or committed, or 
hereafter to be 'attempted or committed, within 
the ſaid burgh, and the precincts and liberties of 
the ſame, as by the ſaid keepers of the peace of 
us, our heirs, and ſucceflors, aſſigned and to be 
aſſigned to hear and determine ſuch felonies, treſ- 
patles, and malefactions, in any county of our ſaid 
kingdom of England, may or ought, by virtue of 
the aforeſaid ordinances and ſtatutes, to be diſ- 
culled and determined according to the laws and 
cuſtoms of our kingdom of England, and the 
form of the ordinances and ſtatutes aforeſaid, 
without any commiſſion or lerters of us, our heirs, 
and ſucceſſors, for that purpoſe to them to be 
granted, And further we will, and of our ſpecial 
tavour, and out of our certain Knowledge and 
meer motion, for ourſelves, our heirs and -ſucceſlots, 
do grant to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and bur- 
geſles, of the burgh aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, 
that the mayor and recorder of the ſaid burgh 
tor the time being, and the ſaid four aldermen, 
ſo as atoreſaid from time to time elected and no- 
minated to the office of juſtice of the peace, or 
any three of them, of whom the mayor and re- 
corder of the ſaid burgh for the time being we 
will ſhall be two, be from henceforth tor ever 
juſtices of us, our heirs and ſucceffors, from time 
to time, to deliver the gaol of the ſaid burgh of 
the priſoners now therein, or to the ſame gaol 
from hencetorth for what cauſes ſoever to be com- 
mitted : And that the coroner of the ſaid burgh 
for the time being do, from time to time, make 
return of all juries, inqueſts, depoſitions, pannels, 
attachments, and indentures, by them, or either 
of them, taken or hereafter to be taken, to the 
mayor, recorder, and the faid four aldermen, ſo as 
aforeſaid to be choſen and named into the office 
of juſtice of the peace within the ſaid ber, 
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from time to time, or any three or more of them, 
of whom the mayor and recorder of the burgh 
aforeſaid for the rime being, we will ſhall be two, 
when and as often as they ſhall be minded to de- 
liver the ſaid gaol of the priſoners therein being ; 
and that they attend them -in all things touching 
the delivery of the ſaid goal, and execute the 
commands of the ſaid juſtices for the time being, 
and every of them from time to time in the fame 
manner and form as any ſneriff of our kingdom 
of England, before the juſtices of gaol dehivery of

of England; — that the ſaid mayor, aldermen, 
and burgeſſes, of the burgh aforeſaid, and their 
ſucceſſors, may, by themſelves or their officers, 
or deputies conſtituted in the ſaid burgh, appre- 
hend and arreſt all felons, thieves, and other male- 
factors whatſoever, within the ſaid burgh, and the 
limits, precincts, and liberties thereof, and them to 
commit to gaol within the ſaid burgh, and there 
ſafely to be kept until they ſhall be by due courſe 
of law delivered. And further, we have given 
and granted, and by theſe preſents, for ourſelves, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, do give and grant to the 
ſaid mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes, of the burgh 
aforeſaid, and their ſueceſſors, that the mayor of 
the ſaid burgh for the time being may and ſhall 
have the return of all writs, precepts, bills, and 
warrants, of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors; and alſo 
of all ſummons, eſtreats, and precepts of our 
exchequer, and of our heirs and ſucceflors, and 
the eſtreats and precepts of our juſtices itinerant, 
as well of the plcas of the foreſt as of the com- 
mon pleas, or other juſtices whatſoever ; and alſo 
the return of attachments, as well of pleas of the 
crown, as any other in the ſaid burgh, and the 
liberties and precincts of the ſame, or any part 
thereof ariſing or happening, and execution of 
them to do by the precept of the mayor of the 
ſaid burgh for the time being, ſo that no ſheriff, 
under-ſheriff, bailiff, or other officer, of us, our 
heirs and ſucceſſors, may enter the ſaid burgh, 
the ſuburbs or precincts of the ſame, to do any 
thing or things to their offices in that behalf be- 
longing, unleſs for the default of the ſaid mayor 
or his ſucceſſors, or their ſervants for the time 
being. And further we will, and by theſe preſents 
for ourſelves, our heirs and ſucceffors, do grant 
to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes, of 
the Lurgh aforeſaid, for 'the time being, or the 
major part of them, of whom che mayor of the 
ſaid burgh aforeſaid for the time being we will 
ſhall be one, may have power, from time to 
time, at their pleaſure, to ele& and nominate 
one of the capital burgeſſes, or of the affiſtants 
of the ſaid burgh, to be coroner of the ſaid 
burgh, which ſaid coroner ſo as aforeſaid to be 
choſen and named, having taken his corporal 
oath before the mayor of the ſaid burgh for the 
time being, rightly well and faithfully to execute 
that office in all things touching or concerning 
the ſame, may have and exerciſe the ſaid office of 
coroner of the ſaid burgh during the pleaſure of 
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or the greater part of them, of whom the mayor 
of the ſaid burgh for the time being we will 
ſhall be one, or until ſome other perſon ſhall be 
duly elected into the office of coroner of the ſaid 
burgh, according to the ordinance and proviſion 
in theſe preſents above-mentioned and expreſſed; 
and that he who ſhall be choſen and ſworn as 
aforeſaid into the office of coroner of the ſaid 
burgh, may, and may have power to do and exe- 
cute all things whatſoever which belong to the 
office of coroner of the ſaid burgh within the 
ſame, and the liberties and precincts thereof, ſo 
that no other coroner of us, our heirs and ſuc- 
ceſſors, may hereafter by any means intermeddle, 
or enter into, or preſume to enter into the ſaid 
burgh, the ſuburbs or precincts thereof, to do any 
thing that belongs to the office of coroner of the 
ſaid burgh. And further, we being willing to 
exrend our favour in this behalf to the mayor, al- 
dermen, and burgeſſes of the ſaid burgh, and 
their ſucceſſors, of our ſpecial favour, aud out of 
our certain knowledge and meer motion, we will, 
and by theſe preſents, for ourlelves, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, do grant to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, 
and burgeſſes, of the burgh aforeſaid, and their 
ſucceſſors, and we firmly cujoining command, 
that, from henceforth for ever, no ſheriff, under- 
ſheriff, eſcheator, coroner, keeper, or juſtice of the 
peace, or any other miniſters of us, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, may enter into, or by any means pre- 
ſume to enter into, the ſaid burgh, the ſuburbs, 
liberties, or precincts of the ſame, to do or ex- 
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their offices, unleſs for the default of the mayor, 
aldermen, and burgeſſes, of the burgh aforeſaid, 
for the time being. And further, we have granted, 
and by theſe preſents for ourſelves, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, do grant, to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, 
and burgeſſes of the burgh aforeſaid, and their 
ſucceſlors, that the mayor of the ſaid burgh for 
the time being from henceforth for ever be, and 
ſhall-be, our clerk of the market, and eſcheator of 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, within the ſaid burgh, 
and the liberties and precincts thereof; and that 
the ſaid mayor for the time being ſhall and may 
do and perform all things whatſoever to the ſaid 
offices of clerk of the market and eſcheator or 
either of them belonging, and to perform all and 
ſingular other acts and deeds which belong to thoſe 
offices, or either of them, within the ſaid burgh, 
the ſuburbs and precincts of the ſame; ſo that no 
clerk of the market, or eſcheator, of us, our heirs 
or ſucceſſors, ſhall by any means hereafter inter- 
meddle in, or by any means enter, or preſume to 
enter, into the ſaid burgh, to execute any thing 
which belongs to the offices of clerk of the market 
or eſcheator, or either of them. And allo we 
will, and by theſe preſents for ourſelves, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors, do grant and ordain, that from 
henceforth for ever there be, and ſhall be, within 
the ſaid burgh of Eveſham, two burgeſſes of par- 
liament, of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors; and that 
the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes, of the 
burgh afoseſaid, and their ſucceſſors, upon any 
writ of election of burgeſſes of parliament, of us, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, to them directed, may 
and ſhall have power and authority to elect and 
nominate two diſcreet and honeſt men, to be bur- 
geſſes of the parliament of us, our heirs and ſuc- 
ceſſors, for the ſaid burgh, and to ſend the ſaid 
burgeſſes, ſo choſen, at the coſts and charges of 
the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes of the 
burgh aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, to the par- 
—_ of us, our heirs and ſuceſſors, whereſoever 
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it ſhall be holden, in the ſame manner and form 
as in other burghs of this kingdom of England 
is uſed and accuſtomed. And we will that the 
ſaid burgeſſes ſo choſen and named ſhall be pre- 
ſent and remain in the parliament of us, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors, at the coſts and charges of the ſaid 
mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes, of the burgh 
aforeſaid, for the time being, during all ſuch 
time as ſuch parliaments happen to be bolden, in 
the like manner and form as other burgeſſes of 
parliament, for any other burgh or burghs wWhat- 
ſoever within our kingdom of England- uſed to 
do; which ſaid burgeſles, in ſuch parliament of us, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, ſhall have their votes as 
well affirmative as negative, and there do and per- 
form all and ſingular other ſuch things as any 
other burgeſs or burgeſſes of our parliament for 
any other burgh or burghs whatſoever may have, 
do, or perform, by any ways or means whatſoever. 
And further we will, and by theſe preſents, for 
ourſelves, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do grant to 
the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes, of the 
burgh aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors for ever, that 
they and their ſucceflors may have, hold, and 
keep, and may have power to have, hold, and 
keep, in the ſaid burgh, yearly for ever, in every 
week, two markets, one of them on Monday, and 
the other on Friday, in each week throughout 
the year; and alſo three fairs in every year for 
ever ; the firſt of the ſaid fairs to begin on Mon- 
day in the ſecond week next after the feaſt of 
Eaſter, and to continue all that day and on the 
morrow of the fame day; the ſecond fair is to 
begin on Monday next after the feaſt of Whit- 
ſuntide, and to laſt all that day and on the morrow 
thereof; and the third fair to begin on the feaſt 
or day of St. Silvin's, and to continue all that 
whole day and the morrow of the ſame, together 
with a court of pye-powder, there to be holden 
during the time of the ſaid fairs and markets, 
with all liberties and free cuſtoms of tollage, 
ſtallage, picage, fines, amerciaments, and all other 
profits, commodities, and emoluments whatſoever, 
to the ſaid markets, fairs, and court of pye-powder, 
belonging, falling out, ariſing, or happening, and 
with all other liberties and free cuſtoms whatſo- 
ever to the ſaid markets and fairs belonging, or 
appertaining, as in the ſaid burgh have heretofore 
been uſed : Provided nevertheleſs, that the ſaid 
markets or fairs be not to the prejudice of other 
neighbouring markets or fairss We have more- 
over granted, and by theſe preſents, for ourſelves, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, do grant to the ſaid 
mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes, of the burgh 


aforeſaid, and their ſucceflors (as much as lies in 


us) that no ſtrauger, not being a burgeſs of the 
ſaid burgh, may ſell or expoſe to ſale, or cauſe 
to be ſold and expoſed to ſale, any merchandizes, 
wares, or traffic, within the ſaid burgh, or the 
liberties and precincts thereof, otherwiſe than in 
the groſs, unleſs only in the times of the fairs 
there kept, under pain of forfeiting to the ſaid 
mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes, of the burgh 
aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, all ſuch wares and 
merchandize fo as aforeſaid againſt the form of 
theſe preſents to be fold or expoſed to ſale, or 
the prices thereof: and that it ſhall and may be 
lawful to and for the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and 
burgeſſes, of the burgh aforeſaid, by their proper 
ſervants and officers, to levy and ſeize the ſaid 
wares and merchandize, or the prices of the ſame, 
ſo as aforclaid happening to be forfeited by virtue 
of thele preſents, according to the laws and 
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cuſtoins of our kingdom of England, and the 
ſame ſo levied and ſeized to have, enjoy, and re- 
tain to their own proper uſe and behalf for ever, 
without any account to be rendered, paid, or made, 
to us, our heirs, or ſucceſſors, for the ſame. And 
theſe our letters patent or enrollment thereof ſhall 
be from time to time a ſufficient warrant and in- 
demnity to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and bur. 
geſſes, of the ſaid burgh for the time being, and 
all and fingular their officers and ſervants what- 
ſoeyer in this behalf. And moreover we will, and 
by theſe preſents, for ourtelves, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, do grant to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, 
and burgeſſes, of the ſaid burgh, and their ſuc- 
ceſſors, that from henceforth for ever there! be, 
and ſhall be, within the ſaid burgh, two officers, 
who ſhall be, and be called, ſerjeants at mace, fo as 
aforeſaid to be choſen and nominated, and, being 
duly ſworn before the mayor and recorder of thr 
ſaid burgh for the time being to execute the 
ſaid. office well and faithfully, ſhall and may per- 
form and exerciſe the ſame. And further, we 
will and ordain and by theſe preſents, for ourſelves, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, and grant to the ſaid 
mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes, of the burgh 
aforeſaid, and their ſucceflors, that the ſerjeants 
at mace in the ſaid burgh to be deputed ſhall 
carry and bear gold or filver maces, graven and 
adorned with the arms of the princes and heirs 
apparent of the kingdom of England, before the 
mayor of the ſaid burgh for the time being, in all 
places within the ſaid _ and the liberties and 
precincts thereof. And further we will, and by 
theſe preſents, for ourſelves, our heirs and ſuc- 
ceſſors, do grant to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and 
burgeſſes, of the ſaid burgh, and their ſucceſſors, 
that they may have, hold, and enjoy, and may 
have power to have, hold, and enjoy, within the 
ſaid burgh of Eveſham, a view of frank pledge of 
all and ſingular the inhabitants and reſiants within 
the ſaid burgh and the liberties, precincts, and ju- 
riſdictions thereof; and all things which belong, or 
may or ought to belong, or appertain, to a view of 
frank pledge, to be holden twice a year; viz. one 
within a month of Eaſter, and the other within a 
month of St. Michael in every year, to be holden 
before the mayor and recorder cf the ſaid burgh, 
or their ſufficient deputies for the time being, and 
to do all things whatever which belong to the view 
of frank pledge, in the ſame and as ample a man- 
ner and form as heretofore has been lawfully or 
by right uſed and accuſtomed within the faid 
burgh. And further, for ourſelves, our heirs, and 
ſucceſſors, we do grant to the ſaid mayor, alder— 
men, and burgeſles, of the burgh aforeſaid, und 
their ſucceſſors, that not any of them, nor any of 
the inhabitants and reſiants within the ſaid burzh 
and the limits and precincts thereof, ſhall be made 
or aſſigned tax-gatherer, aſſeſſor, or colle&or, of 
any cuſtoms, taxes, tolls, ſubſidies, tenths, fitteenihs, 
or any other ſums of money whatſoever, granted, 
or to be granted, to us, our heirs or ſucceſſors, 
unleſs only within the ſaid burgh, and the limits 
and precincts thereof ; willing alſo, and granting 
by theſe preſents, to the iid mayor, aldermen, and 
burgeſſes aforeſaid, that they, and all other the 
inhabitants and reſiants within the ſaid burgh, and 
the liberties and precincts of the ſame, or either 
of them, ſhall not by any means be taxed or 
aſſeſſed for ſuch cuſtoms, taxes, tollages, ſubſidies, 
tenths, fifteenths, or other ſums of money what- 
ſoever, to us, our heirs or ſucceſſors, to be granted, 
by any other perſon or perſons than the mayor, 

aldermen, 


aldermen, and burgeſſes of the ſaid burgh. And 
further we will, and by theſe preſents, for our- 
ſelv s, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do grant to the 
ſaid mayor, aldermen, and burgeſſes of the burgh 
aforeſaid, and their ſucceflors, that the mayor, 
aldermen; and capital burgeſſes of the ſaid burgh, 
or the major part, of them, of whom the mayor 
of the ſaid burgh for the time. being we will 
ſhall be one, may and ſhall have full power and 
authority, from time to time, as often as to them 
ſhall ſeem neceſſary, reaſonably to tax and aſſeſs 
all thoſe who now are, or hereafter at any time 
ſhall be, inhabitants, reſiants, and dwellers within 
the ſaid burgh, and the liberties and precincts 
thereof, in any ſums of money by them to be paid 
and anſwered for towards the needful and neteſſary 
charges, coſts, and expences, of the ſaid burgh 
and the liherties and precincts thereof, and for all 
matters and things touching or in any wile concern- 
ing the ſaid burgh, and to levy and receive, from 
time to time, of and from all inhabitants and 
dwellers whatſoever within the ſaid burgh, and 
the liberties and precincts thereof, all ſums of 
money by them ſo as aforelaid to be taxed or 
aſſeſſed, to the uſe of the ſaid burgh, according 
to the law and cuſtom of our kingdom of England, 
and as in any other burgh, city, or town incor- 
porate, within this kingdom of England, has been 
uſed and accuſtomed ; and theſe our letters patent, 
or copies thereof, ſhall be, from time to time, a 
ſufficient warrant and indemnity to the ſaid mayor, 
aldermen, and burgeſſes, of the burgh aforeſaid in 
this behalf. And moreover, we of our further 
ſpecial favour, and of our certain knowledge and 
mere motion, deſiring to provide for the ſafety, 
defence, and government, of orphans and infants, 
which hereafter ſhall happen or be within the 
burgh of Eveſham aforeſaid, and that their goods 
and chattles from henceforth for ever may, from 
time ro time, during the minority of ſuch orphans 
and infants, be wel, faithfully, and juſtly, kept 
and preſerved, for the uſe, profit, and advantage, 
of the ſaid orphans during their nonage, for their 
greater profit and convenience; we will, and by 
theſe preſents, for ourſelves, our heirs and ſuc- 
ceſſors, do grant to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and

the liberties thereof, as well by verdict and pre- 
ſentment of twelve honeſt and tawtul men of the 
ſaid burgh, for the time being, as by any other 
lawful means and ways which to the ſhid mayor 
for the time being ſhall ſeem moſt expedient. And 
further, of our ſpecial favour, and out of our 
certain knowledge and meer motion, we have 
granted, and, by theſe preſents, for ourſelves, our 
heirs and ſucceſſors, do give and grant ſpecial 

licence, 
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licence, free leave, and lawful power and au- 


thority, to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and bur- 
geſſes, of the burgh aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, 
to have, receive, and purchaſe, to them and their 
ſucceſſors for ever, meſſuages, lands, tenements, 
meadows, feedings, paſtures, woods, underwoods, 
rectories, tithes, rents, reverſions, and other he- 


reditaments whatſoever, within our kingdom of 


England, or elſewhere in our dominions, as well 
of us, our heirs and ſueceſſors, as of any other

of money, and demands whatioever, as and which

be diſturbed, moleſted, vexed, or grieved, by us, 
our heirs or ſucceſſors, or by our juſtices, ſheriffs, 
eſcheators, or other our bailiffs, or miniſters, of 
our heirs and ſucceſſors whatſoever, by reaſon of 
the premiſſes, or either of them. Willing, and, 
by theſe preſents, for ourſelves, our heirs, and

from henceforth for ever, may and ſhall be one 
body corporate and politic of themſelves, in

and be anſwered, in all and fingular cauſes, plaints,

manors, meſſuages, lands, tenements, paſtures, 
feedings, woods, underwoods, rectories, rents, re- 
verſions, and ſervices, and other hereditaments 
whatſoever, within our kingdom of England, or 
elſewhere in our dominions, as well of us, our 
heirs or ſucceſſors, as of any other perſon or per- 
ſons whatſoever, which are not held from us, our

a certain annuity of ten pounds by the year, 
heretofore by us, and divers of our predeceflors 
and anceſtors, allowed and paid to the maſter of 
the ſaid ſchool, as appears to us from ſeveral 
records or memorandums remaining in our court 
of exchequer, to have, receive, and perccive 
the ſaid annuity, to the ſaid mayor, aldermen, and 
burgeſſes, of the burgh aforeſaid, and their ſuc- 
ceſſors, to the uſe aforeſaid, by the hands of our 
receiver in our county of Worceſter, at the feaſts 
of the Annunciation of the blefſed Virgin Mary, 
and of St. Michael the archangel, by equal por- 
tions, to be paid yearly for ever. And theſe our 
letters patent, or copies thereof, ſhall be, from 
time to time, as well to the ſaid receiver for the 
time being, as to all other our officers and mi- 
niſters whatſoever, a ſufficient warrant and diſ- 
charge for the allowance and payment thereof in 
this behalf.

N the neighbourhood lay the foreſt of 

Feckenham, to which this village gave 
name. In Domeſday-book it is ſaid Fecheham 
was held by Eddeve of the king. There 
were ten hides, and at Holewei three hides ; 
and theſe were recorded in the brief or writ 
of Hereford. 

Halloway, ſoon after the Conqueſt, became 
the property of the crown ; for Maud the 
empreſs gave it to her abby of Bordeſley. 
The reaſon of its being recorded in the brief 
of Hereford was from its vicinity to the 
manor of Inkborough, which formerly be- 
longed to the biſhop of that dioceſe. 

The foreſt of Feckenham [a] was enlarged 
by Henry II. in the frſt year of his reigi, at 
which time Feckenham was a place of note, 
and part of the king's demeſne, where the 
lords and juſtices , of the King's foreſts on 
this ſide of Trent, either by themſelves or 
deputies, kept their courts to determine cauſes 
concerning the breach of the foreſt laws [5] ; 
they had alfo a priſon here, to which they 
ſometimes committed felons. It ſtood upon

a piece of ground near the church, con- 
taining about four acres ; it has a ſtrong 
ditch round it, and on the north fide was 
the dungeon. In the reign of Charles II. 
this ground was planted with tobacco, which 
grew very well, till the planting of it; was 
prohibited by act of parliament, 12 and 15 
Ch. II. 

Feckenham town is ſituated in the fartheſt 
limit of the antient foreſt of that name. 

Northgrove, within the manor of Feck- 
enham, was the principal and moſt ancient 
freehold in this pariſh, and formerly be- 
longed to a family of the name of North- 
grove, as appears by an inquiſition taken 
2 Ric. II. after the death of Elixabethb North- 
grove; the heir of whoſe lands, which lay 
in Teddington, Bolymote, &c. was William 
Ruding; but the heir of her lands in North- 
grove was William Northgrove. In an inqui- 
ſition taken 6 Ric. II. Catherine and Matilda, 
daughters of Eliz. Northgrove, were the 
next who inherited Northgrove. Theſe lands 
afterwards became the property of — Fennet,

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a gentleman of great reputation. His iſſue- 
male becoming extinct, Ann, a daughter and 
coheireſs of this name, was married to Mr.

At Shurnake [4], in the pariſh of Fecken- 
ham; John Raus, ſon of John Rous of 
Ragely, in the county of Warwick, and great 
anceſtor of fir John Rous, of Lench, Kknt. 
died ſeized of a meſſuage and halt-yard land 
20 Ric. II. The manor of Shurnake in this 
pariſh, which formerly belonged to the priory 
of Worceſter, is now become the property of 
the dean and chapter. 
According to the parliament ſurvey taken 
1649 the lands belonging to this manor of 
Shurnock were about 13 acres of meadow, 
and 63 of paſture, held then by John Egroke, 
eſq. under the rent of 21.

Beanhall in this pariſh was the antient ſeat 
of the Hanburys, of Hanbury-hall, in the 
pariſh of Hanbury, a family of above ſix hun- 
dred years continuance in this county [e], 

The Martins, an honourable family, de- 
ſcended from the Throgmortons of Coughton, 
formerly reſided in this pariſh, whoſe ſeat 
and lands afterwards became the property of 
Mr. Huband. 

In Dugdale's Warwickſhire, article Cough- 
ton, mention 48 made of a handſome raiſed 
monument to Sir John Throckmorton, of 
Feckenham, knt the ſeventh ſon of Sir 
George Throckmorton, knt. of Coughton, 
maſter of the requeſts to queen Mary, juſtice 
of Cheſter, and of her counſayle in th: 
marches of Wales. He died May 22, 1580. 

Feckenham Pools, an eſtate in this pariſh, 
formerly belonged to the abbey of Bordeſley, 
and became afterwards the property of Mr, 
Leyghton, ſince of Mr. Vernon, now of Mr. 
Cecil. 

The manor of Feckenham was granted by 
queen Elizabeth to Sir Thomas Leyghton, 
knight, who married her kinſwoman Mrs. 
Elizabeth Knolles, whoſe heir ſold it to Sir 
Thomas Coventry, baron of Aleſborough, lord 
keeper of the great ſeal. 

It is now the property of George William

educated him liberally. At eighteen years 
of age they ſent him to Oxford, where he 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf in Gluoceſter-hall, atthat 
time a nurſery of learning for Benedictine 
monks. Having made a conſiderable pro- 
greſs, he was recalled to his monaſtery, and 
employed in inſtructing the juniors of his 
order. When the houſe was ſurrendered to 
the king's commiſſioners, November 17, 
1537, Feckenham was obliged to leave his 
cell, and had a penſion of a hundred florins 
ſettled on him. The love of books allured 
him to Oxford, He reſumed his ſtudies in 
Glouceſter-hall : and taking ſome degrees, 
was made chaplain to Dr. John Bell, biſhop of 
Worceſter, by whoſe means he obtained a 
benefice in this county. He was afterwards 
chaplain to Dr. Bonner, biſhop of London, 
till 1542, when Bonner was impriſoned in 
the Marſhalſea, and Feckenham in the Tower. 
They were both confined the remainder 
of Edward the ſixth's reign. At the inter- 
ceſſion of fir Robert Hobby, Feckenham was 
permitted to make an excurſion purpoſely 
to maintain the old religion, which he at- 
tempted in ſeveral fet conferences ; at the 
Savoy, at fir William Cecil's, at fir John 
Cheke's, and in a remarkable diſpute with 
» Hooper biſhop of Gloceſter and Worceſter at 
Perſhore. On queen Mary's acceſſion, he was 
ſet at liberty, and ſhe made him one of her 
chaplains and dean of St. Paul's. At the 
reſtoration of monaſteries in her reign, Feck- 
enham among others having collected to- 
gether about ſixteen Benedictine monks, they 
were put ig ꝓoſſeſſion of Weſtminſter abbey, 
and he was made abbot ; having before been 
admitted D. D. at the univerſity of Oxford. In 
this reign he did many good offices to the 
perſecuted proteſtants. He interceded for 
the princeſs Elizabeth, and by his intereſt 
protected ſeveral other perſons, particularly 
Leiceſter and fir John Cheke. When El:- 
zabeth obtained the crown, ſhe had ſome 
private diſcourſe with him, and endeavoured 
to perſuade him, by many large promiſes [g]. 
to conform to the church of England.

Upon his refuſal, he was ſent to priſon. 
He remained for ſome time in the Tower, 
from whence he was removed to the cuſ- 
tody of Horn biſhop of Wincheſter, with 
whom he continued all winter, when the biſhop 
attacked him concerning the oath of ſupre- 
macy. Feckenham delivered the reaſons for 
his refuſal in writing, which were replied to 


by Horn ; and Dr. Stapleton of Lovain took 


up the controverſy, He was now removed 


back to the Tower, where he remained ſome 
time. He was next carried to the Marſhalſes 
priſon; but this place being prejudicial to his 
health, he was indulged with a lodging in 
Holborn. In the year 1580, he was confined 
in Wiſbich caſtle, where he continued till 
his death, which happened 1585. Mr. 
Camden [] gives his character in a few 
words: He was a learned and good man 
who, in the courſe of a long life, by his 
many public acts of charity to the poor, pro- 
cured himſelf univerſal eſteem.

contained 136 families; now 280, according 
to the return made to biſhop North, at his 
primary viſitation, A. D. 1776. 

It pays to the land - tax, at 4s. in the pound, 
2071. .10s. od. 

It paid to the poor, in the year 1775, about 
600l. 


The Cxvrcy of FECKENHAM is dedicated 
to St. John Baptift. 

The rectory formerly belonged to the abby 
of Lyra, in France, and had a large demeſne 
named Aſtwood annexed to it. 40 Ed. III. 
the king being then at war with France, 
ſeized this rectory into his own hands. In 
the reigns of Henry V. aud VI. and till the 
diſſolution, it was in the priory of Shene. 37 
Hen. VIII. it was granted to Richard Ta- 
verner, who in the ſame year alienated it to 
Mr. Geoffry Markham, whoſe couſin and heir 
fold it to Mr. Martin Culpeper, whoſe ſon 
and heir fir Martin Culpeper, knt. dying in 
his father's life-time, this rectory with Aſt- 
wood and its appurtenances devolved to Mr. 
Culpeper, of Suflex, a gentleman deſcended 
from a very antient family in that county. 
It afterwards belonged to the Hanburys, and 
then by marriage came to Mr. Neale of 
Alleſley, near Coventry. 

The church is dry and handſome, and has 
one aile to the north ; which 1s the caſe of 
many churches in this county. 

Extract from the Terrier, 1585, Abraham 
Markham, gent. patron of the vicarage. 
There belongs to the vicar fix acres and a 
half of glebe land in the vicar's own poſſeſſion, 
with the church-yard, at the ſouth fide 
whereof ſtands the vicarage-houſe, fifteen 
bays of which, nine in the manſion, three in 
a barn erected by the vicar, and three in an 
old barn. The vicar has paſture for ſheep in 
the common fields, as other inhabitants, ac- 
cording to the ſtint by the acre, and ſum- 
mering for as many cattle in the foreſt as 
he may winter. Alſo there belongeth to the 
{aid vicarage the third part of all tithes, as 
well of corn and hay as of all other minute 
or minor tithes whatſoever within the ſaid 
pariſh, without exception. Walter Tayler,

church-wardens, Walter Hanbury, Joh. 
Clarke. | 

On the north- ſide of the chancel lies on 
a raiſed tomb a knight in armour, except 
his head and hands. On his right fide his 
lady, veiled, holding a ſcull ; underneath an 
infant lying, with three daughters. As both 
the chancel and monument are very much 
neglected, I have thought proper to engrave 
the latter, 

On the tomb is this inſcription : 

„ Under this tomb, lieth the body of fir 
Martin Culpeper, of Deane, in the county 
of Oxford, knight, ſon and heir of Martin 
Culpepper, of Aſtwood, eſq. and Lettice the 
daughter of Henry Clearck, of Weſthawke, 
by Aſheford, in the county of Kent, eſquire. 
He married Joyce the eldeſt daughter of fir 
Edward Aſton, of Tix-hall, in the county of 
Stafford, knight, and of Ann the only 
daughter of fir Thomas Lucy, of Charlcote, 
co. War. knight. He had iflue one fon and 
three daughters, and left this life 26 June 
1604 ; #tatis ſuæ 25. 

The lady Joyce Culpeper, in memory 
of his virtue, and in perpetual teſtimony of 
her love, erected this monument. 


Weep who ſoc'er this tomb doth ſee, 
Unleſs more hard than ſtone thou be ;

In the red-book, or general ſurvey af the 
biſhopric of Worceſter, taken about the year 
1299, are the names of the tenants at that 
time, whom it is needleſs and unentertain- 
ing here to mention. 

In the book of tenures in the time of Ed- 
ward the firſt, the 5 i/ſhop of Hereford is ſaid 
to hold in Inteberge five hides, Edward 
Mareſcall, in Thorndon, two hides and half, 
and among others, Henry, ſon of John 
Throomorton, one virgate. 

In the book of Aydes, 20 Edward III. 
Thomas de Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, 
among others, is ſaid to hold five hides in 
Pidel and More, which William Fitzwarin 
formerly held. 

In the Book of Knights Fees, 7 Hen. VI. 
Richard de Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, 
among others, is ſaid to hold five hides. 

Inteberge, mentioned in Domeſday to be 
held of the biſhop of Worceſter by the 4:- 


ſhop of Hereford, was exchanged by Robert 


Foliot, biſhop of Hereford, 1174, with John 
Mareſcal, marſhal to king Henry II. for a 
manor called Eſton, upon certain conditions: 
but diſputes ariſing concerning the ſervice of 
Inkborough, in 1186, between William de 
Northall, biſhop of Worceſter, and William 
de Vere, biſhop of Hereford, it was ſoon after 
ſettled between the ſaid biſhops, and the 
agreement confirmed by the king*sWDharter, 
dated at Kemſey: hereupon William Mar. 
ball, ton of the famous William Marſhall, 
and after him Gilbert and Walter, brothers of 
William, earls of Pembroke, acknowledged 
ſervice to the biſhop of Worceſter ; the iflue 
male failing, Eymer, ſon of lord William de 
Valence, was declared heir to the lands in 
Inkborough, and Thorndon, and to hold 
them of the biſhop of Worceſter [Y]. 


It appears from an antient original leidger of 


Worceſter priory, in the poſſeſſion of Thomas 
Aſtle, efq. that in the reign of Henry III. 
if not earlier, there was a vineyard within the 
manor of Fladbury.

tereth Severn at Tewkeſbury to Stratford, 
being about twenty-four miles by land; 
but near fifty by water, through foul and 
low bottoms, and eſpecially through the 
deep vale of Eveſham4 purchaſing with 
exceſſive charge, mulls, meadow-ground, 
and other lands, cutting in ſome places 
a courſe through the firm land for this 
water-work, befides the old main channel : 
and for the accompliſhing hereof he hath 
made fluices at Tewkeſbury, in the county 
of Glouceſter ; Strenſham, Nafford, Per- 
ſhore, Piddle, Fladbury, Chadbury, Eve- 
ſham, Harvington, Chve Prior, all in the 
county of Worceſter; Bidford in the county 
of Warwick, Welford in the county of 
Glouceſter, and Stratford in com. War- 
wick: and ſo wrought by his ſluices keep- 
ing up the water,' that in the ſummer time 
veſſels of great burthen go to Statford, 
when others for lack of water in Severn, 
cannot reach Worceſter. He erected alſo 
wears in the quickeſt ſtreams. Nor did 
Mr. Sandys intend to finiſh his work at 
Stratford, but had thoughts to extend the 
ſame to Warwick; but what hindred his 
accompliſhing his defign, T know not: and 
for the expence he hath hereupon be- 
ſtowed, it cannot be reckoned leſs than 
20,0001. The benefits which aroſe to this 
country by this extraordinary performance, 
were very many: but I will only add this 
one; that the vale of Eveſham heretofore 
laboured under extreme want of firing, 
and fo was forced in thoſe exceeding foul 
ways to fetch coals from far remote places, 
but now by Mr. Sandys's induſtry and la- 


them have coals delivered at their doors, 
and others ſomewhat farther off have eaſy 
acceſs to them. But now to end-with Mr. 
Sandys, as ſoon as he had finiſhed his 
work to Stratford, (and as I have heard 
ſpentall his fortune) he immediately deliver- 
up all to the parliament to do what more 
they thought fit therein. And thus much 
to the honor of worthy Mr. Sandys, the 
founder and completer of this work.”

During the civil wars Fladbury, among 
other of the biſhop's lands, was ſeized by 
parliament, and in the year 1648, an 
exact ſurvey was taken, which commonly 
goes by the name of the Parliamentary 
Survey; the original is kept in the Aug- 
mentation Office, and the biſhop has among 
his archives an imperfect copy of part 
of it. In it the boundaries of this manor are 
ſet forth: By the cuſtom there mentioned 
the lord may grant copyhold eſtates for three, 
two, or one life. The widow is intitled to 
her free-bench. The executors ſhall hold the 
eſtate for a year. No copyholder can l'cence 
without conſent of the lord. Herriot is duc 
from every copy holder dying ſcifed, 

There were then twenty-four copyholders 
in the manor, | 

The rent in 1648 was 60l. i1s. Herriots, 
fines, perquiſites, &c. about 61. 13s. 4d. 
Future improvements if the leaſes expired, 
3161.

It was ſold by the parliament commiſſio- 
ners, Sept. 28, 1648, to Robert Hunley and 
Edward Smith, for 1062l. gs. 6d. 


After the Reſtoration tlie manors were re- 


turned to the biſhoprick ; and in the year 
1699, Fladbury manor was in leaſe to the 
earl of Plymouth: the Caughters of lord 
Windſos ſold it to George Perrot, eſq. one 
of the barons of the Exchequer, who reſigned 
that office, and having before purcizafed the 
navigation of the river Avon, and other very 
conſiderable eſtates in this county, retired to 
Perſhore, where his ſocial and other amiable 
qualities rendered him beloved by allthatknew 
him : his integrity and abilities as a judge 
are too well known to nced any cucomium. 
He died there Jan. 28, 1780. His family came 
originally from Bell-hall, in Worceſterſhire, 
and went to Yorkſhire with one of the 
archbiſhops. His pedigree and arms follow 
on the next page.

Leland in his Itinerary ſays, „the parſo- 
nage of Fladbury is now worth Bol. by the 
yeare [i]:“ Since his time it is wonderfully 
encreaſed, being the beſt rectory in our county, 
and worth above 800l. per ann. it has a good 
houſe; and gardens, and is a pleaſant country; 
it is generally taken by the archbiſhop for 
his option, being the beſt living in the gift 
of the biſhop of Worceſter.

PippEL CHAPEL. 


The chapelry of Piddel, ſubje& to the 
church of Fladbury, is bounded on the eaſt 
by Fladbury pariſh, on the weſt and ſouth- 
weſt by Perſhore, north by Pinvin, north- 
eaſt by Throckmorton, and ſouth by the 
river Avon, ſeparating it from Wyke War- 
ren. Piddell was formerly a lordſhip be- 
longing to the earls of Warwick, which ap- 
peared by the arms once in this chapel 


(now gone), and deſcended to them from the 
barons Le Deſpenſer.

After the attainder of theſe great peers, 
25 Henry VIII. it was demiſed for twenty- 
one years to Jo Rufſell, eſq. but the inheri- 
tance afterwards becoming the property of the 
Foliots, it was fold to Sir William Courteen, 
knt. and now belongs to different perſons. 

John abbot of Bordeſley, in the name of that 
convent, granted to Walham, biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, and his ſucceſſors, all the tithes be- 
longing to them in Pyddell, or within the pa- 
nil of Fladbury, in conſideration of the pa- 
iſh church of Wikewane's being appropriated 
to them. Witneſſed by Robert de Wich, 
rector of Alvechurch, John de Rodeborough, 
rector of Hertlebury, and others [Z]. 

It appears by king Henry VIIIth's original 
valor of this dioceſe, in the Firſt-Fruits Office, 
That here was a chantry, founded by Tho- 
mas Throcmorton, eſq. of the yearly value of 
gl. 3s. 4d. (Cantaria de Fladbury' ex fun- 
datione, &c.) 


| THROcCMoORTON CHAPEL. 


The chapelry of Throckmorton, ancient- 
ly written Throkmerton and Throkmarton, 
is bounded on the north by Nanton and 
Pibleton, and on all other ſides by the pariſh 
of Fladbury. This manor was formerly the 
property of the' Throckmortons, an eminent 
and antient family of this county. Nothing is 
remarkable in the chapel ; it has neither arms 
or monuments. The hamlet is ſuppoſed to 
contain formerly about five hides of land : 
the true value thereof, 27 Edward I. was gl. 
98. 3d. and the rent of aſſize zl. 10s. 

The name of Throckmorton is not men- 
tioned in Domeſday ; but in Lib. Alb. Epiſc. 
Wigorn. f. 57. is a deed wherein John de 
Trockemerton demandeth of Maugerus, bi- 
ſhop of Worceſter, who flouriſhed about the 
year 1200, (2 John) halfan hyde in Fladbury, 
with the apurtenances, and half an hyde, &c. 
in Hamelet de Hull in the ſame manor, and 
one yard land in Northwyke in the manor of 
Blockley, and half an hyde in Upton in the 
ſaid manor. 

Adam de Throckmorton releaſed to biſhop 
Blois, in the reign of Henry III. his right 
in a paſture near his parcary, or ſheep-fold, 
at Trokemorton, for which the biſhop gave 
him five marks of filver [a]. 

In the records of the priory of Worceſter,

morton three hides and half, allowing four 
yards to a hide. Job Throckmorton-greatly 
increaſed his eſtate, by marrying a daughter 
and cocheir of Guido de Spineto, lord of 
Coughton [I], in Warwickſhire. 

Thomas Bourchier (fon of William Bour- 
chier, earl of Ewe in Normandy) biſhop of 
Worceſter, 20 July, 14 Henry VI. conveyed 
with approbatioh of the king and prior and 
* convent of St. Mary's, Worceſter, to John 
Throckmorton, and his heirs and aſſigns for 
ever, the manor, lands, tenements, paſtures, 
meadows, &c. which he the ſaid biſhop held 
in Throcmorton, as fully and amply as he 
the faid biſhop, or his predeceſſors, had ever 
enjoyed the ſame, faving only his ſuits to him 
and his ſucceſſors at the view of the courts of 
Oſwaldeſlowe, his natives, and a rent of 1 21. 
ſterling: thisgrant was made with licence of the 
fee apoſtolic and of the king. In conſideration 
of which, John Throckmorton, by the king's 
licence, gave to the biſhop and his ſucceſſors 
for ever lands to the yearly value of 17 marks. 

John Carpenter, ſucceſſor to Bourchier, diſ- 
liked this exchange, and threatened to ex- 
communicate the prior and monks for alie- 
nating the village of Throckmorton ; where- 
upon they petitioned the archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury to ſend for Thomas Throckmorton, 
ſdn of John, and command him to give ſa- 
tisfaction to the biſhop of Worceſter; but this 
quarrel was ſoon made up, and a great friend- 
ſhip began between the biſhop and the ſaid 
Thomas, in ſo much that the biſhop made 
him ſteward of all his caſtles, manors, &c. 
with a fee of 10l. per ann. iſſuing out of the 
manor of Fladbury, to be paid him for this, 
and his ſervice already done and hereafter 
to be done, dated 5 Aug. 37 Henry VI. 
and ſo confirmed by the chapter.

Long before this the Throckmortons were 

tenants to the biſhop for lands here, and had 
likewiſe lands in fee. 

John Throckmortoi was one of the fix 
juſtices of the peace for Worteſterſhire ; 
which were all that then were in the county, 
7 Henry VI. 

Thomas was in commiſſion with the abbot 
of Eveſham, Sir Walter Scull, and Sir Hum- 
frey Stafford, for levying archers in this 
county, for defence of the kingdom, as ap- 
pears in the Exchequer rolls, 36 Hen. VI. 


STOKE and BRADLEY Chapel 
is bounded on the eaſt by Inkborough ; on the 
welt by Hanbury ; on the north by Feckenham ; 


and on the ſouth by Himbleton. The chapel it- | 


ſelf is built of timber, and has a right of bu- 
rial for its inhabitants. Domeſday Book re- 
cords Alricus the archdeacon, holding one hide 
at Bradley, of the manor of Fladbury ; and 
in the book of Tenures William de Brad- 
ley held one hide in Bradley; in the 
Book of Aids, 20 Edward III. William 
Kmght of Bradley, held one hide in 
Bradeley, which William de Bradley formerly 
held; and in the time of Edward I. Knyte 
and Pauncefort had eſtates in this lordſhip : 
Afterwards Sir Robert Talbot, knt. was ſeiſed 
of lands m Bradley.” Robert Cartwright, and

HAaBELENCHE. See LENCHE, 


The chapel of this village is abſolutely de- 
ſtroyed. There are ſeveral preſentations upon 
record: the moſt antient is A. D. 1317. 
The rector of Fladbury preſented Richard 
le Brun to the vicarage of Abbe Lenche, by 
the nomination of Simon le Brun; and again, 
A. D. 1359, John de Brayles rector of Flad- 
bury, preſented John Edmund de Hanwell, 


[4] Dugdale has given in his Hiſtory of Warwickſhire, under Coughton, (in Studley pariſh, Bar- 
lichway hundred, p. 749, vol. II. Dr. Thomas's edit.) large memoirs of this moſt ancient and re- 


ſpectable family, with ſo much of their GzexzAaLogy as enters into his ſubject. And the concluſion 
of their Genealogy, brought down to the preſent time, may be ſeen above, in this Hiſtory, p. 186. 
In order to compleat the ſubject, it may be proper to give here a ſketch of their more early deſcents, 
before they enter into Dugdale's, taken from two ancient pedigrees preſerved at Weſton Underwood, 
co. Bucks, where this family hath been ſeated ever ſince the reign of king Edward IV. in conſe- 
quence of the marriage between Tho. Throckmorton, who died 12 Ed. IV. and Margaret, ſole 
daughter and heir of Robert Olney, of Weſton aforeſaid, mentioned in page 451, (Note y.). 
This family was doubtleſs aboriginal here at Throckmorton, whence they took their name ; but the 
firſt of them that has eſcaped the oblivion of time is Henry ſon of John de Throckemerton, 
who lived in 1220, 4 Hen. III. The next that occur are Robert de Throckemertone, in 1252, [36 
Henry III.] and Adam, who was apparently brother of the ſaid Robert. The fon of Robert was Si- 
mon de Throckemerton, who was living in 1266, 50 Henry III. and by Iſabella, his wife, had iſſue 
Robert, who lived in 1311, 4 Ed. II. He had two ſons, John, living in 1339, 13 Ed. III. and 
Giles, in 1330. This John had ifſue by Agnes daughter and heir of Sir Richard Abberbery, knt. 
Thomas de Throkemerton, who lived in 1399, 22 Ric. II. and, who by Agnes his Wife, daughter 
and heir of... Besford, was father of John Throckmorton, mentioned in page 451, (note x.) who 
married Eleanor, daughter and coheir of Guy Spiney, or De la Spine, (Lat. Guido de Spineto) of 
Coughton, whence Dugdale's Genealogy commenced.

The abbey of Hales Owen 
had lands in Hablenche and Nicholas Burdel, 
chevalier, held two hides and a half in Habbe- 
lench, which John de Bruin formerly held.

'T formerly belonged to the abbot of - 
miuſter, and - hath lately had the ad- 
ditional name of Flivord, from the brook 
which giveth name to Grafton Flivord. In 
the White Book of the biſhoprick of Wor- 
ceſter, it appears that the abbot of Weſt- 
minſter had Flavell in this county, where no 
mention is made of Flivord. In the ex- 
chequer records; 28 Ed. I. Grafton 1s called 
ſub Flavell. The Knights Templars had the 
woods of Flavell for their property. Flavell 
is mentioned in the Red Book of Worceſter 
without the additional name of Flivord, where 
John Knyt is ſaid to have half a hide of land, 
of which family was deſcended Sir Richard 
Knyt, a knight, whoſe arms are exhibited 
in the priory of Great Malverne, ſubject to 
the abbot of Weſtminſter. 

The lands of the Knights Templars in 
Flavell, at the diſſolution of religious houſes, 
fell to the king, as did alſo other lands in 
this pariſh belonging to the earl of War- 
wick long before, upon his attainder. In the 
pariſh are many freeholds belonging to dif- 
ferent perſons. Mr. Sombach became lord of 
this manor by marriage with a daughter of 


Mr. Sheldon. 


The preſent lord of the manor is Mr. 
Sheldon of Beoly, patron of 


The Chunch of FLAVELL, 
which is dedicated to St. John Baptift. 


Alexander de Besford preſented one of his 
own name to the rectory of Flavell, A. D.

In the north window of the body of the 
church near the pulpit are the remains of

Now twenty, 
according to the return made to biſhop 
North at his primary: viſitation, held A. D. 
1776. 

It pays to the land-tax at 48. in the pound, 
261. 28. 

It paid to the poor in the year 1776, 221.

Formerly in the hundred of Came, but now reckoned in the lower diviſion 
of Halfſhire, is bounded on the eaſt by Northfield, on the weſt by Bromſ- 
grove, on the north by Hales-Owen, in com. Salop z and on the ſouth by 


Cofton, 


N Domeſday-book it is wrote Franchelie, 

which ſignifies a free or privileged place ; 
this name being probably given to it from 
the lands being granted by the firſt Saxon 
lord to the tenants, without reſerving any 
baſe ſervices ; to ſupport which conjecture, 
in the Domeſday ſurvey of this manor nine 
bordarii are recorded, but not one villanus. 

It is in extent about fix miles, the ſoil 


chiefly a ſtiff clay, but well wooded. The 


river Stour takes its firſt riſe in a wood here, 
called the Twylands, which paſling from 
hence through Ylley, Hales Owen, and Crad- 
ley, haſtens to Sourbridge, and thence taking 
its courſe to Kidderminſter, falls into the 
Severn about Mitton. | 

That Frankley wis antiently a limb of 
the large pariſh of Hales Owen, 1s apparent 
from ſeveral old evidences, and particularly 
from a deed of gift of the 4th Edw. I. from 
Emma de Frankley, to the abbot and 
convent of Hales, of an yearly rent of 28, 
una cum capella de Fraunkel que fita eft in pa- 
rochia de Hales [a]. 20 Will. I. this manor 
was in the poſſeſſion of one Baldwin, who 
held it under William Fitz Auſculph, the 
great Norman baron of Dudley. It then 
conſiſted of one hide of arable, one carucate 
in demeſne, nine borders with five ploughs, 
and two ſervants or bondſmen, a wood one 
mile in length, and half a mile in breadth. 
Ukoin held it in the time of king Edward 
the Confeſſor: and it was at that time worth 
forty ſhillings yearly ; but in the Conqueror's 
time thirty ſhillings | 5]

On the death of Fitz Auſculph, it de- 
ſcended with the reſt of his lands to Gervaſe 
Paganel, whoſe mother was daughter and 
ſole heir to Fitz Auſculph; which Gervaſe, 
in his certificate to the exchequer, temp. 
Hen. II. of the ſervices due to the crown, 
for the lands he held in capite, returns four 
knights fees, held under him by Bernard 
de Frankeley [c]. 

From the Paganels it paſſed to Somery, 
who married Haviſe the ſiſter and heir of 
the ſaid Gervaſe; and the Red Book of the 
Exchequer witneſſes Ralph de Someri lord 
of Frankley, 12 and 13 Joh. and that it 
was held of the crown by Knight's ſervice 
[d]. On the partition of Somery's lands 
temp. Ed. II. between his two coheircfles, 
Frankley was aſſigned to Joan the wife of Sir 
John Botetourt, knt. And in the book of 
aydes compiled in the next reign, he is re- 
corded as ſupreme lord of this manor, as 
is alſo his deſcendant John Botetourt in 
the book of knights fees, 7 Henry VI. 
But theſe were lords paramount only; the 
actual poſſeſſion of Frankley reſting in the 
deſcendents of Baldwin aforementioned, who, 
agrecably to the mode of thoſe times, took 
the ſurname of Fraulley, from the place of 
their reſidence, and they flouriſhed here till 
the reign of king Henry III. when the anceſtor 
of lord Lyttelton, the preſent owner of the 
manor, came into it, by marrying the daugh- 
ter and ſole heir of Sir Simon de Franklcy, 
knt. as will appear hereafter. 


Philip de Frankele, fon of Philip de Wi- 


gornia, 
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gornia, grants lands here by deed without 
date (but it was ſome time in Richard the Iſt's 
reign) to Simon de Heyles; and a like grant 
occuts from the ſaid Philip to John de Dray- 


cote, whereto is appendent a fair ſeal, with 


the impreſs of an arm extended, ſupporting 
a falcon, and circumſcribed $16. PHILIP. 
DE FRAUNCELEE [e]. A ſecond Philip de 
Frankley, probably the ſon of the laſt men- 
tioned, was diſtrained 40 Hen. III. for not 
having taken on him the order of knight- 
hood [/]; he, by deed without date, grants 
a yearly rent of twelve ſhillings, iſſuing out 
of lands here, to the abbot and convent of 
Hales, in order to found a chantry in the ſaid 
abbey, witnefled by Sir Will. de Birmingham 
and Sir Henry de Haggeley, knights. 

N. B. In a rental of Hales Abbey of 15 
Hen, VII. this rent occurs, “de Ricardo 
„% Hawkes pro tenemento cum pert. in 
« Frankely x11s. [g]. 

The faid abbot and convent by deed (fans 
date) grant to the ſaid Philip a parcel of 
land called Cleylond, which they had of the 
gift of Ralph, chaplain of Frankeley, re- 
ſerving a yearly rent of one mark, witnefled 
by Sir Roger de Someri, Thomas de Fraun- 
keleigh, Richard ſon of Nich. de Fraun- 
keleigh, and others [Y]. 

To Philip ſucceeded Sir Simon de Fran- 
keley, knt.' who gave a rent, ifluing out of 
lands here, to the abbot and convent of Hales, 
and the like to the priory of Dodford, near 
Bromſgrove, to pray for the ſoul of Roſe 
his wife, Alice his mother, and his own ſoul; 
witneſſes, Sir Will. de Birmingham, Sir 
Richard de Eggebaſton, Alan de Frankel, 
and Henry de Frankel his brother: he alſo 
gave certain lands here called Cleylond, 22 
pura et perpetua etremoſyna, to God and St. 


Marv, and the chapel of St. Leonard in 


Franklev. A fine was ſoon after levied 
between him and Roger abbot of Hales, 


which ſeems to have been about this Cley- 


lond, and is deſcribed in the chirograph as 
ſituate between Hales and Frankley, and

iſſue an only daughter named Emma, the 
wife of Thomas de Luttelton, of South 
Luttelton, in Worceſterſhire, who had iflue 


Emma, married to Auger de Tatlington of 
Tredington in this county; diſtrained 40 
Henry III. for not taking upon him the order 
of knighthood [A]. 

4 Edw. I. the appears to have held Frank- 
ley by the ſervice of half a knight's fee, and 
the ſame year gave a rent of 28. per ann. 
iſſuing out of land here, to the abbot and 
convent of Hales, to pray for the foul of her 
late huſband, Auger de Tatlington [/]. She 
married a ſecond huſband, Nicholas de 
Whetamſtede, and departed this life, 1298, 
26 Edw. I. 

By inquiſition taken after her death, ſhe 
was found to have held this manor of Frank- 
ley of John de Somery, as a member of the 
barony of Dudley (/peftans Baraniam de 
Dudley) by the ſervice of half a knight's 
fee, and doing ſuit at Dudley from three 
weeks to three weeks. That the manor con- 
ſiſts of a meſſuage with gardens and fiſh- 
ponds, worth yearly 40d. and two carucates 
of lands worth yearly four marks, of thirty 
acres of meadow, worth yearly 6d. per acre ; 
of forty acres of wood, worth yearly half a 
mark ; rents of free tenants 69s. payable at 
Lady-day and Midſummer; and that Nicholas 
de Tatlyngton her ſon and heir, was of the 
age of twenty-eight years [m]. 

Such was the valuation of Frankley, in 


anno 1291, on the death of Rogery Somery, 
lord paramount, it is eſtimated at 7l. 8s. 8d. 
yearly ; and the jurors find it was then held 
by Emma de Whetanſled [u]. 

After the deceaſe of Emma, her fon 
Nicholas de Tatllington became lord of this 
manor, and 27 Edw. I. he fold it to Sir

Although this manor appears to have been 
in the hands of the Lutteltons and Tatlyn- 
tons ever ſince the death of Sir Simon de 
Frankley, yet the family of Frankley was 
not then extinguiſhed here, for the 1 3th 
Edw. I. Simon de Frankel accounts in the 
exchequer for a fourth part of a knight's fee, 
lying within the ſaid manor [p]. 

Afterwards it paſſed through ſeveral hands, 
till Thomas de Luitelion recovered it by a 
writ of right, 9 Hen. IV. as right heir to 
Tatlynton. 

Thus John de Bengſted chief juſtice of the 
common pleas occurs lord of Frankley 33 
Edw. I. and that year obtained a charter 
of free warren for all his demeſne lands here 
[ 9]. Beneſted ſold it to Adam de He: i, 
1 Edw. II. On the common pleas roll that 
year an entry occurs of half a mark being 
paid by Herwinton ** pro licentia concordandi 
* cum Johanne de Banſted de placito conven- 
4 tionis de manerio de Frankley [].“ 

This Adam de Herwinton was chancellor 
of the exchequer 1 Edw. III. 

12 Edw. II. Thomas de Frankley, alias 
Tatlynton, releaſes to Sir Adam de Her- 
winton, clerk, and John de Grafton, all right, 
title, and claim, which he had in the manor 
of Frankley ; witnefles, Sir William de 
Corbet, dominus de Chaddefley, mil. Alex- 


the ſame king, he again releaſes to the 
ſame perſons all claim to this manor ; wit- 
nefles, Sir John le Blount, knt. Hugh de 
Cokeſey, and others. Seal appendent, a croſs 
between four mullets ; circumſcribed, Si- 
gillum Thome de Frankley | 5]. 

15 Edw. II. Adam de Herwinton, as lord 
of Frankley confirms to the abbot and con- 
vent of Hales an yearly rent of one mark, 
iſſuing out of lands within the ſame manor, 
which they had of the gift of Philip de 
Fraunkelegh. Herewinton paſſed away this 
manor ſoon after to John de Grafton, whoſe

ander de Defford, and others. Alſo 18 of 
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heirs, or rather aſſigns, viz. John Seers, parſon 
of Grafton ſubtus Flavel, Richard de Do- 
verdale, parſon of Kynton, and Richard de 
Aldford, parſon of Haddeſore, by their joint 
deed dated at Haddeſore, 24 Edw. III. con- 
veyed it to Sir Gilbert Choſtelyn, knt. in 
fee [I]. 

Chaſteleyn was a man of conſiderable rank 
in Worceſterſhire, and ſerved in parliament as 
knight of the ſhire 26, 27, 28, Edw. III. 

He reſided at Haddeſore, where his arms 
remained in the church windows the begin- 
ning of the laſt century, being Gules on a 
bend three towers Sable []. He enjoyed 
Frankley but a very ſhort time, for by his 
deed dated at Frankley, 28 Edw. III. he 
conveyed it to Sir John de Beauchamp of 
Warwick, knight, by the name of the manor 
of Frankley, together with two carucates of 
land, four acres of meadow, and three of 
wood, ſituate within the manors of North- 
held and Frankley; witneſſes, Sir John de 
Botetourt, dominus de Weolegh, Sir John de 
Sutton, dominus de Dudeley, Sir Hugh de 
Cokeſey, and others [w]. Sir John de Beau- 
champ was the ſecond ſon of Guy earl of 
Warwick, one of the firſt knights com- 
panions of the garter, conſtable of Dover- 
caſtle, and of the Tower of London, warden 
of the Cinque Ports for life, and captain of 
Calais. He died the 2d of December, 1300, 
ſeiſed of this lordſhip, as appears by inqui— 
ſition taken at Salwarp, whereby it was 
found he held at his death in capite in his 
demeſne as of fee at Frankley, one meſſuage 
worth nothing, one carucate of arable land, 
two parts of which are worth yearly half a 
mark for ſowing, and half the land was 
ſowed this year; the third part of the whole 
land lies fallow every year, and is worth 
nothing. They alſo find him ſeiſed of three 
acres of meadow, worth yearly 4s. 6d. the 
value of each acre, 1s. 6d. when mowed, 
and after mowing it hes in common till the 
Feaſt of the Purification. And they further 
ſay, that there is at Frankeley a park, the 
herbage of which 15 worth nothing, but for

to have eſchexted to the crown on the out- 
lawry of John Oldenhull, who committed 
felony, and fled for it in the reign of Edw. II. 
and the king granted it to Robert Balle for 
term of his life ; on whoſe deceaſe it reverted 
back to the crown, when Sir Richard Fytton 
ſued for, and recovered it in the exchequer 
court, as of right belonging to his manor of 
Frankley. The yearly rent of theſe lands 
amounted at that time to thirty- nine ſhillings, 
as ſet forth in the record [=]. This Sir 
Richard Fytton ſat in parliament as one of 
the knights of Worceſterſhire, 45 and 50 
Ed. III. and 3 and 4 of Richard II. He 
departed this life anno 1384, which year 
fir John Botetourt, baron of Weolegh, re- 
leaſed to Rob. Rowley, parſon of Arrow, in 
Warwickſhire, and lord of Frankley, feoftee 


in truſt, I conceive, for dame Joan Fytton, 


. widow of fir Richard; alſo to John Sleigh 


and John de la Pyle, executors of the ſaid 
fir Richard, all actions and demands which 
he had againſt him, the ſaid Rowley, for the 


- manor of Frankley, Bromwich, and Olden- 


hull. Seal appendent, on a ſhield a croſs 
engrailed within two triangles, circumſcribed, 
Sigillum Fobannis Bottetourt [a]. 

The following year, Joan the widow of fir 
Richard Fytton grants to Milliam Spernore, for 
life, all her eſtate and intereſt which ſhe had 
in this manor, by virtue of which grant, 
Spernore, ſtyling himſelf dominus de Frankley, 
witneſſes a deed of gift from one Attleigh to 
John Colmore, of divers lands in this lord- 
ſhip, dated at Frankley 2 Henry IV. [5]. 
This Spernore was elected one of the Knights 
for Worceſterſhire, 16, 17, and 20, Ri- 
chard II. and again 1 Henry IV. One of 
this family was a benefactor to the church 
of Old Swinford, for in one of the win- 
dows there the following arms remained

before the laſt civil war; viz. Gules and 
croſs croflets, Or, confuſedly, and thus in- 
{cribed, Ro. Spernore [e]. 

9 Hen. IV. Thomas Luttelton, great 
grandſon by a ſecond venter, to Thomas de 
Luttelton, who married for his firſt wife 
Emma, the daughter and heir of ſir Simon 
de Frankley, temp. Henry III. brought a 
writ of right againſt Alice Stafford, who was 
the wife of William Spernore, Edward Staf. 
ford, biſhop of Exeter, fir Thomas Burdett, 
knt. and others, feoffees of the ſaid Alice, for 
this manor of Frankley, which he claimed 
under a fine, levied 9 Edw. I. by Emma de 
Whetamſtede, by which ſhe ſettled Frankley, 
in default of iſſue to her ſon Nicholas de 
Tatlynton, upon Edmund the ſon of Thomas 
de Luttelton, her half-brother, and his heirs 
for ever. He alledges, that Nicholas de Tat- 
lynton had iſſue one ſon Nicholas, who died 
without iſſue; that Edmund Luttelton was 
alſo deceaſed, and that he was his nephew 
and heir; viz. ſon of Thomas, brother of the 
ſaid Edmund; which was held to be a good 
title, notwithſtanding the conveyance made 
by Tatlynton to ſir Nicholas Wychmale, 
and the ſeveral meſne conveyances down 
to Alice, the wife of Spernore; and thus 
Thomas Luttelton recovered the manor of 
Frankley [d]. 

Luttelton, immediately after he was in 
poſſeſſion, granted this manor to truſtees, 
who by their joint deed regrant it back to 
him and Maud his wife in fee, dated 12 
Hen. IV. which Maud ſurvived her huſband, 
and became the wife of John Maſſey, eſq. 
to whom, by her deed, dated at Frankley, 
7 Henry VI. ſhe granted the ſaid manor, and 
all the lands called Bromwich-land, Bing- 
hamſland, Berghland, Slowland, Hullfeldes, 
and Oldenhulls, for term of life, without 
impeachment of waſte. Witneſſes, Edward 
Ferrers, fir Thomas Burdett, knt. and Richard 
Huband, eſq. [e]. 

Maſſey being thus poflefled of Frankley, 
ſeems to have paſſed away his intereſt in it, 
or rather a greater than he was legally intitled 
to; for a releaſe occurs from Roger Tyrehare,

rector of Old Swinford, to ſir Thomas Lyttel- 
ton, knight of the Bath, grandſon of the 
Jlaſt-mentioned Thomas Luttelton, of all 
right, title, and claim, which he had in tht 
lands, tenements, &c. within the village, fee 
or lordſhip of Frankley, of the gift and 
feoffment of John Maſſey, late of Frankeley, 
eſq. deceaſed, dated 20 Edw. IV. [/]. 

From that time to the preſent, the poſ- 
terity of the ſaid fir Tho. Lyttelton have 
been in quiet and uninterrupted poſſeſſion of 
this manor, except the ſpace of a year and a 
half, when the crown entered, on the at- 
tainder of John Lyttelton, eſq. in Feb. 1600-1. 
The hall or manor-houſe, famous for being 
the birth-place of that great lawyer, fir Tho. 
Lyttelton, alias Weſtcote, ſtyled by lord 
Coke, the Engliſh Fwſtinian, was garriſoned 
for the king by prince Rupert, anno 1642, 
but when he could no longer keep it, he burnt 
it to the ground to prevent the enemy making 
the like uſe of it: ſince which, it has never 
been re- built, but the Lytteltous have reſided 
at Over Areley, or Hagley, near adjoining. 

The land-tax of Frankley, at 4s. in the 
pound, amounts yearly to 851. 6s. By an 
entry in a court-roll of this manor, dated 
1 Charles I. it appears, that certain lands 
then in the holding of Tho. Lloyd, great 
grandfather to Sir Richard Lloyd, one 
of the barons of the exchequer, and Tho. 
Goſling, and reckoned within the manor of 
Gannowe, were held of the lord of Frankley 
by ſuit of court, as was likewiſe the whole 
manor of Gannowe. Et ut videatur, ſays 
the record, manerium ipſum de Gannowe [g]. 

2 November 18, 1756, Sir George Lyttel- 
ton, bart. lord of this manor, was created a 
peer of Great Britain, by the ſtyle and title 
of baron of Frankley. 

The chapelry paid to the poor in the year 


1775, 871. 
The Cnaetr of FRANKLEY. 


Although Frankley was formerly eſteemed 
a limb of the great pariſh of Hales Owen, yet 
it appears to have had a chapel for the cele- 
bration of divine ſervice from very early 
times, The firſt mention I find made of 
this chapel 1s in a grant from fir Simon de 
Frankley, who flouriſhed in the beginning 
of Henry IIId's reign, of lands called Clei- 
lond, to God and St. Mary, and the chapel

df Saint Leonard in Frankley; Which grant 
to Frankley chapel being exprefled to God 
and St. Mary, ſhews its dependence at that 
time on the abbey of Hales: | 

This convent was dedicated to St. Mary; 
and had the patronage of Hales pariſh church, 
with her dependent chapelries: Agreeable here- 


to, 36 Henry III. I find the abbot and convent * 


of Hales, ſuing the chaplain of Frankley, in 
the rural dean of Kidderminſter's court, for 
preſuming to bury a corps in this chapel; to 
the prejudice of the mother church of Hales: 
As the record of the proceſs thews the juriſ- 
diction of rural deans at that time (now little 
known, either by common lawyers or ca- 
noniſts) and proves the ſubjection of Frankley 
chapel in ſome reſpects, if not in all, on the 
church of Hales, I ſhall here recitc it at 
large.

From this deed of confirmation, one would 
be led to think, that although Frankley 
chapel was in many reſpects dependent upon 
the mother church of Hales, which indecd 
is apparent by the ſentence of the rural dean 
of Kidderminſter, with regard to the right 
of ſepulture; yet that ſome right or juriſ- 
diction ſtill remained with the heir of the 
firſt founder, who no doubt was an anceſtor 
of Emma de Frankley; and therefore her 
ratification and confirmation of this chapel 
to the abbey and convent of Hales might 
conſiderably ſtrengthen their title, and better 
enable them to defend it againſt the prior and 
convent of Dudley, who about that time 
claimed the patronage of this chapel as a 
member of the pariſh church of Northfield, 
of which they were patrons. The pleadings 
in this cauſe I have not met with, but by 
the following releaſe, dated 25 Edw. I. 
it appears, that a ſuit had been carried on 
between theſe two religious houfes for the 
advowſon of Frankley chapel ; and by this 
releaſe, Frankley is acknowledged to be 
within the pariſh of Hales, and conſequently 
the claim of the prior and convent of Dudley, 
was without juſt foundation.

Some time in Edw. IIId's reign, a conteſt 
arole between the archdeacon of Worceſter 
and the convent of Hales, touching the right 
of patronage to Hales pariſh church. At 
length it was finally determined on the 4th 
of July, 1370, in the chapter-houſe of St. 
Bartholomew's priory in Smithfield, by de- 


legates nominated by the biſhop of Worceſter. 


In the pleadings on this ſuit, Adam Vans, 
proctor and ſollicitor for the abbot of Hales, 
alledges ; ** quod ecclefia parochialis de Hales 
cum capellis de Frankeleye et Kenelm Stowe 
s cum ſuis juribus et pertin. fuerunt et ſunt in- 
„ corporat. dictis religioſis viris et eorum mo- 
„ naſterio;” which plea was allowed, and 
thereby the chapel of Frankley confirmed in 
its ſubjection to the mother church of Hales. 
Beſides this chapel of St. Leonard, there ſeems 
to have been another dedicated to the Holy 
Trinity, within the lordſhip of Frankley; and 
this I gather from the following bequeſt in 
judge Lyttelton's will, temp. Edw. IV. 

„ Alſo I bequeath my gode little maſſe 
% boke, and gode veſtments, which were my 
% moders, and alſo a gilt chales ; I give them 
to the blefled Trinite, to the uſe and occu- 
« pation of my chapel of Frankley, in 
„ honour of our ſaid moſt blefled Trinite ; 
„ inaſmuch as the chapel of the bleſſed 
„ Trinite and an aulter thereof is halowed 
in the worſhip of the ſaid bleſſed Trinite. 
„ Alſo I wull that my grete antiphoner be 
« evermore had and ſurely kept in the

« worſhip of God and St. Leonard, to the 
© uſe and occupation of and for the chapel- 
« church of St. Leonard of Frankley [I].“ 

The teſtator plainly diſtinguiſhes here be- 
tween two chapels, and by his ſtyling the 
former my chapel of Frankley, and the latter 
the chapel-church of Frankley, it is very 
clear, that the firſt mentioned was a private 
oratory, for the ſole uſe of him and his 
family. And I conjecture it was built by 
his grandfather Thomas de Luttelton, or 
rather Maud the widow of Thomas, at the 
beginning of Henry VIth's reign, for the 
following licence occurs in one of the epiſ- 
copal regiſters at Worceſter, to the ſaid 
Maud, for the celebrating of low maſs in 
her oratory at Frankley. 

Thomas permiſſione divins Wigorn; 
epiſcopus dilecte nobis in Chriſto fille Matilde 
Litelton de Frankley noſtre dioceſeos, ſa- 
lutem. Ut miſſas et alia divina officia in 
oratorio tuo de Frankley predict. ſuper altare 
portabile capelle per 1doneos in preſentia tua 
et familie tue licite valeas facere celebrari, 
dummodo per hoc eccleſie matrici ibidem aut 
nulli alteri prejudicium inferatur tibi et 
preſbyteris inibi celebran. licentiam con- 
cedimus per preſentes per unum annum a 
dat. preſentium tantummodo duraturam. Dat. 
ſub ſigillo noſtro a caſtro noſtro de Hertilbury, 
27 die Aug. 1427 [I].“ 

A ſimilar licence occurs from biſhop Car- 
penter to Sir Thomas Lyttelton, near twenty 
years after, in theſe words; viz. 

«© XX die menſis Januaru, an. D'ni 1443, 
in prioratu Wigorn. conceſſa licentia Thome 
Lytelton et Johanne uxori ſue ad celebranda 
divina ſubmiſſe coram ſervientibus ſuis in 
preſentia tamen dictorum Thome vel Johanne 
uxoris ſue duntaxat, &c. ad voluntatem 
durat [n].“ 

11 Edw. IV. a writ iffued out of the 
king's-bench to the ſheriff of Shropſhire, 
ordering him to ſummon the abbot of Hales- 
owen before our lord the king, to anſwer to 
ſir Thomas Lyttelton, why he does not find a 
prieft during all the time the ſaid fir Thomas 
ſtays at Frankley [n]. As the record of this 
ſuit cannot be found, the roll of Eaſter term 
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for that year being miſſing, it is not eaſy to 
determine whether Lyttelton ſued the abbot 
for neglecting to provide a proper curate for 
St. Leonard's chapel, or for his domeſtick 
oratory. I ſhould think indeed for the latter, 
becauſe if maſs had been conſtantly faid in 
St, Leonard's chapel, what occaſion was there 
for the above-mentioned licences to celebrate 
maſs in Trinity chapel ? Beſides, it ap- 
pears by the depoſitions in the cauſe between 
the abbot of Hales and the archdeacon of 
Worceſter before the delegates, that the ſaid 
abbot was bound to find a prieſt three days 
only in a week to perform divine ſervice in 
St. Leonard's chapel ; therefore it may be 
juſtly concluded, that Lyttelton had co- 
venanted with the neighbouring abbot and 
convent of Hales for a monk of that houſe 
daily to celebrate maſs in his private chapel 
during his abode in the country; and upon 
the abbot's neglecting to perform the cove- 
nant, this conteſt aroſe between them. 

Before the Reformation, Frankley paid 
yearly 2s. to the mother church of Hales 
tor St. Stephen's high lights [o], which 
doubtleſs was to maintain wax lights upon 
an altar in Hales pariſh church, dedicated to 
St. Stephen, or elſe for the decoration of the 
high altar on the feaſt-day of that ſaint, and 
was a mark of ſubjection to the mother- 
church, 

This chapel is now to all intents and pur- 
poſes ſtrictly parochial, but wholly exempt 
from epiſcopal juriſdiction, being a donative 
un the gift of lord Lyttelton. 

The inhabitants for a long time paſt have 
been buried in the chapel; but in the year 
1738, Sir Thomas Lyttelton, bart. then 
lord and patron, railed in a convenient 
ſpot of ground, at his own expence, round 
the chapel, for a coemitery, and by permiſſion 
of the then dioceſan, biſhop Hough, it was 
ſoon after uſed, and ſtill continues as a com- 
mon buriab place to the pariſh, or manor of 
Frankley. 

The fabrick being dark, having very ſmall 
narrow windows, the chancel much decayed, 
and the wooden tower ready to fall, anno 
1751, the pariſhioners ſet about beauti-

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fying of it, and taking down the wooden 
tower, rebuilt it of ſtone, the greateſt part 
of which ſir Tho. Lyttelton gave out of the 
ruins of Frankley Hall; new windows were 
alſo made, and other ornaments added, to- 
wards the expence of which, the ſame good 
benefactor fir Thomas contributed above gol. 
By the ſtyle of architecture, which appears 
in this chapel, I conjecture it was built about 
the reign of king John, or Henry III. at the 
lateſt. 

After the diſſolution of Hales Owen abbey, 
Frankley was ſupplied by a perpetual curate, 
appointed by the Lyttelton family, who paid 
him an annual ſtipend of 101. | 

In biſhop Whitgift's regiſter, anno 1581, 
a licence occurs to John Sims to ſerve the 
cure of Frankley [y ]. In lieu of this 101: 
Sir Henry Lyttelton, bart. emp. Car, II. 
endowed the chapel with the greateſt part of 
the tithes to the value of 4ol. per ann. at 
leaſt, and it 1s ſtill preſented to by the 
Lytteltons, lords of the manor, and eſteemed 
a donative. 

This chapel affords ſcarcely any memorials 
on tombs or windows. Part of a figure 
indeed, deſigned to repreſent the famous 


judge Lyttelton, from the ſhoulders down- 


wards, {till remains in the eaſt window of 
the chancel; it was perfect before the laſt 
civil war, and then deſcribed by Mr. Ha- 
bingdon to repreſent a man in ſcarlet with 
a coif on his head, in a poſture of prayer [9]. 
No doubt this was the picture lord Coke 
refers to when he ſays, ** He that is deſirous 
to ſee the grave and reverend countenance 
« of our author, may, in the churches of 
„ Frankley and Hales Owen [].“ And it was 
from this figure J imagine the print was 
taken of the ſame reverend judge, which is 
prefixed to the old editions of lord Coke's 
comment on Lyttelron's tenures, and like- 
wiſe a fine picture of lim at full length, 
drawn by Cornelius Johnſon, and now 
hanging up in the Inner Temple Hall, Lon- 
don [5]. In the dexter pane of the ſame 
chancel-window was, according to Mr. Ha- 
bingdon, a woman in ſcarlet alſo, praying; 
in the ſiniſter, a woman of rank, with like 
ſhew of devotion, and on her ſurcoat or

riage of Mr. Edw. Lyttelton, ſollicitor-ge- 
neral to king James I. afterwards lord keeper 
of the great ſeal and baron of Mounſlow,

third Ton of Judge Lyttelton, or his de- 
ſcendents, one of whom was lord keeper 
Lyttelton. | 

On the ſiniſter ſide of the ſaid great ſhield 
the ſame creſt without the hand or dagger, 
being the creſt of Lyttelton of Frankley, as

being the firſt that bore it, his mother and

G FAT TON suPER F LIF OR P, 


Was antiently called Graſton, or Graſton, having of late years received the 

additional name of F/ivord, from a Brook which runneth near it, to diſtin- 
guiſh it from Grafton near Bromſgrove ; it is fituated in the upper 
"diviſion of the hundred of Perſhore, and in the deanry of Perſhore, 
bounded on the eaſt by Flivord Flavell, on the weſt by Crowle, on the 
ſouth-weſt by Upton Snodſbury, and on the north by Himbleton. 


GNA TON Flivord, or Garſtune, as it is 

called in Domeſday, was the land of &. 
Peter's, Weſtminſter, and held by Walter 
Poncher : Algar and Turchil held it before, 
There are ſeven hides, and in demeſne three 
carucates, and a prieſt, one foreigner, and 
fix villans, with five carucates. There are 
five men ſervants, and twelve acres of 
meadow ; a wood half a lewe long, and four 
quarentines broad. In the time of Edward 
the Confeflor it was worth four pounds ; at 
the ſurvey, ſeventy ſhillings. 

It 1s called Grafton ſub Flavell in the ex- 
chequer records, 28 Edw. I. C/ D' Abitot's 
eſtate deſcended to his heirs the Beauchamps ; 
for in the book of Aids, 20 Ed. III. Thomas

the manor and advowſon of Grafton 


Beauchamp held the eſtate in Grafton, which 
Guy de Beauchamp earl of Warwick for- 
merly did ; and in the book of Knights Fees, 
7 Henry VI. it is ſaid that Richard de Beau- 
champ held in Grafton the ſame eſtate which 
Thomas de Beauchamp earl of Warwick for- 
merly had. This eſtate falling into the hands 
of the king, by the attainder of the earl of 
Warwick, it was given, by Henry VIII. to 
Mr. Walter Walſh, groom of the privy 
chamber, whoſe heir being lord of the manor 
and patron of the church, fold it to Thomas 
lord Coventry baron of Ayleſborough, lord- 
keeper of the great ſeal of England [a], in 
whoſe family it ſtill remains. 

Hill-Court in this pariſh was alſo a part

Flivord, with all the appurtenances, were granted to Walter

granted by the king, 37 Henry VIII. to John 
Hall and Henry Sheldon ; which eſtate after- 
wards deſcended to the Bakers. Mr. Francis 
Baker, ſon of Mr. John Baker, was in poſ- 
ſeſſion thereof in Mr. Habingdon's time, and 
one of that name now enjoys it. 

There was formerly a very antient family 
in this pariſn, ſurnamed De Graſton. In the 
red book of the exchequer, in the time of 
Henry II. it is ſaid, that Henry de Grafton 
held five hides of land of William de Beau- 
champ. This family, who had the honour of 
knighthoed, poſſeſſed alſo the manor of 
Grafton, near Bromſgrovez for Edmund de 
Grafton is cited in the exchequer, 28 Ed. I. 
as ſeiſed of lands in both Graftons : And in 
the book of Aids, 20 Ed. III. John de Grafton 
had two hides and half in Grafton, which 
Edmund de Grafton formerly held. There 
were lands likewiſe in this pariſh, which for- 
merly belonged to a religious houſe in the 
county of Warwick, which at the diſſo- 
lution were granted to the Throgmortons of 
Coughton.

bert being then biſhop of the dioceſe. The 
monks of Worceſter had Monkwood, in 
this pariſh, for many ages, and William 
Beauchamp, and after him the earls of 
Warwick held one hide of land in Grimley 
of the biſhop of Worceſter, being part of 
the manor of Knightwick [a]. John de Ack, 
with conſent of his wife Edelina, gave in 
perpetual alms to the monks of Worceſter 
four ſelions of land, with all appurtenan- 
ces, in Ochol, and four ſelions more near 
her houſe; and an annual rent of 12d, which 
Thomas, the ſon of Richard, the ſon of 
Oſbert de Grimel and their heirs, were bound 
to pay them, 

The biſhop has in this pariſh a fine demeſne, 
which formerly belonged to the priory [5], 
enriched by the river Severn, upon which ſtood 
a good houſe, built in the third year of king 
Henry VIII. [c] the arms on the gate-way being 
quarterly France and England, with the pome- 
granate, the royal ſymbol of Spain. In the eaſt 
window of the chapel of this houſe were the 
prior's arms, who added much to this building; 
Gules, on a feſſe Sable between three ſtraw- 
berry branches ſlipped with berries, proper, 
as many birds cloſe, Or. In the third pane 
Argent three pallets embatteled and counter- 
batteled Gules. In the firſt north window 
the ſame arms charged with ſtrawberries ; in 


the ſecond, the arms of the biſhopric. In the

Orate pro bono flatu Do- 
mini Tohannis Wedeſbury, prioris eccleſiæ 
Cathedralis Beatz ——” the reſt broken, 
The palace, or court-houſe, was entirely pull- 
ed down in the time of biſhop Hough, and 
the demeſne lands being about gol. per ann. 
firſt leaſed by biſhop Madox. 

When Peter pence was collected for the 
Pope, Hollow paid 28 pence, and Grimley 
36. | 

22 May, 1 Edward VI. the dean and 
chapter of Worceſter ſurrendered the manors 
of Grimley and Hallow, Henwick and Wood» 
hall, with the rectories of Hollow and Grim- 
ley, and the king granted to them in ex- 
change the manor of Icombe, the rectories 
of Kemſey, Lenchwick, and Norton, in 
Worceſterſhire, Warton, in Lancaſhire, 
Wimbleton, Putney, and Mortlake, in Sur- 
rey; Thornton, in Londſdale, Yorkſhire : 
Old Radnor, and Dean in the county of 
Bedford [d]. 

The boundaries of the manor of Grimley, 
beginning at the Oak Leafow adjoining to 
Hallow-park, go along the river Severn 
to the manors of Holt, and extend to the 
manor of Wichenford, and ſo to the manor 
of Kenſwick, and from thence go along 
by a village called Shoulton, in the manor 


of Hollowe, till it comes to the place where 
it firſt began. 

The Hackets had formerly conſiderable 
eſtates in Grimley, for which they com- 
pounded with the parliament committee at 
the ſum of Zool. 

Hollow and Grunley, two manors of the 
biſhop of Worceſter, were ſold to John Cor- 
bet, by order of parliament, in 1648, for

Beſides an additional ſurvey made afterwards 
of ſundry ſmall eſtates. 

The cuſtoms of the manor of Grimley 
are exactly the ſame with thoſe of Hollowe. 
In old records mention is made of two 
manors within the manor of Hollow, viz. 
Woodhall and Henwick, the farmers of 
which do ſuit at the manor of Hollow ; the 
cuſtoms of which manor are: 

If a tenant die before the 2d of February, 
he may give away the profit of his copyhold 
eſtate until Michaelmas following, except 
meadow and the fallqw land, which the re- 
verſioner is to enter upon at Candlemas, after 
the tenant's death : but if the copyholder 
die after Candlemas, the executors ſhall ſowe 
the Lent crop following, and ſow all and 
receive all the benefit of the lands, except the 
meadows and fallows, until Michaelmas 
twelvemonth following, which 1s the profit 
of almoſt two. years. 

5 Elizabeth, Grimley contained thirty fa- 
milies, now fifty, according to the return 
made to biſhop North.

In the manor of Grimley is a ſpacious wood 
called Munke-wood, containing in the whole

The church and chapel were not valued 
above 1ol. yearly A. D. 1268. 

John, archbiſhop of Canterbury, A. D. 
1282, confirmed at Perſhore this appropria- 
tion. And Godfrey, biſhop of Worceſter, 


inſtituted a clerk to the vicarage of Grimley 


and Hallow, A. D. 1270. 


The anſwers to the fifth and fixth articles, 

that were inquired of by the Rev. Father 
in God Edmund Lord Biſhop of Worceſ- 
ter in his firſt viſitation, A. D. 1585. 


To the fifth article we anſwer : That there 
is a farm ground ſet, lying, and being in 
Hallow, called by the name of Hallow-Farm, 
and ſome times called by the name of Bur- 
ford's-Farm. We preſent, that Mr. Thomas 
Habingdon, farmer, of the parſonage there, 
doth not diſcharge, or pay to the vicar his 
due tythes, that he ſhould have of that farm; 
nor the tithes of Hallow-park, which the 
aforeſaid Mr. Habingdon now holdeth. By 
what title or intereſt he doth now detain the 
ſaid tithes and profitts from our vicar, we 
know not. And likewiſe, we preſent, that 
Edward Dalley, farmer of the parſonage of 
Grimley, hath heretofore detained the tithe 
of ſome cloſes ; the which tithe of all home- 
cloſes within the pariſh of Grimley and Hal- 
low, 1s due to our vicar. 

To the ſixth article we anſwer ; That my 
Lord Biſhop, of the dioceſe of Worceſter, is the 
patron of the vicaridge of Grimley ; and that 
there are fifteen acres of arable land belong- 
ing to the vicaridge ; three acres of meadow; 
five acres of paſture. What quantity of ſheep 
and beaſts he may feed we know not; but 
ſometimes more, ſometimes lefs, according 
to the ability of the vicar. Our vicar hath 
one houſe and a barn m Hallow, and one 
houſe in Grimley, if the vicar, or curate 
will be reſident upon the ſame, There be- 
longeth to our vicar, by compoſition, 40s. 
to be paid to him by the Lord Biſhop of the 
dioceſs of Worceſter, in, or at the Feaſt of 
St. Michael the Archangel, yearly ; which 
annuity hath been paid within twenty years 
laſt paſt, to our perfect knowledge. There

belongeth to our vicaridge all the tithe hay 
of Grymhull, and Eaſtbury, and the tithe 
hay of other freeholders within our pariſh, 
And finally, there is due to the vicar tithes 
of all and fingular the inhabitants within the 
pariſh of Grimley, and Hallow, that do, by 
the laws of the realm belong to a vica- 
ridge.

N. B. At the diſſolution of the priory, 
Grimley and Hallow were made part of the 
lands and poſſeſſions of the dean and chapter 
of Worceſter, but taken from them, May 22, 
1547; and in heu thereof was given to them 
the rectory of Kemſey, near Worceſter, as be- 
fore mentioned, with its appurtenances, which 
they ſtil} enjoy. And, June 3, following, Grim- 
ley, and Hallow, with the lordfhips belong- 
ing thereto, were given to Nicholas, biſhop 
of Worceſter, in exchange for the lordſhips 
of Stoke Epiſcopt, and Henbury, and other 
poſſeſſions in Gloceſterfhire, Middleſex, and 
London: and in the hands of the biſhops of 
Worceſter they ſtill continue. 


ARMS and MONUMENTS. 


In the church were painted on the wall 
in many places the arms of the king and 
prince of Wales, with thoſe of the deanry of 
Worceſter; alſo the coat of Babington, the 
fame as the bifhopric with a file and three 
labels Azure, alſo the arms of Colles, a family 
of 400 years continuance in this county ſe]; 
being Gules on a chevron Argent between 
three lions heads eraſed Or, two gemels of 
the field, and ogreſſes without number; the 
creſt a ſea- pye, charged with plates, and 
ſcizing on a fiſh wounded proper. On the 
north fide of the church Mr. Edmund 
Colles's arms, who was the firſt that bore 
them, a man eſteemed the wiſeſt of his 
age in the government of this county. 
This firſt coat of Colles is impaled with three 
birds. The arms of his family about the 
reign of Henry IV. are a chevron between 
three birds. 
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By a late repair and white-waſhing of the 
church, all theſe arms are rubbed out. 
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contains Eſtbury and Henwyke, and is ſituated 
in the hundred of Ofwaldeſtaw, bounded on 
the eaſt by Claines and the river Severn ; on 
the weſt by Wychenford, on the ſouth by 
St. John's Bedwardine, and on the north 
by Grimley. Domeſday Book records that 
Halhegan with Brodwehan contains ſeven 
hides, of which ſee Broadwas, p. 136. 

Walter de Burk held half a hide in 
Ereſbyrie, and had there one carucate. Alric 
had held it in the reign of Edward the 
Confeſſor. At thc ſurvey it belonged to the 
land of. the villans, and was worth five 
ſhillings [/]. 

Kenulf, king of Mercia, the founder 
of Hereford cathedral, and monaſtery of 
Winchcomb, gave Hallowe, Eſebery, and 
the two Hynewicks to the church of Wor- 
cefter, about the year of our Lord 800, De- 
nebertus being then ninth biſhop. of that ſee. 

The ſcite of the manor of Hallawe lies 
about a mile and half from the city of Wor- 
ceſter, on the weſtern banks of the Severn, 
{ſituated on a beautiful eminence, command- 
ing an extenſive proſpect of Bredon and Cots- 
wold hills, which much contributes to its 
ſalubrity. This place was formerly much 
frequented by the religious of the monaſtery 
of Worceſter for their recreation and health, 

Hallowe is not only an extenſive but rich 
lordſhip of the biſhop's; the whole pariſh 
belonging to the fee, except about three 
farms. On the fouth fide of Hallowe-park, 
on the banks of the Severn, lyes the ma- 
nor of Hynewyke; which alſo belongs to 
the biſhopric, abounding in fine meadows 
and paſtures. 

The boundaries of the manor of Hallowe 
beginning at Hinwick-hill go along the river 
of Severn, till you come beyond Hallowe- 
park, and the Ox Leaſow there; from 
thence extend weſtward to the ſide of the 
village called Moſeley, including the village 
of Shoulton, and ſo along weſtward to the

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lands of Mr. Blount, of Henwick ; and from 
thence fouthward, including the ſeite of the 
manor of Woohall, to the manor of Cothe- 
ridge ; thence eaſtward to the manor of Wick 
Ep't; fo to the faid Henwick-hill, by the 
river Severn, where it began, being about fix 
miles in circumference [g}. 

The cuſtoms of the manor of Hallowe are 
fines arbitrary; herriot due upon the death 
of every copyholder for every meſſuage, the 
beſt beaſt, or for want thereof the beſt goods: 
the widow has her free-bench : herriot due 
upon forfeiture or ſurrender. Likewiſe it is 
affirmed by oath, that every tenant by copy 
or leaſe may cut down and fell any timber 
trees growing upon their ſeveral meſſuages 
and tenemenits at their will and pleafure. 

There is belonging to this manor a certain 
common or waſte ground called Broad- 
heath, containing about twenty acres ; ano- 
ther called Hallowe-heath, containing about 
ten acres ; another called the Old. field, con- 
taining about twelve acres 3 another called 
the Raynes, containing about one acre; in 
which ſeveral commons all the tenants 
have liberty to depaſture their cattle at all 
times []. 

Hinewick was let to farm to the inhabi- 
tants or occupiers of the village, for the term 
of fifteen years, for fifty-two quarters of 
wheat, fifteen quarters of oats, one mark of 
filver, and one load of hay, and one of ſtraw, 
per ann. 

In this manor formerly lay the Gulf, or 
Wear-pond of Hynewyk, from which the 
monks and convent of Worceſter were ſup- 
plied with fiſh. There was an officer called 
Gardianus Gurgitis de Henewyke Wigorn, to 
whom belonged a river ifland in the Severne, 
for fiſhing, with a meadow between Severne, 
and the king's highway leading to Hynwyke. 
i Henry IV. this officer was by cove- 

nant reſtrained from intermeddling with any 
other wears, ſuch as Hallowe, Bevere, and 
Beverborn. This ſhews how frequent wears 
were in former ages near Worceſter [i]. In 
the ſixteenth century the Halls owned Hen- 
wyke, and entered their pedigree in the He- 


rald's college, in the year 1569.

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In the chapelry of Hallow lies Eſtbury, 


which in the reign of the Conqueror was the 
property of Walter de Burb, and contained 
half a hide. 

Afterwards it came to Walter de Kekyn- 
wike, ſo called from the adjacent Kenſwick, 
where he reſided. Afterwards theſe manors 
came to William Yoxhall [&], 7 Henry VI. 
then to the Szafferds of Grafton. After the 
battle of Boſworth, they were forfeited to 
the crown. Henry VII. granted them to 
Darrell and Prinſe, and the heirs male of 
their bodies; and for want thereof, to re- 
vert to the crown; Prinſe's part reverted, and 
by a writ of reſtitution under the great ſeal, 
was granted to Staffird and his heirs. Tho- 
mas Hall purchaſed Eſbury of Sir Humphry 
Stafford, of Blotherwike, in the county of 
Northampton. Eſbury continued with the 
Halls for ſeveral generations, as appears by 
a letter written, to Mr. Habingdon, by Mr. 
Hall, grandſon of Mr. Thomas Hall, and 
dated October 5, 1641. It now belongs to 
Thomas Cockes, eſq. of Bently, in this 
county. 

Mr. George Blount purchaſed Kenſwick, 
of Sir Humphrey Staftord about the ſame 
time; it is ſaid to be held of the manor of 
Elmley-caſtle. Giles Blount being in his 
minority, it was ſeiſed on at the death of his 
father Francis Blount, by Mr. William Sa- 
vage, as his ward. It now belongs to Mr. 
Talbot Foley of Stourbridge. Whether 
Eſbury was held of the ſame manor Mr. Hall 
did not know. |

The old lords of this manor were firſt, 
David de Pechell and his fon Nicholas de 
Pechell. 

About 30 Edward I. John, prior of Wor- 
ceſter, with the conſent of the convent, 
granted to Nicholas de Stevynton and his 
heirs, &c. the wardſhip of the heir of 
Nicholas David de Pecheſley, to whom this 
manor belonged, by the name of John, the 
ſon of the ſaid Nicholas; and if the ſaid 
John died within age, then they granted him 
the wardſhip of Adam and Walter, the 
ſons of Joan and Margaret, daughters of Ni- 
cholas David, 

In 3 Richard II. the prior and convent of 
Worceſter demiſed to Geoffrey de Tiberton 
the ſcite of the manor of Pecheſley, with the 
demeſne lands, meadows and paſtures, &c. 


for the term of twelve years. 


5 Eliz. Hallow contained fifty-two fami- 
lies; now eighty, according to the return 
made to biſhop North. 

Hollowe pays to the land-tax at 4s. in the 
pound, 1851. 6s. 8d. It paid to the poor in 
the year 1775, about 1861.

The arch over the north door, and the 
capitals of the columns, ornamented in the 
Saxon manner. If it was a chapel to Grimley 
in Wolſtan's time as it now is, no wonder it 
is omitted in Domeſday [I]. 

In this chapel is a mural monument of a 
man praying. His arms, Ermine, three 
hounds heads eraſed, impaling two bends, 
and between them on the dexter point, an 
eſcollop (no colours). The inſcription is: 
Here lyeth the body of Edward Hall, eſq. 
who married Anne, eldeſt daughter of Sir 
Paul Tracy, knt. and bart. of Stanway, in 
the county of Glouceſter, having by her four

Brihtmare alſo, father of Edwin, 
became a monk, and confirmed the grant. 
After the Conqueſt, earl William took it 
from the monaſtery, and gave it to Gilbert his 
ſervant ; accordingly we find it in Domeſday, 
that Gilbert Fitz Turold held Hadeſore, being 
two hides, in the hundred of Clent, now 
part of Halfſhire [a].

Le J June 1, 1580, Nicholas Lewkner, of Allchurch, eſquire, by will, gave a cottage and two 
acres of land, in Allchurch, to his executors, to build his alms-houſe upon; and gave his manor of 
Hadſor to his brother Thomas Copley and his heirs, out of which he willed, that his ſaid brother, and 
his heirs, ſhould pay one —＋ marks per ann. at the uſual feaſts in that year, the firſt payment 
to be made at Michaelmas, 1583; and did further appoint, that if the third part of the manor of 
Hadſor could not be bequeathed from his heirs, then by his ſaid will he bequeathed his manor of Odyens, 
or capital meſſuage in Harſtride, in the county of Eſſex, to his ſaid brother and his heirs, to the uſe 
of his alms-houſe, to make the ſum of 100 marks; and did will that his executors ſhould build a 
competent houſe, where the ſaid cottage was, for an alms-houſe, wherein he willed ſhould be for 
ever maintained 17 perſons ; and made Margaret his wife, and Thomas his brother, executors, 

Nicholas Lewkner afterwards died, ſeiſed and poſſeſſed as aforeſaid, and was buried in the pariſh 
church of Allchurch. Thomas Copley entered into two parts of the manor of Hadſor, and two 
parts of the manor or capital meſſuage of Odyens. Upon information to queen Elizabeth that the 
manor of Hadſor was holden in capite by knight's ſervice, and that the third part of all the premiſes 
deſcended to Jane Sheldon, fiſter and heir of Nicholas Lewkner, and that ſhe entered into a third 
part thereof, the queen, by letters patent, dated about 28 April, 33 Elizabeth, granted to Thomas 
Copley and his heirs, that there ſhould be an hoſpital founded in Allchurch upon the ſaid cottage, 
which ſhould be called The Hoſpital of Nicholas Lewkner; and that the faid Thomas Copley, his heirs 
and aſſigns, ſhould have power to erect and build that hoſpital, to conſiſt of one maſter, and cight 
other poor people, whereof fix ſhould be men, and two women, which ſhould be gaverned as well

HAGLEY, HA GGELEGH, HAGEL EIA, 


Formerly in the hundred of Clent, which village before and ſome time after 
the Norman Conqueſt was part of Worceſterſhire, now in the lower 
diviſion of Halfſhire, and deanry of Kidderminſter, bounded eaſt by Hales 
Owen, weſt by Churchill, ſouth by Clent, and north by Pedmore. 


IN Domeſday book it is written Hageleia, 
fom the Saxon Haga, domus, and Leag, 
or Lega, /ocus, being probably the chief 
reſicknce of a great Saxon lord, and ſtyled 
by way of eminence the manor-place ; 
for in thoſe early times few villages were 
graced with capital manor-houſes, large 
trats of land being then in the hands of one 
lorl;z or perhaps ſo denominated from. its 
being the firſt ſpot that was incloſed in that 
neghbourhood, and thereby rendered more 
convenient for habitation ; Haga ſignifying a 
hedge or incloſure, as well as an houſe or 
manſe. | | 
Hagley is recorded in Domeſday to have 
been held by a king's thane. In the time of 
Edward the Confeflor, theſe thanes attended 
the Anglo-Saxon princes in their courts, and 
held their lands immediately of them, ac- 
knowledging no other ſuperior lord, and were 
ſucceeded by the Barones Regis after the 
Norman conqueſt [a]. This place therefore 
being honoured with the reſidence of ſo con- 
ſiderable a perſon, from thence, it is likely, 
derived the name. of Hagley. It contains, 
beſides the manor-houſe and village, a ſmall 
Hamlet called Waſſel, and certain lands &c. 
called Harborow, where for above four hun- 
dred years was ſeated the family of the Penns, 
but of late, on the failure of heirs male, 
Harborow is paſſed to the heirs general. 
Hagley affords ſome conſiderable remains of 
Roman antiquity : a large camp on Wich- 
bury-hill, having on the ſouth-ſide a double

agger, or deep ditch, now covered with 
wood [5]. Several coins of the lower empire 
have been found in the adjoining fields, and 
particularly an earthen pot filled with them 
was taken out of a pool on the fide of the 
hill not many years ſince. In 1738, a 
farmer ſtubbing up an old tree which grew 
on the hill very near Wichbury camp diſ- 
covered an iron chain almoſt rotten with age 
and ruſt, in which hung as in a ſling a large 
round ſtone, about the ſize of a man's head, 
a groove being cut quite round the ſtone the 
more commodiouſly to receive the chain. I 


have no doubt but this was a military weapon 


uſed by the Romans, though it is not exactly 
deſcribed by Vegetius, or any other antient 
writer [c]. a 

On Clent- heath, about a mile and half 
below Wichbury, are five barrows or lows, 
which were perhaps thrown up by the 
Romans, the conſtant tradition of the in- 
habitants aſſigning them to thoſe people, and 
one which J cauſed to be opened ſeveral years 
ago affording a conſiderable quantity of 
burnt wood and aſhes at the depth of four- 
teen feet. Two others have been fince opened, 
in one of which, at about the depth of two 
feet, exactly in the centre, was diſcovered an 
urn filled with ſmall human bones, very 
white, to the quantity of two quarts [d]. The 
urn was broken all to pieces by the workman's 
ſpade, and appeared to be of very coarſe ill- 
burnt clay. At about the depth of two feet 
lower on the weſt fide of the tumulus was

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found a pretty large quantity of bones, aſhes, 
and burnt wood, lying promiſcuouſly together. 
The laſt that we opened contained no urn, 
but at the depth of two yards, exactly in the 
centre, was a circular cavity of about a foot 
diameter, and pretty nearly of that depth, 
filled wholly with human bones and burnt 
wood. I am of opinion that the Roman 
general or chief was honoured with an urn 
for his bones in the former of theſe two 
laſt deſcribed lows or tumuli, and perhaps 
the bones of his principal officers are thoſe 
which lay in the ſame low heaped together; 
but that the laſt mentioned low-contained the 
bones of the common ſoldiers, or ſome of 
them at leaſt who fell in the action. 

The inhabitants of Clent and Hagley talk 
of an engagement which happened on this 
ſpot between the Romans and Britains, and 
ſay, the former were encamped on Wichbury 
and the latter on Clent-hill, before the battle 
was fought. Harborow, which is the name 
of the lands and farm adjoining to the lows, 
carries in it ſomething military, being a Saxon 
compound of Hepe [here] Exercitus, and 
Bejue | Berie] Campus, 1. e. a plain where an 
army aſſembled [e J. Thus Mr. Hearne 
etymologizes Harborough in Leiceſterſhire, 

Probably a neighbouring ſtream called 
Horeſtone Brook was ſo denominated from 
a ſtone or rude pillar erected near it by the 
victorious Britains; it not being the practice 
of the Romans to ereCt ſuch pillars. And 
hence the learned Dr. Plott conjectures 
that Baſton in the neighbouring pariſh of 
Kinvaur, 1s a Britiſh monument of a victory 
there obtained [/]. A Roman road paſſes 
through part of Hagley common, and is 
now called the King's Head-land ; but I 
have, ſome ſuſpicion it was more anciently 
called the Portwav, a name common to the 
Roman military highways ; for in a court-roll 
of the manor of Clent, temp. Eliz. men- 
tion is made of a road ſtiled the Portway, on 
the lord's waſte, which could be no other 
than Clent heath adjoining to Hagley ; a 
very rare and ſingular piece of antiquity, 
a ſmall image of ſtone, about two inches

in length, was found, 1752, at a con- 
ſiderable depth within a rag- ſtone quarry iu 
Hagley park. It 1s a very rude. figure of 


a man, but ending in a term. The ableſt 


antiquaries to whoſe inſpection it has been 
ſubmitted have all pronounced it Phœni— 
cian, being too rude for the work of a 
Roman artiſt ; Britiſh it could not be, as the 
antient Britains allowed of no effigiated idol. 
This image agrees in all reſpe&ts with the 
Teraphim mentioned in ſcripture. 

In the ſame quarry were lately found two 
curious figured foſſils; a maſs of entichi, 
and a pediculus of. the ſame kind with 
thoſe diſcovered not many years ſince it the 
lime pitts near Dudley, and deſcribed ir the 
Philoſophical Tranſactions. I the rather nen- 
tion-theſe, as figured foſſils of all kinds are 
rarely met with in Worceſterſhire : the 
pediculus, only at Dudley and in Carnar- 
thenſhire, and there only in lime pits [g], 
whereas not a bit of lime-ſtone, excpt 
this ſingle foſſil, occurs in the manor of 
Hagley. 

Part of this manor was anciently reckoned 
within the foreſt of Kinvaur, for in the per- 
ambulation roll of the 29th of Ed. 1.-the 
Jurors preſent, que une partie de tone de Swya- 
ford, de Pebbemore, de Haggyleye, &c. ſort 
forefiez puz le coronnement le rai Henri beſaitl 
notre ſeigneur le roi qui ore g [h]. From 
whence it appears that king Henry II. or his 
immediate ſucceſſor had annexed part os 
Hagley to his neighbouring foreſt of Kinvaur : 
By king John's great charter theſe encroach- 
ments ſhould have been redreſſed; but it is 
certain they were not ſo here, whatever was 
done in other places, till the 2gth year of 
king Edw. I. when the perambulation roll 
above mentioned was made; for in the 
14th year of that king, the inhabitants cf 
Hagley, Brome, Churchill, Old Swinford, 
Amblecoat, &c. were amerced for non- attenc- 
ance, at the regarders court at Kinvaur [/]. 

Hagley 1s recorded in Domeſday as one 
of the fourteen lordſhips which Milliam Hias 
Anſculph held in Worceſterſhire, ſpectans ba- 


rontam de Dudley, as a member of his barony

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6f Dudley. It is there rated at five hides 
and half, having one carucate in demeſne, a 
prieſt, five villans, ten bordars, with five 
ploughs, and land ſufficient to employ eight 
more, two ſervants, or bond-men, a wood 
half a mile in length, and three quarentines 
in breadth. Godirc a thane of king Edward 
enjoyed it before the Conqueſt, and it was 
then worth yearly ſixty ſhillings ; but now 
one Roger holds it under Fitz-Anſculph, and 
it is worth fifty ſhillings. On the deceaſe of 
Fitz-Anſculph without iſſue male, the Pa- 
ganels and Somerys, ſucceſſive barons of Dud- 
ley, became lords paramount of Hagley, 
and in conſequence hereof Gervaſe Paganel 
certifies to the king's exchequer one knights 
fee held of him by William de Haggaley, 
temp. Hen. II. | 7 ]. 19th Edw. I. by in- 
quiſition taken at Dudley after the death 
of Roger de Somery, he 1s found to die 
ſeiſed of the townſhip and church, or advow- 
ſon of Haggaley, held by Henry de Haggeley 
by the ſervice of one knight's fee, and was 
worth by the year 1ol. [&]. On the partition 
of Somery's lands about the cloſe of the fol- 
lowing reign, the lordſhip paramount of thus 
manor, and likewiſe of Frankley, &c. fell 
to the ſhare of fir John de Botetourt, knight, 
who had married Joan, one of the ſiſters and 
coheirs to Roger de Somery, then -lately 
deceaſed, which Botetourt 24 Edw. III. pur- 
chaſed the property of this manor, as will 
appear hereafter. But to come to thoſe who 
were in actual poſſeſſion before Botetourt pur- 
chaſed : theſe, probably were the deſcen- 
dants of that Roger mentioned in the Con- 
queror's ſurvey, who after the mode of theſe 
times aſſumed their ſurname de Haggeley, 
from the place of their reſidence. 

So early as 22 Hen. II. 1187, Philip de 
Hageleia occurs witneſs to Gervaſe Paganel's 
grant of land to the priory of Pickford, 
in Bucks [/], which Philip was ſon of 
William de Haggeley aforementioned. The 
next in deſcent I take to be fir Henry de 
Haggeley knight, living in the reigns of 
king John and Henry III. and whom J find 
joined in commiſſion with fir William de 
Saltmarſh, fir William de Bracy, and fir 
Richard de Amberſley, knts. all principal

gentlemen of tliis ſhire, to collect the 24th 
part of all moveables in the county, 54 
Henry III. IJ. Some time in this reign 
one Philip de Lottely acknowledges to 
hold a fourth part of a Knight's fee in 
Haggele. This Philip reſided at Lotteley 
(now Lutley) in the pariſh of Enfield in 
Staffordſhire, and was anceſtor to another 
Philip choſen knight of the ſhire for Stafford- 
ſhire. 29 Edw. III. Lutley was a ſmall 
manor, independent on that of Enfield, 
but in ſome degree dependent on that of 
Hagley, though ſituate in another pariſh and 
county, at the diſtance of fix or ſeven miles. 
This appears by an indenture dated 3gth 
Edw. III. between fir John Botetourt, ſeig- 
neur de Haggeley; and Philip de Lutteley, 
wherein the ſaid Philip acknowledges homage 
and other ſervices as due to the ſaid Bote- 
tourt for the manor of Lutly, come regardant 
al manor de Haggeley; to Which is annexed 
a fair ſeal, having the impreſſion of a croſs 
between four lions rampant, heing the coat 
armour of Luttely [A]. 

But to return from whence have digreſſed. 


Henry ton of fir Henry de Haggele, ſtands 


charged in the pipe-roll of 43 Hen. III. 
by the ſheriff of Oxfordthire, with 1005. for 
a relief due from Lettice his wife, the daugh- 
ter and ſole heir of Henry Lingoure, for 
lands held of the king in capite at the time 
of his death, which land I think lay at Ad- 
derbury in that county [9]. By an office 
found after the death of Roger Somery, the 
19th Edw. I. this manor appears to be then 
held by Henry de Haggeley, to whom ſuc- 
ceeded Richard de Haggeley, who died ſeized 
thereof 5 Edw. II. which Richard was pro- 
bably father to Edmund de Haggelegh ; for 
3 Edw. III. Edmund de Haggelegh grants 
certain lands lying in this lordſhip to John 
Tayler of Hales, at the yearly rent of 3s. 
and the payment of a goat at his deceaſe 
for a herriot ; witnefled by Edmund de Grove 
and Thomas de Penn de Haggel [/]. 

Alſo 10 Edw. III. the fame Edmund 
preſents Rob. de Dunclent to the church 
of Hagley. One of this family before Ed- 
mund de Hagley, I think was a bene- 
factor to Eveſham abbey; for in an old

23 Edw. III. Robert, filius Edmundi do- 
mini de Haggeley, as he ſtiles himſelf, grants 
certain lands here called the Vallyngs; and 
the following year Edmund the father paſſed 
away by a fine to fir John Boutetourt knt. 
the lord paramount, in fee ſimple, both the 
manor and advowſon for a hundred marks 
of ſilver | q |. 

It ſeems likely that Botetourt, immediately 
after he was in poſſeſſion, granted this manor 
to John Peoleſhale, for term of his life; for 
this very year a grant occurs from the ſaid 
Peocleſhale, to the abbot and convent of Hales 
Owen, of lands and tenements in Hagley, 
worth yearly fix ſhillings ; and the ſame year 
Peoleſhale died ſeiſed of Hagley [r]. 

On Peoleſhale's deceaſe, it reverted to 
Botetourt, and 23 Edw. III. a fine was 
levied between him and Thomas Sheriff of 
Sheldeſley, whereby Hagley was confirmed 
to Botetourt in fee: and the ſame year ano- 
ther fine was levied between the ſaid Bote- 
tourt and Edmond de Haggelegh, for the 
better confirming Botetourt's title to this 
manor | 5]. 

Anno 1363, 37 Edw. III. the whole rents

of Hagley, together with the profits of tlie 


court and herriots, amount in tete to the ſum 
of 131. 16s. 11d. as appears by an original 
rental on parchment, which, as it contains 
ſome curious particulars, I have entered at 
large in a note [7]. This was a very ſmal] 
rent in proportion to the purchaſe-money ; 
100 marks, which had been paid for it 
not many years before; but the advowſon, 
though not expreſſly named, being appendent 
to the manor, muſt be conſidered as included 
in the purchaſe. About one hundred and 
fifty years after, viz. anno 1507, by another 
very accurate rental, the yearly value of 
Hagley amounted to about 191. 

Anno 1 370, 44 Edw. III. Botetourt tiling 
himſelf dominus de Weolegh and Haggeley, 
makes the following grant to Philip, ſon of 
Roger atte Grove de Hagley, which as it is 
an evidence of the great antiquity of a fa- 
mily which flouriſhed at Waſſel in this pariſh, 
even down to my time, and mentions a local 
cuſtom which prevailed then, though now 
quite ſunk in oblivion, and not to be met 
with elſewhere, I ſhall recite it at large.

N. B. The four buſhels of rye, and other provifion rents, were paid by the lord or inhabitants of 
Brome for the right of common on Hagley-heath, and a compoſition of money is at this day paid 
to the lord of Hagley on the fame account. The Firma Manerii were the demeſne lands belonging to 
Hapgley-hall. The 25. pro operibus was a compoſition with the copy-holders for harveſt-work, which 
by their tenure they were obliged to perform in the demeſne lands. The twelve capons de quadan 
pace-fratta, was, 1 imagine, a compoſition with the lord by ſome delinquent within the manor, for having 
broke the King's peace, which was puniſhable in the lord's court. The 4s. gd. pro xxix lagenis 
cereviſie was an allowance for 29 gallons of ale, to treat the perſons who attended on the lord at a 
great hunting. The 25. pro clauſtura hayarum was for hedging the demeſne lands, or the lord's wood}, 
alter they were cut down, which is the uſage at this day in Hagley-wood, and other coppices.

Though it appears that Hagley was pur- 
chaſed by Botetourt, and fines levied in aſſu- 
rance thereof, yet Henry de Haggeley, heir at 
taw to the laft mentioned Edmund, recovered 
it the 47th Edw. III. by a writ of right, to- 
gether with the advowſon and fix acres of 
land in Clent, called Cowbach [w]. This 
Henry was eſcheator of Worceſterſhire in 
1395, and high ſheriff in 1398 and 1399, and 
again in 1403 [x]. The ſame year alſo he 
was in commiſſion with other chief gentle- 
men of this ſhire to raiſe forces on rumour 
of a foreign invaſion [y]. By his deed, dated 
12 Henry IV. ſtiling himſelf dominus d- 
Haggeley, he gave certain lands in Frankley 
to Roger Lyge, whereto is a ſeal annex- 
ed, having an imperfe&t impreſſion of his 
arms, which being a very ſingular bearing, 
I ſhall here blazon. viz. Parted per pale 
3 bars Or and Azure counterchanged, in 
chief 2 pallets counterchanged, with an 
ineſcutcheon Argent. This coat remains 
painted in the eaſt window of the ſouth aile 
of Hagley church, and was ſaid by Brook, 
York herald, in his “ Catalogue of No- 
bility,” publiſhed temp. James I. to be the 
bearing of Mortimer, for which haſty afler- 
tion, Vincent, in his work entituled, “ Errors 
in Brook's Catalogue, &c.“ falls foul upon him 
and affirms, that the manor of Hagley never 
belonged to the Mortimers, but that the 
painting in this window was either the 
antick deſign of the painter's brain, or elſe the 
bearing of ſome other family. In a printed 
copy of Vincent's book, p. 602. now re- 
maining in the Herald's-office library, 1s a 
marginal note in Vincent's own hand, where

he expreſsly ſays, © This is the arms of 
„ Hagley, having ſeen a fair impreſſion of 
it on a ſeal ſince this book was publiſhed,” 

Anno 1411, 13 Henry IV. the ſaid Henry 
de Haggeley ſold both the manor and ad- 
vowſon, together with Cowbach, to Thomas 
Watkoyn, eſquire | =], who very ſoon after 
alienated it to Jane- Beauchamp lady Berga- 
venny, and ſhe deviſed it to her grandſon, 
fir James Boteler, knt. fon and heir to the 
earl of Ormond, which James came into 
actual poſſeſſion on the death of lady Ber- 
gavenny, 24 Henry VI. anno 1445. This 
fir James being a faſt friend to the houſe of 
Lancaſter, during the civil conteſts which at 
that time raged in England, was advanced 
by king Henry VI. to the earldom of Wilt- 
ſhire, vita patris. As he participated of the 
honours, ſo did he likewiſe of the misfor- 
tunes which befel that royal houſe, for 
1 Edw. IV. he was taken prifoner at Tow- 
ton-field, and beheaded at Newcaſtle, when 
all his lands were confiſcated to the crown, 
and ſoon after diſpoſed of among the friends 
of the houſe of York [a]. As to the manor 
of Hagley, the king, by his letters patent, 
dated the.ſame year, granted it to F Staf- 
ford, eſquire, and the heirs of his body [), 
who dying the next year, ſans iſſue, it re- 
verted to the crown, except that part which

IV. both theſe lord- 
ſhips were conferred upon the abbot and con- 
vent of Weſtminſter, for the maintenance of 
a charity in St. Eraſmus's chapel adjoining 
to the abbey church; with an appointment 
of two monks to celebrate daily maſſes therein, 
for the ſouls of the ſaid king and queen after 
their deceaſe; and the convent to erect a

of ſix pounds each, conſtantly burning thereon, 
The king moreover grants to the ſaid abbot 
and convent, free warren, return of writs, 
ſummons of the exchequer, goods of felons, 
and other franchiſes in the ſaid manors, to- 
gether with a court leet, or view' of frank- 
pledge, in each of them, dated at Weſtminſter, 
13 January [e]. | 

The monks of Weſtminſter were not long 
in poſſeſſion, before Thomas Butler, the 
younger brother of the aforeſaid earl of 
Wiltſhire, getting into the king's favour, 
procured Hagley and Cradley, together with 
other forfeited lands and manors of his ſaid 
brother, to be reſtored to him. What com- 
penſation the king made to the church of 
Weſtminſter does not appear, but doubtleſs 
the religious had ample ſatisfaction made 
them for this reſumption. 

1 Henry VII. the faid Thomas Butler 
being then earl of Ormond, obtained a grant 
of court leet, aſſize of bread and beer, of 
weights and meaſures, waive and ſtray, and 
felons goods, in both his manors of Hagley 
and Cradley ; alſo that the tenants ſhould be 
quit of all ſuit of court, hundred-court, 
wapentake, tything, fine, and amercement, 
of ſuch courts for the future. on payment 
of 25, yearly into the king's exchequer [/]. 

About this time great conteſt aroſe be- 
tween the ſaid earl of Ormond and fir Henry 
Willoughby, fir Thomas Ferrers, knts. and 
John Aſton, eſq. as well for the lordſhip of 
Hagley, as for feveral other manors he was 
poſſeſſed of, under the will of his grand- 
mother lady Bergavenny. After much liti- 
gation, theſe diſputes were finally determined 
10 Henry VII. by an award made by lord 
Dynham, high treaſurer, lord d'Aubigney, 
and the two chief juſtices, by which the ſe- 
ſeveral manors in queſtion were confirmed to 
the carl of Ormond, on his paying the ſum 
of 8 gol. to the abovementioned claimants [g].

He was ſunimoned to the Engliſh parliament 
by the title of baron of Rochford, and de- 
parted this life 3 Aug. 1515, leaving iflue by 
Anne his wife, daughter and ſole heir of 
ſir Richard Hankford, knt. two daughters, 
Margaret married to fir William Bolleyn, 
of Blicklying in Norfolk, anceſtor to queen 
Anne Boleyn; and Anne the wife of fir James 
Saint Leger, of Annary in Devon, who had 
for her ſhare, among other her father's 
eſtates, this lordſhip and advowſon of Hagley; 
fir John St. Leger, this lady's grandſon, anno 
1564 ſold it together with Old Swinford, 
Cradley, and Clent, to fir fohn Lyttelton of 
Frankley, knt. who died 1590-91, ahd was 
ſucceeded by his ſon Gilbert; and he by his 
ſon John. He dying 1601, left it to his ſon 
Thomas, who died 1649-50, and was ſucceeded 
by his ſixth ſon Henry, and he 1693 by his 
brother Charles, and he in 1716 by his fifth 
fon Thomas, who left it in 1751 to his eldeſt fon 
George, created 1757 baron of Frankley, and 
dying 1773, left it to his ſon Thomas, who died 
779, leaving it to William Henry created lord 
Weſtcote of the kingdom of Ireland; but the 
Engliſh barony is extinct. 
The Lytteltons have reſided here at dif- 
ferent times ever ſince they purchaſed the 


manor. 
A noble manſion-houſe was erected by 


the firſt lord, near the ſcite of the old 
one, and very great improvements made 
in the park (which appears to have been a 
park by the old rental in fir John Botetourt's 
time above recited, as early as Edward IIId's 
reign, though for many years diſparked, but 


1694), in ſeveral buildings and other orna- 
ments by the late fir Thomas Lyttelton, fo 
that in all reſpects Hagley-hall and park 
may be juſtly pronounced one of the moſt 
elegant ſeats in the kingdom, and cqualled 
by none in this county []. 
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In the houſe-keeper's apartment is a fine 
old wainſcot chimney- piece, removed from 
the great parlour in the old houſe, on which 
are carved the following coats of arms, each 
coat in a diſtinct compartment: 

r. A chevron between 3 eſcallops. Creſt 
a moor's head in profile. Lyttelton. 

2. The ſame impaling quarterly per feſs 
indented. Lyttelton and Bromley. 

3. Bromley's arms as before, with a dove 
for the creſt. | 

Theſe were carved in queen Elizabeth's 
time, when John Lyttelton eſq. married 
Muriel daughter of lord chancellor Bromley. 
In the return- made by Sandys biſhop of 
Worceſter, to the queen and council, anno 
1563, of the ſtate of his dioceſe, Hagley 1s 
{aid to contain only 19 families; but in the 
return made to the commiſſioners of queen 
Ann's bounty it is ſaid to contain one 
hundred families, though certainly much 
over-rated, for in the return to biſhop North, 
1776, it contains only 70. 

It pays to the land- tax, at 4s. in the pound, 
the ſum of 1221. 4s. and paid to the poor, 
in the year 1775, 110l. 

Hagley was the ſcene of a very remarkable 
event, the concealment, and ſtrange diſ- 
covery, of two of the powder conſpirators, 
temp. James I. a particular account of which 
is given in a MS. in the Harleian Collection, 
marked 38. B. . p. 102. before the MSS. were 
removed to the Britiſh Muſeum. The title is, 
A true declaration of the flight and eſcape 
of Robert Winter eſquire, and Stephen 
Littleton gent. the ſtrange manner of their 
living in concealment fo long a time, how 
they ſhifted to ſeveral places, and in the end 
were deſcryed and taken at Hagley, being

The chief conſpirators, as Cateſby, Rook- 


wood, Grant, being thus diſabled, opened 


their doors, Cateſby and Percy were ſhot, and 
Thomas Winter taken alive; maiſter Stephen 
Littelton and Robert Winter eſcaped and fled 
to Rowley Regis, | 

In Rymer's Fœdera, tom. XVI. p. 638. is 
a proclamation for apprehending Robert 
Winter and Stephen Littelton, dated Nov. 8, 
1605, Littelton's perſon is thus deſcribed, 
a very tall man, ſwarthy of complexion, of 
brown-coloured hair, no beard or little, about 
thirty years of age. After various adventures 
they came to Hagley, and concealed them- 
ſelves there, but were betrayed by an under 
cook, and in the ſtable-yard Winter was 
taken; but Lyttelton eſcaping, was purſued 
and taken at Preſtwood [4]. They were 


both ſent to London.

cealing them, was tried at Worceſter, and 
condemned; but declaring ſomething to the 
ſheriff, ſir Richard Walſh, and Mr. Bromley 
of Holt, a juſtice of peace, very active againſt 
this conſpiracy, his ſentence was reſpited. 
It is ſuppoſed he told the ſheriff that Garnct, 
Oldcorn, and ſome more of the conſpirators, 
might be apprehended at Mr. Habingdon's 
houſe at Henlip.

In Rymer's Fcœdera, vol. XVI. p. 640, 
John Finwood, cook to Mrs. Lyttelton, had 
an annuity of 40 marks, for diſcovering the 
two traitors, Robert Winter, eſq. and Stephen 
Lyttelton, gent. Dated Weſtminſter, 17 Jan. 
1 606. 

In the houſe at Hagley is ſome good fur- 
niture, a choice collection of books, and ſome 
good pictures, particularly portraits, Judge 
Lyttelton, a copy; keeper Lyttelton, Mrs. 
Marie. LyTTELTON, daughter of lord 
chancellor Bromley, who may be called the

ſecond founder of the family [/], as ſhe 
begged the eſtate of king James when it was 
forfeited, and lived a pattern of a good wife, 
affectionate widow, and careful parent for 
thirty years, with the utmoſt prudence and 
ceconomy at Hagley, to retrieve the eſtate and 
pay off the debts: the education of her chil- 
dren in virtue and the proteſtant religion 
being her principal employ. Her huſband, 
Mr. John Lyttelton, a zealous papiſt, was 
condemned, and his eſtate forfeited, for be- 
ing concerned in Eſſex's plot, though he 
ſeems to have had no deſign to ſubvert the 
government, and was condemned on very 
ſlender proofs, amounting to little more than 
that he was in the earl of Eſſex's retinue, 
which accompanied him from Eflex-houſe in 
a tumult uous manner into the city, which 
might have been juſtly eſteemed a ſeditious 
riot, but not high-treaſon [n].

Hagley, and the other at Holbeach, Talbot of Grafton, Abingdon of Henlipp, and his friend and 
relation Francis Treſham, who, though a Northamptonſhire man, was much connected in Worceſterſhire, 

The gentlemen of theſe midland counties lay more convenient for ſeizing the princeſs, and were 
perhaps therefore pitched upon by Percy and Cateſby, who were the principal movers of the deſigu; 
as to the blowing up the parliament with gun-powder, very few of the catholics were in that ſecret ; 
Cateſby, Fawks, Percy, and a few more of a deſperate ſort, undertook the affair. Lord Monteagle, 
who was Abingdon's near relation, knew nothing of it, as we may conjecture by the myſterious letter 
he received; nor indeed have we any juſt grounds to charge the catholics in general with this horrid 
deſign. In the latter end of queen Elizabeth's reign, it was doubtful who would ſucceed ; the papiſts 
had great hopes of a governor of their own perſuaſion, or at leaſt, if the King of Scots ſucceeded, 


they were by him promiſed great indulgence, when at his acceſſion they were diſappointed in both; 


various defigns were ſet on foot to dethrone the king ; but that moſt ſhocking one of blowing up the 
king, lords, and commons, was the attempt and wiſh of a few deſperadoes only, who thought them- 
ſelves perſonally ill uſed, the principal of whom was Percy, who had carried on the negotiation 
between the catholics and the king during the queen's life-time ; and at whoſe death the king is ſaid 
to have rejoiced extremely; probably leſt he ſhould have told tales of what had paſſed betu cen 
them. Thus there ſeems to have been two plots, one of the catholics in general to dethrone the king, 
the other of a few deſperadoes to blow up the - parliament ; the latter were acquainted with both 
plots, and defigned they ſhould affiſt each other; but the catholics in general knew nothing of the 
horrid powder-plot.

At firſt fight this ſum appears very trifling for the yearly income of a gentleman, but it muſt be 
conſidered that in Henry VIIIths time ten pound was equal to one hundred now, as is clear from the 
eccleſiaſtical valor, where rectories of ten pounds are now worth one hundred per ann. befides, this is 
only the rent of aſſize, and does not include the demeſne lands of each manor, which are often of 
much greater value than what the lord poſſeſſed in other parts of the manor. The proviſion rents, 
or feudal ſervices (ſuch as fines and herriots), and the woods, are not included in this valuation. 


(D) Gilbert Lyttelton, whoſe father had purchaſed Preſtwood of lord Dudley, had great conteſts 
and ſuits of law (as Erdeſwick, in his Survey of Staffordſhire, p. 134. informs us), about the ſaid 
eſtate, which laſted /from 1 59o to 1595, when articles of accommodation were drawn up and entered 
into by both parties; by which it is evident that lord Dudley's claim to Preſtwood was without any 
juſt foundation or colour of right. I ſhall here inſert the bill preferred to the Star-chamber, on this 
account, together with a letter from John Littelton to Gilbert, his father, on this ſubject; which 
ſhew in ſome degree the manners of thoſe times, and evidence the ſolid judgment, acute difcern- 
ment, and great intrepidity of Mr. John Littleton,

The 12th day of October, in the 34th year of her majeſtics reign, the lord Dudley, in the night 
time, raiſed above 140 perſons, all weaponed, ſome with bowes and ſheffes of arrows, ſome with 
forreſt bills, long ſtaves, &c. and came with them to Preſtwood and Aſhwood, and out of Aſhwood 
took 341 ſheep, of the complainants, and cauſed ſome of his company to drive them toward 
Dudley; and herewith not fatisfied, he, with the reſt of his company, to the number of 110z or 
more, entered into Mr. Lyttelton's encloſed grounds of Preſtwood, and thence with great violence 
chaſed fourteen kyne, one bull, and eight fat oxen, and brought them to Dudley-caſtle; and kept 
them within the walls of the ſaid caſtle, | 

Three or four daies after Mr. Lyttelton ſued replevins from the then ſheriff of the countie of Staf- 
ford; but the lord Dudley's ſervants threatning to cut to pieces the bailiff named in the replevins, would 
not ſuffer them to make delivery of the cattle, according to their warrant. 

The ſaid lord Dudley did kill and eat parte of the cattle; and ſome of them he ſent towards Co- 


ventrie with ſixty men ſtrongly armed, ſome with calyvers, ſome with bowes and arrowes, ſome on 


horſeback with chaſing ſtaves, and other ſom on foot with forreſt bills, there to be ſolde. | 
After they were gone about eight miles from Dudley, the lord Dudley, fodenlic, in the night time 


raiſed the inhabitants bf Dudley, Sedgley, Kingſwinford, Rowley, &c. to the number of 600 or 700 
perſons,” as is by themſelves confeſſed; and that lord Dudley, and they all weaponed, &c. went after 
the ſaid cattle, which were fo driven towards Coventrie, and fett them back, and brought mew to

Your letters were delivered to the Lord Treaſurer by myne own hands, together with as much as 
either out of my knowledge or your inſtructions I covld conceave fitte to be urged in that behalf. 
All the favour by my travell and entreaty I could procure at his hands, was a letter to the lord 
Dudley by way of advice and requeſt, not in nature either of injunction or commandment. I was 
then determined to ſeeke remedye at the councel table, and to that purpoſe had drawn a petition to 
the lordes, but conſidering thereof with ſom of my friendes, and confirring with Wade, one of the 
clarkes of the councell thereon, I was advyſed to differ the matters tell it were underſtood what ef- 
fect this letter had wrought; and for myn own parte I am now of opinion, that yf I had proceeded 
in that coorſe I ſhould have offended the lord treaſurer, and have found him heavy in the cauſe ; who, 
as I take it, is above the reſt in this matter carefully to be reſpected; himſelf partlie forbidding me 
to attempt any ſuch coorſe, and warranting me his letters to be avaylable with my lord Dudley. 
Yf it otherwiſe fall out, and it pleaſe you with ſpeede to advertiſe me thereof, I doubte not to pro- 
cure redreſſe of ſo great inſolencyes from the reſt of the lords. How unuſual, or rather impoſſible, 
it is to obtain injunctions out of the court of wards or chancery in vacation, eſpecially by words, or 
fingle perſuaſion, to procure them, methinks my cozen Littelton ſhould not be ignorant: ncither is 
it ever ſeen, that any judge will intermeddle in cauſes depending in another court. Sir, I praye you 
give me leave to tell you, that it is not anv travel or indevor of mine, that can much avail you in the 
ſucceſs of your cauſes, my acquaintance being ſmall, and my credit leſs with thoſe that are beſt 
able to pleaſure you: yf you mean to have extraordinary favour, you muſt give an extraordinary 
price to purchaſe it; the friendſhipps and favours of this time, and of great men, being propor- 
tioned to the rewarde, and meaſured by the commodytye themſelves receive. I ſpeake it to the end, 
that if my travayles herein anſwer not your expectation, you ſhould not impute it to any want of 
care or diligence that became me to uſe, but to the impoſſibilities of thoſe inſtructions which were 
ſet down, as I take it, by my cozin George Littelton's advice“; who might with as great reaſon, it 
your occaſions had been to have taken up money here in the city, have directed me to procure the 
Chambre of London to ſtand bound for it; and then if I could obtain the one, you ſhould be ſure 
not to fail of the other. The caſe ſurely is like, for as touching the injunctions either out of the

Yf all other coorles fail 
by law and peaceable manner to defend right, there muſt of neceſſity be recourſe to the auntient- 
eſt law, the law of nature, which tcacheth to refiſt violence with foree; wherein, if it ſhall pleaſe 
you but to give me the countenance of your favour, yourſelf fitting in quietneſs, I will undertake 
to redreſs, and if I fail to defend that, I will not hold myſelf worthy the reſt. Vf it pleaſe you to 
admit my opinion, I think it a good coorſe to have it given out in the countrye, that this letter is a 
commandment from the counſell to my lord Dudley, and that there are ſpecial writs ſent down for 


the bringing up of all thoſe that have been partyes in this riot, eſpecially in cutting down the 


woods, if this be conſtantly affirmed by ſome fit inſtrument in the towns adjoining, it will ſerve to 
terrifie both them and others, as well as if it were fo indeed. And 1 hold it convenient that ſome 
one, by way of well wiſhing and out of love conſider with my lord of the peril he hath made him- 
ſelf ſubject unto, eſpecially at ſuch a time as this to give beginnings to tumults and riots ; himſelf 
with his little underſtanding, not being able with judgment to ſee into his own follies. But, Sir, 
above all things let it be provided, whatſoever it coſte, that you take nor receive foyle or diſgrace in 
your beginnings : the expence of 5ool. in a ſeaſonable time, to defend right and reputation, will 
ſave in the coorſe of your life the charge of ſo many thouſands. Thus hath my dutiful regard to 
your ſervice made me freely to deliver my poor opinion, which I ſubmit to your wiſer cenſure, de 
fring you to impute this freedom and liberty I uſe to my pleyneſs, and not to my preſumption : and 
expecting your turther reſolution I humbly take my leave, my duty remembered, and your daily 
bleſſing humbly defired.

Though this letter of John Littelton to his father breathes all proper duty and good will, 
yet afterwards they had grievous quarrels; and Camden in his life of queen Elizabeth, ſays, he had 
diſhonoured his father by many indignities ; but biſhop Lyttelton (in his MS. penes me) ſays, there 
is great room to ſuſpect that Gilbert the father was both a weak and a bad man, and probably jea- 
lous of the ſuperior merit of his ſon; whom Camden allows to have been a man accompliſhed both for 
arms and counſel; and another contemporary author ſays, he was much reſpected for his wit and 
valour &. Theſe domeſtic quarrels ſeem to have taken place very carly in John's life, for the 
following words are inſcribed on his picture now at Hagley, which doubtleſs allude to ſome 
quarrel or uneafineſs between him and his father. Heu me cui nec ul{ciſci nec tantum 
queri licet.“ | 
Though Mr. John Littelton was a Papiſt, yet the difference in religion hindered him not from 
living in great friendſhip with his 3 eſpecially with the biſhop of the dioceſe, whom in the 
following letter he wiſhes to invite to Frankley, in order to hunt with him ſome part of the ſeaſon : 
where by the way we muſt obſerve, that in thoſe days the biſhops were keen ſportſmen; and ſuch 
indeed they continued to be, till the very unhappy accident which befell the good archbiſhop Ab- 
bot in the next reign, by ſhooting and killing the keeper at Bramzill-park, in Hants +. 


To the Rev. Father in God my good lord, the lord biſhoppe of Worceſter, at his caſtell at 
Hartlebury. (Gervaſe Babington.) 


My eſpecial good lord, 

My purpoſe was to have viſited you as this day at you caſtel at Hartleburye, and to have drawn 
you over ſome time this huntinge ſeaſon to my poor houſe at Frankley Theſe parts of ours have 
much need of the comforts of your good doctrine, and we again ſhould have been all glad to have 
made you partaker of our countrye recreations ; but ſuch is the endleſs currente of my troublouſome 
occaſions, as the finiſhing of one buſineſs is, for the moſt part, but the beginning of ſome other ; 
this purpoſe of mine being two days before my intended journey interrupted by another occaſion 
that calls me haſtily to London, where the tyme of my attendence beynge uncertain, 1 am, &c.“ 


How greatly Mr. John Lyttelton was eſteemed by the county of Worceſter appears, not only by 
their unanimous choice of him for knight of the ſhire when he was a very young man, during the 
lives of his father and grandfather ; but afterwards, when they offered to chooſe him without op- 


3 and left the nomination alſo of the other knight of the ſhire to him: which appears in the 
ollowing letter:

SIR, | 

Your courteous and frendly inclination to pleaſure me in my late requeſte, I both take as a teſti- 
mony of your good will, and with like good will and neighbourly affection ſhall ever with my beſt 
means be readye to requite it. Touching the nomination of any one gentleman to be joined in this 
ſervice with me (my good friend Mr. William Savage being not diſpoſed thereunto) I for my part 
reſte indifferante, and leave to the free choice of the countrye, to make election of the moſt worthye 
to ſupply the place, whereof I hope you and the reſt will in your ſecond choice have ſo much the 
more reſpect and conſideration, by how much in the firſt, you have (with much tayour to me, but 
injurye to the countrye) impoſed a burthen fo greate on ſhoulders ſo weak, and ill able to bear it &. 
No more, Sir, but my moſt. heartye commendations, and that you know me tor your very loving 
and aſſured friend,

(E) Mr. John Littleton had a diſpute with his fiſter Anne, wife to Thomas Cornwall, baron of Bur- 
ford, who, under the father's will, claimed a conſiderable ſhare of the eſtate ; which diſpute was not 
ended at his death. At laſt his prudent widow Mrs. Maricl Lyttelton, compounded matters, paying 
to Sir Thomas Cornwall 2600l. after ſhe had expended 1000). in defending the ſuit. 


(F) Muriel, or (as I have ſeen her ſignature to a deed) Maryell, was daughter of lord chancellor 
Bromley, and wife of John Littelton, whoſe eſtate being forfeited in the reign of queen Elizabeth, 
ſhe threw herſelf at the feet of king James I. at Doncaſter, in Yorkſhire, and obtained a grant of her 
buſbanG's eſtate, and an act of parliament to be paſled in the firſt year of the reign ot that king,

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whereby Mr. Littelton's attainder was reverſed, and his children by her, reſtored in blood. She 
lequeſtered herſelf from all the pleaſures of the great world, which both her rank and jointure 
would have permitted her the tull enjoyment of, educating her children in the Proteſtant reli- 
gion, and in the ſound principles of morality and virtue. Ir appears by depoſitions in the Court of 
Chancery, that ſhe paid off 20,0001. which was charged upon the eſtate, and only fold lands to the 
value of 8854. 

The ſtile and language of her letters fall ſhort of that ſtrength and correctneſs which appear in 
thoſe of her huſband ; but there ſhines forth in all of them a ſpirit of exemplary piety, without cant 
or enthuſiaſm, a ſubmiſhve reſignation to the divine will, and an unwearied attention to the worldly 
as well as the eternal happineſs of her children. 

In the year 1600 broke out the unhappy affair in which Mr. John Lyttelton. was concerned with 
the earl of Eſſex, and for which he was tried, condemned, and impriſoned. His eſtate was forfeited : 
indeed the truth is, it was ſo tempting a bait to the queen herſelf and Sir Walter Raleigh, 
who ſeems to have had a greedy eye upon it, that all advantages were to be taken againſt him ; 
and although he was then dangerouſly fick, yet, leſt he ſhould dye before conviction, the queen 
commanded he ſhould be brought to his trial ; at the ſame time pardoning others who were more, 
or at leaſt equally guilty, but whoſe fortunes were lefs conſiderable. I ſhall here add a letter, 
not printed in the General Dictionary, but tending to throw light on this matter, which Mr. John 
Littelton wrote to a particular friend of his ſoon after his confinement, and which I have now be- 
fore me, copied by biſhop Lyttelton, from the evidence room at Hagley. 


e The coorſes likely to be propounded in counſell for the puniſhing theſe late diſorders, I fynde to 
be three: firſt, to proceed againſt the earles alone, contentinge themſelves with takinge awaye the 
principal heads of this action: ſecondly, to drawe into the ſame danger all the perſons of qualitye, 
in burthe, degree, or eſtate, that are moſt remarkable: laſtly, to proceede agaynſte all in generall, 
and at one blowe to cutte downe roote, body, branches, and all that maye hereafter make any new 
oppoſition. The pollicye of the preſente ſtate no doubte will require the firſt : the ſeconde profitte 
and private gayn will procure, divers of theſe gentlemens eſtates affording good ſpoile and bootye to 
them that have beſte means to ſeaze it. The coorſe of takinge all awaye, I ſuppoſe, will not be 
thought conveniente, which is, to conclude with the lenitye of the time, and the declaration of his 
majeſtyes mercye. 

Of theſe forenamed coorſes, that is moſt like to be embraced for beſte, which bringeth with it 
moſte profitt for the preſent, and promiſeth moſte ſecuritye for the time to come; and that is, to 
take awaye with the earles, all the principal gentlemen; in which ranke as I doe yet rawnge myſelf; 
ſo, if upon better information I ſhall diſcern the currante of things otherwiſe carrried, I will then 
applye my coorſe as to the preſent ſtate of things, as ſhall be thought by my friends moſt expedient. 
The greateſt enemye I am like to find is Sir Walter Raleigh; to appeaſe him by any baſe coorle 
I muſte not, and to bring him abowte by any ſuch offer as my ſtate may conveniently performe, 
is not probable; for where the whole is thirſted after, a parte will never ſatisfye. What reſolu- 
tion ſhall be meeteſte for me to take I ſhall beſt diſcern, when from my friends abroade I maye have 
trewe notice what coorſes are intended agaynſte me, wherein that you maye give me the better advice, 
1 wiſhe you to inform yourſelf from Mr. Edmonds, Mr. Crofts, and others, my diſcreeteſte friends, 
who partly owte of theyr own judgments, partly out of the conjectures they ſhall gather out of cir- 
cumſtances, and partly from theyr mowthes, that will principally diſpoſe of this aftayr, will be able 
to directe what is to be followed, and what rejected. You maye allo entreate the lord N. who is to dyne 
or ſup this daye, or to-morrowe, at Durhgm-houſe, and there ſound the knight and his ladye ; whate 
projects of profit, what of revenge they nowe make unto themſelves, and upon what perſons the ſame 
is like to fall moſte heavy. It ſhall not be amiſſe that my lord N. doe, as owte of ſpetial reſpecte to 
them, adviſe, that Sir Walter hold in theſe cawſes a temperate hand, that he perſwade others to 
avoyd coorſes of extremetye and blood, to intimate unto them, how many famelyes of honor and 
worſhip will be intereſted in the blood which ſhall be ſhed : into howe many greate howſes this blood 
is diſperſed ; that ſo far as it doth or ſhall ſpread itſelf, there will ever remayn a d-fire to revenge the 
ſheddinge of it: that takinge awaye the lives of theſe men, beinge but fewe, will prove like Hydra's 
heads, for out of every one, ſeaven will ariſe in the place; and conſequently in ſeekinge by a bloodye 
odious coorſe to ſecure theyr preſente, they ſhall ſubjecte both preſente and poſteritye to perpetuall 
hatred, mallice, and infamye. What interpretation the ſwaye of the time maye make of this earle's 
action I know not, but I proteſte before God, and in my ſowle I doe believe it, that he had no 
difloyall thought to her majeſtye, nor his countrye ; but conſtrayned owte of the apprehenſion of his 
own dangers, and to avoyd the violence of his enemyes, was compelled to ſeeke ſuccour, and ap- 
peale to the protection of the cittye, which he tooke for frendes that wold defend him. For myne 
own parte I will believe, that my frends, and all the world in generall muſt fo far juſtifye my 
judgments, that I wold never have made myſelf one of an hundred naked hands that ſhold have de- 
clared agaynſte the queen of England, nor have followed any enterpriſe agaynſte the ſtate, armed 
only with a rapier and dagger. $Manifeſte therfore it is, that it was a private action, undertaken for 


defence of a privatte man agaynſte the attemptes of privatte enemyes, and no man's reaſon or judg- 


ments reachinge ſo far as once to imagine that the queen wold have made herſelf a partye, or 
the ſtate.” 


Not- 
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Notwithſtanding this letter and declaration of Mr. John Littclton, there certainly was a treaſonable 
plot againſt the queen and government, as will evidently appear from the following examinations co- 
pied from the originals in the Paper Office, Whitchall. 

N. B. Mr. Litelton's examination is not to be found i* the Paper-Office; nor docs his trial occur 


among the State Trials. Camden, in his life of Queen Elizabeth, mentions ſome particulars only of 
what paſled at Littelton's trial. 


The Declaration of Sir Ferdinando Gorges, 8 Feb. 1600-1. 


On Tueſday, (as I remember) before the inſurrection, I was ſent unto by my lord of Eſſex, prays 
ing me to mete my lord of Southampton, Sir Charles Danvers, Sir John Davis, and others, his friends, 
at Drury-houſe, where I mought ſee a ſeduel of his friends and his progetts, to be diſpeuted : whe— 
ther I came accordingly, and found the aforeſaid earl, Sir Chriſtopher Danvers, Sir J. Davis, and 
one Mr. Letelton ; the names were ſhewed, and numbered to be ſixſcor earlls, baroans, knyghts, and 
gentlemen, The progetts were theyſe, whether to attempt the cort or the tour, or to ſtir his frendes 
in London firſt, or whether both the cort and tour at an inſtant ; the moſt reſolved both the cort and 
tour were to be attempred firſt ; for my own part I diſliked that counſel ; my reaſons were (that I al- 
ledged to them) firſt to attempt both with thoſe numbers was not to be thought on, becauſe they 
were not ſofiſent, and therefore advyſed them to think of ſomething elſe ; then they would nedes re- 
ſollfe to attempt the cort, withall deſyered my opinion, but I prayed them firſt to ſer down the ma- 
nor how they thought that might be done: then Sir John Davis toke inke and paper, and began 
to aſſine to difers principal men theyr ſefral places, ſom to keep the gate, ſome to be in the hall, 
ſome to be in the preſence, ſom in the lobey, tom in the garde-chamber, others to come in with my 
lord himſelfe, who thought to have hade the paſſage geven him into the prevy-chamber, wher he 
was to have preſented himſelf to hir mageſty, Having proſeded thus far, I was aſked what I thought 
of yt; my anſwer was, I utterly diſliked that corſe; tor, befides the horror of it wherewith I found 
mylelt afflicted, I faw an impoſhbilety for that menes to accompliſh it: the menes they did farder 
urge to be ſufilent, for as they ſeemed to aſhur themſelves, the greateſt reſiſtance that was lykely to 
be mad was by the garde, and of many of them theyr was no doute to be had, for they hade bin my 
lord's ſerfents; notwithſtanding I would not condeſcend to that corſe; whereuppon my lord of Sou- 
thampton, in a kind of paſſion denounced this: Shall we reſoulfe uppon nothing then? it is three 
months or more ſenſe we firſt undertoke this. My reply was, that was more than I knew, I was de- 
manded, what I would then adviſe that my lord ſhould doe if theyr be a neceſſitye? I anſwere< he 
muſt doe ſomethinge, lete him ſter his frends, of whom you ſay he is ſo well aſhourcd of. This was 
ſo _ lyked of, as we brake up, and reſolfed of nothing, but referred all to my lord of Eſſex 
himſelf. 6 

After this I nether ſaw my lord, nor harde any thinge from him to the purpas, until Saturday 
nyght, when he reſoulfed the next day to put in practes the moving of his frendes in the city upon 
the occaſions aforeſayd, and of my opinion was Mr. Litellton. FER D. GORGES.” 


The Examination of Henry Cuffe, this 2 March, 1600. 


He confeſſeth that the matter concerning the earl of Eſſex writing to Scotland was debated about 
Chriſtmas laſt, by the earl of Eſſex, the carl of Southampton, Sir Charles Danvers, and this exami- 
nate; and that the minute of the letter was agreed on between them, and that John Lyttelton was 
acquainted with this councell, and that this examinate was employed. to meet Sir Charles Danvers 
this laſt ſommer, at Oxford, to whom he carried a letter from the earl, where they two conferred at the 
Croſs Inn, and agreed that Sir Charles Danvers ſhould go into Ireland, and deal with the lord Mount- 
Joye ; that if the lord Mountjoy could not come over himſelf, that he ſhould wright a letter to the 
earl of Effex, which he might ſhewe to the queen, finding fault with the preſent government, but 
with this condition, that it ſhould not be ſhewed to the queen till the ear] of Filex were come to 
her preſenſe; for which purpoſe he ſhould ſend over diverſe captains, and men of qualitye, ſuch as 
he could ſpare, preſuming that thoſe captains and men of quality being at the corte betore hand, 
and my lord and his company coming to the court, might not be refiſted, neyther by the captain 
of the guard, or the guard, or any other. And ſayeth, that the earl expected that when he came 
to the court, he ſhould come in ſuch peace that a dogge ſhould not wagge his tongue at him. 
And fayth, that after Sir Walter Ralegh had been removed, the earl of Hex made a that 
Sir William Ruſſell ſhould be captain of the guard. And after Sir Robert Cecil ſhould be removed, 
Sir Henry Nevill, or Mr. Bodley, ſhould be fecretarie; but Mr. Bodley was not holden fo fit: and 
futher, it was agreed between Sir Charles Danvers and this examinate, that Sir Charles ſhould ſend 
John Littelton to London, to the earl of Eflex, to he ſent over into the lowe countries, for the carl 
of Southampton, who then was newly come out of. Ireland: and further faith, that he firſt heard of 
Sir Gellic Merrick long before this; that the lord Mountjoy had ſent to the king of Scots by Henry 
Lea, which he tould upon this accident, in excuſing my lord Mountjoy, not to have dealt fairly 
with the earl of Eſſex, for that he had then ſome other things to doe for him. He confeſſeth, that 
Norton, the bookſeller, carried the earl of Eſſex's letter to the Scottyſhe king, which Norton re— 
ceived at the hands of lord Willoughby, at Barwick: and one part of the letter was to perſuade 
the coming up of the earl of March to London, by the firſt of February: and that the earl of Eſſex 
had under his hand wrighten inſtructions to the earl of March, which the earl of Effex burnt. And 
this examinate was acquainted that the king of Scotts ſhould returne his anſwer in diſguiſed words of 
three books, which the king did accordingly : and that was it which the carl carried about him in a 
black purſe. He hath often heard that Anthony Bacon was the agent between the earle and the king of 
Scotts ; and ſo he was accounted. | 8 : TENET CUFFE

c which enterprize, and of other affayres, he appointed my lord of Southampton, Sir Charles Danvers;

After which time, becauſe theſe four could not conclude to his lordſhip's liking, but were lon 
about it, his lordſhip reſolved to ſet a courſe in all things himſelf. He tarther fayeth, * That Sir 
* Chrif. Blount was not at this conſultatione; but that he ſtayed and adviſed with my lord himſelf 
* about other things, to him unknown, for that my lord truſted ſeveral men, in ſeveral buſineſſes, 
“ and not all together.“ + | 
Being demanded what was reſolved in the opinions of theſe four before named, he ſaycth, * That 
Sir Charles Danvers was appointed to the preſence chamber, and himſelf to the hall; and that my 
lord was to determyn himſelf who ſhould have guarded the court-gate, and the water-gate ; and 
that Sir Charles Danvers, upon a fignal or watch-word, ſhold have cam out of the pretence into 
the guard- chamber, and then com out of the hall to have 1ett him, and fo have ſtept between 
the guard and their halberds, of which guard they hoped to have found but a dozen, or ſome 
& ſach ſmall number.“ | 

He farther ſaith, “ That the earl himſelf, with the earl of Southampton, and the lords and others, 


* ſhould have com by land, and fo entered into the courte, and paſt to her majeſty's preſence, without 
any great difficulty,” 


. 


Being aſk'd, what partie or friendes my lord had in the cburt itſelf, he thought that there were 
many that would have been found indifferent; and being aſked of Reynell and Lovelace, he thought 
that thoſe would have been of the number of the inditterent.—Being aſked whether he heard that 
ſuch as my lord diſliked ſhould have received any violence, he faith, * That my lord avowed the 
* contrarie ;” and that my lord faid, “ that he would call them to honourable trial, and not to uſe 
* the ſword.” Being aſked, whether my lord thought his enemies to be Spaniſh, bona fide, or no, 
he ſaith, * That he never heard any ſuch ſpeech, or if he uſed any ſuch, it came into his head 
of a ſudden.” | 

Being demanded what partie my lord had in London, he ſayeth, © That the ſheriff Smith was his 
* hope, as he thinketh :” “ he ſaith, „ That John, Littelton was at the firſt conſultation, and 
„he avoweth, on his conſcience, that Rutland and Montegle were not of his counſayll, nor any 
* of the other lords.” Being aſked, whether my lord promiſed libertye of Catholick religione, 
he ſayeth, * That Sir Chriſtopher Blount did give hope of it.” Being aſked, whether he knew Sir 
Charles Danvers to be a Catholicke, he ſayeth, * That he knew it not till that Sunday after dinner.”

I ſhall omit Mr. John Littelton's ſpirited letter to Sir Walter Raleigh, becauſe that and ſome 
others are printed in the General Dictionary and Biographia Britannica, and only with biſhop Lyttelton 
obſerve, that that letter carries in every line the ſtrongeſt marks of a great mind, firm and unſhaken 
under the deepeſt ſtate of calamity and diſtreſs; for, ſad and hopeleſs as his ſituation then was, he 
dildained to ſupplicate for his life or eſtate in terms unbecoming a gentleman. Ir is ſaid, however, that 
he privately gave Raleigh a large ſum of money to fave his life “. On this occafion one 
is naturally led to compare the different behaviour of Mr, Littelton and Sir Walter Raleigh when 
in the like circumſtances ; the former ſcarcely vouchſafing to aſk favour of the hands of the latter, 
who though bur his equal in rank, vet at that juncture had intereſt enough with the queen to ſave 
both his life and eſtate ; whereas when Raleigh under the weak and contemptible government of king 
James and his miniſter Buckingham, was to be made a ſacriſice to Spain, we find him begging his 
life in a very abject ſtrain ; whercby he ſeems to have diveſted himſelf of all that dignity of foul 
which his birth, education, and above all, his innocence, with regard to the crimes alledged againſt 
him, ought at that crifis to have inſpired him with. It muſt indeed be acknowledged, that when he 
found his ſollicitations for a pardon ineffectual, he recollected himſelf and ſubmitted to his hard fatc 
with that ſpirit and refignation which became a good chriſtian, and a man ot a noble mind, 


That Gilbert the father of John Lyttelton was a weak and. bad man, appears by the following 
very ſenſible letter written to him by his nephew.

The pardon undertaken by Sir Edward Fytton for your eldeſt fon is, as you may perceive by his 
letter here incloſed, immediately to be effected; upon the Ciſpatch whereof, I am by covenant to 
make payment of a hundred pounds unto him for his pains and travel] taken therein: Thus far 1 
have engaged my poor credit for the ſafety of my kinſman, and the preſervation of your howſe and 
poſterity, wherein I reckon myſelf to have an intereſt, Yf you think meet or comply to lay this 
burthen upon my backe, let it be ſo in God's name, but I defire that you will then fignifie ſo much 
unto me, that I may accordingly provide for the ſame. Your two younger ſons are at this inſtant

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here with me, in what eſtate I ſorrow much to behold, and lament the more that I am without hope of 
anie fit redreſs applied to their miſerable condition; for me that am mvſelf young in years, and not 
of the ripeſt judgmept, to preſcribe rules to men more antient and of deeper diſeretyon how to 
diſpoſe ot their goods and govern their children, would ſeem to ſavour of arrogance and preſumption z 
bur yf, Sir, ſince in our own cales we are often times partial, and in other mens, where no affection 
to our own humours leads us into errors, more clear fighted ; give me leave, I pray you, freely to 
ſpeak my mind. Yt hath pleaſed God to bleſs you with goodly poileſſions and great ryches, and you 
by your own induſtry have well inlarged the tame. Yt neither he hathe bettowed them, nor You 
acquired them, but that uſe ſhould be made thereof to the benefit of you and yours: Vf you 
yourſelf live in great abundance and plenty; yt your ſons have the moſt excellent education, and 
be afterwards the better preferred and provided for in your liſe-time, your daughters matched and 
beſtowed in worthiptul places, your poor Kindred advanced, your friends that deſerye it well pleaſured, 
and that you do much good to many ; then ſurely it may be ſaid, that you be happy in that you 
poſſeſs; but yt theſe, or the greateſt part of theſe, follow not your riches, then muſt you be till 
poor 1n that you have, were it mneh more than it is. Moſt miſerable to have much and live upon 
little—to keepe moneye in coffers, and not employ it when there ſhould be a cauſe, is to have a 
fayr horſe in the ſtable curiouſly combed and trimmed, and when we have a long journey to per- 
forme, get up upon a ſtatfe and ride all the way on foote. Your ſecond ſon, as I learn from him, is 
lately come out of priſon, laid in for a debt of nine pounds by your aflent, as is ſuppoſed, and now 
releaſed upon ſtrange conditions; to wit, that he put in ſureties to antwer at the next affize whatever 
may be objected againſt him; that he ſweare upon the Holy Evangeliſtes, in one year not to come 
within five miles of your houſe, nor #* go two miles from the place of his firſt abode ; and laſtly not 
to be indebted at one tyme above ten ſhillings ; in the repetition of all which I proteſt I cannot find 
more words than crrors in your device and inconveniences that muſt fall upon him: firſt his im- 
priſonment paſt, and the diſcredit of being again in publick queſtion for the offence, though but ſur- 
myſed, and having once made ſhipwreck of credit, will make him hereafter paſt all ſhame, and the 
neglect and breach of his othes (not in his power to be kept) make him for ever paſt all grace and 
care of goodneſs. For your other ſons, towards whom you conceive the like diſpleaſure, as better 
knoxn unto me, I dare be bold to fay :—Amend you theyr allowance, and they ſhall amend all that 
is, or hath been amiſs in them, or their coorſes. No worthy thing can be performed without mcans 
to attayn the ſame. It is impoſhble to ſcale a wall without a ladder : nay, it there be but one rounde 
of his full meaſure wanting, all the reſt is in vayn, the time and labour loſt that is ſpent about it. 
Sir, yt either your own credit, comfort, or contentment, the ſafety of your children, the preſervation 
of your name and poſterity from utter ruin and contuſion, may move you ; for God's fake, and your 
own fake, let ſome preſent coorſe be taken for redreſs of theſe miſchiefs that do aſſayle you and your 
houſe, and muſt otherwiſe be the end and overthrow of you all. Good unckell, I can ſay no more, 


but that I have here ſpoken hath proceeded out of my love to you and yours, and fo I pray you 
conceive it.

Sir Henry Lyttelton had been twice robbed in Beaconsfield-wood in Buckinghamſhire, going from 
and returning to Areley, and once alſo in his houſe in Lincoln's-inn Fields, when he was copfined to 
his bed by the gout. The rogues bound and gagged him, and carried oft a good booty; but miſſed 


+ The king, veiy ſoon after his Reſtoration, offered him a pecrage, which he refuſed, 
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his wife's jewels which they had a defign upon, ſhe being gone to court with them. Auguſt 
22, 1662, he received a letter ſigned Henry Harris, ſignifying that he knew the perſons who had 
robbed him ; that they were very great blades about the town; and intended it again if he was not 
well upon his guard. Many years after; a perſon came down to Arcley, owned to Sir Harry he was 
one of the robbers, and gave him a large ſum of money, which he ſaid was his ſhate of the booty.

« ] know not whether you have been told, that the Protector was yeſterday overturned in his coach;

For he would 
needs drive his coach himſelf, and the horſes ran away and threw him amongſt them, whereby he was 
in great danger.

Orrery, 1759. 


The following is a letter from lord Monmouth to his niece Philadelphia Lyttelton, immediately 


after her marriage. It ſavours more of the wanton age of Charles II: than of that in which it was 
written. 


«© DEARE NIECK, 


Now that you know what's what, and the beſt and worſt that man can do unto you; you will give 
mee leave to give you joy, though you would not give mee leave to give you in marriage ; which, 
if I could take any thing unkindly at your hands, I ſhould a little reſent, eſpecially as I begged it of 
your fiſter Betty many months agoe. But this muſt not be a letter of chiding but of congratulation, 
which I aſſure you you have in as hearty a manner and in as high a meaſure from mee as I can give 
to any, or you can receave from any. Preſent my ſervice to your happy huſband and his brother 
Charles, and to your fiſter and my niece. I long to heare how ſhe does, for I heare (which I am 
heartily ſorry for), that ſhee was very ill at Wincheſter. You may tell her that ſuch an ingredient as 
you have had of late would doe her more good than any phyfick thee can take. But ſhe is too good 
and too handſome to lack it long if ſhe have a mind to it; and therefore ſhe may thanke herſelf if 
ſhe continue to be ill. But you will be better to preach this doctrine to her, than I, now that you 
have tried it yourſelf. Well ſweet niece, to leve raillierie, God love me no longer, than I ſhall love

where he had a company of horſe; returned into England in 1659, joined Sir George Booth in the 
inſurrection in the north, and held out Chirk-caſtle for a ſmall time, but was at laſt forced to ſur- 
render, and was carried priſoner to London. On his enlargement, he returned to the king, with whom 
he continued til] the Reſtoration. In 1662, he went to Jamaica with lord Windſor, and was left 
„overnor of that iſland. At his return, he was made colonel to the duke of York's regiment ; in

which captain Churchill, afterwards the famous duke of Marlborough, ſerved under him. On the 
revolution he threw up all his poſts and retired, 

Here follows a letter from captain Churchill, dated London, 12 July, 1678, exactly copied; which 
eus how inattentive that great man was to orthography and ſtyle,

I hope you will excuſe your not hearing from me all this while, itt being ocationed by my being in 
the contry, from whence I could writt you noe nuſe. But now we are againe very furious upon the 
warre, ſoe that I hope it will not be long before I ſhall have orders to com over. At my arrival 
here, Mr. Beavoir told me of the duke's having removed your neveu from the major's company ; which 
had I been in towne I would have hindered , knoweing that you had rather that he ſhould have con 
tinued in a garriſon company. My brothers enfigne has beene very ſike, but now he is pretty well 
againe, ſoe that he ſhall com by the fireſt opertunety. My lord treaſurer has promiſed to give 
money to cleare the Virginia men as ſoon as it is due. The duke intends to ſend you the company 
of grenadiers and thirty men, that is to recrute that company that was Mideltons. If ther be aught 
in what 1 can be ſervitlable to you here in, I beg you will command me, I being with all reſpect,

& T had yours laſt night. I told the king I could not fee his majeſtie without ſome confuſion that ſo 
much of my blood 4 had forteited his duty in my ſon's detection, which he was pleaſed very gra-

& diſobedient.“ But I ſhould have told you, that I ſaid withall as he went without my leave, ſo he 
ſhould never have my bleſſing till he had returned to his duty: and the king was pleaſed to lay, he was 
ſatisfied : I was not, he knew, in the fault, and told fir John Talbot to that purpoſe afterwards. I 
was with the king laſt night at his couchee, and he told us, my lord Churchill waited four hours 
after he came to the prince of Orange's quarters before he was admitted to ſee him, and then had no 
quarters aſſigned him, ſo was faine to go five or fix miles off to get any. Indeed they ſay there is 
very little regard to thole that are gone, and the prince pays nobody. a penny but thoſe he 
brought with him, and thoſe have been raiſed by his commailtion, ſo that 1 believe our ſpark 
will grow quickly weary of his adventure. Till the trumpet comes back we can tell nothing 
what to think of the treaty the lords were gone upon: the trumpet went to demand their 

aſſe. Here is come an addrefle laſt night from the fleet, brought by lord Berkley and captain 
rr li ſigned lord Dartmouth, and every captain, to thank the king for calling a parliament, as 
the only expedient to preſerve his majeſty, the peace of the kingdom, and the proteftant religion, 
which they reſolve to defend I think with their blood. Sir Roger Strickland's hand is to it. The 
poor king is mightily broken. A great heart can't ſo cafily bend. I don't know yet if I ſhall be 
commanded to ſtay here or goe back. I hope to-morrow though to come and dine with you. I have 
not time to ſay more, and the room is full of ofticers, fo dear good morrow.

The portrait of lord keeper Littelton (or Lyttelton) is here engraved from a picture at Hagley. 
Edward lord Lyttelton baron Mounſlow, deſcended from the famous judge Lyttelton, author of the 
Tenures, was himſelf an eminent lawyer: “ his very name (lays Lloyd, in his State Worthics) carricd 
& an hereditary credit with it, and the world knows that the credit of it was never carried higher 
ec than it was by the late lord. Sir Edward Coke, who was far from ſpeaking too favourably of any 


& perſon of his own profeſſion, ſtiled him a well poiſed and weighed man, and he is well known to 
ec have held the balance of juſtice when there was the greateſt necd of a ſteady hand.“ As long as

The 
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The CuunrcH of HAGLE x. 


It appears by the Domeſday ſurvey, that 
there was a prieſt, and conſequently a church, 
in the reign of William 1. No doubt therefore 
it exiſted in the Saxon times; for the trouble- 
ſome age of William the Conqueror could 
not admit of many public buildings being 
erected, unleſs caſtles for defence; and had 
this church been built fo late as ſince the 
coming in of the Normans, it would pro- 
bably have been ſo expreſſed in the record, 
as in the Domeſday ſurvey of Bermondſey, 
in Surry, Eccleſia de novo conſtrutta. With 
regard to the preſent ſtructure, its appear- 
ance beſpeaks no very high antiquity, being 
wholly rebuilt, as I judge from the ſtyle of 
the pillars, arches, &c. about the reign of 
Henry III. perhaps by one of the Somerys 
baron of Dudley, at that time Jord paras 
mount of Hagley. Somery's arms, Or, two 
lions paſſant Azure, ſtill remain in an old 
window of this church. Vincent a noted 
herald, temp. J. I. ſpeaking of another coat 
painted in this window, roundly affirms, 
that neither of them were of a later date 
than 400 years [a]. If his judgment may 
be depended upon in this point, 1t will prove 
this window, and indeed the reſt of the 
church, to have been built about the period 
aſſigned for it, one and the ſame ſtyle prevail- 
ing (before the other windows were lately 
altered and the chancel rebuilt) in all parts 
of the fabrick. It is dedicated to S/. John the 
Baptiſi, and conſiſts of two large ailes, almoſt 
equally divided by a row of pillars, and a 
{pacious chancel ſeparated from the nave by 
a very beautiful Gothic arch. The ſouth aile 
was anciently named the Virgin Mary's, 
from an altar erected at the eaſt end to her 
honour; and lands were given for the ce- 
lebration of maſſes thereon. This appears 
by a MS. Survey of Old Swinford, dated 
in 1549, in which is the following entry; 
viz, Item, the church-wardens of Hagley 
& hold by deed a meſe with certain lands 
* and paſtures belonging to our lady ſer- 
„vice in the church of Hagley, by the

e the ſame [4]. A field called the Aſpes, or 
Lampland, was likewiſe given for the main- 
tenance of a lamp in the church, I ſup- 
poſe to burn. continually before the hoſt in 
the times of ſuperſtition, as appears by a 
rental of the manor, dated 30 Henry VIII.

The chancel was rebuilt from the foun- 
dation, 1754, with good free-ſtone, and the 
ealt-window decorated with rich painted 
glaſs; the floor alſo paved with a fine white 
ſtone, the whole at the expence of George 
lord Lyttelton, as were the new windows 
throughout the body of the church, to- 
gether with the. feats and galleries. The 
cieling and cornice of the chancel were orna- 
mented at the ſame time with ſhields of arms 
in their proper colours, at the expence of 
Dr. Charles Lyttelton, dean of Exeter. 'The 
principal coats depicted on theſe ſhields are 
the bearings of the paternal anceſtors of the 
ſaid lord Lyttelton with their reſpective wives 
impaled, from the reign of king Henry III. 
and ſome of their chief quarterings from 
their great atchievement. 

The church is a reQory in the deanry of 
Kidderminſter, valued in 1291, 19 Edw. I. 
at twelve marks and a half [d] ; but at the 
laſt valuation in 1535, 26 Hen, VIII. at 10l. 
6s. 5 id. and thus it ſtands chargeable to the 
firſt fruits and tenths in Ecton's Valor; but, 
by comparing that with the original Valor, 
the ſum total appears to have been falſely caſt 
up.

The patronage has always accompanied 
the lordſhip, being, as the lawyers term it, 
an advowſon appendant ; and the Lyttelton 
family preſent. 

The pariſh regiſter commences on the 
December 1538, being the ſame year that 
regiſters were firſt ordered to be kept in 
all pariſhes, which order ſeems in general to 
have been very ill complied with, for few are 
to be met with of an earlier date than the reign 
of queen Elizabeth. Mr. Hearne ſomewhere 
obſerves, that the oldeſt he ever ſaw was 
that of Solyhill in Warwickſhire, which 
begins in 1540, two years later than this of 
Hagley.

The point of the chevron is carried up 
almoſt to the very top of the ſhield, which 
is very unuſual ; but according to Legh, in 
his Accidence of Armory, was the moſt an- 
cient wie, of bearing the chevron, which 
proves the great antiquity of this window. 

On the right hand quarterly Gules and Or. 
Say. Say was heir to Sudeley who was

In the weſt window were formerly theſe 
arms, but now gone; viz,

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chief indented Azure. Ormond; or rather

In a north window -of the chancel wag 
antiently, Or two bends Gules.

Sudeley was a great lady in Belne Brough- 
ton, and probably a benefactreſs to this 
church. 

In the higheſt ſouth window alfo of the 
chancel was, Argent a chevron between 
three eſcallops Sable; on the chevron a 
creſcent Gules within a mullet Or for dit- 
ference ; impaling the ſame coat without 
difference. Lytte/ton of Henlegh in Shrop- 
ſhire, afterwards lord keeper, and Lytt-/- 
ton of Frankley and Hagley, baron and 
femme. 

In the new eaſt window of the chancel, 
lately erected, are four very fine ſhields. The 
middle light contains two of them, one of 
which exhibits the 16 coats following, im-

Two very elegant monuments have been 
erected in this chancel by George lord Lyttel- 
ton : one to the memory of his firſt wife, the 
other to that of his father and mother. That 
on the ſouth ſide is a beautiful antique urn 
of ſtatuary marble, reſting upon a pedeſtal 
of the ſame. The other, which fronts it 
on the north ,wall, conſiſts likewiſe of a 
beautiful urn on a pedeſtal of the fineſt 
white marble; on the front of which is 
excellently carved in relievo a female face 
in profile, and under it the word LuCIAE. 
The figure of Hymen reſts on the pede- 
ſtal, with his torch extinct, weeping and 
looking towards the urn. The inicription 
on the firſt mentioned monument 1s as fol-

In the church-yard is an ancient ſtone 
figure of a lady in a cumbent poſture, which 
was removed hither in Sept. 1753, from the 
ruins of the conventual church at Hales- 
owen. It was placed there in the reign of 
king Henry VII. to the memory of dame 
Elianora, the firſt wife of Sir William Lyttel- 
ton, of Frankley, knt. daughter and ſole 
heir of Wiliam Walſh of Wanlip in Lei- 
ceſterſhire, eſquire. 


About the middle of the church-yard lies, 
as directed by her will, commanding her 
body to be buried among the poor, Mrs, 
Muriel Lyttelton, daughter to Sir Thomas 
Bromley, knt. lord chancellor of England, 
temp. Eliz. R. and wife to John Lyttelton 
of Frankley and Hagley eſq. over whoſe 
grave is a tomb with the following in- 
{cription : 

16 (Chriſt is my Life) 30. 
and 
Death my advantage. 
I truſt to ſee the Lord 
In the land of the living.” 


At the feet and fides, Bromlcy's arms in a 
lozenge ; quarterly per feſſe indented with-

Between the old yew-tree and the lech- 
gate, a low raiſed tomb thus inſcribed : 

« Here lies the body of Mrs. Catherine 
Lyttelton, who lived free from the cares of 
this world, and died happily and religiouſly 
in the year of our Lord 1742.”

* Hagley gave birth to William Bowles, ſon of William and Bridget, who was educated at Eton 
ſchoo!, and elected from that foundation to a ſcholarſhip in King's College, Cambridge, Dec. 
22, 1677. He went out B. A. Oct. 10, 1681; and M. A. at the uſual time tollowing, about 1684. 
In 1687, he and others were delegated by the ſenate to adviſe the vice-chancellor to offer a petition to 
his majeſty, to revoke his mandate to Father Alban Francis, a Benedictine monk, for his degree of 
M. A. without taking the uſual oath : which had its effect. In the ſame year he was preſented to the 
rectory of Enville in Staffordſhire, and refigned his fellowſhip of King's College, June 5, 1688. His 
reſignation is ſealed with a griffin ſegreant: but it does not ſeem to be meant tor coat armour ; and is 
witneſſed by William Bowles ſenior, Samuel and Thomas Palmer. On the 19th of Auguſt 1695 *, he 
was collated by W. Lloyd, biſhop of Litchfield, to the prebend of Gaia Minor in his cathedral, which 
he vacated by death in 1705.

This great pariſh, which is ſituated part in Shropſhire, and part in Worceſ- 
terſhire, is bounded on the ſouth by Clent and Frankley, on the north by 
Rowley, and Weſt-Bromwich, on the eaſt by Edgbaſton, and -Harborne, 
and on the weſt by Hagley, Pedmore, and Old Swinford; is no where 
contiguous to the county of Salop, but ſeparated from it at leaſt twelve 


miles. 


HE Shropſhire part lies in the hun- 

dred of Brymſtry, the Worceſterſhire 
part in that of the Halfſhire. It is of large 
extent, containing divers hamlets, or town- 
ſhips, beſides the town or borough of Hales. 
It has alſo five diſtin manors, all which 
are in ſome degree dependent on the capital 
manor .of Hales, viz. Cradley, Warley- 
Wigorn, Romſley, Oldbury, and Ludley. 
Of theſe ſeveral manors I ſhall treat particu- 
larly hereafter. The following vills or town- 
ſhips are properly reckoned within the ma- 
nor of Hales, and owe ſuit and ſervice at that 
court ; viz. Haſbury, Hawn, Cakemore, Hill, 
Warley-Salop, Rigeacre, Lappall, and Ylley. 
The ſoil in general is a rich clay, fertile in all 
kinds of grain and excellent paſturage. Here 
are noble woods [a] both of oak and other 
timber ; and part of the pariſh 1s watered by 
the river Stour, which is commonly ſaid to 
take its riſe in Ufmore wood; but it really 
ſprings in a copſe called the Twylands, 
in the adjoining manor of Frankley, from 
whence it paſtes through Ylley and Cradley, 
to Stoubridge, and fo by Kidderminſter to 
Mytton, where it diſcharges itſelf into the 
Severn. The Stour is alfo joined by a rill 
which takes its riſe in a field called the Co- 
ney borough, near the Leaſowes, in this pa- 
riſh, and iflues out of a rock in a natural

de anno 10 Edw. I. where a perſon is to deliver yearly © quinque caretedes carbonum maris,” 
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grotto, with a ſtream as thick as a man's arm, 
and falls into the Stour near Cradley. 

In the reign of Charles II. an act of parlia- 
ment paſſed for making this river navigable, 
and ſome attempts were made towards 
effecting it, but without ſucceſs, 

Coals have been antiently found in the hill 
townſhip, as appears by Hales Court Roll, 
de anno ſecundo Edw. I. [5]. „DPn's con- 
* ceſſit Henrico de Hulle duos puteos carbo-

& dimid.“ There have been collieries alſo 
in the Coombs Wood, but ſome freſh trials 
being made of late years the profit did not 
anſwer the expence. 

On digging the foundation for a new 
houſe in the town of Hales, 1745, the 
body of a vaſt oak was diſcovered, the grain 
of the wood black and hard as ebony. Learn- 
ed men have thought that this and other 
kind of foſſil timber, frequently met with in 
bogs and moſles, have lain there ever ſince 
the general deluge: others have conjec- 
tured, that when the ground was cleared for 
habitation by the firſt inhabitants, great 
pits were dug, into which the trees that be-

fore encumbered the ſoil, were thrown, as 
the readieſt way to get rid of them. How 
well either of theſe conjectures may hold with 
regard to foſſil wood in general, I will not 
here enquire, but in the preſent inſtance 
ſhall point out as a more obvious cauſe, 
a tempeſtuous wind ; for the poſition of this 
tree when firſt diſcovered, the root lying to 
the ſouth-weſt and the head to the north- 
eaſt, plainly ſhews it was thrown down by 
wind, the moſt violent generally blowing 
from the ſouth-weſt; and this I conceive 
happened before the place was inhabited, and 
lying there on a moiſt ſoil, and on a decli- 
vity, in length of time it ſunk below the 
ſarface, and an addition of ſoil being conti- 
nually brought down with the rain from the 
higher grounds muſt neceſſarily make a great 
acceſſion to the ſurface, which accounts for 
the depth in which it lay when diſcovered, 
There was likewiſe another tree of a ſtill lar- 
ger ſize, but the expence of getting it up be- 
ing judged greater than its value, it was left 
under the foundation of the golden croſs inn, 
and neighbouring houſes []. 

This pariſh affords: ſome Roman antiqui- 
ties. A military road called the Portway 
paſſes through Warley-Wigorn, and proba- 

bly is a branch from the great Roman 


Ykenyld-ſtreet, which paſſes within a very 


few miles of this place in its courſe from 
Edgbaſton to Wall near Litchfield, the Eto- 
cetum of the Itinerary [e]. 

Oldbury, by its name, ſavours of antiquity ; 
what remains ſhall be pointed out when I 
come to the deſcription of that manor. 

A place called the Quintan lying in Hales 
pariſh, ſo denominated from the antient Ro- 
man ſport ſtill praiſed here, proves the Ro- 
mans to have been ſtationed in this place. The 
learned antiquary biſhop Kennett, in his Paro- 
chial Antiquities of Burceſter, obſerves, that 
„Running at the Quintan was not continued 
« in any part of Oxfordſhire, except where 
the Roman ways did run, or where ſome 


„ Roman garriſons had been placed [f |;" 
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As I have not been able to diſcover the 
Saxon owners of any part of this great pariſh, 
ſaving the bare name of the Saxon lord iti 
Edward the Confeſſor's time from Domeſ- 
day Book, (the lords of Ludley only ex- 
cepted) I ſhall begin with Roger Montgo« 
mery, the firſt Norman poſieflor, under the 
grant of William the Conqueror ; who be- 
ing related to him and one of the chief 
councellors for the invaſion of England, Was 
afterwards advanced to the earldom of Suſſex 
and Shrewſbury, and rewarded with great 
part of Shropſhire, and no leſs than one hun- 
dred and fifty-ſeven manors in other counties; 
and among the reſt this of Hales at that 
time reckoned in Worceſterſhire, which is 
thus deſcribed in Domeſday. 

In Clent hundred, earl Roger holds of the 
king a manor called Halas; it contains ten 
hides. There are in demeſne four - carucates 
and thirty-ſix villans, and eighteen bordars ; 
four radmen; a church with two prieſts ; 
among them all there are forty-one ploughs 
and a half; there are eight bondmen, and two 
bond-women. Of this land, Roger the huntſ- 
man holds of the earl one hide and half : he 
has there, one carucate and fix villans, and 
five bordars, with five ploughs ; it is yearly 
worth 25s. In Edward the Confeſſor's 
time, this manor was worth 241. now 1 51. 
yearly. 

Olwin held it, and had in Wich a 


ſalt pan worth 4s. yearly, and a houſe 


in Worceſter worth 12d. yearly.” 

This Olwin is probably the ſame perſon 
with Ulwin in the Domeſday ſurvey of Frank- 
ley, and appears by that accurate record to have 
held Old Swinford and Welingwich, in the 
Confeſſor's reign. He was a Thane of Edwin 
earl of Mercia, and occurs as ſuch in the 
Domeſday ſurvey of Bromſgrove, * tenet W. 
& fil. Anſculf. 111. virgat. in Welingwich et 
&« Balduvinus de co. Uluuinus tenuit tainus 
«© Edwini Comitis.”” The ſalt-work at Wich 
annexed to this manor of Hales, was in con- 
ſideration of a certain quantity of fire-wood

whether they were Britiſh, Roman, or Saxon, I 


will not affirm, but great quantities have of late years been carried away and worked over again to 
advantage.

been diſcovered in other parts of the kingdom.

Worceſter, in conſideration of ſupplying ſome 
inhabitant of that city with poultry or other 
proviſion [g]. g | 

From whence the name of Hales or 
Halas is derived I cannot ſay. The additional 
one of Owen is much later than the Norman 
Conqueſt. The earlieſt mention of it I 
find cn recoid is in a writ or precept of 
56 Henry III. entered into a court roll of 
this manor, Curia de Hales, &c. Henr. 
Dei gratia rex Anglie, &c. Ballivis Abbatis 
de Hales-Oweyn, &c.” [/]. Perhaps this 
cognomen was then aſſumed in contradiſtinc- 
tion from Hayles, in Glouceſterſhire ; abbies 
having been at that time founded at both 
places ; and though in different counties, yet 
were both ſituated in the dioceſe of Wor- 
ceſter, and probably the firſt abbot of our 
Hales was named Owen. 

This manor of Hales, or Halas, as record- 
ed in Domeſday, comprehended only that 
part of the pariſh now reckoned in the 
county of Salop, viz. the town or bo- 
rough, Haſbury, Hawn, Hill, Cakemore, 
Warley-Salop, Ridgeacre, Ylley, Romſley, 
Hunnington, Oldbury, Langley and Wallax- 
hall; for Cradley, Ludley and Warley- 
Wigorn, occur as diſtinct manors in the ſaid 
ſurvey, and had different owners. Had the 
Conqueror given Cradley, Warley-Wigorn, 
and Ludley to earl Roger, as well as Hales 
cum appendiciis, there is no doubt but the 
earl would have annexed the whole to the 
county of Salop, as he certainly did that 
part of the pariſh wherein he preſided. In the 
firſt age after the Norman conqueſt, the great 
barons and ſome of the greater religious 
houſes arnexed to thoſe counties where their 
principal cſtates lay ſuch of their manors 
as were ſituated in an adjoining county: thus 
Worvelde was annexed to Shropſhire, Be- 
linton to Staffordſhire, ſince the compiling 
of Domeſday Book; whereas the former in 
that accurate record occurs among the Stat- 
fordſhire manors, and the latter among thoſe 
of Worceſterſhire. 

Roger earl of Montgomery and Shrewſ- 


bury died 1094, 8 W. II. and was fucs 
ceeded in the eatldom of Shrewſbury by 
Hugh his ſecond ſon (the elder having his 
father's poſſeſſions in Normandy), who be— 
ing ſlain four years after in the Ifle of Angle» 
ſey by Magnus king of Norway, Rebert, 
ſurnamed de Beleſme, his elder brother, gained 
the earldom of Shrewſbury from W. Rufus, 
by the payment of zool. He was, as a 
cotemporary author expreſſes it, . Princeps 
militie Regis Willelmi Rufi.“ 1. e. captain 
general of all his forces; but after the death 
of that king, adhering to Robert Curthoſe 
againſt king Henry I. at length was oblig- 
ed to abdicate the realm about 1102, 
when all his lands were confiſcated to the 
crown [iq, and omong others, this lordſhip 
of Hales. Agreeable hereto 13 Henry II. 
the ſheriff of Shropſhire accounts for two 
marks in the exchequer, iſſuing out of Hales- 
Regis ut manerium Regis, as it is expreſſed 
in the record [#]. And 20 Henry II. Roger 
de Mortuomari accounts for “ viii l. xilis, 
11d. quos habuit hoc anno per breve de 
firma de Hales, in Salopſhire.” Again, 1 Ri- 
chard I. he accounts for the ſum of xl. in 
Hales, and in the 8th of the ſame king, for 
xviil. vis. viii d. [/]. Thus it continued in 
the hands of the crown ; till king John, the 
16th year of his reign (anno 1215.) granted 
it to Peter de Rupibus, biſhop of Winton, 
for the purpoſe of founding an abbey here 
by the following deed [n:

The biſhop of Winton being thus poſſeſſed 
of Hales, immediately after founded an abbey 
of Premonſtratenſian canons here; and the 
year following the king made a like grant to 
the ſaid convent, of the manor, &c. |].

Anno 1226, 11 Hen. III. the ſaid abbot 
and convent, for the greater ſecurity, ob- 
tained a royal grant and confirmation of this 
manor, couched exactly in the ſame terms 
with that from king John to the biſhop of 
Winton, bearing date at Weſtminſter, the 5th 
of April, for which they paid into the ex- 
chequer two and twenty marks, as appears by 
an entry on the pipe rolls of that year. In 
the 35th of the fame king, tlic alſo pro- 
cured a charter of free warren throughout 
the whole lordſhip of Hales [y]. Before 
this time, ſundry diſputes had arifen between 
the abbot and convent and their baſe tenants, 
concerning the ſervices due from the latter 
for their lands here, which conteſts were 
at laſt ſettled in the king's court at Weſt— 
minſter, about 1241, 27 Henry III. and 
the following agreement mutually entered 
into by both parties [=].

From this inſtrument it appears that Hales 
was priviledged with a market at that time, 
which was indeed granted to the abbot and 
convent 4 Hen. III. and appointed to be held 
every Wedneſday ; and likewiſe a fair yearly 
on the vigil and feaſt of St. Dennis, the 8th 
and th of October; in confideration whercof, 
the ſheriff of Salop was directed by the king's 
writ to take ſecurity from the abbot of Hales 
for a pal frey [c]. Notwithſtanding this con- 
cordat between the abbot and his tenants, 
they ſeem to have been much opprefted by 
him during the reign of Henry III. for in 
the beginning of the following, 4 Edw. I. 
a writ iſſucd out directed to the ſheriff of 
Shropſhire, cx parte tenentium abbatis de 
Hales Oran, requiring him to make inqui— 
ſition by a jury, compoſed partly of Shrop- 
thire, and partly of Staffordſhire men, of the 
wrongs complained of by the ſaid tenants, 
and to return the inquiſition ſealed with his 
own ſcal and thoſe of the jurors: In obe- 
dience thereto, an inquiſition was taken at 
Hales-Owen, on Monday after the feaſt of 
St. John the Baptiſt, before Sir Bertram de

Burg, at that time ſheriff of Salop and Staſ- 
fordſhire, and Hugh de Wrottefley, Roger 
de Bradeley, Roger de Brorley, Walter 
Denys, Roger Rufiell, Richard de Adden— 
broke, Roger-'de Humiule, John de Omyb- 
welle, Will. Fil. Warini de Penne, Rob. 
Buffen de Penne, and others, who ſay upon 
their oaths [4]; 

+ That the tenants of the manor of 
„% Hales held their lands of king John, 
«© by the payment of forty pence yearly 
for every yard-land, twenty-pence for half 
a yard-land, and ſo in proportion, by ſuit 
* of court at Hales from three wecks to 
+ three weeks; and if in the court any made 
“ default, he was to forfeit fix pence, and 
after judgement given, twelve pence. 

„% That on the deceaſe of every tenant, 
the beſt beaſt was due for a heriot, except a 
* mare. Allo, their lord the king was went 
„to have half the goats, hogs, and bees, 
omnes pullos maſculos nzn mannatos [e]; and 
„the heir was to pay, for a relief on coming 
into poſſeſſion of his father's lands, two 
& years rent of the ſame, that is to fay, half 
„a mark for a virgate or yard land, and 
„ forty pence for a halt-yard, and ſo in pro- 
„portion. Alſo the tenants were obliged to 
„ plough the demeſne lands of their lord 
„ the king; fix days yearly a whole yard- 
% land, and three days for half a yard-land, 
and to ſow the corn and oats ten days 
„ yearly a yard-land, and five for half a 
* yard, and one day beſides ex gratia, for 
+ which they were wont to have a repaſt at 
„the manor houſe of Hales. 

„They were allo to mow the king's 
*« graſs, and to fence his garden at Hales, 
* when neceflary. Farther, they were wont 
to grind their own corn whereſoever they 
*© pleaſed, becauſe at that time the ſaid king 
„had no mill within the manor of Hales. 
* Allo, if any of them married their daugh- 
ters out of the manor, they were to pay 
to the lord two ſhillings for merchet, and 
if within the manor, twelve ſhillings. And 
they ſay, that the ſaid king John granted 
„the manor, ſubject to the ſame ſervices 
„ by which the lands were held of him.” 

Iwo years after the return of this inqui- 
ſition, viz. 6 Edw. I. on the plea roll of 
Eaſter term, the following entry occurs.

Deciſive as this judgement was in favour of 
the abbot againſt his tenants, yet the con- 
teſts between them ſeem to have been carried 
on all the remainder of the reign of Edward I. 
and that of Edward II. But in the firſt year of 
Edward III. matters appear to have been fi- 
nally adjuſted between the contending par- 
ties, by the abbot's agreeing to accept a yearly 
ſum of money in lieu of predial ſervices due 
to him from the villans and the cuſtomary 
tenants, and their ancient and accuſtomed 
privileges were allowed and confirmed to 
them. The particulars of this agreement 
are entered in Hales court-roll of that year, 
as follows [g]. |

In the next ſucceeding reign, ſome of the 
nativi or baſe tenants of the abbot in Romſ- 
ley were ſued to an outlawry, for having, as 
the record expreſſes it, rebelliouſly withdrawn 
their ſervices ; wherefore a writ iflued out to 
the ſheriff of Shropſhire from the crown, 
commanding him to ſeize the offenders, and 
to ſummon a jury, and then enquire into the 
fact, 

In conſequence hereof, an inquiſition was 
taken at Bruggnorth, before Robert Burgy- 
lon and Thomas de la Lee, two of the king's 
Juſtices, and a jury of the neighbours, who 
ſay upon their oaths [7] ; 

** That the abbot of Hales had appointed 
* the Friday after the feaſt of St. Luke for 


„his nazzvi to perform fealty at Rommeſ- 
“ ley, as is cuſtomary ; and do ſuch other 
cc 


ſervices as by their tenure they are bound 
* to do: but that John Atte Lythe, and 
* Agneſs his wife, and Thomas Putteway, 
baſe tenants of the ſaid abbot, with others, 
* had neglected to appear, whereby they 
had withdrawn their allegiance and fealty 
* to their lord, A precept was hereupon 
directed to the ſheriff, to have their bodies 
on Thurſday before the feaſt of St. Gre- 
« gory at Hales-owen, to anſwer to our 
„lord the king, and the ſaid abbot, touch- 
ing the premiſſes; on which day, the ab- 
„ bot appeared before the ſheriff at Hales, 
« and the ſheriff declared that Thomas Put- 
„ teway died in the king's priſon at Shrewſ- 
„ bury-caſtle, and that John Atte Lythe 
„ and Agneſs his wife could not be found. 
«© On this they were ſummoned to appear 
at the four next following county courts, 
*« which they failed doing, and ſo they were 
„ outlawed.” 

Anno 1278, 7 Edward J. a quo warranto 
was brought againſt the abbot for the manor 
of Hales-owen, which king John is ſaid in 
the record to have held de pertinentiis co— 
rone ſue [4], The abbot pleaded the ſaid

_ elegerunt. 
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king's grant to the biſhop of Wincheſter, 
and alſo to the abbot his predeceſſor. To this 
the king's council replied, that notwithſtand- 
ing the ſaid grants, king John died ſeiſed of 
the ſaid manor cum pert'. The abbot then 
produced king Henry the third's grant and 
confirmation, Which were allowed; but at 
the ſame time it was ſaid, that king Henry 
was not full twenty-one years of age at the 
time of making the ſaid grant; however, the 
abbot and convent were left in full and quiet 
poſſeſſion of the ſaid manor. 

About this time the town of Hales was 
erected into a borough by the abbot and con- 
vent, by virtue of a grant [/] made to their 
predeceſſors by king Henry III. which be- 
ing recited in an Inſpeximus deed of Nicho- 
las, abbot of Hales, and the ſaid grant being 
very ſingular, - muſt have a place here at 
large. It is without date, but by the wit- 
nefles names, appears' to have been made 
about the cloſe of king Henry the third's 
reign.

Boroughs in general enjoy their privileges 
and immunities either by preſcription or by 
a royal charter; but few, if any inſtances oc- 
cur ſimilar to this, where the crown gives 
power to a ſubje&t to make or conſtitute a 
borough, and to confer on the burgefles ſuch 
privileges as he thinks proper. In the 
preſent inſtance, we find the abbot of Hales 
granting to the town{men there all ſuch li- 
berties and franchiſes as the city of Here- 
ford then enjoyed, or at leaſt ſuch of them 
as they thought proper to chuſe. What 
Hereford city enjoyed at that time may be 
ſeen in the Appendix, (No. 3.) but what 
the borough of Hales was in poſſeſſion of 
on its firſt eſtabliſhment, I cannot exactly 
diſcover. 

The court- rolls of that and later times make 
mention both of a high and a low bailiſf of 
the borough ; and we learn from the ſaid 
rolls, that perſons could not exerciſe any 
trade or handycraft within the borough with- 
out purchaſing that liberty from the lord ; 
divers inſtances of which occur in Hales- 
court rolls temp. Edw. I. and III. [2].

et quod ipſi utantur omnes libertates et 
* francheſias ville predictæ, ſicut cæteri bur-

whereof, the. ſaid Burleton, dat domino pro. 
fine os. -In the time of Henry III. and the 
following reigns, for two centuries down- 
wards, the ſtyle of the borough court-rolls, 
runs thus © Magnum Hundredum de Hales,” 
and ſimply, *.Hundredum de Hales ;” 5 Ed- 
ward IJ. Hundredum de Burgo de Hales,” 
which by the way 1s the earlieſt inſtance I 
find of this town being ſtyled a borough. 

In theſe rolls are recorded pleas concerning 
land, and ſuits for the recovery of ſmall 
debts, which latter are entered monthly on 
the rolls. 

A court of the ſame kind ſtill ſubſiſts 
here, and takes cognizance of debts under 
40s. only. 

This court ſeems to have taken its riſe 
from a clauſe in king John's grant of the 
manor to the abbot and convent, viz. Ut 
quieti ſint ſcilicet inhabitantes manerii, de 
ſectis ſcyrarum et hundredorum.” For, as 
they were releaſed from attending the coun- 
ty court, there muſt of neceſſity be a court 
of the ſame kind confined to their own diſ- 
trict; and ſuch a court appears to have 
exiſted from 53 Henry III. and probably 
earlier, but the court-rolls prior to that year 
are not in being. The following original 
writ from Henry III. to the bailifts of Hales- 
owen is annexed to the court. roll of the 56th 
of that king; viz. H. rex Angle, &c. Bal- 
« livis Abbatis de Hales-Oweyn falutem, 
« Precipimus vobis quod fine dilatione et 
&« ſecundum conſuetudinem manerii de Hales- 
&© Oweyn, plenum rectum teneatis Hen. de 
« Hulle de uno meſſuagio et decem acris 
« terre cum pert. in Laphol, &c. Teſte me- 
© ipſo apud Weſtm. imo die Man, anno 
regni n'ri lvi.“ 

Here the right of holding pleas for lands, 
is expreſsly ſaid to be ſecundum conſuetudi- 
nem manerii; now I conceive ſuch a cuſtom 
muſt have been originally derived from a 
royal grant. 

This branch of juriſdiction being inherent 
in, and annexed to the crown, I have no 
doubt that the abbot and his tenants en- 
joyed this franchiſe under king John's charter 
before recited. | 
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In manors of antfnt demeſne, the villans 
or copyholders could not be impleaded out 
of the manor, for on pleading their tenure 
the writ would abate in a foreign court ; but 
Hales was the land of Roger Montgomery, 
and not terra regis at the compiling of Domeſ- 
day Book [a]; and conſequently this court 
could not derive its juriſdiction from the pr;- 
vileges incident to lands held in antient de- 
meſne. The government of this antient 
borough is at preſent veſted in a high-bailift, 
low-bailiff, conſtable and victual taſter ; alſo 
two ſearchers and ſealers of leather, and two 
overſeers of ſwine; all which are choſen 
yearly at the lord's court, and thoſe who 
have ſerved the office of high bailiff are 
ever after reputed aldermen. Theſe, toge- 
ther with the high bailiff, ſolemnly proclaim 
the fair yearly on St. Barnabas day, and ap- 
pear that day at church in raagiſterial habits, 
but at no other time: though for thele laſt 50 
years or more theſe habits have been diſuſed. 
This fair on St. Barnabas day (11th of June), 
and three days following, was granted by 
king Edward III. anno 1344, the 18th year 
of his reign ; and likewiſe a market to be 
held every Monday [os]: the Wedneſday 
market, and October fair, granted by king 
Henry III. as appears above, being proba- 
bably found inconvenient. Theſe latter ſtill 
ſubſiſt, and another fair is likewiſe here 
held on every Eaſter Monday. 

About the reign of queen Elizabeth, a 
kind of petty market began to be held 
on a Sunday. Wherefore at the borough- 
court, April 1572, 15 Eliz. an order was 
made, „That no inhabitant or crafts- 
„ man within the borough ſhall kepe open 
* their ſhop windows from the time they 
„ ring into ſervyſe until ſervyſe be done, 
„ and likewyſe after they ring into evenyng 
% prayer, they ſhall not kepe open the ſhop- 
„ windows, until ſervyſe be done, on pain 
« of every default, 38. 4d.” But fo little 
effect had this order of court, that the irre- 
gularity grew to a much greater height 
during all queen Elizabeth's reign and the 
beginning of James I. for not only the thops 
were opened on Sundays, but the country

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people brought in their butter, cheeſe, and 
fruit, ſo that the market was entirely trans- 
terred to Sunday: wherefore in the year 1608, 
the bailiffs and burgeſſes, at the inſtigation 
of Mrs. Muriel Lyttelton, widow of the then 
late John Lyttelton, eſq. lord of the borough 
nd manor of Hales, cauſed proclamation to 
be made, both in their own and all the neigh- 
bouring towns, againſt this ſad profanation 
of the Lord's-day, which proclamation being 
very ſingular, I have given it a place in the 
appendix, 

About the ſame time another diſorder had 
crept into this town, which was thought 
neceflary to be checked; the cuſtom of 
celebrating bride-ales or love-ales, betore 
and after a wedding; much drunkeneſs and 
gaming having preyailed at theſe meetings. 
Wherefore, at the court held, anno 1572, 
15 Eliz. an order was made [], That no 
„ perſon or perſons that brewe any weddyn 
„ ale to ſell, ſhall brewe above twelve ſtrike 
« of malt at the moſt; and that the ſaid 
* perſons ſo married ſhall not keep or have 
above eight meſle of perſons at his dinner 
« within the burrowe; and before his bridal- 
„day he ſhall kepe no unlawful games in 
& his houſe, nor fell any ale or beer in his 
e houſe or out of his houſe, on pain of 208.“ 

But this wholeſome regulation ſeems to 
have been quite diſregarded ; and 23 Eliz. 
another order of court was made, enforced 
by ſeverer penalties, for the particulars of 
which, and likewiſe of this antient cuſtom 
of holding bride-ales, which is now wholly 
grown into diſuſe in theſe parts of England, 
See the appendix, No VI. | 

This town enjoys the benefit of a free- 
{chool, which ſcems to have been founded, 
or at leaft eſtabliſhed, between the years 1643 
and 1660, 

In a MS, Notitia of Worceſter dioceſe, in 
the poſleſtion of Dr. Worth, archdeacon of 
Worceſter, 1739, is the following entry, 

„ Halcs-Owen, 1672. About 20 l. per ann, 
in land antiently given to the church, and fo 
employed till the rimes of uſurpation, and then 
by decree iu Chancery ſettled for a ſchool.” 
In the year 1771, the rents were raiſed to 
741. 95. 6d. of which the under-maſter re-

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the poor, which ſince its erection, has greatly 
reduced the charge of maintaining the diſ- 
trefled of this populous pariſh, which now 
contains 13 or 1400 families, au amazing in- 
creaſe of people within two centuries; for in 
Biſhop Sandys'” return to the queen and coun» 
cil, 20 September, 1563, of the ſtate of Wor- 
ceſter dioceſe, Hales-Qwen is ſaid to contain 
280 families only [5], and Frankley ſeems to 
be included in that account, as a chapelry or 
member of Hales,

Having now finiſhed my deſcription of the 
borough, excepting the church, of which a 
diſtin& account will be given hereafter, I 
return to the lords of the manor, The 
abbot and convent remained in full and quiet 
poſſeſſion till the general diſſolution of re- 
ligious houſes in Henry VIIIth's reign, when 
in Eaſter term, anno 1538, 30 Henry VIII. 
William Taylor abbot, with the monks, ſur- 
rendered their conventual houſe with all its 
appurtenances into the king's hands, and 
levied a fine to the king's uſe, de Hales, Hale- 
borough, Hales-owen,. and Hell-grange, &c. 
nec de rectoris de Wareley, Hales, Sti. Ke- 
e nelmiin Kenelmſtowe, et Romſley, nec non 
% de advocatione eecleſiarum de Hales, Ware- 
„ ley, Ludley, Cradley, et Sti Kenelmi in com. 
« Salop.” all which premiſes, after reciting the 
aforeſaid fine, the king grants to Sir John 
Dudley, knt. together with the ſcite of the 
late diſſolved monaſtery, and all other manors 
and advowſons lately belonging to the ſame ; 
to be held by the ſervice of the twentieth

Dudley, being thus poſlefled of Hales, by 
his deed dated the 2d of April 3 Edw. VI. 
then ſtyling himſelf earl of Warwick, grants 
to George Tuckye his ſervant, in conſi- 
deration of his good ſervices, the manfion- 
houſe of Hales manor ; viz. the hall, buttery, 
kechyn, and Laughton- houſe, with the barn ; 
alſo the malt-houſe, miln, and garden, &c. 
together with all the tithes ariſing in Cradley, 
Ludley, Halen alias Hawn, and Haſcelbury ; 
alſo the tithe corn of Hales borough, with 
all the pools, and fiſhing on the premiſes, for 
the term of 21 years [s]. 

What is here called the manor-houſe was 
undoubtedly ſuch part of the abbey or con- 
ventual buildings as was not demoliſhed at the 
diflolution. This appears by a curious rent-roll 
on parchment, containing the particulars of 
Sir John Lyttelton's eſtate the ſecond year of 
queen Elizabeth, wherein 1s a charge of xxviul. 
de firma ſeitus maneru de Hales-owen cum 
„ pertinentiis in tenura Georgii Tookye, arm. 
« hic non recep. eo quod predictus ſcitus ma- 
& neru jacet infra villatam de Laphole.” In 
the ſame roll, among the rents ariſing within 
the townſhip of Laphole, the above ſum of 
xxviii l. occcurs, “pro firm ſcitus et terrar. 
„ dominical. nuper monaſterii de Hales-owen” 
LJ. 

At this day the abbey and farm adjoining 
is reckoned within the townſhip of Laphole, 
and is called the Manor-farm, and the lane 
leading up to it from the great road 1s called 
the Manor-lane. It undoubtedly took this 
name from the abbey being ere&ed on the 
ſcite or ſpot where the antient manor-houſe 
ſtood, called the King's-houſe, in the reign of 
king John, before the abbey was founded. 

This Sir John Dudley earl of Warwick, 
was ſon of the famous penal law Dudley, in 
Henry VIIth's time. He was afterwards 
created duke of Northumberland ; and on 
the demiſe of king Edward VI. endea- 
vouring by force of arms to ſupport his 
daughter in law, lady Jane Grey's title to 
the crown, was taken and beheaded by 
queen Mary, and all his lands and manors 
(among the reſt this of Hales) were con- 


. 


part of a knight's fee, and a yearly rent of 
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fiſcated to the crown. But in Michaelmas 
term, 1 Mary, lady Joan his widow, appeared 
perſonally before the court of Augmentations, 
and produced a dced of her late huſband, 
the duke of Northumberland, dated the 
t5th of February, 30 Henry VIII. whereby 
he conveyed to Edward Blunt and George 
Willoughby eſquires, the manor of Hales- 
owen cum pert. to wit. Hales-owen, Hales- 
borough, Romfley, Honyngton, Illey, Haſ- 
bury, Hallow, Hell-grange, Laphole, Ruge- 
acre, Ludley, Wallaxhull, Watley, Old- 
bury, and Cakemore, in com. Salop. and 
Warley and Cradley in com. Wigorn. to the 
uſe of himſelf, and the ſaid Joan for life; 
remainder to her heirs and afligns for ever, 
On the ſtrength of this deed, the court de- 
creed that the faid dutcheſs of Northum- 
berland ſhould have and enjoy the manor of 
Hales cum omnibus pertinentus in fee []. 
Having thus recovered Hales, ſhe enjoyed 
it but a very ſhort time, dying in January, 
1554-5, and by her laſt will bequeathed to 
her fon Ambroſe Dudley, her houſe at Hales- 
owen, and 1001, per ann. in land with it, in 
tail-male ; to her daughter Katherine, then 
betrothed to the young lord Haſtings, fifty 
marks rent of land here, and to her heirs 
male; but if lord Haſtings do refuſe her, or 
ſhe him, when they come to age of conſent, 
in that caſe, the ſaid Katherine to have this 
land in fee-ſimple, and likewiſe four hundred 
marks in money, levied upon the woods in 
Hales-owen [ww]. It appears alſo, that ſhe 
deviſed two-thirds of Hales to Sir Henry 
Sidney and Sir George Blount knights, John 
Somerville, and Thomas Manow eſquires, 
whom ſhe made her executors ; and the re- 
maining third part, being eſcheated to the 
crown, by the attainder of Ambroſe Dudley 
(convicted of high treaſon in his mother's 
life-time, though his life was ſpared) was 
granted by the crown to the aforcſaid Sidney, 


Blount, Somerville, and Manow [x]. 


Though the deviſe to theſe executors was 
in fee, yet in fact they appear only to have 
been truſtees; for by an indenture, dated 
27 Nov. 1555, between the ſaid executors, | 
Sir Ambroſe and Henry Dudley, ſons of the 
dutcheſs of Northumberland, and Sir Andrew

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Dudley their uncle, on the one part, aud Sir 
Robert Dudley knight, youngeſt ſon of the 
ſaid dutcheſs on the other part, it is agreed, 
that the ſaid Sir Robert, in conſideration of 
his paying the ſum of 800l. to Sir Ambroſe 
and 3ool. to Sir Andrew Dudley, ſhould 
have the whole manor of Hales-owen, cum 
membris, to him and his heirs for ever | y]. 
Sir Robert Dudley, who was afterwards 
earl of Leiceſter, and the great favourite of 
queen Elizabeth, being thus in full poſſeſſion 
of Hales, alienate it to Thomas Blount and 
George Tuckey eſquires, by deed dated 26 
March, 4 and 5 Philip and Mary, in con- 
ſideration of the ſum of 3000 l. paid to him 
the ſaid Sir Robert [z]; but the manor of 
Oldbury, with Langley and Wallaxhall, were 
not compriſed in Blount's and Tuckye's pur- 
chaſe. Soon after a fine was levied of all the 
premiſes, and the ſum of 600 l. more was 
paid by Blount and Tuckye to Sir Robert 
Dudley [a]. The ſame year, on the 22d of 
October, the ſaid Biount and Tuckye ſold 
Hales-owen, with all its members and appur- 
tenances, for the ſum of 2000 l. to Jon Li- 


telton of Frankley, eſq. lineal anceſtor to the 


late lord Lyttelton. During the ſhort time 
they wers in poſſeſſion they leaſed out ſe- 
veral conſiderable farms for the term of one 
thouſand years, which accounts for their 
paying ſo much more to Sir Robert Dudley 
for the purchaſe, than they received of John 
Lyttelton, to whom they ſold it. 

2d Eliz. ſome diſputes having ariſen be- 
tween Sir Robert Dudley and Mr. Lyttelton 


touching the lands divided by the dutcheſs 


of Northumberland ta her daughter lady 
Katherine Haſtings, &c. the lord keeper de- 
creed that Lyttelton ſhould pay the ſum of 


two thouſand marks to Sir Robert Dudley, 
in full ſatisfaction of all claim he or his fa- 


mily had to any lands or annuities in Hales- 


owen [5].

This was not a diſtin manor at the Nor- 
man Conqueſt, but compriſed within that of 


Hales, and ſo paſſed by theConqueror's gift of 


Hales to Roger Montgomery earl of Shrewſ- 
bury, as it did afterwards from king John 
to the abbot and convent ; but the religious 
were not in poſſeſſion above half a century,

In an antient pleading, anno incerto, S/e- 
phen de Aſberug is ſaid to have held Ro- 
meſley, Hampſtead, and Hezelbury or Haſ- 
bury, by ſerjeancy; by finding three foot ſol- 
diers for the king's army, which manor the 
abbot of Hales-owen then held. To this the 
abbot pleaded the foundation charter; “ ita 
« quod a tempore confectionis carte predicte, 
et a fundatione domus ſue dominus rex 
„ nunquam fuit in ſeiſina de aliquo ſervitio 
Stephani de Aſhrug [d].“ 

On the diſſolution of the monaſtery, 30 
Henry VIII. Romſley, together with Hales- 
borough, Hales-owen, &c. was granted to 
Sir 7obn Dudley knt. afterwards Duke of 
Northumberland, and from him went to 
his youngeſt ſon Robert earl of Leiceſter, of 
whom it was purchaſed by Thomas Blount 
and George Tuckey eſquires, who ſold it 
the 5th and 6th of Philip and Mary to 
Fohn Lyttelton of Frankley eſquire, whoie 
lineal deſcendant the late lord Lyttelton, en- 
joyed it.

Sr. KENELMM's CHApRL. 


Within the limits of Romſley ſtands a very 
antient chapel, fituate in a vill or townſhip; 
formerly known by the name of Kenelm- 
ſtowe, of which two or three houſes only 
remain at this day juſt by the chapel, and 
the name of Kenelmſtowe 1s quite ſunk in 
oblivion, That ſuch a vill or hamlet did 
exiſt even ſo late as Henry the eighth's time, 
is evident from the deſcription of this 
chapel in that king's grant to Sir John 
Dudley knt.; „ necnon advocatio eccleſi- 
„ arum de Hales et St. Kenelmi in Kenelm- 
« ſtowe;” and the antiquity of it appears 
from entries in divers court rolls both of 
Hales and Romfley. Thus in the great 
court roll of Hales de ann. 8 Edw. I. “ Taſ- 
& tatores, anglice victual taſters, de Kelme- 
&« ſtowe,” preſent Richard de Kelmeſtowe, 
Richard de Meuret, Julian de Tadenhurſt, 
Tho. Linacre, and Thomas the ſmith, all 
inhabitants of Kelmeſtowe, for having broken 
the aſſize of ale, &c. ſettled by the laſt pre- 
ceding court, and were thereupon amerced 
18. each. It ſeems to me, that at this time 
Kelmeſtowe was a hamlet quite diſtin& from 
Romlſley ; and Hampſtead in like manner [e], 
though no traces now remain of any ſuch 
place ; but I imagine the former was ſoon 
after included in Romſley; but nevertheleſs 
continued to be well inhabited till the great 
road from Bromſgrove to Dudley, which 
antiently led directly through it, was changed, 
and carried through the town of Hales; and 
alſo till the ſuperſtitious reſort of pilgrims to 
the ſhrine and well of St. Kenelm was at an 
end by the abolition of popery. 

In a rental of Romſley manor 15 Hen: 
VII. Hugh Weſtwood is rated at 51. per 
© an. pro hoſpitio Sti Kenelmi, et tribus 
„ croftis et quodam campo vocat. le Wa- 
„ leſhfeld adjacente [/].“ Which inn of St. 
Kenelm, I make no doubt is the ſame which 
occurs in a leaſe from lord Robert Dudley, 
dated 3 and 4 Philip and Mary, to his ſer- 
vant Richard Harris of Romfley, in con- 
ſideration of his good ſervices, and twenty 
marks of gold, of a manſion in Romſley 
near unto St. Kenelm's, commonly called 
the ſign of the red Cow, together with four 
crofts or cloſes adjoining. The red Cow

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alluded to the legend of St. Kenelm, which 
affirms, that his murdered corps was diſ- 
covered by a red cow grazing in a field under 
Clent hill, from whence it took the name of 
Cowbatch, and retains it at this day. 

It ſeems that about 26 Henry VIII. 1 535, 
the pilgrimages to St. Kenelm were decreaſed, 
and the rent of the inn fallen in conſequence 
thereof; for in an original taxation roll of 
Worceſter dioceſe of that year, ſigned with 
biſhop Latimer's own hand, now in the office 
of firſt fruits, is the following paſſage, “ xs. 
** occatione decac. redd. magni hoſpicii in 
** Clente, eo quod peregrini qui ſa Run 
„ Kenelmum ibidem viſitare ſolebant nunc 
ab hujuſmodi receden. per pauci illue re- 
* deunt.” Probably this decreaſe of pil- 
grims was owing to the diſcouragement given 
by that good prelate to theſe ſuperſtitious 
practices. 

As an account of the foundation of this 
chapel will be mentioned under the article 
Clent in the Appendix, I ſhall at preſent 
decline all farther conſideration of that point, 
and mention only ſome particulars relating 
to the fabric or its endowment, 

With regard to the fabric, no part of it, 
except the ſouth-door, appears older than 
Henry the third's time, and I am rather in- 
clined to think it of later date; but the 
arch and columns of the ſouth door are 
undoubtedly part of the old Saxon Chapel, 
which was crected here ſoon after the diſ- 
covery of king Kenelm's body. In my 
account of Clent, I have mentioned this 
arch, together with the old ſculpture ſtill 
remaining upon it, therefore it is unne- 
ceſſary to repcat it here. 

As this chapel was never privileged with 
the right of ſepulture, no monuments or 
inſcriptions occur; nor are there any arms or 
other ornaments in the windows. The tower 
is a very elegant piece of Gothic architecture, 
and richly adorned with niches and pinnacles. 

On the outſide of the chapel-wall fronting 
the ſouth is carved a rude figure of a child 
with two fingers of the right hand lifted 
up in the antient form of giving the bene- 
diftion. Above the head of the figure is 
carved a crown, which projects ſeveral inches 
from the wall. No doubt the whole was 
meant for a repreſcntation of St. Kenelm.

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As to the endowment of this chapel, 5 
Hen. V. Margery Kenelmſtowe ſurrendered at 
Romſley Court into the lord's hand a houſe and 
land, together with the church-yard or cœme- 
try of St. Kenelm's chapel, to the uſe of John 
Taylor, paying yearly to the ſacriſt of Hales- 


owen abbey, who by his office in the con- 
vent appears to have been the conſtant curate 


or miniſter 'of this chapel, and to his ſuc- 
ceſſors, the ſum of three ſhillings. Alſo 
» Edw. IV. William Stampes ſurrendered 
a croft of land called Fillaughton, ** ad ſuſ- 
t tentationem unius capellani aimuatim ce- 
« lebrantis in capella Sti Kenelmi in Ke- 
* nelmſtowe.” And at the ſame court, the 
ſacriſt oſ Hales-abbey was warned foſſare 
creftum Sti Kenelmi, i. e. to repair the ditch 
round St. Kenelm's croft or meadow, under 
the penalty of three ſhillings for neglect. It 
appears that four years preceding this a 
toft with a nook of land adjoining, called 
Sandy's Tenement, was given to the ſacriſt 
of Hales and his ſucceſſors, for the repara- 
tion and ſupport of the fabrick ; pro repara- 
tione et ſuſtentatione capeile S. Kenelm in Ke- 
nelm/toxve [g]. 

About the ſame time, 'Thomas Heywood 
dean of Litchfield gave to the abbot and 
convent two baſons (duas pelves) of ſilver, 
with gilt eagles at the bottom, weighing ſixty 
ounces, and valued at ten pounds, to be 
placed on the altar of St. Kenelm the Martyr 
in St. Kenelm's chapel, on ſolemn feſtival 
days, ad Dei laudem et ditli martyris b6- 
norem | þ L 

At the diſſolution of Hales abbey theſe 
rich baſons, together with other jecalia be- 
longing thereto, were appropriated to the 
king's uſe : and the lands, &c. given for the 
repair of St. Kenelni's chapel no doubt pafled 
to Sir John Dudley, kunt. as part of the poſ- 
ſeſſion of Hales monaſtery, but ought to have 
been veſted in the church-warden of St. 
Kenelm's chapel, and lus ſucceſſors. 

From a MS. account of the Premonſtra- 
tenſian abbeys in the hands of Sir Thomas 
Cave, bart. 1768: Anno 1503, 20 Hen. VII. 
in an inventory, taken after the death of 
Thomas Bruges abbot of Hales-owen, of the 
plate and other chattels belonging to that con- 
vent, the following occurs relating to this 
chapel.

In Henry VIIIth's valor of the temporal and 
ſpiritual poſſeſſions belonging to Hales, inter 
alia, the . chapel of St. Kenelm, in Shrop- 
ſhire, 1s ſaid to be worth one year with ano- 
ther, in oblations, ten pounds [i]. This 
ſum was nearly equal to 100l. per ann, at 
this day, and evidently proves the high ve- 
neration this place was held in during the 
dark age of ſuperſtition. In the ſame valor 
among. the annual outgoings of the mo- 
naſt:ry in ſtipends, corrodys, &c. 51. per 
annum 1s charged for a ſtipend of a chaplain 
celebrating mals in cappella Sti Kenelmi 
ſubtus quandam montem voc. Clent Hy1l,” 
for the ſouls of the founders and benefactors 
of the ſame. John Lyttelton, who purchaſed 
the manor of Romſley, together with the 
advowſon of this chapel, from Dudley earl 
of Leiceſter, held it as a free chapel or dona- 
tive, in no wiſe dependent on the mother 
church of Hales, or in any degree ſubje& 
to the juriſdiction of the dioceſan, Their 
chaplain receives no inſtitution from the 
biſhop, or ever attends his viſitation, The 
antient ſtipend of 51. per annum only was 
paid to the chaplain or curate of St. Kenelm, 
till the year 1675, when Sir Henry Lyttelton 
of Frankley, bart. ſettled all the great tythes 
of Romſl-y, in lieu of the ſaid ſtipend, on 
the hen curate and his ſucceffors, whereby 


the income 1s increaſed to more than 351. 
per annum.

A manor ſituate in the Shropſhire part of 
Hales pariſh, which, beſides the vill fo called, 
contains the townſhip of Wallaxhall, alias 
Langley-Wallaxhall, and is thus deſcribed 
by Mr. Erdeſwick, in his Survey of Stafford- 
ſhire KJ. Tame, the ſame river which 
« gives name to Tamworth, takes its firſt 
beginning about Oldbury, being a mile or 
« ſomething more eaſtward from Dudley- 
% caſtle. Whether a man might conjecture 
e this place to be ſome principal ſeat where 
ce the firſt barons of Dudley in the Saxon 
© times were ſeated, or not, I ſtand in doubt; 
e only the name of Oldbury, or Borough, an 
„ old Saxon word, fignifying an old place, or 
& town of account, would give ſome little 
& light that ſo it ſhould be.“ 

In enumerating ſuch remains of the Ro- 
mans as occur within the pariſh of Hales, I 
obſerved that Oldbury denoted a Roman 
camp or ſtation; and that a Roman road 
called the Portway paſſed very near, if not 
through it [/]. 

Mr. Erdeſwick is very right in ſaying 
that Old-borough points out an old place 
or town of account, but the ſame word alſo 
ſignifies an antient fortified ſpot, where a 
camp or barrows ſtill remain. No veſtiges of 
this ſort appear now at Oldbury ; but a very 
aged inhabitant informed me, that in his 
father's time there were apparent ruins of a 
town near a certain paſture called the Cafe 
Leaſow ; and that a caſtle was ſaid to have 
ſtood at the lower end of the ſaid Leaſow, 
near the Well-hill. He added, that a cauſe- 
way ſtill remains in the lands of one Harold, 
directly leading to the Caſtle Lœaſow. In 
confirmation of this, I find a general tradition 
among the inhabitants, that a great town 
antiently ſtood here, which extended from 
the preſent village to the Caſtle Leaſow, 
lying under the Bury-hill, which 1s near half 
a mile. On examining the ground, I could 
not diſcover any marks of buildings, but am 
perſuaded that the names Caſtle and Bury 
took their riſe from ſome fortification here, 
as an encampment, or the like, if not from 


a real caſtle. At Oldbury in Wilts, there is 


ſk] Page 104. 
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a remarkable Roman camp, and in Warwick 
and Glouceſter ſhires are villages ſo called, 
that were undoubtedly Roman ſtations. 

This does not ſeem to have been a manor 
diſtin from Hales till after the diſſolution of 
the monaſtery. From Henry IIId's reign down 
to Henry VIlIth's, Oldbury occurs in Hales 
court-rolls, as a vill or townſhip, dependent 
on Hales-owen; nor is it ſtyled a manor in 
the grant to fir John Dudley, but being ex- 
cepted in the deed of conveyance from fir 
Robert Dudley to Blount and Tuckey, by 
which deed all the reſt of Hales-owen was 
alienated to them, and likewiſe excepted in 
their deed of ſole to Sir John Lyttelton, it 
remained, as I conjcEture, in the poſſeſſion of 
the Dudley family, who in all likelihood 
procured a royal grant for the holding a court- 
leet here. How it paſſed from the Dudleys 
to the Cornwallis's I am to ſeek ; but anno 
1648, Charles Cornwallis eſq. a younger 
branch of the lords Cornwallis of Suffolk, 
occurs lord of Oldbury, and as ſuch held a 
court-leet and baron here on the 2gth of 
April that year. He died . . . and left iſſue, 
by Elizabeth his wife, the daughter of . . . 
Calmore eſquire two daughters, Anne, 
married to Anthony Mingey, eſq. and Frances 
to William Fetherſtone eſq. who in right of 
their wives were joint lords of this manor. 
Mingey died leaving no iſſue, whereby 
the whole devolved en Frances Fetherſton, 
who left two daughters her coheireſſes, 
Anne the wife of I/illiam Addington, gent. and 
Elizabeth the wife of . . . Paſton; the latter 
died without iſſue, and Oldbury deſcended 
to the two daughters of Addington, Frances 
and Anne, the elder of whom married 
Chriflopher Wright of Coventry gent. and 
the younger Richard Grimſhaw, gent. who 
were joint owners of this lordthip. Grim- 
ſhaw left one ſon who died unmarried. Of 
him Chriftopher I/right purchaſed a moiety 
of the manor, and married the widow of 
Richard Parrott e{quire of Hawkeſbury near 
Coventry, and is ſole lord of the manor, but 
has no child. 

In the regiſter of Wolſtan biſhop of Wor-

This Grange was one of the demeſne 
farms belonging to Hales-abbey, and ſituate 
within the townſhip of Oldbury. It is men- 
tioned in the old eccleſiaſtical valor, compiled 
20 Edward I. and commonly called pope 
Nicholas's, where among the Granges be- 
longing to the abbey of Hales-owen Blakeley 
is thus deſcribed, * Item apud Blakeley, 1 
« caracuta, et valet x ſolidos [a]“ 


OLDBuRY CHAPEL. 


This chapel appears to have been founded 
ſo late as the year 1529, 21 Hen. VIII. at 
the expence of the principal inhabitants of 
the hamlet or village. I meet with a licence 
dated 23d of January that year, from the 
biſhop of Worceſter, for the performing di- 
vine offices, in quadam capella nova nu- 
1 perrime apud Oldbury conſtructa per ca- 
4 pellanum idoneum ſumptibus eorum ſuſ- 
« tentanda abſque tamen gravamine five 
« prejudicio eceleſie parochialis de Hales- 
« oweri [o].“ And by another inſtrument 
in the epiſcopal regiſters I gather, that this 
chapel was dedicated to St. Nicholas, beuig 
there ſtyled Capella Sti Nicholai de Oldbury. 
It ſeems to have been ereted on copyhold 
land; for 24 Hen. VIII. William Feldon 
alias Carpenter of Oldbury, entered into a 
bond with ten pounds penalty, to Arthur 
Robſtart eſquire, Lawrence White of Rowley, 
John Parke of Langley, and Edmund Darby 
of Oldbury, their heirs and executors, that 
he will not henceforth make any claim or 
title to the Chapel Croft, or any parcel 
thereof, by virtuc of any copy of court-roll 
touching the ſame, but only to hear God's 
ſervice in the ſaid chapel, as other tenants or 
inhabitants of Oldbury do | p]. 

There being no fixed ſalary or endowment 
belonging to this chapel from its firſt foun- 
dation till queen Anne's bounty was procured; 
the Diſſenters got poſſeſſion ſoon after the Re- 
volution, and held it till biſhop Lloyd's time, 
who outed them, and notwithſtanding the 


pretence of its ſtanding on copyhold ground, 
he conſecrated both the chapel and cemetery ; 
and in 1716 the queen's bounty being pro- 
cured, which was laid out in the purchaſe of 
lands of about the yearly value of 141. he 
licenſed the rev: Mr. Thorpe to the cure on 
the preſentation of the vicar of Hales-owen, 
and it now enjoys the privileges of baptiſm 
and burial:

WARLEVY-WIGCORN. 


This manor, antently called Werwelie; 
took the cognomen Wigorn from its being 
ſituated in the Worceſterſhire part of Hales 
pariſh, and in contradiſtinction from Warley- 
Salop, a large hamlet, but not a manor, 
within the precinct alſo of Hales, It ap- 
pears to have been a diſtin&t manor from that 
of Hales at the Norman Conqueſt, and be- 
longed to a different hundred; and is thus 
deſcribed in Domeſday. Came hund. pl. XI. 
William Fitz Anſculph, the Norman baron 
of Dudley, holds Werwelie and Alelm of 
him. Award held it in the Confeſſor's reign. 
There is half a hide of arable land, one caru- 
cate in demeſne, and two villans, and eight 
bordars with four ploughs, and half another; 
there are likewiſe two bondmen. In the 
time of king Edward it was worth yearly 
17s. now 10s. * 
The heirs of Fitz Anſculph were the Pa- 
ganels and Someries, ſucceſſive barons of 


Dudley. 15 Edw. II. on the death of John 


de Somery, has ſiſters became his heirs. Thus, 


by an office found after the death of Roger 
Somery, 24 Edw. I. it appears he died ſeiſed 
of the manor of Wernlegh in com Wigorn, 
then held by Will. de Fokerham ; “ per ſer- 
vicium unius foedi militis et valet per ann. 
„vil. xvus.'vind.” On the partition of his 
lands, a moiety of this manor was aſſigned to 
Joan the wife of Sir John Bottetourt, knt. 
baron of Weoleigh-caſtle, in Northfield ; and

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the other moiety; to her ſiſter Margaret, the 
wife of Sir John de Sutton knt. who in her 
right was baron of Dudley. Under theſe as 
ſupreme or paramount lords, the family of 
Fokerham held Warley. Agreeable hereto, 
Roger Fokerham, in a deed dated the ſecond 
of Edward I. ſtyles himſelf dominus de 
Wernlegh, and the court roll of 3 Edw. II. 
is entituled, · Curia Richardi Fokerham” [y]. 
This Roger left a fon named William, who 
was a knight, and 2 Edw. II. grants to Ri- 
chard his ſon the manor of Wernlegh, with 
all his lands and tenements in Wernlegh, 
Ruggacre, Cakemore, Langley, and Wallax- 
hall, „una cum cantaria de Brendhall, 
“ capelle S. Katherine verg. ſpectante;“ which 
Richard, 4 Edw. II. grants to John de 


Luttelton certain lands lying within this 


manor. This Luttelton was undoubtedly of 
the Frankley family; and appears to have 
enjoyed other lands here, on the authority of 
the Warley court-roll of 10 Edw. I. where 
his name is wrote Luttelyngton [V]. 

Theſe lands remained in poſſeſſion of the 
Lyleltons a long time, for I find them 
meutioned in a deed of Thomas Lyttelton, 
dated 49 Hen. VF. and another of dame 
Joan Lyttelton his widow, temp. Hen. VII 
Richard Fokerham, 11 Edw. III. grants to 
Joan Botetourt, (domine de Werveley) a 
moiety of this lordſhip, which he held of 
Sutton lord Dudley, and the other moiety 
which he held of her the ſaid Joan, as lady 
paramount, by his deed dated on the feaſt of 
St. Mark, witnefled by Sir Henry de Biſhbury, 
Sir Roger Hillary, Sir Roger de Ayleſbury 
knights, Edmund de Haggeley, and Clem, 
de Donclent [5]. 

The ſame year licence in mortmain was 
procured by the aforeſaid Joan Botetourt, 
whereby the was cmpowered to grant this 
manor of Werveleye to the abbot and con- 
vent of Halys-owayn, and their ſucceſſors in 
fee, for their providing three chaplain canons 
to ſay maſs daily in their abbey-church, for 
the good eſtate of king Edward III. and Joan 
Botetourt, during their lives, and for their 
ſouls after their deceaſe ; alſo for their find- 
ing yearly fix torches to burn in the ſaid 
church, and to pay a mark yearly to the

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convent after the ſaid Joan's deceaſe, pro 
pilancia, and to diſtribute yearly on the ſame 
days to the poor at the abbey-gate the ſum 
of twenty ſhillings. In conſequence of this 
licence, lady Joan Botetourt conveys the 
whole manor of Werveleye to the convent 
of 'Hales; and the abbot and convent, the 
better to ſecure their poſſeſſions, procure a 
releaſe from John de Sutton baron of Dudley, 
of all his right and title thereto; in con- 
ſideration of which, they grant to him and 
his heirs a participation in all their prayers 
and maſſes. Likewiſe the ſame year Richard 
Fokerham releaſes and quits claim to all right 
or title which he has or may have in the 
manor ; and ſoon afterwards the abbot and 
convent grant and confirm to the ſaid 
Richard for the term of his life, „manerium 
* de Werveleye, ita integre ficut domina Jo- 
„hanna Botetourt domina de Welegh nos 
einde feoffavit;“ but after his death to revert 
to the convent [7]. This family of Foker- 
ham refided chiefly at Stockton in Worcſter- 
ſhire, moſt of the above deeds bearing date 
at that place. The book of Aids in the ex- 
chequer witnefles their having lands there in 
the reign of Edward III. Ricard de Clod- 
« ſhall tenet duas hidas et dim. in Stockton 
& quas Will. Fokerham quondom tenuit [].“ 
Richard Fokerham occurs one of the knights 
of the ſhire for Berks, 33 Edw. I. again in 
the 2d and 5th of Edw. II. [*], and among 
the knights that accompanied Edward III. in 
his French wars was Sir Richard Fokerham, 
who probably was the ſame with our Richard 
who held Warley for the time of his life, 
He bore for his arms, Or. a bend engrailed 
Sable [y]. 

The abbot and convent remained in quiet 
poſſeſſion till the diſſolution; when it pafled 
together with Hales-owen, &c. to Sir An 
Dudley, knt. and from him to Sir Robert 
Dudley, as appears before. 4 and 5 Philip 
and Mary it was conveyed by fine to Tho, 
Blount and Geo. Tuckeye, in conſideration of 
the fum of 190 marks paid to Dudley; 
and they fold it the fame year to Jen 
Lyttelton, of Frankley, eſq. ,whoſe lineal 
deſcendant now enjoys it. The antient 
manor-houſe, one would naturally ſup—

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poſe to have been what was called Warley- 
hall in a court-roll of 23 Hen. VI. but it 
certainly was not; for Brendhall is ſaid 
expreſly to have been the manor - houſe 
in a court-roll of 17 Hen. VII. wherein the 
jury preſent, ** quod Gulielmus Weſtwood 
qui tenuit ſcitum maneri cum pert. ibidem, 
« wvocat. Brendball obiit, &c.” The preſent 
farm-houſe called Brendhall ſeems to have 
been part of the offices or out- buildings to the 
old ſeat of the Fokerhams, the ruins of which 
are often met with in ploughing next to a 
field called the Chapel Croft. In this Croft, I 
ſuppoſe, ſtood antiently St. Katherine's chapel, 
mentioned above in the grant from Sir Will. 
Fokerham to Richard his ſon of the manor 
of Wernlegh, &c. una cum cantaria de 
Brendhall capell. S. Katherine virg. ſpectante 
dat. 2 Edi. II. By an old rental of 
Hales-owen abbey, de anno 15 Hen. VII. 
there appears to have been another chapel 
within this manor, dedicated to St. Michael;

From mention being made of a 
mote here, I conclude it is the ſame as is now 
called the Mote Farm, and reckoned within 
the manor of Wareley. 

A family of good account denominat- 
ed from ' this place of their habitation 
Warley or Wyrley (as ſometimes written) 
flourſhed here "a conſiderable time. Anno 
1406, 8 Hen. IV. the abbot and con- 
vent of Hales granted a meſſuage and certain 
lands which Joan late the wife of John 
Wyrley, held within the fee or manor of 
Wervelege in com Wigorn, And a monu- 
ment antiently ſtood in the pariſh church of 
Hales, thus inſcribed ; viz. Hic jacet Tho. 
„Worley armiger et Johanna uxor ejus: 
& obut anno 1471, ipſa 1510,” and orna- 
mented with theſe arms ; viz. Ermine a lion 
rampant (color omitted) impaling, Argent 
a chevron between 3 bulls heads couped 
Sable langued Gules. Alſo in the old church- 
wardens' account book of Hales pariſh (ſub 
ann. 1523) the following article occurs ; 
„Paid at the hallowing of the veſtments at 
„ Litchheld, which mayſter Wyrley of 
„London gave, 105.” 

The great plague which raged over all Eng- 
land towards the cloſe of Edward IIld's reign, 
as it had before done over all the ſouthern 
parts of Europe, with the moſt unheard-of 
mortality, is mentioned in a court-roll of 
this manor, date 45 Edw. III. „ Henricus 
* le Hawker qui tenuit de domino tria 
„ crofta, &c. deceſſit in primd peſtilencia.“ 

As wild pheaſants have ncver been found 
in theſe parts during my time, and probably 
never will again, it may not be unworthy 
notice that theſe fine birds were antiently very 
common here. At a court held 8 Eliz. the 
homage preſent Henry Billingſley for laying 
ſpringes ad capiendos phefianos infra mane- 
rium, &c. whereupon he was fined 6s. 8d. 

Warley Wigorn pays to the land-tax, at 
45. in the pound, the yearly ſum of $31. 168. 

To the poor, in the year 1776, it paid 
about 601.

A manor ſituate in the Worceſterſhire part 
of Hales pariſh, was at the compiling of the 
Conqueror's ſurvey eſteemed a member of 
the barony of Dudley, and then reckoned 
within the hundred of Clent, though now in 
that of Halfſhire: it 1s thus deſcribed in 
Domeſday. | 

Williau Fitz- Anſculf holds Cradelei and 
Pagan under him. Wigar held it; there is 
one hide, no part in demeſne. Here are 
four villans and eleven bordars, with ſeven 
ploughs : it was worth yearly (in king Ed- 
ward's time, forty ſhillings, at the time of 
the Survey, twentv-four. The barons of 
Dudley appear to have kept this manor in 
their own hands, and on the death of John 
de Somery lord Dudley, 16 Edward II. 1322. 
this, together with Warley-Wigorn, was, on 
the partition of his lands, aſſigned to his ſiſter 
Joan, the wife of Sir John de Botetourt, 
baron of Weolegh, which Joan, 8 Edw. III. 
obtained a charter of free-warren in all her 
demeſne lands here [c]. Anno 37 Edw. III. 
the rents of Cradley, as appears by an ori- 
ginal roll, amounted to the yearly ſum of 
eleven pounds, three ſhillings, with eleven 
caponsſ d]. Anno g Richard II. 1385, Sir John 
Botetourt, died ſeiſed of this manor, whoſe 
heir was Joyce, the wife of Sir Hugh Burnel, 
knt. daughter and ſole heir of John ſon of 
the aforeſaid Sir John Botetourt, who de- 
ceaſed in her father's life time, 

The ſaid Joyce deceaſed Jan. 1, 1405, 
leaving no iflue, when Force, the wife of 
Sir Adam Peſhall knt. Catherine the wife 
of Sir Maurice, or Thomas de Berkley, and 
Alice, — FKyrrell, were 
found to be her couſins and next heirs. This 
manor of Cradley, together with Northfield, 
Clent, Old Swinford and Weolegh-caſtle, 
had been ſettled by a fine, levied in Joyce's 
life time, on her huſband Sir Hugh Burnel, 
for term of his life, before whoſe death, which 
happened Nov. 27, 8 Hen. V. Joan Beau- 
champ lady Bergavenny, purchaſed the re- 
verſion of one third part from Sir Adam 
Peſhale, and Joyce, his wife, and the re- 
verhon of another third, from Sir Nicholas

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Ruggeley, to whom it was granted by Hugh 
Stranley and Joyce his wife, the grand- 
daughter and heir of Alice Kyrell aforeſaid, 
which ſeveral grants to lady Bergavenny, 
Sir Hugh Burnel, confirmed by his deed da- 
ted at Weolegh-caſtle, Dec. 1, 5 Hen. V. [e] 

This Sir Hugh Burnel was ſummoned to 
parliament as baron of Weolegh-caſtle, from 
the 7th year of Richard II. to the 8th of 
Hen, V. when he died. He was one of the 
lords to whom king Richard reſigned the 
crown [fj. Lady Bergavenny being thus 
poſſeſſed of two thirds of this manor, to take 
place on Burnel's deceaſe, conveyed the ſame 
to certain truſtees, who by a joint deed dated 
the 15th Hen. VI. enfeoffed James Butler, 
ſon and heir apparent of James earl of Or- 
mond, and grandſon to lady Bergavenny, of 
the ſame, and moreover it was confirmed to 
him by her laſt will and teſtament. Two 
years afterwards, Maurice the ſon of Maurice, 
and grandſon of Thomas de Berkley and Ca- 
therine before mentioned (to whom the re- 
maining third part deſcended on the death of 
Burnel) laid claim to the whole, and 'like- 
wiſe to the manors of old Swinford, Clent, 
Weolegh-caſtle, &c. upon which an aſſize 
of novel difleifin was had, and Butler (then 
created earl of Wiltſhire) recovered ; but it 
ſeems the conteſt did not end here, for after 
much litigation, 32 Hen. VI. the earl of 
Wilts and Maurice Berkeley, agreed to divide 
the lands in queſtion ; and on the partition, 


Cradley, Clent, Old Swinford and Hagley, 


were aſſigned to the ſaid earl, 

During the unhappy diſſentions between the 
houſes of York and Lancaſter this noble- 
man adhered ſtedfaſtly to king Henry VI. 
and on Edward duke of York's gaming the 
crown, he was taken priſoner and beticaded 
at Newcaſtle on Tyne, anno 1461; whercby 
his lands were forfeited to the crown, and 
ſoon after divided among the friends of the 
houſe of York. As to this manor, Edw. IV. 
granted it the firſt year of his reign to Fulk 
Stafford, and theheirsmale of his body [g], who 
dying the next year ſans iſſue, the ſaid king, 
reciting his former grant to Stafford, grants 
two thirds of Cradley, and the reverſion of 
the other third after the deceaſe of Staſturd's 
widow, to his ſervant, Thomas Prout, c1q.

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in tail male [5]. It ſeems likely that Prout 
died not long after without iſſue male, for in 
the 13th of Edward IV. a grant occurs of 


two thirds of this lordſhip, with reverſion as 
before, from the king to his beloved conſort 


queen Elizabeth and her aſſigns for ever [7]. 


This princeſs having built a chapel dedicated 
to St. Eraſmus adjoining to the abbey church 
of Weſtminſter, made a grant of this manor 
and that of Hagley to the abbot and con- 
vent there, for the maintenance of a perpe- 
tual chantry in the ſaid chapel, wherein two 
monks were to celebrate daily maſſes for the 
ſouls of king Edward and her own ſoul, after 
their deceaſe; and the convent were to erect 
a hearſe in the ſaid chapel, with wax candles, 
each weighing ſix pounds, conſtantly burning 
therein; which grant bears date the 18th of 
Edward IV. [J. At the ſame time the 
king granted them frec-warren [/], return of 
writs, ſummons of the exchequer, and felons' 
goods, together with a court leet in Cradley 
and Hagley: But the abbot and monks 
of Weſlminſter enjoyed theſe manors a very 
ſhort time, for Thomas Butler younger bro- 
ther of the earl of Wiltſhire, getting into 
the king's favour, procured Cradley and 
Hagley, together with other forfeited lands 
of the ſaid earl, to be reſtored to him. What 
compenſation was made to the church of 
| Weſtminſter does not appear, but doubtleſs 
they had ample fatisfaftion made them for 
this reſumption of the king's grant. About 
this time a great litigation aroſe between the 
ſaid Thomas Butler, then created earl of Or- 
mond, and Sir Henry Willoughby, Sir Tho- 
mas Fererrs knts. and John Aſton eſq. as 
well tor the lordſhips of Cradley and Hagley, 
as for divers others he was .in poflefſion of 
under the will of his grandmother lady Ber- 
gavenny, which at laſt were finally deter- 
mined by an award made by the lord trea- 
ſurer Dynham, lord D*Aubigney, and the 
two chief juſtices; and hereby the ſeveral 
lands in queſtion were confirmed to the earl 
of Ormond, on his paying Sir Hugh Wil- 
loughby, &c. the ſum of $8o0ol. This earl 
died the 3d of Auguſt, 1515, leaving iſſue 
by Anne his wife, daughter and ſole [u] heir

which Anne had for her ſhare among 
other lands of her fathers, this manor of 
Cradley. Mer grandſon Sir John Seyntleger, 
knt. fold it, anno 1564, together with Old 
Swinford, Hagley and Clent, to Sir John 
Lyttelton, of Frankley. knt. whoſe lineal 
deſcendant now enjoys it: 

The river Stour ſeems to have been theantient 
boundary between Cradley and Rowley, and 
conſequently of the counties of Worceſter and 
Stafford; but it appears by a court roll, 33 
Henry: VIII. that one of the abbots of Haleſ- 
owen, diverted the courſe of the river here, 
(perhaps for the improvement of his lands 
at Rowley) for which the convent paid yearly 
to the lord of Cradley, 12d. and a pound of 
wax: * Juratores dicunt quod gurges ibi- 
« dem vocat. Stowte eſt meta inter comitat. 
& Stafford et Wigorn, et diviſit dominium 
de Rowley et dominium de Cradley. Et 
% meta domini iſtius extendit ad medium ve- 
terem curſum aque predicte.

tient times a capital manſion or manor houſc, 
with a chapel annexed to it, ſituated in what 
is now called Cradley-park; where at this 
day appear conſiderable ruins, though now 
overgrown with wood, and the ſcite is en- 
compalled with a mote; alſo at a very little 
diſtance is a field called the Chapel Leatow, 
where I ſuppoſe the chapel ſtood; which con- 
jecture is ſupported by the tradition of the

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Henry VIII. of the herbage of Cradley-park; 
with a proviſo for his keeping up the fence 
thereof. Anno 1427, a perſon. of the name 
of Bere, who, by his bearing a coat of arms, 
ſeems to have been of ſome conſideration, 
flouriſhed here ; for in a grant of lands in 
Rowley, he ſtiles himſelf of Cradley, and 
ſeals with a chevron between three baker's 
peels [o]. 

The land-tax of Cradley at 4s. in the pound, 
amounts to 741. 18s. 6d. per ann. It paid to 
the poor in 1776, about 240l. 

LUDLEY. 

This manor, as the two laſt deſcribed, lies 
in the Worceſterſhire part of Hales pariſh, 
and in the Halfſhire hundred: and in the 
Conqueror's Survey 1s thus deſcribed. 

The canons of Wolverhampton hold Lud- 
ley; there are two hides 1n all; they held 
it in the time of Edward the Confeflor : 
they have here two villans, and two bond- 
men, and one bordar, with tour ploughs : it 
is yearly-worth 1 55. [G]. 

A college of ſecular canons having been 
founded, or at leaſt largely endowed at Hamp- 
to. 12 Staffordſhire by Wulfruna, a religious 
i:'y, ann. 996. in the reign of Ethelred II. this 
ung other manors was given to them: and it 
appcarsb y Dome ſday-Book they were in poſ- 
ſeſſion of it at the time of the Norman Con- 
queſt, as their ſuccoſſors arc at this day. 
Tue cuſtos, or dean, lays Sir William Dug- 
dale, is lord of Wolverhampton, Luiley, &c. 
and has view of frank pledge, felons goods, 
and other franchiſes, in theſe and all other 
manors belonging to their church [9]. 

Ludley has for a long time been held by 
the earl of Bradford's family, in leaſe from 
the dean and prebends of the faid church of 
Wolverhampton ; but the tythes belonged to 
lord Lyttelton as impropriator of Hales-owen. 
I don't find there was ever any capital man- 
ſion or manor place here; but one Mr. Tyrer 
dwelt at Ludley, anno 1655, who, being a 
royaliſt, compounded for his eſtate by the 
payment of 650l. [VI. 

Ludley is aſſeſſed to the land-tax at 4s. in 
the pound, in the ſum of 3ol. 18s. and 
paid to the poor in the year 1776, about 35l. 

Having now finiſhed my enquiry into the 
antient and preſent ſtate of the ſeveral ma- 
nors ſubordinate to, and within the pariſh 
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and ſeignory of Haleſowen; before J enter 
upon the deſcription of the pariſh church and 
abbey of Halcs, permit me to touch upon 
ſome matters relating to the pariſh at large, 
which could not properly be mentioned in 
the foregoing account of the borough or its 
dependent lordſhips. Firſt, with regard to 
the civil government of this antient borough, 
there is annually elected at the ſeveral courts 
a conſtable for the borough, and another for 
the manor ; which latter includes all the 


- townſhips that lye in the Shropſhire part of 


Hales, except Oldbury ; which chuſes a con- 
ſtable of its own, as likewiſe do the three 
following townſhips, which are ſituate in 
Worceſterſhire, viz. Cradley, Warley-Wigorn, 
and Ludley : there are alſo choſen yearly at 
the manor-court Thirdboroughs, for the Hill 
quarter, Rudacre, Hawn and Haſbury, Cake- 
more, Warley-Salop, Lappal, Ylly, Romſ- 
ley, Hunnington, and Huntington. As this 
1s an office of great antiquity, but retained 
only in few places, it may not be amiſs to ſay 
ſomething of the nature of it. Norden, 
in his ſhort deſcription of Northampton- 
ſhire, thus deſcribes a Thirdborough | s }. 
„He that it now called in Northampton- 
* ſhire a thirdborough, was of the Saxons 
called a tcothingmon, called at this day 
„in the Weſl, a tythivgman, and the place 
«© where he ruleth a tything; in time paſt 
& conſiſting of ten houſcholders, but now 
„ more or Jeſs; and every ten tythings made 
&« a hundred, whereas time hath now altered 
„it, but I think the word thirdborough 
„ among the Northamptonſhire men groweth 
e of the Saxon, and ſigniſies a pledge or ſe- 
e curity, one that ſtandeth to anſwer for all 
& ſuch as are within his tything or borow,” 
With us, at preſent, the thirdborough is no 
other than deputy conſtable, and his office is 
to ſerve warrants, attach offenders agaiult the 
peace, and the like. 

A fee-farm rent of 201. (deducting the 
land-tax) is paid yearly by the lord of 
the manor to the grantee of the crown, 
who at preſent is the widow of Sir Matthew 
Deeker bart. which, together with the 
additional ſum of 81. 1s. 3d. was reſerved 
by king Henry VIII. on his grant to Dudley 
of all the poſſeſſions belonging to Hales- 
owen abbey ; but in Trinity term 8 James J.

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this ciglit pounds one ſhilling and three-pence 
was diſcharged by decree-of the court of ex- 
chequer, in conſideration that Walſhale, Weſt 
Bromwich, Rowley, &c. were paſſed into 
other hands, and not held with the manor of 
Hales-owen, as they were when the grant 
was made to Dudley [7]. 
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The above mentioned fee- farm of 201. per 
ann. remained iu the crown till Charles IlId's 
time, who was enabled by act of Parliament 
to alicnate the fee-farm rents; when ig was 
purchaſed by the anceſtors of Sir Matthew 
Decker bart. | 

In the hamlet or townſhip of Haſbury is an 
ancient holy well, called St. Margaret's Well, 
which formerly had much good ſtone-work 
about it; but that was wholly removed in the 
year 1747. One of theſe ſtones contained ſome 
curious ſculpture, the figure of a man in a poſ- 
ture of haſty walking, and in the next com- 
partment that of another man leaning on 
crutches. From hence we may fairly con- 
clude, that the ſanative virtue of good cold 
water (for it 15 impregnated with no mineral as 
I could diſcover) eſpecially when accompanied 
with exerciſe and a ſtrong faith in St. Mar- 
garet, was ſometimes effectual here in the cure 
of lame and otherwiſ difordered perſons [u]. 


The town of Hales probably gave birth to 
Alexander de Hales, the famous ſchoolman, 
or perhaps he was a monk of the abbey here. 
Camden indced places him at Hales in Glou- 
ceſterſhire ; but that was a very inconſiderable 
hamlet till the tounding the great Ciſtercian 
abbey there, in 1246, the year after Alex- 
ander's death; whereas Hales- owen abbey 
was founded anno 1218, I am inclined 
rather to think he was a native only of 
Hales - owen, as he went to France and 
ſtudied ſchool divinity and canon law in the 
univerſity of Paris, in both which he be- 
came ſo very famous, as to be commonly 
called Doctor Irrefragabilis ; he flouriſhed 
about 1230, and, having entered himſelf in 
the order of Franciſcans, died at Paris, Aug. 
27, 1245 [x]. He hes buried in the body of 
the church of Cordeliers in Paris, with a

monument and epitaph, which laſt may be 
{cen in Pits. 

This town likewiſe gave birth to Dr. Adam 
Littelton, author of a famous Latin and 
Engliſh dictionary, and of a folio volume of 
ſermons, and many theological pieces. He 
was a man well verſed in all parts of learn- 
ing, and eſpecially the oriental; was born in 
the vicarage houſe here, 8 Nov. 1624 ; his 
father Mr. Tho. Littelton being then vicar : 
he was educated at Chriſt-church, Oxford, 
was chaplain to Charles II. and died the zoth 
of June, 1694, prebendary and ſub-dean of 
Weſtminſter, and rector of Chelſea, where 
he hes interred, with an epitaph. 


As we have given in this work an account 
of the pariſh of Hales-owen at large, although 
in ſtriftneſs only part of it belongs to our 
ſubject; we doubt not but the reader will 
pardon the inſertion of ſome particulars of the 
life of WILLIAM SHENSTONE eſquire, the 
brighteſt ornatnent of this place, although 
he was born in that part of Hales-owen 
which les within the county of Salop. For 
theſe particulars we are indebted to one of 
two of his intimate friends. 

The grandfather of this gentleman, who 
was named like himſelf William Shenſtone, 
lived at Ylley in this pariſh, where he occu- 
pied a conſiderable farm of his own, and after- 
wards purchaſed that of the Leaſowes [y]. He 
had two ſons, Joſeph and Thomas : to the 
elder of theſe he aſſigned over the farm and 
lands at Ylley ; although he ſtill continued to 
reſide there, together with his youngeſt ſon 
Thomas. But Joſeph, being now inde—- 
pendent and maſter, treated his father with. 
great diſregard, and by his ungrateful beha- 
viour forced him at length to leave the houſe. 
The old gentleman retired to the Leatowes, 
with his fon Thomas, which they jointly 
managed, chiefly as a grazing farm. Here 
Mr. Thomas Shenſtone married Anne Penn, 
the eldeſt of the three daughters of William 
Penn of Harborough, gent. [=], which lies 
cluefly in the pariſh of Hagley. By her he had 
two ſons, WILLIAM our poet, and Joſeph. The

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latter was bred an attorney at Bridgnorth, 
but never practiſed; and died unmarried at 
his brother's houſe in 1751. William, the ſub- 
ject of this account, was born at the Leaſowes 
on or about the 18th of November, 1714; 
and baptized on the 6th of December follow- 
ing []. From his earlieſt infancy he was 
remarkable for his great fondneſs for reading, 
ſo that when any of his family went to diſ- 
tant markets or fairs, he conſtantly impor- 
tuned them to bring him preſents of books ; 
which, if they returned home later than his 
uſual hour of going to reſt, were always 
taken up to bed to him; and ſometimes when 
they had been forgotten, his mother had no 
other means to allure him to ſleep, but by 
wrapping a piece of wood in paper like a 
book ; which he would hug to his pillow, till 
the morning diſcovered the deception, He 
received the firſt tincture of learning under 
a ſchool-dame near the Leaſowes, whoſe 
memory he afterwards immortalized in his 
poem of the School-Miſtreſs, and whoſe name 
he has recorded in one of his letters [5]. He 
for a ſhort time attended the grammar ſchool 
at Hales-owen ; whence he was removed to 
Solihull in Warwickſhire, under the care of 
the rev. Mr. Crumpton ; who had the tuition 
of many children, ſons of the neighbouring 
nobility and gentry. Here he made a quick

8 Mr. Shenſtone finally left college, March 25, 1742. 
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progreſs in the Latin and Greek Claſhes ; till 
on the 24th of May, 1732, he was admitted 
a commoner of Pembroke College in Ox- 
ford. Of this college he continued a mem- 
ber near ten years [c], having at the end of 
the firſt four' years put on a Civilian's gown, 
but with what deſign does not appear, for he 
never took any degree, and apparently never 
intended to follow any profeſſion, as he had 
long before ſucceeded to his paternal eſtate. 
His father had died in June 1724, and his 
grandfather in Auguſt 1726, before he was 
twelve years old, leaving him and his bro- 
ther under their mother's care, who con- 
tinued to ſuperintend the farm till her death 
in 1732, a ſhort time before he removed to 
Oxford. At her death, the guardianſhip of 
her two ſons devolved on the rev. Mr. Tho. 
Dolman, rector of Brome, in this neigh— 
bourhood, but in the county of Stafford, who 
had maried Mary Penn, their mother's ſiſter ; 
of whoſe paternal care, Mr. Shenſtone often 
{poke with great reſpect. 
About the time that Mr. Shenſtone was 
a member of Pembroke College, that little 
ſeminary was diſtingniſhed for the great 
number of men of genius and learning [d 
with which it abounded, and who have ſince 
reflected ſuch honour. on this their original 
place of education. With thete Mr. Shenſtone

i: Rev. Dr. WILLIAM Apans, the preſent learned and worthy maſter of Pembroke College, author of 


an Eſſa) on Miracles in anſwer to Hume, and many other learned Tracts ; although he took his degree 
of M. A: in 1727, (having been admitted ſcholar, as founder's kinſman, æt. 13, in 1720) was ſtill a te!- 
low of the college, and tutor in Mr. Shenſtone's time: He took the degrees of B. D. and D. D. 1758. 

2. Dr. SAMUEL JoHNsoN, author of the Rambler, Engliſh Dictionary, &c. &c. admitted a Commoner, 
Oct. 31, 1728. He left the Univerſity without taking any Degree ; but was afterwards created MI. A. 
by diploma, Feb. 10z 1755. He had the degree of LL. D. from the Univerſity of Dublin. 

3. WILLIAM SHENSTONE, eſq. a Commoner, May 24, 1732. 

4. ANTHONY WHISTLER, eſq. a Commoner, Oct. 2, 1732. He was author of ſeveral elegant little 
poems in Dodſley's Miſcellanies, and died in 17 54, at his place of refidence, Whitchurch in Oxfordſhire. 

5. Rev. Ricnax D Graves, M. A. was ſecond ſon of Rictatre Graves, eſq. born at Mickelton, in the 
county of Glouceſter, May 4, 1715: He was educated at Abingdon ſchool, in Berks, elected from thence 
Nov. 1, 1732,  ſcholarof Pembroke: college, Oxford, and choſen fellow of All Souls College, 1736. 
M. A. 1739. He is now, 1779, rector of Claverton, and vicar of Kilinerſden in the county of Somerlet. 
He contracted an intimacy with Mr. Shenſtone at Pembroke College; and has publiſhed, befides ſeveral 
Poems in Dodiley's Miſcellanies, the following ingenious pieces ; the Feſtoon, or a collection of 
Epigrams, 1767; the Spiritual Quixote, or Summer's Ramble of Mr. Geœoffry Wildgoole, 1773 3 
Il Galateo, or a Treatiſe on Politeneſs, from the Italian of de la Caſa ; Euphrolyne, a Collection ot 
Poems, 1776; and a novel, intituled Columella, or the Diſtreſſed Anchoret, 1778; in which he1s thought 
to glance at his friend Mr. Shenſtone. See the pedigree of Graves, art, Church Honeybourn, p. 198. 

6, Rev. Rozexr BIN NEIL, a Commoner, May 10, 1733. M. A. 1739. He was afterwards miniſter of 
Newport in Shropſhire, where he died in 1763. He ditplayed his taſte and learning by many excellent 
Notes in Dr. Grainger's Tibullus, printed one or two Sermons, and has a very high and juſt character 
given of him in the preface to a New Verſion of Solomon's Song, printed for Dodſley, in 1764, 8vo. 

7. Rev. WIILIAu Hawxixs, a ſcholar, Nov. 7, 1737, M. A. 1744. He was afterwards poetry pro- 
feflor, and author of three volumes of Miſcellaneous Works in 8vo. 1758. 

8. Sir WII LIAN BLAcksroxk, Commoner, Nov. 1, 1738. He was afterwards Fellow of All Souls 
College; and by his learned Commentaries on the laws of England, as well as by his able decifions 
as a juſtice in the court of Common Pleas, deſerved every praiſe. He died Feb. 14, 1780. 

Theſe may all be conſidered as Mr. Shenſtone's contemporaries, or at leaſt as members of Pembroke 
College about his time, and therefore the liſt is extended no further; otherwiſe it might have been 
obſerved, that, g. the right rev. Joux Moors, now biſhop of Bangor, 10. the right rev. WILLIAM New- 
COME, 
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ſpent ſeveral years in a moſt pleaſing ſociety, 
and contracted friendſhips which only ter- 
minated with his life. While he was at 
college, he printed without his name, a 
{mall volume of juvenile verſes, with the 
following title: Poems upon various oc- 
% caſions, written for the entertainment of 
the author, and printed for the amuſe- 
„ ment of a few friends prejudiced in his 
« favour. Contentus paucis lefloribus. Hor. 
& Oxford, Printed for Leon. Litchfield, &c. 
«© 1737. 12zmo. 

About the year 1939, he was much re- 
ſident in London; and for ſome years fol- 
lowing he divided his time between the 
metropolis, Bath, and Cheltenham, occaſi- 
onally viſiting the Univerſity. In the ſpring 
of the ycar 1740, he publiſfed his poem of 
the Judgement of Hercules ;” and in 1742, 
his „ School-miſtreſh ;”* both ſeparately, in 
8vo. In 1745 his uncle Dolman died, who 
had chiefly - managed his eſtate ; which had 
been occupied by Mr. John Shenſtone of 
Perry Hill, in this pariſh, a diſtant relation, 
who, with his ſons John and Thomas Shen- 
ſtone, rented the farm as tenants Mr. 
Shenſtone began now to be more refident at 
the Leaſowes, and at firſt boarded with his 
tenants ; but not liking the reſtraint he was 
under, at length took the farm into his own 
hands; and ſoon began to diſplay that genius 
and taſte, which at length made the Leaſowes 
to be ſo much admired and celebrated. The 
manner of laying out ground in the na- 
tural ſtyle was quite 1n its infancy when 
Mr. Shenſtone began his improvements, and 
excepting the walk through the High Wood 
(which was his earlieſt attempt) very little 
of what was executed at firſt now remains 
unaltered. By degrees he brought theſe de- 
lightful ſcenes to their preſent perfection; 
and long before he died, they had attracted 
the notice and procured him the friendſhip 
of perſons the moſt diſtinguithed for rank 
or genius. A deſcription of the Leaſowes, as 
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left at his death in 1763, by Robert Dodſley, 
may be ſeen at the end of the 2d volume of his 
Works; a poetical deſcription of it is printed 
in Woodhouſe's poems, and in Giles' Miſcel- 
laneous poems, reviſed and corrected by Mr. 
Shenſtone himſelf. This villa has been im- 
proved by a plain elegant houſe built in 1776, 
by Edward Horne eſquire, a gentleman of 
taſte, who is the preſent pofleflor, and who 
has preſerved all the rural ſcenes unaltered, 

As for Mr. Shenſtone's moral character, 
it had all the virtues, and all the imper- 
fections which attend a generous, eaſy, 
indolent diſpoſition : with a ſtrong glow of 
benevolence, and a readineſs to ferye his 
friends he had an equal diſinclination to 
inſpe& and regulate his own affairs. This, 
with a total want of frugality, and the ex- 
pence of keeping up the beauty of his ex- 
tenſive walks out of an income never more 
than 3ool. per annum, occaſioned often in- 
conveniences extremely diſtreſſing to a man 
of fine ſenſibility ; and ſometimes ruffled a 
temper naturally mild and placid. As a 
writer his merit is ſufficiently aſcertained ; 
ſimplicity, delicacy, and tenderneſs, charac- 
terize his poems more than ſtrength and fire, 
Yet many of the feebler performances, that 
clog his works and abate our reverence for 
his genius, are well known to his friends to 
have been dragged into notice contrary to 
his own intention or judgment, being either 
juvenile, or unfiniſhed efſcopes, which he 
never would have ſuffered to be printed, had 
he lived to publiſh his works himſelf; as he 
often expreſſed great concern at the previous 
inſertion of them in Dodſley's Miſcellanies, 
to whom all his manuſcripts had been ſent, 
while he was diſabled by a ſevere fit of ill- 
neſs from making a proper ſelection [e]. Poor 
Shenſtone wanted for his poſthumous works 
ſuch a friend and corrector as Parnell had in 
Pope. Yet, under all this diſadvantage, he 
ever will deſerve a place among our Engliſh 
elaſſics.

maintained a moſt intimate correſpondence. 


He had alfo for his contemporary and intimate friend in Oxford, and correſpondent afterwards (who 
I believe had been his ſchooltcllow) the rev. Rie ARD Jaco, author of the poem, intituled, 4 Edgehill, 
*« 1567,” of © Labour and Genius, a poem, 17687” and of other ingenious productions; who was of 
Univerſity College, where he took the degree of M. A. July 9, 1738. 

It deſerves notice, that Mcflrs Graves, Binnell, and the noted GRORGE WHITFIEID (who was alſo 
of Pembrote College, where he was admitted a ſervitor) all took the degree of Bachelor of Arts on 


the ſame day; June 25, 1736.

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Mr. Shenſtone was never married, but ac- 
knowledge it was his own fault, that he 
did not accept the hand of the lady whom 
he ſo tenderly loved, and whoſe charms he 
has ſo affectingly ſung in his celebrated paſ- 
toral ballad, which is among the moſt ad- 
mired of all his poems [/]. Having, as hath 
been before obſerved, impaired his fortune, 
not only by his taſte for rural improvements, 
but by an unfortunate law-ſuit, in which he 
was involved with a near relation ; he was 
upon the point of being made eaſy in his 
circumſtances by a penfion of 300 l. per ann. 
which ſome powerful friends were procuring 
for him, when he was ſeized with a putrid 
fever, which put a period to his life at the 
Leaſowes, about 5 o'clock on Friday morn- 
ing the 11th of February, 1763. He was 
buried near his brother under a plain flat 
ſtons, inſcribed with his name, on the ſouth- 
fide of Hales-owen church-yard. 

Afterwards his friend Mr. Graves ſent 
a neat urn to be erected to his me- 
mory, which was ſet up in Hales-owen 
church, although the verſes inſcribed upon 
it have immediate reference to the place of 
his interment, as the reader will obſerve, 
who will find them printed among the mo- 
numental inſcriptions, 


The land-tax for the Worceſterſhire part 
of this pariſh occurs above, in the account of 
the three manors of Cradley, Warley-Wigorn, 
and Ludley ; that for the Shropſhire part 
amounts, at 4s. in the pound, to 191. 2s. 8d. 
for the borough, and 1 221. os. 6d. for Romſ- 
ley quarter, which includes Romſley, Hun- 
nington, Haſbury, and Ylley ; the like for 
Hill quarter, which includes Hill, Lappal, 
Warley-Salop, and Ridgacre ; and the ſame 
ſum for Oldbury quarter, which includes 
Oldbury, Langley, Hawn, and Cackmore, 
in all 3851. 4s. 2d. which with 1 5gl. 125. 6d. 
for the Worceſterſhire manors, makes the 
whole ſum payable out of Hales-owen pariſh 
amount to 5441. 16s. 8d. 
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The Cuvxcu of HALtzs-OweN. 


That a church was eſtabliſhed here in the 
Saxon age I make no doubt, as well from 
the remains of Saxon architecture, which 
appear at this day in the weſtern part [g]. 
as from the Domeſday ſurvey of the manor, 
by which we learn, that there were then 
duo Preſbyteri at Hales, one of whom pro- 
bably ſerved St. Kenelm's chapel. The ad- 
vowſon, together with the chapels of St. 
Kenelm and Frankley, which latter ſeems 
to have been founded in Richard Iſt's time, 
was granted to the abbot and convent of 
Hales by Peter de Rupibus biſhop of Win- 
ron, at the cloſe of king John's reign, in 
conſequence of the ſaid king's grant to him 
of ' Hales manor cum pertinentiis for the 
purpoſe of founding a monaſtery here; which 
grant of the advowſon was confirmed the 
ſame year by Walter de Grey biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, with a reſervation of its continuing 
ſubje& to the ſee of Worceſter [4]. It was 
likewiſe again confirmed by the ſucceeding 
biſhops Silveſter and Cantalupe, and the 
prior and convent of Worceſter : biſhop Gif- 
ford alſo ratified the ſame by an inſtrument 
dated anno 1269, 54 Hen. III. and the fol- 
lowing year he appropriated the church of 
Hales cum Capellis to the ſaid abbot and con- 
vent, reſerving to himſelf and ſucceſſors the 
ſum of four marks for procurations, and at 
the ſame time ordained the vicarage of the 
yearly value of ten marks [:]. The convent 
being thus inveſted with the tithes as well 
as the advowſon, procured a bull from Pope 
Martin for the better itrengthning their title, 
and by this bull they were impowered, as 
ſoon as a vacancy happened in the charch, 
either by death or removal, to ſerve it by 
one of their canons, who ſhould be perpetual 
vicar, and ſubject to the biſhop of Worceſter 
in ſpirituals, but to the abbot and convent in 
temporals [+]. They were alſo enjoined by 
the ſaid Pope, to breed up ſome young men 
in the ſtudy of divinity and other uſeful

informandos [I].“ Anno 1331, 5 Edward 
HI. Adam Orleton ratifies and confirms 
the aforeſaid grants of his predeceſſors, and 
thereby eſtabliſhes the convent's right in 
this chureb, with its appendent chapels of 
St. Kenelm and Frankley [ul. One would 
imagine that ſo ſtrong and clear a title as 
this would hardly have been conteſted ; 
nevertheleſs before the cloſe of the reign 
of Edward IH. in 1372, the abbot and con- 
vent of Hales appeared by their proctor in 
the church of St. Bartholomew Smithfield 
juxta London, and there appealed to Rome, 
and proteſted before a publick notary of their 
right to the appropriation of Hales cum ca- 
pellis, alſo of Clent with the chapel of Row- 
ley, and of Walſhale, with the chapel of 
Wedneſbury and Ruſhal [u]. 

It does not appear who it was that liti- 
gated their right in theſe appropriations, but 
it ſeems as if the ſuit was ſoon dropt, for the 
Worceſter regiſter ſhews that the abbot and 
convent of Hales preſented to the vicarage of 
Hales from the year 1270 to the diflolution 
of their houſe, and their right to the appro- 
priated tythes was full as ſtrong as that to 
the advowſon. Soon after the ſurrender of 
this monaſtery both the advowſon and rec- 
tory impropriate were granted by Henry VIII. 
to Sir John Dudley, and paſſed by fale to 
Sir John Lyttelton, whoſe lineal deſcendant 
George lord Lyttelton enjoyed the patro- 
nage of the vicarage and impropriation of 
the rectory. We have before ſeen the ordi - 
nation of this vicarage, by biſhop Gifford, about 
the year 1270, by which the vicar's yearly 
ſtipend was fixed at ten marks. This appears 
to have been one fourth of the real value of 
the tythes, &c. for in the Lincoln taxation 
commonly called Pope Nicholas's valor) taken 
in 1291, Hales is rated as follows: Ec- 
cleſia de Hales cum vicaria conſolidata eidem, 
valet XL marcas [o]. A. D. 1705, the ſtate

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of this vicarage was given in to the biſhop of 
Worceſter, or to the Metropolitan as I take 
it, by Mr, Jukes, the then vicar, as follows: 
© Hales-Owen Vic. The patron and impro- 
priator is Sir Charles Lyttelton, knt. and 
bart. There are two chapels of, cafe belong- 
ing to the vicarage, viz, St. Kenelm's and 
Olbury ; the former endowed with 261. per 
ann. the latter unendowed, and ſerved at 
preſent by non-conforming miniſters; The 
value of the vicarage ſince the advance 
upon flax is abeut ſixty pounds per ann. It 
is 151: in the queen's books for firſt fruits. 
It has the uſual tythes belonging to vicarages, 
with a glebe worth about 121. per ann. Ita 
teſtor Tho. Jakes vicar ibid.“ From a MS. 
in the Lambeth library, entitled, Notitia 
Parochaalis, vol. VI. No. (in the MS.) r 559, 
No. (of the MS. in the library) 965. 

Not long afterwards Sir Charles Lyttel- 
ton, knt. and bart. patron and impropriator, 
ſettled the tithe of wool and lambs for ever 
on the then vicar, and his ſucceſſors; which, 
with the other profits, has now raiſed the 
vicarage to the value of 1 30l. per ann. It 
was indeed given in upon oath before the 
commiſſioners of queen [Anne's bounty, as 
under Fol. per ann. whereby it ſtands diſ- 
charged of firſt fruits and tenths: and in the 
return then made, the pariſh is ſaid to con- 
tain only 768 families; but it is now grown 
ſo populous that there are above 1000 fa- 
milies; chiefty owing to the increaſe of the 
iron manufacture. The vicar nominates to 
Oldbury-chapel, but St. Kenelm's being a 
donative and peculiar belonging to the Lyt- 
teltons has no other dependance on the mo- 
ther church of Hales but that the inhabitants 
are baptized and buried there. 

Anno 1469, 9 Edward IV. a chantry was 
founded in this church by Will. Pepewall, 
of Halefowen, and certain lands ſituated in 
Hales, Northfield, Frankley, and Weling- 
wych were ſettled for the maintenance of a 
prieſt to pray daily for the ſouls of the faid 
William, and Agnes his wife, during the 
ſpace of a year next after their deceaſe; and 
he alſo enfeoffed John his ſon with a certain 
tenement called Green's Tenement in tail 
male, in default of which, the rents and 
profits to remain for ever in the chaplain of , 


Se. 
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St. Mary's altar in this church ; but if at 
any future time there ſhould be no reſident 
chaplain here appropriate to the ſervice of 
the Blefſed Virgin, in that caſe the rents 
and profits to be diſpoſed of amongſt the 
poor, and in other works of charity at Hales- 
owen. In the Appendix, (No. 13.) the reader 
will find ſeveral curious extracts from the 
churchwarden's accounts of Hales, (which 
commence as early as the reign of Henry VII.) 
in which occur the different altars, *mages, 
and conſecrated tapers, which adorned, or 
rather defiled, this church in the times of Po- 
piſh ſuperſtition ; likewiſe, the plate and 
veſtments which were in uſe here after the 
Reformation had taken place in queen Eliza- 
beth's time: alſo the lands which were given 
for the repair of the fabric, and ſome local 
cuſtoms not uſed in other places; the whole 
well worth a careful peruſal. 

The preſent church is a very handſome 
edifice, long and ſpacious, conſiſting of a 
large nave, with two ailes divided from the 
nave or body by handſome Gothick pillars, 
The upper end of the north aile 1s uſually 
called Warley-chancel, where doubtleſs the 
Warleys antiently buried; but this, J con- 
ceive, was more antiently called St. Katherinc's 
chancel. Part of the nave from the tower 
weſtward, and likewiſe the weſt front, has 
round arches, thick clumſy pillars with 
hatched dauncette capitals, whence it is evi- 
dent, that this end of the church, together 
with the ſouth and weſt door-ways, which 
are both in the ſame ſtyle, is coeval wtih 
the Saxon or early Norman age. The win- 
dows indeed have undergone great altera- 
tions, the principal one over the weſt door 
being of the ſtyle which prevailed in the 
time of king John, or Henry III. The tower 
(on which is erected a fine ſtone ſpire) toge- 
ther with a row of ornamental ſmall co- 
lumns, that are now placed on the outſide 
the eaſt front above the great window, but 
were probably removed from ſome other part 
of the church when the preſent eaſt end was 


rebuilt, are alſo of the Saxon age; and ſo» 


is the font, which I think is as old as 
the firſt church that ever was erected here [p)]. 
It ſeems to have been the uſual practice 
on the rebuilding our country churches 
in moſt parts of England, to preſerve the 
ornamental parts, and work them up in 

the new fabric ; eſpecially the columns and 
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arches over the principal entrance, and 
that alſo which divides the chancel from 
the nave. Hence we find the Saxon mode 
prevailing in the principal door-way, and in 
the arch between the body and chancel of 
many of our neighbouring churches, as Ped- 
more, Chaddefley, Upton-warren, Stoke- 
Prior and Tardibig, &c. when all the reſt 
of the edifice is Gothic. All theſe manors 
are recorded in Domeſday-Book to have had 
churches in the time of William I. whence 
we may fairly conclude (as the Conquerot's 
reign was not a period of church-building) 
that each of theſe places had churches 
in the Saxon times; but theſe being for 
the moſt part wooden ſtructures, and the 
arches alone built of ſtone, they were re- 
tained in the new fabricks on their being 
rebuilt, as the only part worth preſerving. 
This church has few remarkable monuments 
or inſeriptions; there is one at the upper end 
of the north aile, ornamented on the top 
with the arms of Lyttelton, Argent a chev- 
ron between three eſcallops Sable with a 
mullet for difference, and thus inſcribed:

Sir John Lyttelton of Frankley knt. who 
purchaſed Hales owen, had ſepulture in this 
church Feb. 1589-90, as had Gilbert his 
ſon and heir in 1599; and likewiſe John 
Lyttelton eſq. his father, anno 1530, aged 
32 years, but the latter was buried in the 
church- porch. No monument appears to 
have been erected for any of them, unleſs 
the cumbent ſtone figure now lying next 
the wall in the church-yard, by the ſouth 
porch, was defigned for the latter, though 
I rather think it of higher antiquity. 

This church was dedicated to &. Tohn the 
Bapti/t. A ſouth eaſt proſpect of it by James

Green, 
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Green, a lad of 17, was engraved, and de- 
dicated to Sir Thomas Lyttelton the patron. 
The coats of arms in the windows are all now 
broken and gone, except Lyttelton impaling 
Burley, which was the bearing of Sir Thomas 
Lyttelton, knight of the Bath, and one of 
the judges of the Common Pleas, temp. 
Hen. VI. and Edw. IV. and Joan Burley, 
his wife. This ſhield was accompanied here 
with their portraitures, to which the great 
lord Coke refers his readers in the Proemium 
to his firſt inſtitute in the following words: 
« He that is deſirous to ſee the grave and 
reverend countenance of our author, may

This urn was erected entirely at the ex- 
pence of the Rev. Mr. Richard Graves of 
Claverton near Bath, to the memory of his 
friend. The verſes written by him were in- 
tended to have been cut upon the pedeſtal : 
but Mr. John Hodgets, who had the care of 
erecting the urn, cauſed the marble ſlab to 
be placed, and his own name put thereon, 
charging the whole expence to Mr. Graves, 
who intended to have had the urn placed 
over Mr. Shenſtone's body, which lies on the 
ſouth {ide the church-yard, and to have had it 
fenced with rails. 


In the body of the church is a flat ſtone, 
with this inſcription : 

Here heth the body of Thomas Peſhall 
[ formerly engraved Pearſall], late of Hawn, 
gent. who departed this life the 2oth day of 
March, A. D. 1714, and was buried on the 
22d of March, in the 63d year of his age.

In this aile are buried the family of the 
late Ferdinando Dudley Lea lord Dudley, 
in a vault, made by his lordſhip for the uſe 
of his family.

Antiently called Hantone, Hanton, and Hante, lies in the upper diviſion 
of Half ſhire hundred, and in that part formerly called Clent hundred, 
bounded eaſt by Crutch and Elmbridge, weſt by Doverdale and Weſtwood, 


north by Elmley Lovet, and ſouth by a disjointed part of St. Peter's Droit- 


wich ; contains about fixteen hundred acres, fifteen hundred of which 


belong to Sir H. P. Pakington. 


N Domeſday we read that Urſo de Abetot 

holds Hamtune in Clent hundred, and 
Robert of him. Alwold had held it. There are 
four hides, in demeſne is one carucate, a prieſt, 
and five villans, and two bordars with four ca- 
rucates, and there might be four carucates 
more. There are ſeven ſalt - pans yielding four- 
teen oræ. There are two herdſmen. In the time 
of king Edward it was worth four pounds, at 
the ſurvey three pounds [a]. In the White Book 
of Worceſter it is called Hante, which with 
Upton, Grafton, Chadeſwicke, &c. is men- 
tioned to belong to Urſo D' Abetot. His heirs 
the Beauchamps ſucceeded, and annexed it to 
their barony and caſtle of Worceſter, they 
being hereditary ſherifts of the county. Hamp- 
ton, thus acknowledging the Beauchamps 
lords paramount, became afterwards the pro- 
perty of the Lovers, an honourable family 
then living at Elmley Lovet ; from whom 
the pariſh of Hampton obtained the name of 
Lovet. The Lovets became extinct by two 
co-heireſſes dying without iſſue [5]. Hamp- 
ton Lovet then became the inheritance of the 
Blounts, who were originally deſcended from 
the Lovets; for Iſabell being firſt the wife 
of Henry Lovet from whom the Lovets de- 
{cended, became afterwards the wife of Sir 
William Blount, the anceſtor of the Blounts 
of Sodington. The firſt mention which is 
made of the Blounts in Hampton Lovet is 
in the exchequer 2 Ed. III. where William 
le Blount is ſaid to have charter-warren in 
this manor [c]. The next mention is 20 
Ed. III. where Jon le Blount is ſaid to have 


lands in this pariſh. By certain evidences it 
appears, that Thomas de Hugford parſon of 
Hampton Lovet did 19 Ed. III. convey the 
manor of Hampton Lovet, with the advowſon 
of the church, to Sir John le Blount, knt. 
and Eliz. his wife; and in the ſame year 
Joan the wife of Richard Bofler releaſed 
to the ſaid Sir John le Blount, knt. lord 
of Hampton Lovet, certain lands in the 
manor of Thickenapultre, which afterwards 
deſcended to Alice ſiſter of William le 
Blount and wife of Sir Richard Stury knt. 
7 Hen. VI. in the exchequer, we ſee again 
that the heir of John Blount, held lands in 
Hampton Lovet, which John Blount ſome- 
time had. This laſt Blount of Hampton 
Lovet was deſcended from Sir Walter Blount 
the elder, knt. whoſe deſcendants afterwards 
became perſons of great dignity. This ap- 
pears in Dodderhill church, where the arms 
of Blount quartering Gules a bend between 
{ix croſs croſlets Or, Ferneux, is ſet next to the 
earl of Warwick. Further to ſhew the con- 
tinuance of the Blounts in Hampton Lover, 
Sir Richard Haſyll was admitted 5 Nov. 
1417, to the perpetual chauntry of St. Anne 
in the church of Hampton Lovet, void by 
refignation of Sir Henry Amys, by preſen- 
tation of Sir Thomas Blount, knt. perpetual 
patron of the ſaid chantry. In the reign of 
Edward IV. Sir Walter Blount was raiſed to 
the dignity of a baron by the title of lord 
Mountjoy, as deſcended from Sir John Blount 
of Sodington, who had married Iſabell or 
Ifol, heireſs of Sir Ralph Mountjoy. From

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this marriage, after divers deſccnts, iflued Sir 
Charles Blount earl of Devonſhire, baron 
Mountjoy, and knight of the garter. But 
long before his time, lord Mountjoy ſold 
the manor to Sir ohn Pakington, knt. in 
whoſe family it now remains. 

In the foundation of Kenelworth priory 
the name of Pakington occurs as a perſon of 
repute; many years afterwards, the name of 
Pakington is mentioned with great reſpect, 
for founding a chantry in Chelmiſcote, in 
the lordſhip of Brayles, in the county of 
Warwick, which belonged to this family ſe]. 
In the regiſtry of the priory of Worceſter, 
the name of Thomas Pakington is record- 
ed fo early as the year 1322. It appears 
that the family of Pakington firſt came into 
this county by marriage of John Pakington 
with a daughter of the ancient and honou- 
rable family of Waſhborne of Stanford, 
about the latter end of the reign of Henry 
VT. J. His father John Pakington is re- 
cited in an office found before Robert Ruſſell 
eſcheator of this county, 14 Henry VI. The 
grandſon of this firſt- mentioned perſon, who 
married Margaret Bowlwynch, of an ancient 
family in the pariſh of Aſtley, was Sir John 
Pakington, who, for his great knowledge in 
the common law, was in high favour with 
king Henry VIII. [g], who made him a 
Welſh judge. He had a grant of Weſtwood, 
and died 2 Eliz, ſeiſed of thirty-one manors, 
and was buried at Hampton. 

He grew, ſays Mr. Habingdon, to ſuch 
an heyghthe as from his howſe are now de- 
ſcended one viſcount and two baronets. The 
firſt Sir John Scudamore, of Home-Lacy, 
co. Hereford, viſc. Sligo, heir in the 4th de- 
gree to Urſula, da. and coheir of this Sir 
John Packington ; the ſecond Sir Thomas 
Lytelton, of Frankley, ſixth heir in the ſame 
degree to Briget, daughter and coheir of the 
ſame knight : the third Sir John Pakington, 
of Hampton Lovet, bart. heir in the ſame 
fourth degree to Robert Pakington, third 
brother of the great Sir John Packington ; 
which knight, beſides lands and large por- 
tions diſtributed between his two daugh- 
ters and coheirs, left Hampton-Lovet, with 
other revenues, to Sir Thomas Packington, 
ſon and heir of this Robert Packington, and 
father of Sir John Packington, who flouriſhed 
once in queen Elizabeth's court.”

5 Eliz. This pariſh contained 24 families, 
now there are eight families and thirty cot- 
tagers. It pays to the land-tax 2021. 108. in- 
cluding Crutch and Weſtwood, although the 
whole value of the pariſh, excluſive of thoſe 
places, is not above 1000l. per ann. It paid to 
the poor, in the year 1775, Fol. 

Connected with this pariſh are two extra- 
parochial places, Weſtwood and Crutch. To 
the land and window-tax they are aflefſed 
with Hampton ; but each pay their ſeparate 
poor. Weſtwood was formerly a lodge and 
banqueting-room belonging to the manſion- 
houſe at Hampton, the anticnt ſeat of the 
Pakingtons ; whoſe houſe here was probably 
built the latter end of Henry VII. for Le- 
land, in his Itinerary, vol. VII. p. 1 3, lays, 
* Pakington hath a veri goodly new houſe 
of brike, called Hampton-court, a vi mile 
„ of from Wiceſtre, ſomewhat northward.” 
During the civil wars of Charles I. the 
houſe was burnt down; and the family 
making large additions to the lodge, by add- 
ing four wings, Weſtwood became thence 
forward the ſcat and manſion-houſe of the 
Pakingtons. 

Taukanapultre, ſometimes written Tich— 
enapultreu, is a manor mentioned in Domeſ- 
day [] as the land of Hugo Laſne in Came 
hundred, which is now part of Halfſhire. It 
is there called Tichenapletreu, and it is ſaid, 
Hugo Aſinus, or VAſne in French, or in 
Engliſh, Hugh the Aſs, hulds of the king 
Tichenapletrue, and William of him; A. 
woldus held it; there are three hides ; in 
demeſne are two carucates and eiglit bordars, 
and one foreigner with three carucates. There 
are four herdſmen, and one maid, and twelve 
acres of meadow. In Wich 1s a falt vat, 
yielding thirty mits of ſalt; in the time of 
king Edward it was worth forty ſhillings, 
now thirty ſhillings. 

Mr. Habingdon ſuppoſes this manor to 
comprehend part of St. Peter's and St. Au- 


guſtine in Dodderhill ; but it ſeems more 


probably to have been part of Hampton Lovet, 
as 13 Ed. III. it was the land of Ber, and 
Richard le Boſter, or Bottelcr, fold it to Sir

The windows are new glazed with plain 
glaſs. Formerly were painted here the arms 


of the families with which the Pakingtons 


were connected. I ſhall inſert them as they 
were in Mr. Habingdon's time, from his MS. 

In a chapel built by Sir Thomas Paking- 
ton, An. Do. 1561, on the north fide of the 
chancel, is a window of five pancs; in 
the middle pane, Sable and Argent, 
party per chevron, in chief 3 mollets Ox.

© church of Eveſham holds Hantun ; there 
% were five hides in the time of king Ed- 
« ward. It lay in the hundred of Oſ- 
% woldeſlau. At the time of the Survey, 
e there were in demeſn three carucates, and 
« fifteen villans, and five bordars, and one 
« foreigner, with four bordars. Among them 
all they had ſeven carucates; there were 
« eight men ſervants, and ten acres of 
„% meadow, and a new vineyard, and two 
« mills of twenty ſhillings. 
« an hundred ſhillings at the time of king 
« Edward; at the Domeſday Survey, fix 
pounds [a].“ 

Under the lands of Urſo de Abetot, we 
read that that nobleman held Hantune : * the 
« abbot of Eveſham held it in the time of 
« king Edward; there were four hides, 
„ Robert held it of Urſo. In demeſne was 
« gone carucate, and four villans, and fix 
« bordars, with two carucates, and there 
« might be two carucates more ; there were 
« two men ſervants, and a mill worth thirty 
„% ſhillings, and a falt-work yielding three 
« orz, In the time of king Edward it was 
« worth four pounds; at the Survey fifty 
« ſhillings ; the abbot of Eveſham bought 
« this manor of a certain Thane, who had 
« a right to ſell his land to whom he pleaſed, 
« m the time of king Edward. The abbot 
« gave it tothe church by a deed placed upon 
« the altar, as the whole county witneſſed.“ 

Thus probably, at the Conqueſt, part of 
Hamptonwas taken from the abby by violence, 
which perhaps was the reaſon why the value of 
it, about that time, ſunk from four pounds to 
fifty ſhillings, though the part which re-

mained with the abbey roſe in value frotn an 
hundred ſhillings to fix pounds. 

At the diffolution of religious houſes this 
village came into the hands of laymen. Ri- 
chard Andrews had a grant of meſſuages and 
lands here which did belong to the abbey, 
36 Hen, VIII. The ſame year Richard An- 
drews had a licence for conveying ſome of 
theſe lands to Thomas Edwing, alias Love. 
At the tame time Sir Philip Hoby was ſeiſed 
of the manor of Hampton, which he made 
over to his brother Sir Thomas Hoby, from 
whom it deſcended to his ſon Sir Edward 
Hoby, who ſold it to his tenants. 

Hampton 1s divided into Great and Little. 
Upon the late inclofure they were both ſur- 


'veyed ; the former contamed, old inclofures, 


345 acres, 3 roods, 33 perches; new inclo- 
ſures, $06 acres, 2 roods, 5 perches; roads, 
20 acres, 1 rood; total 1172 acres 2 roods, 
38 perches. Little Hampton contained old 
incloſures, 33 acres, 1 rood, 31 perches ; new 
incloſures 404 acres, 1 rood, 32 perches ; 
roads, 13 acres, 3 roods, 37 perches ; total 
451 acres, 3 roods, 29 perches ; the whole 
pariſh then contains 1624 acres, 2 roods, 18 
perches.

A. D. 1776; which decreaſe is probably ow- 
ing to the diſſolution of the neighbouring 
abbey. h 

It pays to the land-tax, at 4s. in the pound,

to the poor in the year 1776, about gol. 

The CHURCH 1s dedicated to St. AnDerw. 

The parſonage of Hampton anciently was 
in the abbey of Eveſham ; now it is annexed 


to Chriſt-church, Oxtord.

1575; from the year 1768 to 1777, both in- 
cluſive, there were 299 baptiſms, and 241 
burials ; in the firſt ten years of the regiſter, 
from 1578 to 1587, both incluſive, there 
were 201 baptiſms ; the account of bu— 
rials for that time is fo ill kept, that they 
cannot be told with any certainty. The 
Poor's rate for ten years commencing 1690, 
amounted to 1081. and for the laſt ten years 
to 20191. In the year 1775, the pariſh paid 
about 260l. It pays to the land-tax, at 48. in 
the pound, 5781. 6s. 8d. 


When Theulphus was biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, about the year 1120, Nicholas Fitz- 
bernard held half a yard of land which 
gelded; and Emma half a yard of free land 
which gelded not; the names of other tenants 
are mentioned in the biſhop's records, but it 
1s needleſs to repeat them. 


About the year 1280 Godfrey Gifford, 
biſhop of Worceſter, at the requeſt of Ni- 
cholas de Ayleſbury, parſon of Hanbury, 
gave out of his demeine one acre of land 
near the church-yard, to build a houſe for 
a prieſt, who ſhould continue there to cele- 
brate the office of the Bleſſed Virgin. Walter 
de Cantilupe biſhop of Worceſter, purchaſed 
Gofhall of Henry de Goſhull, and gave it 
to the ſee. 


Above Goſhull lay a common free for all 
men of the country whether bond or free 
for their cattle, &c. as appears by the biſhop's 
regiſter. 

Among other tenants of the biſhop in this 
manor, were the Knights Templars [g], who 
had five hides, three yards land and half, 
given them by Sir Hugh Pantulfe, in Brocton, 
now called Temple Broughton. After the 

diſſolution it came to Sir John Throgmor- 
ton, then to his ſon Francis, as before men-

the year 1125, and held half an Ride, or 
two yard land, Mr. Habingdon ſays, the heir 
of this family was at Honbury in his time, 
in the year 1637; their pedigree is entered 
in the Heralds College, A. D. 1559, 

Wythe, a family mentioned in St. Peter's, 
Droit wych, was perhaps the ſame with W'1bp, 
or Wibbe, a family in Hanbury, who gave 
name to their habitation ; their lands came 
to Alice, daughter and heir of Thomas Wybbe, 
wife of Thomas Jenettes, who. had by her 
only Matilda, married to John Stafford, and 
they had only one daughter, Agnes, married 
to Richard Andrews, whoſe family ſold it to 
Mr. Richard Vernon, and it {till retains the 
name of the Wybbe-houſe. * 

The biſhop had forty tenants in Hanbury, 
the chief tenant held the farm at Bhkeley. 

Shelve, or Shell, lies part in Himbleton, - 
and part in this pariſh ; it was given by Lucy 
Baltram, A. D. 1 361, to the college at Weſt- 
bury, near Briſtol; after the Diſſolution, it 
was given to Ralph Sadler; 3 Edw. VI. it 
paſſed to Thomas and Richard Fincher; part 
of it went with Elizabeth to her huſband, Mr. 
Ralph Lench ; the other part remained in the 
Finchers. Here was a chapel. 

Park-hall, fo called hecauſe it is near the 
antient park of the king, belonged to Wil- 
liam de Sareſhull, and belongs now to Mr. 
Hunt of Feckenham. 

Hollow-fields, or Holy-ficlds (ſo called be- 
cauſe the empreſs Maud gave this farm to 
the abby of Bordeſley) was a manor that 
belonged after the diſſolution to the Dyſons, 
and belongs now to Henry ' Cecil: efq. in 
right of his wife. 

The Wall-houſe belonged formerly to the 
Rudinges, a family that entered their pedegree 
in the Heralds College in the year 1569. I 
find likewiſe among the gentlemen of Wor— 
ceſterſhire, who entered their pedigrees and 
arms at that time one Squire of Hanbury,

is ſituated on a high hill, from whence there 
is a very pleaſant proſpect, and is itfelf an 
object to the country round; from the par- 
ſovage-houſe to the church, you aſcend by 
180 ſtone ſteps.

HANLEYCASTLE. 


Not far from the Severn ſtood à caſtle, 
formerly the reſidence of the duke of War- 
wick; and after him the lord Deſpencer, of 
which there are no traces at this time. It was 
a large ſquare building with four towers, ſut- 
rounded by a moat ; the keep was placed in 
the north-weſt corner. | 

In this pariſh the King's juſticers held 
their afſize 13 John [5]. Hugh le De- 
Jpenſer, earl of Glouceſter, 20 Edward III. 
had ten hides of land in Hanley and 
Bifiley, (the name now loſt) which Rafe 
de Monthermer, late earl of Glouceſter, 
formerly held. It was likewiſe found, by an 
inquiſition held 11 Edward III. that Eleanor; 
late wife of Hugh Deſpencer had the'caſtle of 
Hanley, and manor of Biſsley; and 33 Ed- 
ward III. Elizabeth, late wife of Hugh le 
Deſpenſer was ſeized of Hanley-caſtle, and 


the manor of Martley. 50 Edward III. Ed- 


ward Deſpenſer held the manors of Biſsley 
and Hanley; and 7 Henry VI. Richard 
Beauchamp, carl of Warwick, in right of 
his wife Iſabel le Deſpencer, held ten hides 
in Hanley and Biſsley. From this mar- 
riage iſſued Henry duke of Warwick, born at 
Hanley-caſtle, 1424, and a daughter Ann. 
Henry died at Hanley-caſtle, and is buried at 
Tewkeſbury: in him expired the name of 
Beauchamp, of which family there had been 
fix earls and one duke, who from the time 
of king Henry I. held great poſſeſſions 


here, as appears from the many religious 
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houſes founded by them in this courity. 
Duke Henry then dying without iflue, the 
lands at Haley, &c. fell to his ſiſter lady 
Ann married to Richard the great earl of 
Warwick and Saliſbury, who loſt his life, 
and was attainted of high treaſon, where- 
by his eſtates of Hanley-caſtle, and Black- 
more parke, were all forfeited to the crown ; 
which lands .37 Henry VIII: were grant- 
ed to Edward lord Clinton; who the ſame 
year fold great part of them to William 
Pinneck, | 

Queen Elizabeth by letters patent under 
the great ſeal in the ſecond year of her 
reign in conſideration of $511: gs. 6d. 
granted to Joh. Horniolds, of Standon, in 
the county of Hertford, and Katherine his 
wife, their heirs and afligns, the manor of 
Hanley, in the county of Worceſter, with 
all its rights, members, and appurtenances 
alſo the adyowſon and free diſpoſition of 
and to the vicarage of Hauley, alias Han- 
ley-Caſtle. In the above grant the queen 
reſerved and excepted to herſelf, her heirs 
and ſucceſſors, the chace called Malvern- 
chace, in the county of Worceſter and the

In Leland's Itinerary, vol. VI. p. 76, we 
read, Hamley, (i. e. Hanley) is from Up- 
* ton a mile in dextra ripa Sabrinæ a mile 
above Upton, and a flite ſhotte from Se. 

The 
caſtelle ſtandith in a parke at the weſte 
parte of the towne.

In the eaſtern part of the pariſh is Severn- 
End the pleaſant ſeat of the Lechmeres [e]. 
In the grounds is a ſorbus aucuparia of a 
very large fize ; eight feet high to the boughs 
and the circumference of the body at the 
height of eight fect from the ground eight 
feet ten inches; the lcight of the tree is 
about forty-three feet. 

Another of nearly equal ſize may be ſeen 
in the plantations of John Martin, eſq. of 
Ham Court, near Upton upon Severn. There 
are ſome very large ones in lord Exeter's park 
at Burleigh. It is pity this tree is not more 
cultivated, as it is very beautiful and hardy, 
the wood extremely cloſe and firm, very 
uſeful for many parts of mill work, for mak- 
ing mathematical inſtruments, and exciſe— 
men's gauging ſticks [d]. 

Hanley-hall belonged, in the reign of 
Edward I. to Gilbert de Hanley, by the 
ſervice of keeping the foreſt of Malvern ; 
afterwards it came to the Crofts; then to 
the Ruſſells of Streniham; Sir Thomas Rul- 
ſel gave it to Lis younger ſon Thomas; after 
whom it came to the Dineleys ; then it was 
purchaſed by Mr. Cafe.

It is called in Engliſh the manured ſorb, or true ſervice tree ; it produces its white flowers in May, 
and ripens its fruit in autumn; it greatly reſembles the quicken tree, or mountain aſh, but differs 
from it, in having its leaves, particularly when young, covered with hoary down on the under des ; 
which down, however, ſometimes wears off as the leaves grow old: the moſt permanent diſtinction 
therefore is found in the fruit, which in the mountain aſb conſiſts of cluſters of numerous berrics, of 
the ſize of hawthorn berries, nearly of a ſpherical form, and ot a glowing red colour when ripe ; 
but in the manured ſorb, the cluſters are ſeldom compoſed of more than three or four berries, which 
are nearly of the fize and ſhape of a ſmall wild pear, at firſt green, but when ripe, of a ycllowiſh 
colour tinged with red. Theſe laid in ſtraw till they begin to decay, become ſoft and eatable, like 
medlars, and have like them an aſtringent quality. The wood is very hard, and it is remarkable, 
that the tree ſeldom produces fruit till upwards of ſixty years old; afterwards it becomes very 
fruitful, and ſeldom fails of bearing every other year at leaſt.

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NOTES on the LECHMERE CFEDIURESEY. 


(A) Records 3 Ed. II. 


(B) Baron Lechmere was appointed to his poſt in the Exchequer at the Revolution. He was called 
to the bar as lerzeant, 4 May, 1689, and made a judge the ſame day. One of his daughters was 
married to Mr. Neale, an eminent merchant of London, by whom ſhe had in 1668, Mr. Edmund 
Smith, the author of Phædra and Hippolitus, who aſſumed the name of his maternal uncle. in era. 
goons he dh . : , in gra 
titude for his care of him after his father's death. 


(C) Nicholas Lechmere ſtudied at the Middle-Temple, of which ſociety he was a member. 

In the parliament which met July 8, 1708, he was returned for Appleby, in Weſtmorland. In 
that of Nov. 25, 1710, for Cockermouth, which place he likewiſe reprelented in 1713 and 1715. 
On the acceſſion of George I. Oct. 8, 1714, he was appointed ſollicitor general in the room of 
Sir Robert Raymond. In 1717, he was promoted to the chancellorſhip of the dutchy of Lancaſter, 
and on vacating his ſcat in parliament, he was immediately choſen for Tewkeſbury ; tor which place 
he likewiſe was returned again on his being promoted to the office of attorney general in 1718, 
He was one. of the managers againſt Dr. Sacheverell, and moved the impeachment againſt lord 
Derwentwater, one of the rebel lords. His: ſpeech, on the latter occaſion hath been publiſhed in a 
pamphlet, and in the Hiſtorical Regiſter, vol. I. p. 142. He was created Baron Lechmere, of Eve. 
ſham, in the county of Worceſter, Auguſt 25, 1721, ) George I. The preamble to his patent 
is as follows, taking no notice of the antiquity of hy tamily, he choofing rather to be the firſt, than 
to have it ſuppoſed he could derive any honour from thoſe who had gone before him. 
In his younger years, furniſhed with a general and extenſive knonled e of all good literature, he 
applied himſelf particularly to the ſtudy of the laws of his country, in the practice whereof he ſoon 
appeared eminent for bath the qualifications, exact judgement, and inimitable cloquence : in 
either of which but few only attain unto perfection: which excellency, both of judgment and elo- 
cution, as it firſt ſhined forth in the buſineſs of his profeſſion, ſo it ſobn appeared, and continued 
more eminently conſpicuous in debates in parliament ; where, by conftant attendandè and application, 
at the ſame time that he underwent the great weight both of private -bufinefs, and publick offices, he 
acquired in the univerſal opinion of men of all parties, an uncommon ſkill and ability in parliamen- 
tary affairs, with incredible diſtinEtneſs of thought, and clearneſs of expreſſion, opening the moſt 
extenfive and perplexed matters, and by the copiouſneſs and ſtrength of his reaſons influencing the 
moſt nice and important debates. For theſe cauſes we thought fit formerly to appoint him a member 
of our privy council, and our attorney-general, and chancellor for life of our dutchy and county 
palatine of Lancaſter, honours hardly ever before united in the ſame perſon, and now with regard 
to the ſame excellency, and that diſtinguiſhed zeal and integrity in our ſervice, of which he has in 
every employment, and upon every occaſion, continued to give new and undoubted proofs, we have 
reſolved to promote the ſaid Nicholas Lechmere, eſq. to the dignity of peerage.” He died of an ap- 
poplexy while at table 1727, in Camden-houſe *, which he had purchaſed, and which was fold by 
nis heir. He was a good lawyer, a quick and diſtinguiſhed orator, much courted by the Whig 
party, but of a temper violent, proud, and impracticable. 

His character may be conjectured from what Sir Robert Walpole faid to him, drawing a parallel 
between him and one of his coach horſes : Lord Lechmere, who was a great lover of fine horſes, over- 
taking Sir Robert in his coach coming from Chelſea, admired his cattle ;. Sir Robert agreed with him 
that they were all fine horſes; but, ſays he, there is one in the ſet that is worth all the reſt, if he 
would not be reſtive, but draw in company ; ſometimes he 18 {o violent that he will draw all him- 
ſelf ; at other times he will hang back, and do a great deal more harm than good. 

The ſame impetuoſity led him to ſpeak in the Houſe of Commons the inſtant he had taken the 
oaths ; upon which a member interrupted him, and facetiouſly objected to Mr. Lechinere as not a 
fating member, he never having fat down in the houſe before he ſpoke. 

Theſe anecdotes I had from Sir John Ruſhout, his intimate friend, who had his portrait at 
Northwick ; but the character of the man is fo loſt in the immenſity of wig, that | did not think it 
worth engraving : it is well known theſe full-botromed wigs were in faſhion during the reigns of 
king William and queen Anne: lord Bolingbroke was one of the fiſt that tyed them up, with which 
the queen was much offended, and faid to a bve-ſtander, “ he will foon come to court in his night» 
cap.” Soon after tye-wigs inſtead of being a mark of undreſs, became the high court dreſs. Ex in-

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Nicholas lord Lechmere married Elizabeth, third daughter of Charles carl of Carlifle, by whom 
he had no ifſuc. She remarricd Sir Thomas Robinion, of Rookby, co. York, bart, and died April 
10, 1739.

It now contains only 137; the chaſe being 
deſtroyed, has prevented the increaſe of the 
pariſh, 

It pays to the land tax at 48. in the pound, 
4201. 8s. and paid to the poor in the year 
1776, 2201. being about 18. in the pound of 
the preſent actual rents. i 

It contains 42 freeholders of 408. a year. 

The holy well called Malvern-well, be- 
cauſe it is ſituated on the ide of Malvern- 
hill, is in this pariſh. The late very ingenious 
phyfician Dr. Wall of Worceſter wrote an ac- 
count of its water, and of ſome cures performed 
by the uſe of it. Extraordinary purity is the 
diſtinguiſhing characteriſtic, in which reſpect 
it greatly exceeds any yet known. The pureſt 
waters in the city of Worceſter contained 
more than fifty times as much earth ; the 
hot well at Briſtol twenty times, and the 
ſpring at Henwick-hill, near Worceſter, 
twelve times as much earth as the holy well 
water. In the year 1743, after a very dry 
ſcaſon, Dr. Wall evaporated three quarts of 
the holy well water in an open ſilver veſſel; 
when no reſiduum was left that could be 
collected, only the bottom of the veſſel was 
tinged of a pale yellow colour : a proof that 
the water contains ſome bituminous or oily 
parts. And in the year 1756, after a long 
wet ſcaſon, when the ſource muſt have re- 
ceived ſome foulneſs from the mixture of 
extraneous bodies wafhed into it by the 
continual rains, two quarts of this water 
being carefully and ſlowly evaporated, left 
only half a grain of earth, and a very in- 
conſiderable quantity of a ſaline matter, too 
ſmall to be eſtimated : probably not the 6oth 
part of a grain. 

The water, when drank immediately as it 
comes out of the hill, leaves a peculiar tart- 
nels in the throat. This is by ſome likened 
to the raſte of braſs, or alum, and is moſt 
perceptible by thoſe who have not been 
aled to it; but the taſte is ſoon loſt, and 
the water grows ſofter after it has been kept 
ſome time, though the bottles be ever fo 
carefully ſtopped. With this water either 
acids or alcalies mix without the leaſt alte- 
ration 1n tranſparency, and without any pre- 
cipitation or conflict : yet it ſeems to contain 
a conccaled acid, becauſe iron laid in the

water is corroded; and a ſolution of ſifver, 
though at firſt it mixes without any milkineſs, 
yet by ſtanding ſome time the water grows 
gradually whitiſh, and then muddy, and of 
a*dirty reddiſh purple; and at laſt a pow- 
der of a deep purple colour 1s precipitated ; 
which is the effect of the vitriohe acid. 
A ſolution of ſoap in ſpirit of wine being 
poured into this water produces a very pale 
pearl colour ; but without curdling in the 
leaſt. This colour is much leſs milky in 
dry ſeaſons than after much ram, a proof that 
the water is more pure in the former. 
Thoſe perfons who uſe it externally to 
ſores, &c. find a very conſiderable difference 
in its effects in dry ſeaſons and after much 
rain; it agreeing better with them in the 
former. Upon the whole the efficacy of the 
water feems chiefly to ariſe from its great pu- 
rity, whereby it is enabled to paſs through 
the ſmalleſt veſſels, and not being loaded with 


any ſalts or earth, is capable of diflolving 


more than thoſe waters, which are already 
ſaturated with them. Experience here ſpeaks 
loudly in its favour ; it having long been uſed 
with great ſucceſs, particularly in diſorders 
of . the eyes, ſcrophulous caſes, old ulcers, 
leproſies, and other diſeaſes of the fkin. 

Mention 1s made of this ſpring and of one 
near it, but a httle higher up the hill, in 
„gRaniſter's Breviary of the eyes“ printed A.D. 
1622, in theſe lines:

The parſonage was antiently united to the 
abbey of Lyra in France, who made it over 
in fee farm to the prior and convent of Little 
Malvern. 

48 Edward III. it was ſeiſed into the king's 
hands as belonging to an alien religious houſe; 
but Little Malvern was permitted to preſent

till the diſſolution: the Lechmeres now hold 
the great tithes under the biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter; the vicarage is endowed with the 
great tithes of certain farms and lands. 

Dr. John Baron, maſter of Baliol College, 
Oxford, and vice chancellor of the univerſity 
in the year 1715, was born here, and had a 
{mall eſtate in the pariſh. 

Edmund Bonner biſhop of London is ſaid to 
have been born here. To what has been al- 
ready obſerved about him underElmley-caſtle, 
p- 385, I ſhall here add, that Dr. Thomas ſays, 
he ſaw among Mr. Lechmere's papers mention 
made of John Bonner, 9 H. IV.; and that 18 
H. VIII. Edmund fon of William Bonner 
granted an acre of land in Lechmere field to 
Thomas Lechmere.

N the ſurvey of England, 20 Will. I. it is 

placed in Crefllau, now Halfſhire hundred; 
but by the preſent diſtribution of lands in 
this county it is ranked in the lower diviſion 
of Oſwaldſlaw, and in the deanry of Kidder- 
minſter.-” It is thus deſcribed in the above 
ſurvey. | wry | 

The church of Worceſter holds Huerte- 
berie with ſix berewics; there are twenty 
hides, and in demeſne four carucates, and 
twenty-four villans, three bordars, and a 
prieſt ; among them all they have twenty- 
one carucates. There are twelve men ſer- 
vants, and three maids, and two mills worth 
four ſhillings, and ten ſeams of corn. A 
wood one lewe long, and half a lewe broad. 
In Wich five houſes paying five mitts of 
ſalt. In the time of king Edward it was 
worth ſixteen pounds, now thirteen pounds 
and ten ſhillings [&]. | 0 


This pariſh is nearly quadrangular, except- 


ing Over Mittön, which lies on the weſt fide -- 


of Stour, and the chapelry of Lower Mitton. 
On the north fide it is bounded, by Stone, on 
the eaſt by Elmley Lovet, on the ſouth by 
Omberſley, an on. the Mf: kr the Suern. 
Near Redſtone- ferry are two or three meadows 
on the weſtern ſide the river belonging to it, 
joining to lower Areley. The Stour divides it 
trom Lower Mitton, and continues along it 
towards the weſt, as far as Over Mitton. 

All that Leland fays of Hertlebury 1s, that 
it is four miles by north-weſt from Glou- 
ceſter [5]. 

Hartlebury was given to the ſee. of 
IVorceſter by Burthed, king of the Mercians, 
about the year of our Lord 850. 52 Hen. 
III. Godfry Gitford, biſhop of Worceſter and 
lord chancellor, obtained leave to embattle 
and finiſh the caſtle of Hartlebury, which 
was begun by Walter de Cantalupe [c]. This 
caſtle was ſtrengthened with a moat, and put 
in a poſture of defence ſufficient to ſecure it

from any ſudden attack. The gatehouſe was 
added in the end of the reign of Henry VI. 
by Dr. John Carpenter biſhop of Worceſter, 

In the red book of the biſhoprick the 
biſhop is ſaid to be lord of the manor of 
Hartlebury. His demeſnes were valued yearly 
at fourteen pounds. After mentioning ſeveral 
parcels it concludes with the wood called 
Lynholt, where the whole pariſh has common 
of paſture. 

May 14, 1646, Col. Morgan ſummoned 
Hartlebury - caſtle, wherein captain Sandys 
was governor, and therein were lord Windſor, 
Col. Sam. Sandys, late governor of Wor- 
ceſter, Mr. Anderſon his brother, lady Sandys 


his mother, and ſome other gentlemen, with 


120 foot ſoldiers, and 20 horſe ; it was made 
very ſtrong, and had proviſions for twelve 
months; however, it ſurrendered in two 


days without firing a ſhot [4d]. 


In the parliamentary furvey of this manor, 
taken about 1648, we read, that to this 
manor belongeth a ſtrong caſtle ſituate upon 
a rock, with a moat round about it full of 
water, which filleth ſeveral ponds ſtored with 


. fiſh, and this caſtle is called the ſeite of the 


manor of Hartlebury. 

To this caſtle adjoins a fair park, contain- 
ing 86 acres and 20 perch, yearly value 43l. 

There is a meadow called Redſtones- 
Meadow, containing 20 acres and 10 perch, 
value 20l. 

There is alſo a wood called Lynall, meaſur- 
ing 112 acres and 30 perch, cut down at 14 
years growth; conſequently 8 acres felled every 
year, at three pounds per acre, is worth one 
year with another 241. beſides the poles, worth 
one guinea a year. 

There is alſo a warren for rabbits on 
Hartlebury Heath, called Charlton and Tain- 
ton Warrens, worth fol. per ann. and a fiſh- 


pond with ſtore of fiſh therein,

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The caſtle, gardens, fiſh-ponds, &c. valued 
at 231. 

The total belonging to the caſtle valued at 
120]. per ann. 

The which were let by the commiſſioners, 
19 Sept. 1648 for one year to Edward Smith 
gent. for 451. 

The jury at the ſame time preſented to 
the committee, that Edmund Edwards had a 
patent from John biſhop of Worceſter, dated 
13 May, 1630, for an annuity of 3l. 6s. 8d. 
for his life out of the premiſes, and paſture 
in the ſaid park for one gelding and four 
cows, for keeping the park. One Seager the 
biſhop's cook had likewiſe an antient patent 
for term of his life for 20s. yearly, a room in 
the gatehouſe, and paſture in the park for 
one gelding, and two cows. 

The committee intended to have had the 
caſtle pulled down, and upon examination found 
the materials, ſuch as iron, ſtone, lead, glaſs, 
&c. to be worth 820]. 15s. 10d. and the 
ground on which the premiſes ſtood, to be 
worth 11. per ann. About this time Hartle- 
bury-caſtle and manor were {ſold by the par- 
liament commiſſioners to Thomas Weſtrowe 
for the ſum of 31331. 6s. 8d. [e]. 

The cuſtoms of the manor of Hartlebury 
are, to grant one life in poſſeſſion, and three in 
reverſion, and to alter and change at the will 
of the lord. When three lives have dropped 
the lord may grant the eſtate to whom he 
pleaſes, though the tenants claim the firſt 
offer. 

Upon every ſurrender, and upon the death 
of every tenant in poſſeſſion, and upon 
every marriage of a widow, there are duc 
two herriots, viz. two of the beſt beaſts ſuch 
tenant died poſſeſſed of, or in default of ſuch 
beaſt, two pieces of the beſt goods, ſuch as 
plate, feather-beds, braſs, &c.

« The rent days are Michaelmas and 
Lady-day. 

The copyhold eſtates are ſubje& to for- 
feiture. 

„ The copyholders may by cuſtom fall 
timber, or any other wood growing on their 
premiſes, for repair of their tenements, and 
for hedge-boot, plough, cart-boot, and fire- 
boot, without licence of the lord, and may

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dig ſtone, if they have any in their lands; in 
like manner. 

The copyholders have a right of com- 
mon in all commonable places, and waſte 
within the manor, and better and larger than 
the freeholders; viz. 60 ſheep for a yard-land, 
and other cattle without ſtint, and common 
of eſtovers, which the freeholders have not, 
nor any common at all in the heath, nor in 
Lynal in the lord's waſte. 

„The other cuſtoms and ſervices are ſuch 
as are expreficd in their copies; viz. fines, 
herriots, fealty, ſuit of courts from three 
weeks to three weeks. 

„ The lord has the advowſon of the 
church, the ſame being a reQory, conliſt- 
ing of a fair parſonage- houſe, glebe lands; 
prædial tithes, and ſmall tithes, to the value 
of 200]. per annum, the ſame being ſequeſ- 
tered from Mr. Smith the late incumbent, 
and one Mr. Wright placed in it by the 
committee. The lord hath a court-leet, and 
a court-baron, from three weeks to three 
weeks, alſo wayves, ſtrays, felons goods, fines, 
heriots, amerciments, and other profits inci- 
dent to the court. 

© Thelords of the manor have the royalty 
within the ſame, as hawking, hunting, fiſh- 
ing, and fowling, and particularly fiſhing 
within the river Severn, in the whole river 
ſo far as the manor is on both ſides, and on 
the one fide ſo far after as the manor borders 
on the ſaid river being about a mile.”

It pays to the land-tax, at 48. in the pound, 


3651. gs. 8d. It paid to the poor in the 


year 1775, 170l. 

In the biſhop's ledger we read, the rent of 
aſſize in Hartlebury, 131. 8s. 6d. per ann. 

In another place, 161. 12s. 8 5d. per ann. 

The true valor of Hartlebury, 20 Hen. 
VIII. was 381. gs. od. per ann. 

In the before-cited ledger many perſons are 
mentioned who held lands in Warefley of 
William de Beauchamp, ſo that the biſhop had' 
very little remaining to him in Wareſley. 

Eſſerug or Aſſerug was leaſed by Henry 
Wakefield, biſhop of this ſee, 2 R. II. with 
other lands (whereof ſome part was before 
in the tenure of lady Meſta de Aſſerug) to 
Willlam Trymenel and Joane his wife. 

In the reign of Edward the firſt, William 
de Biſhopeſdon [g] had lands in Wareſley ; 
20 Ed. III. | 4 ] John dePeyto had lands there, 
which deſcended to. his heir; theſe lands 
afterwards came to Cateſby, and Sir William 
Cateſby knt. fold the ſame to Mr. Henry 
Cookes. | 

There is a ſchool at Hartlebury, but I do not 
find when it was founded [z]; it exiſted with 
a conſiderable income, 25 March, 1558, when 
probably there was ſome miſmanagement, 
for in the following year, 1 Eliz. that queen 
gave a charter, ſetting forth that whereas 
there had been for many years a grammar 
ſchool at Hertilbury, but through the fault 
of the founder, and want of good manage-

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ment, it had produced but little profit; ſhe 
therefore orders, that for the future it ſhould 
be called the Free Grammar School of queen 
Elizabeth; that it ſhould have a maſter and 
under-maſter; and that the lands and tcne- 
ments might be better managed for the tu- 
ture, ſhe orders that twenty of the moſt 
diſcreet and honeſt men of the pariſh ſhall 
be a body corporate and politic, with power 
to ele one another; to have a common ſeal, 
to plead and be impleaded, to 'nominate a 
maſter and under-maſter whenever a vacancy 


ſhall happen. 


That the governors, with the approbation 
of the biſhop of the diocete, may make ſtatutes 
for the government of the ſchool, and the 
revenue thereof, with licence that the ſaid. 
{chool may hold 3ol. clear income, notwith- 
ſtanding the ſtatute of mortmain. Soon after 
the charter, A. D. 1563, appeals were heard 
and determined by Sandys biſhop of Wor— 
ceſter. In 1592, Aſh-Wedneſday was appointed 
for paſſing the accounts annually. In 1656, 
the maſter's wages was 321. the uſher's 10l. 
ſpent at the meeting 48. 6d. 


16 James I. A. D. 1618, Philip Hill, 
huſbandman, gave 20l. the intereſt or in- 
come, if laid out in land, to be given to the 
poor, the one half for apprenticing poor mens 


children [4]. 
The Cnvrcn is dedicated to St. James. 


The biſhop of Worceſter hath been pa- 
tron ever ſince the year 850, Licence was 
granted to the reverend Mr. James Stilling- 
fleet, 20 Auguſt 1700, to pull down the old 
parſonage- houſe, and build a new one, which 
he did, 70 feet in front, 42 deep, and 30 feet 
high to the eaves [/]. The living is now 
worth 600l. a year. 

The pariſh is exempt from the archdeacon's 
juriſdiction ; and had a ſeal, engraved at the 
end of this article, with the figure of St. 
James in the habit of a pilgrim, and this 
circumſcription : Sgillum: peculiaris: juris

This is the monument of John de 
Redburgh, rector of Hattlebury, and founder 
of that chancel : as appears by a MS. of 
chancellor Price's entituled Not itia dioceſcos, 
which contains a kind of index to the church 
regiſters, and many other curious particulars. 
Mr. Price was a very faithful ſteward to the 
biſhoprick, a very able, induſtrious, and up- 
right chancellor, and a very conſiderable an- 
tiquary; to his papers I am very much obliged 
for much curious information.

CAN TRY of HARTLEBURyY; 


A chantry was founded in Hartlebury to 
the honour of the Bleſſed Virgin, and en— 
dowed with lands in Wareſley, Whittying, 
Stone, and Shenſton, in this manor; Thomas 
biſhop of Worceſter releaſed them from the 
ſuits called Laughdies, or Lawedays, that 
they might attend this chantry with leſs in- 
terruption. This was inſtituted in remem- 
brance of the ſouls of John de Rodeborewe, 
retort of the church, his father, mother, and 
all benefactors of the ſaid chantry for ever.

In the middle diviſion of Oſwaldeſlow hundred, and in the deanry of Perſhore, 
is ſituated in the Vale of Eveſham, and bounded on the eaſt by Cleve and 
Littelton, on the north by Sawford and the Lenches, on the weſt by Norton 


and Lenchwick, and on the ſouth by the paſtures on the bank. of the river 


Avon, dividing it from Offenham. 


H1S was the patrimony of Denebertus 

ninth biſhop of Worceſter, and by 
him preſented to that church about the year 
of Chriſt 800. King Edgar freed it from all 
exactions, and enfranchiſed it with the li- 
berties of Oſwaldeſlow hundred. The priory 
being diſturbed in the poſſeſſion of its tithes 
by Sir Richard de Pippletor: knight, the pope 
delegated William de Udum archdeacon of 
Glouceſter, Thomas de Fornaco canon of 
Wells, and Thomas rector of All Saints in 
Worceſter, to hear and determine the fame ; 
before whom Sir Richard confeſſed that the 
tithes were the property of the church of 
Worceſter, and renounced his right to them. 
And alſo Alardus Ruppe clerk, to whom the 
ſaid Richard had given the tithes, renounced 
his title: Theſe reſignations were confirmed 
by Mauger biſhop of Worceſter. In another 
commiſſion from pope Gregory to the priors 
of Malvern and Aſtley, Sir Thomas Ruppe 
of Hereforton, knt. is accuſed by the prior 
and monks of Worceſter of reſerving the 
tithes of his demeans in Hereforton. He pro- 
miſed that the priory ſhould quietly enjoy 
the ſaid tithes, and that neither himſelf, or 
his attendants ſhould moleſt them therein. 
For the performance of which he bound 
himſelf, his heirs and ſucceſſors, in a penalty 
of 1008. This is witnefled by Sir Maurice 
Butler or Botiler of Oureſly, now Ouerſley, 
near Aulceſter [a]. 

In Domeſday we read Mat the church of 
Morceſter holds Herferthun, with Wiburge- 
ſtoke : there are three hides that pay taxes : 
In demeſue are two carucates and twelve vil-

With the priory it continued till the diſ- 
ſolution, ſoon after which it was given to the 
dean and chapter, and the manor belongs to 
them at preſent. 

The cuſtom of the manor was for the 
lord, who is the dean and chapter of Wor- 
ceſter, to grant three lives in poſſeſſion, and 
three in reverſion.—The widow to have her 
free bench, —a deads year,—fines arbitrary.

ARMS and MONUMENTS.

In the middle diviſion of Oſwaldſlow hundred, and in the deanry of Perſhore; 
is bounded eaſt by Inkberrow, weſt by Oddingly and Crowle, ſouth by 
Grafton Flyford and Huddington, and north by Hanbury, 


ENULPHUS king of the Mercians, 
A.D. 816, in the firſt year of his reign, 
Dencbertus being biſhop of this ſee, gave 


the manor of Himbleton to the church, as 


appears from Mr. Talbot's collections from 
the firſt leger of this biſhoprick. 

In the. ſecond year of Richard the ſecond, 
the prior and convent leaſed out their manor 
of Himbl-ton, with their demeſne lands, and 
ſtock thereon, to William Hull, clerk, for the 
term of thirty years. He was to pay yearly, 
at the four uſual terms of payment, 141. 2s. 
8d. The account of their ſtock runs thus; 
nine oxen price ten marks; three horſes price 
four marks; one boar a year and half old, and

three ſows, price thirteen ſhillings and four 
pence ; twelve hogs half a year old, twelve 
tucking pigs, one gander, five geeſe, one 
cock, nine hens, with wains and carts, and 
other utenſils for huſbandry ; which ſtore, or 
the value thereof, was to be made good by 
him at the end of his term. 

This manor, at the diflolution of religious 
houſes, was veſted in the king, who returned 
it to the dean and chapter. In the 16th of 
Ch arles I. it was ſeized by the parliament, 
of whom the tenants purchaſed the fee 
ſimple of their eſtates. At the Reſtoration 
the dean and chapter were reinſtated in their 
lordſhip, and have ſince continued in it [a].

HIM B L. 

Dunhamſted lies within the precincts of 
Himbleton, and was annexed, together with 
ten houſes with ſalt in Wich, by Kenulphus, 
to the church of Worceſter [5]. Joan de 
Donamſtede obtained leave to alienate to the 
prior and convent one meſſuage, one carucate 
of land, three acres of meadow, and twelve 
acres of wood, in Dunhamſted ; the rent of 
which was thirteen ſhillings and four pence 
per ann. Another hamlet in Dunhamſted, 
with the woods, were, 28 Ed. I. the inheri- 
tance of Peter de Salfomariſco, as the re- 
cords of the exchequer teſtify. 

Fepſton, formerly Fepſinton, was given by 
Eadwius to the ſame church, in the year 
956, being 5 caflats, ſubject only to ex- 
peditions [e], and repairing of bridges and 
caſtles, and five ſalt furnaces at Wich [A]. 
Henry I. for the fouls of himſelf and Maud 
his wife, diſcharged four hides of land in 
Fepſton from all gelds and other exac- 
tions [e]. 

In Domeſday we read, that the church of 
Worceſter holds Fepſetenatun ; there are fix 
hides, one of theſe not taxable, which was 
held by Walter Poncher, the other five pay 
taxes; and there are two carucates, and four 
villans with two carucates and four ſervants 
and fix acres of meadow, a wood halt a lewe 
long and one quarentine broad. In Wich 
ten ſhillings from the ſalt pans; it was and 
is worth ten ſhillings. [Tab. V. col. a.] 

HIiMBLETON. 

The boundary of the manor of Himbleton 
begins at a common, or waſte ground,

From the parliamentary ſurvey taken 1648, 
it appears, that the cuſtom of the manor is for 
the lord to grant three lives in poſſeſſion, and 
three 1 in reverſion. The widow to have her 
free bench,—a deads year. In all the woods 
of Himbleton, the owners thereof may keep 
them incloſed for ſeven years after they are 
fallen, and at 7 years end the woods may lie 
open to the commoners, there to depaſture 
with their cattle for the ſpace of three years, 
and then to be fallen again.

Pope Boniface appropriated this parſonage 
to the priory of Worceſter. He reſerved a 
vicarage to be ſerved by one of their monks, 
or any other prieſt removeable at their 
pleaſure, A. D. 1396. Richard biſhop of 
Worceſter, with the conſent of the. prior, 
fixed a maintenance, April 13, 1403, which 
appropriation was licenſed by K. Richard the 
ſecond. The parſonage was then valued at ten 
marcs per annum.

Now called Afreton, in the lower diviſion of Oſwaldſlow hundred, and deanry 
of Worceſter, is bounded on the eaſt by Oddingley and Tibberton, on the weſt 
by Claines, on the ſouth by Warndon, and on the north by Martin Huſſing- 
tree. It has its name from the Saxon, and as Dr. Hickes, in his preface to 
his Saxon Grammatical Inſtitutions, inſcribed to Sir J. IS ſays, 


Ggnifies cur/us cervarum [a]. 


N Domeſday we read, that of the manor 

of Norwicke Urfo holds five hides at 
Hindelep, and Alcrintun, and Godfrey of 
him: in demeſne are two carucates, and a 
prieſt, and three villans, and four bordars 
with two carucates. There are twenty-four 
acres of meadow, a wood half a lewe long, 
and half a lew broad. In Edward the Con- 
feſſor's time, it was worth thirty ſhillings ; at 
the ſuryey, twenty ſhillings. The wood is in 
the foreſt; Edric Stirman held it, and did the 
ſeryices due to the king and the biſhop. 

In the time of Edward I. Jobn D'abetot, 
not deſcended from Urſo, held theſe five hides 
of William de Beauchamp, Urſo D'abetot's 
heir; and William of the biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, It appears in the exchequer, 28 Ed. I. 
that Alexander D'abetot was lord of Hind- 
lip [5]. John D'abetot before named, father 
of Alexander D'abetot, gave lands in Alfreton 
to the priory of Worceſter, with the conſent 
of his heir Alexander, together with his 
body, which he ordered to be there buried. 
He likewiſe gave land in Lawern to the 
priory. The lands in Alfreton paſſed from 


the priory to the hoſpital of St. Wolſtan, 


without Sudbury-gate, at Worceſter. 20 Ed. 
III. Matilda D'abetot and the maſter of St. 
Molſtan's held the ſame in Hindlip, which 
John D'abetot formerly had. And 7 Hen. 
VI. the heir of Matilda D'abetot, and the 
maſter of St. Wolſtan's, were ſeized of the 
ſame in Hindlip. The name of D'abetot 
becoming extinct, So/ley ſucceeded to this 
manor : perhaps he was D'abetot's heir, ſince 
no conveyance of the eſtate could be found [o]. 


The firſt mention of Solley in Hindlip is 
in a' deed where William Walyſhe granted 
to William Solley, the ſon of Thomas 
Solley, all his lands lying in the manor 
of Hindlip, except one meadow : witneſſed 
by Thomas Hoſyntree, William Pyrye, Ni- 
cholas Smith of Hoſyntree, Richard Mulle 
of Claines, and William Coxhull: dated 
the Wedneſday after St. Mark, 13 Hen. IV. 
William Solley had iſſue Thomas Solley, 
who lived till 8 Ed. IV. He then left two 
ſons, Thomas Solley lord of this *manor, and 
Richard Solley, to whom his father having 
given lands in Hindlip, he built a houſe con- 
tiguous to his brother's manſion, Thomas 
Solley heir of Thomas, whoſe mother was 
judge Coningſby's daughter, and whoſe wife 
was fiſter of Roger Wintor of Hodington, 
purchaſed 31 Hen. VIII. the houſe and part 
of the lands of the younger family: the 
reſt Arthur Solley, heir of the ſecond brother, 
conveyed by deed and fine, 14 Sept. 4 Eliz. 
to Mr. Thomas Naſh, from whom it paſſed 
to Walford, and from Walford to Abingdon. 
The manor of Hendlip, together with the 
advowſon of the church, and Aﬀreton, then 
Mr. Solley's, as appears by record, 1 Ed. VI. 
were, after the death of Mr. Thomas Solley, 
if he had not heirs of his body, ſettled on 
Mr. Humphrey Coningsby, his near cozen, 
by his mother; which Mr. Coningſby ac- 
cordingly enjoyed it; and 5 Elizabeth he 
ſold Hyndlip to Mr. John Habington, cofferer 
to queen Elizabeth, whoſe defcendant left 
it to Sir William Compton, whoſe family 
ended in a daughter Jane, married to John

It pays to the land-tax, at 4s. in the pound, 
1011. 6s. and paid to the poor, in the year 
1776, 3ol. 128. 6d. 

The rack rent of the pariſh is about 5001. 
per annum. 

In the houſe I have ſeen a ſmall enamelled 
caſket, which being opened, the following 
was found written on parchment. 

To ſhew what was in great eſteem about 
4 150 years ago, though perchance in theſe 
% days it may not be much valued, I ſet 
% down the following relation how this ca- 
% binet hath been diſpoſed of. —It was at 
&« firſt given by the king of France to car- 
„ dinal Wolſey, when he was in France,

* it to the ſaid king Henry, who gave it to 
% queen Anne Bullen; and ſhe to the lady 
« Elizabeth, wife to Henry earl of Wor- 
% ceſter; and ſhe to their daughter the lady 
« Lucy Somerſet, wife of John Neville lord 
„Latimer; and ſhe to their eldeſt daughter 
« and coheir Catherine, wife of Henry earl 
« of Northumberland; and ſhe to their 
« daughter the lady Eleanor Percy, wife of 
« William lord Powis; and ſhe to their 
« daughter Lucy Herbert wife of Mr. Wil- 
« Ham Abington ; and ſhe to their daughter 
„ Catherine wife of Mr. Thomas Oſborne ; 
« and ſhe to their daughters Lucy and 
« Eleanor, who at any time ſhall have it re- 
& ſtored to them by their affectionate uncle, 
% Thomas Abington, 1684.“ 

N. B. The ſaid Lucy and Eleanor Oſborn 
leaving no iſſue, the caſket remained with 
the Abingtons till Thomas Abington gave it 
with his eſtate at Henlip to Sir William 
Compton Bart. the ſon of Mary Abington, 
which lady firit introduced the Roman ca- 
tholic religion into the family of Compton of 
Hartpury. 

The manſion houſe here is ſuppoſed to have 
been built by John Habington, cofferer to 
queen Elizabeth, the date in the parlour 1s 


1572. His ſon, who was concerned in va- 


rious plots, for the releaſing Mary queen of 
Scots, and ſetting up a papilt to ſucceed her, 
contrived many hiding holes in different parts 
of the building. The acceſs to ſome was 
through the chimney, to others through ne- 
ceſſary-houſes; others had trap-doors which 
communicated to back ſtair caſes: fome of 
theſe rooms on the outſide have the appear- 
ance of great chimnies. As the houſe is un- 
commonly conſtructed both within and with- 
out, I have had it engraved, together with the 
head of the builder. I have likewiſe given a 
ſight ſketch of Mr. Thomas Abingdon and his 
wife Mary, who was ſiſter to lord Monteagle, 

ſo called during the lifetime of his father 
lord Morley. Tradition in this country ſays, 

ſhe was the perſon who wrote the letter to 

her brother, which diſcovered the gunpowder 

plot. Percy, whoſe picture is at Heulip, was 

very intimate both with Abingdon and lord 

Monteagle, and is ſuppoſed by Guthrie to 

have written the letter ; but the ſtile of it 

ſeems to be that of one who had only heard 

ſome dark hints of the buſineſs, which perhaps 

was the caſe of Mrs. Abingdon, and not of 
one who was a principal mover in the whole, 

as was Percy, a deſperado, who thought 

himſelf perſonally offended, and who was 

fit for the moſt horrid deſigns [4]. Mr. 

Abingdon, huſband to this lady, was con- 

demed to die for concealing Garnet and Old- 

corn, as mentioned in the paper which fol- 

lows ; but was pardoned at the interceſſion of 
his wife, and lord Monteagle. 

Among the MSS. in the Harleian Library, 
marked 38 B. 9. is the following account, 
which agrees with that given by Mr. Abing- 
don, in ſome MSS. now before me, found 
in the houſe at Hendlip. 

A true diſcovery of the ſervice performed 
at Henlip, the houſe of Mr. Thomas Abing- 
don, for the apprehenfion of Mr. Henry 
Garnett, alias Wolley, provincial of the 
Jeſuits, and other dangerous perſons, there 
found in January laft, 1605.”

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and much expectation of ſubjeQ-like duty, but 
no return made thereof in ſo important a 
matter, a warrant was directed to the right 
worthy and worſhipful knight Sir Henry 
Bromlie; and, the proclamation delivercd 
therewith, deſcribing the features and ſhapes 
of the men, for the better diſcovering 
them. He, not neglecting ſo weighty a 
buſineſs, horſeing himſelf with a ſcemly 
troop of his own attendants, and calling 
to his aſſiſtance ſo many as in diſcretion 
was thought meet, having likewiſe in his 
company Sir Edward Bromley; on Monday, 
Jan. 20 laſt, by break of day, did engirt and 
round beſet the houſe of mayſter Thomas 
Abbingdon, at Henlip, near Worceſter. Mr. 
Abbingdon not being then at home, but 
ridden abroad about ſome occaſions beſt known 
to himſelf ; the houſe being goodlie, and of 
great receipt, it required the more diligent 
labour and pains in the ſearching; it appeared 
there was no want; and Mr. Abbington him- 
ſelf coming home that night, the commiſſion 
and proclamation being ſhewn unto him, he 
denied any ſuch men to be in his houſe, and 
voluntarily to die at his own gate, if any 
ſuch were to be found in his houſe, or in that 
ſhire ; but this liberal or rather raſh ſpeech 
could not cauſe the ſearch fo ſlightly to be 
given over, the cauſe enforced more reſpect 
than words of that or any ſuch like nature ; 
and procceding on, according to the truſt re- 
poſed in him, in the gallery over the gate 
there were found two cunning and very ar- 
tificial conveyances in the main brick-wall, 
lo ingeniouſly framed, and wit! {uch art, as 
it colt much labour ere they could be found. 
Three other ſecret places, contrived by no 
leſs {kill and induſtry, were found in and 
about the chimnies, in one whereof two of 
the traitors were cloſe concealed, Theſe 
chimney conveyances being ſo ſtrangely form- 
ed, having the entrances into thein ſo cu- 
riouſly covered over with brick, mortared and 
made faſt to planks of wood, and coloured 
black like the other parts of the chimney, 
that very dihgent inquiſition might well have 
paſſcd by, without throwing the leaſt ſuſ- 
picion upon ſuch unſuſpicious places. And 
whereas divers funnels are uſually made to 
chimnevs according os they are combined to- 
gether, and ſerve for neceſſary ute in ſeveral 
rooms, ſo here were ſome that exceeded com- 
mon expectation, ſeeming outwardly fit for

carrying forth ſmoke ; but being further ex- 
amincd and ſeen into, their ſervice was to no 
ſuch purpoſe, but only to lend air and light 
dowuward into the conccalments, where ſuch 
as were encloſed in them at any time ſhoyld 
be hidden. Eleven ſecret corners and con- 
veyances were found in the ſaid houſe, all of 
them having books, maſſing ſtuff, and popiſh 
trumpery in them, only two excepted, which 
appeared to have been found on former 
ſearches, and therefore had now the leſs credit 
given to them; but mayſter Abingdon would 
take no knowlege of any of theſe places, nor 
that the books, or maſſing ſtuff, were any of 
his, until at length the deeds of his lands being 
found in one of them, whoſe cuſtody doubt- 
leſs he would not commit to any place of 
neglect, or where he ſhould have no intel- 
ligence of them, whereto he could then de- 
viſe no ſufficient excuſe, three days had 
been wholly ſpent, and ao man found there 
all this while; but upon the fourth day in 
the morning, from behind the wainſcot in 
the galleries came forth two men of their 
own voluntary accord, as being no longer 
able there to conceal themſelves, for they 
confeſſed that they had but one apple between 
them, which was all the ſuſtenance they had 
received during the time that they were thus 
hidden. One of them was named Owen, 
who afterwards murdered himſelf in the 
Tower ; and the other Chambers; but they 
would take no other knowledge of any other 
mens being in the houſe. On. the eighth 
day the bofore-mentioned place in the chim- 
ncy was found, acording as they had all been 
at ſeveral times, one after another, though 
before ſet down together, for expreſſing the 
juſt number of them, 

Forth of this ſecret and moſt cunning 
conveyance came Henry Garnet the jeſuit, 
ſought for, and another with him, named 
Hall; marmalade and other ſweetmeats were 
found there lying by them ; but their better 
maintenance had been by a quill or reed, 
thorough a little hole in the chimney that 
backed another chimney into the gentle- 
woman's chamber, and by that paflage 
cawdles, broths, and warm drinks, had bcen 
conveyed in unto them. | 

Now in regard the place was fo cloſe, 
thoſe cuſtoms of nature which muſt of ne- 
ceſſity be done, and in ſo long a time of con- 
tinuance was exceedingly offenſive to the men 


themſelves, 


. 


themſelves, and did much annoy them that 
made entrance in upon them, to whom they 
confeſſed that they had not been able to 
hold out one whole day longer, but either 
they muſt have ſqueeled or periſhed in the 
place. The whole ſervice endured the ſpace of 
eleven nights and twelve days, and no more 
perſons being there found in company of 
mayſter Abingdon himſelf, Garnet, Hill, 
Owen, and Chambers, were brought up to 
London, to underſtand farther of his high- 
neſs's pleaſure [e\,” 

Biſhop Burnet ſays /, he ſaw in the gallery 
of Engliſh jeſuits at Rome among the pic- 
tures of their martyrs that of Oldcorn, but 
not that of Garnet. "This omifſion he ac- 
counts for by ſuppoſing that perhaps they 
would not expoſe to all ſtrangers a picture with 
a name fo well known an it. Mr, Addiſon in 
the lodgings af the Englith jcſuits at Loretto 
{aw the pictures of the two Garnets, Oldcorn, 
and othcrs, who had been executed in Eng- 
land, to the number of thirty [g]. Garnet was 
certainly honoured as a martyr, though he 
diſclaimed all pretenſions to it in his re- 
markable apoſtrophe, Me martyrem ! O qualem 
martyrem! Eudæmo Johannes, a Cretan jeſuit, 
wrote his apology, and publiſhed it at Cologn 
in 1610, with a very curious frontiſpiece, 
Garnet's portraiture in the center of a wheat 
ſtraw, ſuch as it appcared to one of his diſ- 
ciples, who kept it as a relick, encircled 
with this legend, Miraculoſa cffigies R. P. H. 
„Garnet Soc. Jeſu. martyris Anglicani 3 
Mai, 1606 [].“ 
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Garnet was a man of much learning, pro» 
feflor of philoſophy and Hebrew in the Italian 
college at Rome, and ſupplicd the place of 
the celebrated Clavius, It doth not appear 
that he was active in the powder plot, and he 
declared juſt before his execution, that he was 
only privy to it, and concealed what was de- 
livered to him in confeſſion. He was a Not- 
tinghamſhire man, and educated at Rome. 
He was hanged in St. Paul's church-yard, 
May 3, 1606, 

Edward Oldcorne was prieft to Mr. IIa 
bingdon at Hinlip, and invited Garnet to 
come there; he was hanged at Worceſter 
April 7, 1606. Vor a further account of 
theſe prieſts, and likewiſe of the gunpowder 
plot, ſee the Appendix to the 2d part of the 
„Memoirs of Miffionary Prieſts executed in 
England from 1577 to 1684,” printed in tlie 
year 1742. 

A particular of the death and honourable 
interment at Henlip of Mrs, Abingdon, wife 
to John Abingdon, eſq. is ſaid to be in the 
Herald's-Office, but on inquiry could not 
be found. She was gentlewoman of the 
privy-chamber to queen Elizabeth, anno 
1557, and a preat favourite, wherefore ſhe 
was buried at the queen's expence, 

Before we quit the ſubje& of the gun- 
powder plot it may not be improper to ſhew 
how the conſpirator PER Y abovementioned, 
whoſe portrait is at Hindlip, was related ta 
the then Earl of Northumberland; for which 


reaſon I ſhall ſubjoin a ſhort ſketch of his 
Genealogy.

(A) Thomas Abingdon was born at Thorp near Chertſey in Surrey, Aug. 23, 1560. At about ſixteen years of age he was admitted commoner of Linc 
College, Oxford, and afterwards ſent to the univerſities of Rheims and Paris. At his return to England he connected himſelf with thote who laboured to releale 
ueen of Scots ; which occaſioned his being ſent to the Tower, where he remained fix years; and had he not been quien Elizabeth's godton, and che 
merits of his father conſidered, it is thought he would have been executed. He was permitted. to retire to Hindlip, which was feitled upon him at his warriage. 
In the reign of James I. on account of the gun-powder plot, and for entertaining Garnet and Oldeorn, found hid in bis bouſe at Hin! p, he was again coin - 
mitted to the Tower, and, as is ſaid, condemned to die. But by the interceſſion of his wife's father, lord Morley, he was reprieved and pardoned. Mary, is 
wife, is ſuppoſed by ſome to have been the perſon who wrote the letter to her brother William Parker (being lord Momezgle in his father's life in right 
of his mother, and after his father's death lord Morley alſo), in order to fave his lite at the intended maſſacre. When he had received his pardon be retire t 
Hindlip, with an injunction, as tradition informs us, never to ſtir out of the precincts of Worceſterſhire, It was during this retirement, that he tiudicd the 
antiquities of the county, which he left in manuſcript.

N the Conqueror's ſurvey, Atricus the 
archdeacon held one hide at Hudintune, 
belonging to the manor of Norwiche ; he had 
there two carucates and four villans, and 
four bordars with two carucates ; there was 
a mill yielding three ſeams of corn, a wood 


worth three ſhillings, and it was in the king's 


foreſt, But at the Conqueſt it was worth 
thirty ſhillings, Aluricus held it as a ruſtic 
ſervant [a]. | 

In the turvey of the biſhoprick of Wor- 
ceſter, taken in the reign of Henry II. Alanus 
de Worcefler held one hide at Hodington of 
the biſhaprick of Worceſter, of his manor of 
Nordwyke, In the red book of the dibceſe 
Hodington is certified 27 Edward J. as held 
of the manor of Nordwicke, Richard de 
Hodingten held one hide of land in Ho- 
dington, Who this Richard of Hodington 
was may be ſeen in the Records of the Ex- 
chequer the following year, 28 Ed, I. viz. 


In the village of Hodington which Richard 


de Cremley held.” The fame perſon is alſo 
mentioned in a deed made between James le 
Poher and Simon Prior of Worceſter, to 
which deed this Richard de Cromley is a 
witneſs, and ſtiled there Richard de Cromley 
lord of Hodington. Mr. Habingdan ſays, 
this Richard de Cromiley lord of Hodington, 
was the firſt perſon ſurnamed Hodington, 
who, according to the ſame author [6], mar- 
ried Margaret widow of Ralph lord RBaſſet of 
Drayton, who was daughter of Roger de 
Somcry, by his wife Nichola, ſiſter and co- 
cir oft Hugh carl of Arundel, whofe mother 
was Mabel, tifter and co-heir of Ranulphe 
carl of Cheſter and Leiceſter [c], The family

of Hodington continued lords of Hodington 
till the latter end of the reign of Henry V, 
or beginning of Henry VI, during which 
time they intermarried with many good fa- 
milies, as appears in the windows of Ho- 
dington church, the moſt conſiderable of 
which was the marriage of Walter de Ho- 
dington with Agnes Cafley, whoſe mother's 
maiden name was Cokeſey. 

The Caſſeys were an honourable family, 
as appears by their arms in the windows of 
the cathedral church of Worceſter and St. 
Auguſtin's commonly called Doddurhill. 

From the above-mentiqned marriage of 
Hodingtan with Caſſey, ſprang two co- 
heirefles, Agnes wife of William Ruflell, 
from whence the Ruſſells of Strenſham, and 
Joan wife of Roger Wintor, from whence 
the Wintors of Hodington came, Thus were 
the lands of Hodington, with the eſtates of 
Caſſey and Cokeſey, divided for many years be- 
tween theſe two families; but that of / intor 
had the priority, for they enjoyed the eſtates 
of Hodington and Cokeſey, the antient ſeats 
of the families of theſe names, 

After the marriage before-mentianed of the 
heireſs of Hodingtan with Wintor, the 
family of the Wintors intermarried with 
the antient families of the Hungerfords and 
Throgmortons, which laſt iflued from a 
daughter of lord Malpas : with Ingleby a 
great family in Vorkſhire; alſo with Gertude 
Talbot, ſiſter of George earl of Shrewſbury, 

There was a family of the name of Win- 
tor, as by an old record appears, originally 
in France, for earl Wintor was taken pri- 
ſoner by Edward III. in his wars with France,

and died in his captivity. One of the name 
of Wintor was a witneſs to a charter 
granted by the biſhop of Worceſter to the 
prior of Kenelworth in the reign of Henry 
I. Another Winter was owner of Phates, 
in Wych, 4 Edward II. [d]. But the 
family of the Wintors of Hodington de- 
ſcended from Wintor the caſtellan of Car- 
narvon in Wales. Their names were origi- 
nally in Britiſh Gwyn-Tour, i. e. White 
Tower; this ſeems confirmed by the creſt of 
the family, being a falcon mounted on a 
white tower. The Wintors came to ſettle 
at Wych in the reign of Edward II. and 
there continued till Roger Wintor in Henry. 
VIth's time married the co-heireſs of Ho- 
dington and Caſſy. After divers marriages 
with many antient and honourable families 
in this county, the eſtates before-mentioned 
deſcended to Sir George Wintor, who married 
three wives, 1. lady Frances Talbot, daugh- 


ter to John carl of Shrewſbury ; 2. Mary 


daughter of Charles lord Carrington; the 
third was daughter and heireſs of Sir George 
Kent, bart. He left no iflue by either of 
his ſaid wives, but bequeathed his cſtate to 
Francis earl of Shrewſbury, and his brother 
Gilbert Talbot eſquire | e}. 

Biſhop Lyttelton ſays, in the Augmen- 
tation office at Weſtminſter is a very curious 
ſurvey of the matior of Hodington, taken 
by order of Parliament, 1649.

The Cnuncn of Hodington is dedicated 
to St. Michael, and was formerly a chapel ſub- 
ject to Crowle [/], which was originally the 
mother church. It was appropriated to the 
Commandery or hoſpital of St. Wolſtan, 
ſituated without Sidbury-gate, who endowed 
the vicar with the tithes of the lands be- 
longing to the prior; but excepted the Com- 
manders and Froxmore Farm. The donation 
of the church was in the Commandars. 

At the diflolution of religious houſes the 
impropriation fell to the crown, and was pur- 
chaſed by John Combs, 7 Edw. VI. and by

Hath its name from the Anglo-Saxon word Þole, which ſignifics wood or foreſt, 


and is ſituated in the lower diviſion of the hundred of Oſwaldeſlow, in 


the deanry of Worceſter, bounded on the ſouth-eaſt by Grimley on the 


north-weſt by Shrawley ; on the north-eaſt by the river Severn, and on 


the ſouth-weſt by Whitley. 


N the time of the Conqueror's ſurvey it 

was held of the church of Worceſter 
by Ur/o the ſheriff, lay in the hundred of 
Oſwaldeſlow, and belonged to the manor of 
Kemſcey. It conſiſted of five hides : Ailric 
held it on the ſame conditions with the lands 
before mentioned. In demeſne were two 
carucates, and twelve villans, and twenty- 
four bordars, with ten carucates, and a 
fiſhery worth five ſhillings; and in Wich, 
a ſalt pan worth thirteen-pence, and twelve 
acres of meadow ; a wood half a lewe long, 
and 4s much broad. There is one incloſure, 
or park [a]. 

Here ſtood formerly a caſtle, ſuppoſed 
to be built by one of the D'abetots, of 
which nothing now remains but a tower and 
ſome old embatteled walls ; adjoining to

which Sir John Bourn, knt. built a good 
houſe. 

Not long after the Conqueſt the lands 
deſcended to the Beauchamps; for Walter 
Beauchamp married Emelin, only daughter 
and heireſs of Urſo Dabetot, and obtained a 
grant of charter warren in the reign of 
Henry I. William Beauchamp, ſon of the 
ſaid Walter Beauchamp and Emelin his wife, 
is certified in the white book of Worceſter, 
to have the ſaid five hides of land in Holt. 
Among the evidences of the earl of Warwick 
was a deed without date, whereby Wil- 
liam de Beauchamp did give to his fon 
John Beauchamp the rhanor of Holt, with the 
advowſon of the church [5]; in confirmation 
of this ſee the Book of Tenures in the reign 
of Edward I. where William Beauchamp 1s

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ſaid to hold ſive hides in demeſne of the 
biſhop of Worceſter. 20 Edward III. John 
de Beauchamp held five hides of the earl of 
Warwick in Holt, which lands William 
de Beauchamp formerly held of the biſhop of 
Worceſter. The Beauchamps of Holt derived 
their pedigree from Thomas de Beauchamp, 
third fon of William de Beauchamp, baron 
of Elmley, by his wife lady Ifabell, heireſs 
of the earldom of Warwick. From this line 
ſprang Sir John Beauchamp, of Holt, 'knt. 
and baron of Kidderminſter, who is ſaid to 
have been the firſt peer that was created by 
the king's letters patent [c]. This nobleman 
in his younger years received a largeſs from 
the priory of Worceſter, which he afrerwards 
gratefully requited ; for being made 'high 
{ſteward of the houſhold to king Richard II. he 
protected the prior and monks of Worceſter 
in thoſe troubleſome times from the opprel- 
ſion of the king's ſervants, ' baylifts and pur- 
veyors. He, with ſome others of the nobi- 
lity (the king's favourites), fell a ſacriſice to 
the violence of the parliament [4]. He had 


iſſue by his wife, daughter of Sir John Att- 


wood, knt, a fon named John Beauchamp 
who, after the death of Sir John Attwood, 
15 R. II. became heir of his lands in Glou- 
ceſterſhire, but enjoyed no part of his Wor- 
ceſterſhire eſtate. This marriage between 
Beauchamp and Attwood is noticed in the 
windows of Holt church, where Beauchamp 
impales Attwood as a match, but doth not 
quarter Attwood's arms as his heir, In this 
church appeared alſo the arms of William 
de Boys (or Attwood) abbot of Eveſham, 
wearing on the head of Attwood's lion an 
abbot's mitre. But to return to Sir John 
Beauchamp, baron of Kidderminſter, who 
loſt his head in the reign of R. II. as before 
mentioned; his ſon Sir John Beauchamp had 
his arms painted in the churches of Worceſter 
and St. Auguſtin's at Wich, and the monks 
at Worceſter being ancient friends to his fa- 
mily received into their cathedral church the 
body of St. John Beauchamp, over which is 


erected a magnificent monument, and in him

expired the aucient name of Beauchamp, of 


Holt; for not long after, 7 Henry VI. a re- 
cord in the Exchequer ſays, ohn Wyſhanm 
in right of his wife holdeth five hides of the 
earl of Warwick in Holt, which ſaid lands 
were formerly held by Sir John Beauchamp, 
of the biſhop of Worceſter, &c. which ſaid 
John Wyſham being married to one of the 
daughters and co-heirefles of Sir John Beau- 
champ, became lord of Holt. Mr. Habing- 


don calls her a co-heireſs, becauſe the above- 


named John Wyſham in his preſentation to 
the church of Holt, A. D. 1433, is certified 
to preſent (vice ſua) the other coparcener hav- 
ing an alternate right of preſentation to the 
ſame church. The flue of Wyſham being 
Iikewiſe a female married Guiſe of Elmore 
in the county of Gloceſter. The other co- 
heireſs, as appears by an inſcription and arms 
ona tomb in the church of Holt, married 
Skull, who, as Mr. Habingdon believed, was 
Sir Walter Skull, a perſon very famous, 
and who rehded at Holt in the reign of 
Edward IV. By a preſentation to the church 
of Churchill in the deanry of Perſhore it 
is ſaid, that Sir John Beauchamp's lands at 
Holt deſcended in coparcenery to Guiſe and 
Croft, and John Guiſe of Elmſmore, with 
John Croft, having each a moiety in Holt a 
leaſe thereof was granted 27 Henry VIII. to 
Thomas Evans, of Worceſter, for 'the term 
of forty-one ycars, to commence from the 
death of Elizabeth Arden, alias Croft, which 
leaſe of Holt falling into the hands of Sir 
John Bourn, knt. was after his death fold 
by his ſon and heir Mr. Anthony Bourn [e] 
to Sir Thomas Bromley, knt. lord chancel- 
lor of England in the reign of queen Eliza- 
beth. This lord purchaſing the inheritance 
of Holt from Guiſe and Croft left the ſame to 
his fon and heir Sir Henry Bromley, knt. 
from whom it deſcended to Sir Thomas 
Bromley, kat. father of Mr. Henry Brom-

heireſſes of Sir Richard Walſh, of Sheldeſ- 
ley.

From the year 1760 to 1770, 29 marriages, 
167 births, and 94 burials; but we muſt obſerve, 
that from 1680, Little Whitley has had a 
diſtin& regiſter for marriages and births, but 
not for burials, which are here reckoned with 
Holt; poſſibly they might have had one before 
1680, which was loſt, and this would ac- 
count for the number of burials in the firſt 
period being nearly equal to the number of 
chriſtenings. The regiſter book coramences 
1538, and is carried on without interruption 
to the preſent time. 

In the regiſter 1653, 1s this entry :

Holt was before the Conqueſt, a chapel 
to St. Helen's in Worceſter, together with 
the chapels of Wick, Whitley, Wichen ford, 
Checkingwic [/ J. The chapel of Holt with 
half a yard of land paid yearly 5s. 

According to biſhop Lyttelton this church 
is the compleateſt remain of Saxon building 
to be met with in the county; the whole, ex- 
cept the tower and ſouth aile, being in that 
ſtile. The north and ſouth door-ways, though 
the latter is much diſguiſed by a modern 
porch, and the arch between the nave and 
chancel are all ſemicircular, with zigzag 
mouldings, and the capitals of the co- 
lumns ornamented with different groteſque 
figures. It being only a chapel to St. 
Helen's church in Worceſter at the Nor- 
man Conqueſt had no refident prieſt ; hence 
Domeſday- book is filent both with reſpe& to 
preſbyter or eccleſia, 

I have endeavoured in the courſe of this 
work to notice ſuch churches as are of Saxon 
architecture, by which I mean not all ſuch as 
were built abſolutely in the time of the Saxons; 
but as moſt arts arrive at perfection by flow 
degrees and gradual progreſſion, ſo did the 
Saxon ſtyle of building continue improving 
till near the time of Henry III. when a new

mode, now for diſtinction called Norman or 
Gothic, came into general uſe. The moſt 
perfect of this kind is Saliſbury cathedral. 
In after- ages were built Kings college chapel, 
the chapel of Eton- college, the divinity- ſchool 
at Oxford, &c. 

The moſt complete Saxon church is ſaid 
to have been that of St. Peter at York, built 
about the middle of the eighth century. The 
greateſt part of our cathedrals are in a mixed 
ſtyle, and built at different times, as Carliſle, 
Cheſter, Chicheſter, Durham, Hereford, 
Norwich, Oxford, Peterborough, Worceſter 
and Wells: and as the Saxon ſtyle was uſed, 
or at leaſt left remaining after the Conqueſt, 
ſo were theſe early dawnings of the Norman 
to be found before that æra, eſpecially in the 
reign of Edward the Confeſſor, who affected 
Normatt manners, and delighted in the arts of 
that country, having been thereeducated: This 
appears in his wonderful work of the abbey 
church at Weſtminſter, in imitation of which, 
other buildings were erected in different parts 
of the kingdom, as great part of the cathedral 
church of St. Peter's at Glouceſter, and 
many others, 

Mr. Eflex, in a paper read before the Society 
of Antiquaries, Dec. 8, 1774, obſerves, that 
« the Gothic, like the Grecian architecture, 
« has its different orders or modes, and every 
* order its peculiar members, by which it 
* may be diſtinguiſhed from the reſt, and as 
* theſe are regulated by juſt proportions 
founded upon geometrical principles as 
„capable of demonſtration as thoſe of the 
«© Greek or Roman, we may judge of the 
„ whole from a part with as much certainty 
%% as we may know the extent of a Roman 
„ temple from the length of a triglyph.” 
It is doing our Britiſh, Saxon, and Nor- 
man anceſtors too much honour if we in- 
clude them under the name of Gothic ; 
for that word ſeems generally to imply 
a term of reproach given by the admirers 
of the Grecian and Roman architecture 
to ſuch as did not obſerve their rules, 
and build according to one or other of their 
different orders. This neglect of rule pre- 
vailed after the Goths invaded Italy, and 
therefore was called Gothic, as the Romans 
called the trauſalpine nations, Barbarians. The 
Britains and Saxons ſeem to have conſulted 
ſtrength, and the Normans magnificence, more 


than any regular geometrical proportiort. It 
may be imagined that in country churehes par- 
ticularly, it is not ſo eaſy to diſtinguiſh their age 
by the kind of building; but the marks which 
have been obſerved in cathedrals, and larger 
buildings, will ſerve to direct our obſervations 
here: The Saxon ſtyle is marked by a cir- 
cular arch, round-headed doors, and windows; 
maſſive pillars, with a kind of regular baſe, 


and plain capital, thick walls, without any 


very prominent buttreſſes: ſometimes by way 
of ornament the pillars were ſet off with ſmall 
half columns united with them; at other times 
their ornaments were, the ſpiral groove, the 
net, or lozenge work, the zigzag moulding, 
theembattled and the triangular frett, the nail- 
head, quatrefoil, the billetted moulding, &c. 
but what we moſt commonly find in our 
country churches is the hatched, or zigzag 
moulding uſed both on the faces of the arches, 
or for a faſcia on the outſide; as if cut with 
the point of an ax at regular diſtarices, and ſo 
left rough: and the nebule, a projection ter- 
minated by an undulated line; They had no 
pinnacles or ſpires. Sce the churches of 
Aka and Eaſtham, in the plate of Saxon 
architecture. ; 

About the beginning of the reign of 
Henry IIL the pointed arch and flender pil- 
lar began to be in general uſe, and the vaulted 
cieling, painted glaſs, and length of edifice 
within, together with ſpires, pinnacles, ſta- 
tues, and ornaments without, gave to the 
buildings of his reign and thoſe of his ſuc- 
ceſſors till the Reformation a grandeur and 
magnificence which ſtand unrivalled by the 
humble imitators of modern times. 

Biſhop Lyttelton, and after him biſhop 
Warburton, have ingeniouſly conjectured 
concerning the origin of theſe two ſtiles of 
building. They derive the idea of Saxon 
architecture from the ſepulchres and ſubter- 
raneous caverns, low and maſſive from ne- 
ceſſity, in which the firſt Chriſtians wor- 
ſhipped z in after-ages when churches were 
built, the ſame mode was ſtill preſerved and 
followed, and perhaps held ſacred as the 
church of the holy ſepulchre in the holy land 
was of this fort. The idea of Norman archi- 
tecture they think was taken from an avenue 
of trees whoſe top branches meet, and very 
much reſemble ſome of our cathedrals of the 
Norman ſtile. From whence the Normans

ARMS and MONUMENTS. 

On the north fide of the chancel lies a 
ſtone figure of a lady; on her right arm 
were Beauchamp's arms, Gules a feſſe be- 
twecn 6 billets Or. now defaced. 

In another part of the chancel was a mo- 
nument raiſed from the ground of painted 
bricks joined together; at each corner were 
inſcribed the names of the four Evangliſts; 
and within, the year of our Lord 1456. 
In the midſt of all are theſe words, ** Miſe- 
remint mei, Miſeremini mei ſaltem vos amici 
mei quia manus Domini tetigit me.“ On the 
fide of this large tomb were Gules, a bend 
voided of the field between fix lions heads 
eraſed, Or, Skull; impaling Gules a feſſe be- 
tween ſix billets, Or. Beauchamp. It was 
pulled down by the preſent rector, and the 
bricks put on the floor. | 

Near this is engraved on a white ſtone: 
Hic jacet Johanna Croft una dominarum de 
Holt in comitatu Wigorn. que obut viceſimo 
tertio die Septembris, A. D. 1564 [5], cujus 
animz propitietur Deus.” On the right hand 
at the head is a fefle between fix billets; the 
arms-on the left are quite obliterated.
